Honorable  Judson  Harmon,  Governor  of  Ohio: 

Sir  : — There  is  submitted,  herewith,  for  your  consideration,  the  first 
annual  report  of  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio.  This  report, 
while  the  first  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  such,  is  the  seventh 
in  the  series  of  reports  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio,  which 
became,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  Public  Service  Commission  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1911.  Without  any  change  being  made  in  the  personnel, 
membership  or  organization  of  the  Commission,  its  jurisdiction  was  sud- 
denly broadened  and  extended  so  as  to  include  the  regulation  of  rates 
and  service  and  the  supervision  of  the  operation  and  capitalization  of 
every  form  of  public-service  corporation.  The  increase  in  the  volume  of 
business  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Commission  by  this  widening  of 
its  powers  was  necessarily  enormous.  A  very  great  proportion  of  the 
business  coming  before  the  Commission  comprises  matters  of  the  highest 
importance  to  the  individuals,  firms  and  corporations  directly  concerned, 
and  also  to  the  communities  and  the  public  where  such  enterprises  have 
their  location. 

The  action  and  attitude  of  the  Commission  with  regard  to  the  finan- 
cing of  a  new  undertaking,  or  the  reorganization  and  further  capitali- 
zation of  an  established  enterprise,  is  so  vital  as  to  either  open  the  way 
to  its  success-or  to  encompass  its  defeat.  Concerning  many  of  the  facts 
and  principles  involved  the  Commission  had  no  original  knowledge,  and 
there  were  no  fixed  principles  and  precedents  >\o  serve  as  guides  in  the 
determination  of  the  matter,  but  the  Commission  has  endeavored  in  each 
case  to  inform  itself  as  fully  as  possible  and  to  be  governed  in  its^ de- 
cisions by  the  best  light  obtainable,  permitting  always  the  greatest  lati- 
tude for  private  initiative  consistent  with  the' general  public  good. 

When  the  legislature  conferred  upon  the  Commission  supervision  of 
the  capitalization  of  railroads  and  public  utilities,  a  very  important  right 
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was  taken  away  from  private  individuals,  ^  or  associations  of  individuals 
acting  in  their  private  capacities,  and  lodged  in  governmental  authority, 
and  the  Commission  entertains  a  very  solemn  sense  of  its  responsibilities 
with  respect  thereto.  The  theory  that  'there  should  be  no  fictitious  or 
overcapitalization  in  railroad  and  public-service  corporations  is  easy  to 
announce  and,  when  announced,  has  a  very  gratifying  sound,  but  the 
making  of  that  theory  into  a  fact  is  attended  with  difficulties  which,  in 
some  cases,  amoun}  to  disaster.  If  such  supervision  had  been  exercised 
from  the  beginning,  the  necessity  for  it  now,  as  well  as  the  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  its  accomplishment  at  the  present  time,  would  both  largely 
disappear.  The  railroad  and  public-utility  business  of  the  country  pre- 
sents all  phases  of  growth  and  development,  ranging  from  the  embryonic 
enterprise  of  doubtful  expediency  and  uncertain  success  to  enterprises 
which  are  so  wisely  conceived,  so  firmly  established  and  so  judiciously 
managed  as  to  furnish,  in  their  securities,  investments  almost  as  safe  and 
more  remunerative  than  Government  obligations.  To  that  actual  situ- 
ation, as  distinguished  from  the  ideal  situation  to  which  a  principle, 
theoretically  correct,  may  always  be  applied  with  success,  the  principle 
of  the  regulation  of  securities  by  the  Government  has  been  applied.  The 
difficulty  of  at  once  accomplishing  the  object  of  the  prevention  of  over- 
capitalization, or  stock-watering,  without  bringing  disaster  and  financial 
ruin  on  honest  promotion  of  such  enterprises,  and  without  retarding  the 
development  of  new  territory  and  depriving  communities  of  the  advan- 
tages to  which  the  present  state  of  civilization  entitles  them,  is  apparent 
even  to  a  casual  inquirer.  That  difficult  duty  the  Commission  has  en- 
deavored to  perform  in  such  manner  as  to  afford  no  restraint  upon 
legitimate  enterprise  and  sound  development.  Enterprises  which  the 
facts  disclosed  to  be  for  purposes  purely  of  exploitation,  the  Commission 
has  not  hesitated  to  oppose  with  all  the  authority  the  law  confers.  "When 
•enterprises  have  been  established  under  methods  of  financing  common  in 
former  days,  which  resulted  in  overcapitalization,  and\  when  such  enter- 
prises have  sought  permission  to  further  increase  an  already  fictitious 
capitalization  by  a  further  issue  of  capital  obligations,  the  Commission 
lias  endeavored  to  discover  whether  the  new  funds  thus  obtained  would 
be  used  for  proper  improvement  of  the  existing  property,  the  betterment 
of  service  and  an  increase  in  facilities,  and  if  such  were  found  to  be  the 
facts,  the  Commission  has  held  to  the  view  that  past  derelictions  of  duty 
or  offenses  involving  even  moral  turpitude  should  not  be  regarded  as  a 
bar  to  future  honest  action,  although  the  honest  superstructure  may,  of 
necessity,  be  compelled  to  rest  upon  a  dishonest  foundation.  The  Com- 
mission has,  therefore,  permitted,  in  proper  cases,  the  further  capitali- 
zation of  enterprises  already  admittedly  overcapitalized,  it  being  con- 
sidered better  to  improve,  in  any  degree,  a  bad  condition  than  to  permit 
its  continuance  without  hope  of  improvement. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  provision  of  the  general  incorpo- 
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ration  laws  requiring  the  issue  of  bonded  obligations  not  to  exceed  the 
authorized  capital  stock,  as  now  generally  interpreted,  is  vicious  in  its 
nature  and  operates  to  force  the  overcapitalization  of  new  enterprises. 
This  result  is  accomplished  by  the  fact  that  investors  will  not  purchase 
the  stock  of  a  new  enterprise,  or,  if  the|  purchase  can  be  induced  at  all, 
it  will  only  be  at  a  figure  that  represents  but  a  small  fraction  of  the  par 
value.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  a  market  for  the  bonds  of  such  enter- 
prises, and  they  may  frequently  be  sold  at  their  par  value,  or  at  a  com- 
paratively slight  reduction  from  the  par  value.  The  Commission,  there- 
fore, recommends  the  amendment  of  that  provision  of  the  law  so  as  to 
permit  a  larger  issue  of  bonds  than  of  stock. 

The  public  has  again  been  required  to  undergo  the  inconvenience 
and  suffer  the  loss  and  damage  resulting  from  a  so-called  shortage  in  the 
supply  of  freight  cars.  This  condition  is  so  regular  in  its  occurrence, 
and  produces  results  so  disastrous  to  the  people,  as  to  excite  the  concern 
and  demand  the  attention  of  every  department  of  the  government  having 
authority  to  act  in  the  premises.  Complaints  to  the  Commission  have 
been  numerous  and  insistent,  and  appeals  for  relief  have  been  prefaced 
with  statements  of  facts  and  conditions  well  calculated  to  arouse  the 
sympathy  and  commiseration  of  the  most  indifferent.  In  some  cases 
producers  and  shippers  have  been  driven  to  the  verge  of  financial  ruin 
and  wage-earners  have  been  reduced  to  want  by  the  inability  or  neglect 
of  the  railroads  to  transport  commodities  to  the  anxiously  waiting  market. 
The  disastrous  effects  of  this  condition  are  not,  of  course,  confined  to  the 
interests  concerned  in  the  origination  of  the  freight,  but  extends,  with 
undiminished  force,  to  the  point  of  delivery,  where  the  manufacturer,  the 
retailer  and  the  consumer  suffer  equally  with  the  producer  by  this  de- 
fault of  the  carriers  in  the  performance  of  their  function  in  the  business 
life  of  the  nation. 

This  condition  is  designated  and  is  generally  regarded  as  an  actual 
shortage  in  car  equipment.  Complaints  are  made  by  shippers  because 
the  carriers  cannot  or  do  not  furnish  cars  for  loading,  and  for  the  reason 
that  the  complaints  are  usually  devoted  to  the  inability  of  the  shipper 
to  secure  ears,  the  impression  is  general  that  the  whole  difficulty  is  to  be 
found  in  the  small  number  of  cars  with  which  the  carriers  have  provided 
themselves,  and  that  the  remedy  would  be  complete  if  more  cars  were 
obtained.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  any  deficiency  there  may  be  in  the  num- 
ber of  cars  available  for  use  in  transportation  is  but  a  small  factor  in  the 
trouble.  Second-track  mileage,  sidings,  terminal  facilities  and  motive 
power  are  all  important  elements  to  be  considered  in  any  inquiry  de- 
signed to  discover  the  cause  of  present  deplorable  conditions  and  the 
devising  of  an  efficacious  remedy  therefor.  In  connection  with  physical 
conditions  and  material  resources  must  be  considered  the  methods  of 
operation.  If  the  management  of  a  railroad  is  not  directed  by  ability, 
intelligence,  honesty  and  sincerity,  the  greatness  of  its  material  resources 
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will  not  avail  to  secure  good  service  to  the  people.  During  the  past  few 
months,  intimation  and  suggestion  have  been  repeated  and  constant  that 
the  railroad  managements  of  the  country  have  not  exercised  commend- 
1  able  diligence  in  meeting  the  situation,  and  when  it  is  understood  to  be 
a  fact,  as  it  is  a  fact,  that  cars  are  allowed  to  stand  under  load  on  sidings 
and  at  terminals  for  days,  and  even  weeks,  without  any  attempt  at  move- 
ment, while  urgent  daily  appeals  are  being  made  for  the  forwarding  of 
these  very  cars,  and  when  it  is  understood  that  the  average  movement 
of  a  freight  car  in  the  State  of  Ohio  for  a  day  of  twenTy-four  hours  is 
but  twenty-three  miles,  there  is  bound  to  arise  in  the  mind  of  the  inquirer 
either  a  suspicion  of  the  sincerity  of  the  railroad  management  or  a  con- 
tempt for  its  ability.  In  either  event,  whether  the  condition  arises  from 
design  or  from  honest  inefficiency,  a  situation  is  produced  which  the 
public  cannot  view  with  equanimity,  nor  tolerate  with  patience. 

The  Commission  believes  that  each  railroad  should  be  required  to 
own  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  and,  if  the  management  is  not  able  to 
determine  this  number,  or  fails  to  provide  a  sufficient  number,  then  some 
governmental  authority  should  fix  the  number  and  direct  that  they  be 
provided.  The  same  authority  should  be  conferred  with  respect  to  second 
track,  sidings,  terminal  facilities  and  motive  power,  and,  after  these 
material  resources  were  provided,  failure  to  render  proper  service  should 
be  penalized  and  any  person  damaged  by  the  neglect  of  the  management 
of  the  road,  or  by  a  failure  in  the  performance  of  duty,  should  have  a 
sure  and  prompt  method  of  recovery  from  the  company  for  all  loss  so 
sustained. 

Laws  should  also  be  passed  requiring  the  return  of  cars  to  the  roads 
owning  them  when  the  necessities  of  transportation  require  them  to  leave 
their  own  rails,  and  a  penalty  should  be  assessed  upon  the  official,  or 
officials,  responsible  for  their  undue  detention. 

The  Commission  is  convinced  that,  in  the  interests  of  safety,  auto- 
matic block  signals  should,  as  far  as  conditions  will  justify,  be  installed 
by  railroads  in  Ohio.  There  are  a  few  railroads  in  Ohio  on  which  traffic 
is  not  sufficiently  dense  to  justify  automatic  block  signal  installation, 
but  this  is  not  true  as  to  most  of  the  roads.  There  should  be  legislation 
requiring  the  installation  of  automatic  block  signals  on  railroads,  the 
gross  earnings  of  which  justify  such  an  expenditure.  This  would  not 
necessarily  work  a  hardship,  because  automatic  block  signalling  tends  to 
expedite  movement  and  to  economy  of  operation,  as  well  as  to  safety. 
The  Commission  recommends  that  there  be  legislation  enacted  requiring 
automatic  block  signal  operation  where  the  gross  earnings  of  railroads 
equal  or  exceed  six  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 

The  Commission  believes,  also,  that  the  policy  of  railroad  manage- 
ments of  endeavoring  to  lessen  the  cost  of  transportation  by  requiring 
the  hauling  of  a  constantly  increasing  tonnage  in  single  trains  is  unwise 
and  operates  materially  to  prevent  prompt  movement  of  freight.    It  is, 
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therefore,  recommended  that  the  number  of  cars  which  may  be  included 
in  trains  be  limited. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  laws  be  passed  as  follows : 

First :  That  railroads,  including  interurbans,  be  required  to  notify 
and  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Commission  before  an  established  station 
may  be  abandoned. 

Second:  That  the  two-cent-per-mile  fare  law  be  extended  specific- 
ally to  include  interurban  railroads  without  the  limitation  to  observe  the 
nearest  multiple  of  five  and  without  the  privilege  of  a  ten-cent  minimum. 
The  minimum,  if  any  be  fixed,  should  not  be  greater  than  five  cents. 

Third:  The  passage  of  a  law  specifying  the  number  of  trainmen 
required  on  passenger  trains.  This  law  should  be  in  definite  terms  and 
easily  interpreted.  The  present  statute  presents  difficulties  of  interpre- 
tation wholly  unjustifiable  in  view  of  the  simplicity  of  the  subject. 

Fourth  -.  The  amendment  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Act  so 
as  to  make  more  definite  the  method  of  compelling  the  attendance  of 
persons  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Commission,  both  in  the  hearing 
of  complaints  and  in  investigations  by  the  Commission  on  its  own 
initiative,  and  also  conferring  authority  on  the  Commission  to  punish 
for  contempt. 

Fifth :  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commission  that  some 
railroad  companies  refuse  to  pay  their  employes  for  the  time  such  em- 
ployes are  required  to  spend  in  attendance  as  witnesses  before  the  Com- 
mission on  investigations  which  some  act  or  dereliction  of  the  company 
has  made  necessary.  The  Commission  believes  this  policy  to  be  unjust 
to  the  men  and,  therefore,  indefensible,  and  if  it  is  a  subject  that  can  be 
reached  by  legislation,  such  action  should  be  taken  as  will  require  the 
companies  to  save  their  employes  from  loss  while  they  are  thus  prevented 
from  following  their  usual  employment. 

Sixth:  Public  service  corporations  should'be  required  to  notify  the 
Commission  of  changes  in  the  personnel  of  their  responsible  officers  im- 
mediately after  such  changes  are  made. 

The  Commission  has  been  put  to  great  inconvenience  and  loss  of  time, 
and  to  some  expense,  in  trying  to  secure  information  regarding  public 
service  corporations  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  have  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  duties,  from  former  officials  of  companies,  whose  connec- 
tion therewith  has  been  severed. 

Seventh :  If  the  legislature  deems  it  proper  to  continue  the  method 
of  assessing  the  railroads  and  utilities  on  their  earnings  for  the  partial 
support  of  the  Commission,  it  is  suggested  that  a  definite  date  be  fixed 
for  the  payment  of  the  assessment  and  a  penalty  provided  for  any  de- 
fault. The  State  would  probably  find  it  more  satisfactory  after  the 
experiment  was  tried,  to  appropriate  such  sums  as  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission may  require  from  the  general  revenues,  and  if  it  was  discovered 
that  the  railroads  and  public-utility  corporations  were  not  paying  their 
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just  share  of  taxes,  the  amount  of  the  levy  could  be  increased.  That  plan 
would  accomplish  the  result  aimed  at  when  the  law  providing  for  special 
assessment  was  passed  and  would  obviate  all  thej  uncertainties,  expenses 
and  annoyance  of  collecting  the  money  under  a  special  levy. 

Recommendations  herein  have  gone  only  to  isolated  and,  in  some 
sense,  minor  matters,  no  attempt  having  been  made  to  suggest  changes 
in  the  general  scope  and  purpose  of  the  law. 

The  contents  of  this  report  exhibit,  in  some  degree,  the  activities  of 
the  Commission  during  the  past  year.  Other  matters  of  business  dis- 
posed of  by  the  Commission  and  by  its  subordinates,  reaching  a  total  of 
more  than  five  thousand  items,  have  found  no  place  in  these  pages.  These 
cases  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  by  letter,  by  tele- 
phone and  telegraph  message  and  by  oral  statement.  They  relate  to  the 
dealings  of  individuals  with  the  railroads  and  public  service  corpora- 
tions, and  vitally  affect  their  interests.  The  Commission  believes  this 
to  be  a  very  useful  feature  of  its  work  and  desires  to  continue  its  policy 
in  that  respect  and  to  encourage  the  people  of  Ohio  in  the  belief  that  the 
Commission  provides  an  always  open  tribunal  where  matters  over  which 
it  has  been  given  jurisdiction  may  be  speedily  determined. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  served  to  exhibit  with  convincing 
distinctness  the  magnitude  of  the  task  and  the  weight  of  the  responsi- 
bility which  has  been  placed  upon  the  Commission  by  recent  legislation. 
There  is  nothing,  however,  in  this  experience  which  should  discourage 
the  people  in  their  effort  to  regulate  the  business  of  public  service  corpo- 
rations, nor  should  the  corporations  themselves  resent  the  fact  or  the 
extent  to  which  the  State  has  gone  in  providing  for  their  supervision. 
Honestly  conceived  and  skilfully  managed  corporations  can,  and  do,  ren- 
der a  magnificent  service  and  are  entitled  to  liberal  returns.  That  should 
be  as  far  as  either  the  corporation  or  the  State  should  desire  to  go,  and 
on  that  basis  it  is  a  business  which  should,  and  does,  attract  men  of  large 
ability  and  sincere  purpose. 

With  a  plain  disclosure  of  the  magnitude  and  nature  of  the  new 
duties  of  the  Commission  has  followed  a  comprehensive  grasp  of  the 
means  and  methods  necessary  to  fully  perform  them.  Plans  of  organi- 
zation and  operation  have  been  devised  and  will  be  carried  forward  to 
final  completion  as  rapidly  as  public  interest  may  require.  The  expenses 
necessary  to  do  the  work  of  the  Commission  the  way  the  public  has  a 
right  to  expect  to  have/  it  done  will  be  considerable,  but  it  is  not  appre- 
hended that  needed  appropriations  will  be  withheld.

BEFORE  THE  RAILROAD   COMMISSION  OF  OHIO. 


63.  The  Pittsburgh,  Youngstown  and  Ashtabula  Railway  Company, 
Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
and  The  Erie  Railroad  Company,  Defendants.  Dismissed  Au- 
gust 5,  191 2. 

Under  date  of  August  5,  1912,  the  following  entry  was  spread 
upon  the  Commission's  Journal : 

Upon  application  of  the  petitioner,  this  case  is  dismissed  without 
prejudice. 


80.  The  West  Jefferson  Creamery  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Sup- 
plemental order  issued  September  2g,  191 1. 

The  following  order  was  made  herein  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
September,  191 1,  and  the  case  returned  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  for  its  determination  upon  the  appeal  of  the 
defendant  from  the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  of  date 
January  22,  1910: 

The  above  named  complainant  having  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the 
12th  day  of  August,  1909,  filed  its  complaint  against  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  alleging  that  a  certain  rule  and  regula- 
tion of  defendant  applying  to  the  loading  of  milk  is  unfair,  unjust  and 
unreasonable,  and  that  defendant's  service  is  inadequate,  in  that  it  re- 
fused to  publish  rates  for  the  transportation  of  milk  at  numerous  points 
in  Ohio,  and  the  Commission  having,  on  the  22nd  day  of  January,  1910, 
after  due  hearing  and  upon  the  evidence  adduced,  found  the  rule  and

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regulation  complained  against  to  be  unreasonable  and  unjust,  and  de- 
fendant's service  inadequate,  and  made  an  order  directing  defendant  to 
cease  and  desist  from  enforcing  the  rule  and  regulation  found  by  the 
Commission  to  be  unreasonable  and  unjust,  and  commanding  de- 
fendant to  publish  rates  on  milk  from  all  points  on  its  line  in  Ohio  to 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  said  defendant  company,  being  dissatisfied  with 
said  order  of  the  Commission,  commenced  an  action  in  the  Com- 
mon Pleas  Court  of  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  against  The  Railroad 
Commission  of  Ohio,  as  defendant,  to  vacate  and  set  aside  said  order  as 
provided  by  law,  and  said  action  coming  on  for  hearing  in  said  com- 
mon pleas  court,  and  the  plaintiff  having  introduced  evidence  which 
the  Court  found  to  be  different  from  that  offered  before  the  Com- 
mission, and  additional  thereto,  ordered  that  a  copy  of  such  different 
and  additional  testimony  be  transmitted  to  the  defendant,  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Ohio,  for  further  consideration  and  action  thereon ; 
a  copy  of  which  evidence  was  on  the  21st  day  of  September,  191 1, 
received  by  the  Commission  and  taken  under  consideration. 

After  due  consideration  thereof,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
testimony  originally  offered  in  said  case,  the  Commission  is  of  the 
opinion  that  its  former  order  made  herein  should  not  be  altered, 
modified,  amended  or  rescinded,  and  the  Commission  therefore  refuses 
to  alter,  modify,  amend  or  rescind  said  former  order.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  plead- 
ings, the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  and,  after  due  consideration 
thereof,  the  Commission  find,  that  said  defendant  companies  maintain 
and  operate  railroads  of  the  same  gauge  within  the  State  of  Ohio, 
and  that  said  railroads  pass  into  and  through  the  municipality  of 
Wapakoneta,  and  that  the  tracks  of  said  companies  intersect  and 
cross  each  other  in  such  municipality. 

The  Commission  further  find,  that  the  manufacturing  establish- 
ments of  complainants  are  located  upon  and  near  the  tracks  of  said 
companies,  but  that  there  is  now  no  transfer  or  connecting  track  be- 
tween the  tracks  of  said  companies,  and  that  said  companies  have  not 
provided  any  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic,  either  inbound  or 
outbound,  in  said  municipality. 

The  Commission  further  find,  that  by  their  failure  to  construct 
and  maintain  transfer  or  connecting  tracks,  and  by  their  failure  and 
neglect  to  provide  facilities  for  interchange  of  traffic  in  said  munici- 
pality, said  companies  have  not,  and  are  not  now  providing  reasonably 
adequate  facilities  for  the  complainants  and  other  shippers  and  re- 
ceivers of  freight  within  said  municipality.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  companies  construct  and  maintain 
a  transfer,  or  connecting  track  between  the  respective  tracks  of  said 
companies,  at  a  suitable  place  in   said   municipality.     It  is   further 

Ordered,  That  said  transfer,  or  connecting  track  shall  be  so 
located,  constructed  and  maintained,  as  to1  admit  of  the  passage  of 
cars  from  one  road  to  the  other  with  facility. 

A  period  of  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  this 
order  is  hereby  fixed  and  will  be  considered  as  a  reasonable  time 
within  which  to  comply  with  its  terms. 


91.    New  York  Coal  Company,     Complainant,  versus  The  Hocking 
Valley  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

On  the  24th  day  of  August,  191 1,  the  following  petition  to  reopen 
this  case  and  for  a  rehearing  of  the  same,  was  filed  by  the  said 
complainant : 

Now  comes  the  complainant,  New  York  Coal  Company,  and 
respectfully  represents  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio 
that  upon  complaint  filed  by  the  petitioner  herein,  and  after  full 
hearing  thereon,  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  rendered  its 
opinion,  finding  and  order,  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  191 1,  in  which 
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opinion,  finding  and  order  said  Commission  found  that  substantially 
all  of  the  defendant's  rates  complained  of  by  said  complainant  were 
unreasonable,  and  other  and  lower  rates  were  substituted  therefor  by 
said  Commission.  Later,  to-wit:  on  the  ist  day  of  July,  191 1,  said 
Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  was  succeeded  in  office  and  duties  by 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  under  and  pursuant  to  the 
terms  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Ohio  passed  May  31,  191 1, 
whereby  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  Railroad  Commission  of 
Ohio  were  devolved  and  imposed  upon  the  said  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio. 

Said  complainant,  New  York  Coal  Company,  hereby  applies  for 
the  rehearing  and  reopening  of  this  case  for  the  reasons  and  upon 
the  grounds  following,  to-wit: 

1.  Said  petitioner  desires  to  offer  new  and  additional  evidence, 
bearing  upon  the  rates  for  the  transportation  of  coal  by  the  defendant 
as  follows : 

a.  Evidence  showing  the  rates  and  charges  collected  by  the 
defendant  for  the  transportation  of  commercial  coal  transported  from 
the  New  River  and  Kanawha  fields  of  West  Virginia  by  The  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Railway  Company  and  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan 
Railway  Company  to  points  of  connection  with  the  defendant  com- 
pany, and  to  points  intermediate  between  said  connecting  points  and 
the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio. 

b.  Evidence  showing  the  various  tonnages  of  coal  received  by 
the  defendant  during  the  year  1910  from  its  several  connections,  at 
what  points  received,  the  rates  upon  which  such  coal  was  moved  and 
the  proportions  which  the  defendant  received  for  the  transportation 
of  such  coal. 

c.  Evidence  showing  the  tonnages  of  coal  originating  on  de- 
fendant's line  which  goes  to  connecting  lines  for  further  transporta- 
tion. 

d.  Evidence  showing  the  length  of  time  and  dates  during  which 
the  defendant  exercised  control  over  the  railroad  and  business  of 
The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company. 

e.  Evidence  showing  the  dates  when  the  various  through  rates 
were  put  into  effect  upon  defendant's  line  for  the  transportation  of 
coal  from  the  Kanawha,  New  River,  Pocahontas,  Thacker  and  Kenova 
fields  of  West  Virginia. 

f.  Evidence  showing  the  arrangements  made  and  steps  taken  by 
the  defendant  to  improve  its  facilities  for  handling  an  increased  ton- 
nage of  lake  coal. 

g.  The  values  placed  upon  the  property  of  defendant  in  its 
report  to  the.  Tax  Commission  of  Ohio,  and  also  by  the  Tax  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio. 
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2.  This  petitioner  further  respectfully  represents  that  in  the 
opinion,  finding  and  order  of  said  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  sub- 
stituting new  rates  for  the  defendant's  rates  found  and  declared  to  be 
unreasonable,  said  Commission  has  erred  in  the  following  particulars 
and  respects,  to-wit: 

a.  Said  opinion,  finding  and  order  were  contrary  to  the  weight 
of  the  evidence. 

b.  There  was  no  evidence  to  support,  or  which  tended  to  sup- 
port, the  finding  of  said  Commission  whereby  certain  initial  and 
terminal  charges  were  included  as  a  part  of  the  rates  fixed  and  al- 
lowed to  the  defendant. 

c.  The  finding  and  order  of  the  Commission  were  contrary  to 
the  weight  of  the  evidence  as  to  the  cost  of  rendering  the  service  by 
the  defendant. 

d.  Said  Commission  erred  in  its  calculations,  which  errors 
materially  affected  the  results  of  its  conclusions  and  are  prejudicial 
to  the  complainant. 

e.  Said  Commission  considered  matters  and  things  not  of  record 
concerning  which  no  proper  conclusion  can  be  reached  without  evi- 
dence, and  concerning  which  no  evidence  was  offered. 

f.  In  arriving  at  its  decision,  said  Commission  erroneously  as- 
sumed facts  which  were  unsupported  by'  evidence  and  which  led  the 
Commission  to  erroneous  conclusions. 

g.  In  its  finding  and  order  said  Commission  should  have  fixed 
rates  much  lower  than  those  designated  and  fixed  by  the  finding  and 
order  hertofore  made  and  entered  in  this  case. 

h.     For  other  reasons  which  appear  upon  the  record. 

The  petitioner  therefore  prays  the  Commission  to  reopen  this 
case  and  to  reconsider  its  decision  in  respect  thereto  in  the  light  of 
the  errors  which  are  herein  enumerated,  and  in  the  light  of  the  new 
testimony  which  complainant  desires  to  present. 

Allowing  such  application,  the  Commission,  on  the  20th  day  of 
October,  191 1,  entered  the  following  order: 

Upon  application  of  the  complainant,  New  York  Coal  Company, 
and  for  good  cause  shown,  it  is  ordered  that  the  Commission  re- 
consider and  further  investigate  the  original  complaint  made  herein 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  the  original  order  here- 
tofore made  in  said  matter,  to-wit :  June  27th,  191 1,  Journal  1,  page  652, 
substituting  certain  rates  which  were  determined  to  be  just  and  rea- 
sonable for  certain  rates  charged  by  defendant  for  the  transportation 
of  coal,  which  latter  rates  were  found  to  be  unreasonable,  should  not 
be  altered  or  amended.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  Tuesday,  the  5th  day  of  December,  191 1,  at  10:00 
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o'clock  a.  m.,  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  for 
further  investigating  said  matter.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway 
Company,  be  given  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
investigation. 

The  further  proceeding  herein  was  closed  July  31st,  1912,  with 
the  entering  of  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  further  consideration  upon 
complainant's  application  for  rehearing,  and  it  appearing  to  the  Com- 
mission that  said  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  has  taken 
its  appeal  to  the  common  pleas  court  of  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  from 
the  order  heretofore  entered  in  this  case  by  the  Commission  fixing  the 
rates  to  be  charged  by  said  company  for  the  transportation  of  coal 
in  carloads,  and  that  said  court  has  issued  an  order  temporarily  en- 
joining the  Commission  from  enforcing  said  order  against  said  com- 
pany, on  the  grounds  that  the  rates  so  fixed  are  unreasonable ;  and  it 
further  appearing  that  the  complainant  herein  upon  its  said  applica- 
tion for  rehearing,  seeks  an  order  from  the  Commission  requiring  a 
greater  reduction  in  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  said  company  for  the 
transportation  of  coal  as  aforesaid  than  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Com- 
mission in  said  first  and  original  order  from  which  said  company 
prosecuted  its  said  appeal,  the  further  consideration  of  this  case  is, 
therefore,  continued  to  a  day  to  be  fixed  pending  the  final  determina- 
tion by  said  court  of  the  issues  raised  upon  said  appeal. 


104.  The  Ohio  Shippers'  Association,  Complainant,  versus  The  Akron 
and  Barberton  Belt  Railroad  Company,  et  al.,  Defendants.  Sup- 
plemental order  issued  September  12,  1912. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Ohio  Shippers'  Association,  the  Complainant  herein,  having 
on  the  5th  day  of  August,  1912,  filed  its  application  praying  that  Rule 
10  to  the  code  of  demurrage  rules  promulgated  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Ohio,  now  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  on  the 
19th  day  of  May,  191 1,  now  in  effect  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  being 
designated  as  Formal  Case  No.  104,  be  amended  and  modified,  and  the 
oiiginal  defendants  herein  having  filed  their  several  answers  thereto, 
and  The  Clevland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway  Company  and  The 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company  of  Indiana,  being  companies 
not  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  hearing  of  said  original  case  but 
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having  been  formed  since  that  time,  having  entered  their  voluntary- 
appearance  and  filed  their  separate  answers  herein,  being  thereby 
made  parties  defendant  to  this  proceeding,  and  said  matter  having 
been  fixed  for  hearing  on  Tuesday,  the  ioth  day  of  September,  1912, 
at  1 130  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  having  been  given,  the  same  came  on  to  be  heard  on  said 
day  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

The  Commission,  after  considering  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  the  arguments  of  counsel  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises, 
is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  complainant's  petition  should  be  granted 
and  that  said  Rule  10  of  said  code  of  demurrage  rules  should  be 
amended  and  modified.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  Rule  10  of  the  code  of  demurrage  rules  now 
in  effect  in  the  State  of  Ohio  shall  be  amended  and  modified  to  read 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

RULE  10. 

Average  Agreement. 

When  a  shipper  or  receiver  elects,  the  carrier  will  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  him  to  apply  the  average  plan  for  the  determina- 
tion and  settlement  of  demurrage  charges ;  the  charge  for  detention  to 
cars,  provided  for  by  Rule  7,  on  all  cars  held  for  loading  or  unloading 
by  such  shipper  or  receiver  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the 
average  time  of  detention  to  all  such  cars  released  during  each  cal- 
endar month,  such  average  detention  to  be  computed  as  follows: 

(a)  A  credit  of  one  day  will  be  allowed  for  each  car  released 
within  the  first  24  hours  free  time.  A  debit  of  one  day  will  be  charged 
for  each  24  hours  or  fraction  thereof  that  a  car  is  detained  beyond  the 
first  48  hours  of  free  time.  In  no  case  shall  more  than  one  day's  credit 
be  allowed  on  any  one  car,  and  in  no  case  shall  more  than  five  days' 
credit  be  applied  in  cancellation  of  debits  accruing  on  any  one  car, 
making  a  maximum  of  seven  days  that  any  car  may  be  held  free ;  this 
to  include  Sundays  and  holidays. 

(b)  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  the  total  number  of  days 
credited  will  be  deducted  from  the  total  number  of  days  debited,  and 
$1.00  per  day  charged  for  the  remainder.  If  the  credits  equal  or  ex- 
ceed the  debits,  no  charges  will  be  made  for  the  detention  of  the  cars, 
and  no  payment  will  be  made  to  shippers  or  receivers  on  account  of 
such  excess  of  credits,  nor  shall  the  credits  in  excess  of  the  debits 
0/  any  one  month  be  considered  in  computing  the  average  detention  for 
another  month. 

(c)  A  shipper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage  of  this 
average  agreement  shall  not  be  entitled  to  cancellation  or  refund  of 
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demurrage  charges  under  Section  A,  paragraphs  I  and  3,  or  Section 
B  of  Rule  8. 

(d)  A  shipper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage  of  this 
average  agreement  may  be  required  to  give  sufficient  security  to  the 
railroad  company  for  the  payment  of  balances  against  him  at  the  end 
of  each  month. 

It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  amending  and  modifying  said  Rule  10 
of  the  code  of  demurrage  rules  in  effect  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  shall  be 
in  full  force  and  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1912. 


109.  John  Beach,  et  al.,  Complainants,  versus  Pennsylvania  Company, 
operating  The  Pittsburgh,  Ft.  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Com- 
pany, Defendant.     Dismissed  July  12,  1912. 

On  July  12,  1912,  the  complainants  having  advised  of  the  erec- 
tion- by  the  defendant  of  an  adequate  and  suitable  depot  building  at 
the  village  of  Dola,  Ohio,  this  case  was  dismissed.  / 


in.  Edward  Baechler  and  Christian  Baechler,  Comprising  Baechler 
Coal  and  Supply  Company,  a  Partnership,  Complainants,  versus 
The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  De- 
fendant.    Dismissed  July  13,  1912. 

This  proceeding,  a  claim  for  alleged  loss  of  coal  in  transit,  was 
on  the  13th  day  of  July,  1912,  withdrawn  by  the  complainant,  and 
the  case  dismissed. 


126.    In  the  matter  of  the  investigation,  upon  the  Commission's  own 
motion,   of  the  management  of  the  business  of  The  Western 
Ohio  Railway  Company. 
On  July  9th,  1912,  the  following  entry  was  spread : 

It  appearing  that  the  conditions  and  practices  found  by  the 
Commission,  after  investigation,  to  be  improper,  dangerous  and  repre- 
hensible, have  been  corrected  by  said  company,  this  case  is,  therefore, 
dismissed  without  further  record.

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131.  The  Batavia  Improvement  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Cincinnati,  Georgetown  and  Portsmouth  Railroad  Company,  De- 
fendant.    Order  issued  November  15th,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being 
fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  public  necessity  and  con- 
venience require  that  defendant  operate  on  its  railroad  an  additional 
car  between  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  Batavia,  Ohio,  and  that,  by  the 
failure  and  refusal  of  said  defendant  to  operate  said  additional  car  be- 
tween Cincinnati  and  Batavia,  defendant  is  not  rendering  reasonably 
adequate  service  to  its  patrons  and  the  public.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Cincinnati,  Georgetown  and 
Portsmouth  Railroad  Company,  be,  and  it  hereby  is  notified  and  re- 
quired to  operate  on  its  line  of  railroad,  in  addition  to  the  cars  that 
Scid  defendant  now  operates  on  its  said  line  of  railroad,  a  car  which 
shall  leave  defendant's  terminal  station  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  at  or  near 
twenty-five  minutes  after  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  which  shall  arrive  at 
defendant's  terminal  station  at  Batavia,  Ohio,  at  or  near  10  o'clock 
p.  m.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  notified  and 
required  to  operate  said  car  daily. 


136.  James  T.  Bentley,  Complainant,  versus  The  Adena  Railroad 
Company,  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and 
B.  A.  Worthington,  Receiver  of  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie 
Railroad  Company,  Defendants.    Decided  November  24,  191 1. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  complainant  sets  out  that  the  defendant,  The  Adena  Railroad 
Company,  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  per- 
sons and  property  by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
with  termini  at  Adena,  in  Jefferson  County,  and  Neffs  in  Belmont 
County;  that  the  defendant,  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad 
Company,  is  the  lessee  of  the  railroad  of  said  The  Adena  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  that  it  is  required  to  operate  said  railroad  and  to  perform 
all  duties  which  the  said  The  Adena  Railroad  Company  is  required  to 
perform  under  its  charter  and  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio ; 
that  the   defendant,   B.  A.   Worthinton,  is   the   duly   appointed   and 
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acting  receiver  of  the  defendant,  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Rail- 
road Company,  and,  as  such  receiver,  is  operating  The  Wheeling  and 
Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  and  the  railroad  of  The  Adena  Railroad 
Company;  that  since  its  completion,  about  seven  years  ago,  the  rail- 
road of  The  Adena  Railroad  Company  has  been  continuously  operated, 
transporting  large  quantities  of  freight,  but  that  there  has  been  no 
service  whatever  established  for  the  transportation  of  persons,  and 
that  there  has  been  no  adequate  freight  service  established  for  the 
carriage  of  freight  in  less  than  carload  lots;  that,  in  consequence,  be- 
tween six  and  ten  thousand  people  residing  along  the  line  of  said 
railroad  are  deprived  of  the  advantages  of  adequate  passenger  and 
freight  service,  by  said  company. 

The  complainant  prays  that  the  defendants  be  required  to  furnish 
and  maintain  reasonably  adequate  passenger  service,  consisting  of  at 
least  two  trains  between  Adena  and  Neff's  each  way  a  day  and  furnish 
and  maintain  reasonably  adequate  freight  service  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  property  in  less  than  carload  lots. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  testimony,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  find: 

That  the  defendants,  The  Adena  Railroad  Company,  The  Wheel- 
ing and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  and  B.  A.  Worthington,  re- 
ceiver of  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  are  fail- 
ing, neglecting  and  refusing  to  furnish  and  provide  reasonably  ade- 
quate passenger  service  and  freight  service  for  freight  in  less  than 
carload  lots  on  the  line  of  The  Adena  Railroad  Company  between 
Adena  .and  Neff's,  in  that  said  defendants  now  afford  no  passenger 
service  at  all,  and  provide  freight  service  for  less  than  carload  ship- 
ments only  one  day  in  the  week.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  defendants,  The  Adena  Railroad  Company, 
The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  and  B.  A.  Worthing- 
tun,  receiver  of  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  notified  and  required  to  provide  reasonably  ade- 
quate passenger  service  and  facilities  to  the  public  residing  along  the 
I.»nc  of  The  Adena  Railroad  Company  between  Adena  and  Neff's  and  to 
all  others  that  may  have  occasion  to  use  the  same,  by  operating  daily, 
except  Sunday: 

i.  A  train  for  passengers  leaving  Adena  at  some  convenient 
hour  in  the  morning. 

2.  By  operating  a  train  for  passengers  leaving  Adena  at  some 
convenient  hour  in  the  afternoon,  and  each  of  said  trains  to  arrive  at 
Neff's  as  soon  after  leaving  Adena  as  a  proper  running  schedule  will 
permit,  and  each  of  said  trains  to  stop  at  each  of  defendant,  The  Adena 
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Railroad   Company's  stations  ^between   Adena  and   NefFs   when  sig- 
nalled so  to  do,  to  receive  or  discharge  passengers,  or  both. 

3.  By  operating  a  train  for  passengers  leaving  NefFs  at  some 
convenient  hour  in  the  morning,  and 

4.  By  operating  a  train  for  passengers  leaving  NefFs  at  some 
convenient  hour  in  the  afternoon,  each  of  said  trains  to  arrive  at 
Adena  as  soon  after  leaving  NefFs  as  a  proper  running  schedule  will 
permit,  and  each  of  said  trains  to  stop  at  each  of  defendant,  The  Adena 
Railroad  Company's  stations  between  NefFs  and  Adena  when  sig- 
nalled so  to  do,  to  receive  or  discharge  passengers,  or  both.  And  it 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendants,  The  Adena  Railroad  Company, 
Tie  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  and  B.  A.  Worthing- 
ton,  receiver  of  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  pro- 
vide reasonably  adequate  freight  service,  for  the  traffic  that  may  be  of- 
fered in  less  than  carload  lots  at  stations,  by  operating  a  train  carrying 
freight  shipments  in  less  than  carload  lots,  daily,  except  Sunday,  be- 
tween Adena  and  NefFs  and  daily  between  NefFs  and  Adena.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  if  the  passenger  and  freight  service  herein  re- 
quired can  be  furnished  by  the  defendants  by  the  operation  of  mixed 
freight  and  passenger  trains,  such  service  will  be  considered  by  the 
Commission  as  meeting  with  the  requirements  of  this  order. 


137.  McMorran  Brothers  and  Company,  et  al.,  Complainants,  versus 
The  Toledo  and  Ohio  Central  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 
Dismissed  October  28th,  1912. 

In  final  disposition  of  this  proceeding,  the  Commission  entered 
the  following  order: 

It  being  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission  that  McMorran  has 
been  made  a  flag  stop  for  local  passenger  trains  and  an  open  station 
for  freight  traffic,  and  it  appearing  that  this  complaint  has  been  thereby 
satisfied,  this  case  is  dismissed  without  further  record. 


138.  The  Canton-Hughes  Pump  Company,  The  Wooster  Shale  Brick 
Company,  and  Gray  and  Smith,  as  a  partnership,  Complainants, 
versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Company  as  the  lessee  of  and  as  the  operator  of 
The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  The 
Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Muskingum  Valley  Railroad  Company, 
and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  operator  of  The 
Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Muskingum  Valley  Railroad  Company. 
Order  issued  September  18,  1912. 
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The  amended  complaint  filed  herein,  as  of  date,  January  28,  1912, 
sets  out: 

1.  The  complainants  say  that  The  Canton-Hughes  Pump  Com- 
pany is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
having  its  principal  place  of  business  at  Wooster,  Ohio. 

The  Wooster  Shale  Brick  Company  is  a  corporation  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having  its  principal  place  of  busi- 
iv  ss  in  Wooster,  Ohio. 

Gray  and  Smith  are  a  partnership  composed  of  Adam  Smith  and 
Charles  M.  Gray,  and  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  and 
selling  flour,  and  in  buying  and  selling  and  shipping  and  receiving 
wheat,  flour  and  feed  in  carload  lots,  having  its  principal  place  of 
business  at  Wooster  Ohio. 

2.  That  the  above  named  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  per- 
sons and  property  by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

3.  That  the  above  named  Pennsylvania  Company  is  a  common 
carrier  and  the  lessees  of  and  is  operating  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne 
and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  per- 
sons and  property  by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

4.  That  The  Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Muskingum  Valley 
Railroad  Company  is  an  incorporation  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
Ohio;  that  the  said  railroad  is  operated  as  a  part  of  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company's  system ;  that  the  said  railroad  is  con- 
trolled by  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  by  an  owner- 
ship of  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock,  and  operated  by  the  said  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  as  a  part  of  its  system. 

The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  is 
a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  is  operated  by  said  Pennsylvania  Company  as  lessee. 

5.  That  the  said  defendants  and  each  of  them,  have  wholly 
failed  in  the  city  of  Wooster,  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  and  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  thereto,  to  furnish  and  provide  reasonable  and  proper 
facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic  between  their  respective  lines, 
and  for  forwarding  and  delivering  freight  and  property.  Both  of  said 
defendants  have  wholly  failed  to  provide  switching  facilities  and 
tracks  necessary  for  an  interchange  of  traffic  and  for  transferring  and 
delivering  freight  in  carload  lots  and  empty  cars  for  loading  freight 
in  this,  to-wit :  That  the  said  defendant  companies  have  wholly  failed 
to  construct  an  interchange  switch  between  their  respective  lines  and 
have  wholly  failed  to  fix  a  schedule  of  rates  for  interchanging  loaded 
and  empty  freight  cars  between  their  respective  lines. 

6.  That  the  said  defendant,  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and 
Chicago  Railway  Company,  operated  by  the  Pennsylvania  Company 
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as  aforesaid,  Ind  The  Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Muskingum  Valley- 
Railroad  Company,  operated  as  aforesaid,  cross  each  other  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Wooster,  and  that  the  said  Pennsyl- 
vania Company,  operating  as  aforesaid,  has  wholly  failed  to  provide 
and  furnish  means  for  receiving  from  each  other,  empty  cars  for 
loading,  and  loaded  freight  cars  from  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company,  operating  as  aforesaid,  for  delivery  to  switches  in 
the  city  of  Wooster,  connecting  the  plants  of  the  respective  plaintiffs 
with  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company, 
operated  as  aforesaid  by  the  Pennsylvania  Company,  said  empty  cars 
for  loading  being  destined  when  loaded  to  points  on  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company's  system,  and  connecting  points. 

7.  That  the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
operating  as  aforesaid,  has  wholly  failed  to  provide  and  furnish  means 
for  receiving  empty  cars  for  loading,  as  well  as  loaded  freight  cars 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Company,  operating  as  aforesaid,  destined 
for  switches  of  The  Wooster  Shale  Brick  Company,  to  switches  be- 
longing to  The  Wooster  Shale  Brick  Company,  and  connected  with 
The  Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Muskingum  Valley  Railroad  Company, 
operated  by  the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  as 
aforesaid.  Said  empty  cars,  when  loaded,  being  destined  for  points  on 
the  lines  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company's  system  and  its  connecting 
points. 

8.  That  the  said  Pennsylvania  Company,  operating  as  afore- 
said, has  wholly  failed  to  provide  and  furnish  means  for  receiving 
from  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  operating  as  afore- 
said, empty  cars  to  be  placed  for  loading  on  switches  of  the  respective 
plaintiffs.  Said  switches  are  owned  by  plaintiffs  and  said  switches 
connected  with  the  plants  of  the  respective  plaintiffs  and  connected 
with  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company, 
operated  by  said  Pennsylvania  Company;  that  the  said  Pennsylvania 
Company  has  wholly  failed  to  provide  and  furnish  means  to  return 
the  said  cars  when  loaded  to  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, operating  as  aforesaid,  for  distribution  to  points  on  the  said 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  or  its  connecting  lines. 

9.  That  the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
has  wholly  failed  to  provide  and  furnish  means  for  receiving  empty 
freight  cars  from  the  Pennsylvania  Company,  operating  as  aforesaid, 
to  be  placed  for  loading  on  the  switches  of  The  Wooster  Shale  Brick 
Company;  said  switches  are  owned  by  The  Wooster  Shale  Brick 
Company  and  are  connected  with  The  Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Mus- 
kingum Valley  Railroad  Company,  and  which  is  operated  by  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  as  aforesaid;  and  the  said 
companies  have  wholly  failed  to  provide  means  to  return  said  cars 
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when  loaded  to  the  Pennsylvania  Company,  said  cars  being  destined  for 
points  on  the  Pennsylvania  Company's  lines  or  lines  connecting  there- 
with. 

10.  That  each  of  the  said  defendants  has  wholly  failed  to 
furnish  and  provide  reasonable  and  proper  facilities  for  an  interchange 
of  loaded  freight  cars  from  each  of  the  defendants  respectively  to 
the  other  of  said  defendants  from  points  within  the  city  of  Wooster 
or  immediate  vicinity  and  destined  to  points  within  the  city  of 
Wooster  or  the  immediate  vicinity ;  all  of  said  acts  being  in  violation 
of  the  laws  made  and  provided  for,  especially  Section  522  of  the  Gen- 
eral Code  of  Ohio. 

Wherefore,  the  petitioners  pray  the  aforesaid  railroad  companies 
to  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  set  out ;  that  the  Railroad 
Commission  will  hold  an  investigation  of  the  charges  herein  made; 
than  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  defendant  railroad  com- 
panies to  cease  and  desist  from  the  said  violations  of  the  laws  here- 
with complained  of;  that  said  defendant  railroad  companies  be  re- 
quired to  construct  the  necessary  switches  to  interchange  traffic  and 
empty  cars  for  loading  between  the  two  companies ;  that  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be  required  to  switch  loaded  and 
empty  freight  cars  from  the  Pennsylvania  Company's  lines  to  switches 
connecting  with  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company's  lines, 
and  particularly  to  the  switches  of  The  Wooster  Shale  Brick  Com- 
pany; that  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be  required  to 
receive  from  The  Pennsylvania  Company  empty  cars  to  be  placed  on 
the  switches  of  the  plaintiffs  connected  with  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  for  loading,  said  cars  when  loaded  to  be 
destined  for  points  on  The  Pennsylvania  Company's  lines  or  its  con- 
necting lines;  that  the  Pennsylvania  Company  be  required  to  switch 
empty  and  loaded  freight  cars  received  from  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  and  destined  for  points  in  the  city  of  Wooster  on 
The  Pennsylvania  Company  and  for  switches  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the 
city  of  Wooster,  connecting  with  the  said  Pennsylvania  Company's 
lines ;  that  the  said  empty  cars  so  received  for  loading  and  when 
loaded,  being  destined  for  points  on  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  and  its  connecting  lines ;  that  the  said  companies  be 
required  to  receive  and  interchange  and  switch  loaded  and  empty 
freight  cars  for  each  other  in  the  city  of  Wooster  and  immediate 
vicinity;  that  each  of  said  defendants  be  required  to  receive  from  the 
other  respectively,  loaded  freight  cars  from  points  within  the  city 
of  Wooster  or  immediate  vicinity,  destined  to  points  within  the  city 
of  Wooster  or  immediate  vicinity,  and  that  the  Commission  shall  fix 
a  schedule  of  rates  for  interchanging  loaded  and  empty  freight  cars 
between  the  respective  lines  of  the  defendants,  and  establish  and  fix 
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switching  regulations,  and  for  such  other  and  further  relief  as  the 
Commission  may  deem  necessary  in  the  premises. 

The  joint  answer  of  the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  and  The  Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Muskingum 
Valley  Railroad  Company  reads  as  follows : 

These  answering  defendants  admit  that  they  are  corporations  as 
alleged  and  that  the  plaintiffs  are  corporations  and  a  partnership, 
respectively;  that  the  railroad  of  said  The  Cleveland,  Wooster  and 
Muskingum  Valley  Railroad  Company  is  operated  as  a  part  of  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  System,  and  that  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany do  not  connect  with  those  of  either  of  the  other  defendants  in  or 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Wooster,  Ohio;  and  these 
answering  defendants  deny  each  and  every  allegation  contained  in 
the  amended  petition  not  hereinbefore  expressly  admitted  to  be  true. 

The  separate  answer  of  the  defendant  Pennsylvania  Company 
reads  as  follows : 

For  its  answer  to  the  amended  petition,  the  defendant,  Pennsyl- 
vania Company,  admits  that  the  complainants,  The  Canton-Hughes 
Pump  Company  and  The  Wooster  Shale  Brick  Company,  are  corpora- 
tions organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  have  their 
principal  places  of  business  at  the  city  of  Wooster,  in  said  State ;  that 
the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  is  a  com- 
mon carrier  engaged  in'  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property 
by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio;  that  the  defendant, 
Pennsylvania  Company,  is  a  common  carrier  and  the  lessee  of  and 
is  operating  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  'is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  said  Pennsylvania  Company  is  engaged  in 
the  transportation  of  persons  and  prope'rty  by  railroad  between  points 
in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

This  answering  defendant  has  no  knowledge  or  information  re- 
specting the  alleged  partnership  of  Gray  and  Smith  and  therefore 
denies  that  Gray  and  Smith  are  a  partnership  composed  of  Adam  Smith 
and  Charles  M.  Gray;  that  said  partnership  is  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  manufacturing  and  selling  flour  and  in  buying  and  selling  and 
shipping  and  receiving  wheat,  flour  and  feed  in  carload  lots  and  that 
its  principal  place  of  business  is  in  the  said  city  of  Wooster. 

This  answering  defendant  has  no  knowledge  of  information 
respecting  The  Cleveland,  Wooster  and  Muskingum  Valley  Railroad 
Company  and  therefore  denies  that  it  is  a  corporation  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Ohio;  that  said  railroad  is  operated  as  a  part  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company's  system;  and  that  said 
railroad  is  controlled  by  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
by  an  ownership  of  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  and  is  operated  by 
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the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  as  a  part  of  its 
system. 

This  answering  defendant  admits  that  a  railroad  operated  by 
said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  crosses  over  the 
railroad  of  said  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway 
Company  in  the  vicinity  of  said  city  of  Wooster,  but  denies  that  the 
tracks  of  said  railroads  so  cross,  connect  with,  or  intersect  each  other 
as  to  admit  of  the  passage  of  cars  from  one  of  said  roads  to  the  other 
with  facility,  or  that  the  same  can  be  reasonably  so  connected,  and 
avers  that  this  Honorable  Commission  is  without  jurisdiction  of  this 
action  or  of  the  parties  thereto,  or  the  subject  matter  thereof,  and 
that  any  order  of  this  Honorable  Commission  seeking  to  require 
either  a  connection  or  an  interchange  of  traffic  between  said 
respective  lines  of  railroad,  or  the  switching,  transfer  or  de- 
livery of  cars  from  one  of  said  roads  to  the  other,  at  or 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Wooster,  either  as  prayed  for  in  the 
amended  petition  or  otherwise,  would  be  unreasonable  and  void,  and 
would  deprive  this  answering  defendant  of  its  property  without  due 
process  of  law. 

This  answering  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allegation  con- 
tained in  the  complaint  and  not  herein  specifically  admitted  to  be  true. 

The  separate  answer  of  the  defendant,  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort 
Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,  is  in  the  same  terms  and 
words  as  that  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company. 

On  the  18th  day  of  September,  1912,  the  following  finding  and 
order  was  promulgated  herein : 

This  case  came  on  for  hearing  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by  counsel  and,  after  due  consideration 
thereof  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  the  Commission  finds 
that  said  defendant  companies  maintain  and  operate  railroads  of  the 
same  gauge  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  said  railroads  pass  into 
and  through  the  municipality  of  Wooster,  and  that  the  tracks  of  said 
companies  cross  each  other  in  or  near  said  municipality. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  business  establishments 
of  complainants,  as  well  as  the  business  establishments  of  other  per- 
sons, firms  and  corporations  not  parties  to  this  suit,  are  located  con- 
tiguous to  and  near  the  tracks  and  rights  of  way  of  said  defendant 
companies,  but  that  there  is  now  no  transfer  or  connecting  track,  or 
tracks,  between  the  tracks  and  rails  of  said  defendant  companies,  and 
that  said  defendant  companies  have  not  provided  any  facilities  for  the 
interchange  of  traffic  between  said  defendant  companies'  respective 
lines  and  railroads,  either  inbound  or  outbound,  at  said  place  and 
point  or  within  said  municipality. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  by  their  said  failure  to  con- 
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struct  and  maintain  transfer  or  connecting  tracks,  and  by  their  said 
failure  and  neglect  to  provide  facilities  for  interchange  of  traffic,  said 
defendant  companies  have  not,  and  are  not  now  providing  reasonably 
adequate  facilities  for  the  complainants  and  for  other  shippers  and  re- 
ceivers of  freight,  and  for  the  public  in  said  locality. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  public  convenience  and 
necessity  require  the  defendant  companies  to  construct  at  the  said 
municipality  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  a  connection  or  transfer  track  that  will 
enable  each  of  said  defendant  companies  to  deliver  to  the  other,  cars, 
either  empty  or  loaded,  or  both  empty  and  loaded,  in  order  that  such 
cars  may  be  switched  or  transferred  and  transported  in  road  haul  to 
the  desired  and  designated  destination,  and  in  order  that  cars  bearing 
incoming  freight  may  be  properly  placed  for  unloading.  It  is,  there- 
fore, 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  companies  construct  and  maintain 
a  transfer  or  connecting  track  between  the  respective  tracks  of  said 
companies  at  a  suitable  place  in  or  near  said  municipality  of  Wooster, 
Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  transfer  or  connecting  track  shall  be  so 
located,  constructed  and  maintained  as  to  admit  of  the  passage  of 
cars,  with  facility,  from  the  rails,  track  and  road  of  each  of  said  de- 
fendant companies  to  the  rails,  track  and  road  of  each  of  the  other 
defendant  companies.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  a  period  of  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  the 
service  of  this  order  upon  said  defendant  companies  be,  and  it  hereby 
is  fixed  and  will  be  considered  by  the  Commission  as  a  reasonable 
time  within  which  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  requirements  of  this 
order. 


BEFORE  THE  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION   OF   OHIO. 


i..  The  Southern  Hotel  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Union 
Depot  Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  November  23,  191 1. 

The  complainant  states: 

1.  That  it  is  a  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  for  the  purpose,  among  other  things,  of  conducting  and 
operating  hotels  for  the  accomodation  of  the  public. 

2.  That  on  August  20,  1872,  the  defendant  was  incorporated 
and  organized  as  a  union  depot  company  under  the  act  of  April  3, 
1868,  entitled,  "An  act  to  authorize  the  incorporation  of  union  depot 
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companies,"  (63  Ohio  L.  64),  by  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati 
and  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  and  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati 
and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company. 

3.  That  said  defendant,  The  Union  Depot  Company,  is  the 
owner  in  fee  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio, 
abutting  on  High  Street,  in  said  city,  upon  a  portion  of  which  it  has 
constructed  a  large  and  commodious  railway  station  into  which  the 
passenger  trains  of  eight  of  the  leading  railroads  that  enter  said  city 
of  Columbus  run  their  trains  and  receive  and  discharge  their  pas- 
sengers. 

That  many  years  ago,  the  said  city  of  Columbus  erected  a 
viaduct  on  High  Street  adjacent  to  the  said  property  of  the  defendant, 
across  and  over  the  railroad  tracks  which,  prior  thereto,  had  crossed 
said  street  at  grade,  whereby  the  grade  of  High  Street  on  said  viaduct 
adjacent  to  said  station  and  its  approaches,  was  raised  about  twenty 
feet;  that  the  defendant  thereafter  constructed  and  has  since  maintained 
a  driveway  and  concourse, forming  the  approach  to  said  station,  at  grade 
from  said  viaduct,  in  such  manner  and  of  such  dimensions  as  not  to 
permit  or  accommodate  thereon  the  number  of  public  and  private 
vehicles  and  conveyances  necessary  to  accommodate  the  demand  and 
convenience  of  travelers  coming  in  and  going  out  on  the  railroad 
trains  that  enter  said  union  station. 

The  complainant  says  that  it  conducts  and  operates  an  hotel, 
known  as  the  Southern  Hotel,  which  is  situated  on  the  southeast 
corner  of  High  and  Main  Streets,  in  said  city  of  Columbus,  about  ten 
blocks  from  said  Union  Station,  and  is  the  largest,  most  commodious 
and  best  equipped  hotel  in  said  city. 

The  defendant  refuses  to  permit  the  complainant  to  enter  and 
maintain,  on  the  said  concourse  and  driveway  adjacent  to  its  union 
station,  its  private  motor  car  or  other  conveyance  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  and  receiving,  from  incoming  trains,  passengers  expected  to 
arrive  and  become  guests  at  its  said  hotel,  and  which  it  desires  and 
intends  to  transport  free  of  charge;  and  the  defendant  prevents  the 
complainant  from  so  doing. 

The  defendant  has  and  maintains  a  regulation,  practice  and  ar- 
rangement with  The  Columbus  Transfer  Company,  a  corporation  en- 
gaged in  the  general  transfer  business  in  said  city,  whereby  said 
Transfer  Company  has  been  and  is  granted  and  given  the  exclusive 
right  to  use,  with  its  vehicles,  said  driveway  and  concourse  adjacent 
to  said  Union  Station,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  solicit  thereon,  for 
price  or  reward,  the  passengers,  for  purposes  of  transportation, 
arriving  at  said  station  on  incoming  trains,  including  guests  intending 
to  stop  at  said  Southern  Hotel. 

And  the  complainant  says  that  the  said  regulation,  practice  and 
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arrangement,  so  made  and  maintained  with  said  The  Columbus  Trans- 
fer Company  by  the  defendant,  and  the  said  exclusion  of  the  com- 
plainant from  meeting  its  said  guests  as  aforesaid,  affects  the  trans- 
portation of  said  traveling  guests,  and  are  unreasonable  and  unjustly 
discriminatory  against  said  guests,  as  well  as  against  the  complainant, 
and  give  undue  and  unreasonable  preference  and  advantage  to  said 
The  Columbus  Transfer  Company,  and  subjects  the  complainant  and 
its  said  guests  to  an  undue  and  unreasonable  prejudice  and  disad- 
vantage. 

Wherefore,  The  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant, 
The  Union  Depot  Company,  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein, 
and  that  after  due  hearing  and  investigation,  an  order  be  made  com- 
manding said  The  Union  Depot  Company  to : 

i.  Authorize  and  permit  the  complainant,  The  Southern  Hotel 
Company,  to  enter  and  maintain,  at  a  prominent  position  on  said  con- 
course and  driveway  adjacent  to  its  said  Union  Station,  its  motor  car 
or  other  conveyance,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  and  receiving  from 
all  incoming  trains,  passengers  expected  to  arrive  and  become  guests 
of  its  said  Southern  Hotel. 

2.  That  the  said  defendant  be  ordered  to  so  change  and  modify 
its  said  unjust  and  unreasonable  and  discriminatory  regulation,  prac- 
tice and  arrangement  with  said  The  Columbus  Transfer  Company  as 
that  it  shall  not  exclude  the  motor  car  or  other  vehicle  or  conveyance, 
of  the  complainant,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  from  said  concourse 
and  driveway. 

3.  That  said  defendant  be  ordered  to  so  enlarge  said  concourse 
and  driveway  as  to  adequately  accommodate  the  traveling*  public. 

And  the  complainant  prays  for  such  other  order  as  the  Com- 
mission may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

The  following  answer  was  filed : 

Defendant  admits  that  complainant  is  a  corporation  as  alleged 
in  the  complaint ;  that  defendant  was  incorporated  and  organized  as  a 
union  depot  company  as  alleged  in  the  complaint;  that  defendant  is 
the  owner  in  fee  of  the  large  tract  of  land  mentioned  in  the  com- 
plaint, and,  upon  a  portion  of  it,  defendant  has  constructed  a  large 
and  commodious  railway  station  into  which  the  passenger  trains 
entering  the  same  run  and  there  receive  and  discharge  their  pas- 
sengers; that  the  viaduct  mentioned  in  the  complaint  was  erected  as 
alleged  in  the  complaint;  that  complainant  conducts  and  operates 
the  Southern  Hotel,  and  such  hotel  is  situated  as  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint; that  defendant  refuses  to  permit  complainant  to  enter  and 
maintain  on  said  concourse  and  driveway  adjacent  to  defendant's 
Union  Station,  complainant's  private  motor  car  or  other  conveyance  for 
the   purpose  of  meeting  and   receiving,   from   incoming  trains,   pas- 
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sengers  expected  to  arrive  and  to  become  guests  at  its  said  hotel,  and 
which  complainant  desires  and  intends  to  transport  free  of  charge, 
and  prevents  complainant  from  so  doing;  and  that  defendant  has  and 
maintains  a  regulation,  practice  and  arrangement  with  The  Columbus 
Transfer  Company,  a  corporation  engaged  in  the  general  transfer 
business  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  whereby  said  Transfer  Company  has 
been  and  is  granted  and  given  exclusive  right  to  solicit  thereon,  for 
price  or  reward,  the  passengers,  for  the  purpose  of  transportation, 
arriving  at  said  Union  Station  on  incoming  trains,  including  guests  in- 
tending to  stop  at  said  Southern  Hotel. 

Defendant  denies  that  the  driveway  and  concourse  forming  the 
approach  to  said  Union  Station  was  constructed  at  grade  over  said 
viaduct  in  such  manner  or  of  such  dimensions  as  not  to  permit  or 
accommodate  thereon  the  number  of  public  and  private  vehicles  and 
conveyances  necessary  to  accommodate  the  demand  and  convenience 
of  travelers  coming  in  and  going  out  on  the  railroad  trains  that  enter 
said  Union  Station ;  or  that  complainant  is  the  largest,  most  com- 
modious or  best  equipped  hotel  in  the  city  of  Columbus ;  or  that  de- 
fendant has  or  maintains  a  regulation,  practice  or  arrangement  with 
said  The  Columbus  Transfer  Company  whereby  it  has  been  and  is 
granted  and  given  the  exclusive  right  to  use,  with  its  vehicles,  said 
driveway  and  concourse  adjacent  to  said  Union  Station ;  or  that  the 
regulation,  practice  and  arrangement  so  made  and  maintained  with 
The  Columbus  Transfer  Company  by  defendant,  or  the  said  exclusion 
of  complainant  from  meeting  its  said  guests  as  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint, affects  the  transportation  of  said  traveling  guests,  or  are 
unreasonable  or  unjustly  discriminatory  against  said  guests  or  against 
complainant,  or  give  an  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  ad- 
vantage to  The  Columbus  Transfer  Company,  or  subjects  the  com- 
plainant or  its  guests  to  an  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disad- 
vantage. 

Further  answering,  the  defendant  says :  The  defendant  was,  in 
August,  1872,  incorporated  and  organized  as  a  union  depot  company 
under  the  act  of  April  3,  1868  (Ohio  Laws,  Vol.  65,  p,  63)  (afterwards 
Sees.  3446  to  3450  inclusive,  Revised  Statutes),  with  power,  among 
other  things,  to  acquire  depot  grounds  at  said  city  of  Columbus,  to 
there  construct  and  maintain  a  common  or  union  station  house  and 
passenger  depot  and  union  railroad,  to  pass  rules  and  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  its  charter,  for  the  regulation  of  the  union  depot, 
depot  grounds  and  the  business  thereof,  and  to  adopt  and  enforce  such 
rules  and  regulations,  posted  conspicuously  in  the  passenger  house, 
as  would  control  the  conduct  of  all  runners,  solicitors,  hackmen  and 
drivers  of  vehicles.  By  said  act,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  defendant 
to  adopt  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as  aforesaid.     About 
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1873,  it  became  and  has  ever  since  been,  the  owner  in  fee  simple  of 
the  large  tract  of  land  in  said  city  of  Columbus  and  abutting  on  High 
Street,  upon  which  tract  its  union  station  and  railroad  was,  and  still 
is,  situated;  and,  in  1873,  it  constructed,  at  an  expense  of  about 
$350,000,  its  union  station  and  railroad  thereon.  Said  station  and 
railroad  and  the  approaches  thereto  were  at  grade  with  High  Street 
adjacent  to  said  property  until  about  1892  and  1893,  when  the  city 
of  Columbus  erected  a  viaduct  upon  High  Street  adjacent  to  said 
property  of  defendant  and  over  the  railroad  tracks  crossing  said  street, 
and  thereby  raised  the  grade  of  High  Street  about  twenty  feet  on  said 
viaduct  and  adjacent  to  said  station  and  its  approaches.  Thereafter, 
and  until  August,  1897,  the  approaches  by  the  traveling  public  to 
said  station  could  only  be  had  by  circuitous  ways  on  defendant's  prop- 
erty or  by  a  sharp  descent  from  said  viaduct.  The  defendant  con- 
structed its  new  union  depot  to  be  used  in  connection  with,  and 
entered  on  the  grade  of,  said  viaduct,  and  opened  the  same  for  use 
about  the  said  month  of  August,  1897. 

Said  new  union  depot  and  railroad  were  constructed  by  the  de- 
fendant for  its  profit  in  the  conduct  of  its  lawful  business,  and  at  the 
same  time,  for  the  greater  and  better  accommodation  of  the  traveling 
public  using  the  same,  at  a  cost  of  about  $500,000. 

The  driveways  and  concourse  which  formed  the  approach  to 
the  new  depot,  except  the  driveway  leading  to  the  ground  floor,  are 
at  grade  with  said  viaduct. 

The  dimensions  and  arrangement  of  said  driveways  and  con- 
course are  of  necessity  such  as  not  to  permit  complainant's  motor 
car  or  other  conveyance  or  public  hackmen  or  drivers  of  other  vehicles 
generally  to  stand  with  their  vehicles  thereon,  and  there  hawk  their 
trade  or  wait  for  or  solicit  employment  by  the  traveling  public. 

Therefore,  and  to  furnish  the  best  facilities  possible  to  the 
traveling  public,  and,  to  that  end,  properly  regulate  said  new  union 
depot,  depot  grounds  and  the  business  thereof,  as  well  as  for  the 
accommodation  of  those  using  private  vehicles  as  for  those  using 
public  vehicles,  defendant,  on  or  about  October  12,  1897,  duly 
adopted  and  conspicuously  posted  in  said(  station  and  depot  its  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  regulation  of  said  depot,  depot  grounds 
and  the  business  thereof.  Said  rules  and  regulations  have 
ever  since  remained  so  posted  and  in  full  force  and  effect,  ex- 
cept as  the  same  have  been  duly  revised  and  amended  by  the 
defendant  from  time  to  time,  and  as  such  revised  and  amended  rules 
and  regulations  have  been  duly  posted  and  substituted  for  pre-existing 
rules  and  regulations.  The  existing  rules  and  regulations  were  duly 
adopted  by  defendant  on  or  about  the  nth  day  of  July,  1899,  and  were 
duly  thereafter  posted  and  have  ever  since  remained,  and  still  remain, 
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in  full  force  and  effect;  and  a  copy  of  the  same  is  hereto  attached, 
marked  "Exhibit  A,"  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

In  accordance  with  said  rules  and  regulations  and  to  obtain  a 
revenue,  defendant  assigned  the  space  in  the  concourse  and  driveway 
leading  from  said  station  to  High  Street  and  adjoining  the  covered 
walk  for  a  distance  of  two  hundred  feet  west  of  the  station,  to  The 
Columbus  Transfer  Company  for  its  use  in  receiving,  delivering  and 
awaiting  passengers.  Said  Transfer  Company  is  a  corporation  as  al- 
leged in  the  complaint,  and  is  of  established  good  character  for  fair 
dealing  and  financial  responsibility,  and  is  engaged  in  doing  a  large 
business  in  carrying  passengers  and  their  baggage  to  and  from  said 
station,  and,  in  doing  so,  uses  a  large  number  of  carriages,  hacks, 
coupes,  omnibuses  and  wagons,  employs  a  large  number  of  men,  and 
renders  prompt  and  efficient  service  at  the  lowest  rates  of  fare. 

For  and  in  consideration  of  the  use  of  said  space  for  receiving, 
delivering  and  awaiting  passengers  and  of  the  exclusive  privilege"  of 
soliciting  upon  defendant's  premises  the  carrying  of  passengers  and 
baggage  from  said  station,  the  said  Transfer  Company  made  with  the 
defendant  the  contract  bearing  date  of  the  15th  day  of  July,  1899,  a 
copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  B"  and  made  a 
part  hereof,  agreed  to  pay  the  rentals  therein  specified,  and  covenanted 
to  perform  the  matters  and  things  therein  stated  on  its  part  to  be  per- 
formed, including  the  covenants  to  provide  and  to  keep  and  maintain 
in  good  order  and  condition,  a  sufficient  number  of  omnibusses,  car- 
riages, coupes  and  baggage  wagons  to  adequately  provide  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  traveling  public,  at  all  trains  arriving  and  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night,  and  to  make  no  greater  charge  for  its 
services  in  carrying  passengers  and  baggage  than  is  or  may  be  pro- 
vided for  in  the  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Columbus  relating  thereto. 

Thus  far,  said  Transfer  Company  has  paid  the  rentals  stipulated 
for  in  said  contract,  and  has  performed  the  covenants  and  stipulations 
in  said  contract  on  its  part  to  be  performed. 

The  defendant  was  and  is  under  no  obligation  to  provide  a  place 
in  its  said  station  or  in  the  driveways  or  concourse  thereof  for  com- 
plainant's motor  car  or  for  hackmen  or  drivers  of  other  vehicles,  of 
whom  there  are  many  besides  the  said  Transfer  Company,  to  stand 
and  wait  for  or  solicit  employment  from  the  traveling  public,  or  hawk 
their  trade  while  so  doing,  but  had  the  full  right  to  construct  said 
station,  driveways  and  concourse  according  to  the  plan  on  which  it 
was  and  is  constructed,  and  to  control  the  same  for  its  own  benefit  as 
well  as  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  and  contract  aforesaid,  and,  in  doing  so,  to  derive  a 
revenue  from  the  portion  of  said  concourse  assigned  to  said  Transfer 
Company. 
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In  addition  to  the  hackmen  and  the  drivers  of  other  public  vehicles 
for  passengers,  there  are  in  said  city  at  least  from  fifty  to  one  hundred 
public  expressmen  engaged  in  the  business  of  hauling  and  trans- 
ferring baggage  to  and  from  said  depot,  and,  in  doing  so,  of  using  said 
driveways  and  concourse.  About  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pas- 
senger trains  in  every  twenty-four  hours  arrive  at  or  depart  from  said 
station. 

In  going  to  or  coming  from  said  trains  a  very  large  number  of 
persons  pass  through  said  driveways  and  concourse  in  public  or  private 
vehicles,  and  the  number  of  these  is  so  great  and  so  constant  that  if 
the  complainant's  motor  car  or  the  hackmen  or  drivers  of  other  public 
vehicles  generally,  were  allowed  to  stand  upon  said  concourse  or 
driveways  with  their  vehicles  and  there  wait  for  and  solicit  employ- 
ment from  the  traveling  public,  it  would  greatly  interfere  with  the 
use  thereof  by  the  traveling  public,  if  not  blockade  the  same. 

The  above  mentioned  contract  and  the  above  mentioned  rules 
and  regulations  are  and  constitute  the  sole  and  only  regulation,  prac- 
tice or  arrangement  by  defendant  with  The  Columbus  Transfer  Com- 
pany for  its  use  of  said  driveways  and  concourse. 

Further  answering,  defendant  says:  That,  on  the  15th  day  of 
January,  1902,  the  State  of  Ohio,  on  the  relation  of  the  then  Attorney 
General,  brought  against  the  defendant,  in.  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Franklin  County,  Ohio,  an  action  in  quo  warranto,  said  action  being 
No.  1880  on  the  docket  of  said  court,  praying  that  this  defendant  be 
ousted  from  the  right  and  privilege  of  making  and  continuing  said 
above  mentioned  contract  with  The  Columbus  Transfer  Company,  or 
any  other  person  or  companies,  and  against  all  other  public  con- 
veyances, and  from  continuing  to  enforce  the  above  mentioned  rules 
and  regulations ;  that  thereafter,  to-wit :  on  or  about  the  23rd  day  of 
October,  1903,  said  court,  upon  consideration  of  said  action  and  of 
the  issues  joined  therein,  found  on  the  issues  joined  for  this  defendant ; 
that  defendant  had  and  has  the  right  to  give  to  The  Columbus  Trans- 
fer Company  the  exclusive  privilege,  upon  the  concourse  or  drive-way 
from  High  Street  to  the  waiting  rooms  in  its  union  depot  of  soliciting 
the  carrying  of  passengers  and  baggage  from  its  said  station,  and  to 
exclude  from  said  concourse  or  driveway  all  others  engaged  in  a  like 
business  with  said  Transfer  Company,  except  only  for  the  purpose  of 
delivering  passengers  or  calling  for  persons  who  had  previously  en- 
gaged them ;  that  said  defendant  had,  and  has,  the  right  and  power  to 
enforce  the  rules  and  regulations,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached 
and  made  a  part  of  this  answer  and  marked  "Exhibit  A";  that  de- 
fendant had,  and  has,  the  right  and  power  to  make,  perform  and  con- 
tinue its  contract  with  said  The  Columbus  Transfer  Company,  a  copy 
of  which  contract  is  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  answer  and 
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marked  "Exhibit  B";  and  that  the  complainant  in  that  action,  the 
State  of  Ohio,  was  not  entitled  to  the  relief  sought  in  that  action,  or  to 
any  part  thereof;  that  it  was  then  considered  and  adjudged  by  said 
court  in  said  action  that  this  defendant  go  hence  without  day  and 
recover  its  costs;  that,  upon  a  petition  in  error  prosecuted  to  said 
judgment  by  the  plaintiff  in  that  action  tio  and  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  said  judgment  was  in  all  respects  affirmed ;  that 
said  judgment  and  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio  in  said  action 
is  reported  and  printed  in  71  Ohio  State  Reports,  page  379;  and  that 
the  said  judgment  of  said  Circuit  Court  of  Franklin  County  and  of  said 
Supreme  Court  of  Ohio,  in  said  action  have  remained,  and  still  remain, 
and  are  each  wholly  unreversed  and  unmodified  and  are  binding  upon 
the  State  of  Ohio  and  all  citizens  of  said  State,  including  complainant. 
Thereafter  the  cause  was  assigned  for  hearing,  when  a 
voluminous  record  was  taken,  and  briefs  were  submitted  by  counsel, 
when,  upon  request  of  the  parties  the  matter  was  held  in  abeyance 
and,  November  23,  191 1,  the  following  entry  was  spread  upon  the 
Commission's  journal : 

ENTRY  OF  DISMISSAL. 

Now  comes  the  complainant,  and  represents  to  the  Commission 
that,  since  the  hearing  herein,  it  has  sold  and  disposed  of  the 
Southern  Hotel  Company,  by  reason  whereof  it  has  no  further  interest 
in  this  proceeding,  and  asks  that  the  same  be  dismissed. 

On  consideration  whereof,  The  Public  Service  Commission,  be- 
ing fully  advised  in  the  premises,  grants  said  request. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  proceeding  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  dismissed. 


2.  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone  Company,  Complainant, 
versus  The  Brownsville  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  De- 
fendant.    Dismissed  September  29,  191 1. 

The  complainant  says: 

1.  That  the  complainant,  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Tele- 
phone Company,  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated  and  organized  as 
a  telephone  company,  with  its  office  and  principal  place  of  business  at 
the  village  of  Gratiot,  Muskingum  County,  Ohio;  that  the  postoffice 
address  of  said  complainant  is  Gratiot,  Ohio. 

2.  That  the  said  defendant,  The  Brownsville  Farmers'  Telephone 
Company,  is  a  corporation  incorporated  and  organized  as  a  telephone 

3— p.  s.  c. 
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company  under  the  laws  of  Ohio;  that  the  postoffice  address  of  said 
defendant  is  Brownsville,  Ohio. 

•  3.  That  the  said  complainant  company  was  incorporated  May 
26,  1904,  and  shortly  thereafter  began  construction  work  for  its  tele- 
phone plant  and  line.  That  on  the  1st  day  of  September  its  said  plant 
and  line  was  so  far  constructed  that  complainant  began  sending  and 
receiving  telephone  messages.  That  since  said  1st  day  of  September, 
1904,  to  the  present  time  said  complainant  company  has  been  con- 
tinuously operating  its  said  telephone  line  and  plant,  and  during  all 
of  said  time  has  maintained  a  continuous  service  during  twenty-four 
hours  each  day  and  has  at  all  times  maintained  its  exchange  open  for 
service  both  day  and  night.  That  during  all  of  said  time  it  has  main- 
tained an  adequate  and  complete  telephone  service  to  all  of  the 
localities  and  communities  reached  by  its  telephone  lines.  That 
such  service  has  been  during  said  time  and  still  continues  to  be  ren- 
dered by  this  complainant  to  the  territory  and  communities  following, 
to-wit :  Practically  all  of  Hopewell  and  Bowling  Green  Townships  in 
Licking  County,  Ohio;  practically  all  of  Hopewell  Township  in  Mus- 
kingum County,  Ohio;  a  large  part  of  Newton  Township  in  Mus- 
kingum County,  Ohio;  and  a  large  part  of  both  Madison  and  Hope- 
well Townships  in  Perry  County,  Ohio. 

4.  That  said  complainant  has  at  all  times  and  still  continues  to 
render  its  said  telephone  service  at  reasonable  rates ;  that  it  furnishes 
its  subscribers  with  such  service  at  the  rate  of  $12.00  per  phone ;  that 
in  addition  thereto  it  maintains  a  toll  service  for  the  benefit  of  its  sub- 
scribers and  all  others  by  which  any  of  the  telephones  on  its  exchange 
are  connected  for  toll  messages  with  all  of  the  independent  exchanges 
in  Muskingum  and  Licking  Counties,  Ohio,  at  a  toll  rate  of  10  cents 
for  each  such  toll  message ;  and  likewise  maintains  a  toll  service, 
whereby* connection  may  be  had  with  The  Glenford  and  Somerset  ex- 
change at  the  rate  of  5  cents  for  each  such  toll  message. 

•  5.  That  the  said  adequate  service  so  maintained  by  this  com- 
plainant is  all  that  is  required  by  the  needs  of  the  localities  and  com- 
munities reached  by  the  lines  of  this  complainant  and  that  the  in- 
stallation of  a  competing  line  by  the  defendant  company  over  said 
territory  would  result  in  injury  to  the  public  and  be  detrimental  to 
the  service  heretofore  rendered  said  communities  by  complainant 
company.  That  neither  public  convenience  nor  necessity  requires  the 
establishment  of  another  telephone  system  in  said  communities. 

6.  That  the  said  defendant  company  was  incorporated  and  or- 
ganized for  the  purpose  of  conducting  and  operating  a  telephone  sys- 
tem. That  said  defendant  company  has  not  actually  exercised  its 
franchise  to  be  a  telephone  company  and  has  started  no  part  of  the 
construction  work  of  its  proposed  telephone  system  prior  to  the  5th 
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day  of  July,  191 1,  on  which  date  it  began  the  construction  of  its  pro- 
posed system.  That  said  defendant  company  proposes  and  is  now 
proceeding  to  construct  and  install  its  proposed  telephone  line  and 
system  in  the  same  territory,  localities  and  communities  where  are 
and  have  been  served  as  aforesaid  by  complainant  company.  That  on 
the  completion  of  the  construction  work  on  its  said  system  the  said 
defendant  expects  to  conduct  and  operate  the  same  in  said  territory 
and  to  compete  with  complainant  in  rendering  said  telephone  service. 
That  said  defendant  is  so  proceeding  with  said  construction  work 
without  first  having  obtained  from  The  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio  in  accordance  with  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided 
any  certificate  or  permission  to  operate  its  said  system. 

Wherefore  this  complainant  prays  that  said  defendant  be  re- 
quired to  show  cause,  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  for  the  granting 
to  said  defendant  of  the  right  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  telephone  service  in  said  territory  and  for  exercising  any 
franchises  that  may  have  been  granted  to  it;  and  that  a  time  be  fixed 
by  this  Commission  at  which  a  public  hearing  may  be  had  and  all 
parties  interested  may  be  heard  upon  the  matters  herein  complained  of; 
that  complainant  may  have  such  other  and  further  relief  as  may  be 
just  and  proper.. 

The  defendant,  for  answer  to  the  said  complaint  of  said  com- 
plainant, says : 

It  denies  the  averments  of  said  complaint  that  said  complainant 
since  September  the  1st,  1904,  has  maintained  an  adequate  telephone 
service  to  all  of  the  localities  and  communities  reached  by  its  tele- 
phone lines. 

On  the  contrary,  it  avers  the  fact  to  be, that  the  pretended  tele- 
phone service  granted  to  such  localities  and  communities  so  reached 
by  its  said  lines  is  now  and  continuously  for  years  last  past  has  been 
so  inadequate,  inefficient  and  incomplete  as  that  it  has  become  and  is 
intolerable. 

It  also  denies  that  the  pretended  service  so  given  by  it  to  said 
localities  and  communities  is  all  that  is  required  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  same,  and  that  the  installation  of  another  telephone  plant  in  such 
communities  and  localities  would  be  an  injury  to  the  public  and  detri- 
mental to  the  complainant's  alleged  telephone  service. 

On  the  contrary  the  defendant  avers  that  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  an  adequate  and  efficient  telephone  system  in  said 
localities  and  communities,  such  as  is  proposed  and  intended  by  the 
defendant,  is  and  will  be  a  great  public  convenience  and  subserve  a 
great  public  necessity  in  the  said  localities  and  communities;  and  de- 
fendant denies  that  neither  public  convenience  nor  necessity  requires 
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the  establishment  of  any  other  telephone  system  therein  and  there- 
abouts. 

And  further  answering,  the  defendant  says :  It  was  duly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  Ohio  on  March  ioth,  191 1,  and  it  there- 
upon immediately  began  the  work  of  constructing  and  equipping  its 
telephone  plant  at  Brownsville  in  Licking  County,  Ohio,  made  and 
entered  into  the  necessary  contracts  for  its  material  and  equipment, 
which  contracts  are  still  subsisting  and  in  full  force  and  are  either 
performed  or  being  performed,  for  which  the  defendant  has  paid  out 
and  expended  for  its  said  equipment  about  $800.00,  and  incurred 
existing  liabilities  therefor  to  the  extent  of  more  than  $1,500.00,  and 
ever  since  said  incorporation  it  has  been  and  is  now  actually  engaged 
in  the  building  and  construction  of  its  said  plant  and  it  is  now  and 
ever  since  said  March  ioth,  191 1,  has  been  continuously  engaged  in 
the  actual  exercises  of  its  said  corporate  rights  and  franchises  and  has 
made  and  entered  into  said  contracts  and  begun  the  work  of  said 
construction  of  its  said  plant  long  before  sections  505-502  and  606 
of  the  General  Code  were  amended  so  as  to  change  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Ohio  to  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  and  to 
confer  certain  jurisdiction  over  the  telephone  business  of  this  State 
upon  said  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio. 

And  the  defendant,  therefore,  and  for  the  reasons  aforesaid  says 
that  no  certificate  is  required  by  law  as  a  prerequisite  to  it  to  con- 
tinue in  the  exercise  of  its  corporate  franchises  in  the  premises  under 
the  laws  of  this  State. 

Wherefore  it  prays  the  dismissal  of  the  complaint  at  the  costs 
of  complainant  and  for  all  proper  relief  in  the  premises. 

Upon  the  calling  of  this  cause  for  hearing,  defendant  interposed 
the  following  motions : 

The  defendant  moves  the  dismissal  of  the  petition  and  complaint 
of  the  complainant  herein  for  the  following  reasons,  to-wifc: 

1.  The  said  Commission  is  without  jurisdiction  to  make  any 
lawful  order  in  the  premises  on  the  said  petition  and  complaint  of 
said  complainant. 

2.  The  said  Commission  is  without  jurisdiction  to  entertain  the 
complaint  and  petition  of  said  complainant  or  to  make  any  order  in 
the   premises. 

3.  The  said  complaint  and  petition  is  wholly  insufficient  on  its 
face  to  authorize  the  Commission  to  make  any  order  in  the  premises. 

4.  If  the  defendant  is  violating  the  law  as  is  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint, the  courts  will  afford  the  complainant  adequate  remedy. 

And,  thereafter,  submitted  the  following  supplementary  motion : 
Now  comes  the  defendant  and  moves  the  Commission  to  dismiss 
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the  complaint  herein  filed  for  the  following  reason  in  addition  to  the 
reasons  heretofore  assigned. 

That  on  August  22,  191 1,  and  during  the  pendency  of  this  pro- 
ceeding the  said  complainant  filed  its  certain  action  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Licking  County,  Ohio,  against  this  defendant, 
wherein  it  prayed  that  this  defendant  be  enjoined  from  proceeding  in 
any  way  .with  the  construction  or  operation  of  a  telephone  line  men- 
tioned in  the  complaint  herein  filed  and  from  soliciting  subscribers  or 
patrons  to  it  or  the  proposed  service  of  the  defendant.  That  on  said 
date  a  temporary  injunction  was  allowed  by  said  court  restraining 
this  defendant  as  prayed  for  in  said  petition  and  that  said  temporary 
injunction  is  now  in  full  force  and  effect  and  said  action  against  this 
defendant  is  still  pending  in  said  Court. 

Whereupon,  the  following  order  was  entered  by  the  Com- 
mission : 

This  matter  came  on  for  hearing  upon  the  motion  of  defendant  to 
dismiss  the  complaint  herein,  for  the  reason,  amtangst  others,  that  the 
complainant  should  apply  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  instead  of 
the  Commission  for  the  relief  prayed  for. 

And  it  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  since  hearing  said 
motion,  complainant  has  filed  a  petition  for  relief  in  the  Common 
Pleas  Court  of  Licking  County,  and  has  obtained  an  order  restraining 
defendant  from  proceeding  with  the  construction  of  its  telephone  line, 
which  line  complainant  says  is  being  constructed  in  violation  of  law, 
and  such  being  the  only  relief  which  this  Commission  could  bring  to 
the  aid  of  complainant,  under  the  petition,  said  complainant  is  left  to 
its  remedy  now  sought  in  the  courts,  and  the  petition  herein  is  dis- 
missed. 


3.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Marion  Water  Company, 
of  Marion,  Ohio,  for  authority  to  issue  authorized  Preferred 
Stock  in  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand,  Eight  Hundred  and  Twenty 
Dollars.    Decided  August  10,  191 1. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Marion  Water  Company,  of  Marion,  Ohio,  having  on  July 
21,  191 1,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  six  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  ($6,820.00)  authorized  preferred  capital 
stock  for  the  purpose  of  making  extensions  to  its  plant,  and  the  time 
of  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  July,  191 1,  at  2  o'clock,  p,  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time 
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and  place  of  said  hearing  being  given,  this  day  the  same  came  on  to 
be  heard ;  after  hearing  the  evidence  and  making  such  inquiry  and  in- 
vestigation as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  authorized  preferred  capital  stock  are 
to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  Marion 
Water  Company,  to-wit :  Necessary  expense  to  be  incurred  in  the  con- 
struction of  five  thousand,  four  hundred  and  fifty-six  feet  of  extension 
to  the  mains  of  said  company,  with  necessary  hydrants,  said  ex- 
tensions having  been  ordered  by  the  municipality  of  Marion,  Ohio. 

Now,  upon  due  consideration  of  the  petition  herein,  accompany- 
ing exhibits,  and  the  evidence,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Marion  Water  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  sixty-eight  (68)  shares  of  said  authorized 
preferred  capital  stock  at  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  a  share,  amounting  at  par  value  to  six  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars  ($6,800.00),  that  said  shares  be  sold  at  not  less  than 
the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  this  Com- 
mission that  the  capital  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  of  said  sixty-eight 
(68)  shares  of  preferred  capital  stock  is  reasonably  required  for  the 
said  purpose  of  the  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  pre- 
ferred capital  stock  be  devoted  by  said  The  Marion  Water  Company 
to  and  used  for,  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit :  The 
discharge  of  its  lawful  obligation  incurred  in  the  extension  of  its 
mains  and  installation  of  hydrants  as  herein  set  out.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Marion  Water  Company  make  verified 
report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  sixty- 
eight  (68)  shares  of  preferred  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
fact  of  such  sale ;  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale ;  the  amounts 
realized  therefrom,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  of  said 
preferred  stock.  At  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  six 
(6)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made 
of  the  proceeds  of  said  preferred  capital  stock,  setting  forth  in  reason- 
able detail,  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  order;  and  that  such  report 
shall  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  said  preferred  capital  stock 
have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 

And,  thereafter,  under  date  of  July  3rd,  1912,  the  following  sup- 
plemental order  was  promulgated  by  the  Commission : 

The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  having  heretofore,  to- 
wit,  upon  the  tenth  day  of  August,  191 1,  by  order  duly  promulgated, 
consented  to  and  approved  an  issue  of  preferred  capital  stock  by  The 
Marion  Water  Company,  of  Marion,  Ohio,  of  the  par  value  of  six 
thousand    eight   hundred    dollars    ($6,800.00),    the    proceeds    arising 
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from  the  sale  thereof  to  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  discharge  of 
lawful  obligations  incurred  in  the  extension  of  said  company's  mains 
and  the  installation  of  hydrants,  said  extensions  having  been  ordered 
to  be  made  by  proper  action  of  the  council  of  the  city  of  Marion, 
Ohio: 

Now  comes  said  The  Marion  Water  Company  and,  by  report, 
duly  verified  by  the  proper  officials  of  said  corporation,  represents 
that  all  of  said  extensions  have  been  constructed  and  all  of  such 
hydrants  installed,  and  that  the  cost  of  such  material  and  the  in- 
stallation thereof  has  been  defrayed  with  the  proceeds  arising  from 
the  sale  of  its  said  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  four 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars,  and  asks  that  the  authority  to 
issue  and  dispose  of  the  balance  of  said  preferred  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  six  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  to  which  the  Com- 
mission has  heretofore  consented  and  which  it  has  heretofore  ap- 
proved, be  revoked  and  cancelled.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  order  of  date,  August  ioth,  191 1,  insofar  as 
it  consented  to  and  approved  the  issue  of  the  preferred  capital  stock 
of  said  The  Marion  Water  Company  in  an  amount  exceeding  four 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ($4,400.00)  be,  and  the  same  hereby 
is  rescinded,  revoked  and  annulled. 


4.    The  New  Pittsburgh  Coal  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  complaint  in  this  proceeding  reads  as  follows : 
The  complainant,  The  New  Pittsburgh  Coal  Company,  is  a  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  its  prin- 
cipal office  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  in  said  state,  and  is  the  owner  and. 
lessee  of  bituminous  coal  properties  in  the  coal  field  known  as  the 
"Hocking  district,"  located  in  Hocking,  Athens  and  Perry  counties  in 
the  State  of  Ohio.  The  complainant  operates  numerous  mines  in 
said  district  from  which  it  ships  bituminous  coal  to  various  points  in 
Ohio  over  the  railroad  of  the  defendant  company  and  its  connecting 
lines.  The  complainant's  only  outlet  and  means  of  transportation 
from  its  mines  is  over  the  railroad  of  said  defendant  and  its  con- 
nections. 

The  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  is  a 
corporation  incorporated,  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Ohio.  Said  defendant  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in 
the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  by  railroad  between 
points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  it  owns,  maintains  and  operates  a 
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steam  railroad  from  Toledo,  in  Lucas  County,  Ohio,  by  way  of  the 
cities  of  Fostoria,  Upper  Sandusky,  Marion,  Delaware,  Columbus, 
Lancaster,  Logan  and  Gallipolis,  to  the  city  of  Pomeroy,  in  Meigs 
County,  Ohio,  with  a  branch  line  of  railroad  extending  from  Logan, 
in  Hocking  County,  Ohio,  to  Athens,  in  Athens  County,  Ohio.  The 
principal  freight  traffic  of  said  railway  company  is  the  transportation 
of  bituminous  coal,  which  is  classified  according  to  the  use  for  which 
it  is  intended  as  railway  fuel  coal,  lake  coal,  commercial  coal  and 
vessel  fuel  coal. 

Said  defendant  company  demands,  exacts  and  collects  from  said 
complainant  and  other  shippers  for  the  transportation  of  lake  ooal  in 
carload  shipments  from  mines  and  shipping  points  in  said  Hocking 
district  to  Toledo,  Ohio,  the  sum  of  ninety  (90)  cents  per  ton  f.  o.  b. 
vessel.  Said  rate  of  ninety  (90)  cents  per  ton  f.  o.  b.  vessel  is  ex- 
cessive, unreasonable  and  unjust ;  and  the  same  is  discriminatory  and 
constitutes  an  undue  prejudice  and  advantage  in  favor  of  the  shippers 
of  other  districts  over  those  of  said  Hocking  district,  and  subjects 
the  complainant  and  other  shippers  of  bituminous  coal  in  said  Hock- 
ing district  to  undue  and  unreasonable  prejudice  and  disadvantage. 

Said  rate  or  charge  herein  complained  of  is  excessive  and  un- 
reasonable in  and  of  itself,  and  by  comparison  with  other  rates  and 
charges  made  and  collected  by  defendant  for  the  transportation  of 
bituminous  coal,  and  yields  an  excessive  and  exorbitant  profit  to 
the  defendant  wholly  out  of  proportion  to  the  cost  or  value  of  the 
service. 

Said  rate  or  charge  of  ninety  cents  per  ton  f.  o.  b.  vessel  for  the 
transportation  of  lake  coal  in  carload  shipments  from  said  Hocking  dis- 
trict to  Toledo,  Ohio,  is  fifty  and  three-tenths  (50.3)  cents  in  excess  of 
the  rate  or  charge  exacted  and  collected  by  said  defendant  company  for 
the  transportation  of  bituminous  coal  from  other  districts  to  the  same 
destination  over  the  same  line  of  railroad  and  for  a  greater  distance, 
including  the  loading  of  such  coal  on  board  vessels. 

The  fair,  reasonable  and  just  rate  or  charge  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  lake  coal  from  the  Hocking  district  to  the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio, 
is  thirty-nine  and  seven-tenths  (39.7)  cents  per  ton  in  carload  ship- 
ments, including  all  transfer  or  reloading  charges. 

For  many  years  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company 
has  been  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  bituminous  coal  in  corrv 
petition  with  said  defendant,  including  large  quantities  of  such  coal 
which  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Company  and  its  connections  have 
transported  in  competition  with  the  coal  shipped  by  complainant  and 
others  from  said  Hocking  district  over  the  railroad  of  the  defendant. 

In  the  year  1910  said  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Com- 
pany acquired  more  than  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  The 
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Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  and  joint  ownership  and  control 
of  the  capital  stock  of  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  since  said  time  has  been  and  is  now  exercising  control  over 
the  property  and  business  of  both  said  companies.  Said  The  Kanawha 
and  Michigan  Railway  Company  owns,  maintains  and  operates  a  line 
of  railway,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  from  Corning,  in  Perry  County,  to  a 
point  on  the  Ohio  River  opposite  Point  Pleasant,  West  Virginia, 
which  line  is  parallel  with  that  owned,  maintained  and  operated  by 
the  defendant  company;  and  the  principal  freight  traffic  of  said  The 
Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company  is  the  transportation  of 
bituminous  coal,  in  competition  with  said  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
and  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Companies.  Since  The  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Railway  Company  acquired  control  of  The  Hocking 
Valley  and  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Companies  as 
aforesaid,  said  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  has  received 
and  it  now  receives  and  collects  rates  and  charges  of  less  than  forty 
(40)  cents  per  ton  for  the  transportation  to  Toledo  of  bituminous  coal 
originating  on  the  lines  of  said  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway 
Company,  such  transportation  by  said  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway 
Company  being  over  the  same  line  of  railroad  and  for  a  greater 
distance. 

The  rate  and  charge  for  the  transportation  of  coal  herein  men- 
tioned and  complained  of  has  been  fixed  and  established  and  the  same 
is  now  being  maintained  and  exacted  by  said  defendant  railway  com- 
pany, pursuant  to  unlawful  agreements,  arrangements  and  combina- 
tions made  and  entered  into  by  said  defendant  railway  company  and 
other  competing  railroad  companies  similarly  engaged  in  the  trans- 
portation of  bituminous  coal  from  the  several  coal  districts  from  which 
such  coal  is  shipped  to  points  in  Ohio.  The  aforesaid  unlawful  agree- 
ments, arrangements  and  combinations  among  said  defendant  railway 
company  and  other  competing  railroad  companies  have  resulted  in  the 
unlawful  restriction  and  control  of  competition  in  the  transportation 
of  bituminous  coal,  and  have  deprived  the  complainant  and  other 
producers  and  shippers  of  coal  from  said  Hocking  district  of  the  fair, 
just  and  reasonable  rates  for  the  transportation  of  their  coal,  and  have 
enabled  the  defendant  railway  company  to  fix,  exact  and  collect  unjust 
and  excessive  rates  from  complainant  and  other  shippers  and  consignees 
of  such  coal,  and  to  fix,  exact  and  collect  discriminatory  rates  and 
charges  from  the  complainant  and  other  shippers  and  consignees  of 
coal  from  said  Hocking  district  and  in  favor  of  the  shippers  and  con- 
signees of  such  coal  from  other  districts,  including  especially  the  dis- 
tricts located  on  the  lines  of  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  and  Kanawha 
and  Michigan  Railway  Companies.  In  carrying  out  the  unlawful 
agreements,  arrangements  and  combinations  aforesaid,  the  defendant 
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company  and  its  competitors  with  which  it  has  combined  have  agreed 
that  all  shippers  of  bituminous  coal  from  the  Hocking,  Eastern  Ohio 
and  Pittsburgh  districts,  shall  be  charged  high,  excessive  and  dis- 
criminatory rates,  and  that  shippers  of  such  coal  from  the  more  re- 
mote districts  in  West  Virginia  and  Kentucky  shall  be  charged  rates 
much  lower  in  proportion  to  their  distance  from  the  points  of  des- 
tinuation  in  Ohio;  and  in  fixing  rates  for  the  transportation  of  bitumi- 
nous coal  such  carriers  have  agreed  to  disregard  the  elements  or  factors 
of  relative  distance,  cost,  and  value  of  the  service  to  be  rendered  by 
the  several  competing  carriers ;  and  complainant  says  that  the  effect 
and  result  of  such  unlawful  agreements,  arrangements  and  combina- 
tions and  of  the  excessive  and  discriminatory  rates  which  have  been 
fixed  pursuant  thereto,  are  to  restrict  and  control  all  competition 
among  the  several  carriers  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  such 
bituminous  coal. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  said  defendant  may  be  re- 
quired to  answer  the  charges  herein;  that,  after  due  hearing  and  in- 
vestigation, an  order  be  made  commanding  said  defendant  to  cease 
and  desist  from  the  aforesaid  violations  of  law;  that  an  order  be  made 
determining  and  fixing  the  reasonable,  just  and  non-discriminatory 
rate  to  be  charged  and  collected  by  said  defendant  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  bituminous  coal  from  the  Hocking  district  of  Ohio  to  Toledo, 
and  commanding  said  defendant  to  apply  such  rate  in  the  future ;  and 
for  such  other  and  further  orders  and  relief  as  the  Commission  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  in  the  premises. 

The  answer  of  the  defendant  sets  out: 

It  admits  the  allegation  of  paragraph  one  of  said  complaint. 

As  to  the 'second  paragraph  of  said  complaint,  it  admits  it  is 
a  corporation,  incorporated,  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  and  owns,  maintains  and  operates  a  steam  railroad 
from  Toledo,  in  Lucas  County,  Ohio,  by  way  of  Fostoria,  Upper  San- 
dusky, Marion,  Delaware,  Columbus,  Lancaster  and  Logan  to  Athens, 
Ohio,  and  from  Logan  by  way  of  Gallipolis  to  Pomeroy,  in  Meigs 
County,  Ohio;  denies  that  its  line  from  Logan  to  Athens,  Ohio,  is 
maintained  or  operated  as  a  branch  line;  avers  that  its  railroad  is 
operated  as  three  divisions,  one  from  Toledo  to  Columbus,  another 
from  Columbus  to  Athens,  and  another  from  Logan  to  Pomeroy; 
admits  that  it  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation  of 
freight  and  passengers  by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of 
Ohio;  also,  it  avers  of  freight  and  passengers  destined,  by  way  of 
connections  and  lake  carriers,  to  points  in  other  states ;  admits  the 
principal  freight  traffic  of  said  railway  company  is  the  transportation 
of  bituminous  coal,  which  is  classified  as  railway  fuel  coal,  lake  coal, 
and   commercial  coal;  denies  that  any  of  such  coal  is  classified  as 
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vessel  fuel  coal;  denies  that  the  classification  is  according  to  the  use 
for  which  the  coal  is  intended. 

It  admits  that  it  demands,  exacts  and  collects  from  said  com- 
plainant and  other  shippers  for  the  transportation  of  lake  coal  in 
carload  shipments  from  shipping  points  in  said  Hocking  district  to 
Toledo,  Ohio,  the  sum  of  ninety  (90)  cents  per  ton,  f.  o.  b.  vessel; 
and  denies  each  and  every  other  allegation  of  paragraph  three  of  said 
complaint. 

It  denies  the  allegations  of  paragraph  four  of  said  complaint. 

It  denies  the  allegations  of  paragraph  five  of  said  complaint 
It  says  the  charge  of  39.7  cents  per  ton  presumably  referred  to  by 
said  paragraph  is  not  a  rate  or  charge  established  or  collected  by  this 
defendant  for  the  transportation  of  bituminous  coal  from  any  other 
district,  nor  for  a  greater  distance,  but  is  a  division  received  by  the 
defendant  of  a  through  rate  of  $1.02  a  ton,  f.  o.  b.  vessel,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  bituminous  lake  coal  in  carloads  coming  by  way  of  con- 
nections from  the  Kanawha  district  in  West  Virginia  to  Toledo,  Ohio. 

It  denies  the  allegations  in  paragraph  six  of  said  complaint. 

As  to  paragraph  seven  of  said  complaint,  it  admits  that  for  many 
years  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company  has  been  engaged 
in  the  transportation  of  bituminous  coal;  admits  that  in  the  year  1910 
The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company  acquired  more  than  a 
majority  of  the  common  capital  stock  of  the  defendant,  also  a  minority 
of  the  capital  stock  of  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Com- 
pany ;  admits  that  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company 
owns,  maintains  and  operates  a  line  of  railroad  in  the  State  of  Ohio 
irom  Corning,  in  Perry  County,  Ohio,  to  Hobson,  Ohio,  and  thence 
operates  over  the  tracks  of  this  defendant  to  a  point  on  the  Ohio 
River  opposite  Point  Pleasant,  West  Virginia;  and  thence,  it  avers 
into  the  state  last  named ;  admits  the  principal  freight  traffic  of  The 
Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company  is  the  transportation  of 
bituminous  coal;  and  denies  each  and  every  other  allegation  of  said 
paragraph ;  except  that  it  admits  that  it  has  and  does  now  receive 
less  than  40  cents  per  ton  as  its  division  of  a  through  rate  of  $1.02  per 
ton,  f.  o.  b.  vessel,  for  the  transportation  of  carload  lake  coal  coming 
by  way  of  its  connections  from  the  Kanawha  district,  West  Virigina. 
to  Toledo,  Ohio. 

It  denies  the  allegations  of  paragraph  eight  of  said  complaint. 

It  says  that  the  transportation  of  lake  coal  and  the  rates  there- 
for, concerning  which  said  complaint  is  made,  are  each  subjects  of 
interstate  commerce,  the  regulation  whereof  is  exclusively  vested  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  there- 
of, and  the  defendant  pleads  that  the  matters  and  things  included  in 
said  complaint  are  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  honorable  com- 
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mission.  At  the  time  said  complaint  was  brought,  and  ever  since, 
another  complaint  was  and  is  pending  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  of  the  United  States  between  the  same  parties  and 
for  the  same  cause  set  forth  in  the  complaint  in  this  proceeding. 

Upon  the  request  of  complainant  this  matter  has  never  been  as- 
signed for  hearing,  pending  the  outcome  of  the  proceeding  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  referred  to  in.  defendant's  answer. 


5.    The  New  Pittsburgh  Coal  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  two  introductory  and  explanatory  paragraphs  of  the  com- 
plaint in  this  proceeding  are  the  same  as  in  case  No.  4,  the  third  and 
succeeding  paragraphs  being  as  follows : 

Said  defendant  company  demands,  exacts  and  collects  from  said 
complainant  and  other  shippers  for  the  transportation  of  vessel  fuel 
coal  in  carload  shipments  from  mines  and  shipping  points  in  said 
Hocking  district  to  Toledo,  Ohio,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  ton,  and 
an  additional  sum  of  eleven  cents  per  ton  for  transferring  such  coal 
from  railroad  cars  to  vessels.  Said  rates  and  charges  of  one  dollar 
and  eleven  cents  per  ton,  respectively,  are  excessive,  unreasonable 
and  unjust;  and  the  same  are  discriminatory  and  constitute  an  undue 
prejudice  and  advantage  in  favor  of  the  shippers  of  other  districts 
over  those  of  said  Hocking  district,  and  subject  the  complainant  and 
other  shippers  of  bituminous  coal  from  said  Hocking  district  to  undue 
and  unreasonable  prejudice  and  disadvantage. 

Said  rates  or  charges,  and  each  of  them,  herein  complained  of 
are  excessive  and  unreasonable  in  and  of  themselves,  and  by  com- 
parison with  other  rates  and  charges  made  and  collected  by  defendant 
for  the  transportation  and  transfer  of  bituminous  coal,  and  yield  an 
excessive  and  exorbitant  profit  to  the  defendant  wholly  out  of  pro- 
portion to  the  cost  or  value  of  the  service. 

Said  rate  or  charge  of  one  dollar  per  ton  for  the  transportation 
of  vessel  fuel  coal  in  carload  shipments  from  said  Hocking  district 
to  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  the  additional  rate  or  charge  of  eleven  cents  per 
ton  for  transferring  such  coal  from  railroad  cars  to  vessels,  exceed  by 
seventy-one  and  three-tenths  cents  the  rate  or  charge  exacted  and 
collected  by  said  defendant  company  for  the  transportation  of 
bituminous  coal  from  other  districts  to  the  same  destination  over  the 
same  line  of  railroad  and  for  a  greater  distance,  including  the  transfer 
and  loading  of  such  coal  on  board  vessels. 

The  fair,  reasonable  and  just  rate  or  charge  for  the  transporta- 
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tion  of  vessel  fuel  coal  from  the  Hocking  district  to  the  city  of  Toledo, 
Ohio,  is  thirty-nine  and  seven-tenths  cents  per  ton  in  carload  ship- 
ments, including  all  transfer  and  reloading  charges. 

For  many  years  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company 
has  been  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  bituminous  coal  in  competi- 
tion with  said  defendant,  including  large  quantities  of  such  coal  which 
said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Company  and  its  connections  have  trans- 
ported in  competition  with  the  coal  shipped  by  complainant  and  others 
from  said  Hocking  district  over  the  railroad  of  the  defendant. 

In  the  year  1910  said  The  Cheaspeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Com- 
pany acquired  more  than  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  and  joint  ownership  and  control 
of  the  capital  stock  of  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company, 
and  since  said  time  has  been  and  is  now  exercising  control  over  the 
property  and  business  of  both  said  companies.  Said  The  Kanawha  and 
Michigan  Railway  Company  owns,  maintains  and  operates  a  line  of 
railway,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  from  Corning,  in  Perry  County,  to  a 
point  on  the  Ohio  River  opposite  Point  Pleasant,  West  Virginia, 
which  line  is  parallel  with  that  owned,  maintained  and  operated  by 
the  defendant  company;  and  the  principal  freight  traffic  of  said  The 
Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company  is  the  transportation  of 
bituminous  coal  in  competition  with  said  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
and  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Companies. .  Since  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Railway  Company  acquired  control  of  The  Hocking  Valley 
and  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Companies  as  aforesaid, 
said  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  has  received  and  it  now 
receives  and  collects  rates  and  charges  of  less  than  forty  cents  per 
ton  for  the  transportation  to  Toledo  of  bituminous  coal  originating  on 
the  lines  of  said  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company,  such 
transportation  by  said  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  being 
over  the  same  line  of  railroad  and  for  a  greater  distance. 

The  rates  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  coal  herein  men- 
tioned and  complained  of  have  been  fixed  and  established  and  the  same 
are  now  being  maintained  and  exacted  by  said  defendant  railway  com- 
pany, pursuant  to  unlawful  agreements,  arrangements  and  combina- 
tions made  and  entered  into  by  said  defendant  railway  company  and 
other  competing  railroad  companies  similarly  engaged  in  the  trans- 
portation of  bituminous  coal  from  the  several  districts  from  which 
such  coal  is  shipped  to  points  in  Ohio.  The  aforesaid  unlawful  agree- 
ments, arrangements  and  combinations  among  said  defendant  railway 
company  and  other  competing  railroad  companies  have  resulted  in  the 
unlawful  restriction  and  control  of  competition  in  the  transportation 
of  bituminous  coal,  and  have  deprived  the  complainant  and  other  pro- 
ducers and  shippers  of  coal  from  said  Hocking  district  of  the  fair, 
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just  and  reasonable  rates  for  the  transportation  of  their  coal,  and  have 
enabled  the  defendant  railway  company  to  fix,  exact  and  collect  unjust 
and  excessive  rates  from  complainant  and  other  shippers  and  con- 
signees of  such  coal,  and  to  fix,  exact  and  collect  discriminatory  rates 
and  charges  from  the  complainant  and  other  shippers  and  consignees 
of  such  coal  from  other  districts,  including  especially  the  districts 
located  on  the  lines  of  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  and  Kanawha  and 
Michigan  Railway  Companies.  In  carrying  out  the  unlawful  agree- 
ments, arrangements  and  combinations  aforesaid,  the  defendant  com- 
pany and  its  competitors  with  which  it  has  combined  have  agreed  that 
all  shippers  of  bituminous  coal  from  the  Hocking,  Eastern  Ohio,  and 
Pittsburgh  districts,  shall  be  charged  high,  excessive  and  discrimi- 
natory rates,  and  that  shippers  of  such  coal  from  the  more  remote  dis- 
tricts in  West  Virginia  and  Kentucky  shall  be  charged  rates  much 
lower  in  proportion  to  their  distance  from  points  of  destination  in 
Ohio;  and  in  fixing  rates  for  the  transportation  of  bituminous  coal 
such  carriers  have  agreed  to  disregard  the  elements  or  factors  of  rela- 
tive distance,  cost,  and  value  of  the  service  to  be  rendered  by  the 
several  competing  carriers;  and  complainant  says  that  the  effect  and 
result  of  such  unlawful  agreements,  arrangements  and  combinations 
and  of  the  excessive  and  discriminatory  rates  which  have  been  fixed 
pursuant  thereto,  are  to  restrict  and  control  all  competition  among  the 
several  carriers  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  such  bituminous 
coal. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  said  defendant  may  be  re- 
quired to  answer  the  charges  herein ;  that,  after  due  hearing  and  in- 
vestigation, an  order  be  made  commanding  said  defendant  to  cease 
and  desist  from  the  aforesaid  violations  of  law;  that  an  order  be  made 
determining  and  fixing  the  reasonable,  just  and  nondiscriminatory 
rate  to  be  charged  and  collected  by  said  defendant  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  bituminous  coal  from  the  Hocking  district  of  Ohio  to  Toledo, 
and  commanding  said  defendant  to  apply  such  rate  in  the  future ;  and 
for  such  other  and  further  orders  and  relief  as  the  Commission  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  in  the  premises. 

The  defendant  has  filed  an  answer  in  the  same  style  and  terms 
as  its  answer  in  case  No.  4,  except  as  to  paragraph  three,  which  reads 
as  follows : 

It  admits  that  it  demands,  exacts  and  collects  from  said  com- 
plainant and  other  shippers  for  the  transportation  of  coal  in  carload 
shipments  from  shipping  points  in  the  Hocking  district  to  Toledo, 
Ohio,  the  sum  of  $1.00  per  ton,  and  an  additional  sum  of  n  cents  per 
ton  for  transferring  from  railroad  cars  to  the  bunkers  of  vessels,  and 
that   said    rate    and    charge    applies    to    coal   so   handled    for   vessel 
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fuel ;  and  denies  each  and  every  other  allegation  of  the  third  para- 
graph of  said  complaint. 

This  case,  as  No.  4,  is  in  abeyance  pending  the  outcome  of  a 
similar  proceeding  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 


6.    W.  N.  Webster,  Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  Defendant.     Decided  April  5,  1912. 

The  complaint  in  this  proceeding  reads : 

The  complainant  says  that  he  is  the  pastor  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  Charlestown,  Portage  County,  Ohio,  and  that  he 
files  his  complaint  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  citizens  of  Charles- 
town,  Portage  County,  Ohio,  generally. 

That  the  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  carrier, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier, 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

That  previous  to  June  1st,  1907,  the  defendant  maintained  a  flag 
stop  and  freight  station  at  Charlestown,  Ohio.  That  on  or  about  said 
date  the  defendant  company  closed  its  depot  and  abandoned.its  station 
at  this  place,  greatly  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  traveling  public  and 
the  citizens  of  Charlestown,  Ohio. 

Complainant  further  states  that  the  citizens  living  in  the  vicinity 
of  Charlestown,  who  will  be  benefitted  and  use  this  station  number  at 
least  eight  hundred  persons.  That  Charlestown  is  composed  of  very 
fertile  lands  and  is  a  prosperous  farming  community,  and  complainant 
believes  and  alleges  that  a  large  amount  of  freight  would  be  shipped 
to  and  from  said  station. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  railroad 
company  to  re-establish  a  freight  station  and  flag  stop  of  passenger 
trains  at  Charlestown,  Ohio,  as  previously  maintained  by  defendant, 
and  for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem 
necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

The  defendant  answered  and  the  matter  was  assigned  for  hear- 
ing, when  the  parties  appeared  and  announcd  the  inauguration  of 
negotiations  which,  they  felt,  would  result  in  a  satisfaction  of  the  com- 
plaint, as  a  result  of  which  the  following  entry  was  spread  upon  the 
Commission's  journal  under  date  of  April  5,  1912. 
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It  appearing  that  this  complaint  has  been  satisfied  by  defendant 
making  Charlestown  a  flag  stop,  this  case  is,  therefore  dismissed. 


7.  The  Henry  Burkhardt  Packing  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
American  Express  Company,  Defendant.  Decided  October  28, 
1911. 

The  following  finding  and  order  of  the  Commission  fully  ex- 
plains the  nature  and  facts  of  this  proceeding: 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  is  submitted  under  the  provisions  of  sections  579-580 
of  the  General  Code,  as  amended  May  9th,  1910,  O.  L.  Vol.  101,  page 

173- 

The  complaint,  with  the  complainant's  affidavits  and  exhibits, 
was  filed  August  22,  191 1.  The  defendant's  answer  and  counter  affi- 
davits were  filed  September  15,  191 1.  Upon  examination  of  the  plead- 
ings, affidavits,  exhibits,  the  Commission  find: 

That  on  June  23,  1910,  The  Henry  Burkhardt  Packing  Company 
shipped  from  Dayton,  Ohio,  a  quantity  of  meat  designated  in  the  com- 
plaint as  weiners  and  sausage,  by  the  American  Express  Company  and 
consigned  to  J.  A.  Arnett  at  Greenfield,  Ohio ;  that  the  distance  be- 
tween Dayton  and  Greenfield  is  seventy-six  miles ;  that  the  shipment, 
being  more  than  twenty-four  hours  in  transit,  was  detained  an  un- 
reasonable length  of  time  and  arrived  at  destination  in  a  damaged  con- 
dition;  that  the  amount  of  damage  was  $9.95;  that  on  July  1,  1910, 
complainant  made  claim  upon  the  defendant  for  the  sum  of  $9.95,  and 
that  on  July  21,  191 1,  defendant  rejected  said  claim  and  the  same  has 
not  yet  been  paid.  The  value  of  this  merchandise,  the  portion  thereof 
that  was  damaged  and  the  fact  that  it  was  delivered  to  the  express 
company  in  good  condition  are  not  in  controversy  in  this  case. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  further  find  that  there  is. due  said 
complainant,  The  Henry  Burhardt  Packing  Company,  from  said 
defendant,  American  Express  Company,  the  sum  of  $9.95. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  the  claimant,  The  Henry 
Burkhardt  Packing  Company,  is  a  resident  of  Montgomery  County, 
Ohio,  and  that  the  defendant,  American  Express  Company,  has  and 
maintains  an  office  in  Dayton,  Montgomery  County,  Ohio  and  it  is 
ordered  that  the  findings  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter  be  certified 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Commion  Pleas  of  Montgomery  County, 
Ohio. 
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We,  O.  P.  Gothlin,  J.  C.  Sullivan  and  O.  H.  Hughes,  constituting 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  do  hereby  certify  the  foregoing 
to  be  the  finding  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  in  the  above 
entitled  matter,  as  shown  by  the  records  and  files  of  said  Commission.

8.  The  village  of  McComb,  Ohio,  by  its  Mayor,  Lafayette  Hull, 
Complainant,  versus  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad 
Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  September  14,  191 1. 

The  petition  in  this  proceeding  is  as  follows : 

Plaintiff  says  that  he  is  the  regularly  elected  Mayor  of  the  vil- 
lage of  McComb,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  duly  authorized  in  the  premises 
and  is  now  acting  as  such. 

That  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  of  said  village,  a  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  passed  authorizing  and  directing  said  Mayor  to 
officially  sign  and  file  with  the  said  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio,  a 
petition  setting  up  a  complaint  against  said  defendants  in  not  stopping 
its  passenger  trains  at  said  village.  A  copy  of  said  resolution  is  hereto 
attached  and  marked  "Exhibit  A"  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Plaintiff  says  that  the  following  passenger  trains  reach  said  vil- 
lage upon  the  following  schedule : 

WEST  BOUND. 

Train  No.  1  at  10:04  a.  m.  stops  regularly. 
Train  No.  3  at  2:42  p.  m.  does  not  stop. 
Train  No.  5  at  11 155  p.  m.  stops  regularly. 

EAST  BOUND. 

Train  No.  2  at  4:58  p.  m.  does  not  stop. 
Train  No.  4  at  10:35  p.  m.  stops  regularly. 
Train  No.  6  at  4:31  a.  m.  stops  regularly. 

Your  commission   will   readily   see   by   an    examination   of   the 
4— r.  s.  c. 
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passenger  train  schedule  above  set  forth  that  Train  No.  5  west  bound 
reaches  McComb  at  11:55  P-  m-  at  a  time  when  the  traveling  public 
have  but  little  use  for  it.  Train  No.  6  reaches  McComb  at  4:31  a.  m. 
stops  regularly  but  owing  to  the  time  when  it  reaches  the  village  the 
traveling  public  do  not  use  it. 

Train  No.  4  reaches  McComb  at  10:35  P-  m-  but  is  not  regarded 
with  much  favor  for  the  reason  above  given. 

What  your  petitioner  complains  of  and  has  repeatedly  asked 
that  trains  numbered  2  east  bound,  and  numbered  3,  west  bound, 
reaching  McComb  at  4:58  p.  m.  and  2:42  p.  m.  respectively,  be  sched- 
uled to  regularly  stop  at  said  village. 

By  reference  to  the  attached  Nickel  Plate  time  table,  you  will 
see  that  all  passenger  trains  are  scheduled  to  regularly  stop  at  Payne, 
Ohio,  Continental,  Leipsic  Junction,  Latta  and  Mortimer,  which  dis- 
criminates against  said  village  and  very  materially  injures  her  busi- 
ness interests. 

The  commercial  travelers  all  over  Ohio  and  Indiana  when  asked 
why  they  do  not  call  at  McComb  respond  by  saying  that  the  Nickel 
Plate  road  does  not  stop  its  trains,  which  reach  said  village  at  a  time 
when  they  would  be  enabled  to  meet  the  business  public,  transact  the 
business  and  get  out  in  time  to  reach  central  business  points. 

Your  petitioner  believes  and  alleges  it  to  be  true  that  investiga- 
tion will  disclose  that  McOomb  remunerates  the  Nickel  Plate  Road 
annually  in  a  far  greater  amount  than  Latta,  Ohio,  Payne,  Continental, 
Leipsic  Junction  or  Mortimer. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  to  your  honorable  board  that 
the  village  of  McComb,  Hancock  County,  Ohio,  has  a  population  of 
about  1,200,  that  it  is  a  prosperous  up-to-date  village,  with  all  of  the 
modern  improvements,  and  that  it  is  situated  in  the  center  of  one  of 
the  most  fertile  and  productive  agricultural  districts  anywhere  along 
The  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  the  lands  lying  within  a 
radius  of  ten  miles  of  said  village  are  rightly  regarded  as  the  most 
productive  corn  lands  in  Ohio  and  as  such  produce  annually  fully 
seventy-five  bushels  of  merchantable  corn  per  acre.  That  by  reason 
of  this  fact  your  petitioner  alleges  that  more  hogs,  cattle,  sheep  and 
poultry  are  produced,  fattened  and  shipped  from  said  village  to  Buf- 
falo, Cleveland  and  Chicago  and  Boston  and  other  points,  than  from 
any  other  shipping  point  on  the  line  of  said  road  according  to  its 
population. 

Your  petitioner  further  alleges  that  the  wealthy  farmers  living 
within  the  radius  aforesaid,  buy  all  of  their  feeding  cattle  and  sheep 
in  the  markets  of  Buffalo,  Cleveland  and  Chicago,  ship  them  to  Mc- 
Comb over  said  railroad,  feed  them  out  on  their  farms  and  when 
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finished  reship  them  back  over  said  road  to  the  aforesaid  markets,  thus 
creating  a  vast  amount  of  very  remunerative  business  for  said  rail- 
road. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  and  alleges  that  three  live 
stock  dealers  and  firms  are  constantly  and  continually  engaged  in 
loading  and  shipping  livestock  to  the  aforesaid  markets,  every  load 
thereof  consigned  to  the  said  railroad. 

By  referring  to  the  Auditor's  records  of  the  freight  department 
of  said  railroad  you  will  verify  the  following  statement  of  the  volume 
of  business  accruing  from  shipments  of  live  stock  from  said  village. 

The  firm  of  Bright  and  Shoop  ship  annually  to  said  markets  from 
said  station  250  car  loads. 

Frank  Cramer  and  Jasper  Dukes  ship  at  least  150  car  loads. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  in  other  lines  of  business 
the  following  appears : 

That  the  Raymond  P.  Lipe  Company  consigned  to  said  railroad 
for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1910,  274  cars  and  received  over  the  same 
road  87  cars. 

W.  L.  McElhinny,  dealer  in  grain  and  coal,  annually  consigns  to 
the  said  railroad  150  cars  and  receives  during  the  year  50  to  75  cars  of 
coal,  seed,  salt  and  flour. 

M.  V.  Pendleton,  dealer  in  lumber,  timber,  coal  and  cement,  an- 
nually pays  to  said  railroad  the  freight  charges  on  100  full  car  loads 
either  received  or  consigned  to  said  railroad. 

Stoker  Brothers,  dealers  in  lumber,  timber  and  roofing,  annually 
receive  at  least  twenty-five  cars  over  said  railroad. 

Grant  Pendleton,  manufacturer  of  drain  tile,  shipped  numerous 
loads  of  tile  and  receives  all  of  his  coal  for  his  plant  over  the  said  road. 

Martin  and  Weinland,  dealers  in  hardware,  plaster,  cement, 
glass,  oils,  paints,  wagons,  buggies,  agricultural  implements,  slate 
roofing  and  lime,  annually  receive  over  this  road  twenty  cars  in  car- 
load lots,  and  have  a  very  heavy  local  freight  traffic. 

Meeker  and  Spaid,  dealers  in  hardware  and  agricultural  imple- 
ments, annually  receive  over  the  said  road  at  least  ten  full  cars  of 
goods. 

The  McComb  Electric  Light  Plant  receives  annually  over  said 
road  twenty  cars  of  coal. 

Plaintiff  says  that  in  addition  to  the  above  by  way  of  freight 
remuneration  the  said  village  of  McComb,  Ohio,  furnishes  to  said 
Nickel  Plate  Road  a  good  and  remunerative  passenger  business  for 
all  those  trains  that  are  convenient  for  the  traveling  public,  and  would 
furnish  to  said  railroad  a  very  paying  passenger  business  if  all  of  said 
trains  were  scheduled  to  stop  at  the  said  village  of  McComb,  Ohio. 
Your  petitioner  represents  and  alleges  that  when  said  Trains  Nos.  2 
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and  3  were  scheduled  to  make  regular  stops  at  McComb  that  the  said 
railroad  company  was  well  paid  and  remunerated. 

Plaintiff  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  resolution  of 
the  said  Village  Council,  and  the  facts  and  allegations  herein  set  forth 
and  alleged,  prays  your  honorable  Commission  that  you  will  fully  in- 
vestigate all  of  the  facts  herein  set  out  and  alleged ;  that  the  defendant 
railroad  company  may  be  ordered  to  regularly  stop  passenger  trains 
numbered  2  and  3  at  McComb,  Ohio,  so  that  the  situation  in  said  vil- 
lage may  be  relieved  and  improved. 

Following  the  service  of  a  copy  of  the  petition  upon  the  de- 
fendant, the  Commission  was  advised  that  negotiations  were  in  pro- 
gress between  the  parties,  upon  the  report  of  the  conclusion  of  which, 
the  following  entry,  dated  September  14,  191 1,  was  predicated: 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  complaint  in  this  case 
has  been  satisfied  by  the  defendant  making  the  village  of  McComb  a 
regular  stop  for  Trains  No.  Two  (2)  and  Three  (3),  the  same  is,  there- 
fore, dismissed  without  further  record. 


9.  The  Patton  Telephone  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Har- 
rison and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed 
September  29,  191 1. 

Complainant's  petition  reads : 

The  Patton  Telephone  Company  was  formerly  known  as  and 
including  the  Hanover  Exchange,  located  and  operated  in  Harrison 
County,  Ohio,  and  connected  with  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Tele- 
phone Company  at  its  Jewett  exchange. 

The  Harrison  County  Telephone  Company  of  Cadiz,  Ohio,  as 
formerly  known,  is  now  merged  in  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Tele- 
phone Company. 

On  December  24,  1903,  Fre  Patton  of  Jewett,  Ohio,  who  was 
the  proprietor  and  manager  of  The  Hanover  Exchange,  now  the  Pat- 
ton Telephone  Company,  entered  into  an  agreement  in  writing  with 
The  Harrison  County  Telephone  Company.  Item  fifth  of  said  agree- 
ment provides  as  follows: 

It  is  further  agreed  that  on  all  business  originating  on  the 
line  of  the  first  party  and  terminating  at  the  exchange  of  the 
second  party  at  Jewett,  Ohio,  each  party  is  to  receive  five  cents 
on  each  message,  and  likewise  on  messages  originating  at  Jewett, 
and  terminating  on  lines  of  first  party,  except  on  messages  sent 
by  subscribers  of  the  first  party  who  pay  to  second  party  $1.50 
quarterly,  in  advance,  to  be  collected  by  first  party. 

Subsequently,  in  a  case  pending  in  the  common  pleas  court  of 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  on  April  6,  1907,  in  which  Fre  Patton  was 
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plaintiff  and  The  Harrison  County  Telephone  Company  was  defend- 
ant, a  finding  and  decree  was  made  by  said  court,  which  said  finding 
and  decree  provides  as  follows: 

That  the  fifth  article  of  said  written  contract  entered  into 
by  the  said  plaintiff  and  defendant,  determines  rates  of  toll  only 
for  business  originating  either  on  the  lines  of  plaintiff  or  at 
Jewett,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  and  for  no  other  business  whatever. 
And  that  said  contract  does  not  determine  the  rates  of  toll  which 
defendant  may  charge  for  business  originating  on  the  lines  of 
plaintiff,  and  extending  through  defendant's  exchanges  at  Jewett 
to  Cadiz  and  other  places  beyond  Jewett  and  vicinity;  and  that 
for  such  business  defendant  may  charge  a  reasonable  rate  of  toll 
to  be  fixed  by  itself. 

On  April  15,  1907,  and  for  the  purposes  therein  stated,  the  said 
parties  to  said  suit  entered  into  a  written  "Addition  to  Contract,"  in 
which  "Addition  to  Contract"  the  following  provision  is  written : 

Second:  It  is  agreed  that  beginning  May  1,  1907,  the  rate 
from  the  subscribers  of  said  Hanover  Exchange,  being  the  Patton 
Lines,  to  points  other  than  Jewett,  who  are  non-subscribers  to 
The  Harrison  County  Telephone  Exchange,  shall  not  exceed  five 
cents  per  message  over  established  rates  in  general  use  by  The 
Harrison  County  Telephone  Company  at  their  Jewett  exchange, 
and  said  rate  to  be  alike  for  either  originating  or  terminating 
messages. 

Third:  The  payment,  however,  of  $1.50  per  quarter  in  ad- 
vance by  subscribers  to  the  Hanover  exchange  to  The  Harrison 
County  Telephone  Company,  for  the  use  by  any  one  such  sub- 
scriber of  one  selected  exchange  of  said  company  which  is  now 
established  within  the  county,  except  Cadiz  exchange  for  which 
the  rate  shall  be  $2.00  per  quarter,  shall  entitle  said  subscriber  to 
the  free  use  of  the  exchange  so  selected,  and  the  same  toll  for 
further  use  of  its  lines  which  The  Harrison  Telephone  Com- 
pany has  established  or  may  hereafter  establish  for  its  own 
subscribers,  at  the  exchange  so  selected,  over  all  its  lines  and  con- 
nections now  existing  or  hereafter  acquired.  And  the  subscribers 
of  any  one  of  the  said  exchanges  of  said  company  to  have  free 
service  with  the  subscribers  of  the  Hanover  exchange  so  selecting 
such  exchange  of  said  company. 

The  undersigned  Fre  Patton  as  proprietor  and  manager  of  the 
Pattjon  Telephone  Company  and  on  behalf  of  subscribers  to  the  Patton 
Telephone  Company  and  other  citizens  adjacent  to  its  lines,  com- 
plains to  your  Honorable  Commission  that  The  Harrison  and  Jeffer- 
son Telephone  Company  has  in  the  past  and  is  still  continuing  in 
violation  of  its  contracts  aforesaid  and  contrary,  to  the  law,  to  un- 
justly discriminate  against  the  subscribers  and  patrons  of  the  said 
Patton  Telephone  Company  in  the  following  particulars,  to-wit : 

1.     The    Harrison    and    Jefferson    Telephone    Company    while 
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not  charging  and  while  having  no  established  toll  rate  for  its  sub- 
scribers from  Cadiz  Junction  to  Germano,  nor  from  Germano  to 
Jewett,  yet  said  company  has  ever  since  May  14,  1910,  wrongfully 
charged  Patton  subscribers  who  do  not  pay  $1.50  per  quarter  to  their 
company,  a  fifteen  cent  rate  between  said  points,  notwithstanding  the 
provision  of  item  2  of  said  "Addition  to  Contract,"  which  limits  The 
Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company  to  a  charge  against  Pat- 
ton  subscribers  not  to  exceed  five  cents  per  message  under  said  con- 
dition. 

2.  In  violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  "Addition  to  Contract" 
as  stated  in  third  clause  of  same,  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Tele- 
phone Company  have  ever  since  April  1,  191 1,  wrongfully  persisted  in 
charging  Patton  subscribers  who  have  paid  their  $1.50  per  quarter  to 
said  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company,  ten  cents  per 
message  between  the  points  Jewett,  Germano  and  Cadiz  Junction, 
while  said  Patton  subscribers  are  by  the  provisions  of  said  contract, 
entitled  to  free  use  of  said  exchanges. 

The  aforesaid  unjust  discriminations  deter  patrons  of  the  Patton 
Telephone  Company  from  using  the  aforementioned  exchanges  as  they 
desire,  and  otherwise  would  do,  if  it  were  not  for  excessive  toll  rates, 
and  thereby  the  use  of  this  "utility"  in  the  community  is  restricted 
and  the  value  of  the  Patton  telephone  lines  greatly  impaired. 

A  large  number  of  householders  in  the  vicinity  of  these  lines 
who  desire  connection  with  and  service  of  the  Patton  lines,  and  would 
gladly  avail  themselves  of  such  service  at  the  rates  provided  in  said 
second  clause  of  Addition  to  Contract  are  deprived  of  the  benefits  of 
such  service  by  the  imposition  of  extra  toll  rates  above  complained  of, 
and  they  can  only  have  telephone  service  by  the  payment  of  unjustly 
discriminating   rates   of  toll. 

The  acts  and  charges  exacted  as  aforesaid  by  The  Harrison  and 
Jefferson  Telephone  Company  are  in  violation  not  only  of  the  con- 
tract of  said  company  hereinbefore  mentioned,  but  are  in  violation  of 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  House  Bill  No.  325,  and  the  laws  of  Ohio 
regulating  public  utilities,  as  set  forth  in  sections  14,  15,  16,  17,  20,  21 
and  other  sections  of  said  act. 

Wherefore  the  undersigned  complainant  asks  that  your  Com- 
mission may  consider  the  complaints  above  made,  and,  upon  final  hear- 
ing thereof,  make  such  orders  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  just  in 
the  premises. 

Upon  the  service  of  a  copy  of  the  petition  upon  the  defendant, 
the  following  motion  was  presented : 

Now  comes  the  defendant  in  this  case  and  moves  the  court  to 
dismiss  the  complaints  of  the  said  Patton  Telephone  Company  for 
the  reason  that  it  is  claimed  this  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction;  and 
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also  the  complaints  show  on  their  face  that  there  has  been  no  violation 
of  the  contract  existing  between  the  parties  hereto,  and  defendant 
submits : 

i.  That  this  Commission  has  not  authority  to  review  and  con- 
strue this  contract,  the  contract  being  entered  into  prior  to  the  enact- 
ment of  the  Public  Utilities  Law. 

2.  In  >case  the  aforesaid  ground  should  not  be  deemed  sufficient, 
defendant  submits  that  a  construction  of  paragraph  three  of  the  addi- 
tional contract  disposes  of  all  complaints  for  the  reason  that  con- 
sideration of  the  complaints  shows  that  the  gist  of  all  complaints  lies 
in  the  contention  that  the  Patton  subscribers  are  entitled  to  the  free 
use  of  the  lines  from  the  Jewett  exchange  to  Germano  and  Cadiz 
Junction,  and  by  no  construction  can  this  be  read  into  the  contract. 

Defendant  therefore  moves  that  the  complaints  of  plaintiff  be 
summarily  dismissed  without  public  hearing. 

After  a  hearing  on  this  motion,  the  Commisssion  spread  the 
following  entry : 

This  case  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  motion  of  the 
defendant  to  dismiss  the  complaint  and  was  argued  by  counsel ;  and 
the  Commission  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises  finds  the  grounds 
of  said  motion  well  taken  and  same  is  sustained. 

This  case  is  therefore  dismissed  without  further  record. 


10.  The  Bucyrus  Light  and  Power  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  City  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  Defendant.  Dismissed  December  8, 
1911. 

The  petition  in  this  proceeding  recites : 

Complainant  says  that  it  is  an  Ohio  corporation,  and  is  a  pub- 
lic utility  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  electricity  for  light, 
heat  and  power  purposes  in  the  city  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  and  to  in- 
dividuals, firms  and  corporations  living  or  located  in  said  city  of 
Bucyrus;  and  complainant's  headquarters  and  principal  place  of  busi- 
ness is  in  said  city  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  and  it  is  now  doing  business  in 
said  city  under  a  franchise  duly  granted  by  the  council  thereof. 

Complainant  further  states  that  it  is  now  supplying  electricity 
to  the  said  city  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and 
other  public  places  of  said  city,  under  a  contract  with  said  city  be- 
ginning June  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  10,  1920,  and  complainant  is  now 
and  has  been  since  about  the  first  day  of  June,  1910,  furnishing  electric 
current  to  citizens,  firms  and  corporations  living  in  or  located  in  said 
city  according  to  the  following  schedule  of  rates  which  complainant 
has  duly  adopted  and  published,  and  which  it  alleges  is  a  fair  and 
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reasonable  schedule  of  rates  for  electric  current  furnished  to  private 
consumers  under  conditions  existing  in  said  city  of  Bucyrus,  taking 
into  consideration  the  several  items  which  should  determine  the  fair 
and  reasonable  rate  for  electric  current  which  should  be  paid  to  com- 
plainant by  private  consumers  in  said  city. 

Said  schedule  of  rates  is  as  follows ;  to-wit :

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Complainant  further  says  that  the  said  city  of  Bucyrus  through 

its  council,  on  the  day  of  ,   19 — ,  duly  passed  an 

ordinance  prescribing  and  fixing  therein  the  following  schedule  of 
rates  for  electric  current  to  be  supplied  by  complainant  to  individuals, 
firms  and  corporations  in  the  city  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  from  and  after  the 
passage  an(^  legal  publication  of  said  ordinance.  Said  ordinance  was 
duly  published  as  required  by  law.  Said  schedule  of  rates  for  electric 
current  as  fixed  and  prescribed  by  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  is  as 
follows,  to-wit: 

The  rate  is  based  on  what  is  known  in  common  practice  as 
the  maximum  demand  basis,  and  the  maximum  demand  to  be 
charged  at  .10  cents  per  K.  W.  Hour,  and  the  secondary  or  low 
rate  portion,  to  be  charged  at  .05  per  K.  W.  Hour. 

The  meter  charge  to  be  .50  per  month. 

The  maximum  demand  basis,  to  be  determined  as  follows, 
30%  of  the  entire  installation,  based  on  16  c.  p.  lamps,  to  con- 
stitute the  maximum  basis  and  whatever  this  figures  each  light 
to  be  charged  with  one  (1)  K.  W.  Hour  and  to  be  charged  to  the 
consumer  at  .10  per  K.  W.  Hour. 

The  balance  or  secondary  low  rate  portion  to  be  charged  at 
.05  per  K.  W.  Hour. 

The  meter  charge  only  to  be  charged  in  case  the  consumer 
does  not  use  enough  current  during  the  month  to  amount  to  .50. 

Individuals  and  firms  to  whom  complainant  is  supplying  electric 
current,  claim  that  complainant  is  legally  bound  and  obligated  by  the 
terms  of  said  ordinance  to  supply  electric  current  at  the  rates  and 
prices  prescribed  by  said  ordinance. 

Complainant  further  says  that  the  rates  for  electric  curren:  fixed 
and  prescribed  by  the  terms  of  said  ordinance,  were  and  are  unfair 
and  unjust,  insufficient  and  inadequate;  and  if  the  same  are  enforced 
against  complainant,  will  be  confiscatory  of  complainant's  property,  in- 
vested in  its  said  plant  in  Bucyrus,  Ohio. 

Complainant  further  says  the  rates  so  fixed  and  prescribed  by 
said  ordinance  are  insufficient  and  inadequate  to  allow  to  complainant 
a  fair  profit  on  its  business,  and  interest  on  the  investment  in  its  plant 
in  Bucyrus,  after  deducting  expenses,  depreciation  in  plant  and  equip- 
ment, and  taking  into  consideration  the  volume  of  business  afforded 
complainant  in  said  city  of  Bucyrus,  and  all  other  matters  and  things 
necessary  and  proper  to  be  considered  in  determining  what  is  a  fair 
and  just  rate  for  complainant  to  charge  and  receive  for  electric  current 
furnished  to  private  consumers  in  said  city  of  Bucyrus. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  notice  of  the  filing  of  this 
petition  may  be  served  upon  said  defendant,  the  city  of  Bucyrus, 
Ohio;  that  a  hearing  of  the  matters  and  things  herein  complained  of 
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may  be  had;  that  a  full  investigation  be  made  of  all  the  matters  and 
facts  pertinent  to  the  question  of  rates  to  be  charged  and  received  by 
complainant  for  electric  current  furnished  to  private  consumers  in 
said  city;  that  such  rates  as  are  just  and  equitable  be  fixed  and  estab- 
lished by  the  Commission;  and  that  complainant  be  granted  all  other 
and  further  relief  to  which  it  may  be  entitled. 

An  answer  thereto  was  filed,  as  follows : 

The  defendant  for  answer  herein  admits  that  the  complainant 
is  an  Ohio  corporation,  and  a  public  utility  engaged  in  supplying  elec- 
tricity for  light,  heat  and  power  purposes  to  the  said  city,  and  the 
individuals,  firms  and  corporations  living  and  located  in  said  city; 
that  complainant's  principal  place  of  business  is  located  in  said  city; 
that  complainant  is  doing  business  in  said  city  under  a  franchise; 
that  complainant  is  supplying  electricity  to  said  city  under  a  contract; 
that,  for  some  time  past,  it  has  been  furnishing  electricity  to  the  said 
city,  the  individuals,  firms  and  corporations  in  said  city;  that  it  is  at- 
tempting to  charge  said  city,  the  individuals,  firms  and  corporations 
in  said  city  the  rates  as  alleged  by  it  in  its  petition ;  that  said  city  con- 
tends that  complainant  is  legally  bound  to  furqish  electricity  to  said 
city,  its  individuals,  firms  and  corporations,  according  to  the  terms, 
rates  and  conditions  of  the  ordinance  passed  by  said  city,  prescribing 
and  fixing  the  rates  said  complainant  might  charge  for  its  electricity 
in  said  city;  admits  that  said  ordinance  passed  by  said  city  was  duly 
passed. 

But  defendant  further  answering  denies  each  and  every  other 
allegation  in  said  petition  contained,  for  the  following  reasons,  to-wit : 

i.  The  contract  between  said  complainant  and  defendant  is  for 
a  period  of  ten  years,  and  is  dated  or  begins  June  ist,  1909,  and  ends 
June  ist,  1919. 

2.  That  the  rate  complainant  is  attempting  to  charge  for  its 
electricity  is  unfair,  unjust  and  unreasonable. 

3.  That  the  rates  charged  by  said  complainant  as  shown  by  its 
schedule  of  rates  set  forth  in  its  petition  are  discriminatory,  in  that 
the  rates  are  not  uniform  as  between  the  consumers,  some  consumers 
paying  more  than  other  consumers  for  like  service. 

4.  That  said  complainant's  schedule  of  rates,  as  set  forth  in  its 
petition,  is  unfair,  unreasonable  and  unlawful,  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  several  items  which  should  determine  the  fair  and  reasonable 
rate  for  electricity. 

5.  That  the  rate  demanded  by  complainant  for  electricity  is  ex- 
orbitant and  such  .that  the  individuals,  firms  and  corporations  living 
in  and  located  in  said  city  of  Bucyrus  cannot  afford  to  use  it  and  for 
that  reason  many  persons  are  not  using  said  electricity  that  would  be 
using  it  were  the  price  or  rate  fair,  just  and  reasonable. 
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6.  That  said  city  by  and  through  its  Council  on  the  6th  day 
of  December,  1910,  after  a  long  and  careful  investigation  by  expert 
electricians  and  others,  and  after  a  fair  and  full  hearing  as  to  the  cost 
of  the  plant  of  complainant,  the  cost  of  producing  electricity  by  com- 
plainant, and  the  expense  incident  to  the  running  of  their  plant,  the 
depreciation  of  their  plant,  and  any  and  all  other  matters  that  have 
to  do  with  the  fixing  a  fair,  just  and  reasonable  rate  to  which  com- 
plainant should  supply  and  furnish  electricity,  passed  the  following 
ordinance,  to-wit: 

"Ordinance   No.  496. 

"Fixing  the  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  for  electricity  by 
any  company  or  individual  furnishing  same  in  the  city  of 
Bucyrus,  Ohio,  for  a  period  of  two  years,  and  fixing  the  meter 
charge,  etc. 

"Be  it  ordained  by  the  Council  of  the  city  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio : 

"Section  1.  That  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  and  after 
the  date  this  ordinance  takes  effect  any  persons  or  company 
established  in  the  city  of  Bucyrus,  may  charge  to  not  exceed 
the  rates  hereinafter  fixed  for  electricity  or  electric  current  fur- 
nished to  the  citizens  of  said  city  of  Bucyrus  for  lighting  or  other 
purposes,  to-wit:  That  rates  be  based  on  what  is  known  in 
common  practice  as  the  maximum  demand  basis  and  the  max- 
imum demand  to  be  charged  at  ten  (10)  cents  per  kilowatt  hour 
and  the  secondary  or  low  rate  portion  to  be  charged  at  five  cents 
per  kilowatt  hour. 

"Sec.  2.  The  maximum  demand  basis  to  be  determined  as 
follows :  Thirty  (30)  per  cent,  of  the  entire  installation  based  on 
sixteen  (16)  candle  power  lamps  to  constitute  the  maximum 
basis  and  whatever  this  figures,  each  light  to  be  charged  with 
one  kilowatt  hour ;  the  balance  or  secondary  or  low  rate  portion 
to  be  charged  at  five  (5)  cents  per  kilowatt  hour. 

"(For  example:  A  residence  installation  consisting  of  fifteen 
(15)  sixteen  (16)  candle  power  lamps  or  its  equivalent;  thirty 
(30) per  cent,  would  equal  4I/2  lamps  at  ten  (10)  cents  per  kilo- 
watt hour,  which  would  amount  to  forty-five  ($0.45)  cents  as 
the  maximum  demand  and  all  current  consumed  over  four  and 
one-half  (41/^)  kilowatt  hours  would  be  charged  at  five  cents 
($0.05)  per  kilowatt  hlour.) 

"Sec.  3.  The  prices  or  rates  hereinbefore  fixed  shall  be  ap- 
plicable only  when  a  meter  is  used.  The  company  or  individual 
furnishing  electricity  as  aforesaid,  shall,  whenever  requested  by 
a  consumer,  install  a  meter,  and  all  current  shall  be  measured  by 
a  meter  if  requested  or  demanded  by  a  consumer.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  any  company  or  individual  furnishing  electric  current 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  furnish  same  in  such  a  way  01 
manner  or  by  such  a  system  as  to  make  it  practicable  to  use  a 
meter  if  the  consumers  or  any  consumer  requests  the  installation 
of  a  meter. 

"Sec.  4.    The  maximum  meter  charge  shall  not  be  to  exceed 
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the  sum  of  fifty  cents  ($.50)  per  month,  and  such  meter  charge 
shall  only  be  made  or  charged  in  case  the  consumer  does  not  use 
enough  or  sufficient  current  to  amount  to  fifty  cents  ($0.50)  ; 
and  when  consumer  uses  current  but  not  enough  to  amount  to 
fifty  cents  ($0.50)  in  any  one  month,  the  maximum  charge  for 
any  such  month  shall  not  exceed  the  said  sum  of  fifty  cents 
($0.50)  per  month. 

"Sec.  5.  •  All  meters  installed  pursuant  to  this  ordinance 
shall  be  of  standard  make  and  quality,  and  shall  at  all  times  be 
kept  in  good  and  proper  repair  by  the  company  or  individual 
furnishing  said  electric  current  and  at  the  expense  of  said  com- 
pany or  individual. 

"Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  the  earliest  period  allowed  by  law. 

Passed  this  6th  day  of  December,  1910.

That  the  rates  fixed  in  said  ordinance  are  fair,  just  and  reason- 
able and  that  the  same  are  sufficient  and  adequate  to  make  a  good, 
fair,  just  and  equitable  return  or  profit  on  the  investment  of  complain- 
ant; that  the  same  will  not  be  and  are  not  confiscatory  of  complain- 
ant's property. 

7.  That  the  reason  why  complainant  is  not  furnishing  more 
electricity  than  it  is  furnishing,  is  because  of  its  disposition  to  exact 
from  the  citizens  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  an  unreasonable,  and  unjust  price 
for  its  electricity,  and  to  refuse  to  accept  the  rates  as  fixed  by  said 
city. 

8.  The  defendant  says  that  in  fixing  the  rates  as  fixed  in  said 
ordinance  it  most  carefully  went  into  and  considered  the  possible  con- 
sumption of  electricity  in  the  city  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  and  found  that  a 
much  larger  volume  of  business  was  within  easy  reach,  at  a  fair  and 
reasonable  price,  but  that  the  price  charged  by  complainant  was  be- 
yond favorable  consideration,  and  for  that  reason  people  refused  to 
use  electricity. 

9.  The  defendant  says  that  The  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio  has  not  jurisdiction  over  the  subject  matter  or  of  the  parties  in 
this  proceeding. 

Wherefore  the  defendant  prays  that  the  complainant  in  this  pro- 
ceeding be  dismissed. 

Complainant's  reply  thereto  is  also  quoted : 

Complainant,  for  reply  to  the  answer  of  defendant  filed  herein, 
denies  that  the  rate  which  complainant  is  attempting  to  charge  for  its 
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electricity,  is  unfair,  unjust  and  unreasonable;  denies  that  said  rates 
are  discriminatory  in  respect  to  some  consumers  being  charged  more 
than  others  for  like  service;  denies  that  complainant's  rates  are  ex- 
orbitant; denies  that  the  city  council  of  Bucyrus  passed  the  rate 
ordinance, 

"After  a  long  and  careful  investigation  by  expert  electricians 
and  other,  and  after  a  fair  and  full  hearing  as  to  the  cost  of  the 
plant  of  complainant,  the  cost  of  producing  electricity  by  com- 
plainant, and  the  expense  incident  to  the  running  of  their  plant, 
the  depreciation  of  their  plant,  and  any  and  all  other  matters 
that  have  to  do  with  the  fixing  a  fair,  just  and  reasonable  rate 
at  which  complainant  should  supply  and  furnish  electricity." 

Complainant  denies  that  the  rates  fixed  in  said  ordinance  are 
fair,  just  and  reasonable,  and  that  the  same  are  sufficient  and  adequate 
to  make  a  good,  fair,  just  and  equitable  return  or  profit  on  the  invest- 
ment of  complainant,  denies  that  the  reason  why  complainant  is  not 
furnishing  more  electricity  than  it  is  furnishing,  is  because  of  its  dis- 
position to  exact  from  the  citizens  of  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  an  unreasonable 
and  unjust  price  for  its  electricity;  denies  that  defendant  in  fixing  the 
rates  as  fixed  in  said  ordinance,  most  carefully,  went  into  and  con- 
sidered the  possible  consumption  of  electricity,  in  the  said  city  of 
Bucyrus,  Ohio,  and  found  that  a  much  larger  volume  of  business  was 
within  easy  reach  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  price,  but  that  the  price 
charged  by  complainant  was  beyond  favorable  consideration,  and  for 
that  reason  people  refused  to  use  electricity. 

Complainant  further  denies  that  The  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Ohio  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  subject  matter  or  of  the  parties  in 
this  proceeding. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  as  in  its  petition  set  forth. 

Disposition  of  this  case  was  delayed  a  short  time  until  the  Com- 
mission could  have  the  benefit  of  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General, 
which  had  been  requested  in  a  similar  proceeding  instituted  by  citizens 
of  Columbus,  but  upon  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Hogan's  communication  of 
November  23,  191 1,  found  elsewhere  in  ths  volume,  the  following  entry 
was  made : 

This  case  came  on  this  day  for  further  hearing  and  it  being  made 
to  appear  that  the  ordinance  fixing  the  rates  for  electric  service  in  the 
city  of  Bucyrus  was  enacted  on  the  6th  day  of  December,  1910,  and 
that  the  law  creating  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  and 
defining  its  jurisdiction  became  effective  on  the  first  day  of  July,  191 1, 
the  Commission  find  that  it  has  not  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  and 
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no  authority  to  hear  and  determine  the  issue  made  in  said  case,  and 
the  same  is,  therefore,  disrfiissed  without  prejudice. 


ii.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  merger,  or  consolida- 
tion, of  The  Peoples  Telephone  Company  with  The  Madison  Tele- 
phone Company,  or  of  the  purchase  by  and  transfer  of  the  prop- 
erty, franchises  and  rights  of  The  Madison  Telephone  Company 
to  The  Peoples  Telephone  Company  of  Geneva,  Ohio.  Dis- 
I    missed  September  14,  191 1. 

A  voluminous  exchange  of  correspondence  failing  to  develop  a 
clear  explanation  of  the  facts,  the  Commission  as  of  date  September 
6,  191 1,  drew  the  following  order: 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  The  Peoples  Telephone 
Company  and  The  Madison  Telephone  Company,  of  Geneva,  Ohio, 
since  the  30th  day  of  June,  191 1,  have  been  merged  or  consolidated,  and 
that  said  The  Peoples  Telephone  Company  has  acquired,  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  the  property,  franchises  and  rights  of  the  said  The  Madi- 
son Telephone  Company  since  the  30th  day  of  June,  191 1,  and  no 
application  for  authority  to  affect  said  merger,  consolidation  or  pur- 
chase having  been  made  to  the  Commission  by  said  companies,  or  either 
of  them,  and  the  Commission,  desiring  to  make  an  investigation  of  all 
the  facts  and  conditions  of  said  merger,  consolidation  or  purchase,  it 
is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  John  Hasenpflug,  President  of  said  The  Peoples 
Telephone  Company,  be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Commission 
at  its  ofhces  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  New  First  National  Bank  Build- 
ing, Columbus,  Ohio,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  September,  191 1,  at 
3  o'clock  p.  m.  of  said  day,  and  to  bring  with  him  all  the  records  and 
documents  relating  in  any  manner  or  degree  to  said  merger,  consolida- 
tion or  purchase,  and  to  answer  such  questions  and  to  give  such  tes- 
timony as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

Mr.  Hasenpflug  having  secured  an  advancement  of  said  matter, 
presented  himself  at  the  Commission's  offices  September  14th,  when, 
after  the  Commission's  inquiry  had  been  completed,  the  following 
entry  was  drawn: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  testimony 
and  the  exhibits  and  the  Commission  being  duly  advised,  finds  that 
the  purchase  of  the  property  of  The  Madison  Telephone  Company 
by  The  Peoples  Telephone  Company  was  consummated  at  a  date  prior 
to  the  first  day  of  July,  191 1,  and  that  this  Commission  has  no  further 
jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 
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12.  In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  of  three  percentum  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  from  the  rate  fixed  for  nat- 
ural gas  by  the  Council  of  said  city  by  Ordinance  No.  25702. 

Numerous  blanks  bearing  the  following  petition,  to  which  had 
been  affixed,  the  signatures  of  the  petitioners,  were  deposited  with  the 
Commission : 

To  the  Honorable  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio. 
Gentlemen : 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  qualified  electors  of  the  city  of 
Columbus,  Ohio,  complain  as  follows : 

That  on  June  12,  191 1,  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of 
Columbus,  Ohio,  duly  passed  an  ordinance  regulating  the  price 
which  may  be  charged  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  July  1, 
191 1,  for  natural  gas  furnished  by  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion for  lighting  or  fuel  purposes  to  the  citizens,  public  grounds 
and  buildings,  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  avenues  of  the  city  of 
Columbus,  State  of  Ohio.  The  terms  of  said  ordinance  are  as 
follows : 

AN  ORDINANCE  No.  25702.  Regulating  the  price 
which  may  be  charged  for  a  period  of  five  years  for  natural 
gas  furnished  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  for  lighting 
or  fuel  purposes  to  the  citizens,  public  grounds  and  build- 
ings, streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  avenues  of  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus, State  of  Ohio. 

"BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  COLUMBUS,  STATE  OF  OHIO: 

"Section  1.  That  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  191 1,  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration having  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  pipes  and 
mains  in  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  of  the  city 
of  Columbus  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  and  distributing 
natural  gas  for  public  or  private  consumption  shall  be  en- 
titled to  charge  for  such  natural  gas  for  lighting  or  fuel  pur- 
poses furnished  to  the  citizens,  public  grounds  and  build- 
ings, streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  avenues  of  said  city  the  sum 
of  thirty-five  (35)  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  from  which 
price  a  discount  shall  be  made  upon  all  bills  paid  on  or 
.before  the  10th  of  each  month  for  gas  consumed  during  the 
preceding  month,  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet;  and  that  during  said  period  of  five  (5)  years  no 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  in  any  event  charge  more 
for  gas  so  furnished  than  the  prices  herein  specified. 

"Section  2.     That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and 
be  in  force  from  and  after  July  1,  ion." 

Said  ordinance  was  duly  submitted  to  the  Mayor  of  said 
city  and  was  by  him  returned  to  the  Council  without  action,  on 
June  26,  191 1. 

Said  ordinance  was  published  in  The  Ohio  State  Journal, 
The  Columbus  News  and  The  'Express  and  Westbote,  news-

papers  published  and  of  general  circulation  in  said  city,  on  June 
29th  and  July  6th,  191 1. 

The  provisions  of  said  ordinance  were  in  writings  filed  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  of  said  city  on  July  3rd,  accepted  by  The 
Columbus  Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  a  corporation,  and  by  The 
Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  a  corporation. 

Your  petitioners  complain  that  the  rate  so  fixed  in  said 
ordinance  is  unjustly  and  unreasonably  high. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  pray  that  The  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio,  after  such  full  investigation  and  hearing 
as  is  provided  by  law,  fix  a  just  and  reasonable  rate  to  be  charged 
for  natural  gas  during  the  period  fixed  by  said  ordinance. 

Although  notice  of  the  filing  of  this  petition  was  given  the  two 
corporations  therein  named,  no  answer  has  been  filed.  On  the  calling 
of  the  matter  for  hearing,  the  following  protest  was  submitted  and 
argued : 

Now  comes  George  T.  Spahr  and  represents  to  The  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  of  Ohio,  as  follows,  to-wit : 

He  is  a  qualified  elector  and  tax  payer  of  the  city  of  Columbus, 
Ohio. 

The  complaint  pending  being  The  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio  to  review  the  rate  fixed  for  natural  gas  by  the  ordinance  passed 
by  the  Council  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  on  June  12,  191 1,  and 
accepted  in  writing  by  The  Columbus  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  and  The 
Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  on  July  3,  191 1,  is  null,  void  and  of  no 
effect  and  the  said  commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the  subject 
matter  of  said  complaint  for  the  following  reasons,  to-wit: 

1.  Said  complaint  is  not  in  proper  form,  being  a  mere  collection 
of  separate  sheets  of  paper  without  designating  the  intent  and  purpose 
thereof. 

2.  Said  complaint  was  not  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission within  sixty  days  after  the  acceptance  of  said  ordinance  by 
said  The  Columbus  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  and  The  Federal  Gas  and 
Fuel  Company  as  required  by  section  46  of  the  act  creating  The  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  of  Ohio  and  defining  the  powers  and  duties 
thereof,  as  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  on  May  31,  191 1. 

3.  Said  complaint  does  not  bear  the  genuine  signatures  of  three 
percentum  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  city  of  Columbus  as  required 
by  section  46  of  the  act  creating  The  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio,  and  defining  the  powers  and  duties  thereof,  as  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  Ohio  on  May  31,  191 1. 

4.  Said  complaint  does  not  appear  to  have  been  signed  by  three 
percentum  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  in 
accordance  with  section  46  of  the  act  creating  The  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio  and  defining  the  powers  and  duties  thereof  as 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  on  May  31,  191 1. 
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Wherefore  this  protestant  asks  that  said  complaint  be  dismissed 
and  the  same  not  be  heard  by  The  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio. 

Two  separate  hearings  had  been  held  in  the  matter,  when  the 
counsel  for  complainants  filed  a  request  for  an  order  requiring  the 
production  of  numerous  papers,  records  and  files,  and  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  proper  person,  or  persons,  to  make  a  valuation  of  all  prop- 
erty of  the  two  corporations  used  and  useful  in  the  production  and 
distribution  of  natural  gas  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  whereupon  the 
matter  was  presented  to  the  Attorney  General  for  an  opinion  as  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  in  the  premises.  Upon  the  receipt 
of  Mr.  Hogan's  opinion,  found  elsewhere  in  this  volume,  the  case 
was  continued  generally. 


13.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  for  approval  by  the  Commission  of  sliding  scale  of 
rates  for  electric  current  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Ap- 
proved October  2,  191 1. 

The  following  entry  was  made  in  final  disposition  of  this  pro- 
ceeding: 

The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  having  on  the  7th  day  of 
September,  191 1,  tendered  for  filing  with  the  Commission  its  schedule 
of  rates,  minimum  charges  and  sliding  scale  of  rates  to  be  charged  for 
electric  current,  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  having  at  the 
same  time  made  application  to  the  Commission  for  its  approval  of  said 
minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rates,  said  application  came  on 
this  day  to  be  heard ;  and  the  Commission,  after  hearing  the  evidence, 
the  argument  of  counsel,  and  it  appearing  that  said  company  is 
authorized  by  ordinance  of  Council  to  assess  a  minimum  charge,  said 
minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rates  is  hereby  approved,  to  be- 
come effective  October  15th,  191 1. 


14.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  New  Lexington  Water 
company  for  authority  to  issue  bonds.  Order  made  October  4, 
1911. 

The  New  Lexington  Water  Company  of  New  Lexington,  Ohio, 

B    l'.  S.  C. 
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having,  on  the  8th  day  of  September,  191 1,  filed  its  petition  for 
authority  to  issue  its  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  $44,000.00,  the  proceeds 
to  be  used  in  building  and  constructing  a  system  of  water  works  for 
the  village  of  New  Lexington  Ohio,  and  the  time  of  hearing  said  mat- 
ter having  been  fixed  for  Thursday,  the  14th  day  of  September,  191 1, 
at  1 130  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given  and  having  on  said  day  been  heard  in  part,  and 
the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day, 
came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing. 

After  hearing  all  the  evidence,  examining  the  exhibits  and  mak- 
ing such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commission  deemed  proper, 
and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  are  to  be 
used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said,  The  New 
Lexington  Water  Company,  to-wit;  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
the  erection  and  construction  of  a  waterworks  system  in  and  for  said 
village  of  New  Lexington,  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications 
submitted  herein  in  evidence. 

Now,  upon  due  consideration  of  the  petition  herein,  accompany- 
ing exhibits  and  the  evidence,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  said,  The  New  Lexington  Water  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  forty- 
four  thousand  dollars  ($44,000.00),  and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  at 
not  less  than  96%  of  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and 
finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  issue 
of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  said  purposes  of  the  said, 
The  New  Lexington  Water  Company.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
be  devoted  by  said,  The  New  Lexington  Water  Company,  to,  and 
used  for  the  following  purposes  and  no  other,  to-wit;  the  discharge 
of  its  lawful  obligations  incurred  in  erecting  and  constructing  said 
water  works  system  at  and  in  New  Lexington,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said,  The  New  Lexington  Water  Company,  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  • 

Upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
sale;  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale;  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  not  be  less  than  96%  of  the  par  value  of  said  bonds. 
At  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the 
date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  to 
which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order,  and  that  such  report  be  made  until  the  proceeds 
of  said  bonds  have  been  expended,  pursuant  to  this  order. 
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15.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Toledo  Home  Telephone 
Company  for  permission  to  file  rates  on  less  than  statutory 
notice.    Dismissed  September  13,  191 1. 

On  September  7,  191 1,  The  Toledo  Home  Telephone  Company, 
filed  its  petition  in  the  above  matter  asking  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission to  establish,  effective  on  less  than  the  notice  required  by 
statute  and  upon  October  1,  191 1,  a  new  schedule  of  rates,  which  pro- 
vided for  the  cancellation  of  a  rate  of  $26.00  gross,  $24.00  net,  per 
annum  for  telephone  service  to  clergymen. 

Upon   hearing   thereof,   the    Commission    spread   the    following 
entry  upon  its  journal: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  hearing  upon  the  pleadings,  the 
evidence  and  the  exhibits  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Com- 
mission after  due  consideration  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises 
find  the  grounds  of  said  application  and  the  reasons  therefor  not  well 
taken,  and  refuse  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said  application,  and  refuse  to 
prescribe  a  period  of  less  than  thirty  days  within  which  said  new  rates 
and  schedules  may  become  effective  after  the  same  are  filed  with  this 
Commission.  Said  application  is  therefore  dismissed  without  further 
record. 


16.    DeWitt  T.  Cope,  Complainant,  versus  The  Hamilton  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  Defendant.    Decided  November  24,  191 1. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  complainant  alleges  that  The  Hamilton.  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  is  a  corporation  organized  and  doing  business  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  is  engaged  in  the  business,  among  other 
things,  of  furnishing  artificial  gas  for  heat,  cooking  and  light  to  about 
3,700  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Hamilton,  Ohio.  That  said  de- 
fendant .company  on,  or  about  the  10th  day  of  August,  191 1,  charged 
and  required  the  complainant  and  the  other  users  of  gas  in  said  city  of 
Hamilton,  to  pay  the  sum  of  ten  cents  as  meter  rent  for  the  gas  meter 
used  by  said  defendant  company  in  measuring  the  cubic  feet  of  gas 
consumed  by  the  complainant,  and  the  other  patrons  of  defendant,  in 
said  city  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  for  heat,  cooking  and  light,  during  the 
month  of  July,  191 1.  That  said  defendant  company  will  continue  to 
make  said  charges  as  meter  rent  until  restrained  from  so  doing.  That 
the  acts  so  complained  of  by  complainant,  and  permitted  and  done  by 
defendant  company  are  in  violation  of  section  9329  of  the  General 
Code  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 
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After  considering  the  pleadings,  consisting  of  the  complaint, 
the  answer  of  defendant  to  the  complaint,  the  amendment  to  the  com- 
plaint, the  defendant  being  in  default  for  answer  to  the  amendment  to 
the  complaint,  hearing  the  testimony,  examining  the  exhibits  and 
making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commission  deemed 
proper,  the  Commission  find  that  the  defendant,  The  Hamilton  Gas 
and  Electric  Company,  furnishing  gas  to  consumers  within  the  munici- 
pality of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  assessed,  charged  and  collected  a  rent  for 
meters  used  in  measuring  the  number  of  cubic  feet  of  gas  delivered  to 
consumers  of  gas  and  its  patrons  as  in  the  complaint  alleged.  The 
Commission  further  find  that  the  council  of  the  municipality  of  Ham- 
ilton, Ohio,  has  not,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise  regulated  and  fixed 
the  price  which  the  defendant  company  may  charge  for  the  rent  of  its 
meters,  and  that  said  company  is  not  charging  rent  for  the  use  of  its 
meters  by  virtue  of  such  ordinance,  as  provided  in  Section  3982  of 
the  General  Code  of  Ohio.  The  Commission  further  find  that  said 
defendant,  The  Hamilton  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  has  assessed, 
charged  and  collected  said  rent  for  its  meters,  used  in  measuring  the 
number  of  cubic  feet  of  gas  delivered  to  consumers  of  gas  and  its  pat- 
rons within  the  municipality  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  as  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint in  violation  of  the  law  and  especially  in  violation  of  Section 
9329  of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio.     It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Hamilton  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  forthwith,  cease  and  desist  from  assessing,  charging  and 
collecting  rent  for  its  meters  used  in  the  measuring  of  the  number 
of  cubic  feet  of  gas  delivered  to  consumers,  and  its  customers  within 
the  municipality  of  Hamilton,  Ohio. 


17.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Wapakoneta  and  Ken- 
ton Traction  Company  for  authority  to  issue  stocks  and  bonds. 
Dismissed  July  9,  1912. 

On  September  15,  191 1,  the  following  pleading  was  submitted  to 
the  Commission : 

Whereas,  The  Wapakoneta  and  Kenton  Traction  Company  de- 
sires authority  to  issue  stocks  and  bonds  necessary  for  the  acquisition 
of  property  and  construction  and  completion  of  a  line  of  electric  rail- 
way between  Wapakoneta  in  Auglaize  County,  Ohio,  and  Kenton  in 
Hardin  County,  Ohio,  it  makes  the  following  statement,  to-wit: 

1.  The  amount  and  character  of  the  stocks  and  bonds  proposeu 
to  be  issued  are  as  follows : 
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Ten  thousand  shares  of  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
$100.00  per  share,  in  all  $1,000,000.00. 

Mortgage  bonds  dated  not  earlier  than  November  I,  191 1,  due  in 
twenty-five  years  from  date  with  interest  at  five  per  cent,  payable 
semi-annually,  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000.00. 

2.  Said  stocks  and  bonds  are  to  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  cost  of  the  construction  and  completion  of  a  line  of  railway 
extending  from  Wapakoneta  to  Kenton. 

3.  The  property  and  services  for  which  it  is  proposed  to  issue 
said  stocks  and  bonds  are  the  construction  and  completion  of  a  line 
of  electric  railway  extending  from  Wapakoneta  in  Auglaize  County 
to  Kenton  in  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  and  of  the  equipment  of  said 
electric  railroad. 

It  is  estimated  that  said  line  of  railway,  thirty-five  miles  in 
length  completed  and  equipped  will  cost  $850,000.00  increased  by  the 
cost  of  supervision  and  the  profit  of  contractors.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  value  of  said  line  of  railway  when  completed  will  be  $2,000,000.00. 

4.  It  is  proposed  to  issue  and  exchange  the  entire  amount  of 
said  stocks  and  bonds  in  payment  of  the  cost  of  construction  and 
equipment  of  said  line  of  railway  and  in  payment  of  the  interest  upon 
said  bonds  during  the  construction  of  said  railway. 

5.  Said  The  Wapakoneta  and  Kenton  Traction  Company  ex- 
pects to  receive  from  said  stocks  and  bonds,  in  addition  to  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  said  line  of  railway,  an  amount  of  money 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  upon  said  bonds  during  construction. 

6.  The  total  assets  of  said  The  Wapakoneta  and  Kenton  Trac- 
tion Company  will  consist  of  said  line  of  railway  and  its  equipment, 
consisting  of  right  of  way,  road  bed,  tracks,  side-tracks,  switches, 
bridges,  culverts,  fences,  station  buildings,  car  barns,  repair  shops, 
electric  stations,  locomotives,  cars  and  coaches  and  all  other  things 
pertaining  to  said  line  of  railway  and  its  equipment.  The  total  lia- 
bilities of  said  railway  company  will  be  the  number  of  shares  of  its 
capital  stock  and  the  amount  of  first  mortgage  bonds  authorized  to  be 
issued  in  this  proceeding. 

7.  Said  railway  company  is  ready  and  willing  to  communicate 
to  The  Public  Service  Commission  such  other  facts  and  information 
pertinent  to  the  inquiry  as  the  Commissiion  may  require. 

8.  Said  railway  company  is  a  corporation  duly  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  above 
application. 

Wherefore,  said  The  Wapakoneta  and  Kenton  Traction  Company 
prays  that  it  may  be  authorized  by  the  order  of  the  Commission  to 
issue  shares  of  its  capital  stock  of  the  value  of  $1,000,000.00  and  first 
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mortgage  bonds  due  in  twenty-five  years  and  bearing  five  per  cent, 
interest  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000.00. 

After  remaining  in  abeyance  for  a  considerable  period,  this  case 
was  closed  with  the  following  entry : 

Upon  application  of  petitioner,  this  case  is  dismissed  without 
prejudice. 


18.  In  the  matter  of  the  filing  of  schedule  of  rates  by  The  Union 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  its  applica- 
tion for  approval  of  a  minimum  charge  provided  for  its  product 
and  service.     Order  made  September  12,  191 1. 

The  following  entry  was  made  in  final  disposition  of  this  pro- 
ceeding: 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  schedule  of  rates  and 
charges  tendered  for  filing  by  said,  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany is  the  schedule  that  was  in  effect  on  and  prior  to  July  1,  191 1, 
and  it  appearing  that  said  schedule  is  tendered  for  filing  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  18  of  House  Bill  No.  325,  said  schedule 
is  therefore  admitted  to  the  files  of  the  Commission  as  of  right  and  as 
not  requiring  the  approval  of  the  Commission  to  make  said  schedule 
of  rates  and  charges  lawful. 


19.    Bemis  and  Vosburg,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany, Defendant.     Decided  January  5,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  petition  is  submitted  under  Sections  579-80  of  the  General 
Code,  as  amended  May  9,  1910,  O.  L.  Vol.  101,  p.  173. 

Petitioners  pray  for  a  refund  of  Twenty-eight  Dollars  demurrage, 
assessed  and  collected  on  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  car  No.  63.284, 
loaded  with  lumber,  shipped  from  Rome,  Ohio,  July  9,  1910,  consigned 
to  The  Menke  Manufacturing  Company,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

The  complaint,  with  complainant's  affidavits,  was  filed  with  the 
Commission,  September  26,  191 1. 

Defendant's  answer,  with  counter  affidavits,  was  filed  October 
18,  191 1. 

Upon  examination  of  the  pleadings,  affidavits  and  exhibits,  the 
Commission  find : 

That  complainant  is  a  copartnership,  located  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
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doing  a  wholesale  lumber  business  under  the  name  of  Bemis  and  Vos- 
burg;  that  on  July  9,  1910,  they  shipped  a  carload  of  lumber,  in 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  car  No.  63,284,  consigned  from  Rome,  Ohio, 
to  The  Menke  Manufacturing  Company,  at  Golumbus,  Ohio;  that  tho 
shipment  was  made  from  a  local  point  on  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany's lines  in  Ohio,  and  consignor  assumed  that  it  would  arrive  in 
Columbus  via  Pennsylvania  Company's  lines,  and  mailed  to  the  agent 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Lines,  Columbus,  Ohio,  an  order  directing  that 
on  arrival,  the  car  be  delivered  to  the  F.  A.  Jacobs  Wheelbarrow 
Works.  The  car  arrived  in  Columbus  via  the  Cleveland,  Akron  and 
Columbus  Railway;  that  the  agent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company's 
lines  in  Columbus  received  the  order  in  due  course  and,  on  July  11, 
1910,  in  accordance  with  an  existing  custom,  sent  information  to  other 
railroad  agents  in  Columbus,  advising  them  of  the  order  that  had  been 
received;  that  this  custom  was  instituted  for  the  reason  that  cars 
sometimes  arrive  in  Columbus  via  lines  other  than  those  over  whidi 
shippers  expect  them  to  arrive,  and  either  the  agent  of  the  Cleveland, 
Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  at  Columbus,  did  not  receive  the  com- 
munication from  the  agent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company's  lines,  or, 
having  received  it,  did  not  act  upon  it;  but,  after  the  car  had  remained 
in  Columbus,  unclaimed,  for  some  days,  he  sent  a  tracer  to  the 
originating  point  to  secure  disposition ;  that,  for  some  reason  not  dis- 
closed, after  the  car  had  remained  in  Columbus  for  thirty  days,  the 
matter  was  taken  up  with  the  agent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company's 
lines,  who  wrote  to  the  agent  of  the  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus 
Railway,  advising  him  of  the  disposition  that  should  be  made  of  the 
car,  and  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  had  previously  written  on 
July  nth;  that  the  agent  of  the  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Rail- 
way received  this  second  information  on  August  n,  1910,  and  im- 
mediately made  the  necessary  delivery;  that,  in  the  mean  time,  de- 
murrage to  the  amount  of  twenty-eight  dollars  had  accrued,  which 
complainant  paid.  That  claim  was  made  by  complainant  upon  defend- 
ant for  refund  of  said  demurrage  charge  more  than  sixty  days  prior 
to  the  filing  of  the  complaint  with  the  Commission,  and  that  said 
claim  was  rejected  by  defendant  and  has  not  yet  been  paid,  in  whole 
or  in  part.  Petitioners  claim  that  demurrage  was  not  rightfully  as- 
sessed, because  of  the  fact  that  shipment  did  not  arrive  in  Columbus 
via  Pennsylvania  Company's  lines.  This  contention  is  not  well  taken. 
The  route  the  car  traveled  was  a  reasonable  route  and  much  more 
direct  that  if  it  had  traveled  all  the  way  over  the  lines  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Company.  That  shipper  was,  to  some  extent,  negligent  in  that 
he  did  not  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  actual  route  the  car  would  take  be- 
fore sending  disposition  instructions.  That,  on  the  other  hand,  there 
was  negligence  upon  the  part  of  the  railroad  companies  interested. 
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Either  the  agent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company's  lines  did  not  send 
notice  of  his  disposition  instructions  regarding  this  car  to  the  agent 
of  the  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway,  as  claimed,  on  July 
ii,  1910,  or  the  agent  of  the  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway, 
after  receiving  such  instructions,  negligently  failed  to  act  thereon ; 
that,  had  he  acted  in  accordance  therewith,  as  he  did  a  month  later, 
delivery  would  have  been  affected  at  once  and  no  demurrage  would 
have  accrued ;  that,  inasmuch  as  both  the  shipper  and  carrier  have 
been  negligent  in  the  matter,  neither  should  bear  the  entire  burden 
resulting  from  such  negligence,  the  Commission  are  of  the  opinion 
that  fifty  per  centum  of  the  demurrage  accrued  and  collected,  to-wit: 
Fourteen  Dollars,  should  be  refunded  to  the  plaintiff.  The  Com- 
mission, therefore,  find, 

That  there  is  due  the  said  complainant  Bemis  and  Vosburg,  from 
the  defendant,  Pennsylvania  Company,  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars. 
The  Commission  further  find 

That  the  claimant  is  a  resident  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  and  that  the 
defendant  has,  and  maintains  an  office  in  Franklin  County,  Ohio, 
and  it  is, 

Ordered,  That  the  finding  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter  be 
certified  to  the  clerk  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  Franklin 
County,  Ohio. 

We,  O.  P.  Gothlin,  J.  C.  Sullivan  and  O.  H.  Hughes,  constituting 
The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  do,  hereby,  certifiy  the  fore- 
going to  be  the  finding  of  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  in

20.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  of  The 
Stark  Electric  Railroad  Company,  especially  as  to  construction, 
issuing,  publishing  and  filing  its  schedules  of  rates  and  fares. 
Dismissed  January  9,  1912. 

September  22,  191 1,  the  Commission,  after  an  unsuccessful  effort 
by  correspondence,  to  secure  the  filing  by  The  Stark  Electric  Railroad 
Company  of  proper  schedules  of  its  rates  and  fares,  spread  the  follow- 
ing entry  upon  its  journal : 
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"The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
of  The  Stark  Electric  Railroad  Company,  especially  the  manner  and 
method  in  which  said  company  constructs,  issues,  publishes  and  files 
its  schedules  of  rates  and  fares  and,  believing  that  an  inquiry  into  all 
the  matters  and  things  pertaining  thereto  should  be  made  in  order 
that  the  Commission  may  be  fully  informed  in  the  premises  and  may 
be  better  able  to  perform  its  duties,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  of  the  manner  and  method  in 
which  said  company  constructs,  issues,  publishes  and  files  its  sched- 
ules of  rates  and  fares  be  made,  and  that  Friday,  the  29th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 191 1,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the  offices  of  the  Commission,  on 
the  6th  floor  of  the  New  First  National  Bank  Building,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  for  said  in- 
vestigation.    It  is  further 

"Ordered,  That  A.  J.  Sampson,  Auditor  of  said  company,  be 
directed,  by  subpoena,  to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time 
and  place  hereinabove  designated  to  answer  such  questions  and  to 
give  such  testimony  as  may  be  proper." 

In  response  to  the  subpoena  and  conformably  to  the  entry,  the 
officials  of  this  company  appeared  before  the  Commission,  where  they 
received  such  instructions  and  information  as  enabled  them  to  prepare 
and  file  proper  tariff's  of  the  rates  and  charges  of  this  company,  when 
the  proceeding  was  closed  with  the  following  entry : 

It  appearing  that  the  schedule  of  passenger  rates  and  fares  of 
The  Stark  Electric  Railroad  Company,  designated  as  local  Passenger 
Tariff  R.  C.  O.  No.  4  has  been  constructed,  issued,  published  and  filed 
in  conformity  to  the  statutes  and  the  rules  of  the  Commission,  this 
case  is,  therefore,  dismissed,  without  further  record. 


21.  The  Men's  Club  of  Rubicon,  Complainant,  versus  The  Dayton 
Power  and  Light  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  October  5, 
1911. 

Under  date  of  September  26,  191 1,  a  petition  was  lodged  with 
the  Commission  in  this  proceeding,  reading  as  follows : 

"Your  complainant  says  that  it  is  an  unincorporated  association 
for  the  betterment  of  its  members  and  the  welfare  of  the  community 
located  in  and  being  that  section  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  known 
as  Rubicon. 

Complainant  further  states  that  The  Dayton  Power  and  Light 
Company  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
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Ohio.,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  light,  heat  and  power,  principally 
to  the  city  and  citizens  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio. 

"That  said  The  Dayton  Power  and  Light  Company  is  operating 
under  and  by  virtue  of  certain  municipal  franchises  that  were  granted 
previous  to  the  organization  of  said  The  Dayton  Light  and  Power 
Company,  by  said  city  of  Dayton  to  The  Dayton  Citizens  Electric 
Company  and  The  Dayton  Lighting  Company. 

''That  no  franchise  grant  has  ever  been  made  by  said  city  of 
Dayton  to  said  The  Dayton  Light  and  Power  Company  for  said  pur- 
pose. 

"Your  complainant  further  says  that  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  no  power  or  authority  for  the  purpose  is  found  in  the  franchises 
under  which  defendant  is  operating,  defendant  is  assessing  a  charge 
upon  all  customers  and  users  of  its  electric  current,  the  sum  of  ninety 
cents  ($0.90)  per  month,  which  is  by  defendant  termed  a  minimum 
charge.  Said  charge  is  assessed  by  said  defendant  arbitrarily,  whether 
or  not  electric  current  is  used  during  the  month  by  said  consumers. 

"Your  complainant  says  that  such  minimum  charge  is  contrary 
to  the  ordinances  of  said  city  of  Dayton,  that  it  is  unlawful,  unjust 
and  unreasonable. 

"Wherefore  your  complainant  asks  that  an  order  issue  from  this 
Commission  to  said  defendant,  The  Dayton  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany, to  discontinue  said  charge  as  unlawful,  unjust  and  unreason- 
able and  for  any  other  order  which  to  this  Commission  may  seem 
right  and  proper." 

Before  the  defendant  had  filed  its  pleading,  the  following  entry, 
which  is  self-explanatory,  had  been  spread  in  final  disposition  of  this 
proceeding: 

Upon  the  application  of  complainant,  this  case  is  dismissed  with- 
out further  record. 


22.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cleveland,  Painesville 
and  Eastern  Traction  Company  for  authority  to  issue  bonds. 
Order  of  approval  issued  November  1,  191 1. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on 
the  25th  day  of  September,  191 1,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue 
its  forty  year,  five  per  cent,  refunding  and  extension  mortgage  gold 
bonds,  being  part  of  the  reserve  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under 
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its  mortgage,  or  deed  of  trust  to  The  Cleveland  Trust  Company, 
Trustee,  dated  June  ist,  1908,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  reimburse 
the  company  for  moneys  and  funds  expended  for  betterments,  im- 
provements and  additions  made  to  its  line  of  railroad  between  January 
1,  and  July  1,  191 1,  a  statement  in  detail  of  such  expenditures  being 
set  out  fully  in  said  petition,  and  the  time  of  hearing  said  matter  hav- 
ing been  fixed  for  September  28,  191 1,  at  three  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and 
having  on  said  day  been  heard  in  part,  and  further  hearing  thereof 
having  been  continued  from  day  to  day,  came  on  this  day  for  final 
hearing. 

After  hearing  all  the  evidence,  examining  the  exhibits  and  mak- 
ing such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  commission  deemed  proper, 
and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  are  to 
be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said,  The  Cleve- 
land, Painesville  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  to-wit :  for  reim- 
bursement of  funds  expended  for  betterments,  improvements  and  ad- 
ditions to  the  property  of  said  company,  in  the  manner  fully  set  out 
in  said  petition.  Now,  upon  due  consideration  of  the  petition  herein, 
accompanying  exhibits  and  the  evidence,  it  is  ordered,  that  said,  The 
Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is, 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  forty  year,  five  per  cent.,  refunding  and 
extension  mortgage,  gold  bonds,  the  same  being  part  of  the  reserve 
bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  said  company's  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust,  to  The  Cleveland  Trust  Company,  Trustee,  dated  June 
1,  1908,  of  the  par  value  of  Fifty-four  Thousand  Dollars  ($54,000) 
and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  at  not  less  than  80  per  cent,  of  the  par 
value  therof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that 
the  money  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  re- 
quired for  the  said  purposes  of  the  said,  The  Cleveland,  Painesville 
and  Eastern  Railroad  Company.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  be 
devoted  by  said,  The  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern  Railroad 
Company  to,  and  used  for,  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to- 
wit:  The  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company  in  the 
reimbursement  of  funds  expended  for  betterments,  improvements  and 
additions  as  follows :

Ordered,  That  said,  The  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern

Upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
sale;  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale;  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  not  be  less  than  8o  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  of  said 
bonds ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail,  the 
purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  order,  and  that  such  report  be  made  until  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  have  been  extended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


23.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Van  Wert  Tele- 
phone Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for 
the  approval  of  contract  for  connection  and  exchange  of  serv- 
ice.   Approved  December  4,  191 1. 

In  this  proceeding  the  petitioners  filed  the  following  pleading: 
The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  The  Van  Wert  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  operating  an  exchange  of  about  1,400  stations  in  the  city  of 
Van  Wert,  Ohio,  and  vicinity;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  operates  a  toll  station  only  with  about  20  stations  connected 
therewith  for  toll  purposes  only. 

That  The  Van  Wert  Home  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give 
to  its  patrons,  and  the  public  at  large,  only  a  limited  toll  or  long 
distance  service;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns 
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and  operates  a  large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana 
and  Illinois  and  has  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll 
lines  reaching  over  the  United  States. 

That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  petitioners  would 
result  in  vastly  extending  the  long  distance  telephone  service  to  the 
subscribers  of  The  Van  Wert  Home  Telephone  Company,  and  would 
make  it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  and  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  directly  the  sub- 
scribers of  The  Van  Wert  Home  Telephone  Company.  That  the  peti- 
tioners have  agreed  upon  a  contract  for  such  connection,  a  copy  of 
which  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof,  and  that  such  con- 
tract involves  nothing  more  than  a  connection  between  the  two  sys- 
tems for  an  exchange  of  service. 

That  the  connection  provided  for  in  the  said  contract  will  re- 
sult in  great  benefit  to  the  respective  companies,  their  patrons  and 
the  public  at  large. 

AYherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  appr6ve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  out  in  said  contract. 

The  order  made  herein,  December  4,  191 1,  reads: 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  joint  petition  of  The 
Van  Wert  Home  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits.

The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Com- 
mission that  at  the  present  time  The  Mt.  Sterling  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  operating  an  exchange  of  approximately  600  stations  in  the 
city  of  Mt.  Sterling,  Ohio,  and  vicinity;  that  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  operates  a  toll  station  only. 

That  The  Mt.  Sterling  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give  to  its 
patrons  and  the  public  at  large,  only  a  limited  toll'  or  long  distance 
service ;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  oper- 
ates a  large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  and  has  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines 
reaching  over  the  United  States. 

That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  petitioners  would 
result  in  vastly  extending  the  long  distance  telephone  service  to  the 
subscribers  of  The  Mt.  Sterling  Telephone  Company,  and  would  make 
it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany, and  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  directly  the  subscribers 
of  The  Mt.  Sterling  Telephone  Company.  That  the  petitioners  have 
agreed  upon  a  contract  for  such  connection,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
attached  and  made  a  part  hereof,  and  that  such  contract  involves 
nothing  more  than  a  connection  between  the  two  systems  for  an  ex- 
change of  service. 

That  the  connection  provided  for  in  the  said  contract  will  result 
in'  great  benefit  to  the  respective  companies,  their  patrons  and  the 
public  at  large. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  forth  in  said  contract.

25.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Citizens  Telephone 
Company,  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the 
purchase  of  certain  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  and  for  a  con- 
necting arrangement  for  an  exchange  of  service  between  the  ap- 
plicants.   Order  made  April  16,  1912. 

The  Citizens  Telephone  Company,  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  having  filed  the  following  joint 
petition : 

The  applicants  respectfullly  represent  and  shew  to  the  Com- 
mission that  at  the  present  time  there  are  two  telephone  exchanges 
operated  in  the  city  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  one  owned  and  operated  by  The 
Citizens  Telephone  Company  and  the  other  by  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company.  That  both  of  the  said  companies  own  telephone  ex- 
changes in  Radnor,  Ohio,  that  owned  by  The  Citizens  Telephone  Com- 
pany now  being  operated  and  serving  the  public,  the  service  to  the 
public  by  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  at  Radnor  having 
been  discontinued  some  time  ago. 
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That  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  now  serves,  in  the  cities 
of  Delaware  and  Radnor,  approximately  2,300  subscribers,  and  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  serves  approximately  200  sub- 
scribers in  the  city  of  Delaware. 

That  such  conditions  have  resulted  in  dividing  the  telephone 
service  in  the  community,  so  that  now  the  subscribers  of  each  com- 
pany have  only  a  partial  service  in  that  they  can  reach  only  the  sub- 
scribers of  the  company  with  which  they  are  connected. 

That  such  conditions  necessitate  the  maintenance  of  two  separate

That 
such  expenditure  means  a  further  duplication  of  the  investment  and 
the  addition  of  further  duplicated  expenses. 

That  at  the  present  time  there  are  sixty-nine  people  subscribers 
to  the  service  of  both  of  the  said  companies,  each  one  paying  the  rates 
of  each  company  for  the  purpose  of  deriving  the  benefit  of  both. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  can 
give  its  patrons  only  a  limited  toll  line  or  long  distance  service.  That 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates  itself  a 
large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and 
has  connection  with  a  vast  system  of  toll  lines  reaching  all  over  the 
United  States. 

That  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth  both 
of  the  said  companies  agree  that  a  further  continuation  of  competitive 
conditions  in  the  city  of  Delaware  would  result  in  unnecessary  financial 
losses  to  themselves,  and  an  annoyance  and  unnecessary  expense  to 
the  community  at  large.  In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  circumstances 
the  said  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's 
property  in  the  said  cities  of  Delaware  and  Radnor,  and  with  that  end 
in  view  appraisals  of  said  properties  have  been  made  by  engineers  rep- 
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resenting  both  of  the  said  companies,  and  a  value  of  $10,573.17  has 
been  set  upon  the  said  properties  and  agreed  to  by  both  companies  as 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  same.  That  with  the  approval  of  your 
Commission  the  said  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  proposes  to 
purchase  the  said  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  combine  the  telephone  properties  in  the  said  city  of  Dela- 
ware, and  make  a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange  of  service  with 
the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  said  purchase  and  combination  would  result  in  the  follow- 
ing advantages  to  the  respective  companies,  the  patrons  of  both  com- 
panies and  the  general  public  at  large :

two  systems. 

(b)  The  establishing  of  a  complete  unified  service  by 
which  every  telephone  subscriber  in  the  city  can  talk  with  every 
other  one. 

(c)  The  opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  The  Citizens 
Telephone  Company  for  the  advantages  of  the  toll  or  long  dis- 
tance service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  and  the 
opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  all  of  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach 
the  subscribers  of  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company ;  in  other 
words,  a  universal  service. 

3.  The  advantages  to  the  general  public — The  possibility  of  re- 
moving a  large  part  of  the  present  duplicated  plants,  thus  adding  ma- 
terially to  the  appearance  and  to  the  public  convenience  in  the  city 
of  Delaware. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve

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of  the  purchase  of  the  said  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  by  the  said  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  at  the 
price  of  $10,573.17,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale 
attached  hereto  and  marked  Exhibit  "A,"  and  at  the  same  time  that 
you  approve  of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  out  in  the  con- 
necting contract  agreeable  to  the  two  parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
attached  and  marked  Exhibit  "B".

Filing,  as  of  date  September  26,  191 1,  the  following  pleading: 

The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  there  are  two  telephone  exchanges 
operated  in  the  city  of  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  one  owned  and  operated  by 
The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  and  the  other  by  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company.  That  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Com- 
pany further  owns  and  operates  some  short  toll  lines  radiating  from 
Ashtabula  to  points  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  and  that  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  owns  a  telephone  exchange  at  Kingsville,  a  short 
distance  from  Ashtabula.

(a)  The  relief  given  to  part  of  the  telephone  using  public 
in  the  city  of  Ashtabula  from  the  expense  of  subscribing  for  two 
telephones,  the  estimated  annual  saving  to  the  public  on  this  ac- 
count being  $2,448.00,  and  the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of 
two  systems. 

(b)  The  establishing  of  a  complete  unified  service  by 
which  every  telephone  subscriber  in  the  cities  of  Ashtabula  and 
Kingsville  can  talk  with  every  other  one. 

(c)  The  opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  The  Ash- 
tabula Telephone  Company  for  the  advantages  of  the  toll  and 
long  distance  service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company, 
and  the  opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  and  all  of  its  connecting  companies,  to 
reach  the  subscribers  of  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company ;  in 
other  words,  a  universal  service. 

3.  The  advantages  to  the  general  public — the  possibility  of  the 
removing  of  a  large  part  of  the  present  duplicated  plants,  thus  adding 
materially  to  appearances  and  to  public  convenience  in  the  said  city  of 
Ashtabula. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  at  the  price  of 
$17,950.00,  and  the  sale  of  its  said  toll  property  at  the  price  of  $1,450.00, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  bills  of  sale  attached  hereto  and 
marked  Exhibits  "A"  and  "B"  respectively,  and  at  the  same  time  that 
you  approve  of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  out  in  the  con- 
necting contract  agreeable  to  the  two  parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
attached  and  marked  exhibit  "C." 

The  petitioners  herein  were  accorded  the  following  order  on 
February  8,  1912: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits ;  and  the  Commis- 
sion, being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  be  and 
it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  to  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company 
certain  of  its  property  used  in  local  service  and  located  in  the  munici- 
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palities  of  Ashtabula  and  Kingsville,  Ohio,  and  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of 
sale  attached  to  the  petition  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  made  a  part 
hereof  by  reference;  and  said  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  is, 
hereby,  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the 
agreed  sum  of  seventeen  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($17,950.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  to  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany certain  of  its  property,  used  in  toll  service  and  fully  set  out  in  a 
bill  of  sale  attached  to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  exhibit  "B,"  and 
made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference ;  and  said  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and 
to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  price  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($1,450.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  and  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company,  be,  and  they  are,  hereby,  authorized 
to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner  and  for 
the  purpose  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


27.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Western  Ohio  Railway 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  stock.  Dismissed  October  17, 
1911. 

In  the  final  determination  of  the  following  petition, 
Xow  comes  The  Western  Ohio  Railway  Company  and  represents 
that  it  is  a  public  utility  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  to  construct,  own  and  operate  electric  railways  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers,  packages,  express  matter,  United  States 
mails,  baggage  and  freight,  upon  the  streets,  avenues,  roads,  highways 
and  private  rights-of-way  in  the  counties  of  Lucas,  Wood,  Hancock, 
Allen,  Auglaize,  Shelby,  Miami,  Montgomery  and^Mercer,  in  the  State 
of  Ohio,  the  authorized  capital  stock  being  as  follows :  common  stock, 
thirty  thousand  dollars  par  value;  first  preferred  stock,  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  par  value ;  second  preferred  stock,  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  par  value. 

That  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1910,  it  entered  into  a  collateral 
trust  agreement  with  The  Cleveland  Trust  Company,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  as  trustee,  wherein  and  whereby  there  was  pledged  to  said  trust 
company  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  par  value  of  its  first  mortgage 
five  per  cent,  twenty  year  gold  bonds  dated  November  1,  1901,  and 
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secured  by  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  from  said  The  Western  Ohio 
Railway  Company  to  The  Savings  and  Trust  Company  as  trustee,  said 
bonds  being  pledged  to  secure  the  payment  of  an  issue  of  five  hundred 
bonds,  numbered  consecutively  from  one  to  five  hundred,  both  num- 
bers inclusive,  of  the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars,  each,  all 
being  of  like  tenor,  date  and  amount,  said  bonds  being  signed  by  said 
railway  company,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly  on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October  in  each  year,  and  the  principal  thereof  being  payable  July  I, 
1930.  A  copy  of  said  collateral  trust  agreement  is  hereto  attached, 
marked  exhibit  "A"  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Sections  2  and  3  of  Article  5  of  said  collateral  trust  agreement 
provide  as  follows : 

"Section  2.  The  holder  of  any  of  the  bonds  secured  hereby 
may  at  any  time  up  to  April  1st,  191 1,  and  thereafter,  at  any  in- 
terest payment  period,  to  and  including  October  1st,  1921,  and 
if  this  bond  be  not  called  for  redemption,  at  any  interest  payment 
period  from  and  after  January  1st,  1922,  convert  his  bonds  into 
seven  per  cent,  cumulative  first  preferred  stock  of  the  company, 
each  bond  being  convertible  into  one  thousand  dollars  par  value, 
of  said  prefeired  stock,  by  delivery  of  said  bonds,  with  all  un- 
matured coupons  attached,  to  The  Cleveland  Trust  Company, 
trustee.  In  order  to  make  this  provision  effective,  the  company 
has  executed,  by  its  proper  officers,  certificates  representing  five 
thousand  shares  of  its  first  preferred  stock  as  aforesaid,  of  the 
total  par  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollarss,  and  the  same 
is  lodged  with  The  Cleveland  Trust  Company,  trustee,  ready  for 
registration  and  delivery  to  bondholders,  upon  conversion  of 
bonds  into  stock. 

"Section  3.  When  and  as  soon  as  any  bonds  of  the  issue 
secured  hereby  are  converted  into  first  preferred  stock,  the  bonds 
so  converted,  together  with  all  unmatured  coupons  attached  there- 
to, are  to  be  by  The  Cleveland  Trust  Company,  trustee,  canceled. 
And  thereupon  The  Cleveland  Trust  Company  shall  deliver  to 
The  Citizens  Savings  and  Trust  Company,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
or  the  then  trustee  of  the  deed  of  trust  from  The  Western  Ohio 
Railway  Company  to  The  Savings  and  Trust  Company,  of  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  dated  November  1st,  1901,  such  amount  of  said  The 
Western  Ohio  Railway  Company  first  mortgage  bonds  and  cou- 
pons so  delivered  to  the  then  trustee  of  the  mortgage  securing 
the  same  to  be  by  said  trustee  canceled,  and  no  longer  secured 
by  said  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  aforesaid  dated  November  1st, 
1901.  Written  notice  of  any  bonds  so  converted  shall  be  given 
by  the  trustee  within  a  reasonable  time  after  such  conversion,  to 
the  company,  such  notice  specifying  the  amount  and  serial  num- 
bers of  bonds  converted,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the 
persons  to  whom  preferred  stock  has  been  issued  upon  such 
conversion." 
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In  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  said  collateral  trust  agreement,  cer- 
tificates representing  five  thousand  shares  of  said  railway  company's 
first  preferred  stock  were  executed  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  com- 
pany, and  on  said  first  day  of  July,  1910,  deposited  with  The  Cleve- 
land Trust  Company,  ready  for  registration  and  delivery  to  bond- 
holders upon  conversion  of  bonds  into  stock,  as  provided  by  said 
agreement,  and  that  since  the  deposit  of  certificates  representing  said 
first  preferred  stock  as  aforesaid,  the  railway  company  has  had  no  con- 
trol, authority  or  jurisdiction  over  said  certificates  of  stock ;  that  to  and 
including  the  30th  day  of  June,  191 1,  certificates  representing  one 
thousand  shares  of  said  first  preferred  stock  had  been  delivered  by  The 
Cleveland  Trust  Company  to  holders  of  said  collateral  trust  con- 
vertible gold  bonds  who  had  surrendered  said  bonds  for  conversion,  as 
provided  by  said  collateral  trust  agreement.  That  said  convertible 
bonds  aforesaid  were  sold  by  the  railway  company  at  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  being  the  par  value  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest,  and 
the  entire  proceeds  thereof  were  applied  by  the'  railway  company  in 
paying  and  funding  the  company's  then  floating  indebtedness  and  for 
additions  and  betterments  to  the  property  owned  by  the  railway  com- 
pany. That  the  creation  and  issue  of  said  first  preferred  stock  was 
authorized  by  proper  proceedings  of  the  directors  and  stockholders  of 
the  railway  company,  certificates  with  reference  thereto  having  been 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Ohio  on  the  27th  day 
of  June,  1910,  and  there  is  attached  hereto,  marked  exhibit  "B"  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  a  copy  of  the  certificate  of  the  railway  company 
so  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  as  aforesaid. 

That  the  total  assets  of  The  Western  Ohio  Railway  Company 
consist  of  an  operating  system  of  electric  railway  connecting  the  cities 
and  villages  of  Findlay,  Lima,  Wapakoneta,  St.  Marys,  Celina, 
Minster,  Sidney  and  Piqua,  together  with  the  necessary  power  gener- 
ating plant  and  rolling  stock.  A  plat  showing  the  location  of  said  rail- 
way is  hereto  attached,  marked  Exhibit  "C"  and  made  a  part  hereof. 
That  the  total  liabilities  of  said  railway  company  consist  of  an  assumed 
obligation  amounting  to  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  represented  by 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  par  amount  of  first  mortgage  bonds  of 
The  Lima,  Findlay  and  Toledo  Railway  Company  dated  April  1,  1905, 
payable  June  1,  1925,  and  bearing  interest  at  five  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  and  the  sum  of  three  million  dollars,  repre- 
sented by  an  issue  of  bonds  of  the  railway  company  of  said  amount, 
dated  November  1,  1901,  and  payable  November  1,  1921,  of  which  issue 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  bonds  deposited  under  said 
collateral  trust  agreement  aforesaid,  are  a  part,  said  last  mentioned 
obligation  of  three  million  dollars  being  reduced  from  time  to  time  by 
the  conversion  of  collateral  trust  bonds  into  preferred  stock  and  the 
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surrender  for  cancellation  of  first  mortgage  bonds  aforesaid  to  the 
trustee  under  the  indenture  securing  the  same,  all  as  provided  by 
sections  2  and  3  of  article  5  of  said  collateral  trust  agreement. 

Your  petitioner  is  advised  by  counsel  and  believes  that  the  issue 
of  all  of  said  first  preferred  stock  above  mentioned  is  fully  authorized 
without  the  passing  of  any  order  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio,  for  the  reason  that  the  issue  of  said  stock  was  fully  authorized 
and  the  certificates  therefor  were  deposited  under  said  collateral  trust 
agreement  aforesaid  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1910,  and  that  the  right  and 
interest  of  the  holders  of  said  collateral  trust  convertible  gold  bonds 
in  and  to  said  stock  and  the  right  to  have  the  certificates  therefor  issued 
to  them  became  fixed  one  year  prior  to  the  time  of  taking  effect  of  an 
act  changing  the  name  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  to  that  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  etc.,  passed  May  31,  191 1.  Due 
to  the  fact,  however,  that  a  question  has  been  raised  as  to  the  possible 
effect  of  said  act  aforesaid  as  to  the  portion  of  said  first  preferred  stock 
for  which  certificates  had  not  been  delivered  prior  to  July,  191 1,  to 
holders  of  said  convertible  bonds,  and  for  the  purpose  of  having  all  of 
said  first  preferred  stock  upon  an  unquestioned  equal  basis  of  legality 
of  issue,  the  Railway  Company,  insofar  as  it  may  lawfully  so  do,  de- 
sires to  submit  this  petition  to  your  honorable  body,  and  prays: 

(1)  That  you  may,  after  proper  hearing,,  pass  an  order  holding 
and  finding  in  effect  that  the  issue  of  said  first  preferred  stock  and  the 
delivery  of  certificates  therefor  is  a  matter  over  which  the  Com- 
mission has  no  jurisdiction;  or 

(2)  In  the  event  your  holding  is  that  the  Commission  has 
jurisdiction,  that  you  pass  an  .order  authorizing,  ratifying,  approving 
and  confirming  the  issue  of  said  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  first 
preferred  stock  of  the  railway  company  according  to  the  terms  of  said 
collateral  trust  agreement  aforesaid. 

The  Commission,  on  October  17,  191 1,  entered  the  following 
order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  and  it  appearing  to  the 
Commission  that  the  sale  of  securities  mentioned  in  the  pleadings  filed 
herein  was  consummated  at  a  date  prior  to  July  1,  191 1,  the  Commis- 
sion finds  that  it  has  no  jurisdiction  over  said  transaction,  and  said 
petition  is  therefore  dismissed.

With  the  entering  of  the  following  order,  this  proceeding  was 
disposed  of  on  the  19th  day  of  October,  191 1. 

The  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  natural  gas  in  the  village 
of  Cridersville,  tendered  for  filing  on  the  29th  day  of  September,  191 1, 
by  The  Lima  Natural  Gas  Company,  is  hereby  approved  to  become 
effective  November  1,  191 1. 


30.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lima  Natural  Gas  Com- 
pany for  permission  to  file  new  schedule  of  rates  for  Coldwater, 
Ohio,  with  minimum  charge.    Approved  October  19,  191 1.

The   Celina  Gas  Company,  is  hereby  approved  to  become  effective

34.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Com- 
pany for  approval  of  contract  with  The  Federal  Electric  Sign 
System  Company.    Rejected  September  30,  191 1. 

The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric' Company  having,  September  29,  191 1, 
petitioned  the  Commission  for  its  approval  of  a  proposed  contract  with 
The  Federal  Sign  System  Company,  which  contract  reads  as  follows : 

Agreement  entered  into  this  15th  day  of  September,  191 1, 
by  and  between  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  hereinafter  called 
the  Company,  and  The  Federal  Sign  System  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  hereinafter 
called  the  Consumer. 

Witnesseth :  Whereas  the  Consumer  is  in  the  business  of 
renting  electric  signs  to  merchants  and  others  desiring  its  serv- 
ices, which  can  be  rented  to  better  advantage  and  which  it  is 
consequently  customary  to  rent,  including  the  electricity  to  oper- 
ate the  same,  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  furnish  the  electricity  to  its  cus- 
tomers, together  with  its  other  services,  it  is  necessary  for  the 
Consumer  to  purchase  said  electricity  from  some  vender  of  elec- 
tricity, and 
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Whereas,  the  Company  desires  to  sell  its  electricity  for  the 
purpose  of  displaying-  such  signs  and  by  so  doing  develop  its  own 
business  in  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio. 

Now  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants 
and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  it  is  agreed  between  the 
parties  hereto  as  follows : 

The  Consumer  agrees  to  regularly  solicit  sign  rental  busi- 
ness along  the  Company's  lines  and  to  push  the  business  by 
advertising  and  in  all  other  ways  which  may  seem  advisable  to- 
the  Consumer  and  which  are  approved  by  the  Company. 

The  Consumer  agrees  not  to  keep  in  the  field  any  solicitor 
that  may  be  objectionable  to  the  Company. 

The  Company  agrees  to  give  the  Consumer  its  moral  sup- 
port in  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  this  business,  and  to  refer  to- 
the  Consumer  from  time  to  time  requests  for  this  class  of  service 
which  may  be  presented  at  the  office  of  the  Company. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  Consumer  shall  furnish 
the  signs  and  arrange  for  the  connecting  and  hanging  thereof 
without  expense  of  any  kind  to  the  Company.  The  Company 
shall  also  arrange  for  the  cleaning  of  such  signs  as  may  be  placed 
on  the  lines  of  the  Company. 

Schedule  of  rates :  For  the  current  consumed  by  the  signs 
installed  on  the  lines  of  the  Company  by  the  Consumer,  the 
Consumer  agrees  to  pay  the  Company  at  the  rate  of  four  cents 
per  k.  w.  h.  on  a  flat  rate  basis  up  to  and  including  such  time  as 
the  Consumer  shall  have  one  thousand  lamps  installed  on  the 
lines  of  the  Company  and  at  all  times  during  which  the  Consumer 
shall  have  more  that  one  thousand  lamps  installed  on  the  lines 
of  the  Company  the  Consumer  agrees  to  pay  the  Company  at  the 
rate  of  three  and  one-half  cents  net  per  k.  w.  h.  on  a  flat  rate 
basis,  for  the  current  consumed  by  the  lamps  in  excess  of  one 
thousand. 

For  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  the  above  flat  rate,  a  four 
candle-power  tungsten  sign  lamp  shall  be  considered  as  consum- 
ing five  watts  per  hour  and  the  time  from  dusk  until  ten  o'clock 
p.  m.  each  night  and  until  midnight  on  Saturday,  shall  be  con- 
sidered four  hours  burning  per  night  on  an  average.  Any  ad- 
ditional time  shall  be  paid  for  in  proportion. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Consumer  shall  furnish  tungsten 
lamps  and  lamp  renewals  at  its  own  expense. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed,  that,  provided  the  Company 
shall  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  this  agreement  reduce  its 
rates  on  all  classes  of  current  that  the  above  specified  rates  shall 
be  reduced  in  the  same  proportion. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Consumer  shall  furnish  tungsten 
lamps  and  lamp  renewals  at  its  own  expense  and  the  Company 
agrees  to  take  care  of  these  lamps  and  to  put  the  original  lamps 
in  signs  and  make  renewals  as  often  as  necessary,  rendering  to 
the  Consumer  an  accounting  for  such  lamps  as  are  furnished  to 
the  Company. 

The  Company  shall  without  charge  collect  bills  which  the 
Consumer  shall  forward  for  that  purpose,  but  it  shall  not  be  re- 
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sponsible  for  failure  to  collect  such  bills.  In  case  payment  is  not 
made  by  the  Consumer's  customer  the  Consumer  shall  not  be 
liable  for  the  payment  of  current  for  the  time  covered  by  non- 
payment by  the  Consumer's  customer.  From  the  collections 
made  by  the  Company  on  account  of  the  Consumer,  the  Company 
shall  retain  whatever  portion  is  necessary  towards  the  settlement 
of  the  bills  for  electricity  only  to  the  Consumer  and  shall  remit 
the  balance  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  of  each  month  to  the 
Consumer. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Company  may  refuse  to  furnish 
current  to  any  user  whose  credit  it  does  not  approve  and  any 
user  whose  account  is  overdue. 

This  contract  shall  be  and  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of 
ten  years  from  the  date  hereon,  but  it  is  not  an  exclusive  con- 
tract. 

The  Commission,  under  date  of  September  30,  191 1,  entered  the 
following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  investigation  upon  the  plead- 
ings and  the  exhibits,  and  the  Commission  being  fully  advised  find  that 
the  contract  submitted  is  not  in  conformity  with  law  and  approval 
thereof  is,  therefore,  refused. 


35.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company  for  authority  to  issue  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  $462,000.00.    Rejected  October  27,  191 1. 

Under  date  of  October  27,  191 1,  the  Commission  entered  the  fol- 
lowing order : 

The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company  having 
on  the  29th  day  of  September  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue 
its  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  $462,000.00,  to  be  used  as  a  deposit  and 
pledge  as  security  and  indemnity  to  a  company  or  companies  who 
would  become  surety,  or  sureties,  on  a  bond  for  the  release  of  a  certain 
attachment  issued  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
in  a  suit  therein  pending  wherein  the  said,  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railway  Company  is  defendant,  or  to  a  person,  firm 
or  corporation,  who  would  indemnify  such  surety  company,  or  com- 
panies, and  the  time  of  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for 
October  2nd,  191 1,  and  having  on  said  day  been  heard  in  part,  and  the 
further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day,  came 
on  this  day  for  final  hearing. 

After   hearing  all   the   evidence,   examining   the   exhibits,   and 
making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commission   deemed 
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proper,  the   Commission   is   of  the   opinion   that  authority  for  such 
issue  should  not  be  granted  and  said  application  is,  therefore,  denied. 

In  the  above  proceeding,  the  petition  in  which  recites : 

The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  a  rail- 
road corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  having  its  principal  office  and  place  of  business  in  the  city 
of  Cincinnati,  respectfully  shows : 

That  on  the  19th  day  of  September,  it  was  sued  in  the  New  York 
Supreme  Court,  in  the  county  of  New  York,  by  Charles  A.  Bruce  and 
Corporate  Organization  and  Audit  Company.  In  said  suit  said 
plaintiffs  seek  to  recover  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
with  interest,  from  the  29th  day  of  September,  1905,  on  a  claim  as- 
signed to  them  by  F.  H.  Prince  and  Company,  bankers  and  brokers 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  Mass. 

That  in  connection '  with  the  institution  of  said  suit,  plaintiffs 
caused  attachments  to  be  issued  and  garnisheed  funds  and  property 
of  the  defendant  in  the  hands  of  the  Central  Trust  Company  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  The  Bankers  Trust  Company  and  J.  P.  Morgan  and 
Company,  and  by  that  means  prevented  the  defendant  from  having 
the  use  of  its  funds  and  securities,  so  garnisheed. 

That  it  is  necessary  that  the  defendant,  said  railway  company, 
in  the  discharge  of  its  interest  and  other  obligations,  which  are  pay- 
able in  the  city  of  New  York,  from  time  to  time  have  on  deposit  in 
said  city  of  New  York  funds  in  excess  of  the  alleged  liability  in  said 
action  commenced  as  aforesaid  by  the  plaintiffs,  Charles  A.  Bruce  and 
Corporate  Organization  and  Audit  Company,  and  the  payment  of  such 
obligations  is  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  service  of  said  de- 
fendant. 

That  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  by  the  officers  of  said  railway 
company  and  by  its  counsel,  to  give  a  bond  under  the  laws  of  New 
York,  discharging  the  attachment  with  one  of  the  public  surety  com- 
panies as  surety  on  said  bond. 

That  it  is  essential  to  give  such  bond  in  order  that  the  Company 
may  have  the  use  of  its  funds  and  securities  now  on  deposit  and 
garnisheed  and  that  it  may  meet  its  interest  and  other  obligations 
which  are  payable  in  the  city  of  New  York,  free  from  the  risk  of 
further  attachments  in  said  proceeding,  and  that  the  giving  of  said 
bond  is  therefore  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  service  of  said 
railway  company. 

That  in  order  to  secure  the  execution  of  said  bond  by  a  surety 
company,  it  is  necessary  for  said  railway  company  to  give  indemnity 
or  security  to  said  surety  company,  and  application  is  now  made  for 
permission  to  deposit  as  security  for  the  benefit  of  said  surety  com- 
pany, or  for  a  benefit  of  some  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  will 
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indemnify  said  surety  company,  general  mortgage  bonds  of  said  de- 
fendant, The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  of 
the  par  value  of  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  thousand  dollars,  which 
amount  is  a  proper  and  necessary  amount  to  be  deposited  to  secure 
such  obligation. 

That  no  money  will  be  received  by  said  company  on  account  of 
said  bonds,  but  the  same  will  be  deposited  solely  as  security  for  the 
obligation  aforesaid.  The  character  and  terms  of  said  bonds  is  shown 
by  a  copy  of  said  general  mortgage  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof  as  exhibit  "A". 

That  there  is  also  attached  hereto  and  made  part  hereof  as  ex- 
hibit "B,"  the  general  balance  sheet  of  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  as  of  the  30th  day  of  June,  191 1,  to 
which  reference  is  hereby  made  as  a  statement  of  the  assets  and  lia- 
bilities of  said  company. 

Wherefore,  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway 
Company  prays  that  it  may  be  authorized  by  order  of  the  Commission 
to  issue  its  bonds  as  security  as  aforesaid. 


36.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Harrison  and  Jef- 
ferson Telephone  Company  and  The  Hopedale  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  approval  of  the  sale  and  transfer  of  certain  property  by 
The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company  to  The  Hope- 
dale  Telephone  Company.    Approved  December  5,  191 1. 

In  final  determination  of  this  proceeding,  the  joint  petition  in 
which  reads, 

The  undersigned,  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  The  Hopedale  Telephone  Company,  for  their  joint  petition, 
represent  that  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company  is  a 
public  tttility  doing  a  telephone  business  in  Harrison  and  Jefferson 
counties,  Ohio,  with  its  principal  office  at  Cadiz,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio.;  that  The  Hopedale  Telephone  Company  is  a  public 
utility  incorporated  to  do  a  telephone  business  at  Hopedale  and 
vicinity  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio;  that  said  public  utilities  are  fur- 
nishing, or  will  furnish  a  like  service  and  are  doing,  or  will  do  a  like 
business  in  the  village  of  Hopedale  and  vicinity,  being  in  the  same 
locality,  within  the  State  of  Ohio. 

That  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company  proposes 
to  sell  to  The  Hopedale  Telephone  Company  certain  telephone  prop- 
erty described  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Being  in  lot  number  146,  new  number,  as  shown  by  the  recorded

plat  of  the  village  of  Hopedale,  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  with  all  the 
appurtenances  connected  therewith. 

Also,  the  following  described  personal  property,  consisting  of  a 
certain  telephone  plant  more  particularly  described  as  follows,  to-wit : 

All  the  rights  and  franchises  and  property  conveyed  to  John  B. 
Worley  and  W.  W.  Fawcett,  receiver  for  The  Farmer's  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  of  Hopedale,  Ohio,  by  the  deed  dated  February  8, 
1910,  and  by  John  B.  Worley  conveyed  to  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson 
Telephone  Company  by  deed  dated  June  27,  191 1,  saving  and  excepting 
the  pole  line  from  the  Culverhouse  farm  to  Greenough,  the  part  of  said 
plant  to  be  conveyed  consisting  of  all  pole  lines  extending  from  the 
village  of  Hopedale  to  Greenough  on  the  Cadiz  and  Hopedale  road; 
all  pole  lines  extending  from  Hopedale  to  Unionvale,  Ohio;  all  pole 
lines  extending  from  Hopedale  to  the  Harrison  and  Jefferson  County 
line  on  the  Bloomfield  road ;  all  pole  lines  extending  from  Hopedale  to 
Miller's  Station  ;  and  all  lines  extending  from  Hopedale  towards  Smith- 
field  to  the  L.  E.,  A.  &  W.  R.  R.  crossing  at  Hyatt  farm,  including 
all  poles  and  wires  of  the  said  telephone  plant,  except  as  above  stated, 
and  also  all  telephones,  switch  boards  and  all  other  fixtures  and  ap- 
pliances of  every  kind  and  description  belonging  to  said  plant,  so  pur- 
chased as  aforesaid. 

Also  the  book  accounts  of  said  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Tele- 
phone Company  for  service  rendered  and  furnished  over  said  plant  as 
above  described  since  July  1,  191 1. 

Also,  the  new  construction  erected  by  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson 
Telephone  Company  from  Hopedale  to  the  L.  E.,  A.  &  W.  R.  R.  at 
Hyatt  farm  crossing. 

Also,  The  Hopedale  Telephone  Company  is  to  take  and  pay  the 
contract  price  for  the  new  switch  board  ordered  for  the  Hopedale 
exchange,  contracted  for,  but  not  yet  installed. 

That  in  consideration  for  the  aforesaid  property  the  said  The 
Hopedale  Telephone  Company  is  to  pay  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred 
dollars  cash. 

That  upon  the  Completion  of  the  proposed  sale  and  purchase  it 
is  the  object  and  purpose  of  The  Hopedale  Telephone  Company  to 
operate  the  aforesaid  telephone  property  and  furnish  adequate  serv- 
ice to  the  patrons  thereof  and  the  public  at  a  reasonable  and  just  rate, 
rental,  toll  or  charge  therefor,  in  accordance  with  law  and  the  rules  and 
regulations,  if  any,  that  may  be  prescribed  by  The  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio;  that  upon  the  proposed  sale  and  purchase,  the  said 
The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company  will  not  at  the  pres- 
ent time  have  any  lines  paralleling  the  aforesaid  lines  so  proposed  to 
be  sold,  but  that  if  the  sale  be  not  consummated  as  proposed,  then,  in 
case  The  Hopedale  Telephone  Company  should  construct  a  new  system 
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in  the  village  of  Hopedale  and  vicinity,  which  it  proposes  to  do,  in  case 
this  sale  be  not  made,  there  would  be  two  competing  plants  or  systems 
in  the  same  locality,  and  the  proposed  sale  and  purchase  is  for  the  pur- 
pose in  part  of  obviating  such  a  condition  at  this  time,  the  said  The 
Hopedale  Telephone  Company  not  yet  having  built  a  plant,  but  hav- 
ing been  incorporated  for  that  purpose. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  ask  consent  that  the  said  proposed 
sale  be  made,  and  that  the  same  be  approved  and  authorized,  and 
for  such  order  as  is  proper  in  the  premises. 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  joint  petition  of  The 
Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company  and  the  Hopedale  Tele- 
phone Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  ex- 
hibits, and  the  Commission  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  rea- 
sonable and  just  charge,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of 
said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  The  Harrison  and  Jefferson  Telephone  Company 
be,  and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  and  transfer  to  The  Hopedale 
Telephone  Company  certain  real  estate,  franchise  rights,  and  personal 
property,  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  and  in  an  inventory  filed  herein, 
and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  on  the  terms  and  conditions  agreed  upon  by 
said  companies  and  set  out  in  their  said  joint  petition ;  and  the  said, 
The  Hopedale  Telephone  Company  is  authorized  to  purchase  said 
property.    It  is,  further, 

Ordered,  That  this  order  shall  be  in  effect  and  the  authority  here- 
in granted  may  be  exercised  on  and  after  this  date. 


37.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  operation  and  manage- 
ment of  The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light  Company,  with  re- 
spect to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public.  Dismissed  July 
9,  1912. 

The  reports  and  rumors  of  the  conditions  surrounding  and  ele- 
ments contributing  to  the  accident  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  one 
W.  T.  Wells,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  were  so  insistent 
that  the  Commission  instituted  an  investigation  of  the  same,  by  en- 
tering the  following  order  under  date  of  October  2,  191 1: 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light  Company  with 

r— p.  s.  c. 
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respect  to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public  and  especially  in  the 
matter  of  the  death  of  W.  T.  Wells,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  in  the  offices  of 
the  Commission,  October  4,  191 1,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

After  the  taking  of  considerable  testimony,  this  proceeding  was, 
on  July  9,  1912,  closed  with  the  following  entry: 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  16th  day  of  November,  191 1,  and 
the  5th  day  of  January,  1912,  conducted  an  investigation  into  the  cir- 
cumstances and  conditions  surrounding  the  death  of  one  W.  T.  Wells, 
and  it  appearing,  by  such  investigation,  that  a  contributing  cause  to 
this  accident  was  the  absence  of  a  light  at  the  place  of  accident,  and  it 
appearing  further  that  a  light  has  been  established  thereat,  and  it  ap- 
pearing further  that  there  is  no  ground  for  the  issuance  of  an  order 
upon  said  company,  this  case  is  dismissed  without  further  record. 


38.  The  Massillon  Board  of  Trade  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Pennsylvania  Company  and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company,  Defendants.     Dismissed  January  12,  1912. 

The  following  petition  was  filed  with  the  Commission  as  of  date 
October  6,  191 1. 

1.  Now  comes  The  Massillon  Board  of  Trade  Company  and  says 
that  it  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
and  located  in  the  city  of  Massillon  in  the  county  of  Stark  in  said  state ; 
that  the  defendant,  The  Pennsylvania  Company,  is  a  steam  railroad 
corporation  organized  by  and  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  that  it  operates  a  certain  steam  railroad  known  as  the  Pitts- 
burgh, Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad,  which  passes  through  said 
city  of  Massillon  and  through  said  county  of  Stark  and  State  of  Ohio; 
that  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  is  a  steam  railroad 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and 
that  it  operates  a  certain  steam  railroad  known  as  the  Cleveland, 
Lorain  and  Wheeling  Railroad,  whose  line  passes  through  said  city  of 
Massillon,  county  of  Stark  and  State  of  Ohio ;  that  said  companies  are 
common  carriers,  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

2.  That  the  tracks  of  said  companies  cross  each  other  within 
their  respective  yard  limits  in  and  about  the  said  city  of  Massillon, 
and  they  are  joined  to,  and  connected  with,  each  other,  and  with  the 
tracks  of  The  Wheeling  &  Lake  Erie  Railroad  hereinafter  referred  to, 
by  connecting  switches  of  the  same  gauge,  and  which  admit  of  the 
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passage  and  switching  of  cars  from  one  of  said  railroads  to  the  other 
with  facility. 

3.  That  the  tracks  of  the  said  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and 
Chicago  Railroad,  operated  as  aforesaid  by  the  defendant,  The  Pennsyl- 
vania Company,  between  its  terminal  points  in  and  about  said  city  of 
Massillon,  lie  contiguous  to  certain  stone  quarries,  manufacturing 
plants,  warehouses  and  elevators,  having  certain  side  tracks' connected 
therewith  and  belonging  thereto  suitable  for  loading  and  unloading 
freight,  among  others  contiguous  to  the  plants  and  establishments  of 
The  Everhard  Company,  The  Rhodes  Glass  &  Bottle  Company,  The 
Stark-Tuscarawas  Brewing  Company,  The  Massillon  Foundry  & 
Machine  Company,  The  Massillon  Bridge  Company,  The  Massillon 
Iron  &  Steel  Company,  The  Russell  Engine  Company  and  The  Russell 
&  Company. 

4.  That  the  tracks  of  the  said  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Wheeling 
Railroad,  operated  as  aforesaid  by  the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  between  its  terminal  points  in  and  about  said 
city  of  Massillon,  lie  contiguous  to  certain  stone  quarries,  manufac- 
turing establishments,  elevators  and  warehouses  having  certain  side 
tracks  suitable  for  loading  and  unloading  freight,  among  others  con- 
tiguous to  the  plants  and  establishments  of  The  Massillon  Rolling 
Mill  Company,  The  West  Side  Milling  Company  and  The  American 
Bottle  Company. 

5.  Plaintiff  says  that  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad 
is  another  steam  railroad  owned  by  the  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Rail- 
road Company,  a  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  and  now  being  operated  by  B.  A.  Worthington,  as  the  receiver 
thereof,  as  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  its 
tracks  passing  through  said  city  of  Massillon ;  that  its  tracks  intersect 
those  of  the  said  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Wheeling  Railroad,  operated 
by  the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  as 
aforesaid,  and  are  connected  with,  and  joined  to,  the  tracks  of  the  said 
Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad,  operated  as  aforesaid 
by  the  defendant,  The  Pennsylvania  Company,  and  the  tracks  of  said 
The  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Wheeling  Railroad,  by  switches  or  tracks 
of  the  same  gauge,  which  admit  the  passage  and  switching  of  cars 
with  facility,  all  within  the  respective  terminal  points  of  all  of  said 
railroads  in  and  about  the  said  city  of  Massillon. 

6.  That  said  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company, 
and  its  said  receiver,  have  at  all  times  been  ready  and  willing  to  enter 
into  a  general  and  universal  switching  arrangement  with  the  two  de- 
fendant companies  herein  named  providing  for  the  general  and  uni- 
versal switching  of  cars  loaded  with  freight  to  or  from  the  tracks  of 
said  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Wheel- 
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ing  Railroad  and  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicaglo  Railroad,  from 
or  to  stone  quarries,  manufacturing  establishments,  warehouses,  ele- 
vators and  side  tracks  contiguous  to  the  tracks  of  the  others  and  within 
the  respective  terminal  limits  of  said  railroads  in  or  about  said  city 
of  Massillon ;  that  in  fact  said  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad> 
and  its  receiver  aforesaid,  and  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company,  operating  the  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Wheeling  Railroad  as 
aforesaid,  have  to  the  date  hereof  assented  to  such  a  general  and  uni- 
versal switching  arrangement  between  their  respective  tracks  within 
the  terminal  points  aforesaid,  and  have  charged  for  such  switching 
service  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  and,  for  such  rates,  have  heretofore,  in  all  cases,  within  said 
terminal  points,  at  the  request  of  shippers  or  companies,  firms  or  per- 
sons operating  stone  quarries,  manufacturing  establishments,  elevators 
or  warehouses,  having  side  tracks  suitable  for  loading  or  unloading 
freight,  contiguous  to  their  respective  tracks,  switched  cars  loaded 
with  freight  to  or  from  the  tracks  of  the  other,  from  or  to  such  stone 
quarries,  manufacturing  establishments,  warehouses,  elevators  and 
side  tracks ;  that,  however,  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, operating  as  aforesaid  said  Cleveland,  Lorain  and  Wheeling 
Railroad,  has  threatened,  and  threatens,  to  discontinue  such  switching 
arrangement  and  service,  and  will  discontinue  the  same  unless  other- 
wise ordered  and  commanded  by  this  Commission. 

7.  That  the  defendant,  The  Pennsylvania  Company,  operating 
the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  as  aforesaid,  has 
at  all  times  in  the  past  refused,  and  refuses,  to  enter  into  any  arrange- 
ment or  agreement  whatsoever  with  said  The  Wheeling  and  Lake 
Erie  Railroad  Company,  or  its  receiver,  and  with  said  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  operating  the  Cleveland,  Lorain  and 
Wheeling  Railroad  as  aforesaid,  providing  for  the  switching  of  cars 
loaded  with  freight,  from  or  to  its  tracks  and  stone  quarries,  manufac- 
turing establishments,  elevators  and  warehouses  and  the  side  tracks 
thereof,  lying  contiguous  to  its  said  tracks,  to  or  from  the  tracks  of  the 
said  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  and  Cleveland,  Lorain  and 
Wheeling  Railroad  and  stone  quarries,  manufacturing  establishments, 
warehouses,  elevators  and  side  tracks  thereof,  lying  contiguous 
to  the  tracks  of  said  respective  railroads  within  their  respective 
terminal  points  in  or  about  said  city  of  Massillon;  that  in  truth  and 
in  fact,  though  often  requested  so  to  do  by  said  railroads,  and  by  per- 
sons, firms  and  corporations  operating  stone  quarries,  manufacturing 
establishments,  warehouses,  elevators  and  side  tracks  connected  there- 
with, and  lying  contiguous  to  its  own  tracks  and  to  the  tracks  of  the 
other  companies  herein  named,  and  between  its  terminal  points  in  or 
about  said  city  of  Massillon,  the  said  defendant,  The  Pennsylvania 
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Company,  has  at  all  times  refused,  and  refuses,  and  will  continue  to 
refuse,  to  so  interchange  switching  service,  or  switch  cars  loaded  with 
freight  at  any  rate  whatever,  though  tendered  the  maximum  legal  rate 
therefor,  within  the  terminal  limits  aforesaid,  from  and  to  its  tracks 
and  stone  quarries,  manufacturing  establishments,  warehouses,  ele- 
vators and  side  tracks,  contiguous  to  its  own  said  tracks  to  and  from 
similar  points  on  the  tracks,  or  contiguous  to  the  tracks  of  the  other 
railroads  herein  named;  that  said  defendant,  The  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany, though  often  requested  so  to  do  by  shippers  and  by  persons, 
firms  and  corporations  operating  stone  quarries,  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, warehouses  and  elevators,  having  side  tracks  in  connection 
therewith,  and  lying  contiguous  to,  the  tracks  of  the  said  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad,  and  to  the  tracks  of  the  other  rail- 
roads herein  named,  and  being  tendered  the  maximum  rate  or  charge 
provided  therefor  by  law,  has  refused,  at  all  times,  and  refuses,  to  so 
switch  cars  loaded  with  freight  and  to  interchange  switching  service 
within  the  aforesaid  terminal  limits,  and  with  the  railroads  aforesaid, 
on  any  competitve  business  whatsoever,  meaning  thereby  freight 
originating  and  shipped  over  other  railroads  to  said  city  of  Massillon 
from  points  reached  by  tracks  controlled  by  itself,  and  it  has  refused, 
and  refuses,  upon  request  being  made,  within  the  terminal  points 
aforesaid,  even  though  tendered  the  maximum  legal  rate  and  charge 
therefor,  to  so  switch  any  cars  loaded  with  any  freight  whatsoever, 
excepting  only  coal,  from  or  to  such  points  lying  contiguous  to  its 
said  tracks  to  or  from  similar  points  lying  contiguous  to  the  tracks  of 
the  other  railroads  herein  named. 

8.  That  the  switching  tariff  of  said  defendant,  The  Pennsyl- 
vania Company,  as  it  applies  to  points  within  its  terminals  in  and 
about  said  city  of  Massillon,  does  not  provide  for  an  interchange  of 
switching  and  for  the  switching  of  cars  loaded  with  freight,  to  or  from 
points,  as  aforesaid,  lying  within  the  terminals  of  said  respective  rail- 
roads in  or  about  said  city  of  Massillon  ;  that  said  company  has  refused, 
and  refuses,  to  so  amend  or  change  its  said  switching  tariff  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  interchange  of  switching  and  for  the  switching  of  cars 
loaded  with  freight,  all  as  aforesaid,  and  at  legal  rates,  to  or  from 
points  as  aforesaid  lying  upon  or  contiguous  to  its  said  tracks,  and 
between  its  terminal  points  in  or  about  said  city  of  Massillon,  and 
from  or  to  similar  points  contiguous  to  the  tracks  of  the  other  rail- 
roads herein  named  within  their  yard  limits  in  and  about  said  city. 

9.  Plaintiff  further  says  that  the  said  defendants,  and  the  said 
Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  by  its  receiver  as  aforesaid,  the 
tracks  of  all  of  which  pass  through  the  city  of  Canton,  Ohio,  have 
at  the  date  hereof,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  thereto  have  had,  in 
operation,    a    universal    switching    arrangement    providing    for    the 
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switching  of  carloads  of  freight  at  rates  not  exceeding  those  pre- 
scribed by  the  laws  of  Ohio  to  or  from  similar  points  on  their  respec- 
tive tracks  from  or  to  points  on  the  tracks  of  the  other  within  their 
respective  yard  terminals  in  and  about  the  said  city  of  Canton,  for 
distances  no  shorter,  and  under  circumstances  and  conditions  similar 
to,  and  not  more  unfavorable  than,  in  and  about  the  said  city  of 
Massillon. 

10.  That  by  virtue  of  the  refusal  of  said  defendants,  and  especially 
the  refusal  of  the  defendant,  The  Pennsylvania  Company,  to  enter  into 
such  a  switching  arrangement  in  and  for  the  said  city  of  Massillon 
there  has  been  unlawful  discrimination  by  said  railroads  against  said 
city  and  against  the  persons,  firms  and  corporations  operating  stone 
quarries,  manufacturing  establishments,  warehouses  or  elevators  hav- 
ing side  tracks  connected  therewith  in  or  about  said  city,  and  within 
the  terminal  points  of  said  respective  railroads. 

ii.  Wherefore  the  plaintiff  prays  that  the  aforesaid  The  Penn- 
sylvania Company  and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  made,  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  by  this  Commission  com- 
manding said  companies  to  establish  switching  tariffs  between  their 
respective  terminal  limits  in  and  about  said  city  of  Massillon  providing 
for  the  general  interchange  of  all  switching  business  and  the  switching 
of  cars  loaded  with  freight  between  the  tracks  of  said  companies  and  of 
the  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  within  the  terminal  limits  afore- 
said, and  at  rates  or  charges  not  to  exceed  the  rates  or  charges  pro- 
vided by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  said  respective  rail- 
roads be  required  to  interchange  switching  with  each  other  and  with 
said  The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  in  compliance 
with  the  tariff  so  to  be  established,  and  at  legal  rates,  and  for  such 
other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and 
just  in  the  premises. 

Answers  were  filed  by  the  companies  defendant,  but  the  case  was 
never  brought  to  trial  and,  on  January  12,  1912,  was  closed  with  the 
spreading  of  the  following  entry  : 

It  appearing  that  this  complaint  has  been  satisfied,  the  same  is 
therefore,  at  the  request  of  complainant  dismissed  without  further 
record. 


39.    The  village  of  Maumee,  Complainant,  versus  The  Ohio  Electric 
Railway  Company,  Defendant.    Decided  April  11,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  petition  of  the  com- 
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plainant,  the  village  of  Maumee,  through  its  Mayor,  John  A.  Smith, 
the  answer  thereto  of  the  defendant,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

The  complainant  alleges,  among  other  things,  that  it  is  a  munic- 
ipal corporation,  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  is  situate  in 
Lucas  County,  Ohio,  and  has  a  population  of  two  thousand  three  hun- 
dred persons,  and  is  surrounded  by  a  well  populated  county ;  that  the 
defendant  owns  and  operates,  by  electric  power,  an  interurban  railway 
which  runs  through  and  across  the  village  of  Maumee,  that  said  rail- 
way has  been  in  operation  for  about  four  years,  and  that  defendant 
maintains  a  daily  passenger  service  of  sixteen  cars  each  way,  all  of 
which  cars  stop  at  said  village  for  letting  off  and  taking  on  passengers, 
and  ten  of  which  cars,  five  each  way,  are  what  are  designated  as 
"limited  cars ;"  that  said  village  is  a  regular  station  on  defendant's  line 
of  railroad  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers,  and  that  defendant 
is  a  large  carrier  of  freight  in  and  out  of  said  village,  that  defendant 
has  never  maintained  a  depot,  or  depot  building,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  village  and  has  neglected  and  failed  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  depot  or  depot  building  in  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
village  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers,  nor  does  it  have  or  main- 
tain a  station  agent  in  said  place,  nor  has  it  a  freight  depot  therein. 

The  defendant,  by  way  of  answer  to  the  complaint,  alleges, 
among  other  things,  that  the  village  of  Maumee  is  located  upon  the 
Maumee  River,  The  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  The  Toledo,  St.  Louis  and 
Western  Railway,  The  Wabash  Railway  and,  also,  upon  the  line  of 
The  Maumee  Valley  Traction  Company,  operated  by  The  Toledo 
Railways  and  Light  Company,  and  upon  The  Toledo,  Bowling  Green 
and  Southern  Traction  Company;  that  The  Toledo  Railways  and 
Light  Company  operates  said  Maumee  Valley  Traction  line  from  near 
the  center  of  the  city  of  Toledo  to  the  center  of  the  village  of  Maumee, 
providing  ample  •  accommodation  for  passengers  and  freight,  and 
operates  passenger  cars  on  a  schedule  of  about  every  twenty-four 
minutes  and  more  than  forty  cars  daily;  that  The  Toledo,  Bowling 
Green  and  Southern  Traction  Company  operates  between  the  city  of 
Findlay  and  the  city  of  Toledo  upon  an  hourly  schedule  of  eleven  local 
and  ten  limited  cars  each  way  daily,  all  furnishing  service  to  the  in- 
habitants of  said  village  of  Maumee;  that  The  Toledo,  St.  Louis  and 
Western  Railway  Company  operates  its  system  of  railway  extending 
from  the  city  of  Toledo  to  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  passing  through  said 
village,  and  operates  a  number  of  cars  daily  each  way,  and  provides 
ample  accommodation  for  both  passengers  and  freight;  that  the 
Wabash  Railway  Company,  operating  from  said  city  of  Toledo, 
through  said  village  of  Maumee,  to  the  city  of  Ft.  Wayne,  provides 
ample  accommodation ;  that  all  of  said  railways  except  the  Wabash 
Railway  is  located  in  or  in  proximity  to  the  center  of  said  village  of 
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Maumee ;  that  defendant's  railroad  is  located  and  operated  through 
vacant  lands  along  the  west  side  of  said  village  of  Maumee,  about  one- 
half  mile  distant  from  the  center  of  said  village,  and  between  defend- 
ant's said  line  and  the  built-up  portion  of  said  village  is  the  Miami  and 
Erie  Canal  and  The  Clover  Leaf  Railroad,  so,  that,  owing  to  the  con- 
ditions stated,  the  defendant  obtains  but  a  small  per  cent,  of  the 
business,  either  passenger  or  freight,  in  or  out  of  said  village  and 
cannot  expect,  under  present  conditions,  to  obtain  business  sufficient 
to  justify  it  in  maintaining  a  passenger  and  freight  depot  and  agents 
therein,  and  that  the  revenue  derived  from  all  business  in  and  out  of 
Maumee  does  not  amount  to  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  justify  said 
company  in  maintaining  such  depots  and  agents  in  said  village,  and  that 
prior  to  the  filing  of  the  complaint  herein,  defendant,  at  its  shops  in 
Lima,  began  the  framing  of  material  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  at  the 
village  of  Maumee  and  upon  its  line  of  railroad,  a  standard  shelter 
station,  or  waiting  room,  and  that  this,  with  freight  platforms,  will 
provide  all  the  facilities  that  the  business  in  that  locality  will  justify. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  facilities 
and  service  furnished  by  defendant,  for  the  accommodation  of  pas- 
senger and  freight  traffic,  at  the  village  of  Maumee  are  inadequate. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  defendant  is  the  owner  of 
land  upon  which  a  suitable  depot  building  may  be  erected. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  fact  that  the  other  carriers, 
named  in  defendant's  answer,  provide  adequate  passenger  and  freight 
facilities  in  said  village  does  not  excuse  defendant  from  providing 
adequate  facilities  upon  its  line. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  business  offered  to  de- 
fendant is  sufficient  in  volume  to  justify  defendant  in  maintaining  the 
facilities  herein  ordered. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  building  and  facilities  fur- 
nished at  this  point  by  defendant  since  the  commencement  of  this  ac- 
tion are  inadequate.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  defendant,  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany, be  and  it  is,  hereby,  notified  and  required  to  provide  and  main- 
tain at  said  village  of  Maumee  an  adequate  depot  building  on  or  con- 
venient to  its  right-of-way,  for  the  accommodation  of  such  passenger 
and  freight  traffic  as  may  be  offered  to  it  at  this  point.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  building  shall  be  kept  clean,  well  lighted  and 
warmed,  for  the  comfort  and  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  defendant  may  comply  with  this  order  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  building  which  shall  contain  at  least  one  enclosed  room,  not 
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less  in  size  than  twelve  by  fourteen  (12x14)  feet,  or  its  equivalent, 
for  the  accommodation  of  passengers,  and  by  providing  such  additional 
space  in  said  building,  or  in  a  separate  building,  at  the  option  of  de- 
fendant, as  will  afford  adequate  facilities  for  the  handling  of  freight 
forwarded  and  received  at  this  station.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  ninety  (90)  days  from  this  date  shall  be  considered 
a  reasonable  time  within  which  to  comply  with  this  order. 


40.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light 
Company  and  The  River  Gas  Company  for  the  approval  of  the 
sale  of  and  transfer  of  the  property,  except  the  franchise  in  the 
village  of  Chesterhill,  Ohio,  of  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light 
Company  to  The  River  Gas  Company.  Approved  October  21, 
1911. 

In  final  determination  of  the  issues  raised  in  the  following  plead- 
ing: 

The  petition  of  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company,  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  respectfully 
represents : 

1.  That  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company  was  in- 
corporated on  the  21st  day  of  October,  1904,  and  began  the  service  of 
natural  gas  in  the  village  of  Chesterhill  and  country  settlements  ad- 
joining, on  or  about  the  first  day  of  September,  1904,  that  it  has  upon 
all  its  distributing  lines  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  con- 
sumers. 

2.  That  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company  does  not  own 
any  natural  gas  wells,  but  since  about  the  20th  day  of  March,  191 1, 
has  been  procuring  its  natural  gas  from  a  small  gas  well  owned  by 
James  A.  Daugherty,  by  an  arrangement  whereby  The  Chesterhill 
Fuel  and  Light  Company  could  take  such  gas  as  the  well  produced. 

3.  That  the  supply  of  gas  from  the  said  well  is  insufficient  for 
the  demands  of  the  consumers  connected  to  the  lines  of  The  Chester- 
hill Fuel  and  Light  Company  and  that  its  patrons  are  dissatisfied  with 
the  service  on  account  of  the  insufficiency  of  gas ;  that  without  a  large 
investment  made  at  a  risk  which  the  stockholders  of  The  Chesterhill 
Fuel  and  Light  Company  are  unwilling  to  assume,  it  is  impossible  to 
secure  an  adequate  supply  of  natural  gas. 

4.  That  your  petitioner  has  entered  into  a  contract  with  The 
River  Gas  Company,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  West  Virginia, 
for  a  sale  to  that  company  of  all  of  the  plant  of  The  Chesterhill  Fuel 
and   Light  Company,  excepting  only  its  franchise  in  the  village  of 
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Chesterhill,  for  the  sum  of  $4,500.00,  and  upon  condition  that  the  ap- 
proval of  your  Commission  may  be  first  obtained,  and  said  agreement 
of  sale  has  been  ratified  by  the  board  of  directors  and  the  holders  of  all 
of  the  capital  stock  of  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company  in 
meetings  regularly  called  and  held  for  the  purpose.  A  copy  of  said 
agreement  is  attached  hereto  as  exhibit  "A." 

5.  The  mayor  and  council  of  the  village  of  Chesterhill  have 
granted  a  new  franchise  to  The  River  Gas  Company  which  that  com- 
pany is  prepared  to  accept,  providing  the  sale  of  the  plant  of  The 
Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company  is  approved  by  your  Commission. 
A  copy  of  the  ordinance  granting  the  said  franchise  is  hereto  attached 
as  exhibit  "B." 

6.  That  the  stockholders  of  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light 
Company  are  satisfied  with  the  sale  and  believe  the  price  to  be  paid 
for  the  plant  and  property  of  the  company  under  the  circumstances  is 
a  fair  and  equitable  one.  Your  petitioner  further  says  that  the  of- 
ficers of  the  village  of  Chesterhill  and  the  citizens  of  the  village,  so 
far  as  your  petitioner  is  able  to  ascertain,  are  satisfied  that  the  sale  to 
The  River  Gas  Company  and  the  production  of  natural  gas  in  quan- 
tities which  The  River  Gas  Company  is  able  and  willing  to  furnish  will 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  public  of  the  village  of  Chesterhill  and 
the  adjoining  communities,  and  that  the  rate  for  service  provided 
for  in  the  ordinance,  exhibit  "B,"  is  a  reasonable  and  just  rate  to  the 
advantage  and  welfare  of  said  village  and  communities. 

Wherefore,  ypur  petitioner  prays  that  the  agreement  of  sale  sub- 
mitted herewith  as  exhibit  "A"  be  approved  by  your  Commissioners 
and  that  your  consent  be  granted  to  the  sale  of  the  plant  of  The  Ches- 
terhill Fuel  and  Light  Company  to  The  River  Gas  Company. 

And  now,  this  30th  day  of  September,  191 1,  The  River  Gas  Com- 
pany, by  its  officers  duly  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  board  of 
directors,  joins  with  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company,  the 
within  petitioner,  and  respectfully  petitions  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  Ohio  that  the  agreement  of  sale  submitted  herewith  as 
exhibit  "A"  be  approved  by  your  Commission  and  that  your  consent 
be  granted  to  the  sale  of  the  plant  of  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light 
Company  to  The  River  Gas  Company.  Your  petitioner  believes  that 
it  will  be  able  to  give  good  service  to  the  public  and  that  the  rate  for 
service  provided  for  in  exhibit  "B"  is  a  just  and  reasonable  rate,  to 
justify  petitioner  in  the  extension  of  its  lines  to  this  village.  In  case 
this  petition  is  approved,  The  River  Gas  Company  desires  to  file  the 
schedule,  exhibit  "C,"  not  as  a  change  in  rates  but  as  an  additional 
rate  to  be  added  to  the  schedule  of  rates  filed  with  your  Commission, 
to  take  effect  on  and  after  September  20,  191 1. 
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The  Commission,  under  date  of  October  21,  191 1,  entered  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  joint  petition  of  The 
Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company  and  The  River  Gas  Company,  the 
evidence  and  the  exhibits.  After  due  consideration  of  the  pleadings, 
the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  and  the  Commission  being  fully  informed 
in  the  premises,  and  it  appearing  that  the  public  will  be  furnished 
adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate,  the  Commission  is 
satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It  is,  there- 
fore, 

Ordered,  That  The  Chesterhill  Fuel  and  Light  Company  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  all  its  rights  and  property  to 
The  River  Gas  Company  for  the  consideration  and  on  the  terms  set 
out  in  the  contract  made  and  entered  into  by  said  companies  for  such 
conveyance  and  designated  as  exhibit  "A"  and  attached  to  said  joint 
petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  shall  be  in  effect  and  the  authority  there- 
in granted  may  be  exercised  on  and  after  this  date. 


41.  The  Kilbourne  Mutual  Telephone  Company,  Complainant, 
versus  The  The  New  Ashley  Telephone  Company,  et  al.,  De- 
fendants.   Dismissed  December  8,  191 1. 

In  final  determination  of  the  issues  raised  in  the  above  case  by 
the  pleadings  hereinbelow  quoted  (substantially  similar  answers  hav- 
ing been  filed  by  each  company  defendant:) 

PETITION. 

Your  petitioner  represents  that  it  is  a  corporation  duly  organized 
and  acting  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Said  corporation  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  owning  and  operat- 
ing a  telephone  service  in  the  townships  of  Brown  and  Kingston  in 
the  county  of  Delaware  and  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  said  company  having 
approximately  seventy-five  subscribers  and. having  its  exchange  in  Kil- 
bourne in  said  Brown  township. 

Your  petitioner  represents  that  its  lines  meet  the  lines  of  The 
New  Ashley  Telephone  Company,  a  company  operating  a  telephone 
service  in  the  village  of  Ashley,  in  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  said  village,  said  lines  meeting  at  Leonardsburg  in  said 
Brown  township,  but  there  being  no  connection  between  said  lines. 
The  lines  of  the  said  The  New  Ashley  Telephone  Company  do  not 
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extend  into  or  through  the  territory  or  locality  in  which  your  petitioner 
herein  operates  its  service,  and  the  lines  of  your  petitioner  do  not  ex- 
tend into  or  through  the  territory  in  which  the  said  The  New  Ashley 
Telephone  Company  operates  its  service,  and  there  is  no  communica- 
tion between  said  localities  through  or  by  means  of  the  lines  of  either 
of  said  companies  alone. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  its  lines  extend  to  within 
one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  lines  of  The  Sunbury  and  Galena  Tele- 
phone Company,  a  company  operating  a  telephone  service  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Sunbury,  in  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  and  in  the  vicinity  of 
said  villages.  The  lines  of  the  said  The  Sunbury  and  Galena  Telephone 
Company  do  not  extend  to  or  through  the  territory  or  locality  in 
which  your  petitioner  operates  its  service,  and  the  lines  of  your  peti- 
tioner do  not  extend  to  or  through  the  territory  or  locality  in  which 
the  said  The  Sunbury  and  Galena  Telephone  Company  operates  its 
service,  and  there  is  no  communication  between  said  localities  through 
or  by  means  of  the  lines  of  either  of  said  companies  alone. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  The  Citizens  Telephone 
Company  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  has  lines  extending  through  the  territory 
and  locality  wherein  your  petitioner  herein  operates  its  service,  and  that 
the  said  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  has  a 
continuous  line  of  communication  with  both  the  said  The  New  Ashley 
Telephone  Company  and  the  said  The  Sunbury  and  Galena  Telephone 
Company ;  but  your  petitioner  says  that  public  necessity  requires  that 
there  should  be  a  continuous  line  of  communication  between  said  peti- 
tioner and  said  The  New  Ashley  Telephone  Company  and  said  The 
Sunbury  and  Galena  Telephone  Company,  and  joint  service  therewith. 
Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  public  necessity  requires 
that  there  should  be  a  direct  line  of  communication  between  said  peti- 
tioner and  said  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  of  Delaware,  Ohio, 
and  that  no  direct  connection  between  said  companies  now  exists. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner  prays  that  the  sajd  The  New  Ashley 
Telephone  Company  and  the  said  The  Sunbury  and  Galena  Telephone 
Company  and  the  said  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  of  Dela- 
ware, Ohio,  be  required  to  establish  and  maintain  through  lines  and 
joint  service  with  your  petitioner  herein;  that  a  rate  for  such  service 
be  fixed  and  the  cost  of  making  such  connection  be  apportioned  be- 
tween said  companies  and  your  petitioner  herein ;  and  for  such  relief 
as  to  your  Commission  may  seem  just  and  proper,  under  the  authority 
of  section  66  of  an  act  passed  May  31,  191 1,  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Ohio. 

ANSWER  OF  THE  CITIZENS  TELEPHONE  COMPANY. 
Now  comes  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company,  one  of  the  re- 
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spondents  herein,  and  for  answer  to  the  complaint  filed  in  this  cause, 
admits  that  the  complainant  is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

It  admits  that  said  corporation  is  engaged  in  the  business  of 
owning  and  operating  a  telephone  service  in  the  townships  of  Brown 
and  Kingston  in  the  county  of  Delaware,  and  State  of  Ohio,  and  that 
it  has  an  exchange  in  Kilbourne  in  said  Brown  Township,  but  this 
respondent  has  no  knowledge  of  the  number  of  subscribers  said  com- 
pany has  except  as  stated  in  the  complaint,  and  so  denies  the  allega- 
tion in  reference  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  requiring  proof  thereof. 

It  admits  that  this  answering  respondent  has  lines  extending 
through  the  territory  and  locality  wherein  the  petitioner  herein 
operates  its  service,  and  that  it  has  a  continuous  line  of  communication 
with  both  the  said  The  New  Ashley  Telephone  Company  and  the  said 
The  Sunbury  and  Galena  Telephone  Company,  but  it  denies  that  pub- 
lic necessity  requires  that  there  should  be  a  continuous  line  of  com- 
munication between  said  petitioner  and  said  The  New  Ashley  Tele- 
phone Company  and  said  The  Sunbury  and  Galena  Telephone  Com- 
pany, and  joint  service  therewith. 

This  respondent  admits  there  is  no  direct  connection  between  the 
lines  of  this  respondent  and  complainant,  but  it  denies  that  public 
necessity  requires  that  there  should  be  a  direct  line  of  communication 
between  said  petitioner  and  this  respondent. 

And  further  answering  denies  each  and  every  allegation  of  said 
complaint  not  herein  specifically  admitted  to  be  true. 

2.  This  respondent  for  a  second  defense  avers  that  the  petitioner 
is  not  entitled  to  the  relief  prayed  for,  because,  as  this  respondent 
avers,  the  said  petitioner  is  not  such  a  corporation  as  comes  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  May  31,  191 1,  under  which  this  action  is 
brought,  entitling  corporations  to  such  relief  as  is  asked  for  herein, 
the  said  petitioner  for  profit,  and  specifically  excepted  for  the  operation 
of  said  act  by  section  4  of  the  said  act. 

3.  The  respondent  avers  that  the  petitioner  is  not  entitled  to  the 
relief  sought,  because,  as  this  respondent  avers,  this  Commission  has 
no  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the  matters  complained  of  here- 
in, nor  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said  petition,  the  complainant  being  a 
corporation  such  as  is  specifically  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the 
said  act  by  section  4  of  said  act. 

4.  This  respondent  says  that  it  is  a  corporation  for  profit  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  it  was  such  exist- 
ing corporation  long  prior  to  the  organization  of  the  complainant  com- 
pany. It  says  that  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  complainant 
company,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  thereto,  this  respondent  owned  and 
operated  lines  of  telephone  within,  through  and  throughout  the  said 
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Townships  of  Brown  and  Kingston,  as  well  as  through  and  throughout 
other  parts  of  said  Delaware  County,  Ohio,  and  that  it  so  operates  the 
said  lines  of  telephone  within,  through  and  throughout  the  said  town- 
ships aforesaid  at  the  present  time.  That  it  had  at  that  time  and  has 
now  an  exchange  at  Kilbourne,  Ohio,  in  said  Brown  Township,  that  it 
could  and  did  supply  reasonable  and  adequate  facilities  for  supplying 
the  service,  and  were  at  that  time  without  partiality  or  discrimination. 
That  the  said  lines  of  telephone  belonging  to  this  respondent  extended 
along  the  public  highways  within  the  said  townships  and  passed  the 
residences  of  the  subscribers  of  said  petitioner,  and  that  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  October,  A.  D.,  1910,  a  large  majority  of  the  subscribers  of 
the  complainant  company  were  subscribers  of  this  respondent's  com- 
pany and  were  receiving  reasonable  and  adequate  service  throughout 
respondent's  service  without  partiality  or  discrimination.  That  on  the 
first  day  of  October,  A.  D.,  1910,  a  few  of  the  said  subscribers  being 
unwilling  to  pay  the  necessary  increased  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  for  service,  canceled  their  subscriptions  with  respondent,  and 
afterwards  organized  themselves  into  a  mutual  company,  built  their 
lines  paralleling  respondent's  lines  throughout  the  said  townships  and 
along  the  same  highways  and  by  coercion,  threats  and  intimidation 
caused  many  of  the  subscribers  of  the  respondent  company  to  cancel 
their  subscriptions  with  this  respondent,  and  have  caused  respondent 
great  loss  thereto. 

Respondent  says  that  it  has  ever  been,  and  is  now,  ready  and 
willing  to  furnish  service  to  the  individual  subscribers  of  the  com- 
plainant company  if  they  return  to  respondent  and  become  subscribers 
of  respondent  company  and  pay  the  rate  established,  which  it  avers  are 
as  low  as  can  be  reasonably  made,  and  lower  than  in  other  counties. 

This  respondent  says  that  at  no  time  has  public  necessity  required 
the  formation  or  existence  of  the  complainant's  company,  and  says  that 
the  same  has  not  added  further  service  than  was  had  before  its  exist- 
ence. That  the  lines  of  complainant  company  parallel  the  lines  of 
respondent  company  upon  the  same  highways,  and  all  of  its  subscrib- 
ers can  be  readily  connected  up  with  respondent's  lines  at  their  resi- 
dences and  would  thereby  receive  the  benefits  of  respondent's  service 
without  other  and  further  switching  expenses  connected  therewith. 
Respondent  denies  that  the  public  necessity  requires  such  connection 
with  the  lines  of  complainant  and  respondent  to  be  made,  and  it  denies 
each  and  every  allegation  in  reference  thereto. 

Respondent  says  that  the  complainant  has  become  a  competing 
and  rival  company  with  respondent  for  rural  service,  and  that  such 
connection  as  prayed  for  would  work  great  and  irreparable  injury  to 
respondent's  service,  and  will  be  taking  and  appropriating  respondent's 
property  without  due  process  of  law,  and  without  rendering  to  re- 
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spondent  just  and  adequate  compensation,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

Wherefore  this  respondent  asks  that  the  petition  so  far  as  relates 
to  it  be  dismissed  and  that  it  may  go  hence  without  day  and  recover 
its  costs  herein  expended. 

The  Commission,  as  of  date,  December  8,  191 1,  entered  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

This  case  came  on  this  day  for  further  hearing,  and  it  appearing 
that  the  Kilbourne  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  incor- 
porated and  organized,  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  not  for  profit,  the  Com- 
mission find  that  said  company  has  not  thek  legal  capacity  to  maintain 
this  action  and  the  same  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


42.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ironton  Electric  Company 
for  authority  to  issue  $14,000.00  capital  stock..  Approved  Janu- 
ary 27,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Ironton  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  21st  day  of  October,  191 1,  filed  its 
petition  for  authority  to  issue  its  common  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
$14,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  securing  funds  to  be  used  in  the  pur- 
chase of,  and  the  making  of  necessary  improvements  on  and  addi- 
tions to  certain  property  of  The  Ohio  Valley  Electric  Company,  an  in- 
ventory showing  the  character  and  value  of  said  property  being  at- 
tached to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  said  property 
being  now  and  heretofore  used  by  the  said  The  Ohio  Valley  Elect-ic 
Railway  Company  for  municipal,  mercantile  and  commercial  electric 
lighting  in  the  city  of  Ironton,  Ohio,  and  the  time  of  hearing  said 
matter  having  been  fixed  for  October  27,  191 1,  and  due  niotice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  said  matter 
having  been  heard  in  part  at  said  time,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof 
having  been  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day 
for  final  hearing. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence, 
examining  the  exhibits  and  making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  stock  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful 
obligations  of  said  corporation,  it  is, 

Ordered,  That'said  The  Ironton  Electric  Company  be,  and  it  is, 
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hereby,  authorized  to  issue  its  common  stock  at  the  par  value  of  four- 
teen thousand  dollars  ($14,000.00),  and  that  said  stock  be  sold  at  not 
less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the 
Commission  that  the  capital  to  be  secured  by  the  sale  of  said  stock  is 
reasonably  required  for  the  purposes  of  said  The  Ironton  Electric  Com- 
pany.   It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  be 
devoted  to  said  The  Ironton  Electric  Company  to,  and  used  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  The  purchase  of  and  the 
making  of  necessary  improvements  on  and  additions  to  the  property 
fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibit,  which  is  made  a  part  hereof 
by  reference.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Ironton  Electric  Company  make  veri- 
fied report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  stock, 
or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale ;  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
sale,  the  amount  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
par  value  of  said  stock ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of 
three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  made  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail, 
the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  and  that  such 
report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock  have 
been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


43.  The  Federal  Clay  Product  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed 
March  13,  1912. 

For  its  petition,  the, complainant  herein,  as  of  date  October  23, 
191 1,  filed  the  following  pleading: 
The  complainant  says : 

1.  It  is  a  corporation  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  of  brick  at  Mineral  City,  Ohio. 

2.  That  the  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  car- 
rier, engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  rail- 
road between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  car- 
rier said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

3.  That  on  or  about  August  25,  1910,  B.  &  O.  car  182865,  loaded 
with  white  dry  sand  was  received  at  Mineral  City  in  a  leaking  condi- 
tion, shipment  having  originated  at  Silica,  Mich.,  August  22,  1910.  Car 
was  refused  on  arrival  account  its  condition,  and  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  people  requested  to  have  it  reweighed.     Their  scale 
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weight  according  to  attached  expense  bills  made  weight  greater  than 
it  was  originally,  even  though  conditions  would  indicate  that  car  had 
lost  a  great  amount  of  sand.  For  reweighing  and  hauling  car  from 
Mineral  City  to  Sandy ville  and  return,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles 
each  way,  they  have  charged  us  $40.68,  and  in  addition  to  this,  ren- 
dered a  bill  for  $1.00  covering  increased  weight  from  original  shipping 
point  to  destination.  When  car  was  reweighed  it  was  placed  on  our 
tracks  and  unloaded.  We  being  on  credit  list  with  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  freight  bills  were  not  presented  until  sev- 
eral days  later,  when  payment  was  refused  on  account  of  charges  being 
excessive,  but  finally  paid  under  protest.

namely  $40.68  plus  $1.00  or  a  total  of  $41.68.  If  we  stand  the  loss  of 
the  sand,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  should  perform 
this  service  free,  as  there  is  no  question  but  what  a  considerable

The  People's  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  Ohio,  with  its  principal  place  of  business  at  Geneva,  Ohio, 
having,  on  the  6th  day  of  February,  1912,  filed  its  amended  petition  for 
authority  to  issue  its  common  stock  of  the  par  value  of  eight  thousand 
dollars,  and  said  matter  having  been  set  for  hearing,  March  6,  1912,  at 
2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and  the 
further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day,  the 
same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing.

45.  The  Central  Ohio  Operators  Association,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Dis- 
missed July  12th,  1912. 

On  the  25th  day  of  October,  191 1,  the  following  petition  was  filed 
with  the  Commission : 

Complainant  says  that  it  is  a  voluntary  association  of  coal  oper- 
ators and  miners,  the  members  of  which  own  and  control  and  are 
operating  a  large  number  of  coal  mines  on  a  vein  of  coal  in  the  State 
of  Ohio  in  the  district  known  as  the  Middle  District,  located  chiefly 
in  the  county  of  Tuscarawas,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  they  mine 
and  produce  from  said  mines  a  large  quantity  of  coal  each  year. 
Among  the  objects  of  said  association  is  the  object  of  protecting  the 
rights  of  the  members  thereof  and  to  promote  their  general  welfare, 
including  the  securing  and  regulation  of  railroad  freight  rates  from 
their  respective  mines  to  the  market  for  the  coal  mined  therein,  and 
that  the  place  of  business  of  said  association  is  in  the  Columbia  Build- 
ing, in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Defendant,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  is  a 
railroad  corporation,  owning  and  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,  in  and  through  the  territory  and  parts  of  Ohio  known 
as  said  Middle  District,  where  many  mines  of  members  of  com- 
plainant are  located,  and  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  trans- 
portation of  persons  and  property  by  railroad  in  and  through  the  said 
territory,  and  thence  to  various  other  points  and  places  in  the  State 
of  Ohio,  where  said  coal  is  marketed. 

Complainant  says  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  coal  mines 
owned  and  operated  by  members  of  complainant,  located  upon  the 
lines  of  the  defendant  company,  the  coal  mined  from  which  is  loaded 
on  the  cars  of  the  defendant  company,  and  by  it  transported  to  various 
places  in  the  State  of  Ohio  where  said  coal  is  marketed. 

Complainant  says  that  each  and  all  of  the  rates  of  freight 
charged  by  the  defendant  company  for  the  transportation  of  said 
coal  by  it  from  the  said  Middle  District  to  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio 
on  the  line  of  its  railroad,  from  the  point  of  shipment  to  New  Phila- 
delphia, Canal  Dover,  Beach  City,  Rittman,  Sandusky  and  Chicago 
Junction,  all  being  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio  upon  the  line  of  the  de- 
fendant company's  railroad  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  which  rates 
of  freight  from  said  Middle  District  it  demands,  charges  and  collects 
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from  the  shippers  of  such  coal  for  such  transportation  thereof,  over 
the  line  of  the  said  defendant's  railroad  to  said  points,  and  to  all  other 
points  on  the  line  of  the  defendant  company's  railroad  within  the 
State  of  Ohio,  are  excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  per  se,  and  are 
excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  by  comparison  with  rates  de- 
manded, charged  and  collected  by  defendant,  and  by  other  railroads 
for  the  transportation  of  coal  from  other  localities  which  compete  in 
the  market  where  sold,  with  coal  mined  and  sold  in  Ohio  by  the  miners 
and  shippers  of  coal  who  are  members  of  the  complainant. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  the  defendant  be  required  to 
answer  the  charges  and  complaint  herein  made,  and  that  a  hearing 
and  investigation  of  this  complaint  may  be  had  by  the  Commission, 
and  that  thereupon  an  order  be  made  by  this  Commission,  com- 
manding the  defendant  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  violation  of  the 
laws  of  Ohio  herein  complained  of,  and  from  demanding,  charging  and 
collecting  said  unjust,  excessive  and  unreasonable  rates,  and  that  this 
Commission  will  determine  'herein  what  reasonable  and  just  rates 
shall  be  charged  by  defendant  for  the  transportation  by  it  of  coal  from 
said  Middle  District  to  the  points  designated  herein,  in  lieu  of  said 
excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  rates  herein  complained  of,  and 
for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  neces- 
sary and  proper  in  the  premises. 

For  answer  to  such  petition,  the  defendant  says : 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  says  it  has  no 
knowledge  as  to  the  character  of  the  organization  of  the  complaint 
herein  and,  therefore,  denies  the  averments  of  the  complainant  in  rela- 
tion thereto  and  demands  strict  proof. 

That  it  has  no  knowledge  as  to  who  the  members  of  the  com- 
plainant association  are,  what  their  business  is,  and  therefore  denies 
the  averments  of  the  complainant  in  that  respect. 

That  it  has  no  knowledge  of  the  objects  of  the  complainant 
association,  and  denies  the  averments  of  the  complainant  in  reference 
to  said  objects. 

Defendant  admits  it  is  a  railroad  corporation  operating  lines  of 
railroad  in  the  State  of  Ohio  in  and  through  the  parts  of  Ohio  alleged 
in  the  complaint,  and  that  it  is  a  common  carrier,  as  alleged  in  the 
complaint. 

Defendant  denies  that  its  freight  rates  referred  to  in  the  com- 
plaint are  excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  per  se,  and  denies  that 
the  same  are  excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  by  comparison  with 
rates  demanded  and  charged  and  collected  by  this  defendant  and 
other  railroads  for  similar  services  under  similar  conditions,  and  de- 
nies that  said  rates  are  excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  by  com- 
parison with  rates  demanded,  charged  and  collected  by  defendant  or  by

said  Middle  District  to  the  points  designated  herein,  in  lieu  of  said  ex- 
cessive, unjust  and  unreasonable  rates  herein  complained  of,  and  for 
such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper  in  the  premises. 

For  answer  to  such  petition,  the  defendant  says: 

It  has  no  knowledge  as  to  the  allegations  of  paragraph  I,  and 
requests  due  proof  thereof. 

It  admits  the  allegations  of  paragraphs  2  and  3. 

It  denies  that  the  rates  charged  by  it  for  the  transportation  of 
coal  upon  its  lines  of  railroad  between  points  within  the  State  of  Ohio 
are  in  any  respect  excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  either  in  them- 
selves or  as  compared  with  rates  charged  by  it  for  similar  services 
under  similar  conditions. 

Wherefore,  this  defendant  prays  that  the  said  complaint  may  be 
hence  dismissed. 

For  its  amended  complaint,  filed  December  26,  191 1,  complainant 
says: 

Complainant  says  that  it  is  a  voluntary  association  of  coal 
operators  and  miners,  the  members  of  which  own  and  control  and  are 
operating  a  large  number  of  coal  mines  on  a  vein  of  coal  in  the  State 
of  Ohio  in  the  district  known  as  the  Middle  District,  located  chiefly 
in  the  county  of  Tuscarawas,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  they  mine 
and  produce  from  said  mines  a  large  quantity  of  coal  each  year. 
Among  the  objects  of  the  said  association  is  the  object  of  protecting 
the  rights  of  the  members  thereof,  and  to  promote  their  general  wel- 
fare, including  the  securing  and  regulation  of  railroad  freight  rates 
from  their  respective  mines  to  the  market  for  the  coal  mined  therein, 
and  that  the  place  of  business  of  the  said  association  is  in  the  Columbia 
Building,  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Defendant,  The  Pennsylvania  Company,  is  a  railroad  corpora- 
tion, owning  and  operating  lines  of  railroad  in  the  State  of.  Ohio,  in 
and  through  the  territory  and  parts  of  Ohio  known  as  said  Middle 
District  where  many  mines  of  members  of  complainant  are  located, 
and  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and 
property  by  railroad  in  and  through  the  said  territory,  and  thence  to 
various  other  points  and  places  in  the  State  of  Ohio  where  '".aid  coal 
is  marketed. 

Complainant  says  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  coal  mines 
owned  and  operated  by  members  of  complainant,  located  upon  the 
line  of  the  defendant  company,  the  coal  mined  from  which  is  loaded 
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on  the  cars  of  the  defendant  company  and  by  it  transported  to  various 
places  in  the  State  of  Ohio  where  the  said  coal  is  marketed. 

Complainant  says  that  each  and  all  of  the  rates  of  freight  charged 
by  the  defendant  company  for  the  transportation  of  said  coal  by  it 
from  the  said  Middle  District  to  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio  on  the  line 
of  defendant's  railroad  from  the  point  of  shipment  to  all  points  in 
the  State  of  Ohio  upon  the  line  of  the  defendant  company's  railroad, 
and  which  rates  of  freight  from  said  Middle  District  it  demands, 
charges  and  collects  from  the  shippers  of  such  coal  for  such  trans- 
portation thereof  over  the  line  of  the  said  defendant's  railroad  to  all 
points  upon  the  line  of  defendant's  railroad  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  in- 
cluding the  following  rates  from  New  Philadelphia  and  Canal  Dover, 
Ohio,  to  the  points  respectively  specified,  namely :

and  are  excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  by  a  comparison  with 
rates  demanded,  charged  and  collected  by  the  defendant  and  other 
railroads  for  similar  services  under  similar  conditions. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  the  defendant  be  required  to 
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answer  the  charges  and  complaint  herein  made,  and  that  a  hearing 
and  investigation  of  this  complaint  may  be  had  by  this  Commission, 
and  that  thereupon  an  order  be  made  by  this  Commission,  command- 
ing the  defendant  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  violation  of  the  laws 
of  Ohio  herein  complained  of,  and  from  demanding,  charging  and  col- 
lecting said  unjust,  excessive  and  unreasonable  rates,  and  that  this 
Commission  will  determine  herein  what  reasonable  and  just  rates 
shall  be  charged  by  defendant  for  the  transportation  by  it  of  coal  from 
said  Middle  District  to  the  points  designated  herein,  in  lieu  of  said 
excessive,  unjust  and  unreasonable  rates  herein  complained  of,  and 
for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  neces- 
sary and  proper  in  the  premises. 

Answering  such  amended  complaint,  the  defendant  says : 

For  its  answer  to  the  amended  complaint,  the  defendant  admits 
the  allegations  of  the  second  and  third  paragraphs,  respectively,  of 
the  amended  complaint. 

The  defendant  has  no  knowledge  or  information  respecting  the 
matters  or  things  alleged  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  amended  com- 
plaint and  therefore  denies  the  same  and  each  of  the  same  and  de- 
mands proof  thereof. 

The  defendant  denies  that  any  of  the  rates  charged  by  it  for  the 
transportation  of  coal  upon  its  lines  of  railroad,  between  either  the 
points  set  forth  in  the  amended  complaint  or  elsewhere,  are  excessive, 
unjust  or  unreasonable,  either  in  the  respects  charged  in  the  amended 
complaint  or  otherwise. 

Wherefore  the  defendant  prays  that  the  amended  complaint  may 
be  dismissed  and  that  it  may  go  hence  without  day. 

This  case  was  never  assigned  for  hearing  and,  on  July  12,  1912, 
was  closed  with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry: 

Upon  application  of  complainant,  this  case  is  dismissed  without 
prejudice.

with  The  Equitable  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  as  trustee,  a  tenta- 
tive draft  of  which  is  to  said  application  attached  marked  schedule 
"A"  and  made  a  part  thereof,  and  said  railway  company  having  there- 
upon requested  that  this  Commission  by  order  duly  made,  authorize, 
consent  to  and  permit  the  issue  and  sale  by  said  railway  company  of 
said  $4,000,000,  face  amount,  of  said  two-year  four  and  one-half  per 
cent,  gold  notes  for  the  purposes  and  upon  the  terms  hereinafter  set 
forth : 

Now,  therefore,  said  application  having  been  duly  considered

Ordered,  That  said,  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  $35,900.00 
and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  at  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it 
being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  capital  to 
be  secured  by  the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  said 
purposes  of  the  corporation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
be  devoted  by  said,  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company,  to,  and  used 
for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  The  discharge  of 
its  lawful  obligations  in  taking  up  and  paying  off  its  bonds  of  like 
amount  falling  due  and  becoming  payable  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
1912.     It  is  further 

Ordered,   That   said,   The    Citizens   Telephone    Company   make 
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verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale ;  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  sale;  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  par  value  of  said  bonds,  At  the  termination  of  each  and 
every  period  of  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth 
in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  -have  been  de- 
voted, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  order;  and  that  such 
report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  have  been  ex- 
pended, pursuant  to  this  order. 


53.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Dayton  Power  and  Light 
Company  for  approval  of  minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of 
rates  to  be  charged  for  electric  current  in  the  city  of  Dayton, 
Ohio.     Approved  February  8,  1912. 

The  tariffs  submitted  by  the  petitioner  herein,  carrying  a 
minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rates,  were  approved  by  the 
Commission  under  date  of  February  8,  1912,  and  the  following  order 
entered : 

It  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  schedule  of  rates  sub- 
mitted for  approval,  has  been  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  November  7, 
191 1,  withdrawn  by  said  company,  and  no  other  schedule  substituted 
therefor,  this  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


54.  In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  A.  F.  Herbsleb,  on  behalf  of 
the  users  of  electric  current  of  an  unjust,  unreasonable  and  un- 
lawful charge  for  such  current  by  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.     Dismissed  December  26,  191 1. 

The  issues  raised  in  the  following  petition  were  not  answered 
by  the  defendant  nor  did  the  complainant  press  a  trial  for  the  same: 

"On  behalf  of  a  tax  payer,  who  is  acting  on  behalf  of  himself 
and  all  other  tax  payers,  and  who  is  a  user  of  electricity  affected  by 
the  clauses  below  quoted,  promulgated  by  The  Union  Gas  and  Elec- 
tric Company,  of  this  city,  and  included  in  their  rate  schedule,  I  de- 
sire to  know  whether  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  been 
authorized  by  your  body  to  make  charges  in  accordance  with  the 
following  clauses : 

"1.     Auxiliary  Service  With  Limited  Hours. 
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"In  consideration  of  the  maintenance  of  the  service  to  be  sup- 
plied under  this  contract  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  private  generating 
plant  on  these  premises  or  elsewhere,  the  consumer  guarantees  as  a 
service  charge  the  sum  of  $36.00  per  year  per  kilowatt  or  fraction 
thereof  of  the  maximum  demand  stated  in  the  application,  payable  in 
equal  monthly  installments.  The  maximum  demand  so  stated  is  that 
proportion  of  the  installation  which  the  consumer  has  determined  as 
sufficient  for  his  needs.  Current  will  be  charged  for  at  the  regular 
rates  for  the  class  to  which  such  installation  belongs,  but  in  no  case 
will  sudh  charge  be  less  than  the  guarantee  or  service  charge. 

"The  consumer  agrees  not  to  use  current  under  this  service  be- 
tween the  hours  of  4:00  p.  m.  and  6:00  p.  m.  of  the  months  of  Novem- 
ber, December,  January  and  February. 

"An  automatic  circuit  breaker  will  be  furnished  at  the  con- 
sumer's expense  and  will  be  set  so  as  to  open  the  circuit  when  the 
load  to  which  it  is  adjusted  is  reached  or  exceeded.  This  circuit 
breaker  will  be  set  to  open  at  the  load  specified  in  the  application  as 
the  maximum  demand.  In  addition  to  the  circuit  breaker  the  com- 
pany will  also  install  fuses  which  are  rated  to  open  the  circuit  at  a 
slightly  higher  load  than  that  for  which  the  circuit  breaker  is  set.  In 
case  these  fuses  are  blown  out  by  excessive  overload,  the  company 
will  supply  new  fuses  and  replace  those  blown  out  for  a  fee  of  $i.oc 
in  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  replaced  fuses. 

"2.    Auxiliary  Service  With  Unlimited  Hours. 

"In  consideration  of  the  maintenance  of  the  service  to  be  sup- 
plied under  this  contract  as  a  reserve  auxiliary  or  breakdown  to  the 
private  generating  plant  on  these  premises  or  elsewhere,  the  con- 
sumer guarantees  as  a  service  charge  the  sum  of  $36.00  per  year  per 
kilowatt  or  fraction  thereof  of  the  maximum  demand  stated  in  the 
application  payable  in  equal  monthly  installments.  The  maximum 
demand  so  stated  is  that  proportion  of  the  installation  which  the  con- 
sumer has  determined  as  sufficient  for  his  needs.  The  consumer  may 
use  thirty  kilowatt  hours  per  month  for  each  kilowatt  of  the  maximum 
demand  without  extra  charge.  If  current  is  consumed  in  excess  of 
thirty  kilowatt  hours  for  each  kilowatt  of  the  maximum  demand, 
then  the  total  current  consumption  less  thirty  kilowatt  hours  for 
each  kilowatt  of  the  maximum  demand  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  cur- 
rent consumption,  and  will  be  charged  for  at  the  regular  rates  in 
addition  to  the  guarantee  or  service  charge. 

"An  automatic  circuit  breaker  will  be  furnished  at  the  con- 
sumer's expense  and  will  be  set  so  as  to  open  the  circuit  when  the 
load  to  which  it  is  adjusted  is  reached  or  exceeded.  This  circuit 
breaker  will  be  set  to  open  at  the  load  specified  in  the  application  as 
the  maximum  demand.     In  addition  to  the  circuit  breaker  the  com- 
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pany  will  also  install  fuses  which  are  rated  to  open  the  circuit  at  a 
slightly  higher  load  than  that  for  which  the  circuit  breaker  is  set. 
In  case  these  fuses  are  blown  out  by  excessive  overload,  the  company 
will  supply  new  fuses  and  replace  those  blown  out  for  a  fee  of  $1.00 
in  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  replaced  fuses. 

"See  pages  17  and  18  of  the  Application  Form  Rate  Schedules 
and  Rules  and  Regulations  for  Electric  Service  of  The  Union  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose. 

"Explaining  the  above,  what  is  meant  by  'auxiliary  service  with 
limited  hours'  is  this :  Suppose  a  manufacturing  plant  which  operates 
its  own  steam  or  gas  engine,  also  has  a  generator  for  supplying  its 
electric  current,  we  will  say  for  its  own  lighting  purposes.  Through- 
out the  time  of  its  ordinary  operation  for  manufacturing  purposes, 
this  manufacturing  plant  will  make  its  own  electricity  After  shutting 
down  its  steam  or  gas  engine  for  manufacturing  purposes  for  the  day, 
it  will  switch  onto  the  public  lighting  service  of  The  Union  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  as  an  auxiliary  service  for  such  time  as  it  may  use 
the  current  outside  of  regular  working  hours,  with  the  proviso  that 
this  auxiliary  service  will  not  be  served  between  the  hours  of  4:00 
p.  m.  and  6:00  p.  m.  during  the  months  of  November,  December, 
January  and  February. 

"What  is  meant  by  the  'auxiliary  service  with  unlimited  hours' 
is  the  same  as  the  above,  without,  however,  any  restriction  as  to  the 
hours  in  which  this  auxiliary  service  may  be  employed. 

"Under  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  which  is  an  existing 
contract  with  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  The  Union  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  has  throughout  the  now  existing  term  of  that 
contract  or  ordinance  been  furnishing  this  auxiliary  service,  under 
the  terms  of  that  ordinance.  The  sections  of  the  ordinance  relating 
to  charges  are  as  follows,  namely : 

"Sec.   1016.     Electricity — Price  of — 

"That  for  the  period  of  ten  (10)  years  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  the  original  ordinance,  to-wit:  January  25,  1904,  and 
the  acceptance  thereof  by  The  Cincinnati  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  which  said  acceptance  was  on  March 
1,  1904,  said  company  may  charge  for  electricity  furnished  to 
public  buildings  and  to  citizens  or  private  consumers  of  said 
city  of  Cincinnati,  eleven  (11)  cents  per  kilowatt.  And  the 
said  The  Cincinnati  Gas  and  Electric  Company  shall  in  no  event 
during  the  said  term  of  ten  (10)  years  charge  more  for  electricity 
furnished  to  public  buildings  or  individuals  than  the  price  herein 
specified. 

"Sec.  1017.  That  said  company  may,  as  a  maintenance 
charge,  when  less  than  ten  (10)  kilowatts  of  current  is  consumed 
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in  any  one  month,  for  each  and  every  kilowatt  connected  for  any 
consumer,  charge  and  collect  the  sum  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar. 

"(See  page  363  of  the  Codification  of  Ordinances  of  the  city  of 
Cincinnati,  191 1.) 

"The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  the  successor  of  The 
Cincinnati  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and  is  bound  by  this  ordinance 
and  contract. 

"(See  page  100  of  the  pamphlet  continuing  the  ordinances  and 
resolutions  of  council  following  Henderson's  compilation,  1906.) 

"It  will  be  noted  that  the  maximum  charge  made  for  this  serv- 
ice under  the  ordinance  amounts  to  $1.00  per  month  per  kilowatt  of 
capacity. 

"The  charge  provided  for  under  the  rate  schedule  first  above 
quoted  is  an  increase  of  300  per  cent.,  namely,  to  $3.00  per  month 
for  the  same  service.  This  latter  charge  is  unjust  and  unreasonable 
and  unlawful. 

"In  explanation  of  my  inquiry  I  will  say  that  the  rates  included 
in  the  above  pargraphs  first  above  quoted  of  the  rate  schedule  of  The 
Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  of  this  city,  increase  the  minimum 
charge  for  electric  service  mentioned  in  said  paragraphs,  as  stated, 
three  hundred  (300)  per  cent. 

"I  desire  to  know  whether  this  increase  was  explained  to  your 
body  when  this  schedule  was  filed,  or  at  any  time,  and  whether  you 
have  sanctioned  it  with  this  understanding. 

"In  further  explanation  of  the  above  charges  I  will  say  that  The 
Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  boldly  confirms  the  charge  that  the 
intention  of  the  charges  made  for  electric  service  in  the  above  men- 
tioned paragraphs  first  quoted  is  to  make  the  minimum  charge  so 
high  that  it  will  practically  equal  the  power  consumption  of  electricity 
produced  by  the  sum  of  the  capacity  of  the  private  generating,  plant 
plus  the  electricity  supplied  by  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

"In  other  words,  it  means  that  in  addition  to  paying  for  the 
electricity  actually  supplied  by  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company, 
the  consumer  would  also  pay  to  said  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  for  the  electricity  which  the  consumer  produces  for  him- 
self at  his  own  expense. 

"I  desire  to  know  further  whether  the  schedule  of  rates  first 
above  quoted  were  filed  with  you  under  section  18  of  the  public 
utilities  act  (102  Ohio  laws,  page  549,  544).  If  they  were,  the  filing 
with  you  has  been  unlawful,  for  the  reason  that  the  rates  specified  in 
said  paragraphs  were  not  in  effect  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of 
the  said  act,  as  provided  by  said  section. 

"Section  14  of  the  said  act  also  provides  that  every  unjust  and 
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unreasonable  charge  for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared  to 
be  unlawful.  The  very  intent  and  purpose  of  the  schedule  is  to  make 
an  unjust  and  unreasonable  charge  and  is  made  among  others  for  the 
express  purpose  of  attempting  to  prevent  manufacturers  and  users 
who  have  their  own  power  plants  for  making  their  own  electricity  and 
compelling  them  to  purchase  the  electricity  from  The  Union  Gas  and 
Electric  Company.     The  intention  is  to  create  a  monopoly. 

"In  order  to  show  the  unjust,  unreasonable  and  unlawful  effect 
of  the  charges  attempted  to  be  made  by  said  paragraphs,  I  need  only 
state  that  if  for  example,  a  concern  is  employing  a  maximum  demand 
of  50  kilowatts,  its  minimum  monthly  charge  under  the  ordinance 
above  stated  would  be  and  has  been  throughout  the  term  of  the 
ordinance  or  contract  the  sum  of  $50.00.  This  amount,  where  the 
concern  is  using  its  own  power  plant  for  generating  its  own  elec.- 
tricity,  has  been  found  to  be  an  outside  figure  for  its  current  derived 
as  auxiliary  service  from  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and 
is  seldom  exceeded.  This  minimum  charge  is  as  a  rule  in  excess  of 
the  actual  current  supplied  by  the  electric  company.  Without  fur- 
nishing one  additional  watt  of  electricity,  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  is,  by  its  rate  schedule  first  above  quoted,  entitled  to  make 
an  increased  charge  of  300  per  cent.,  or  $150.00  in  money,  for  the  ex- 
ample mentioned.  In  other  words  it  gets  $100.00  additional  without 
furnishing  one  cent's  worth  more  of  current  or  its  equivalent  or  any- 
thing else  in  return. 

"In  order  to  further  show  the  injustice  of  these  charges,  it  may 
be  stated  that  as  an  actual  fact  the  electric  current  can  be  generated 
by  private  parties  for  their  own  consumption  at  a  cost  which  is  only 
a  small  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  ordinary  rate  charges  of  the 
electric  company,  and  that  the  difference  in  charge,  which  would  be 
permitted  by  a  charge,  such  as  that  contained  in  the  paragraphs  first 
above  quoted,  would  be  largely  in  excess  of  the  actual  amount  for 
which  the  consumer  could  supply  himself  with  his  own  electricity 
throughout  the  time  that  he  is  not  using  the  auxiliary  service.  There- 
fore the  consumer  would  be  paying  the  electric  company  for  the  elec- 
tricity produced  by  himself. 

"Looking  at  the  matter  from  any  light  or  angle  therefore,  the 
proposed  charges  are  unjust  and  unreasonable  and  are  consequently 
unlawful,  and  under  the  court  decisions  you  have  no  authority  to  in- 
crease the  ordinance  or  contract  rates. 

"I  am  convinced  that  if  the  matter  had  been  explained  to  you 
in  its  true  light  that  you  would  never  have  permitted  these  para- 
graphs in  the  rate  schedule  of  this  company. 

"Please  give  the  above  matters  your  prompt  consideration  and 
let  me  have  all  the  information  in  your  power." 
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The  matter  was,  therefore,  December  26,  191 1,  disposed  of  with 
the  following  entry  of  dismissal : 

Upon  the  application  of  complainant,  this  case  is  hereby  dis- 
missed without  prejudice.

Upon  the  sale  of  said  common  stock  and  bonds,  or  either,  or  any  part 
of  either,  the  fact  of  such  sale ;  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale ;  the 
amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value 
of  said  common  stock,  and  not  less  than  eighty-five  per  centum  of  the 
par  value  of  said  bonds.  At  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period 
of  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use 
made  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  common  stock  and 
bonds,  or  of  either,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purpose  to 
which  said  proceeds  have  been  devoted  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order;  and  that  such  report  shall  be  made  until  all  the 
proceeds  of  said  common  stock  and  bonds  have  been  expended  pur- 
suant to  this  order. 


56.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Licking  Light  and  Power 
Company  for  approval  of  minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of 
rates  to  be  charged  for  electric  current  in  the  city  of  Newark.

The  ♦  :n IfTs  submitted  by  the  petitioner  herein,  carrying  a  min- 
imum charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rates,  were  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission under  date  of  October  28,  191 1,  and  the  following  order  en- 
tered.

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Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  ever  since  the  filing  of  said 
schedule  your"  petitioner  has  charged  and  furnished  telephone  service 
at  the  rates  and  pursuant  to  the  classification  therein  made. 

Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  on  the  4th  day  of  October, 
191 1,  the  city  of  Tiffin,  assuming  to  have  the  right  to  fix  the  rates  that 
your  petitioner  might  charge  for  telephone  service,  passed  a  rate  regu- 
lating ordinance  which  ordinance  was  and  is  in  words  and  figures  as 
follows,  to-wit: 

"Regulating  the  prices  which  telephone  companies  may 
charge  for  the  use  of  telephones  furnished  to  the  city  of  Tiffin, 
and  to  the  citizens  thereof. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Tiffin,  State  of  Ohio: 

"Section  1.  During  the  period  of  five  years  from  and  after 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  prices  for  the  use  of  telephones  by 
the  city  of  Tiffin,  State  of  Ohio,  furnished  by  any  and  all  tele- 
phone companies,  in  the  said  city,  be  and  the  same  are  fixed  as 
follows :

Individual  residence  telephones 1  50  per  month 

Business  telephones  on  party  line 2  50  per  month 

Business  telephones  on  individual  lines 3  00  per  month 

"Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  from  and  after  the  earliest  period  allowed  by  law." 

Your  petitioner  shows  that  it  is  aggrieved  by  the  passage  of 
said  ordinance  and  of  the  rates  therein  fixed  in  the  following  par- 
ticulars. 

1.  Your  petitioner  shows  that  the  city  of  Tiffin  did  not  have 
any  authority  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  to 
regulate  telephone  rates  and  that  therefore  said  ordinance  is  null  and 
void. 

2.  Your  petitioner  complains  and  shows  that  neither  the  Public 
Service  Commission  law  in  the  State  of  Ohio  nor  any  other  law  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  has  ever  delegated  to  the  city  of  Tiffin  or  to  its  council 
the  right  or  authority  to  pass  any  ordinance  fixing  or  regulating  rates 
that  your  petitioner,  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Telephone  Company, 
shall  charge  for  furnishing  telephone  service,  and  that  the  said  ordi- 
nance and  each  and  every  part  thereof  was  and  is  null  and  void. 

3.  Your  petitioner  further  complains  to  said  Commission  that 
the  rates  and  each  and  every  one  of  said  rates  fixed  by  the  terms  of 
the  said  ordinance  hereinbefore  quoted  are  unreasonable  in  this,  that 
they  are  too  low. 

4.  Your  petitioner  complains  and  shows  that  a  rate  fixed  in  said 
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ordinance  of  $1.00  per  month  for  residence  service  on  a  two-party  line 
is  unreasonable  and  too  low  a  rate  at  which  to  furnish  said  service. 

5.  Your  petitioner  further  complains  and  shows  that  a  rate  of 
$1.50  per  month  for  telephone  service  on  individual  residence  'phones 
as  fixed  in  said  ordinance  is  unreasonable  in  this — that  it  is  too  low, 
and  that  said  service  cannot  be  furnished  at  said  rate. 

6.  Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  $2.50  per  month  for 
service  of  business  'phones  on  party  line  as  fixed  in  said  ordinance  is 
unreasonably  low,  and  that  that  character  of  service  cannot  be  fur- 
nished at  said  price. 

7.  Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  $3.00  per  month  for  the 
service  of  business  'phones  on  individual  lines  as  fixed  by  said  ordi- 
nance is  unreasonable ;  that  said  rate  is  too  low  and  that  service  of  the 
kind  last  enumerated  cannot  be  furnished  at  the  rate  therein  specified: 

8.  Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  the  rates  hereinbefore  set 
out  that  were  filed  with  the  said  Public  Service  Commission  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  191 1,  are  the  fair  and 
reasonable  rates  for  the  character  of  service  therein  specified,  and  your 
petitioner  complains  of  the  action  of  the  said  city  of  Tiffin  and  its 
city  council  in  fixing  the  rates  at  a  lower  amount;  your  petitioner 
hereby  complaining  and  showing  that  telephone  service  of  the  char- 
acter enumerated  in  the  schedule  of  rates  "filed  by  your  petitioner  with 
said  Commission  cannot  be  furnished  at  a  less  figure  than  is  stipulated 
in  said  schedule  without  your  petitioner  losing  money  on  the  service 
so  furnished. 

9.  Your  petitioner  further  complains  that  the  rates  so  fixed  by 
the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Tiffin  in  the  ordinance  hereinbefore 
quoted  are  excessively  low  and  confiscatory,  and  that  said  rates  will 
compel  your  petitioner  to  operate  its  said  telephone  plant,  and  to 
furnish  the  said  telephone  service  in  said  ordinance  enumerated,  at 
a  loss  during  the  entire  period  of  five  years  embraced  within  the  terms 
of  said  ordinance,  and  your  petitioner  complains  that  the  rates  so 
fixed,  and  each  of  them  in  and  by  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  will  not 
enable  your  petitioner  to  pay  its  reasonable  and  necessary  operating 
expenses  and  earn  or  receive  interest  or  income  on  the  property 
and  capital  invested  in  said  telephone  exchange. 

10.  Your  petitioner  complains  and  shows  that  the  rates  fixed  in 
the  said  ordinance  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Tiffin  hereinbefore 
set  forth  are  confiscatory ;  that  the  enforcement  of  the  said  rates  will 
compel  your  petitioner  to  operate  its  said  telephone  plant  at  a  loss ; 
that  the  enforcement  of  said  ordinance  will  constitute  a  violation  and 
taking  of  your  petitioner's  property  without  just  compensation,  and 
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without  due  process  of  law  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  and  in  particular  in  violation  of  the  14th 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioner  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Telephone 
Company,  a  corporation,  hereby  prays  that  an  appeal  may  be  granted 
to  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  that  said  Com- 
mission may  take  cognizance  and  jurisdiction  of  the  matters  herein 
complained  of,  and  your  petitioner  prays  that  said  Commission  may 
hold  and  adjudicate  that  the  said  council  of  the  city  of  Tiffin  had  no 
legislative  authority  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  to  fix  or  regulate  the  rates,  charges  or  tolls  that  your  petitioner 
and  other  telephone  companies  might  demand,  fix  or  charge,  and  your 
petitioner  further  prays,  that  if  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio 
any  power  exists  in  the  said  city  of  Tiffin  and  its  said  city  council  to 
pass  ordinances  regulating  the  rates,  tolls  or  charges  that  your  peti- 
tioner shall  demand  and  collect,  then  your  petitioner  prays  that  said 
Commission  may  adjudge  and  determine  that  the  rates,  tolls  and 
charges  fixed  by  the  ordinance  of  the  city  qouncil  of  the  city  of 
Tiffin  hereinbefore  quoted  are  unjust  and  unreasonable  and  too  low, 
and  that  said  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Ohio  do  de- 
clare that  the  rate,  price  and  toll  hereinbefore  set  forth  that  was  filed 
by  your  petitioner  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State 
of  Ohio  is  the  just,  reasonable  and  proper  rate  and  toll  to  be  charged 
by  your  petitioner,  and  that  your  petitioner  may  have  such  other  and 
further  relief  from  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  as  your  petitioner  is  entitled  to  under  the  laws  of  the  .State  of 
Ohio  by  reason  of  the  grievance  and  complaint  herein  enumerated  and 
set  forth,  and  that  the  said  Commission  may  fix  a  time  and  place  for 
the  hearing  of  this  complaint  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Upon  the  service  of  a  copy  of  this  petition,  the  defendant,  the 
city  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  filed  the  following  answer  and  cross-petition: 

Now  comes  the  city  of  Tiffin,  and  shows  that  it  is  a  municipal 
corporation  duly  organized  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio. 

That  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Telephone  Company  is  a  cor- 
poration operating  a  telephone  exchange  within  the  city  of  Tiffin  and 
the  State  of  Ohio,  for  more  than  one  year  last  past. 

Your  cross-petitioner  further  shows  that  some  time  prior  to  the 
month  of  October,  1910,  the  Tiffin  Home  Telephone  Company  and  The 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  consolidated  into  what  is  known 
as  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Telephone  Company. 

Your  cross-petitioner  further  shows  that  the  said  Home  Tele- 
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phone  Company,  and  The  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  were 
charging  the  rates  as  follows :

Your  cross-petitioner  further  shows  that  on  or  about  the  ist 
day  of  October,  A.  D.  1910,  the  said  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Tele- 
phone Company  adopted  a  schedule  as  follows :

Rentals  and  charges  payable  monthly  in  advance. 

Rural  line  telephones 18  00  per  annum 

Rentals  payable  quarterly  in  advance. 

This  answering  petitioner  further  shows  that  on  the  4th  day  of 
October,  191 1,  the  city  of  Tiffin,  assuming  to  have  the  right  to  fix  the 
rates  that  said  telephone  company  might  charge  for  telephone  service 
passed  a  regulating  ordinance  which  was  in  words  and  figures  as 
follows,  to-wit: 

ORDINANCE. 

Regulating   the   prices    which    the   telephone     companies    may 
charge  for  the  use  of  telephones  furnished  to  the  city  of  Tiffin,  State 
of  Ohio,  and  to  the  citizens  thereof.

Business  telephone  on  individual  line 3  00  per  month

Office  telephone  on  individual  line 2  50  per  month 
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This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  sixty  days  after 
the  passage  of  the  same.

Your  cross-petitioner  shows  that  the  city  of  Tiffin  did  have 
authority  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  to 
regulate  telephone  rates  and  that  the  rates  so  fixed  were  fair  and 
reasonable  rates. 

Your  cross-petitioner  further  shows  that  the  schedule  of  rates 
submitted  by  said  telephone  company,  to  this  Commission,  and  as 
designated  above,  and  which  are  being  charged  by  said  company  are 
unreasonable,  unfair  and  too  high  to  be  charged  for  telephone  services. 

Your  cross-petitioner  further  shows  that  the  rates  fixed  in  said 
ordinance  by  the  council  of  the  city  of  Tiffin,  herein  set  forth  are  not 
confiscatory,  but  are  fair  and  reasonable  rates  and  are  not  in  violation 
of  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  in  no  particular  a 
violation  of  the  14th  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

Wherefore  your  petitioner,  the  city  of  Tiffin,  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  power  vested  in  it  by  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Utilities  Act, 
hereby  prays  that  a  hearing  be  granted  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  Ohio;  that  said  Commission  may  take  cogniz- 
ance and  jurisdiction  of  the  matters  herein  complained  of  and  may  ad- 
judge and  determine  the  tolls,  rates  and  charges  for  telephone  service 
in  the  city  of  Tiffin ;  and  that  said  Public  Service  Commission  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  may  declare  that  the  rate,  price  and  toll  now  being 
charged  by  the  said  The  Tiffin  Consolidated  Telephone  Company  is  un- 
reasonable, unjust  and  too  high,  and  that  said  Commission  fix  the  rates 
to  be  charged  for  telephone  service  in  the  city  pf  Tiffin,  State  of  Ohio, 
and  for  such  other  and  further  relief  from  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission in  the  State  of  Ohio,  as  this  answering  and  cross-petitioning 
complainant  is  entitled,  and  that  said  company  fix  the  time  and  place 
for  the  hearing  of  this  complaint  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

Before  the  matter  could  come  on  for  trial  upon  the  date  fixed  by 
the  Commission,  the  parties  had  entered  a  separate  appeal  to  the 
courts,  and  this  proceeding  is  remaining  unassigned  pending  the  de- 
cision of  the  court  whose  jurisdiction  was  invoked.

The  Delphos  Home  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  duly  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  with  its  principal  place  of  business  in 
the  city  of  Delphos,  Ohio,  having  on  the  2nd  day  of  December,  191 1, 
filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  $20,000.00  of  its  common  stock, 
for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  its  income  account,  for  funds  expended 
therefrom,  and  for  liquidating  outstanding  obligations  incurred,  in  the 
enlargement  and  extension  of  its  facilities  and  the  improvement  of  its 
service,  and  the  time  of  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for 
Thursday,  December  7th  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  said  hearing  having  been  given,  this  day  the  same 
came  on  to  be  heard. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  petition,  hearing  the  evidence,  "ex- 
amining the  exhibits  and  making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  stock  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obliga- 
tions of  said,  The  Delphos  Home  Telephone  Company,  the  Commis- 
sion is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted. 
Therefore,  upon  due  consideration  of  the  petition,  accompanying  ex- 
hibits and  the  evidence,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  said,  The  Delphos  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany, be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  $20,000.00  par  value  of  its 
common  stock  and  that  said  stock  be  sold  at  not  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the 
capital  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  of  said  stock  is  reasonably  required 
for  said  purposes  of  the  corporation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  be 
devoted  by  said,  The  Delphos  Home  Telephone  Company  to,  and  used 
for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit :  The  reimbursement 
of  its  income  account  for  funds  expended  therefrom,  and  for  liquidat- 
ing outstanding  obligations,  incurred  in  the  enlargement  and  extension 
of  its  facilities  and  the  improvement  of  its  service,  as  follows :

It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said,  The  Delphos  Home  Telephlone  Company 
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make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of 
said  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale;  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  sale ;  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock.  At  the  termination  of  each  and 
every  period  of  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dispo- 
sition and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock, 
setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds 
have  been  devoted,  and  that  such  report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds 
of  said  stock  have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  order. 


68.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company  for  authority  to  waive  the  collection 
of  car  service  charges  and  suspend  car  service  rules  on  cars 
loaded  with  fine  coal  and  held  at  mines  awaiting  billing  instruc- 
tions.   Approved  December  8,  191 1. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  application  of 
The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company  for  authority 
to  waive  the  collection  of  car  service  charges  and  suspend  car  service 
rules  on  cars  loaded  with  fine  coal  and  held  at  mines  on  the  line  of  said 
The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company  awaiting  bill- 
ing instructions,  and  the  testimony;  and  it  appearing  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  there  is  now  a  great  demand  for  lump  coal  in  the  domestic 
markets,  and  that  the  market  for  fine  coal  is  very  limited;  and  it  ap- 
pearing further,  that  both  the  applicant,  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company,  and  the  general  public  will  be  benefitted 
thereby,  it  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton 
Railway  Company,  if  it  so  elect,  may  waive  the  collection  of  car  serv- 
ice charges  and  suspend  car  service  rules  on  cars  loaded  with  fine  coal 
and  held  at  the  mines  on  its  line  awaiting  billing  instructions ; 

Provided,  That  cars  shall  not  be  held  under  load  by  an  operator 
or  operating  company,  free  from  car  service  charges  under  this  order 
or  in  excess  of  two  hundred  (200)  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  daily  rat- 
ing of  the  mines  operated  by  such  operator,  company  or  companies; 
and  it  is  further 

Provided,  That  if  the  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton 
Railway  Company  elect  to  and  does  waive  the  collection  of  car  service 
charges  and  suspends  car  service  rules,  as  provided  in  this  order,  it  may 
reinstate  the  same  at  any  time  after  such  suspension,  upon  giving 
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twenty  (20)  days'  notice  thereof  to  the  public,  and  the  filing  of  proper 
tariffs  with  the  Commission ;  and  it  is  further 

Provided,  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  public  con- 
venience or  necessity  should  require  the  same,  the  Commission  may, 
upon  twenty  (20)  days'  notice  to  the  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  annul  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

Permission  is  hereby  given  to  the  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  to  file  tariff  with  the  Commission  pro- 
viding for  the  suspension  of  car  service  rules  and  the  charges  there- 
under, effective  on  one  day's  notice ;  authority  for  such  publication  to 
appear  thereon,  as  Special  Permission  Number  Three  Hundred  and 
Seven  (307)  of  December  8,  191 1. 


69.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Ironton  Electric  Company 
for  approval  of  minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rates  to  be 
charged  for  electric  current  in  the  city  of  Ironton.  Approved 
December  5,  191 1. 

The  tariffs  submitted  by  the  petitioner  herein,  carrying  a  min- 
imum charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rates,  were  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission under  date  of  December  5,  191 1,  and  the  following  order 
entered : 

The  minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rate  to  be  charged  for 
electric  current  at  Ironton,  Ohio,  submitted  December  4,  191 1,  for  ap- 
proval by  The  Ironton  Electric  Company,  is  hereby  approved  to  be- 
come effective  January  1,  1912. 


70.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Columbus,  Urbana  and 
Western  Electric  Railway  Company  for  authority  to  issue  $50,- 
000,00  stock  and  $5,500,000.00  bonds.  Dismissed  January  4, 
1912. 

On  December  7,  191 1,  the  following  petition  in  the  above' proceed- 
ing was  submitted  to  the  Commission  by  The  Columbus,  Urbana  and 
Western  Electric  Railway  Company: 

"The  undersigned,  The  Columbus,  Urbana  and  Western  Electric 
Railway  Company  hereby  represents  that  it  is  a  corporation  duly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  with  an  authorized 
capital  stock  of  two  million  dollars  ($2,000,000.00)  and  an  authorized 
bond  issue  of  two  million  dollars  ($2,000,000.00). 
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"The  said  electric  railway  further  represents  that  acting  under 
its  charter  heretofore  issued  by  the  State  of  Ohio  it  has  caused  to  be 
constructed  a  line  of  electric  railway  beginning  in  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Spring  and  Front  streets  and 
extending  through  said  city  and  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the 
Scioto  river  to  what  is  commonly  called  Fishingers  Bridge,  the  said 
road  now  completed  and  in  operation  having  a  total  length  of  about 
nine  miles.  That  much  of  said  road  is  double  track,  the  road  bed 
thereof  paved  and  that  all  of  said  road  is  now  in  operation  over  said 
distance  of  nine  miles. 

"The  undersigned  further  represents  that  in  order  to  construct 
the  said  railway  now  in  operation  that  it  has  sold  and  now  has  out- 
standing the  common  stock  of  said  corporation  to  the  amount  of 
$380,500.00;  that  there  has  also  been  sold  and  is  now  outstanding  the 
first  mortgage  bonds  of  said  company  in  the  amount  of  $438,000.00; 
that  all  of  said  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  and  bonds 
has  been  used  in  the  building  and  equipping  of  said  electric  railway 
above  described. 

"The  undersigned  further  represents  that  it  now  desires  authority 
to  issue  sufficient  stock  and  bonds  to  place  the  same  upon  the  market 
to  enable  it  to  continue  the  construction  of  its  said  railway  from  the 
present  terminus  thereof  north  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  through 
the  counties  of  Delaware,  Union,  Hardin  and  Hancock  to  the  city  of 
Findlay,  Ohio,  and  also  to  build  an  extension  through  the  counties  of 
Hardin  and  Auglaize  from  the  city  of  Kenton,  Ohio,  to  the  city  of 
Wapakoneta,  Ohio,  its  charter  to  be  amended  for  that  purpose. 

"The  undersigned  further  represents  that  the  distance  from  the 
present  terminus  of  said  road  north  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  Findlay, 
Ohio,  is  eighty-three  miles  and  that  the  distance  of  said  proposed  ex- 
tension of  said  property  from  Kenton,  Ohio,  to  Wapakoneta,  Ohio,  is 
thirty-five  miles,  and  that  the  total  mileage  to  be  constructed  of  said 
proposed  extension  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  one-half  miles, 
including  that  portion  of  said  railway  already  constructed  within  the 
city  of  Columbus  and  north  thereof. 

"The  undersigned  further  represents  that  said  road  is  to  be  built 
in  every  respect  of  only  first-class  construction;  that  the  maximum 
grades  thereon  shall  not  exceed  one  per  cent. ;  that  the  same  pro- 
vided with  complete  power  plant,  sub-stations  and  all  necessary  equip- 
ment of  that  character,  also  electric  locomotives,  standard  interurban 
cars,  freight  cars,  passenger  and  freight  depots,  etc.;  also  that  all 
bridges  are  to  be  of  first-class  steel  construction  including  the  bridge 
across  the  Scioto  river  at  or  near  what  is  called  The  Girls'  Industrial 
Home. 
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"The  undersigned  further  files  herewith  an  itemized  statement 
of  the  estimated  cost  of  constructing  said  electric  railway  and  that 
the  average  cost  per  mile  of  constructing  said  railway  from  Columbus, 
Ohio,  to  Findlay,  Ohio,  will  be  in  excess  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars 
($35,000.00)  per  mile,  and  that  the  average  cost  per  mile  of  said  ex- 
tension from  Kenton,  Ohio,  to  Wapakoneta,  Ohio,  will  be  in  excess 
of  twenty-two  thousand  dollars  ($22,000.00)  per  mile. 

"The  undersigned  herewith  files  with  this  application  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  probable  cost  and  expense  of  building  said  extension 
of  said  present  railway,  the  said  estimate  being  prepared  by  G.  T.  Wis- 
well,  the  engineer  employed  for  the  purpose  of  making  said  estimate. 

"The  undersigned  further  say  that  a  part  of  said  extension  from 
Kenton,  Ohio,  to  Wapakoneta,  Ohio,  has  already  been  built,  that  a 
large  amount  of  grading  has  already  been  done  and  that  the  under- 
signed proposes  to  take  over  what  is  known  as  The  Wapakoneta  and 
Kenton  Traction  Company,  which  company  has  already  issued  and  has 
outstanding  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  of  its  capital  stock. 

"The  undersigned  herewith  asks  right  and  authority  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  the  extension  above  set  forth,  to  issue  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($50,000.00)  of  common  stock  at  par  and  also  to  issue  its  first 
mortgage  twenty-five  year  gold  bonds  bearing  five  per  cent,  interest 
in  the  sum  of  five  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($5,500,- 
000.00). 

"The  undersigned  further  asks  for  right  and  authority  to  dis- 
pose of  said  issue  of  bonds  at  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof, 
the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  the  extension 
and  completion  of  said  road  as  aforesaid  from  the  city  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  to  the  city  of  Findlay,  Ohio,  and  from  the  city  of  Kenton,  Ohio, 
to  the  city  of  Wapakoneta,  Ohio,  comprising  in  all  one  hundred 
twenty-five  and  one-half  miles. 

"The  said  report  of  said  engineer  is  herewith  attached  and  made 
a  part  of  this  application." 

This  matter  was  disposed  of  with  the  entering  of  the  following 
order: 

The  Columbus,  Urbana  and  Western  Electric  Railway  Company, 
having,  on  the  7th  day  of  December,  191 1,  filed  its  petition  for 
authority  to  issue  its  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  $5,500,000.00  and  its 
capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  $50,000.00,  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  its  railway  from  the  present  terminus  north  of  the  city  of 
Columbus  to  the  city  of  Findlay,  and  to  build  an  extension  from  the 
city  of  Kenton  to  the  city  of  Wapakoneta,  and  the  time  of  hearing  said 
matter  having  been  fixed  for  December  14th,  191 1,  and  due  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  on 
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said  day  been  heard  in  part,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having 
been  continued  from  day  to  day,  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence, 
examining  the  exhibits,  and  making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
authority  for  such  issue  should  not  be  granted  and  said  application  is, 
therefore,  dismissed. 


71.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Mich- 
igan Southern  Railway  Company  and  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  in  regard  to  "New 
York  Central  Lines  Equipment  Trust  of  1912."  Approved  De- 
cember 19,  1911. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company  and 
The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company

191 1,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  having  been  given,  and  the  same  having  been  heard  in  part  on 
said  day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from 
day  to  day,  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing.  After  hearing  the  evi- 
dence, examining  the  exhibits  and  making  such  inquiry  and  investiga- 
tion as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  certificates  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge 
of  the  lawful  obligations  of  the  petitioners  herein,  to-wit :  The  expense

72.  Village  of  Oakwood,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  New  York, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Dis- 
missed December  20,  1912. 

The  petition  herein  filed  December  11,  191 1,  is  as  follows: 

The  complainant  says  that  we  have  insufficient  passenger  service 

from  this  village,  there  being  /only  one  daylight  train  from  this  village, 

viz:  at  11.04  a-  m->  as  the  time  tables  of  the  aforesaid  road  will  show. 

That  the  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  carrier, 

engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad  be- 
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tween  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier, 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

That  the  prayer  of  the  village  may  be  granted,  viz:  that  we  be 
given  a  flag  stop  on  trains  No.  2  and  3  to  points  only  where  aforesaid 
trains  are  scheduled  to  stop,  and  further  the  complainants  saith  not.

pearing further,  that  both  the  applicant,  The  Detroit,  Toledo  and  Iron- 
ton  Railway  Company,  George  K.  Lowell,  Benjamin  S.  Warren  and 
Thomas  D.  Rhodes,  receivers,  and  the  general  public  will  be  benefited 
thereby,  it  is,  therefore,

Your  petitioners  say :  That  The  Complete  Telephone  Company 
lately  doing  business  at  Grover  Hill,  Ohio,  and  in  that  locality  having 
become  insolvent,  and  its  assets,  property  and  rights  having  been 
legally  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  was  sold  by  said  receiver  to 
one  S.  E.  Stucklin  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  who

Home  Telephone  Company. 

And  thereafter,  by  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  stockholders 
and  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  The  Country 
Home  Telephone  Company^  it  was  considered  that  the  purchase  of  the

reference  and  said  The  Country  Home  Telephone  Company  is,  hereby, 
authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  ($800.00)  dollars.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


80.  Balfour  Snyder,  Complainant,  versus  United  States  Express  Com- 
pany, Adams  Express  Company,  American  Express  Company 
and  Wells  Fargo  and  Company,  Express,  Defendants.  Dismissed 
July  9,  1912. 

The  complainant  filed  the  following  petition  on  the  19th  day  of 
December,  191 1. 

The  complainant  says  that  he  is  a  qualified  elector  of  the  city  of 
Columbus,  that  his  residence  is  at  54  Thirteenth  Avenue,  that  he  is 
vice-president  of  The  Snyder-Chaffee  Company  of  29  West  Gay  Street, 
Columbus,  Ohio. 

That  the  above  named  express  companies  are  common  carriers 
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engaged  in  the  transportation  of  property  between  various  points 
within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carriers  they  are 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  relating  to 
common  carriers. 

That  the  United  States  Express  Company,  the  Adams  Express 
Company,  the  American  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo  and 
Company,  Express,  do  all,  and  each  of  them,  refuse  to  deliver  express 
packages  and  parcels,  free  of  charge,  to  persons  living  beyond  certain 
street  boundaries  in  the  city  of  Columbus. 

That  the  said  street  boundaries  are  arbitrarily  fixed  and  de- 
termined by  said  express  companies. 

That  these  said  boundaries  are  not  generally  known  to  the  pub- 
lic. 

That  persons  living  beyond  said  boundaries  are  not  notified  prop- 
erly or  in  due  time  by  said  express  companies  when  packages  or  par- 
cels, consigned  to  such  persons,  are  received  at  the  respective  offices 
of  said  companies. 

That  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  such  proper  and  due  notifica- 
tion, and  of  the  lack  of  free  delivery,  perishable  goods  become  unfit  for 
use,  delivery  of  all  goods  in  packages  and  parcels  is  delayed,  and 
financial  loss  and  general  inconvenience  to  the  consignees  result. 

That  the  complainant  has  suffered  personal  loss  owing  to  such 
delays. 

That  the  services  of  the  said  defendant  companies,  owing  to  such 
delays  in  the  delivery  of  packages  and  parcels,  are  inadequate,  in- 
sufficient, unjust  and  unsatisfactory. 

That  the  public  loss  and  inconvenience  is  greatly  augmented  by 
the  advent  of  the  Christmas  season  owing  to  the  large  number  of  par- 
cels and  packages  requiring  delivery  at  such  time. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
companies  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  express 
companies  to  deliver  packages  and  parcels  to  all  parts  of  the  city  of 
Columbus,  and  to  exercise  reasonable  promptness  in  such  delivery,  and 
for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  neces- 
sary and  just  in  the  premises. 

For  its  answer,  the  Adams  Express  Company  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing pleading: 

Notice  is  hereby  given  under  rule  5  of  the  Rules  of  Practice  in 
proceedings  before  the  Commission  that  a  hearing  is  desired  by  this 
defendant  upon  the  facts  as  stated  in  the  complaint. 

This  defendant  submits  that  insofar  as  said  complaint  seeks  to 
compel  this  defendant  to  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels  free  Of 
charge  to  persons  living  beyond  certain  street  boundaries  in  the  city 
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of  Columbus,  that  this  Commission  has  no  power  or  jurisdiction  to 
grant  such  relief  but  that  the  granting  of  same  would  be  in  violation  of 
section  19  of  article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  wherein 
it  is  provided  that :  "Private  property  shall  ever  be  held  inviolate,  but 
subservient  to  the  public  welfare ;"  and  of  section  1  of  article  14  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  insofar  as  said  relief  is  sought  in 
regard  to  packages  and  parcels  transported  by  this  defendant  from 
other  states,  the  granting  of  the  same  would  be  in  violation  of  section 
8  of  article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  wherein  the 
power  is  conferred  upon  Congress  to  regulate  commerce  among  the 
several  states. 

This  defendant  further  submits  that  as  to  all  matters  set  forth 
in  said  complaint,  it  should  not  be  required  to  answer  the  same  on  the 
ground  that  there  is  an  improper  joinder  of  parties  defendant. 

The  separate  answer  of  the  United  States  Express  Company,  the 
other  defendant  to  plead,  is  also  quoted : 

The  above  named  United  States  Express  Company  for  answer  to 
the  complaint  in  this  proceeding,  respectfully  states  : 

That  it  has  no  knowledge  or  information  sufficient  to  form  a  be- 
lief as  to  the  truth  of  any  of  the  allegations  contained  in  the  paragraph 
of  the  complaint  herein  numbered  "1." 

Upon  information  and  belief,  denies  each  and  every  allegation 
contained  in  paragraph  3  of  the  complaint,  excepting  that  it  admits 
that  there  are  some  portions  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  which  it 
does  not  make  free  delivery  of  express  matter  and  does  not  deny  the 
allegation  contained  in  the  last  three  lines  of  said  paragraph. 

Wherefore,  defendant  prays  that  the  complaint  in  this  proceed- 
ing be  dismissed. 

This  matter  was  called  for  hearing,  but  the  complaint  was  not 
pressed,  other  residents  of  the  city  of  Columbus  having  in  the  mean- 
time, instituted  the  proceeding  of  Milton  W.  Westlake  et  al.,  versus 
the  express  companies,  in  which  case  the  issues  herein  raised  were 
fully  tried  and  determined,  whereupon  this  particular  proceeding  was 
closed  with  the  entering  of  the  following  order: 

It  appearing  that  the  complainant  does  not  desire  to  prosecute 
this  action,  and  it  appearing  further  that  the  question  at  issue  in  this 
case  has  been  determined  by  the  Commission  in  the  case  of  Milton  W. 
Westlake  et  al.  versus  the  defendants  herein,  this  case  is  dismissed 
without  further  record. 
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81.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Spencerville  Telephone 
Company  for  approval  by  the  Commission  of  its  schedule  of  rates 
embodying  a  classification  of  service.  Dismissed  December  29, 
1911. 

The  Spencerville  Telephone  Company  having,  on  December  23, 
191 1,  submitted  for  approval  by  the  Commission,  its  schedule  of  rates 
embodying  a  classification  of  service,  a  hearing  thereon  was  fixed  for 
December  29,  191 1,  upon  which  date  the  matter  was  disposed  of  by  the 
entering  of  the  following  order : 

This  case  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard,  and  the  applicant,  failing 
to  appear  either  in  person  or  by  representation,  to  sustain  this  applica- 
tion, said  case  is  hereby  dismissed  and  the  schedule  of  rates  submitted 
for  approval  is  hereby  rejected. 


82.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Convoy  Home  Telephone 
Company  for  approval  by  the  Commission  of  its  schedule  of  rates 
embodying  a  classification  of  service.  Dismissed  December  29, 
1911. 

The  history  of  this  proceeding  is  identical  to  that  of  case  No.  81, 
and  was  closed  with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry : 

This  case  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard,  and  the  applicant,  failing 
to  appear  either  in  person  or  by  representation,  to  sustain  the  applica- 
tion, said  case  is  hereby  dismissed  and  the  schedule  of  rates  submitted 
for  approval  is  hereby  rejected. 


83.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone 
Company  for  the  approval  by  the  Commission  of  its  schedule  of 
rates  embodying  a  classification  of  service.  Dismissed  December 
29,  1911. 

As  was  the  proceedings  had  in  this  matter,  which  was  disposed  of 
by  the  entering  of  the  following  order : 

This  case  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard,  and  the  applicant,  failing 
to  appear  either  in  person  or  by  representation,  to  sustain  the  applica- 
tion, said  case  is  hereby  dismissed  and  the  schedule  of  rates  submitted 
for  approval  is  hereby  rejected. 
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84.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Hocking  Power  Company 
for  authority  to  issue  $50,000.00  capital  stock.  Dismissed  Sep- 
tember 28,  1912. 

When  the  hearing  was  called  upon  the  following  petition : 
The  undersigned  company  engaged  in  a  business  of  supplying 
electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power  to  consumers  within  the  State  of 
Ohio  and  within  the  counties  of  Athens,  Hocking,  Fairfield  and  Frank- 
lin, respectfully  petitions  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State 
of  Ohio  for  the  privilege  of  issuing  $50,000.00  of  its  capital  stock  for 
the  property  now  belonging  to  John  A.  Stewart,  and  located  in  the  city 
of  Nelsonville,  Ohio,  consisting  of  machinery,  real  estate,  electric  light 
lines,  franchises,  etc.,  hereafter  listed.

o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  hav- 
ing been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and  the 
further  hearing  thereof  continued  without  day  pending  the  filing  with 
and  disposition  by  the  Commission  of  a  proceeding  for  the  consent 
and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  said  public 
utility  property  by  the  petitioner  herein  from  said  John  A.  Stewart,

89.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  F.  N.  Donaldson  for  approval 
of  a  minimum  charge  and  meter  rent  to  be  charged  for  natural 
gas  in  the  village  of  Jewett,  Ohio.    Dismissed  February  29,  191 2. 

December  30,  191 1,  the  petitioner  herein  presented,  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission,  its  tariff  of  rates  for  natural  gas  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Jewett,  Ohio,  in  which  was  embodied  a  minimum  charge  of  one 
dollar  per  month,  and  a  meter  rent  of  twenty-five  cents  per  month. 
This  petition  was  denied  February  29,  1912,  when  the  Commission  en- 
tered the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  pleadings, 
the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  and,  after  due  consideration  thereof,  the 
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Commission  is  satisfied  that  said  minimum  charge  and  meter  rent  are 
excessive  and  unreasonable  and  that  the  same  should  not  be  approved. 
It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  approval  of  said  minimum  charge  and  meter  rent 
be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  withheld,  and  said  application  be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby,  dismissed.

ments, licenses,  rights-of-way  and  privileges  now  owned  or  occupied 
by  said  The  Washed  Gravel  and  Sand  Company  in  section  7,  town  1, 
range  7  M.  R.'s  in  Van  Buren  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Ohio, 
said  property  being  fully  set  out  and  described  in  the  petition  herein 
and  accompanying  exhibits,  which  are  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  South-Dayton  Railroad  Company 
make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of 
said  stocks  and  bonds,  or  any  part  of  either,  the  fact  of  such  sale;  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  sale ;  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock  and  not  less  than 
eighty-five  per  cent.  (85%)  of  the  par  value  of  said  bonds;  at  the 
termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from  the 
date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
said  stocks  and  bonds,  or  of  either,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail, 
the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  and  that  such 
report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stocks  and 
bonds  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


91.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  operation  and  manage- 
ment of  The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light  Company  with  respect 
to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public.    Dismissed  July  9,  1912. 

The  report  of  the  carrier  of  the  accident  which  had  caused  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Wells,  a  resident  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  seeming  to 
present  conditions  which  could  be  corrected,  the  Commission,  under 
date  of  January  3,  1912,  entered  the  following  order: 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light  Company  with 
respect  to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public  and,  especially,  in  the 
matter  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Wells.    It  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Com- 
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mission,  and  Friday,  January  5,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the  hearing 
room  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  Building,  Columbus,  Ohio,  are, 
hereby,  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light  Com- 
pany be  duly  notified  of  said  investigation  by  the  forwarding  of  a  copy 
of  this  order  to  the  secretary  or  other  proper  official  of  said  company. 

A  voluminous  record  was  taken  at  this  investigation,  and  this 
proceeding  closed  with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry : 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1912,  con- 
ducted an  investigation  into  the  circumstances  and  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  death  of  one  Mistress  Ruth  Wells,  and  it  appearing  by 
such  investigation  that  a  contributing  cause  to  this  accident  was  a 
violation  of  the  specific  rules  and  orders  of  the  company  by  the  em- 
ployes in  charge  of  the  operation  of  the  car  involved  in  the  accident, 
and  it  appearing  further,  that  there  is  np  ground  for  the  issuance  of  an 
order  upon  the  company,  this  case  is  dismissed  without  further  record.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  application 
of  the  Detroit,  Toledo  and   Ironton   Railway   Company,   George   K. 
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Lowell,  Benjamin  S.  Warren  and  Thomas  D.  Rhodes,  receivers,  for 
authority  to  waive  the  collection  of  car  service  charges  and  suspend 
car  service  rules  on  cars  loaded  with  coal  at  mines  on  the  line  of  said 
The  Detroit,  Toledo  and  Ironton  Railway  Company,  and  held  for 
billing,  and  the  testimony;  and  it  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the 
applicant  has,  and  will  continue  to  have  under  this  order,  cars  suf- 
ficient in  number  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  its  patrons ;  and  it 
appearing  further,  that  both  the  applicant,  The  Detroit,  Toledo  and 
Ironton  Railway  Company,  George  K.  Lowell,  Benjamin  S.  Warren 
and  Thomas  D.  Rhodes,  receivers,  and  the  general  public  will  be 
benefitted  thereby,  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Detroit,  Toledo  and  Ironton  Railway

Rhodes,  receivers,  elect  to,  and  does  wraive  the  collection  of  car  service 
charges  and  suspends  car  service  rules,  as  provided  in  this  order,  it  may 
reinstate  the  same  at  any  time  after  such  suspension,  upon  giving 
twenty  (20)  days'  notice  thereof  to  the  public,  and  the  filing  of  proper 
tariffs  with  the  Commission;  and  it  is  further 

Provided,  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  public  con- 
venience or  necessity  should  require  the  same,  the  Commission  may, 
upon  twenty  (20)  days'  notice  to  the  said  The  Detroit,  Toledo  and 
Ironton  Railway  Company,  George  K.  Lowell,  Benjamin  S.  Warren 
and  Thomas  D.  Rhodes,  receivers,  annul  the  provisions  of  this  prder. 

Permission  is  hereby  given  to  the  said  The  Detroit,  Toledo  and 
Ironton  Railway  Company,  George  K.  Lowell,  Benjamin  S.  Warren 
and  Thomas  D.  Rhodes,  receivers,  to  file  tariff  with  the  Commission 
providing  for  the  suspension  of  car  service  rules  and  the  charges  there- 
under, effective  on  one  day's  notice ;  authority  for  such  publication  to 
appear  thereon,  as  Special  Permission  Number  Three  Hundred  and 
Eighteen  (318)  of  January  10,  1912.

94.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Toledo,  Port  Clinton  and 
Lakeside  Railway  Company  for  approval  of  schedule  of  rates, 
with  minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale,  to  be  charged  for  elec- 
trical service.    Approved  October  24,  1912. 

In  disposing  of  this  case,  the  question  being  upon  the  approval, 
by  the  Commission,  of  the  schedule  of  rates  for  electrical  service,  sub- 
mitted January  3,  1912,  and  amended  April  5,  1912,  the  Commission, 
as  of  date,  October  24,  1912,  entered  the  following  order: 

The  minimum  charge  and  sliding  scale  of  rates  to  be  charged  for 
electrical  service,  submitted  for  approval  January  3,  1912,  amendment 
to  said  petition  being  filed  April  5,  1912,  by  the  Toledo,  Port  Clinton 
and  Lakeside  Railway  Company,  is  hereby  approved  to  become 
effective  October  24,  1912. 


95.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Oberlin  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  approval  of 
contract  for  connection  and  exchange  of  service.  Approved 
February  8,  1912. 

In  disposing  of  the  matter  submitted  to  it  in  the  following  peti- 
tion: 

"The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  The  Oberlin  Telephone  Company  is 
operating  an  exchange  of  approximately  850  stations  in  the  city  of 
Oberlin,  Ohio,  and  vicinity;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany operates  a  toll  station  only. 

"That  The  Oberlin  Telephone  Company  is  liable  to  give  to  its 
patrons,  and  the  public  at  large,  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance 
service ;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and 
operates  a  large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  and  has  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines 
reaching  over  the  United  States. 

"That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  petitioners  would 
result  in  vastly  extending  the  long  distance  telephone  service  to  the 
subscribers  of  The  Oberlin  Telephone  Company,  and  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company, 
and  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  directly  the  subscribers  of  The 
Oberlin  Telephone  Company.  That  the  petitioners  have  agreed  upon 
a  contract  for  such  connection,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  and  that  such  contract  involves  nothing  more  than 
a  connection  between  the  two  systems  for  an  exchange  of  service, 
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"That  the  connection  provided  for  in  the  said  contract  will  result 
in  great  benefit  to  the  respective  companies,  their  patrons  and  the  pub- 
lic at  large." 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  pf  The  Oberlin  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits;  and  the  Com- 
mission, being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer 
of  said  petition  should  he  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Oberlin  Telephone  Company  and  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are,  hereby,  authorized  to 
form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner  and  for  the  pur- 
poses set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


96.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Columbiana  County  Light 
and  Power  Company  for  permission  to  sell  its  property,  plant  and 
business  to  The  Salem  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company.  Dis- 
missed January  31,  191 2. 

Disposing  of  the  subject  brought  before  it  upon  the  filing  of  the 
following  joint  petition : 

"Your  petitioners  respectfully  represent  that  The  Columbiana 
County  Light  and  Power  Company  is  a  corporation  duly  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing, 
producing,  buying,  selling,  transporting,  transmitting,  delivering  and 
dealing  in  and  with  electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power  in  the  city  of 
Salem,  county  of  Columbiana,  State  of  Ohio,  in  said  county  and  in  the 
various  townships  and  municipalities  thereof,  and  of  doing  all  things 
incident  or  convenient  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  foregoing  purpose. 

"That  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1906,  the  council  of  the  city 
of  Salem,  passed  an  ordinance,  or  franchise,  said  ordinance  being  en- 
titled 'An  ordinance  granting  to  The  Youngstown  and  Ohio  River 
Railway  and  Light  Company,  its  successors'  and  assigns,  the  right  to 
construct,  erect,  maintain  and  use  an  electric  light,  heat  and  power 
plant  in  the  city  of  Salem,  Ohio.' 

"That  said  ordinance  so  passed  as  aforesaid  by  the  council  of 

the  city  of  Salem  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1906,  was  on  the 

day  of  February,  1907,  duly  and  legally  assigned  to  The  Columbiana 
County  Light  and  Power  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
said  assignment  was  duly  approved  by  the  council  of  the  city  of 
Salem  by  resolution  passed  the  5th  day  of  March  A.  D.  1907. 
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"That  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  and  within  the 
time  specified  therein,  your  petitioner,  The  Columbiana  County  Light 
and  Power  Company,  constructed  a  light,  heat  and  power  plant  for  the 
distribution  of  electric  current  in  the  city  of  Salem,  Ohio. 

"That  it  was  originally  intended  by  its  incorporators  that  your 
petitioner,  The  Columbiana  County  Light  and  Power  Company,  would 
if  possible,  secure  franchises  in  a  number  of  the  cities  and  villages  of 
Columbiana  County,  for  the  distribution  and  sale  of  electric  current  for 
light,  heat  and  power  purposes  and  that  it  would  procure  such  electric 
current  from  The  Youngstown  and  Ohiio  River  Railroad  Company, 
which  said  last  named  company  has  built  and  equipped  a  large  power 
house  near  West  Point  in  said  Columbiana  County,  but  that  this  peti- 
tioner has  not  been  successful  in  securing  such  franchises  in  any  of  the 
villages  or  cities  of  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  except  in  Salem,  Ohio, 
as  hereinbefore  stated  and  that  it  has  purchased  all  of  its  electric  cur- 
rent from  said  railroad  company. 

"That  this  petitioner  expended  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000.00)  in  constructing  its  plant  for  the  distribution  of  electric 
current  in  the  city  of  Salem,  Ohio,  and  that  the  investment  has  not 
been  profitable,  and  this  petitioner  believes,  and  therefore  alleges,  that 
if  it  is  required  to  continue  the  business  that  there  is  great  danger  of 
its  becoming  insolvent ;  and  that  it  is  without  means  to  increase  its 
plant  for  the  sale  and  distribution  of  current  and  cannot  profitably 
continue  its  business  without  great  danger  of  loss  to  its  creditors  and 
stockholders.  That  if  permitted  to  carry  out  its  proposed  agreement, 
all  of  its  obligations  will  be  fully  met  and  satisfied. 

"Your  petitioner,  The  Salem  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company, 
says  that  it  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  and  for  many  years  has  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture  and 
distribution  of  electric  current  for  light,  heat  and  power  purposes 
in  the  city  of  Salem ;  that  its  plant  and  equipment  are  inadequate  to 
meet  the  demands  made  upon  it  and  for  this  reason  it  desires  to  pur- 
chase, and  your  petitioner,  The  Columbiana  County  Light  and  Power 
Company,  desires  to  sell  all  of  the  physical  property,  together  with 
said  franchise  hereinbefore  referred  to ;  and  that  your  petitioners  have 
agreed  upon  the  terms  of  a  contract  to  be  entered  into  between  the 
parties  thereto,  conditioned  only  upon  the  consent  and  approval  of 
your  honorable  Commission  to  enter  into  and  and  carry  out  the  con- 
tract aforesaid;  and  for  such  other  relief  as  may  be  proper  in  the 
premises." 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  joint  petition 
of  The   Columbiana   County    Light   and    Power   Company   and   The

Salem  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  ex- 
hibits. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the 
exhibits,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  not  be  granted.

Following  the  service  of  notice  upon  the  authorities  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Jewett,  Ohio,  of  the  filing  of  the  application  of  F.  N.  Donaldson 
for  approval  of  his  schedule  of  rates  for  natural  gas  in  that  municipality 
with  a  minimum  charge  of  $1.00  per  month  and  a  meter  rent  of  twenty- 
five  cents  per  month,  and  before  the  determination  of  that  proceeding, 
the  following  petition  was  presented  to  the  Commission  : 

Now  comes  the  village  of  Jewett,  Ohio,  and  Samuel  S.  Groves 
and  R.  W.  Reed,  and  complains  of  F.  N.  Donaldson,  a  public  utility 
furnishing  gas  to  consumers  in  the  village  of  Jewett,  Harrison  County, 
Ohio,  and  say  said  F.  N.  Donaldson,  since  August  i,  191 1,  has  been  and 
is  now,  in  said  village,  charging  consumers  of  gas  meter  rent  at  the 
rate  of  twenty-five  cents  per  month  for  each  meter  owned  and  used  by 
him  in  measuring  gas  to  consumers  and  has  so  charged  Samuel  S. 
Groves  and  R.  W.  Reed  without  their  consent  and  in  disregard  of  their 
respective  protests,  without  there  being  in  force  in  said  village  any 
valid  ordinance  of  said  village  authorizing  and  providing  for  the 
charging  of  meter  rent  to  consumers,  and  contrary  to  the  laws  of  Ohio. 

Your  petitioners,  jointly  and  severally,  ask  that  this  application 
be  set  for  hearing,  and  due  notice  thereof  given  to  said  F.  N.  Donald- 
son, and  that  on  the  hearing  thereof  an  order  be  made  requiring  the 
said  F.  N.  Donaldson  to  cease  and  desist  from  charging  meter  rent  to 
consumers  of  gas  in  said  village  and  for  all  proper  orders  in  the 
premises  such  as  the  law  and  the  facts  may  warrant. 

This  matter  has  been  heard  and  briefs  submitted  by  counsel,  but 
disposition  of  the  same  withheld,  pending  the  outcome  of  negotiations 
now  in  progress,  looking  to  the  continued  service  by  said  F.  N.  Donald- 
sons of  his  patrons  and  customers  in  this  locality.

fendant was  notified  by  telephone  of  that  fact  and  no  one  representing 
defendant  was  sent  to  verify  said  fact. 

Complainant  further  states  that  the  affidavits  are  attached  hereto 
from  the  shippers  that  the'shirts  which  checked  short  were  packed  and 
shipped,  from  the  drayman  that  the  case  was  in  a  damaged  condition 
when  received  from  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company  and  that 
no  part  of  the  contents  were  removed  while  in  his  possession,  and  from 
the   secretary-treasurer    and    manager   of   the    complainant   that   he

102.  Village  of  Clinton,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  Pennsylvania 
Company,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  The 
Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railroad  Companies,  De- 
fendants.   Dismissed  August  19,  1912. 

Under  date  of  January  17,  1912,  the  complainant  herein  submitted 
the  following  petition : 

"That  on  account  of  the  poor  accommodations  and  inadequate 
facilities  for  handling  the  passenger  traffic  at  aforesaid  village;  there- 
fore be  it  our  prayer  that  the  above  named  railroads  do  erect  and  build 
a  suitable  passenger  station  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling 
public. 

"That  the  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  carrier, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Ohip,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier, 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

"That  the  citizens  are  justified  in  making  this  requirement,  inas- 
much as  the  above  named  railroad  companies  are  doing  a  heavy  pas- 
senger business  and  that  the  above  request  is  to  their  interest  as  well 
as  to  their  patrons. 

"Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  railroad 
company  to  comply  with  the  above  request  and  for  such  pther  and 
further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the 
premises." 

Upon  hearing  of  the  following  motion : 
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"The  defendant,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
moves  the  Commission  to  require  the  complainant  to  set  forth  with  a 
reasonable  degree  of  definiteness  and  certainty  in  what  respects  it  is 
claimed  that  the  present  accommodations  are  inadequate." 

Complainant  amended  its  complaint,  as  follows : 

"That  on  account  of  the  accommodation  and  inadequate  facilities 
for  handling  the  passenger  traffic  at  aforesaid  village,  therefore  be  it 
our  prayer  that  the  above  named  railroads  do  erect  and  build  a  suitable 
passenger  station  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling  public. 

"That  the  above  named  railroad  companies  are  common  carriers, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier, 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

"That  the  citizens  are  justified  in  making  this  request,  inasmuch 
as  the  above  named  railroad  companies  are  doing  a  heavy  passenger 
business  and  that  the  above  request  is  to  their  interest  as  well  as  to 
their  patrons. 

"Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
companies  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  railroad 
companies  to  comply  with  the  above  request,  and  for  such  other  and 
further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the 
premises." 

Answers  substantially  similar  to  the  following  were  filed  by  the 
three  companies  defendant  herein: 

"For  its  answer  to  the  amended  complaint,  the  defendant,  The 
Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway  Company,  admits  that  it  is 
a  common  carrier,  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty by  railroad  between  said  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as 
such  common  carrier,  it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  relating  to  common  carriers,  in  so  far  as  said  laws  are 
valid  and  constitutional. 

"This  answering  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allegation  of 
the  complaint  not  herein  specifically  admitted  to  be  true." 

And  the  matter  was  finally  disposed  of  with  the  spreading  of  the 
following  entry  of  satisfaction  : 

"The  complainant  in  this  cause  having  been  satisfied  by  the  erec- 
tion by  the  defendants  of  a  suitable  passenger  station  at  the  village  of 
Clinton,  the  complaint  herein  is  dismissed." 
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103.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company  for  authority  to  suspend  car  service 
rules  and  waive  the  assessment  of  car  service  charges  on  cars 
loaded  with  coal  at  mines,  to  the  extent  of  200  per  cent,  of  the  out- 
put of  each  mine,  and  held  for  billing.  Order  made  January  24, 
1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  to  be  heard  upon  the  application  of 
The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company  for  authority 
to  waive  the  collection  of  car  service  charges  and  suspend  car  service 
rules  on  cars  loaded  with  coal  at  mines  on  the  line  of  said  The  Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  and  held  for  billing, 
and  the  testimony ;  and  it  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  ap- 
plicant has,  and  will  continue  to  have  under  this  order,  cars  sufficient 
in  number  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  its  patrons ;  and  it  appear- 
ing further,  that  both  the  applicant,  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and 
Dayton  Railway  Company,  and  the  general  public  will  be  benefitted 
thereby,  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton 
Railroad  Company,  if  it  so  elect,  may  waive  the  collection  of  car  service 
charges  and  suspend  car  service  rules  on  cars  loaded  with  coal  at  mines 
on  its  line  and  held  for  billing; 

Prpvided,  That  cars  shall  not  be  held  under  load  by  any  operator

Provided,  That  if  the  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton 
Railway  Company  elect  to,  and  does  waive  the  collection  of  car  service 
charges  and  suspend  car  service  rules,  as  provided  in  this  order,  it  may 
reinstate  the  same  at  any  time  after  such  suspension,  upon  giving 
twenty  (20)  days'  notice  thereof  to  the  public,  and  the  filing  of  proper 
tariffs  with  the  Commission ;  and  it  is  further 

Provided,  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  public  con- 
venience or  necessity  should  require  the  same,  the  Commission  may, 
upon  twenty  (20)  days'  notice  to  the  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railway  Company  annul  the  provisions  of  this  order.

All  of  the  above  subject  to  a  minimum  charge  of  50  cents  per 
month. 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  entered  the  following 
order : 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company  for  approval  of  schedule  of 
rates  for  electricity  to  be  charged  in  the  city  of  Mt.  Vernon,  the  evi- 
dence and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence  and  ex- 
amining the  exhibits,  the  Commission  is  of  the  /opinion  that  such 
schedule  of  rates  should  not  be  approved.

Stores  Using  Current  Up  to  6:00  p.m.  daily  except  Saturday: 

Rate  of  1.1 1  cents  per  watt  capacity  demand,  less  10%  if  paid  on 
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or  before  the  ioth  of  the  month  following  that  in  which  the  current  is 
used. 

Rate  based  on  not  less  than  one  hundred  watts  capacity  demand 
or  one  dollar  net  per  month. 

Stores  Using  Current  Up  to  and  After  6:00  p.  m.  Until  12:00  p.  m.: 

Rate  1.67  cents  per  watt  capacity  demand,  less  10%  if  paid  on 
or  before  the  ioth  of  the  month  following  that  in  which  current  is  used. 

Rate  based  on  not  less  than  one  hundred  watts  capacity  demand 
or  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  net  per  month. 

Stores  or  Places  of  Business  Open  All  Night: 

Rate  of  2.22  cents  per  watt  capacity  demand,  less  10%  if  paid 
on  or  before  the  ioth  of  the  month  following  that  in  which  current  is 
used. 

Rate  based  on  not  less  than  one  hundred  watts  capacity  demand 
or  two  dollars  net  per  month. 

In  disposition  of  which  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
entry : 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  rehearing  upon  the  application 
of  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company,  and  it  being  made  to  appear  to 
the  Commission  that  the  rates  set  out  in  the  schedule  tendered  to  this 
Commission  for  approval  by  said  company  do  not  conform  to  and  are 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  enacted  by  the  council 
of  the  city  of  Mt.  Vernon,  regulating  the  price  to  be  charged  for  elec- 
tric service  in  said  city,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  said 
schedule  of  rates  should  not  be  approved.

The  petitioners  respectfully  represent  that  The  Lisbon  Oil  and 
Gas  Company,  hereinafter  designated  as  The  Lisbon  Company,  is  a 
corporation  of  Ohio  organized  to  engage  in  and  is  engaged  in  the 
business  of  supplying  natural  gas  for  lighting,  heating  and  fuel  to  con- 
sumers within  the  State  of  Ohio,  to-wit,  in  and  near  the  village  of

ing natural  gas,  and  has  pipe  lines  for  supplying  said  gas  to  con- 
sumers. 

That  The  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Gas  and  Oil  Company,  here- 
inafter designated  as  the  Pennsylvania  company,  is  a  corporation  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  duly  licensed  to  engage  in  the  business  of 
supplying  natural  gas  for  lighting,  heating  and  fuel  to  consumers 
within  the  State  pf  Ohio,  and  for  said  purpose  did  acquire  by  lease  cer- 
tain gas  producing  territory  situated  in  the  townships  of  Center,  Elk- 
run  and  Salem  in  the  county  of  Columbiana  on  which  are  located  four 
wells  producing  natural  gas,  and  has  provided  pipe  lines  for  supplying 
said  gas  to  two  consumers  only,  to-wit,  the  factory  of  the  American 
Sewer  Pipe  Company  located  in  said  township  of  Elkrun,  and  to  the 
factory  of  The  Excelsior  Fire  Clay  Company  located  in  said  township 
of  Center;  that  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  November,  1910,  the  Pennsyl- 
vania company  did  supply  gas  for  fuel  to  said  factory  of  the  American 
Sewer  Pipe  Company;  that  on  said  November  1st  said  factory  ceased 
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operations,  and  has  not  been  in  operation  since  that  time  except  during 
the  month  of  May  in  the  year  191 1,  and  that  during  said  mpnth  of 
May,  191 1,  the  Pennsylvania  company  furnished  gas  to  the  factory 
of  the  American  Sewer  Pipe  Company  for  fuel ;  that  prior  to  January 
i,  191 1,  the  Pennsylvania  company  furnished  gas  for  fuel  to  the  fac- 
tory of  The  Excelsior  Fire  Clay  Company ;  that  on  or  about  January 
1,  191 1,  said  factory  was  closed  and  not  again  operated  until  May,  191 1, 
since  which  time  it  has  used  a  small  amount  of  gas  for  fuel. 

The  Pennsylvania  company  represents  that  it  does  not  now  have 
any  market  for  its  gas  except  a  small  amount  required  by  the  Excelsior 
Fire  Clay  Company,  and  does  not  have  and  could  not  acquire  facilities 
for  reaching  any  other  or  additional  market  without  expending  a  large 
amount  of  money  for  the  increase  of  its  present  facilities ;  that  it  does 
not  have  sufficient  capital  to  increase  its  facilities  if  it  desired  to  do  so, 
and  that  in  the  judgment  of  its  officers  its  business  could  not  be  made 
profitable,  and  that  it  desires  to  dispose  of  its  property  in  Ohio  and 
withdraw  from  business  in  said  State. 

That  the  Lisbon  Company  has  no  pipe  lines  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  gas  producing  territory  of  the  Pennsylvania  company,  but  that 
the  pipe  lines  of  the  joint  companies  can  be  connected  so  that  the  Lis- 
bon company  could  market  the  gas  of  the  Pennsylvania  company ;  that 
it  appears  to  the  petitioners  that  it  would  be  to  their  mutual  advantage 
for  the  Pennsylvania  company  to  sell  to  the  Lisbon  company,  and  for 
the  Lisbon  company  to  purchase  the  property  of  the  Pennsylvania 
company  in  Ohio,  and  the  petitioners  have  agreed  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  for  such  sale  and  purchase,  all  of  which  are  set  out  in  a 
draft  of  an  agreement  for  such  purpose  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  at- 
tached and  made  a  part  of  this  petition. 

The  petitioners  further  represent  that  the  proposed  sale  and  pur- 
chase of  said  property  as  aforesaid  will  in  no  wise  affect  the  interests 
of  any  consumer  of  gas,  and  that  the  Lisbon  company  will,  after  said 
purchase,  be  in  position  to  furnish  to  the  Pennsylvania  company's  con- 
sumers adequate  service  at  a  reasonable  and  just  rate. 

Wherefore,  the  petitioners  pray  for  an  order  granting  them  the 
right  to  enter  into  the  contract  aforesaid,  and  for  the  Commission's  ap- 
proval of  the  proposed  sale  aforesaid. 

Was  made  by  the  promulgation  of  the  Commission's  order  of 
February  23,  1912,  reading: 

This  matter  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  joint  application  of 
The  Lisbon  Oil  and  Gas  Company  and  The  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio 
Gas  and  Oil  Company ;  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits.  After  due  con- 
sideration of  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  the  Commis- 
sion is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It 
is,  therefore, 
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Ordered,  That  The  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  Gas  and  Oil  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  to  The  Lisbon 
Oil  and  Gas  Company  certain  of  its  property,  fully  set  out  in  a  copy  of 
an  agreement  attached  to  said  petition  and  marked  exhibit  "A;"  and 
the  said  The  Lisbon  Oil  and  Gas  Company  is  authorized  to  purchase 
said  property,  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  'of  six  thousand 
($6,000.00)  dollars,  in  the  manner  set  out  in  said  contract.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


109.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Home  Telephone 
Company,  of  Waverly,  Ohio,  and  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the 
purchase  of  certain  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Home  Telephone  Company,  and  for  a  connect- 
ing arrangement  for  an  exchange  of  service  between  the  appli- 
cants.   Approved  February  8,  19 12. 

For  their  petition  herein,  the  petitioners  say : 

The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  The  Home  Telephone  Company  owns  and 
operates  telephone  exchanges  at  Waverly,  Piketon,  Beaver  and  Idaho, 
Pike  County,  Ohio,  and  at  Sinking  Springs  in  Highland  County,  Ohio, 
and  that  it  has  connected  with  said  exchanges  576  subscribers'  sta- 
tions and  38  toll  and  pay  stations,  and  thereby  serves  substantially  the 
whole  of  Pike  County,  together  with  some  territory  contiguous  thereto, 
with  its  local  telephone  service. 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates 
a  telephone  exchange  at  Waverly,  Pike  County,  Ohio,  and  that  it  has 
connected  with  said  exchange  16  subscribers'  stations  and  5  toll  sta- 
ions,  and  thereby  serves  a  very  limited  number  of  people  within  a  small 
portion  of  the  territory  covered  by  the  lines  of  The  Home  Telephone 
Company  with  its  local  service. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Home  Telephone  Company  can 
give  a  large  majority  of  its  patrons  only  a  limited  toll  line  or  long  dis- 
tance service. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany owns  and  operates  a  large  system  of  exchanges  and  toll  or  long 
distance  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and  has  con- 
nection with  a  vast  system  of  long  distance  lines  reaching  all  over 
the  United  States,  and  can  give  only  a  small  number  of  people  within

the  territory  covered  by  the  lines  of  The  Home  Telephone  Company 
easy  access  to  this  vast  telephone  system. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Home  Telephone  Company's  Sink- 
ing Springs  exchange  having  44  subscribers'  stations  connected  there- 
with is  the  only  exchange  of  The  Home  Company  having  connection 
with  the  system  *of  The  Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  The  Home  Telephone  Company  now  serves  in  the  village  of 
Waverly  318  subscribers,  and  The  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
serves  but  16  subscribers  in  the  village  of  Waverly.  That  such  condi- 
tions necessitate  the  maintenance  of  two  separate  telephone  plants  and 
two  separate  operating  telephone  organizations  to  perform  a  service 
which  could  better  be  rendered  by  one  organization,  and  therefore,  in- 
crease the  cost  of  operation  over  that  which  would  be  necessary  were 
but  one  company  in  a  position  to  render  all  of  the  service. 

That  a  considerable  amount  of  money  must  necessarily  be  ex- 
pended in  the  near  future  for  the  reconstruction  of  both  of  said  plants, 
and  for  the  extension  of  The  Central  Union  Company's  plant  in  order 
to  give  an  adequate  service,  should  the  present  conditions  long  prevail. 
Such  extension  of  The  Central  Union  Company's  plant  would  result  in 
a  further  useless  duplication  of  the  other  company's  telephone  prop- 
erty, and  the  inevitable  division  of  the  telephone  subscribers  between 
the  two  companies.  This,  together  with  other  expenses  and  losses 
which  would  accrue  under  such  conditions,  would  either  leave  the  busi- 
ness unprofitable  for  the  companies  or  impose  an  undue  burden  on  the 
public,  with  unsatisfactory  divided  service. 

That  at  the  present  time  there  are  16  people  subscribers  to  the 
service  of  both  of  said  companies,  each  one  paying  the  rates  of  each 
company  for  the  purpose  of  deriving  the  benefit  of  both,  and  that  it  is 
manifestly  evident  that  the  16  people  who  have  both  telephones  are 
retaining  the  service  of  the  Central  Union  Company  only  because  it  is 
necessary  or  desirable  for  them  to  have  connection  with  the  toll  or 
long  distance  system  of  The  Central  Union  Company. 

That  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth,  both 
of  said  companies  agree  that  a  further  continuation  of  competitive  con- 
ditions in  the  village  of  Waverly,  and  the  further  duplication  of  tele- 
phone property  in  Pike  County  would  result  in  unnecessary  financial 
losses  to  themselves,  and  an  annoyance  and  unnecessary  expense  to  the 
community  at  large.  In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  circumstances,  the 
said  The  Home  Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  The  Centra? 
Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's  exchange 
property  in  the  said  village  of  Waverly  and  a  toll  circuit  between 
Waverly  and  Omega,  together  with  toll  lines  between  Waverly  and 
Piketon  and  Waverly  and  Beaver,  and  with  that  end  in  view  appraisals 
of  said  properties  have  been  made  by  engineers  representing  both  of 
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said  companies,  and  a  valuation  of  $671.28  has  been  set  upon  the  said 
propertfes  and  agreed  to  by  both  companies  as  reasonable  and 
proper  for  the  same.  That  with  the  approval  of  your  Commission  the 
said  The  Home  Telephone  Company  proposes  to  purchase  the  said 
properties  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  com- 
bine the  telephone  properties  in  the  said  village  of  Waverly  and  make 
a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange  of  service  with  the  said  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  said  purchase,  consolidation  and  connection  would  result  in 
the  following  advantages  to  the  respective  companies,  the  patrons  of 
both  companies,  and  the  general  public  at  large : 

1.  The  advantages  to  the  respective  companies. 

(a)  The  reduction  of  necessary  present  expenses  of  building, 
operating,  maintenance  and  reconstruction,  and  the  prevention  of  the 
present  operating  losses. 

(b)  The  avoidance  of  future  useless  duplication  of  plant. 

(c)  The  securing  of  business  substantially  sufficient  to  justify 
the  operation  of  a  single  system  at  a  high  point  of  efficiency. 

2.  The  advantages  to  the  public — the  users  of  the  telephone 
service. 

(a)  The  relief  given  to  part  of  the  telephone  using  public  in 
Waverly,  Ohio,  from  the  expense  of  subscribing  for  two  telephones, 
the  estimated  annual  saving  to  the  public  on  this  account  being  $181.00, 
and  the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of  two  systems. 

(b)  The  opportunity  offered  to  substantially  all  of  the  people 
of  Pike  County  for  the  advantages  of  the  toll  or  long  distance  service 
of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  the  opportunity  of- 
fered to  the  patrons  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  all 
of  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  by  telephone  all  of  the  sub- 
scribers of  The  Home  Telephone  Company,  in  other  words,  a  uni- 
versal service. 

3.  The  advantages  to  the  general  public — The  possibility  of  re- 
moving a  large  part  of  the  present  duplicated  plants,  thus  adding  ma- 
terially to  the  appearance  and  to  public  convenience  in  the  village  of 
Waverly. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  the  said  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  by  the  said  The  Home  Telephone  Company  at  the 
price  of  $671.28,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale, 
attached  hereto,  made  a  part  hereof  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  at 
the  same  time  that  you  approve  of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set 
out  in  the  traffic  agreement  agreeable  to  the  two  parties,  a  copy  of 
which  is  hereto  attached,  made  a  part  hereof  and  marked  exhibit  "B." 
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Disposing  of  this  proceeding,  the  Commission  entered  the  follow- 
ing order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  Home  Telephone  Company  of  Waverly,  Ohio,  and  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits ;  and 
the  Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany certain  of  its  property  used  in  local  service,  and  fully  set  out  in  a 
bill  of  sale  attached  to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and 
made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference ;  and  said  The  Home  Telephone 
Company  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay 
therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  six  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  and 
twenty-eight  cents  ($671.28).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Home  Telephone  Company  and  the  said 
The  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are,  hereby, 
authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


no.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Harrison  Light  and  Fuel  Company  with  respect  to 
the  adequacy  and  accommodation  afforded  by  its  service.  Dis- 
missed February  8,  1912. 

Insistent  complaint  being  made  to  the  Commission  by  the  pa- 
trons of  The  Harrison  Light  and  Fuel  Company  that  the  service  of  this 
company  was  inefficient  and  insufficient,  the  Commission,  as  of  date 
January  19,  1912,  instituted  an  investigation  of  the  management  of 
this  company  by  entering  the  following  order : 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Harrison  Light  and  Fuel  Company  with  respect 
to  the  adequacy  and  accommodation  afforded  by  its  service,  and 
especially  with  respect  to  the  adequacy  and  accommodation  afforded 
by  its  service  in  the  town  of  Hopedale,  Ohio.     It  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Wednesday,  January  24,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the  hear- 
ing room  of  the  Commission,  in  the  Capitol  Building,  Columbus,  Ohio, 
are,  hereby,  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation.

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Scott  Home  Telephone 
Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  ap- 
proval of  contract  for  connection  and  exchange  of  service.  Ap- 
proved February  8,  191 2. 

The  petition  in  this  proceeding  is  as  follows : 

The  Scott  Home  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  being  the  applicants  in  this  petition,  do  respect- 
fully represent  that  at  the  present  time  The  Scott  Home  Telephone 
Company  is  operating  an  exchange  at  Scott,  Ohio,  and  vicinity  of 
approximately  185  subscribers,  also  an  exchange  at  Haviland,  Ohio, 
and  vicinity  of  approximately  65  subscribers;  that  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  operates  only  a  toll  station  at  each  of  these 
points;  that  The  Scott  Home  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give  its 
patrons  and  the  public  at  large  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance  serv- 
ice; that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates  a 
large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and 
has  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines  reaching  over 
the  United  States ;  that  this  connection  between  the  systems  of  the 
petitioners  would  result  in  vastly  extending  the  long  distance  telephone 
service  to  the  subscribers  of  The  Scott  Home  Telephone  Company, 
both  at  their  exchange  at  Scott,  Ohio,  and  Haviland,  Ohio. 

A  contract  for  such  connection  has  been  agreed  upon  by  the 
petitioners,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof, 
and  that  such  contract  involves  nothing  more  than  a  connection  be- 
tween the  two  systems  for  an  exchange  of  service.  A  great  benefit  will 
result  to  the  respective  companies  from  the  connection  provided  for  in 
this  contract  to  their  patrons  and  the  public  at  large. 
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Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  ypur  Commission  approve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  forth  in  said  contract.

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


112.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Sycamore  Telephone 
Company,  a  corporation,  and  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company, 
a  partnership,  for  authority  to  purchase  and  sell  property.  Dis- 
missed February  27,  1912.  Amended  petition  filed  March  25, 
1912;  dismissed  June  28,  1912.  Amended  petition  filed  August 
13,  1912;  approved  August  13,  1912. 

The  petition  herein  reads  as  follows : 

The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  partnership  composed  of 
Geo.  A.  Klahr,  J.  A.  Klahr,  F.  C.  Samsel  and  Emma  M.  Sajmsel,  now 
own  and  operate  a  telephone  system  with  its  principal  exchange  at 
Sycamore,  Wyandot  County,  Ohio,  and  with  lines  radiating  there- 
from to  various  points  in  the  counties  of  Wyandot,  Seneca  and  Craw- 
ford. Said  parties  desire  to  change  the  ownership  and  management  of 
said|telephone  system  from  a  partnership  to  a  corporation,  and  with 
that  in  view,  have  incorporated  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company, 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  an  authorized  capital  stock 
of  $75,000. 

Said  partnership  and  said  corporation  have  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment, by  the  terms  of  which  said  partnership  is  to  sell,  assign,  transfer 
and  convey  all  the  property  and  assets  of  every  kind  belonging  to 
said  telephone  system,  free  and  clear  of  all  liens  and  incumbrances 
whatsoever,  together  with  the  good  will  thereof,  to  said  corporation, 
and  as  consideration  therefor,  said  corporation  is  to  pay  the  sum  of 
sixty  thousand  ($60,000.00)  dollars,  payable  in  stock  of  the  company 
at  par. 
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The  value  of  the  property  belonging  to  said  telephone  system  is 
as  follows :

The  partners  composing  said  partnership,  and  said  corporation, 
jointly  ask  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  enter  into  the  above  described  sale  and 
transfer  of  property. 

Whereupon,  the  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  partnership,  and  The 
Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  Ohio,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits,  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  amount  to  be 
paid  by  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation,  to  the 
Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  partnership,  for  the  property  de- 
scribed in  the  petition  and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto,  is  greatly  in 
excess  of  the  value  of  said  property,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  not  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  case  be  and  the  same  is,  hereby,  dismissed. 

As  of  date  March  25,  1912,  the  parties  hereto  submitted  their 
amended  and  supplemental  application  which  reads : 

Now  comes  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  co-partnership, 
and  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation,  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  an  authorized  capital  stock  of 
$75,000.00,  and  by  leave  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio, 
file  this  their  amended  and  supplemental  application  to  the  former 
application  filed  herein  by  the  respective  parties  hereto,  and  say  that 
they  have  caused  a  revaluation  and  reappraisement  of  the  property 
of  said  company  to  be  made,  and  have  entered  into  a  contract,  whereby 
it  is  agreed  by  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  co-partnership,  to 
sell,  and  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation,  to  buy  the 
said  property,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio,  for  the  sum  of  $60,000.00,  payable  $7,500.00  in  cash  and 
$52,500.00  in  stock  of  said  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  at  par. 

Your  petitioners  represent  that  the  reasonable  value  of  the  said 
property,  as  a  going  concern,  is  the  sum  of  $66,826.39,  and  that  a  copy 
of  said  contract  so  entered  into  between  the  parties  is  hereto  attached 
ind  made  a  part  hereof,  marked  exhibit  "A." 
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Wherefore,  your  petitioners  respectfulyy  ask  that  a  rehearing 
pf  this  matter  be  had ;  that  the  joint  petition  on  the  part  of  the  Syca- 
more Telephone  Company,  a  partnership,  heretofore  filed,  for  authority 
to  sell  said  property,  and  the  application  for  authority  to  issue  stock 
made  by  the  said  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  cprporation. 
together  with  this  amended  and  supplemental  application,  be  heard 
together  at  such  time  as  the  Commission  shall  specify,  and  that  such 
hearings  be  had  herein  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  are  neces- 
sary, and  that  an  order  be  granted  approving  the  said  contract,  per- 
mitting the  same  and  purchase  under  said  contract  and  the  issue  and 
sale  of  said  stock  for  the  purpose  of  consummating  such  sale  and  pur- 
chase, and  for  such  other  order  as  the  premises  justify. 

In  disposition  of  which  the  Commission  entered  the  following 
order: 

The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Sycamore  Telephone 
Company,  a  partnership  composed  of  George  A.  Klahr,  J.  A.  Klahr.  F. 
C.  Samsel  and  Emma  M.  Samsel,  having,  on  the  22nd  day  pf  January, 
1912,  filed  their  joint  petition  for  obtaining  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Commission  of  the  purchase  by  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Com- 
pany, a  corporation,  pf  all  the  property  of  The  Sycamore  Telephone 
Company,  a  partnership  having  its  principal  exchange  located  at  Syca- 
more, Wyandot  County,  Ohio,  with  lines  radiating  therefrom  to 
various  points  in  the  counties  of  Wyandot,  Seneca  and  Crawford, 
owned  and  operated  by  said  partnership,  the  Sycamore  Telephone 
Company,  and  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  of  the 
sale  of  said  property  by  said  partnership  to  said  corporation  aforesaid, 
the  consideration  tp  be  paid  said  partnership  by  said  corporation  for 
said  property  to  be  sixty  thousand  dollars,  payable  in  the  stock  of  said 
corporation,  and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for 
Thursday,  January  25,  1912,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  pf  the 
time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been 
heard  in  part  on  said  day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  continued 
from  day  to  day  until  the  27th  day  of  February,  1912,  when  the  Com- 
mission promulgated  its  finding  and  order  in  said  matter,  which  said 
order  was  designated  as  No.  112,  and  reads  as  fpllows,  to-wit': 

"After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  and  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  amount  to  be 
paid  by  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation,  to  the 
Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  partnership,  for  the  property  de- 
scribed in  the  petition  and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto,  is  greatly  in 
excess  of  the  value  of  said  property,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  not  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 
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"Ordered,  That  said  case  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby,  dismissed." 

And  thereafter,  to-wit,  upon  the  25th  day  of  March,  1912,  said 
petitioners  having,  by  leave  of  the  Commission,  filed  their  amended  and 
supplemental  petition  herein,  reciting  the  fact  that  they  have  caused  a 
revaluation  and  reappraisement  of  said  property,  as  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed, to  be  made,  asking  the  revocation  and  recision  of  said  order 
No.  112  of  date,  February  27,  1912,  and  praying  for  the  approval  and 
consent  of  the  Commission  to  the  purchase  and  transfer  of  said  prop- 
etry  for  a  consideration  df  sixty  thousand  dollars,  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  of  said  consideration  to  be  paid  in  cash,  and  fifty-two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  the  stock  of  said  corppratipn,  and 
said  amended  and  supplemental  petition  having  been  assigned  for 
hearing  Friday,  April  12,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  nptice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  said  further  hearing  having  been  given,  and  said 
amended  and  supplemental  petition  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said 
day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the 
same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  as  amended 
and  supplemented,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  investigations  and  in- 
quiry as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  pur- 
chase price  agreed  upon  between  said  parties  is  greatly  in  excess  of 
the  value  of  the  property  sought  to  be  sold,  the  Commission,  therefore, 
is  of  opinion  that  said  proposed  purchase  and  sale  should  npt  be 
authorized.     Wherefore  it  is 

Ordered,  That  said  order  No.  112,  of  date,  February  27,  1912,  be, 
and  the  same  hereby  is  affirmed,  and  the  Commission  withholds  its 
consent  and  approval  to  the  proposed  purchase  and  sale  between  said 
parties,  as  prayed  for  in  their  said  joint  petition. 

The  petitioners  herein  thereupon  filed  the  following  application 
for  a  rehearing  and  recision  of  the  Commission's  former  orders : 

Now  come  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  co-partnership, 
and  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation,  and  by  leave 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  file  this  application  for  a 
rehearing  on  their  amended  and  supplemental  application,  hereto- 
fore filed  herein  and  say  that  an  agreement  has  now  been  entered  into 
between  the  said  co-partnerShip  and  said  corporation,  by  which  the 
Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  co-partnership,  party  hereto,  has 
agreed  to  sell  and  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation, 
has  agreed  to  purchase  the  Sycamore  telephone  plant,  now  and  hereto- 
fore owned  and  operated  by  said  co-partnership,  including  all  the 
property,  its  good  will,  all  its  contracts,  contract  rights,  rights  of 
way,  chooses  in  action,  accounts  and  bills  receivable,  book  accounts, 
papers,  documents  and  contracts  in  any  way  pertaining  to  said  busi- 
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ness  for  the  sum  of  $45,000.00,  payable  $7,500.00  in  cash  and  $37,500.00 
in  stock  of  said  corporation  at  par ;  that  a  copy  of  said  contract  entered 
into  between  the  parties  is  hereto  attached  marked  exhibit  "A"  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  the  same  having  been  entered  intp  by  and  between 
said  parties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Ohio. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  respectively  ask  that  the  former 
order  of  the  Commission,  denying  the  petitioners  amended  and  sup- 
plemental application  be  set  aside  and  that  an  order  be  granted,  per- 
mitting the  sale  and  purchase  on  the  terms  set  out  in  said  agreement, 
hereto  attached ;  your  petitioners  further  respectively  ask,  that  for  the 
purpose  of  consumating  such  sale  and  purchase,  an  order  be  granted 
permitting  said  corporation  to  issue  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450) 
shares  of  its  capital  stock. 

The  proceeding  was  then  closed  with  the  promulgation  of  the 
Commission's  order,  dated  August  13,  1912,  reading  as  follows: 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  "27th  day  of  February,  1912, 
issued  its  order  herein,  denying  to  the  petitioners  herein  its  consent 
and  approval  to 'the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  telephone  system,  with 
all  property  and  good  will  belonging  thereto,  heretofore  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  partnership,  for  a 
consideration  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid,  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  in  cash  and  fifty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
in  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  The  Sycamiore  Telephone  Com- 
pany, and  thereafter,  to-wit :  Upon  the  25th  day  of  March,  1912,  said 
petitioners  having  by  leave  of  the  Commission,  filed  their  amended  and 
supplemental  petition  herein  asking  the  revocation  and  recision  of  said 
order  of  date,  February  27,  1912,  and  praying  for  the  approval  and  con- 
sent of  the  Commission  to  the  purchase  and  transfer  of  said  property 
for  said  consideration  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  payable  as  hereinbe- 
fore stated,  and  the  Commission,  after  full  hearing  and  being  duly  ad- 
vised in  the  matter,  having,  by  its  supplemental  order  of  date,  June 
28,  1912,  affirmed  its  said  order  of  February  2J,  1912,  denying  to  said 
petitioners  its  approval  and  consent  to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  said 
property,  and  said  petitioners  having,  on  the  13th  day  of  August,  1912, 
by  leave  of  the  Commission  and  for  good  cause  shown,  filed  their 
application  for  a  reconsideration  of  said  matter  and  amended  their  said 
petition  so  as  to  seek  and  pray  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
Commission  to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  said  property  for  a  considera- 
tion of  forty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid,  seven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  in  cash  and  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in 
the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  said  matter  came  on  this  day  for 
final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  amendment  to  the  petition, 
the  evidence  and  exhibits. 
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After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  investigation  and  in- 
quiry as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appear- 
ing that  no  increase  in  rates  or  diminution  in  service  will  result  there- 
from, the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  snid  petition,  as 
amended,  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  order  of  the  Commission,  of  date,  February 
2J,  1912,  and  said  supplementary  order  of  date,  June  28,  1912,  be5,  and 
they  hereby  are  rescinded,  revoked  and  annulled.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  part- 
nership, composed  of  George  A.  Klahr,  J.  A.  Klahr,  F.  C.  Samsel  and 
Emma  M.  Samsel,  be  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The 
Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation,  its  said  telephone  sys- 
tem, together  with  all  property  and  good  will  belonging  thereto,  as 
fully  set  out  in  the  petition  herein,  exhibits  attached  thereto  and  the 
record  in  this  case,  which  are  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference ;  and 
said  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation,  hereby  is 
authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed 
consideration  of  forty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid,  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  in  cash  and  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  in  the  capital  stock  of  said  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


113.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Sycamore  Telephone 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  $60,000.00  capital '  stock.  Ap- 
proved August  13,  1 912. 

This  action  is  so  closely  related  to  No.  112,  that  its  history  is 
practically  that  of  the  preceding  case.  The  petition,  as  originally  pre- 
sented, reads : 

The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  the  petitioner  herein,  re- 
spectfully represents  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  that  it  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated,  organized  and  existing 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  has  an  authorized  capital 
stock  of  seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000.00)  dollars,  divided  into  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  (750)  shares  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  each, 
no  part  of  which  has  yet  been  issued. 

Said  corporation  hereby  makes  application  for  authority  to  issue 
«ix  hundred  (600)  shares  of  its  capital  stock,  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing a  telephone  system,  and  all  the  property  and  good  will  be- 
longing thereto,  which  has  heretofore  been  owned  and  operated  by 
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individuals  as  partners  or  joint  owners,  with  its  principal  exchange  at 
Sycamore,  Wyandot  County,  Ohio,  and  with  lines  radiating  there- 
from/ through  the  counties  of  Wyandot,  Seneca  and  Crawford,  to 
Tiffin,  Blpomville,  McCutchenville,  Tymochtee,  Upper  Sandusky,  Seal, 
Lemert,  Lykens  and  connecting  with  intermediate  points. 

The  value  of  the  aforesaid  telephone  system,  property  and  good 
will  is  estimated  at  sixty  thousand  ($60,000.00)  dollars,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed that  this  corporation  shall  purchase  and  pay  for  the  same  by 
issuing  and  delivering  to  the  present  owners  six  hundred  (600)  shares 
of  its  capital  stock,  at  its  par  value.  The  said  telephone  system,  prop- 
erty and  good  will  belonging  thereto  is  to  be  transferred  to  said  cor- 
poration, as  a  going  concern,  free  and  clear  of  all  liens  and  incum- 
brances whatsoever. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  asks  that  a  hearing  may  be  had  on  this 
petition  at  an  early  date,  convenient  to  your  honorable  body,  and  that 
upon  such  hearing  authority  may  be  granted  to  The  Sycamore  Tele- 
phone Company  to  issue  600  shares  of  its  capital  stock  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purpose  hereinbefore  stated. 

The  action  of  the  Commission  in  refusing  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tion in  case  No.  112  on  February  27,  1912,  and  in  affirming  such  order 
by  the  entry  of  June  28,  1912,  carried  with  it  the  rejection  of  this  case. 
The  amendment  to  the  petition  and  application  for  rehearing  of  pro- 
ceeding No.  112,  also  carried  an  amendment  to  the  petition  herein, 
whereupon  the  Commission  promulgated  the  following  order: 

The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  22nd  day  of  January, 
191 2,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  par  value  of  said  capital  stock,  and  fifty- 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  par  yalue,  of  said  capital  stock  to  be 
delivered  to  a  partnership  doing  business  under  the  firm  name  and 
style  of  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  in  full  and  final  payment 
for  the  telephone  system,  and  all  the  property  and  good  will  belonging 
thereto,  which  has  heretofore  been  owned  and  operated  by  said  partner- 
ship, and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Thursday, 
January  25,  1912,  at  2:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on 
said  day  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  having  been  continued 
from  day  to  day,  and  said  petitioner,  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Com- 
pany, having,  on  the  13th  day  of  August,  1912,  filed  an  amendment  to 
its  said  petition  herein,  which  said  amendment  reduced  the  amount  of 
petitioner's  capital  stock  for  which  it  sought  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission to  issue,  to  forty-five  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  capital 
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stock  and  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  par  value,  of  said 
capital  stock  to  be  delivered  to  said  partnership  in  full  and  final  pay- 
ment for  said  telephone  system,  as  aforesaid,  said  matter  came  on  this 
day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  amendment  to  the 
petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  investiga- 
tion as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appear- 
ing that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  of  the  par  value 
of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  said  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  are  to  be  used 
and  issued,  respectively,  in  full  payment  and  discharge  of  a  lawful 
obligation  of  said  corporation,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  as  amended,  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company  be  and 
it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500.00),  and  that  said  stock  be 
sold  for  the  .best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the 
money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company  be  and  it 
hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver  to  said  partnership  doing 
business  under  the  firm  name  and  style  of  the  Sycamore  Telephone 
Company,  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  thirty-seven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($37,500.00),  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding,  of 
the  Commission  that  the1  issue  of  said  capital  stock  is  reasonably  re- 
quired for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
said  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  be  delivered  to  said  partnership,  doing  business  under  the 
firm  name  and  style  of  the  Sycamore  Telephone  Company,  by  said  The 
Sycamore  Telephone  Company  in  full  payment  for  the  telephone  sys- 
tem, and  all  the  property  and  good  will  belonging  thereto,  which  has 
heretofore  been  owned  and  operated  by  said  partnership,  as  fully  de- 
scribed in  the  petition  herein,  accompanying  exhibits  and  the  record 
in  this  proceeding.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Sycamore  Telephone  Company  make 
verified  report  to  this  Commission  as  follows:  Upon  the  sale  of  said 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  any 
part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom, 
which  shall  be  the  highest  amounts  obtainable  and  not  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  thirty 
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days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  par  value  of  such  stock  certificates 
as  may  be  delivered  and  the  amount  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the 
sale  of  said  capital  stock,  herein  authorized  to  be  issued  and  sold,  as 
may  be  paid  to  said  partnership,  and  that  such  reports  be  made  until 
all  of  said  capital  stock  herein  authorized  to  be  issued  and  sold,  has 
been  issued  and  sold  and  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  and  said 
capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  have  been  paid  and  delivered  to  said  partnership,  as  provided 
by  this  order. 


114.  In  the4  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Logan  Natural  Gas  and 
Fuel  Company  for  approval  of  minimum  charge,  sliding  scale  of 
rates  and  classification  of  service  for  natural  gas  in  the  municipali- 
ties and  unincorporated  communities  of  Adelphia,  Amherst,  Ash- 
land, Bucyrus,  Cardington,  Carey,  Centerburg,  Chicago,  Chilli- 
cothe,  Clyde,  Crestline,  Edison,  Findlay,  Fostoria,  Galion,  Heb- 
ron, Kingston,  Laurelville,  Logan,  Mansfield,  Monroeville,  Mt. 
Gilead,  Norwalk,  Plymouth,  Sandusky,  Shelby,  Sunbury,  Syca- 
more, Thornville,  Tiffin,  Upper  Sandusky,  Utica,  Westerville, 
South  Amherst,  Birmingham,  Homer,  Mt.  Liberty,"  Jacksontown, 
Litchfield,  Galena,  Millersport,  French  Creek,  Hallsville  and 
special  field  and  main  line  consumers.    Approved  March  21,  191 2. 

On  the  22nd  day  of  January^  1.912,  The  Logan  Natural  Gas  and 
Fuel  Company  tendered  for  filing,  tariffs  in  which  were  carried  min- 
imum charges,  sliding  scales  of  rates  and  classifications  of  service  for 
natural  gas  in  the  municipalities'  and  unincorporated  communities  set 
out  in  the  caption  of  this  pleading.  Technical  errors  appearing  therein, 
they  were  returned  to  the  company  for  correction.  After  an  extended 
correspondence  the  tariffs  were  presented  to  the  Commission  in  proper 
form  and  accepted,  and  this  proceeding  closed  with  the  proper  entry. 


115.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Buckeye  Gas  Company 
for  the  approval  of  minimum  charge,  sliding  scale  of  rates  and 
classification  of  service  for  natural  gas  in  Clearport,  Rockbridge, 
Stoutsville,  Sugar  Grove  and  Circleville.     Approved  March  21, 

1912. 

The  tariffs,  presented  for  filing  by  The  Buckeye  Gas  Company, 
in  which  were  embodied  a  minimum  charge,  sliding  scale  of  rates  and 
classification  of  service,  for  natural  gas  in  the  municipalities  above 
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named,  were,  after  an  extended  correspondence  between  the  Com- 
mission and  the  company,  corrected  in  several  regards  wherein  defects 
had  been  noted,  accepted  for  filing  and  this  proceeding  closed  with  the 
spreading  of  the  proper  entry. 


1 1 6.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Athens  Gas  Light  and 
Electric  Company  for  the  approval  of  minimum  charge,  sliding 
scale  of  rates  and  classification  of  service  for  natural  gas  in 
Athens  and  Chauncey,  Ohio.    Approved  March  21,  1912. 

Proper  correction  having  been  made  of  the  defects  noted  in  the 
tariffs  presented  for  filing,  herein,  under  date  of  January  22,  191 2,  the 
same  were  accepted  for  filing  as  of  date,  March  21,  1912,  and  this  pro- 
ceeding terminated  with  the  spreading  of  a  proper  entry.

of  this  community  is  transacted  with  residents  of  these  villages  and 
cities,  which  now  have  no  toll  line  connection  with  the  Fayetteville 
Telephone  Company ;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  has 
ample  facilities  and  owns  and  operates  lines  connecting  all  of  these 
points  and  many  others  throughout  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois. 

"Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  the  sale  of  the  property 
be  approved  and  permission  granted  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  the 
traffic  agreement."

The  petition  herein  reads : 

"The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  there  are  two  telephone  exchanges 
operated  in  the  village  of  Georgetown,  Ohio,  one  owned  and  operated 
by  The  Brown  County  Independent  Telephone  Company,  and  the 
other  by  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company;  that  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  further  owns  and  operates,  a  telephone 
exchange  at  Russellville,  a  short  distance  from  Georgetown. 

"That  The  Brown  County  Independent  Telephone  Company  now 
serves  approximately  400  stations  in  the  village  of  Georgetown,  and 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  serves  approximately  220  sta- 
tions in  the  village  of  Georgetown,  and  140  stations  in  Russellville. 

"That  such  conditions  have  resulted  in  dividing  the  telephone 
service  in  the  community  so  that  now  the  subscribers  of  each  company 
have  only  a  partial  service  in  that  they  can  reach  only  the  subscribers 
of  the  company  with  which  they  are  connected.

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pended  in  the  near  future  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  both 
the  said  plants  for  the  purpose  of  giving  adequate  service ;  that  such  ex- 
penditure means  a  further  duplication  of  the  investment  and  the  addi- 
tion of  further  duplicated  expenses. 

"That  at  the  present  time  there  are  about  ioo  people  subscribers 
to  the  service  of  both  the  said  companies,  each  paying  the  rates  of 
each  company  for  the  purpose  of  deriving  the  benefit  of  both. 

"That  at  the  present  time  The  Brown  County  Independent  Tele- 
phone Company  can  give  its  patrons  only  a  limited  toll  line  or  long 
distance  service ;  that  it  is  entirely  cut  off  from  telephone  connections 
with  the  village  of  Ripley,  Ohio,  which  is  about  ten  miles  distant  and 
is  the  largest  village  in  the  county;  that  it  has  no  connection  with  the 
villages  of  Russellville,  Decatur  and  other  points  in  the  same  county, 
has  no  connection  whatever  with  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  the  city  of 
Maysville,  and  many  other  large  cities  and  villages  in  proximity  to 
Georgetown ;  that  a  large  part  of  the  telephone  business  of  this  com- 
munity is  transacted  with  residents  of  these  villages  and  cities  which 
now  have  no  toll  line  connection  with  The  Brown  County  Independent 
Telephone  Company ;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  company  has 
ample  facilities  and  owns  and  operates  lines  connecting  all  these  points 
and  many  others  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and  has 
connection  with  a  vast  system  of  toll  lines  reaching  all  over  the  United 
States. 

"That  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth,  both 
of  the  said  companies  agree  that  a  further  continuation  of  competitive 
conditions  in  the  village  of  Georgetown  would  result  in  unnecessary 
financial  losses  to  themselves  and  be  an  annoyance  and  unnecessary  ex- 
pense to  the  community  at  large. 

"In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  The  Brown  County  Independent 
Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter  property  in  the  said  villages  of 
Georgetown  and  Russellville,  Ohio.  With  that  end  in  view  appraisals

village  of  Georgetown  and  make  a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange 
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of  service  with  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company.  That  said 
purchase  and  combination  would  result  in  the  following  advantages  to 
the  respective  companies,  the  patrons  of  both  companies  and  the  pub- 
lic at  large:

"(b)  The  establishing  of  a  complete  unified  service  by 
which  every  telephone  subscriber  in  the  village  of  Georgetown 
and  Russellville  can  talk  to  every  other  one  and  also  to  the  pres- 
ent connecting  patrons  of  said  company  in  the  villages  of  Sar- 
dinia, Mt.  Orab,  Fayetteville,  Hamersville  and  Higginsport. 

"(c)  The  opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  The  Brown 
County  Independent  Telephone  Company  for  the  advantages  of 
a  toll  and  long  distance  service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  and  the  opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company,  and  all  of  its  connecting  com- 
panies, to  reach  the  subscribers  of  The  Brown  County  Inde- 
pendent Telephone  Company. 

"(d)     The  possibility  of  the  removing  of  a  large  part  of  the 
present  duplicated  plants,  thus  adding  materially  to  appearances 
and  to  public  convenience  in  the  said  village  of  Georgetown. 
"Wherefore,  ypur  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve

"A,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference ;  and  said  The  Brown 
County  Independent  Telephone  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  pur- 
chase said  property,  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  price  of  eight  thou- 
sand three  hundred  ($8,300.00)  dollars.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  and 
The  Brown  County  Independent  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are, 
hereby,  authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date.

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock 
and  notes  be  devoted  by  said  The  Brown  County  Independent  Tele- 
phone Company  to,  and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other, 
to-wit:  The  purchase  of  certain  of  the  property  of  thei  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale,  marked  Exhibit  "A," 
attached  to  the  joint  petition  of  the  said  The  Brown  County  In- 
dependent Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany, filed  with  the  Commission  on  January  25,  1912,  and  designated 
as  No.  125,  which  bill  of  sale  is  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference, 
and  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  the  plant  and  facilities  of 
said  The  Brown  County  Independent  Telephone  Company,  as  fully 
set  out  in  the  petition  herein.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Brown  County  Independent  Telephone 
Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the 
sale  of  said  stock  and  notes,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale ; 
the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable 
and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock  and  notes; 
at' the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from 
the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  stock  and  notes,  setting  forth,  in  reasonable  detail,  the 
purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  and  that  such  report 
be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  said  stock  and  notes  have  been  ex- 
pended pursuant  to  this  order. 


127.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Gratiot  and  Browns- 
ville Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  approval  of  contract  for  connection  and  exchange  of 
service.     Approved  l March  8,  1912. 

In  bringing  this  matter  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  the 
petitioner  filed  the  following  petition : 
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"The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone 
Company  is  operating  an  exchange  of  approximately  265  stations  in 
the  town  of  Gratiot,  Ohio,  and  vicinity;  that  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  operates  a  toll  station  only. 

"That  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone  Company  is  able 
to  give  to  its  patrons,  and  the  public  at  large,  only  a  limited  toll  or  long 
distance  service ;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and 
operates  a  large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  and  has  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines 
reaching  over  the  United  States. 

"That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  petitioners  would 
result  in  vastly  extending  the  long  distance  telephone  service  to  the 
subscribers  of  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone  Company,  and 
would  make  it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  and) its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  directly  the 
subscribers  of  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone  Company.  That 
the  petitioners  have  agreed  upon  a  contract  for  such  connection,  a  copy 
of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof,  and  that  such  con- 
tract involves  nothing  more  than  a  connection  between  the  two  systems 
for  an  exchange  of  service. 

"That  the  connection  provided  for  in  the  said  contract  will  result 
in  great  benefit  to  the  respective  companies,  their  patrons  and  the  pub- 
lic at  large. 

"Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  forth  in  said  contract." 

The  case  was  closed  with  the  following  order : 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint  peti- 
tion of  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone  Company  and  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits, 
and  it  appearing  that  no  increase  in  rates  nor  diminution  of  service 
will  result  therefrom,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Gratiot  and  Brownsville  Telephone 
Company  and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they 
are,  hereby,  authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in 
the  manner  and  for  the  purpose  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 
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128.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway 
Company  for  an  order  authorizing  said  corporation  to  issue 
$14,320,000.00  convertible  debenture  bonds  and  capital  stock  for 
the  conversion  thereof.    Approved  January  30,  191 2. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  30th  day  of  January,  1912,  the  application  of  the  Norfolk  and 
Western  Railway  Company,  filed  January  29th,  1912,  under  sections  56 
et  sequitur  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  act  of  Ohio,  passed  May 
31,  191 1,  for  an  order  authorizing  the  applicant,  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  Company,  to  issue  not  exceeding  $14,320,000.00  of  convertible 
debenture  bonds  of  the  said  company  bearing  interest  at  four  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  also  the  common  capital  stock  to  be  delivered 
in  lieu  of  or  in  effecting  the  conversion  of  such  convertible  debenture 
bonds,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  said  application  came  on  for 
hearing'  and  the  Commission,  having  examined  such  witnesses,  books, 
papers,  accounts  and  reports,  and  having  made  such  inquiries  and  in- 
vestigations as  deemed  proper  and  necessary,  and  it  appearing  that  part 
of  the  proceeds  of  said  issue  is  to  be  expended  in  the  State  of  Ohio 
and  that  a  portion  of  the  said  capital  to  be  secured  thereby  has  been 
and  is  to  be  expended  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  being  of  opinion  that 
the  use  of  the  capital  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  of  said  bonds  and  of 
the  common  capital  stock  to  be  delivered  in  lieu  of  or  in  effecting  such 
conversion  herein  authorized  is  reasonably  required  for  the  acquisition 
of  property,  for  the  construction,  completion,  extension  or  improve- 
ment of  its  facilities,  for  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service, 
for  the  discharge  or  lawful  refunding  of  its  obligations  and  for  the  re- 
imbursement of  moneys  actually  expended  from  income  and  other 
moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the  company  not  secured  from  the  issue  of 
stocks,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  said  com- 
pany, gives  its  consent  and  authority  that  said  bonds  may  be  issued, 
and  it  is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  applicant,  the 'Norfolk  and  Western  Railway 
Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  its  convertible  de- 
benture bonds  not  to  exceed  fourteen  million  three  hundred  and  twenty 
thousand  dollars  ($14,320,000.00),  to  be  dated  September  3,  1912, 
maturing  September  1,  1932,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per 
centum  per  annum,  convertible  at  the  option  of  the  holder  at  any  time 
before  September  1,  1922,  into  paid  up  shares  of  the  same  par  value  of 
the  company's  common  capital  stock;  the  privilege  of  subscribing  to 
which  bonds  at  par  is  to  be  given  to  all  the  holders  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company  for  an  amount  of  said  bonds  equal  to  twelve  and  one- 
half  per  centum  of  their  holdings  of  the  company's  stock  as  registered 
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at  the  close  of  business  January  31,  1912,  and  any  bonds  not  taken  by 
the  stockholders  pursuant  to  such  offer  to  be  sold  at  the  best  price 
obtainable  and  not  less  than  ninety-seven  (97)  per  centum  of  the  par 
value  thereof;  and  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is  also,  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  shares  of  its  common  capital  stock 
to  be  delivered  in  lieu  of  or  in  effecting  the  conversion  of  such  con- 
vertible debenture  bonds. 

2.  That  the  purposes  to  which  the  said  issue  or  the  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  applied,  are  the  acquisition  of  property,  thei  construc- 
tion, completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  facilities,  the  improve- 
ment or  maintenance  of  the  service,  the  discharge  or  lawful  refunding 
of  obligations  and  the  reimbursement  of  moneys  actually  expended 
from  income  and  other  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the  company,  all  as 
particularly  specified  in  the  application  of  said  company  for  this  author- 
ization, filed  with  this  Commission  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  1912. 

Any  proceeds  of  this  issue  of  bonds  which  shall  not  be  needed  to 
defray  the  estimated  cost  of  any  class  of  expenditures  stated  in  the  ap- 
plication may  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  any  excess  of  cost  of  any 
other  of  the  said  classes  of  expenditures  above  the  estimated  cost 
thereof.  •  > 

3.  That  the  applicant  shall,  on  or  before  January  1,  1913,  make 
verified  reports  to  this  Commission,  as  follows :  (a)  The  amount  of  said 
bonds  subscribed  by  the  holders  of  the  capital  stock  pf  the  company ; 
(b)  the  amount  of  said  bonds  not  subscribed  by  the  stockholders  and 
offered  to  be  sold  by  the  company;  (c)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
sale  of  the  bonds  not  subscribed  by  the  holders  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  company,  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom ;  (d)  on  or  before 
Januar/  1,  1913,  and  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of 
six  months  thereafter,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  bonds,  setting  vr.th.  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  to  which 
the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this 
order,  and  that  such  reports  shall  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  said 
bonds  have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  order. 


129.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  of  the  busi- 
ness of  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company,  and  of 
the  manner  and  method  in  which  said  business  is  conducted. 

Insistent  complaint  reaching  the  Commission  from  every  char- 
acter of  patron  of  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company,  a 
traction  line  with  an  extended  system  radiating  from  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati,  Ohio,   that   the   service   was    inefficient,    insufficient   and   in- 
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adequate,  the  Commission,  under  date  of  January  29,  191 2,  entered  the 
following  order: 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management  of 
the  business  of  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company  by 
said  company,  and 'desiring  to  keep  itself  informed  as  to  the  manner 
and  method  in  which  the  business  of  said  company  is  conducted,  and 
believing  that  an  inquiry  into  all  matters  and  things  pertaining  thereto 
should  be  made  by  the  Commission,  especially  in  respect  to  the  physical 
condition  of  the  road,  the  physical  condition  and  adequacy  of  the 
equipment,  and  the  character  and  sufficiency  of  service  furnished  the 
public  by  said  company,  in  order  that  the  Commission  may  be  enabled 
to  perform  its  duties.     It  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  of  the  management  of  the  busi- 
ness of  said  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company,  and  the 
manner  and  method  in  which  said  business  is  conducted  be  made.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  investigation  be  held  Friday,  February  second, 
1912,  commencing  at  9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  that  day,  at  the  coun- 
cil chamber  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Com- 
pany be  duly  notified  of  such  investigation  by  the  forwarding  of  a  copy 
of  this  order  to  the  proper  official,  or  officials,  of  said  company.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  Charles  H.  Davis,  president  and  general  manager, 
and  F.  H.  Talbot,  general  superintendent,  of  The  Interurban  Railway 
and  Terminal  Company,  be  directed  to  appear  before  the  Commission 
at  the  time  and  place  herein  indicated,  and  there  to  give  such  testimony 
and  answer  such  questions  as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

The  investigation  was  held  at  the  time  and  place  fixed,  but  before 
the  Commission  had  disposed  of  this  matter,  proceeding  No.  130,  look- 
ing to  the  correction  of  the  same  evils  was  instituted,  and  action  herein 
has  been  withheld  pending  the  outcome  of  that  case,  wherein  the  Com- 
mission entered  its  order  covering  all  phases  of  the  operations  of  this 
company  which  had  been  found  unsatisfactory. 


130.  James  C.  Marshall,  W.  E.  Forshee  and  Elmer  Durrell,  constitut- 
ing a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  common  council  of  the 
village  of  Pleasant  Ridge,  Hamilton  County,  Ohio,  Complainants, 
versus  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company,  De- 
fendant.   Order  issue  October  2,  1912. 

For  their  petition  here,  complainants  say: 

The  undersigned,  being  members  of  a  special   committee,  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  common  council  of  the  village  of  Pleasant  Ridge,  Ham- 
ilton County,  Ohio,  to  take  up  with  your  honorable  Commission  the 
matter  of  the  service  being  rendered  by  The  Interurban  Railway  and 
Terminal  Company  to  the  citizens  of  this  village  and  also  to  present 
to  you  the  condition  of  their  tracks  and  rolling  stock,  beg  leave  to 
present  our  complaints  regarding  this  company,  and  to  hand  you 
herewith  certain  exhibits  which  will  assist  you  in  the  investigation 
which  we  trust  you  will  make,  viz : 

Exhibit  "A."  A  certified  copy  of  the  franchise  granted  by  the 
village  of  Pleasant  Ridge  to  this  company,  and  under  which  it  is 
operating. 

Exhibit  "B."  Official  printed  time  card  of  the  Lebanon  branch 
of  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company,  which  passes 
through  the  village  of  Pleasant  Ridge,  Ohio. 

Exhibit  "C  Official  printed  time  card  of  the  New  Richmond 
branch  of  The  Tnterurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company. 

The  number  of  cars  being  operated  by  this  company  over  the 
Lebanon  branch  and  the  (schedule  under  which  said  cars  are  operated 
is  not  in  accordance  with  their  franchise,  and  is  entirely  inadequate  to 
accommodate  the  people. 

Cars  are  run  behind  schedule  time,  and  frequently  cars  scheduled 
to  run  on  certain  time  are  not  sent  out,  thus  compelling  passengers  to 
wait  until  the  next  scheduled  car  arrives. 

The  passengers  are  crowded  into  these  cars  in  a  disgraceful  and 
dangerous  manner.  Oftentimes  the  cars  carry  more  passengers  stand- 
ing than  seated,  and  the  platform  and  aisles  of  the  cars  are  not  only 
so  crowded  that  no  more  passengers  can  possibly  enter,  but  men  are 
compelled  to  stand  on  outer  edge  of  the  platform  and  ladies  are  com- 
pelled to  crowd  into  and  stand  in  the  aisles  of  the  smoking  compart- 
ment. 

Although  the  population  of  the  village  of  Pleasant  Ridge  has 
nearly  doubled  during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  and  although  the 
service  at  that  time  was  inadequate,  this  cpmpany  is  now  operating  a 
less  number  of  cars  than  it  did  several  years  ago. 

The  company  endeavors  to  make  up  fc>r  the  inadequate  car  serv- 
ice and  the  long  scheduled  time  between  cars  by  rapid  running, 
especially'  when  cars  are  behind  time. 

There  is  a  long  steep  grade  through  our  village,  and  frequently 
crowded  cars  are  run  down  this  grade  at  an  express  train  rate. 

The  tracks  through  the  village 'are  badly  in  need  of  repair,  and 
are  in  no  condition  to  stand  the  service  required  of  them.  Each  time 
a  crowded  car  is  run  over  the  tracks  at  more  than  ordinary  speed  the 
life  of  every  passenger  is  endangered. 

The  ventilators  in  the  roof  of  the  cars  are  so  arranged  that  when 
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open  the  draughts  of  air  are  forced  down  on  the  heads  and  backs  of 
the  passengers;  consequently  it  is  either  necessary  for  the  passengers 
to  breathe  the  foul  air  or  to  keep  the  ventilators  open,  and  run  the 
risk  of  taking  cold. 

The  seats  of  the  cars  are  too  narrow  fpr  two  people  to  sit  on  com- 
fortably and 'are  placed  too  close  together.  The  aisles  of  the  cars  are 
very  narrow  and  when  crowded  (the  usual  condition)  the  passengers 
are  subjected  to  the  utmost  discomfiture. 

Repeated  requests  have  been  made  to  the  officials  of  the  road  for 
improved  service  by  citizens,  by  our  Welfare  Association  and  by  the 
village  council;  without  avail. 

If  the  track  conditions  are  not  remedied,  a  frightful  accident  is 
liable  to  occur  at  any  time,  and  if  additional  cars  and  better  ventilation 
are  not  provided,  the  health  pf  our  people  will  be  seriously  endangered. 

We,  therefore,  earnestly  petition  your  honorable  Commission  to 
take  up  this  matter  at  your  earliest  convenience. 

That  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company  be  required 
to  at  once  repair  and  put  in  safe  condition  its  tracks  through  the  village 
of  Pleasant  Ridge,  Ohio. 

That  they  be  required  to  run  cars  on  schedule  time,  to  run 
sufficient  cars  to  comfortably  accommodate  the  public,  and  that  all 
cars  on  the  schedule  be  required  to  run  as  scheduled,  and  that  they 
be  not  allowed  to  drop  out  cars  at  their  pleasure. 

Also  that  a  better  system  of  ventilation  be  installed. 

Replying  to  said  petition  : 

The  above  named  defendant,  for  answer  to  the  complaint  in  this 
proceeding,  respectfully  states : 

i.  The  copy  of  the  complaint  served  on  the  defendant  by  mail, 
enclosed  in  a  letter  dated  January  29,  from  C.  A.  Radcliffe,  secretary, 
did  not  contain  the  exhibits  referred  to,  and  defendant  is  unable  to 
specifically  admit  that  accurate  copies  were  filed  with  the  complaint; 
but  defendant  does  admit  that  a  franchise  was  granted  by  the  village 
of  Pleasant  Ridge,  and  that  official  time  cards  have  been  issued,  as  per 
exhibits  "B"  and  "C."  Defendant  reserves  the  right  to  make  correc- 
tions, if  any  mistakes  should  be  found  in  the  copies  filed  with  the  com- 
plaint. 

2.  In  answer  to  the  complaint  that  the  number  of  cars  operated 
by  the  company  over  the  Lebanon  branch  (known  to  the  company  as 
the  Rapid  Division)  and  the  schedule  over  said  branch  are  not  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  franchise  and  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  peo- 
ple, defendant  says  that  the  present  schedule  provides  for  a  car  sub- 
stantially every  twenty  minutes  in  the  rush  hiours  of  the  morning  and 
about  sixteen  minutes  in  the  rush  hours  of  the  evening  and  that  the 
company  is  unable  at  the  present  time  to  run  any  additional  cars  owing 
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to  the  fact  that  a  fire  occurred  in  September,  191 1,  when  thirteen  cars 
were  burned  and  destroyed  as  hereinafter  alleged.  That  in  case  Np. 
125,819,  Common  Pleas  Court  of  Hamilton  County,  Ohio,  wherein  the 
village  of  Pleasant  Ridge  was  the  plaintiff  and  The  Interurban  Rail- 
way and  Terminal  Company  was  the  defendant,  a  final  decree  was  en- 
tered in  said  court,  finding  that  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  defendant's  road  does  not  require  that  cars  shall  be  run 
in  each  direction  every  fifteen  minutes,  but  shall  run  on  a  fifteen  minute 
schedule,  and  that  the  schedule  upon  which  the  defendant  operated  at 
that  time  was  an  average  schedule  of  fifteen  minutes  and  sufficient  to 
answer  all  the  demands  of  travel  from  and  to  said  village ;  that  in  said 
case  the  court  held  that  if  the  company  operated  its  cars  on  an  average 
schedule  of  fifteen  minutes,  that  is,  if  it  would  average  a  car  every 
thirty  minutes  each  way  during  the  period  of  operation,  it  was  in  con- 
formity with  the  ordinance  and  that  the  company  was  not  required  to 
operate  a  car  each  way  every  fifteen  minutes. 

3.  Defendant  further  says  that  cars  are  sometimes  run  behind 
schedule  time  for  reasons  over  which  the  defendant  has  no  control,  but 
the  company  has  never  taken  off  a  car  unless  it  broke  down,  until  the 
time  of  the  fire  and  the  shortage  of  cars  occasioned  thereby ;  that  prior 
to  that  time  if  anything  happened  to  a  car  another  one  was  im- 
mediately put  in  its  place.  Defendant  says  that  it  has  always  under- 
taken to  run  its  cars  in  conformity  with  its  schedule  and  on  schedule 
time,  but  necessarily  has  been  prevented  by  accidents,  the  elements, 
blockades  on  the  tracks  of  the  city  company,  and  other  reasons  beyond 
its  control  incident  to  the  operation  of  an  interurban  railway  company. 

4.  In  answer  to  the  complaint  concerning  the  overcrowding  of 
cars,  defendant  admits  that  during  rush  hours  there  have  been  oc- 
casions when  the  cars  were  crowded,  but  defendant  is  prepared  to 
show  from  information  compiled  by  it  that  the  cars  have  not  generally 
been  overcrowded. 

5.  In  answer  to  the  various  complaints  concerning  rapid  opera- 
tion, defendant  says  that  it  has  always  issued  strict  orders  on  the  run- 
ning of  cars  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  speed,  and  would  discharge  its  em- 
ployes for  not  obeying  orders  issued  to  them  on  that  subject ;  no  com- 
plaint has  ever  heretofore  been  made  to  the  company  on  account  of  fast 
running,  as  alleged  in  the  complaint,  and  defendant  denies  that  it  en- 
deavors to  make  up  for  inadequate  car  service  and  long  schedule  by 
rapid  running. 

6.  In  answer  to  the  complaint  in  reference  to  the  condition  of 
the  tracks  through  the  village  of  Pleasant  Ridge,  defendant  denies 
that  they  are  in  condition  to  endanger  the  life  and  safety  of  the  pas- 
sengers. 

7.  In  answer  to  the  complaint  on  the  subject  of  ventilators,  de- 
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fendant  says  that  the  cars  were  constructed  by  the  St.  Louis  Car  Com- 
pany, and  that  various  methods  of  ventilation  have  been  tried  by  the 
defendant,  none  of  which  seem  to  be  acceptable  to  all  its  patrons, 
although  all  of  which  are  acceptable  to  a  great  many  of  its  patrons. 
Defendant  says  that  it  is  willing  to  adopt  any  system  of  ventilation 
acceptable  to  a  majority  of  the  patrons  of  the  road. 

8.  In  answer  to  the  complaint  in  respect  to  the  cars  being  too 
narrow,  also  the  seats  and  aisles,  defendant  says  that  when  it  con- 
tracted with  the  Cincinnati  Traction  Company  to  enter  into  the  city 
of  Cincinnati,  the  contract  provided  that  this  company  should  not  use 
a  car  of  greater  width  than  eight  feet  over  all,  it  being  necessary  tp  re- 
strict the  width  of  the  cars  on  account  of  the  widths  of  the  streets  in 
the  city,  the  right  angle  curves  at  many  points  and  the  distance  apart 
of  the  city  tracks.  That  on  account  of  the  limited  space  at  many  points 
between  the  double  tracks  of  the  city  company,  cars  of  greater  width 
than  eight  feet  cannot  pass  in  safety,  and  that  the  width  of  this  de- 
fendant's cars  was  of  necessity  regulated  by  such  facts. 

Further  answering  defendant  says  that  it  has  placed  orders  for 
new  cars  to  take  the  place  of  those  destroyed  by  fire  last  September, 
and  expects  delivery  of  the  same  within  a  short  period  of  time,  when 
it  will  make  every  effort  to  readjust  its  schedule  and  the  operation  of 
its  cars  so  as  to  avoid  any  of  the  complaints  that  have  been  made 
against  it.  That  it  desires  the  co-operation,  not  only  of  the  complain- 
ants, but  of  the  honorable  Commission  in  the  improvement  of  the  serv- 
ice, so  far  as  it  is  within  its  power. 

Defendant  further  says  that  in  accordance  with  the  informal 
understanding  at  the  session  of  the  Commission  in  Cincinnati  on  last 
Friday,  February  2,  it  will  endeavor  to  confer  with  and  meet  the  com- 
plaints of  the  complainants,  and  prays  that  there  may  be  a  postpone- 
ment of  any  further  hearing  until  such  time  as  it  can  procure  its  new 
cars  and  carry  out  its  purposes,  as  expressed  at  said  meeting. 

The  Commission,  designing  to  permit  of  the  efforts  of  the  de- 
fendant to  allay  this  complaint,  withheld  its  action  herein  until  October 
2,  1912,  when  the  following  order  was  promulgated. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  complaint  of  James  C. 
Marshall,  W.  E.  Forshee  and  Elmer  Durrell,  constituting  a  special 
committee  appointed  by  the  common  council  of  the  village  of  Pleasant 
Ridge,  Hamilton  County,  Ohio,  alleging  generally  that  the  service  ren- 
dered by  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Company  is  inade- 
<]iiate  and  insufficient;  that  cars  are  not  run  on  schedule  time  and  arc 
overcrowded  and  not  properly  ventilated ;  that  an  insufficient  number 
of  cars  is  operated ;  that  cars  are  operated  at  a  dangerous  rate  of  speed, 
and  that  portions  of  the  track  and  roadbed  of  said  company  are  out  of 
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repair  and  in  a  dangerous  condition ;  the  answer  of  the  defendant  there- 
to, the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  r\nd  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  'inds : 

i.  That  the  cars  of  said  company  are  in  need  of  repair  and  have 
not  been  kept  in  ordinary  running  order;  that  it  has  been  the  practice 
of  said  company  to  operate  cars  on  its  lines  until  they  break  down, 
and  then  make  (only  such  repairs  as  will  permit  of  the  cars  being  again 
placed  in  service ;  that  this  practice  and  method  of  repairing  results 
in  frequent  car  failures;  and  that  such  failures  interfere  materially  with 
the  service  which  should  be  rendered  by  such  cars. 

2.  That  all  the  cars  of  this  company  shiould  be  taken,  in  turn, 
to  the  repair  shops  and  completely  overhauled,  and  that  each  car 
should  be  thoroughly  repaired,  both  as  to  body  and  electrical  and  me- 
chanical equipment,  and  that  these  repairs  should  be  completed  at  the 
rate  of  one  car  per  week. 

3.  That  the  failure  of  equipment  on  the  rpad  not  only  interrupts 
schedules,  but  is  likely  to  cause  the  bunching  of  cars  on  one  section  of 
the  road,  which,  in  turn,  causes  an  overload  on  the  feed  lines  that  supply 
that  particular  section,  resulting  in  low  pressure  of  power  which,  in 
turn,  further  hinders  and  delays  the  re-establishment  of  normal  operat- 
ing conditions. 

4.  That  said  company  does  not  maintain  a  sufficient  force  of  men 
to  keep  the  cars,  in  operation,  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

5.  That  the  track  and  roadbed  of  said  company  is  in  need  of  re- 
placements and  repairs  in  order  that  the  operation  of  cars  thereover 
may  be  free  from  danger  to  the  traveling  public. 

6.  That  said  company  is  now  engaged  in  repairing  a  portion  of 
its  track,  but  that  the  force  of  men  so  engaged  is  not  sufficient  to  per- 
form the  work,  either  efficiently  or  economically,  and  the  Commission 
recommends  that  a  force  of  at  least  twenty  men  be  detailed  for  this 
work,  and  that  the  same  be  kept  employed  until  the  work  is  completed. 

7.  That  said  company  has  not  given  attention  to  the  painting  of 
its  cars,  and  the  Commission  recommends  that  the  same  be  done,  both 
in  order  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  cars  and  to  preserve  the 
woodwork. 

8.  That  the  best  methods  are  npt  used  in  keeping  the  cars  oper- 
ated on  this  line  in  a  cleanly  condition,  and  the  Commission  recom- 
mends that  arrangements  be  made  for  the  cleaning  of  a  portion  of  the 
cars  at  the  terminal  station  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  that  the  extra 
cars  kept  thereat  should  always  be  kept  in  condition,  both  as  to  repairs 
and  as  to  sanitation,  to  go  into  service  in  the  place  of  cars  the  with- 
drawal of  which  may  be  found  necessary  or  expedient.    It  is,  therefore, 

16— p.  s.  c. 
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Ordered,  That  said  The  Interurban  Railway  and  Terminal  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  hereby  is  ordered  to  forthwith  commence  the  repairing 
and  overhauling  of  all  its  rolling  stock,  both  as  to  body  and  electrical 
and  mechanical  equipment,  and  that  this  work  be  fully  completed  pn  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  1913.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  forthwith  detail  a  suf- 
ficient force,  to  consist  in  any  event  of  not  fewer  than  two  men,  at  its 
Deer  Park  car  barns,  whose  primary  duty  it  shall  be  to  thoroughly 
wash  and  clean  cars  operated  on  defendant's  Lebanon  division.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  re- 
quired to  cause  all  cars  to  be  thoroughly  swept  and  the  cuspidors 
carried  thereon  thoroughly  cleansed,  before  departing  from  the  terminal 
station  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  in  the  future,  adhere 
strictly  to  its  schedule  in  the  operation  of  cars,  and  whenever  it  be 
found  that  the  same  cannot  be  maintained  because  of  the  delay  of  a 
southbound  car  in  reaching  Deer  Park,  that  a  substitute  car  be  started 
from  Deer  Park  on  the  schedule  of  the  delayed  car,  or  whenever  it  be 
found  that  defendant's  schedule  cannot  be  maintained  because  of  the 
failure  of  a  southbound  car  to  reach  the  terminal  station,  that  a  sub- 
stitute car  be  started  on  the  schedule  of  the  northbound  car;  such 
substitute  cars  to  continue  upon  the  schedule  of  the  cars  which  they 
have  begun,  and  such  delayed  cars  in  all  instances  to  complete  their 
run  by  proceeding  to  the  proper  terminal.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  hereby  is 
ordered  to  thoroughly  repair  its  track  and  roadbed  in  and  through  the 
village  of  Pleasant  Ridge,  and  that  said  repairs  be  fully  completed  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  October,  1912. 


131.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Botkins  Telephone 
Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  ap- 
proval of  contract  for  connection  and  exchange  of  service.  Ap- 
proved February  23,  1912. 

For  their  application  herein,  the  petitioners  say : 
"The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  The  Botkins  Telephone  Company  pf  Bot- 
kins, Ohio,  is  operating  an  exchange  at  Botkins  and  vicinity  of  ap- 
proximately 165  stations,  and  at  Kettlersville  and  vicinity  of  ap- 
proximately no  stations;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
operates  a  toll  station  only  at  Botkins  and  does  not  reach  or  have  any 
connection  whatever  with  the  village  of  Kettlersville. 
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"That  The  Botkins  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give  its  patrons 
and  the  public  at  large,  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance  service; 
that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  pperates  a  large 
system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and  has 
connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines  reaching  over  the 
United  States. 

"That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  petitioners  would 
result  in  vastly  extending  the  long  distance  telephone  service  to  the 
subscribers  of  The  Botkins  Telephone  Company  and  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company, 
and  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  directly  the  subscribers  of  The 
Botkins  Telephone  Company ;  that  the  petitioners  have  agreed  upon  a 
contract  for  such  connection,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  and  that  such  contract  involves  nothing  mpre  than 
a  connection  between  the  two  systems  for  an  exchange  of  service. 

"That  the  connection  provided  for  in  the  said  contract  will  result 
in  great  benefit  to  the  respective  companies,  their  patrons  and  the 
public  at  large. 

"Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  forth  in  said  contract." 

The  proceeding  was  disposed  of  with  the  following  entry : 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint  peti- 
tion of  The  Bptkins  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits;  and  the  Commission, 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered  That  said  The  Botkins  Telephone  Company  and  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  be,  and  they  are,  hereby,  author- 
ized to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner  and  for 
the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


132.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Salem  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  for  approval  by  the  Commission  of  minimum 
charge  and  sliding  scale  and  classification  of  service  for  electric 
service  in  Salem,  Ohio.    Approved  January  31,  191 2. 

The  schedule  of  rates  submitted  January  31,  1912,  by  The  Salem 
Electric  Company,  was  approved  with  the  spreading  of  the  following 
entry: 

The  minimum  charge,  sliding  scale  and  classification  of  service  in 
the  revised  schedule  of  rates  for  electric  service  by  The  Salem  Electric 
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Light  and  Power  Company  of  Salem,  Ohio,  offered  for  filing  January 
31,  are  hereby  approved  and  ordered  filed,  to  become  effective  March 
1,  1912. 


133.  Raymond  Grant,  Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Southwestern  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Order  issued  No- 
vember 8,  19 1 2. 

The  Commission  treated  as  a  formal  petition,  the  following  peti- 
tion addressed  to  it  by  Mr.  Grant  under  date  of  January  27,  1912: 

On  January  6,  I  received  notice  from  E.  R.  Scoville,  superintend- 
ent, The  B.  &  O.  S.-W.  R.  R.  Co.,  that  on  receiving  my  resignation  as 
their  agent  at  Pleasant  Corners,  Ohio,  they  intended  to  do  away  with 
the  station  after  due  notice  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio. 

As  a  shipper  and  receiver  at  this  point  of  grain,  coal,  tile,  etc.,  I 
wish  to  enter  a  protest  and  ask  that  The  B.  &  O.  S-W.  R.  R.  Co.  be 
compelled  to  maintain  a  station  as  heretofore. 

There  has  been  an  agent  here  for  over  twenty-five  years  and  as 
such  the  town  and  community  have  dome  to  depend  upon  it  and  to 
take  it  away  now  would  be  an  injustice. 

If  the  station  should  be  taken  away  it  would  compel  us  to  go  four 
miles  to  Grove  City  or  Orient  to  transact  our  railroad  affairs,  and  in  a 
business  way  that  would  be  a  serious  handicap. 

We  opened  up  the  elevator  here  August,  1908,  and  a  year  later  a 
creamery  plant  was  built,  both  depending,  of  course,  on  the  railroad 
to  handle  the  business.  Since  we  located  here  the  freight  business  re- 
ceived and  forwarded  at  this  point  has  increased  from  232  per  cent,  to 
1,650  per  cent.  The  agent  has  been  paid  only  $15.90  a  month  and  with 
such  a  small  expense  and  a  big  increase  of  freight  revenue  we  cannot 
understand  why  they  should  not  be  willing  to  maintain  their  station 
here. 

Below  I  have  listed  the  passenger  and  freight  receipts  for  1907, 
the  year  before  we  began  business  here,  and  also  the  business  for  the 
years  1910  and  191 1,  to  show  the  increase.

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The  above  items  show  an  average  gain  for  1910  and  191 1  over 
1907  to  be  232  per  cent,  on  freight  received  and  1,651  per  cent,  on 
freight  forwarded.  The  above  figures  are  taken  from  the  station 
records. 

For  its  answer  to  the  complaint  herein,  the  defendant  says : 

1.  The  complainant  has  been  a  shipper  at  Pleasant  Corners, 
Franklin  County,  Ohio,  a  point  on  the  line  between  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus and  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  between  Grove  City,  the  first  sta- 
tion north  of  Pleasant  Corners,  and  Orient,  the  first  station  south  of 
Pleasant  Corners,  and  about  three  miles  distant  from  each  of  them. 

2.  At  said  point  on  said  railroad,  Pleasant  Corners,  the  de- 
fendant maintained  a  station  at  which  some  freight  business  was  done 
and  very  little  passenger  business  for  a  number  of  years  until  said  sta- 
tion was  abandoned  on. the  5th  day  of  February,  1912;  but  the  gross 
revenue  from  said  business  was  far  less,  both  in  the  year  1910  and  in 
the  year  191 1,  than  the  amount  alleged  in  said  complaint,  nor  was  the 
increase  in  freight  receipts  at  that'  point  between  1907  and  1910  and 
191 1  so  great  as  stated  in  said  complaint. 

3.  Said  place,  known  as  Pleasant  Corners,  is  located  in  a 
sparsely  populated  agricultural  district,  and  there  is  not  now,  and 
never  has  been,  any  city,  village  or  hamlet  in  that  vicinity,  nor  is  there 
any  railroad  crossing  at  or  near  that  point. 

4.  For  several  years  prior  to  the  6th  day  of  February,  1912,  said 
complainant,  Raymond  Grant,  was  employed  by  the  defendant  as  its 
station  agent  at  Pleasant  Corners,  at  the  monthly  salary  mentioned  in 
his  complaint,  but  shortly  before  the  date  aforesaid  he  refused  longer 
to  serve  in  that  capacity,  which  he  had  theretofore  consented  to  do  be- 
cause he  had  other  business  in  that  vicinity  and  could  afford  to  perform 
services  required  at  said  station  for  said  compensation  in  connection 
with  his  other  business ;  but  the  defendant  could  not  and  cannot  secure 
any  other  person  to  serve  as  station  agent  at  Pleasant  Corners  under 
such  exceptional  circumstances,  nor  can  it  employ  a  regular  station 
agent  at  that  place  for  less  than  $60.00  per  month. 

5.  The  business  transacted  by  the  defendant  at  Pleasant  Corners 
has  not  been  sufficient,  and  if  it  should  maintain  a  regular  station  at 
that  point  in  the  future,  would  not  be  sufficient,  to  reimburse  the  de- 
fendant for  the  expense  which  it  would  be  compelled  to  incur  in  the 
operation  of  said  station  including  the  salary  of  a  regular  station  agent, 
and,  therefore,  it  would  be  unreasonable  and  unjust  to  require  or  com- 
pel the  defendant  to  maintain  a  regular  station  at  said  point. 

Wherefore,  the  defendant  prays  that  the  complaint  herein  may 
be  dismissed. 

At  the  hearing  had,  following  the  introduction  of  much  testimony, 
the  parties  requested  the  Commission  to  withhold  its  order  in  the  mat- 
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ter,  pending  the  outcome  of  negotiations  which  had  then  been  in- 
augurated looking  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  complaint.  The  matter 
was  held  in  abeyance  for  an  extended  period,  but  was  finally,  under 
date  of  November  8,  1912,  closed  with  the  promulgation  of  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  exhibits  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  being 
fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity require  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  station  and  agency 
at  the  place  on  the  line  of  defendant  known  and  designated  as  Pleas- 
ant Corners. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  by  the  failure  to  maintain  a 
station  and  agency  at  Pleasant  Corners,  the  defendant  company  is  not 
rendering  adequate  service  and  facilities  to  the  public.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  defendant,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Southwestern  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  notified  and  re- 
quired to  establish  a  station  and  agency  and  maintain  an  agent  at  said 
Pleasant  Corners,  in  Franklin  County,  State  of  Ohio,  and  to  provide 
such  facilities  as  are  usually  provided  at  stations  of  like  character,  and 
such  as  will  be  adequate  for  the  proper  handling  of  freight  and  the  ac- 
commodation of  passengers  at  said  station. 


134.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction 
and  Light  Company  for  authority  to  issue  $2,000,000.00  par  value, 
cumulative  preferred  capital  stock.    Approved  April  23,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company,  a  corporation 
incorporated  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the 
second  day  of  February,  191 2,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  its 
cumulative  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  two  million  dol- 
lars, the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  and  con- 
struction, completion,  extension  and  improvement  of  its  facilities,  as 
fully  set  out  in  exhibits  "A,"  "B,"  "C"  and  "D"  attached  to  said  peti- 
tion, and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  February 
19,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  .and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day 
and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day. 
and  said  company  having,  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1912,  filed  its 
amended  petition  reducing  the  amount  to  be  expended  for  the  purposes 
therein  set  out  from  two  million  nine  hundred  and  eleven  thousand  six 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  two  cents  to  two  million  thirty- 
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nine  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  said  matter  came  on  this 
day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  amended  petition,  the  evidence  and  the 
exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits,  listening  to  the  arguments  of  counsel  and  making  such 
further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commission  deemed  proper, 
and  it  appearing  that  the  improvements,  extensions  and  betterments 
contemplated  by  the  petitioner,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  exhibits,  are 
proper  and  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  extension  of  petitioner's 
service,  and  that  the  whole  and  each  and  every  part  thereof  should  be 
made,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  a  portion  of  the  necessary  ex- 
penditures in  making  said  improvements,  extensions  and  betterments 
to  its  property  should  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  its  said  cumulative  pre- 
ferred capital  stock.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company 
be  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  its  cumulative  preferred  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  six  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
dollars  ($1,640,000.00),  and  that  said  stock  be  sold  for  the  best  price 
obtainable  and  at  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the 
opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured 
from  the  sale  of  said  cumulative  preferred  capital  stock  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company  devote  not  less  than  three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand 
dollars  ($360,000.00)  in  addition  to  the  amounts  raised  by  the  sale  of 
its  said  cumulative  preferred  capital  stock,  to  the  acquisition  of  prop- 
erty and  the  making  of  improvements,  extensions  and  betterments, 
as  set  out  in  said  petition  and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  that 
said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars  be  secured  and 
obtained  either  from  an  assessment  upon  the  holders  of  the  common 
stock  of  said  company,  or  that  said  sum  be  taken  from  the  surplus 
earnings  of  said  company  which  otherwise,  except  for  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  would  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  dividends  upon  said 
common  stock.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  power  plants  now  un- 
der construction  and  to  be  constructed  by  said  company,  as  set  out  in 
said  petition  and  the  exhibits,  attached  thereto,  that  the  original  cost 
of  the  power  plants  now  in  use,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  twenty-two  thousand  dollars  ($322,000.00),  be  deducted  from  the 
capital  obligations  of  said  company  by  the  redemption  of  bonds  of  the 
par  value  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  dollars,  due 
and  payable  at  the  time  said  new  power  plants  are  completed  or  that, 
if  no  such  bonds  are  due  and  payable  at  said  time,  that  said  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  dollars  be  set  aside  and  de-

voted  to  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  thousand  dollars  when  the  same  shall  fall  due  and 
become  payable.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  cumula- 
tive preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  six  hundred 
and  forty  thousand  dollars  and  said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  dollars  obtained  from  an  assessment  upon  the  holders  of  the 
common  stock  of  said  company  or  taken  from  the  surplus  earnings  of 
said  company  which  otherwise  would  be  used  in  the  payment  of  divi- 
dends upon  said  common  stock,  be  devoted  by  the  said  The  Northern 
Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  to  the  following  purposes,  and  no 
other,  to-wit: 

For  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a  power  plant $1,500,000  00 

For  double  tracking  the  Akron,  Bedford  and  Cleveland 
Division  of  interurban  railway  between  Chittenden's 
station  and  Fell 's  station,  and  between  the  northerly 
limits  of  Bedford  and  the  southerly  limits  of  New- 
burg,  in  all  a  distance  of  ten  and  one-tenth  miles 410,000  00 

For  the  construction  of  ear  barns  and  the  construction 

and  equipment  of  car  shops  in  South  Akron 250,000  00 

For  the  purchase  of  thirty-five  city  cars,  fifteen  inter- 
urban cars  and  two  derrick  cars 350,000  00 

$2,510,000  00 

Less  amounts  credited  as  follows :

It  is  further 

Ordered,  that  the  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows  :  Upon  the 
sale  of  said  cumulative  preferred  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be 
the  largest  amounts  obtainable  and  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value 
of  said  stock ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  six  (6) 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock  of  said  company,  and  use  made  of 
the  amount  obtained  from  an  assessment  upon  the  holders  of  the  com- 
mon stock  of  said  company  or  from  the  surplus  earnings  of  said  com- 
pany as  herein  set  out,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes 
to  which  said  sums  of  money  have  been  devoted,  and  that  such  report 
be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock  and  the  amount 
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obtained  from  an  assessment  upon  the  holders  of  the  common  stock  or 
taken  from  the  surplus  earnings  of  said  company  have  been  expended 
pursuant  to  this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  when  the  said  power  plants  now  under  construc- 
tion and  to  be  constructed,  as  set  out  in  said  exhibits,  are  completed, 
that  said  fact  be  reported  to  the  Commission,  together  with  a  report 
of  the  action  of  said  company  in  reducing  its  capital  obligations  by 
reason  thereof,  as  herein  required.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  all  the  provisions  of  this  order  and  all  the  parts 
thereof  be  considered  interdependent  and  not  separable  at  the  option  of 
said  company. 


135.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Wellington  Tele- 
phone Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of 
certain  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and 
for  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an  exchange  of  service  between 
the  applicants.     Approved  March  12,  1912. 

The  petitioners  herein  say : 

The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  there  are  two  telephone  exchanges  oper- 
ated in  the  village  of  Wellington,  Ohio,  one  owned  and  operated  by 
The  Wellington  Telephone  Company,  arid  the  other  by  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company  now  serves  ap- 
proximately 720  stations  in  the  village  of  Wellington  and  vicinity;  and 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  serves  approximately  300  sta- 
tions in  the  village  of  Wellington  and  vicinity. 

That  such  conditions  have  resulted  in  dividing  the  telephone 
service  in  the  community,  so  that  now  the  subscribers  of  each  com- 
pany have  only  a  partial  service  in  that  they  can  reach  only  the  sub- 
scribers of  the  company  with  which  they  are  connected. 

That  such  conditions  necessitate  the  maintenance  of  two  separate 
telephone  plants  and  two  separate  telephone  operating  organizations 
for  a  service  which  could  better  be  rendered  by  one  organization,  and 
therefore  increases  the  cost  of  operation  over  that  which  would  be 
necessary  were  there  but  one  company  serving  the  whole  field  ;  that  be- 
cause of  such  conditions,  each  company  must  construct  its  plant  so  as 
to  take  care  of  all  possibilities,  thereby  duplicating  the  other  company's 
plant,  which  with  the  telephone  subscribers  being  divided  between  the 
two  companies  leaves  each  with  a  considerable  investment  unused  be- 
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cause  of  the  other  company  already  serving  subscribers  for  which  such 
plant  was  provided.  This,  therefore,  with  other  expense  and  losses  due 
to  such  conditions,  either  leaves  the  business  unprofitable  for  the  com- 
panies, or  imposes  an  undue  burden  on  the  public. 

That  a  considerable  amount  of  money  must  necessarily  be  ex- 
pended in  the  near  future  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  both 
the  said  plants,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  an  adequate  service;  that 
such  expenditure  means  a  further  duplication  of  the  investment  and 
the  addition  of  further  duplicated  expense;  that  at  the  present  time 
there  are  93  people,  subscribers  to  the  service  of  both  the  said  com- 
panies, each  one  paying  the  rates  of  each  company  for  the  purpose  of 
deriving  the  benefit  of  both. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company 
can  give  its  patrons  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance  service;  that 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates  itself  a 
large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  and 
has  connection  with  a  vast  system  of  toll  lines  reaching  all  over  the 
United  States. 

That  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth,  both 
of  the  said  companies  agree  that  a  further  continuation  of  duplicated 
plants  in  the  village  of  Wellington  would  result  in  unnecessary 
financial  losses  to  themselves  and  an  annoyance  and  unnecessary  ex- 
pense to  the  community  at  large. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  circumstances,  The  Wellington 
Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's  exchange  property  in  the  said 
village  of  Wellington,  Ohio,  and  toll  circuit  from  Wellington  to  Nova, 
Ohio.  With  that  end  in  view,  an  appraisement  of  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company's  property  at  Wellington,  Ohio,  has  been  made 
by  engineers  and  a  value  of  $5,000.00  has  been  set  upon  said  property, 
which  value  has  been  agreed  to  by  both  of  the  companies  as  a  reason- 
able and  proper  price ;  that  with  the  approval  of  your  Commission  the 
said  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company  proposes  to  purchase  the 
said  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  at  the 
price  above  named,  and  combine  the  telephone  properties  in  the  said 
village  of  Wellington,  and  make  a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange 
of  service  with  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  said  purchase  and  combination  would  result  in  the  follow- 
ing advantages  to  the  respective  companies,  the  patrons  of  both  com- 
panies and  the  general  public  at  large: 

1.     The  advantages  to  the  respective  companies: 

(a)  The  reduction  of  present  necessary  expenses,  of  build- 
ing, operating,  maintaining  and  reconstruction,  and  the  preven- 
tion of  the  present  operating  losses. 
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(b)  The  avoidance  of  future  needless  duplication  of  plant. 

(c)  The  securing  of  business  which  will  justify  the  opera- 
tion of  a  single  system,  at  a  high  point  of  efficiency. 

2.  The  advantages  to  the  public,  the  users  of  the  telephone 
service : 

(a)  The  relief  given  to  part  of  the  telephone  users  in 
Wellington  from  the  expense  of  paying  for  two  telephones,  the 
estimated  annual  saving  to  such  telephone  users  in  this  case  be- 
ing $1,674.00,  and  the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of  the  double 
telephone  system. 

(b)  The  establishment  of  a  complete  unified  service,  by 
which  every  telephone  user  connected  with  either  exchange  at 
present  in  Wellington  can  talk  to  every  other  one. 

(c)  The  opportunity  offered  to  .the  patrons  of  The  Well- 
ington Telephone  Company  for  the  extensive  toll  and  long  dis- 
tance service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  and  the 
opportunity  to  the  patrons  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany, and  all  of  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  the  sub- 
scribers of  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company;  and  in  par- 
ticular the  opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  The  Wellington 
Telephone  Company  to  communicate  directly  by  telephone  to 
over  38,000  telephone  subscribers  in  the  city  of  Cleveland  having 
the  Bell  service  exclusively;  Cleveland  being  a  principal  toll 
point  from.  Wellington. 

3.  The  advantages  to  the  general  public ;  the  possibility  of 
the  removal  of  a  large  part  of  the  present  duplicated  plants,  thus 
adding  materially  to  appearance  and  to  public  convenience  in 
the  said  village  of  Wellington. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company,  at  the  price  of 
$5,000.00,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale,  attached 
hereto  and  marked  exhibit  "A;"  and  at  the  same  time  that  you  approve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  out  in  the  connecting  contract 
agreeable  to  the  two  parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and 
marked  exhibit  "B." 

This  proceeding  was  closed  with  the  entering  of  the  following 
order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint  peti- 
tion of  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company,  located  at  Wellington, 
Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and 
the  exhibits.  After  due  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  the  exhibits,  and  it  appearing  that  no  increase  in  rates  nor  curtail- 
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ment  of  service  will  result  therefrom,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  to  the  said  The  Wellington  Tele- 
phone Company  certain  of  its  property  used  in  local  service  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Wellington,  Ohio,  and  its  toll  circuit  from  Wellington  to  Nova, 
the  same  being  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale  attached  to  the  petition 
herein  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by 
reference ;  and  said  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company  and  the 
said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are,  hereby, 
authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


136.  Frank  M.  Hughes,  Nelson  Good,  H.  M.  Garner,  L.  L.  Patton, 
Charles  Van  Stein,  J.  E.  Shepherd,  George  W.  Bender  and  Frank 
M.  Bardon,  Complainants,  versus  The  Hamilton  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  and  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company,  Defendants.     Dismissed  August  20,  1912. 

For  their  pleading,  the  petitioners  herein  state : 

That  both  said  defendants  are  corporations  duly  incorporated  and 
organized  for  profit  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  are  both 
respectively  telephone  companies  and  common  carriers. 

That  said  defendant,  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company, 
owns  and  operates  a  system  of  telephone  lines  with  its  chief  exchange 
in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  having  about  2,550  subscribers  and  five  branch 
exchanges,  respectively  at  Bethany  with  175  subscribers,  Trenton  with 
125  subscribers,  Sevenmile  with  255  subscribers,  Reiley  with  300  sub- 
scribers and  Shandon  with  325  subscribers,  but  has  no  telephone  lines 
or  telephone  communication  to  or  with  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

And  that  said  defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company  has  a  system  of  telephone  lines  with  its  chief  ex- 
change in  said  city  of  Cincinnati,  having  about  80,000  subscribers,  and 
that  it  has  .a  line  of  telephone  poles  and  wires  from  said  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati to  the  city  of  Hamilton. 

That  these  complainants  are  subscribers  respectively  of  said  The 
Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  and  have  telephone  instruments 
belonging  to  said  company  connected   by  telephone   lines  with   the 
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exchanges  of  said  company;  that  the  said  city  of  Cincinnati  is  the 
chief  business  center  of  a  large  surrounding  territory  in  which  these 
complainants  live,  and  that  telephonic  communications  with  said  city 
of  Cincinnati,  its  inhabitants  and  business  men,  are  frequently  im- 
portant and  necessary;  and  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  re- 
quire that  such  telephonic  communications  should  be  continuous  and 
direct ;  that  these  complainants  may  and  can  communicate  by  telephone 
freely  and  with  great  facility  with  Hamilton  and  all  the  exchanges  and 
subscribers  of  said  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company ;  but  that 
they  cannot  communicate  by  telephone  directly  with  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati, its  inhabitants  and  business  men,  for  the  reason  that  said  de- 
fendant company,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany, refuses  to  reoeive  and  forward  or  transmit  and  deliver  any  mes- 
sages to  or  from  its  subscribers  and  patrons  which  may  be  sent  or 
might  be  forwarded  over  the  telephone  lines  of  its  co-defendant,  The 
Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company. 

That  said  defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company,  has  established  a  continuous  service  between  the 
locality  of  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs  and  all  the  other  localities  using 
independent  telephone  companies  and  exchanges,  in  all  the  country 
and  territory  extending  from  Cincinnati  to  a  distance  of  fifty  miles  or 
thereabouts,  except  the  localities  using  said  The  Hamilton  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  and  its  exchanges,  and  that  said  defendant,  The  Cin- 
cinnati and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  unlawfully,  unjustly, 
and  in  the  abuse  and  misuse  of  its  privileges  and  franchises,  and  in  dis- 
regard of  its  duties  as  a  common  carrier,  discriminates  against  these 
complainants  and  refuses  to  receive  and  forward  from  them  or  to  trans- 
mit and  deliver  to  them  telephone  communications  to  and  from  the 
city  of  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs  and  localities  thereof  and  the  sub- 
scribers and  patrons  of  said  city,  for  the  sole  reason  that  these  com- 
plainants use  the  instruments,  lines  and  equipment  of  said  The  Hamil- 
ton Home  Telephone  Company.  , 

That  there  cannot  be  any  direct  and  continuous  telephonic  com- 
munications by  the  lines  of  either  of  said  companies  alone,  or  by  any 
company  alone,  between  either  of  the  several  localities  in  which  these 
complainants  respectively  reside  and  have  telephone  initial  connections 
and  the  localities  of  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs;  but  that  the  lines  and 
wires  of  both  said  companies  could  be  made  to  form  a  continuous 
line  of  communication  between  said  localities  by  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  suitable  connections,  of  the  joint  use  of  the  equipment, 
or  the  transfer  of  messages  at  Hamilton,  a  common  point  on  the  lines 
of  said  two  companies,  and  that  public  necessity  and  convenience 
require  that  such  connections  should  be  made  and  maintained,  or  that 
there  should  be  a  joint  use  of  the  equipments  of  said  companies  and

the  transfer  of  messages  at  said  cpmmon  point,  in  order  that  these 
complainants  and  others  can  hold  direct  continuous  communication  be- 
tween the  localities  aforesaid. 

Wherefore  these  complainants  pray  your  honorable  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  that  the  aforesaid  defendant  companies  be  required  to 
answer  the  charges  made  in  this  complaint,  and  that  after  due  hear- 
ing and  investigation,  an  order  may  be  made  by  your  honorable  Public 
Service  Commission  requiring  said  defendant  companies  to  establish 
and  maintain  through  lines  or  lines  of  continuous  service  between  the 
localities  above  mentioned,  so  that  there  may  be  direct  and  continuous 
telephonic  communication  by  and  between  any  of  said  localities;  and 
that  your  honorable  Public  Service  Commission  will  make  such  other 
and  further  orders  in  the  premises  as  law,  equity  and  good  conscience 
may  require  should  be  made. 

Answering,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany states : 

That  said  defendant  objects  to  and  protests  against  any  investiga- 
tion by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  upon  the  complaint 
heretofore  filed  herein  in  the  above  entitled  cause,  or  any  of  the 
matters  referred  to,  or  any  of  the  allegations  contained  therein,  and 
against  the  making  of  any  order  whatsoever  by  said  Commission  on  or 
in  any  way  connected  with  said  complaint,  or  with  any  of  the  matters 
referred  to,  of  any  of  the  allegations  contained  therein.  And  said  de- 
fendant further  objects  to  and  protests  against  the  making  of  any  order 
directing  any  physical  connection  whatsoever  to  be  made  to  or  with 
any  telephone  exchange,  telephone  line  or  lines,  or  any  property 
whatsoever  of  said  defendant,  with  any  telephone  exchange,  telephone 
line  or  lines,  or  any  property  whatsoever  of  the  complainant,  The 
Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company  above  named,  or  determining 
any  matters  or  questions  whatsoever  in  relation  to  any  such  physical 
connection. 

That  said  defendant  alleges  as  the  grounds  of  each  and  every 
one  of  such  objections  and  protests  aforesaid,  among  other  things, 
that  said  complainant  has  no  authority,  right  or  capacity  to  file  or 
present  any  such  complaint,  and  also  that  Sections  31,  32,  33  and  66  of 
an  act,  passed  May  31,  191 1,  entitled  "an  act,  changing  the  name  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio,  to  that  of  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio,  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  latter  commission 
with  respect  to  public  utilities,  and  to  amend  Sections  501,  502  and  606 
of  the  General  Code"  insofar  as  the  same  assume  and  purport  to  con- 
fer and  vest  in  said  Commission  power  and  authority  to  compel  phy- 
sical connection  between  telephone  exchanges  operated  by  different 
persons,  co-partnerships  or  corporations,  is  in  conflict  with  and  in 
violation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  of  the  Constitu- 
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tion  of  the  United  States,  and  are  wholly  null  and  void,  and  particularly 
that  said  portions  of  said  sections  of  said  act  are  in  violation  of  and  in 
conflict  with  Section  19  of  Article  1 ;  Section  28  of  Article  2;  Section  32 
of  Article  2,  and  Section  5  of  Article  13,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  and  are  also  in  violation  of  and  in  conflict  with  Section  10  of 
Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  Section  1  of 
Article  14  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

That  said  defendant  conducts  the  telephone  business  referred  to 
in  the  complaint  herein  pursuant  to  authority  granted  it  therefor  by 
the  State  of  Ohio,  and  said  defendant  alleges  that  any  order  entered 
in  the  above  entitled  proceedings  directing  any  physical  connection 
to  be  made  between  the  system,  exchange,  toll  line  or  lines,  or  any 
property  whatsoever  belonging  to  said  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban 
Bell  Telephone  Company  and  the  system,  exchange,  toll  line  or  lines, 
or  any  property  whatsoever  belonging  to  The  Hamilton  Home  Tele- 
phone Company,  or  any  order  determining  any  matter  or  question 
.whatsoever  in  relation  to  any  such  physical  connection,  will  deny 
to  this  defendant  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws  and  right  of  trial 
by  jury,  and  will  deprive  this  defendant  of  its  property  without  due 
process  of  law  and  will  be  a  taking  of  the  property  of  this  defendant 
without  paying  just  compensation  therefor,  and  will  be  in  conflict 
with  and  in  violation  of  Section  19  of  Article  1,  and  Section  5  of 
Article  13,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  also  in  viola- 
tion of  and  in  conflict  with  Section  10  of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  Section  1  of  Article  14  of  the  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

That  this  defendant's  telephone  exchanges  in  the  cities  of  Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton,  and  other  points  mentioned,  are  operated  in  con- 
junction with  toll  lines  owned  or  controlled  by  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  engaged  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and  in  other 
states  in  interstate  commerce,  and  that  such  exchanges  of  this  de- 
fendant are  engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  and  that  any  order  made 
in  the  above  entitled  proceeding,  requiring  physical  connection  of  this 
defendant's  exchanges  with  the  exchange  of  system  of  said  The  Hamil- 
ton Home  Telephone  Company,  will  affect  and  interfere  with  and  in- 
terrupt and  disturb  interstate  commerce,  and  will  be  a  regulation  of 
interstate  commerce  and  will  be  in  conflict  with  and  in  violation  of  sub- 
section 3  of  Section  8  of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

That  said  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction,  right  or  authority  to 
proceed  with  any  investigation  of  said  complaint  filed  herein,  or  of  any 
of  the  matters  referred  to,  or  any  of  the  allegations  contained  in  said 
complaint,  and  that  this  Commission  is  without  jurisdiction,  right  or 
authority  to  take  any  proceedings  upon  said  complaint  or  make  any 
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order  with  relation  to  any  of  the  matters  referred  to,  or  any  of  the 
allegations  contained  therein. 

II. 

For  further  answer  to  the  complainant's  petition  The  Cincinnati 
and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  admits  its  corporate  capacity, 
the  situs  and  extent  of  its  service  as  alleged  and  the  telephone  service 
shall  be  continuous  and  direct. 

Having  no  knowledge  of  the  corporate  capacity  of  its  co-defend- 
ant, The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  the  extent  of  its  serv- 
ice, or  that  complainants  are  subscribers  to  the  service  of  its  co-de- 
fendant company,  or  that  said  complainants  may  communicate  freely 
and  with  great  facility  over  the  lines  of  the  said  The  Hamilton  Home 
Telephone  Company,  this  defendant  denies  said  allegations  and  asks 
for  strict  proof  of  same. 

This  defendant  denies  specifically  that  complainants  cannot  com- 
municate directly  with  the  city  of  Cincinnati  or  any  other  points 
reached  by  this  defendant's  lines  over  its  own  wires  or  the  wires  of 
other  companies  with  whom  it  may  have  traffic  arrangements ;  or  that 
public  necessity  and  convenience  require  the  connection  prayed  for, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  continuous  line  of  communication  be- 
tween the  points  in  Butler  County  and  points  in  Cincinnati  or  other 
points  reached  by  this  company's  lines;  or  that  a  joint  use  of  equip- 
ment to  transfer  messages  at  any  common  point  is  necessary. 

This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  other  allegation  in  com- 
plainant's petition  contained  not  herein  specifically  admitted  or  denied. 

For  a  further  defense  to  the  petition  of  plaintiff,  this  defendant 
says  that  it  has  now  and  for  many  years  past  has  maintained  and  oper- 
ated in  the  city  of  Hamilton,*Butler  County,  Ohio,  telephone  exchanges, 
facilities  and  lines,  increasing  the  extent  of  its  service  as  reasonable 
demand  warranted  and  the  efficiency  of  its  service,  as  telephone  in- 
vention and  science  made  possible,  until  its  lines  and  equipment  ex- 
tend over  most  of  the  public  roads  of  said  county  and  its  facilities  are 
accessible  to  all  bona  fide  applicants  for  such  service.  This  defendant 
says  it  has  property  situated  in  Butler  County,  subject  to  the  use  of 
the  citizens  of  said  county,  valued  by  the  Tax  Commission  of  Ohio  in 
the  sum  of  $472,000;  that  it  is  prepared  to  extend  its  lines,  equipment 
and  facilities  in  order  to  render  service  to  all  parts  of  said  county,  con- 
sistent with  lawful  and  reasonable  requirements,  or  make  such  reason- 
able regulations  and  traffic  arrangements  with  its  co-defendant  as  in 
law,  equity  and  good  conscience  may  be  deemed  proper. 

This  defendant  further  avers  that  all  of  the  subscribers  to  its 
service  in  Butler  County  have  access  to  Cincinnati  connection. 
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This  defendant  further  represents  to  your  honorable  Commission 
that  the  lines  of  its  co-defendant  extend  through  a  majority  of  the 
public  ways  of  Butler  County,  generally  paralleling  this  defendant's 
lines ;  that  the  value  of  the  property  of  said  co-defendant,  as  assessed 
by  the  Tax  Commission  of  the  State  of  Ohio  is  $210,000,  but  avers  that 
said  equipment  is  inferior  to  that  of  this  defendant. 

This  defendant  avers  that  it  has  attempted  to  extend  its  lines, 
equipment  and  facilities  over  certain  public  and  private  roads  and 
through  certain  localities  in  Butler  County  in  order  to  render  tele- 
phone service  to  all  who  may  apply,  but  was  hindered  and  obstructed 
through  the  efforts  of  the  oomplainants,  who  are  officers  of,  or  directly 
or  indirectly  interested  in  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company, 
co-defendants  herein,  and  a  competitor  of  this  defendant  in  all  of 
the  territory  described  in  the  complainant's  petition,  and  defendant 
further  avers  that  this  action  is  not  brought  in  good  faith. 

This  complainant  further  represents  that  its  service  has  been 
offered  to  each  of  the  complainants  herein,  whom  it  has  authority  and 
capacity  to  serve,  but  said  complainants  have  severally  refused  said 
service  and  continued  to  use  the  service  of  its  co-defendant,  in  said 
cause.  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  to  complainant's  own 
disadvantage,  and  which  they  describe  as  inadequate  and  incapable  of 
furnishing  direct  continuous  telephonic  communication  between  de- 
sired localities. 

Wherefore,  having  fully  answered,  this  defendant  moves  that  the 
petition  of  the  plaintiff  filed  against  it,  be  dismissed,  and  it  be  awarded 
its  costs. 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
order. 

This  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  on  the  petition  of  the  complain- 
ants, the  respective  answers  of  the  defendants,  and  the  evidence  and 
argument  of  counsel.  On  consideration  whereof  the  Commission 
finds : 

That  both  said  defendants  are  corporations  organized  under  the 
laws  of  Ohio,  and  are  telephone  companies  and  common  carriers  within 
said  State,  and  both  maintain  and  operate,  respectively,  over  and  along 
the  public  streets,  alleys  and  highways  telephone  systems  with  ex- 
changes in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  covering  said  city  and  radiating  there- 
from to  large  portions  of  said  Butler  County;  and  that  said  defendant, 
The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  has  five  additional  ex- 
changes  and  said  defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company,  has  three  additional  exchanges  in  said  Butler  County, 
as  set  forth  in  the  petition ;  and  that  their  respective  telephone  sys- 
tems cover  large  portions  of  said  Butler  County  substantially  identical, 
but  not  entirely  so,  some  sections  of  the  county  being  reached  by  one 
17— p.  s.  c. 
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defendant  system  alone,  and  some  by  the  other  defendant  system  alone. 

That  said  defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company,  maintains  and  operates  its  chief  office  and  exchange 
in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  has  the  sole  and  exclusive  telephone  sys- 
tem of  distribution  throughout  said  city  and  suburbs,  maintaining  and 
operating  the  same  over  lines  of  wires  and  cables  on  poles  and  through 
conduits  along  and  under  the  public  streets,  alleys  and  highways  of 
said  city  and  suburbs,  and  maintains  and  operates  a  toll  line  over  and 
along  the  public  highways  between  the  cities  of  Cincinnati  and  Hamil- 
ton, and  thereby  connects  its  telephone  system  and  service  in  the 
city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  with  its  telephone  system  and  service 
in  the  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County,  and  affords  facilities  for 
telephone  conversation  between  any  and  all  of  its  subscribers  and 
patrons  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  and  its  subscribers  and 
patrons  in  the  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County. 

That  said  defendant,  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company, 
has  no  telephone  lines  reaching  from  the  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler 
County  to  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs,  and  no  telephone  con- 
nection with  said  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  no  system  of  telephone  distri- 
bution throughout  said  city  and  suburbs,  and  cannot  communicate  with 
or  reach  by  its  own  lines  alone  said  locality  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs 
covered  by  its  co-defendant's  telephone  system. 

That  said  defendants'  telephone  lines  could  be  made,  by  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  suitable  connections,  or  the  joint  use  of 
equipment,  or  the  transfer  of  messages  at  said  city  of  Hamilton,  to 
form  a  continuous  line  of  communications  between  any  and  all  of  the 
subscribers  and  patrons  of  said  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  any  and  all  of  the  subscribers  and  patrons  of  said  defendant, 
The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  in  said  city  of 
Cincinnati  and  suburbs. 

That  the  complainants  are  each  and  all  subscribers  and  patrons  of 
said  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  but  are  remote  from 
any  lines  of  said  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany, some  no  nearer  than  two  miles;  that  any  of  said  complainants 
desiring  to  hold  telephone  conversation  with  any  telephone  user  or 
patron  in  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  can  easily  get  their  messages  as  far 
as  the  city  of  Hamilton,  but  cannot  communicate  with  or  get  their 
messages  to  any  telephone  user  or  patron  of  said  The  Cincinnati  and 
Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  in  said  city  of  Cincinnati  and 
suburbs ;  but  that  said  defendant  has  expressed  a  willingness  to  ex- 
tend wires  and  install  its  own  telephones  at  the  regular  rates  to  any 
and  all  said  complainants  and  thereby  connect  them  with  its  subscrib- 
ers and  patrons  in  Cincinnati  and  suburbs. 

And  the  Commission  finds  that  because  said  defendant  The  Cin- 
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cinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  connects  its  system  of 
telephone  service  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  with  its  system 
of  telephone  service  in  the  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County,  and 
for  no  other  reason,  it  is  without  jurisdiction,  and  it  therefore  declines 
to  issue  the  order  or  grant  any  of  the  relief  prayed  for  in  complainants' 
petition.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  for  want  of  jurisdiction  and  power  to  make  any 
order  in  the  premises,  the  petition  of  the  complainants  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  dismissed,  and  that  the  costs  of  these  proceedings  be  taxed 
against  the  complainants. 


137.  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telphone  Company,  Defend- 
ant.   Dismissed  August  20,  1912. 

For  their  pleading,  the  petitioners  herein  state1: 

That  this  complainant  and  said  defendant  are  both  corporations 
duly  incorporated  and  organized  for  profit  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  and  are  both  telephone  companies  and  common  carriers  within 
said  State. 

That  the  complainant  company  has  its  home  office  and  chief  tele- 
phone exchange  in  the  city  lof  Hamilton,  and  owns  and  operates  five 
additional  exchanges  all  in  the  county  of  Butler,  respectively  at  Beth- 
any, Trenton,  Sevenmile,  Reiley  and  Shandon ;  and  that  it  has  about 
3,450  subscribers  whom  it  supplies  with  telephone  instruments  in  their 
respective  homes,  offices  or  places  of  business ;  about  2,300  of  which 
are  directly  connected  with  the  Hamilton  exchange,  175  with  the 
Bethany  exchange,  125  with  the  Trenton  exchange,  225  with  the  Seven- 
mile  exchange,  300  with  the  Reiley  exchange  and  325  with  the  Shan- 
don exchange;  and  that  there  is  free  interchange  of  telephonic  com- 
munications among  all  of  complainant's  subscribers,  and  also  with  the 
Darrtown  Telephone  Company,  having  about  100  subscribers;  Morn- 
ing Sun  Telephone  Company,  having  about  200  subscribers,  and  the 
Oxford  Telephone  Company,  having  about  600  subscribers,  but  that 
said  complainant  company  has  no  lines,  construction  or  service  into 
Cincinnati  or  reaching  said  city  or  its  suburbs  or  the  inhabitants 
thereof. 

That  said  defendant  company  has  its  home  office  and  chief  ex- 
change in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  has  three  branch  exchanges  in 
Butler  County,  to-wit:  One  in  Hamilton  with  about  2,419  subscribers, 
one  in  Sevenmile  with  16  subscribers,  and  one  in  Somerville  with  108 
subscribers. 
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That  there  is  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  about  500,000 
people,  and  that  said  defendant  company  has  in  said  city  and  suburbs, 
including  Kentucky  suburbs,  about  52,000  subscribers ;  and  that  said 
city  of  Cincinnati  is  the  great  business  center  of  the  territory  and 
localities  covered  by  both  complainant  and  defendant  companies,  and 
that  there  are  large  and  important  commercial,  financial,  social  and 
business  relations,  correspondence  and  telephonic  communications  be- 
tween the  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  its  suburbs  and  the  inhabitants 
of  the  territory  and  localities  covered  by  this  complainant's  system 
of  telephonic  communications. 

That  within  the  territory  of  about  fifty  miles  from  Cincinnati 
there  are  one  million  people,  or  thereabouts,  and  there  are  in  said 
limits  in  existence  and  operation  by  independent  telephone  companies 
about  twenty  exchanges,  and  that  said  defendant  company  transmits, 
receives  and  handles  telephone  messages  between  it  and  all  said  inde- 
pendent exchanges,  except  those  belonging  to  and  operated  by  this 
complainant  company. 

That  said  defendant  owns  and  operates  lines  of  poles  and  wires, 
and  wires  through  conduits  and  cables,  over,  along  and  under  ways 
and  public  highways  between  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  the  city  of 
Hamilton,  and  over,  along  and  under  the  streets,  alleys  and  public 
ways  of  the  city  of  Hamilton. 

That  said  city  of  Hamilton  is  the  common  point  for  all  the  wires 
or  lines  of  the  various  exchanges  owned  and  operated  in  Butler  County 
by  both  the  complainant  and  defendant  companies ;  and  the  lines  and 
wires  of  the  two  companies  could  be  made  a  continuous  line  of  com- 
munication between  the  various  exchanges  of  the  complainant  com- 
pany and  the  patrons  thereof  and  the  exchanges  and  patrons  of  the 
defendant  company  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  the  suburbs  thereof, 
by  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  suitable  connections  and  the 
joint  use  of  equipments  or  the  transfer  pf  messages  at  Hamilton,  the 
common  point  aforesaid,  and  thus  could  be  given  direct  communica- 
tions between  localities  where  such  service  is  not  now  established  or 
provided. 

That  without  such  continuous  line  of  communications  and  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  suitable  connections  and  the  joint  use 
of  equipment  or  the  transfer  of  messages,  as  above  stated,  the  sub- 
scribers, patrons  and  users  of  complainant  company's  instruments, 
lines  and  equipments,  are  discriminated  against  and  not  afforded  equal 
facilities  with  other  localities  and  people  there  residing  for  telephonic 
messages  and  business  transactions  with  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  its 
suburbs  and  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

That  the  lines  of  complainant's  telephone  company  are  dis- 
tributed over  a  great  portion  of  said  Butler  County,  and  places  nearly 
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every  locality  of  the  county  in  telephonic  communication  with  every 
other  locality  in  said  county;  and  that  the  subscribers,  patrons  and 
users  of  said  company's  instruments,  lines  and  equipments,  desiring 
and  having  occasion  to  communicate  by  telephone  with  correspondents 
and  business  men  and  others  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs, 
using  instruments,  lines  and  equipments,  ofisaid  defendant  company, 
may  and  can  transmit  their  messages  with  the  greatest  facility  to  the 
city  of  Hamilton,  said  common  point,  but  are  by  said  company  refused 
communication  with  all  its  subscribers  and  patrons,  and  are  denied  and 
barred  from  any  and  all  privilege  and  opportunity  to  send  their 
messages  from  said  city  of  Hamilton,  the  common  point,  over  the 
lines  owned  and  operated  by  said  defendant  to  their  correspondents, 
business  men  and  others  using  the  lines,  instruments  and  equipment  of 
defendant  company.  That  said  defendant  company  in  the  manner  and 
to  the  extent  aforesaid  abuses  and  misuses  its  privilege  and  franchises, 
and  disregards  and  violates  its  duties  as  a  common  carrier. 

That  the  public  convenience,  welfare  and  necessity  require  the 
joint  use  and  occupancy  by  complainant  and  defendant  of  said  equip- 
ment and  lines  of  said  defendant  between  the  city  of  Hamilton  and 
to  and  throughout  said  city  of  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs,  and  that  the 
said  defendant  company  should  receive,  forward,  transmit  and  deliver 
telephone  messages  from  and  to  the  subscribers,  patrons  and  users  of 
complainant's  telephones,  lines  and  equipments  to  and  from  the  sub- 
scribers, patrons  and  users  of  defendant's  telephones,  lines  and  equip- 
ments. 

That  the  complainant  company  has  requested  said  defendant  com- 
pany to  give  to  its  subscribers,  patrons  and  users,  and  to  this  com- 
plainant equal  privileges,  opportunities  and  service  which  said  defend- 
ant company  has  accorded  to  the  other  independent  companies  and 
exchanges  in  said  localities,  as  aforesaid,  and  to  enable  this  complain- 
ant's subscribers,  patrons  and  users  to  communicate  by  telephone 
direct  with  defendant  company's  subscribers,  patrons  and  users  in  said 
city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs,  on  any  equitable  terms  and  for  any 
equitable  compensation  which  said  defendant  company  might  require; 
but  that  said  defendant  company  has  at  all  times  failed,  neglected  and 
refused  to  do  so,  and  still  so  refuses. 

Wherefore  the  complainant  company  prays  your  honorable  Public 
Commission  that  the  aforesaid  defendant  company  be  required  to 
answer  the  charges  made  in  this  complaint,  and  that  after  due  hearing 
and  investigation  an  order  may  be  made  by  your  honorable  Commis- 
sion requiring  said  defendant  company  in  conjunction  with  said  com- 
plainant company  to  establish  and  maintain  through  lines  between  the 
localities  receiving  telephonic  service  from  this  complainant  and  the 
said  localities  of  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs  receiving  telephonic  service 
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from  said  defendant  company,  and  that  the  subscribers,  patrons  and 
users  of  the  telephones,  lines  and  equipments  of  either  of  said  com- 
panies may  communicate  direct  on  continuous  lines  between  said 
localities  with  the  subscribers,  patrons  and  users  of  the  telephones, 
lines  and  equipments  of  the  other  company,  and  that  your  honorable 
Commission  will  make  such  further  order  in  the  premises  as  equity  and 
good  conscience  naturally  require  should  be  made. 

Answering,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany states:

For  further  answer  to  the  complainant's  petition  The1  Cincinnati 
and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  admits  its  corporate  capacity, 
the  situs  and  extent  of  its  service  as  alleged,  and  that  telephone  service 
in  order  to  be  efficient  should  be  continuous  and  direct. 

Having  no  knowledge  of  the  corporate  capacity  of  complainant,

This  defendant  denies  specifically  that  patrons  of  complainant 
company  cannot  be  given  direct  communication  between  the  localities 
referred  to  in  complainant's  petition  or  that  its  patrons  cannot  com- 
municate directly  with  the  city  of  Cincinnati  or  any  other  point  reached 
by  this,  defendant's  lines  over  its  own  wires  or  the  wires  of  other 
companies  with  whom  it  may  have  traffic  arrangements ;  or  that  public 
necessity  and  convenience  require  the  connection  prayed  for,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  continuous  line  of  communication  between 
points  in  Butler  County  and  points  in  Cincinnati  or  other  points 
reached  by  this  company's  lines,  or  that  a  joint  use  of  equipment  to 
transfer  messages  at  any  common  point  is  necessary. 

This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  other  allegation  in  com- 
plainant's petition  contained  not  herein  specifically  admitted  or  denied.

This  defendant  says  it  has  property  situated  in  Butler 
County,  subject  to  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  said  county,  valued  by 
the  Tax  Commission  of  Ohio  in  the  sum  of  $472,000;  that  it  is  pre- 
pared to  extend  its  lines,  equipment  and  facilities  in  order  to  render 
service  to  all  parts  of  said  county,  consistent  with  lawful  and  reason- 
able requirements,  or  make  such  reasonable  regulations  and  traffic 
arrangements  with  the  complainant  as  in  law,  equity  and  good  con- 
science may  be  deemed  proper. 

This  defendant  further  avers  that  all  of  the  subscribers  to  its 
service  in  Butler  County  have  access  to  Cincinnati  connection. 

This  defendant  further  represents  the  lines  of  the  complainant 
extend  through  a  majority  of  the  public  ways  of  Butler  County,  gen- 
erally paralleling  this  defendant's  lines,  that  the  value  of  the  property 
of  said  complainant,  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  as 
assessed  by  the  Tax  Commission  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  is  $210,000,  but 
avers  that  said  equipment  is  inferior  to  that  of  this  defendant,  and  in- 
capable of  rendering  efficient  telephone  service.  The  public  roads 
traversed  by  this  defendant  and  the  complainant  are  indicated  on  the 
plats  of  Butler  County  and  the  city  of  Hamilton,  hereto  attached  and 
marked  respectively  exhibits  "A"  and  "B,"  and  accordingly  made  a 
part  hereof. 

This  defendant  avers  that  it  has  attempted  to  extend  its  lines, 
equipment  and  facilities  over  certain  public  and  private  roads  and 
through  localities  in  Butler  County  in  order  to  render  telephone  service 
to  all  who  may  apply,  but  was  hindered  and  obstructed  through  the 
efforts  of  the  complainant,  a  competitor  of  this  defendant  in  all  of  the 
territory  described  in  the  plaintiff's  petitions. 

This  defendant  further  represents  that  it  has  no  exchange  in  the 
central  eastern  portion  of  Butler  County,  but  does  extend  a  toll  line 
through  said  locality  and  is  prepared  to  render  service  to  all  who  may 
apply,  subject  to  reasonable  regulations  and  conditions.  Defendant 
says  that  said  locality  is  controlled  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
complainant  company,  and  this  defendant  has  been  unable  to  secure 
subscribers  in  said  territory,  but  has  offered,  in  order  to  give  the  resi- 
dents in  said  locality  the  benefit  of  its  facility  to  connect  the  com- 
plainant's exchange,  located  at  Bethany,  Ohio,  with  its  lines  and  equip- 
ment under  such  reasonable  conditions  as  may  be  approved  by  your 
honorable  Commission,  but  said  complainant  company  rejected  said 
offer. 

Said  defendant  further  avers  that  the  complainant  company  has 
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permitted  its  equipment  to  deteriorate  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is 
unable  to  render, 'efficient  service  and  has  outstanding  against  it  obli- 
gations in  the  nature  of  stock  and  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $493,000,  and 
is  unable  to  sell  and  dispose  of  additional  stocks  or  bonds  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  funds,  and  further  avers  that  this  action  is  brought 
solely  to  enable  its  officers  and  controlling  stockholders  to  dispose  of 
their  securities  now  held  by  them,  which  securities  would  be  given 
value  if  the  petition  of  qomplainant  filed  herein  were  granted. 

Wherefore,  having  fully  answered,  this  defendant  asks  that  the 
petition  of  complainant  be  dismissed,  and  it  be  awarded  its  costs. 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
order : 

This  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  on  the  petition  of  complainant, 
the  answer  of  defendant,  and  the  evidence  and  argument  of  counsel. 
On  consideration  whereof  the  Commission  finds : 

That  both  the  parties  hereto  are  corporations  organized  under  the 
laws  of  Ohio,  and  are  telephone  companies  and  common  carriers  with- 
in said  State,  and  that  both  maintain  and  operate,  respectively,  over 
and  along  the  streets,  public  alleys  and  and  highways  telephone  sys- 
tems, with  exchanges  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  covering  said  city  and 
radiating  therefrom  to  large  portions  of  said  Butler  County;  and  that 
said  complainant  company  has  five  additional  exchanges,  and  said 
defendant  company  three  additional  exchanges  in  said  Butler  County, 
as  set  forth  in  the  petition ;  and  that  complainant's  telephone  system 
and  defendant's  telephone  system,  respectively,  cover  large  portions  of 
said  Butler  County  substantially  identical,  but  not  entirely  so,  some 
sections  of  the  county  being  reached  by  complainant's  system  alone, 
and  some  by  defendant's  system  alone,  but  defendant  company  has 
expressed  a  willingness  to  extend  wires  and  install  its  own  telephones 
at  the  regular  rates  to  any  and  all  of  complainant's  subscribers. 

That  said  defendant  company  maintains  and  operates  its  chief 
office  and  exchange  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  has  the  sole  and 
exclusive  system  of  telephone  distribution  throughout  said  city  and 
suburbs,  maintaining  and  operating  the  same  over  lines  of  wires  and 
cables  on  poles  and  through  conduits  along  and  under  the  public 
streets,  alleys  and  highways  of  said  city  and  suburbs,  and  maintains 
and  operates  a  toll  line  and  continuous  service  over  and  along  the 
public  highway  between  its  exchanges  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and 
suburbs,  and  Hamilton  and  Butler  County,  and  thereby  connects  its 
telephone  system  and  service  in  the  localities  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs 
with  its  telephone  system  and  service  in  the  localities  of  Hamilton 
and  Butler  County,  and  affords  facilities  for  telephone  conversation 
between  any  and  all  of  its  subscribers  and  patrons  in  Cincinnati  and 
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suburbs  and  its  subscribers  and  patrons  in  Hamilton  and  Butler 
County. 

That  said  complainant  company  has  no  telephone  lines  reaching 
from  the  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County  to  the  city  of  Cincinnati 
and  suburbs,  and  no  telephone  connection  with  said  city  of  Cincinnati, 
and  no  system  of  telephone  distribution  throughout  said  city  and 
suburbs  and  cannot  communicate  with  or  reach  by  its  own  lines  alone 
said  locality  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  covered  by  said  defendant's 
telephone  system. 

The  complainant  company's  lines  and  defendant  company's  lines 
could  be  made  by  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  suitable  connec- 
tions, or  the  joint  use  of  equipment,  or  the  transfer  of  messages  at 
said  city  of  Hamilton,  to  form  a  continuous  line  of  communication  be- 
tween any  and  all  of  complainant's  subscribers  and  patrons  in  said 
locality  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County,  and  any  and  all  of  defendant's 
subscribers  and  patrons  in  said  locality  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs. 

And  the  Commission  finds  that  because  said  defendant  company 
connects  its  entire  systen^'of  telephone  service  in  the  locality  of  Cin- 
cinnati and  suburbs  with  its  entire  system  of  telephone  service  in  the 
locality  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County,  and  for  no  other  reason,  it 
is  without  jurisdiction,  and  it  therefore  declines  to  issue  the  order  or 
grant  any  of  the  relief  prayed  for  in  complainant's  petition. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  for  wiant  of  jurisdiction  and  power  to 
make  any  order  in  the  premises,  the  petition  of  the  complainant  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed,  and  that  the  costs  of  these  pro- 
ceedings  be   taxed    against   the   complainant. 


138.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Kenton  Telephone 
Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  cer- 
tain property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The 
Kenton  Telephone  Company  and  for  a  connecting  arrangement 
for  an  exchange  of  service  between  the  applicants.  Approved 
February  28,  1912. 

The  petitioners  herein  say : 

The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  and.  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  being  the  applicants  hereto  respectfully  show  and 
represent  to  the  Commission  the  following  facts  with  reference  to  the 
telephone  service  now  furnished  to  the  public  in  the  city  of  Kenton, 
Ohio,  and  vicinity. 

That  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates  a  tele- 
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phone  exchange  at  Kenton,  Ohio,  and  now  serves  2,045  subscribers 
connected  with  said  exchange. 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates 
a  telephone  exchange  with  194  subscribers  connected  with  said  ex- 
change. 

That  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's 
exchange  property  in  said  city  of  Kenton,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  and  after 
an  appraisal  of  said  property  was  made  by  engineers  representing  both 
companies,  a  price  of  $4,000.00  has  been  set  upon  said  property  and 
agreed  to  by  both  companies  as  fair 'and  reasonable;  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  your  Commission  the  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company 
proposes  to  purchase  the  said  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  and  combine  the  exchanges  and  telephone  properties  in  the 
city  of  Kenton,  and  also  make  a  connecting  contract  for  exchange  serv- 
ice between  the  applicants. 

Some  of  the  advantages  which  will  accrue  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned, should  your  Commission  grant  that'which  is  prayed  for  herein, 
may  be  summarized  as  follows : 


fe 


1.    Advantages  to  the  users  of  the  telephone  service: 

(a)  The  relief  given  to  120  telephone  users  in  Kenton, 
Ohio,  from  the  annoyance  and  expense  of  two  telephones.    The. 
annual  saving  to  such  subscribers  on  this  account  would  be  ap- 
proximately $2,880.00. 

(b)  The  rearrangement  of  service  by  which  every  tele- 
phone subscriber  served  by  either  of  said  companies  may  com- 
municate directly  with  every  other  one. 

(c)  The  special  advantages  offered  the  25  rural  subscribers 
now  connected  with  the  exchange  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  exclusively,  to  communicate  with  their  neigh- 
bors in  their  community,  which  privilege  is  denied  them  under 
existing  conditions. 

(d)  The  further  opportunity  offered  the  patrons  of  The 
Kenton  Telephone  Company  for  the  extensive  toll  and  long  dis- 
tance service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  the 
opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  all  of  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  the 
subscribers  of  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company,  and  in  particular 
the  opportunity  offered  to  the  patrons  of  The  Kenton  Telephone 
Company  to  communicate  directly  by  telephone  with  over  15,000 
subscribers  in  the  city  of  Columbus  having  Bell  service  exclu- 
sively ;  Columbus  being  a  principal  toll  point  from  Kenton.    Also, 
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over  5,000  independent  subscribers  adjacent  to  Kenton,  Ohio, 
receiving  exclusive  connection  from  the  toll  lines  <of  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company. 

(e)  As  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  serve  2,045  sub- 
scribers with  its  local  service  and  can  give  this  number  only  a 
limited  long  distance  service,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  serve  only  194  subscribers  and  at  the  same  time  owns 
and  operates  itself,  and  has  connection  with,  a  vast  system  of 
long  distance  lines  reaching  over  all  the  country,  the  adyantages 
to  the  telephone  patrons  by  the  consummation  of  the  arrangement 
herein  proposed  is  evident.  In  other  words,  one  of  the  applicants 
is  in  position  to  furnish  all  the  local  service  and  a  very  limited 
long  distance  service,  while  the  other  applicant  is  in  position  to 
furnish  a  nation-wide  long  distance  service  and  only  a  very 
limited  local  service.  Therefore,  the  proposed  sale  and  connec- 
tion prayed  for,  if  allowed,  will  result  in  ideal  telephone  condi- 
tions in  this  locality. 

2.  The  advantage  to  the  general  public: 

(a)  The  possibility  of  the  removal  of  a  large  part  of  the 
present  duplicated  plants,  thus  adding  materially  to  appearances 
and  to  public  convenience  in  said  city  of  Kenton,  Ohio. 

3.  Advantages  to  the  respective  companies: 

,  (a)  At  all  points  where  two  exchanges  are  operated,  there 
is  created  considerable  expense  due  to  building,  operating,  main- 
taining and  reconstructing,  which  expense  must  be  borne  by  both 
companies  so  long  as  the  plants  are  operated  separately ;  and  the 
bringing  together  of  these  exchanges  under  one  operating  head 
would  prevent  the  existing  operating  losses  and  avoid  the  future 
useless  duplication  of  plant,  and  make  it  possible  to  secure  busi- 
ness substantially  sufficient  under  the  single  system  to  furnish 
the  subscribers,  and  the  public  generally,  service  at  a  high  point 
of  efficiency. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  at  the  price  of  $4,000.00, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale,  attached  hereto  and 
marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  at  the  same  time  that  you  approve  of  the 
connecting  arrangement  as  set  out  in  the  connecting  contract  agreeable 
to  both  parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  marked  exhibit 
"B." 
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This  proceeding  was  closed  with  the  entering  of  the  following 
order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits.  After  due  con- 
sideration of  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  no  increases  in  rates  or  curtailment  of  service  on  the  part 
of  either  of  said  companies  will  result  therefrom,  the  Commission  is 
satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.  It  is,  there- 
fore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  to  the  said  The  Kenton  Telephone 
Company  certain  of  its  property  used  in  local  service  in  the  city  of 
Kenton,  Ohio,  and  fully  set  out  in  the  bill  of  sale  attached  to  the  peti- 
tion herein  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by 
reference;  and  the  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  is,  hereby, 
authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed 
price  of  four  thousand  ($4,000.00)  dollars.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  and  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are,  hereby,  authorized  to 
form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


139.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Kenton  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the 
issuance  of  $22,400.00  common  stock  of  the  company  to  pro- 
vide the  company  with  funds  to  discharge  $18,400.00  of  its  bills 
payable  and  to  purchase  the  Kenton  exchange  property  of  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  at  a  price  of  $4,000.00.  Ap- 
proved February  28,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  having,  on  the  5th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1912,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  its  common  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  $22,400.00  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  $18,400.00 
of'its  bills  payable,  incurred  in  the  extension,  improvement  and  better- 
ment of  its  plant,  and  of  paying  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
$4,000.00  for  certain  property  authorized  to  be  purchased  by  order 
number  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  this  Commission,  and  the  time 
of  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  February  23,  1912,  at  2 
o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  hav- 
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ing  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day,  and  the 
further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day,  the 
same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commis- 
sion deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
said  stock  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations 
of  said  company,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it  is, 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  common  stock  of  the  par  value  of  twenty- 
two  thousand  four  hundred  ($22,400.00)  dollars,  and  that  said  stock 
be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  not  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the 
money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  is  reasonably  required 
for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  be 
devoted  by  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  to  and  used  for  the 
following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit :  For  the  purpose  of  discharg- 
ing eighteen  thousand  four  hundred  ($18,400.00)  dollars  of  its  bills 
payable,  incurred  in  the  extension,  improvement  and  betterment  of  its 
plant,  and  paying  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  four  thou- 
sand ($4,000.00)  dollars  for  certain  property  authorized  to  be  pur- 
chased by  order  number  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (138)  of  this 
Commission.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Kenton  Telephone  Company  make  veri- 
fied report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  stock, 
or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  and  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and 
every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock,  setting 
forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been 
devoted,  and  that  such  report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  said 
stock  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


140.  W.  P.  Harper,  Esq.,  Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Southwestern  Railroad  Company,  Defendant.  Order  issued 
November  11,  1912. 

For  his  complaint,  the  complainant  herein  says : 

1.     That  he  is  a  resident  of  Ross  County,  Ohio,  near  Harper's 
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Station,  Ohio,  which  is  a  stopping  point  upon  the  above  named  rail- 
road company's  line,  and  is  engaged  in  farming. 

2.  That  the  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  carrier, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier, 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

3.  That  the  aforesaid  railroad  company,  since  January  1,  191 2, 
has  to  the  prejudice  and  right  of  the  said  W.  P.  Harper  and  members 
of  that  county,  township  and  community,  abandoned  its  station-house 
and  other  facilities. 

4.  That  the  aforesaid  railroad  company  stops  four  (4)  trains 
daily  at  the  said  Harper's  Station  and  affords  no  protection  for  its  pas- 
sengers and  has  failed  to  maintain  a  ticket  office  at  the  said  stopping 
point  for  the  accommodation  of  complainant  and  other  residents  in  the 
vicinity  of  said  station. 

5.  That  the  said  complainant  further  alleges  that  the  business 
done  by  the  aforesaid  railroad  company  at  this  point  is  such  as  would 
justify  the  said  company  in  maintaining  proper  station  facilities  and 
ticket  office  at  the  said  station. 

6.  Complainant  further  says  that  the  aforesaid  railroad  company 
has,  since  the  first  day  of  January,  1912,  failed  to  maintain  proper 
shipping  facilities  at  such  point.  Further  that  the  amount  of  business 
done  by  the  said  company  while  the  office  was  maintained  was  a  just 
sum  as  would  compensate  said  company  for  maintaining  such  shipping 
facilities. 

7.  Complainant  further  says  that  he  is  one  of  thirty  or  more 
residents  of  this  community  who  are  directly  affected  by  the  failure  of 
said  company  to  maintain  proper  station  and  shipping  facilities  at  this 
point. 

8.  Complainant  further  says  that  the  aforesaid  company  has  not 
only  failed  to  maintain  proper  station  and  shipping  facilities  at  this 
point,  but  has  absolutely  neglected  and  refused  to  maintain  any  facili- 
ties, including  shelter  and  an  office  for  the  sale  of  tickets,  for  the  proper 
convenience  of  those  persons  whom  the  said  railroad  company  take  on 
and  let  off  as  passengers  at  that  point,  since  the  first  day  of  January, 
1912. 

9.  Complainant  further  says  that  he  has  asked  the  said  company 
to  maintain  some  station  facilities  at  such  point,  but  they  have  wholly 
neglected  and  refused  to  hear  such  complaints,  greatly  to  the  damage 
and  prejudice  of  said  complainant  and  other  members  of  his  com- 
munity. 

10.  Complainant  further  alleges  that  said  company,  ever  since 
the  first  day  of  January,  1912,  has  failed  to  maintain  adequate  service 
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and  facilities  at  the  above  named  station  as  required  by  Section  504  of 
the  General  Code  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  railroad 
company  to  comply  with  the  law  of  such  railroads  as  provided  for  in 
Section  504  of  the  General  Code  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  for  such 
other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and 
just  in  the  premises. 

Answering,  the  defendant  says : 

It  admits  the  allegations  contained  in  the  first  and  second  para- 
graphs of  said  complaint. 

It  admits  that  it  stops  four  trains  daily  at  Harper's  referred  to 
in  said  complaint  and  has  and  does  not  maintain  a  ticket  office  at  said 
point. 

It  denies  every  other  allegation  contained  in  said  complaint. 

Defendant  further  says  that  the  business  at  said  point  is  not  such 
as  would  warrant  it  in  maintaining  a  ticket  office,  but  that  all  pas- 
sengers taking  trains  at  said  point  can  pay  their  fare  on  the  trains  with- 
out any  loss  or  inconvenience  to  themselves  and  that  there  are  ample 
facilities  at  said  point  for  receiving  and  discharging  passengers. 

Wherefore,  defendant  prays  that  said  complaint  be  dismissed. 

The  order  herein  promulgated  November  11,  1912,  reads: 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence 
and  the  exhibits  and  was  argued  by  counsel,  and  the  Commission,  be- 
ing fully  advised  in  the  premises,  finds  that  public  convenience  and 
necessity  require  the  maintenance  of  a  building,  or  room,  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  persons  awaiting  the  arrival  of  trains  and  the  housing 
of  freight  in  less  than  carload  lots  at  the  station  on  defendant's  line 
known  and  designated  as  Harper's. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  by  its  failure  to  provide  and 
maintain  a  building,  or  room,  sufficient  in  size  and  equipment  to  ac- 
commodate persons  awaiting  the  arrival  of  trains  and  the  proper  hous- 
ing of  freight  in  less  than  carload  lots,  billed  to  or  from  said  station 
of  Harper's,  defendant  company  is  not  maintaining  adequate  service 
nor  furnishing  adequate  facilities  to  the  public.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  South- 
western Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  notified  and  required  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  building  or  room,  sufficient  in  size  and  equip- 
ment to  accommodate  per9pns  awaiting  the  arrival  of  trains  and  the 
proper  housing  of  freight  in  less  than  carload  lots  at  the  station  on  its 
line  known  and  designated  as  Harper's,  in  the  county  of  Ross  and 
State  of  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  enlargement  of  the  room  now  occupied  by  the

operator  at  Harper's  so  as  to  afford  sufficient  space  and  facilities  there- 
in for  the  accommodation  of  persons  awaiting  the  arrival  of  trains  and 
the  proper  housing  of  freight  in  less  than  carload  lots  will  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Commission  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  foregoing 
provision  of  this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  said  building,  or  room,  as  shall  be  de- 
voted to  the  accommodation  of  persons  awaiting  the  arrival  of  trains 
shall  be,  at  all  times,  maintained  in  a  cleanly  and  sanitary  manner, 
adequately  illuminated  after  dusk  for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty  minutes 
prior  to  the  scheduled  arriving  time  of  such  passenger  trains  as  stop 
at  said  Harper's  to  receive  and  discharge  passengers  until  the  arrival 
and  departure  of  such  trains,  and  properly  warmed  during  inclement 
and  severe  weather.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of  the 
service  of  this  order  upon  said  defendant  company  be,  and  it  hereby  is 
fixed  and  will  be  considered  by  the  Commission  as  a  reasonable  time 
within  which  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  requirements  of  this  order. 


141.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Rail- 
way Company  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  and  dispose  01 
$56,000.00  of  its  first  mortgage  bonds.  Dismissed  July  8,  1912. 
Approved  July  27,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  above  named,  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway  Company, 
having  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  7th  day  of  February,  1912,  filed  its 
petition  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  praying  for  the 
consent  and  authority  of  said  Commission  to  issue  and  dispose  of  its 
general  mortgage  five  per  cent,  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  fifty-six 
thousand  dollars  ($56,000.00),  said  bonds  to  be  sold  at  eighty-five  (85) 
per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof,  and  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  to 
be  used  in  making  additions,  betterments  and  improvements  to  the 
railroads  and  properties  of  said  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  tht-  Commission  having,  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  1912, 
after  due  hearing  and  upon  the  evidence  adduced,  dismissed  said  peti- 
tion and  refused  its  consent  and  authority  for  the  issue  of  said  bonds  at 
the  price  and  for  the  amount  hereinabove  mentioned,  to-wit:  Eighty- 
five  (85)  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  of  said  bonds,  and  said  The  Lake 
Shore  Electric  Railway  Company,  being  dissatisfied  with  said  order  of 
the  Commission,  commenced  an  action  in  the  Common  Pleas  Com  t  of 
Cuyahoga  County,  Ohio,  against  The  Public  Service  Commission  of

Ohio,  as  defendant,  to  vacate  and  set  aside  said  order,  as  provided  by 
law,  and  said  action  coming  on  for  hearing  in  said  Common  Pleas 
Court  and  the  said  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway  Company 
having  introduced  evidence  which  said  court  found  to  be  different  from 
that  offered  before  the  Commission  and  additional  thereto,  said  court 
ordered  that  a  copy  of  said  different  and  additional  testimony  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  defendant,  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  for 
further  consideration  and  action  thereon,  a  copy  of  which  evidence  was, 
on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1912,  received  by  the  Commission  and  taken 
under  consideration. 

After  due  consideration  thereof,  had  in  connection  with  the  tes- 
timony originally  offered  in  said  case,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  its  former  order  made  herein,  being  designated  as  Order  Number 
One  Hundred  and  Forty-one  (141)  should  not  be  altered,  modified, 
amended  or  rescinded  and  the  Commission  therefore  refuses  to  alter, 
modify,  amend  or  rescind  said  former  order. 

Upon  reconsideration  of  this  matter  the  Commission  issued  the 
following  finding  and  order : 

The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway  Company  having,  on  the  7th 
day  of  February,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  and  dis- 
pose of  fifty-six  thousand  dollars  ($56,000.00)  par  value  of  its  general 
mortgage  five  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  and  the  Commission  having,  on  the 
29th  day  of  May/1912,  entered  an  order  refusing  such  authority  and 
dismissing  said  petition,  and  the  said  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway 
Company  having  appealed  from  said  order  of  the  Commission  to  the 
Common  Pleas  Court  of  Cuyahoga  County,  and  said  court  having  en- 
tered upon  the  hearing  of  said  appeal,  and  having  received  testimony 
which  said  court  found  to  be  different  from  and  additional  to  the  tes- 
timony introduced  upon  the  hearing  before  the  Commission,  and  hav- 
ing certified  said  testimony  back  to  the  Commission  for  further  in- 
vestigation, and  the  Commission  having  given  further  consideration  to 
said  testimony,  and  having,  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  1912,  entered  an 
order  refusing  to  alter,  modify,  amend  or  rescind  the  first  and  former 
order  made  in  this  case,  and  said  matter  having  again  come  on  for 
hearing  before  the  said  Common  Pleas  Court  of  Cuyahoga  County,  and 
it  being  stipulated  and  agreed  to  such  hearing  by  all  the  parties  of 
record  in  such  matter  that  the  same  should  be  again  referred  to  the 
Commission  for  further  consideration,  and  the  Commission  having 
again  considered  the  said  case,  and  having  examined  all  the  pleadings 
and  exhibits  filed  therein,  and  having  weighed  all  testimony  adduced 
at  any  and  all  of  the  hearings  of  said  matter,  and  having  made  such 
further  investigation  and  inquiry  as  was  deemed  necessary,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
are  to  be  used  for  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company,  the  Com-

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mission  is  now,  upon  such  further  consideration  of  said  case,  satisfied 
that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway  Company 
be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  general  mortgage  five  per 
cent,  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  fifty-six  thousand  dollars 
($56,000.00),  and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable 
and  at  not  less  than  eighty-five  per  cent.  (85%)  of  the  par  value  thereof, 
it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to 
be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the 
proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  be 
devoted  by  the  said  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway  Company  to  and 
used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  Tb  reimburse 
said  company  for  the  cost  of  certain  betterments,  improvements  and 
additions  made  to  the  railroads  and  properties  of  said  company  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  191 1,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition,  the 
exhibits  and  the  testimony  herein,  all  of  which  are  made  a  part  hereof 
by  reference.     It  is  further 

Ordered.  That  the  said  The  Lake  Shore  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  foll/ows:  Upon  the 
sale  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the 
amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  obtainable,  and 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  eighty-five  per  cent.  (85%)  of  the  par 
value  of  said  bonds ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  six 
(6)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  de- 
tail the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  and  that 
such  report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


142.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company  with  respect  to 
its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Dismissed  May 
6,  1912.  ' 

Information  having  been  lodged  with  the  Commission,  alleging  a 
variation  from  its  schedule  by  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company, 
the  Commission  instituted  an  investigation  of  the  matter  by  entering 
the  following  order : 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company  with  respect 
to  it*  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law  in  the  matter  of  charging, 
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demanding,  exacting,  receiving  or  collecting  a  different  rate,  rental, 
toll  or  charge  for  service  than  that  applicable  to  such  service  as  pub- 
lished in  its  schedule  filed  with  the  Commission  and  now  in  effect, 
it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Wednesday,  February  21,  1912,  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
in  the  hearing  room  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  Building,  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  are  hereby  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  N.  E.  Liggett,  President  of  said  company,  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place  herein 
fixed,  and  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testimony  as 
may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

This  proceeding  was  closed  May  6,  1912,  by  the  spreading  of  the 
following  entry : 

It  appearing  that  the  cause  of  complaint  has  been  removed,  this 
sase  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


143.  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  and  The  Cincin- 
nati and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  Defendants.  Dis- 
missed August  20,  1912. 

For  their  pleading,  the  petitioners  herein  state: 

That  said  complainant  and  both  said  defendants  are  corporations 
duly  incorporated  and  organized  for  profit,  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York 
and  the  other  two  .under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  are  all  tele- 
phone companies  and  common  carriers  within  said  State  of  Ohio. 

That  said  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  has 
lines  throughout  the  United  States,  and  is  engaged  in  receiving,  trans- 
mitting and  delivering  long  distance  telephone  messages. 

That  the  complainant  company  has  its  home  office  and  chief  tele- 
phone exchange  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  and  owns  and  operates 
five  additional  exchanges  all  in  the  county  of  Butler,  respectively  at 
Bethany,  Trenton,  Sevenmile,  Reiley  and  Shandon ;  and  that  it  has 
about  3.700  subscribers  whom  it  supplies  with  telephone  instruments 
in  their  respective  homes,  offices  or  places  of  business,  about  2,550 
<>f  which  are  directly  connected  with  the  Hamilton  exchange,  175  with 
the  Bethany  exchange,  125  with  the  Trenton  exchange,  225  with  the 
Sevenmile  exchange,  300  with  the  Reiley  exchange  and  325  with  the 
Shandon  exchange,  and  that  there  are  free  interchange  or  telephonic 
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communications  among  all  complainant's  subscribers  and  also  with 
the  Darrtown  Telephone  Company  having  about  ioo  subscribers, 
Morning  Sun  Telephone  Company  having  about  200  subscribers  and 
the  Oxford  Telephone  Company  having  about  600  subscribers,  but 
that  said  complainant  company  has  no  lines,  construction  or  service 
into  Cincinnati  or  reaching  said  city  or  its  suburbs,  or  the  inhabitants 
thereof;  and  has  no  lines,  construction  or  service  or  facilities  for 
handling  and  sending  to  their  destination  long  distance  telephone  mes- 
sages outside  of  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Kentucky,  and  not 
adequate  lines,  construction,  service  or  facilities  for  handling  long 
distance  telephone  messages  within  said  states  above  named. 

That  said  defendant  company,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell 
Telephone  Company,  has  its  home  office  and  general  exchange  in  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,  and  has  three  branch  exchanges  in  Butler  County, 
one  in  Hamilton  with  about  2,419  subscribers,  one  in  Sevenmile  with 
16  subscribers  and  one  in  Somerville  with  108  subscribers. 

That  there  is  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs,  about  500,000 
people,  and  that  said  company  last  above  named  has  in  said  city  and 
suburbs  about  80,000  subscribers,  and  that  said  city  of  Cincinnati  is  the 
great  business  center  of  the  territory  and  localities  covered  by  both 
complainants  and  said  defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell 
Telephone  Company;  and  that  there  are  large  and  important  com- 
mercial, financial,  social  and  business  relations,  correspondence  and 
telephonic  communications  between  the  inhabitants  thereof  and  said 
city  and  its  suburbs  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  territory  and  localities 
covered  by  this  complainant's  system  of  telephone  communication. 

That  said  defendant,  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company,  receives,  transmits  and  delivers  long  distance  messages 
freely  and  on  equitable  terms  to  and  from  said  other  defendant  com- 
pany The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and  its 
subscribers  and  patrons,  and  also  to  and  from  all  other  Bell  or  inde- 
pendent companies  in  the  general  locality  of  which  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati is  the  center,  except  this  complainant  company,  but  that  said 
the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  has  at  all  times 
refused  and  still  refuses  to  receive,  transmit  or  deliver  long  distance 
telephone  messages  from  or  to  this  complainant  company,  its  sub- 
scribers and  patrons  although  often  requested  to  do  so. 

That  some  contract  or  arrangements,  the  nature,  extent  and  terms 
of  which  are  unknown  to  complainant,  exists  by  and  between  said 
defendant  companies,  whereby  it  is  mutually  agreed  and  understood 
by  and  between  them  that  the  said  the  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  shall  not  handle,  receive,  transmit  or  deliver  any  tele- 
phone messages  sent  by  or  to  this  complainant  company  or  any  of  its 
subscribers  or  patrons,  and  that  no  continuous  telephone  messages 
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shall  pass  between  this  complainant  company  and  said  defendant  The 
Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  and  its  subscribers 
or  patrons ;  and  that  in  pursuance  of  said  contract  or  arrangement,  this 
complainant  company,  its  patrons  and  subscribers  are  shut  out  of  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,  discriminated  against  and  prevented  from  holding 
any  telephonic  communications  with  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs, 
and  the  business  men  and  inhabitants  thereof. 

That  said  defendant  companies  in  pursuance  of  said  contract  or 
arrangement,  limit  and  deprive — in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  afore- 
said— the  telephonic  opportunities  and  rights  of  this  complainant  com- 
pany, its  subscribers  and  patrons. 

That  said  contract  or  arrangement  and  conduct  of  said  defendant 
companies  as  above  set  forth,  are  unlawful  and  constitute  a  misuse  and 
abuse  of  the  privileges  and  duties  of  said  defendant  companies  as  com- 
mon carriers,  and  as  corporations  under  their  charters  and  the  law  of 
the  Ftate  of  Ohio. 

Wherefore  the  complainant  company  prays  your  honorable  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission,  that  the  aforesaid  defendant  companies  be  re- 
quired to  answer  the  charges  made  in  this  complaint;  and  that  after 
due  hearing  and  investigation,  an  order  may  be  made  by  your  honor- 
able Commission  requiring  said  defendant  companies  to  accord  and  af- 
ford to  this  complainant  company,  its  subscribers  and  patrons  the  same 
opportunities  and  facilities  accorded  and  afforded  by  them  to  other 
telephone  companies,  their  subscribers  and  patrons,  and  to  receive, 
transmit  and  deliver  all  telephone  messages  tendered  or  attempted  to 
be  s.-nt  over  their  respective  lines  from  or  to  this  complainant  company, 
it.3  subscribers  and  patrons ;  and  that  any  contract  or  arrangement  to 
the  contrary  existing  between  said  companies  may  be  found  and  de- 
clared to  be  unlawful  and  invalid,  and  that  your  honorable  Commis- 
sion may  make  such  other  order  in  the  premises  as  the  law,  equity 
and  good  conscience  may  require  should  be  made. 

Answering,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
panv  states. 

I. 

(This  defense  is  similari  to  first  defense  in  No.  136.) 

II. 

For  further  answer  to  the  complainant's  petition  The  Cincinnati 
and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  admits  its  corporate  capacity 
and  that  of  its  co-defendant,  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  and  the  extent  of  the  service  described  as  operated  by  the 
defendants. 

Having  no  knowledge  of  the  corporate  capacity  of  the  complain- 
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ant  in  this  cause,  the  extent  of  its  service,  or  that  its  subscribers  are  de- 
nied the  privilege  of  long  distance  telephone  service,  defendant  denies 
same  and  asks  for  strict  proof  of  same. 

This  defendant  further  denies  each  and  every  allegation  in  the 
complainant's  petition  contained  not  herein  specifically  denied  or 
admitted. 

III. 

For  further  answer  to  the  complainant's  petition  the  defendant, 
The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  admits  it  re- 
ceives from,  transmits  to  and  delivers  for  and  with  its  co-defendant, 
the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  long  distance  mes- 
sages freely  and  on  equitable  terms,  to  all  persons  desiring  its  service 
and  such  facilities  in  Butler  County,  without  reserve  or  discrimination, 
upon  compliance  with  this  defendant's  regulations,  but  this  defendant 
denies  that  such  arrangement  exists  by  virtue  of  an  unlawful  or  dis- 
criminatory contract  between  this  defendant  and  its  co-defendant, 
the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  but  avers  that  these 
defendants  have  a  joint  property  interest  in  all  facilities  and  in- 
trumentalities  through  which  telephone  service  is  rendered  in  Butler 
and  Hamilton  counties,  and  that  said  properties  constitute  an  integral 
part  of  an  extensive  telephone  system  extending  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

This  defendant  further  says  it  has  offered  to  connect  its  lines 
and  equipment  with  that  of  complainant  at  Bethany,  Butler  County, 
in  order  that  telephone  service  might  be  had  by  subscribers  over  its 
lines  between  points  that  are  not  reached  by  the  lines  of  either  com- 
pany alone,  but  said  complainant  company  rejected  said  offer. 

Wherefore,  having  fully  answered,  this  defendant  moves  that 
the  complaint  filed  against  it  be  dismissed,  and  it  be  awarded  its  costs. 

Answering,  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
states : 

That  said  defendant  objects  to  and  protests  against  any  investi- 
gation by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  upon  the  complaint 
heretofore  filed  herein,  or  of  any  of  the  matters  referred  to,  or  any 
of  the  allegations  contained  therein,  and  against  the  making  of  any 
order  whatsoever  by  said  Commission  or  in  any  way  connected  with 
said  complaint,  or  of  any  of  the  matters  referred  to,  or  any  of  the 
allegations  contained  therein.  And  said  defendant  further  objects  to 
and  protests  against  the  making  of  any  order  directing  any  physical 
connection  whatsoever  to  be  made  to  or  with  any  telephone  exchange, 
telephone  line  or  lines  or  any  property  whatsoever  of  said  defendant 
company,  or  determining  any  matters  or  questions  whatsoever  in  re- 
lation to  any  such  physical  connection. 
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That  said  defendant  alleges  as  the  ground  of  each  and  every  such 
objection  and  protest  aforesaid,  among  other  things,  that  said  com- 
plainant has  no  authority,  right  or  capacity  to  file  or  present  any  such 
complaint,  and  also  that  Section  66  of  an  act  changing  the  name  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  to  that  of  the  "Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio,"  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  latter  Commission 
with  respect  to  public  utilities,  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  which  became  a  law  of  said  State  on  June  21,  191 1,  insofar  as 
the  same  assumes  and  purports  to  confer  and  vest  in  said  Commission 
power  and  authority  to  compel  physical  connection  between  telephone 
exchanges  owned  and  operated  by  different  persons,  co-partnerships  or 
corporations,  is  in  conflict  with  and  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  and  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  is 
wholly  null  and  void,  and  particularly  that  said  portion  of  said  section 
of  said  act  is  in  violation  of  and  in  conflict  with  Section  19  of  Article  1 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  is  also  in  violation  of  and 
in  conflict  with  Section  10  of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  of  Section  14  of.  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

That  said  defendant  conducts  the  telephone  business  referred  to 
in  the  complaint  herein  pursuant  to  authority  granted  it  therefor  by  the 
states  of  Ohio  and  New  York,  and  said  defendant  alleges  that  any 
order  entered  in  the  above  entitled  proceedings  directing  any  physical 
connection  be  made  between  the  system,  exchange,  toll  line  or  lines 
or  any  property  whatsoever  belonging  to  said  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  and  the  said  The  Cincinnati  and  Surburban 
l!ell  Telephone  Company,  with  the  exchange,  lines  or  property  of  the 
complainant  telephone  company,  or  any  order  determining  any  matter 
or  question  whatsoever  in  relation  to  any  such  physical  connection, 
will  deny  to  this  defendant  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws  and  the 
right  of  trial  by  jury  and  will  deprive  this  defendant  of  its  property 
without  due  process  of  law  and  will  be  a  taking  of  the  property  of  this 
defendant  without  paying  just  compensation  therefor,  and  will  be  in 
conflict  with  and  in  violation  of  Section  19  of  Article  1  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  also  in  violation  of  and  in  conflict 
with  Section  10  of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  of  Section  1  of  Article  14  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States. 

That  the  said  defendant  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company's  telephone  exchanges  and  property  in  the  cities  of 
Hamilton  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  are  operated  in  conjunction  and  con- 
nection with  the  telephone  lines  and  property  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  said  defendant  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
within  the  State  of  Ohio  and  in  other  states  in  interstate  commerce,

and  that  such  telephone  exchanges  and  property  of  both  said  defend- 
ant companies  are  engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  and  that  any  order 
in  these  proceedings  requiring  the  physical  connection  of  the  lines  of 
the  said  defendant  companies  with  the  lines  or  property  of  said  com- 
plainant company  will  affect  and  interfere  with  and  interrupt  and 
disturb  interstate  commerce  and  will  be  a  regulation  of  interstate 
commerce,  and  will  be  in  conflict  with  and  in  violation  of  Sub-section  3 
of  Section  8  of  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

That  said  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction,  right  or.  authority  to 
proceed  with  any  investigation  of  said  complaint  filed  herein,  or  of 
any  of  the  matters  referred  to,  or  any  of  the  allegations  contained  in 
said  complaint,  and  that  this  Commission  is  without  jurisdiction,  right 
or  authority  to  take  any  proceedings  upon  said  complaint,  or  make 
any  order  with  relation  to  any  of  the  matters  referred  to,  or  any  of  the 
allegations  contained  therein. 

II. 

This  defendant  admits  that  it  is  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  does  a  general  telephone  busi- 
ness, its  lines  extending  throughout  the  United  States,  being  connected 
with  the  lines  of  its  co-defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell 
Telephone  Company,  as  well  as  other  companies  in  which  this  defend- 
ant has  a  property  interest. 

This  defendant  has  no  knowledge  of  the  corporate  capacity,  ex- 
tent of  service,  claimed  by  complainant,  and  therefore  denies  the  same. 

This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  other  allegation  in  com- 
plainant's petition  not  herein  specifically  admitted  or  denied,  and  this 
defendant  specially  denies  that  it  has  and  does  refuse  and  decline  to 
connect  its  lines  and  property  with  the  lines  and  property  of  said 
complainant  on  account  of  or  by  reason  of  any  contract,  agreement 
or  understanding  entered  into  at  any  time  or  now  existing  between 
said  defendant  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  said 
defendant  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company, 
and  denies  that  any  contractual  relations  between  the  said  co-de- 
fendants are  in  violation  of  any  law  of  the  State  of  Ohio  or  of  the 
United  States. 

This  defendant  further  alleges  that  it,  together  with  its  co-de- 
fendant, the  said  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany, is  the  legal  owner  of  all  the  telephone  lines  and  property  oper- 
ated by  its  said  co-defendant,  including  the  telephone  lines,  exchanges 
and  property  with  which  it  and  its  said  co-defendant  render  service 
within  and  to  and  from  the  cities  of  Hamilton  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
and  that  this  said  defendant's  lawful  ownership  in  and  to  said  property 
is  of  and  in  a  material  and  considerable  amount.  Said  defendant  further 
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alleges  that  it  is  by  reason  and  on  account  of  its  ownership  to  and  in 
said  property  that  it  refuses  and  declines  to  connect  its  said  property 
with  the  lines  and  property  of  the  said  complainant  and  engage  in  an 
interchange  of  service  thereover. 

This  defendant  avers  that  byj  reason  of  its  joint  ownership  in  the 
property  of  its  co-defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company,  the  lines  of  which  defendant  company  extend  over 
most  of  the  public  roads  of  Butler  County  (reference  hereby  being 
made  to  the  plats  filed  by  co-defendant  in  cause  No.  136  and  marked 
exhibits  "A"  and  "B"),  thereby  offering  telephone  facilities  to  all 
who  may  apply  and  agree  to  conform  to  the  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  of  such  defendant  company,  neither  public  necessity  nor 
convenience  requires  that  an  order  be  issued  by  the  Commission  re- 
quiring this  defendant  to  connect  with  the  lines  of  The  Hamilton 
Home  Telephone  Company.  This  defendant  further  represents  that 
such  connection,  if  ordered,  would  not  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  public, 
but  for  and  to  the  advantage  of  the  complainant  company,  The  Hamil- 
ton Home  Telephone  Company,  a  competitor  of  this  defendant's  co- 
defendant  in  the  property  in  which  this  defendant  is  jointly  interested. 

This  defendant  further  represents  that  if  such  interchange  or  joint 
use  of  facilities  were  ordered  by  your  honorable  Commission,  it 
would  be  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  public  generally,  in  that  the 
equipment  of  the  complainant  is  inferior  to  that  of  the  defendant  or 
that  of  its  co-defendant,  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone 
Company,  thereby  impairing  the  general  efficiency  of  the  service, 
which  this  defendant  and  its  co-defendant  now  render  to  the  sub- 
scribers of  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company ;  and 
in  any  event  such  service  Would  become  less  efficient  by  reason  of 
the  necessary  delay  encountered  in  making  such  additional  connection 
between  the  lines  of  these  defendants  and  those  of  complainant. 

III. 

Further  answering,  this  defendant  avers  that  in  conjunction  with 
its  co-defendant,  it  has  at  all  times  and  is  now  willing  to  make  con- 
nection with  the  lines  and  equipment  of  this  complainant  in  such  locali- 
ties where  complainant  has  lines  and  equipment  where  these  defend- 
ants have  no  lines  or  equipment  in  localities  which  cannot  be  reached 
by  the  lines  of  either  the  complainant  or  these  defendant  companies 
nlonc. 

IV. 

This  said  defendant's  property  interests  being  identical  with  those 
of  its  co-defendant,  and   its  defenses  to  this  action   being  likewise 
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identical,  this  defendant  hereby  accepts  and  makes  a  part  of  its  answer 
each  and  every  obligation  set  forth  and  contained  in  the  answer  filed 
hereby  by  its  said  co-defendant. 

Wherefore,  this  defendant  prays  that  the  complaint  in  this  pro- 
ceeding be  dismissed. 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
order: 

This  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  on  the  petition  of  complainant, 
the  answers  of  the  defendant,  and  the  evidence  and  arguments  of 
counsel.    On  consideration  whereof  the  Commission  finds : 

That  all  of  the  parties  hereto  are  corporations,  incorporated  and 
organized  according  to  law  and  are  telephone  companies  and  common 
carriers  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  all  maintain  and  operate  re- 
spectively over  and  along  the  public  streets,  alleys  and  highways  tele- 
phone systems ;  and  that  said  complainant  and  defendant  company, 
The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  both  main- 
tain and  operate  respectively  over  and  along  the  public  streets,  alleys 
and  highways  telephone  systems,  with  exchanges  in  the  city  of  Hamil- 
ton, covering  said  city  and  radiating  therefrom  to  large  portions  of  said 
Butler  County,  the  former  having  five  additional  exchanges  and  the 
latter  three  additional  exchanges  in  said  Butler  Ceunty,  as  set  forth  in 
the  petition ;  and  that  complainant's  telephone  system  and  said  de- 
fendant's telephone  system  respectively  cover  large  portions  of  said 
Butler  County  substantially  identical,  but  not  entirely  so,  some  sec- 
tions of  the  county  being  reached  by  complainant's  system  alone  and 
some  by  defendant's  system  alone.  That  said  defendant  company 
maintains  and  operates  its  chief  office  or  exchange  in  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati, and  is  the  sole  and  exclusive  system  of  telephone  distribution 
throughout  said  city  and  suburbs,  maintaining  and  operating  the  same 
over  lines  of  wires  and  cables  on  poles  and  through  conduits  along  the 
public  streets,  alleys  and  highways  of  said  city  and  suburbs ;  and  that 
the  defendant  and  its  co-defendant  maintain  and  operate  a  toll  line 
over  and  along  the  public  highways  between  the  cities  of  Cincinnati 
and  Hamilton,  and  thereby  connecting  said  defendant's  telephone  sys- 
tem and  service  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  with  its  telephone 
system  and  service  in  the  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County,  and 
affording  facilities  for  telephone  conversation  between  any  and  all  of 
defendant's  subscribers  and  patrons  in  said  city  of  Cincinnati  and 
suburbs  'and  its  subscribers  and  patrons  in  the  city  of  Hamilton  and 
Butler  Oounty. 

That  said  complainant  company  has  no  telephone  lines  reaching 
from  the  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County  to  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati and  its  suburbs,  and  no  telephone  connection  with  said  city  of 
Cincinnati,  and  no  system  of  telephone  distribution  throughout  said  city 
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and  suburbs,  and  cannot  communicate  with  or  reach  by  its  own  lines 
alone  said  locality  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  covered  by  said  defend- 
ant's telephone  system. 

That  complainant  company's  lines  and  defendant  company's 
lines  could  be  made  by  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  suitable 
connections,  or  the  joint  use  of  equipment,  or  the  transfer  of  messages 
at  said  city  of  Hamilton,  to  form  a  continuous  line  of  communica- 
tion between  any  and  all  of  complainant's  subscribers  and  patrons  in 
said  city  of  Hamilton  and  Butler  County  and  any  and  all  of  defendant's 
subscribers  and  patrons  in  said  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs. 

And  the  Commission  finds  that  because  said  defendant,  The  Cin- 
cinnati and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  connects  its  system  of 
telephone  service  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati  and  suburbs  with  its  system 
of  telephone  service  in  the  city  of  'Hamilton  and  Butler  County,  and 
for  no  other  reason,  it  is  without  jurisdiction,  and  it  therefore  declines 
to  issue  the  order  or  grant  any  of  the  relief  prayed  for  in  complainant's 
petition. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  for  want  of  jurisdiction  and  power 
to  make  any  order  in  the  premises,  the  petition  of  the  complainant 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  dismissed,  and  that  the  costs*  of  these  pro- 
ceedings be  taxed  against  the  complainant. 


144.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  South  Charleston 
Home  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  for  the  approval  of  a  contract  for  connection  and  ex- 
change of  service,  and  for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  of  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The  South  Charleston 
Home  Telephone  Company.    Approved  March  15,  1912. 

In  disposition  of  this  proceeding,  the  petition  which  reads : 
The  applicant  hereto  respectfully  show}  the  Commission  the  fol- 
lowing facts : 

1.  That  The  South  Charleston  Home  Telephone  Company  is 
operating  exchanges  at  South  Charleston,  Ohio,  of  approximately  386 
subscribers,  and  at  South  Solon,  Ohio,  of  approximately  80  subscribers. 

2.  That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  is  operating  a 
toll  station  at  South  Charleston  and  also  operates  five  terminal  loop 
telephones  in  connection  with  its  toll  station.  These  terminal  loop 
telephones  are  maintained  only  for  the  purpose  of  affording  some  little 
convenience  to  the  patrons  using  them,  in  order  that  they  may  have 
connection  with  its  toll  lines ;  and  that,  at  South  Solon  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  operates  a  toll  station  only. 
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3.  That  The  South  Charleston  Home  Telephone  Company  is 
able  to  give  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance  service  and  its  sub- 
scribers cannot  reach  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  and  its  connecting  companies,  or  use  its  large  system  of  toll 
lines  extending  generally  over  the  United  States.  This  condition  par- 
ticularly affects  the  communication  by  telephone  with  neighboring 
towns  and  cities,  such  as  Columbus,  Dayton,  Springfield,  Xenia  and 
London,  and  numerous  small  exchanges  throughout  Clark  and  Greene 
counties,  where  the. Central  Union  Telephone  Company  operates  ex- 
changes. 

4.  That  The  South  Charleston  Home  Telephone  Company  has 
negotiated  with  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  latter's  exchange  property  in  the  village  of  South  Charles- 
ton, Ohio,  and  vicinity,  for  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00),  and  have 
agreed  to  make  a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange  of  service  be- 
tween their  respective  companies.  i 

5.  That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  petitioners 
would  result  in  extending  the  long  distance  telephone  service  to  the 
subscribers  of  The  South  Charleston  Home  Telephone  Company,  and 
would  make  it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  its  connecting  companies,  to  communicate 
directly  with  the  subscribers  of  The  South  Charleston  Home  Tele- 
phone Company. 

Wherefore,  ^our  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  the  property)  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  South  Charleston  Home  Telephone  Company  at  the 
price  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00),  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  bill  of  sale  attached 'hereto  and  marked  exhibit  "A;"  and  at  the 
same  time  that  you  approve  of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  out 
in  the  connecting  contract  agreeable  to  both  parties,  a  copy  of  which 
is  hereto  attached!  and  marked  exhibit  "B." 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint  peti- 
tion of  The  South  Charleston  Home  Telephone  Company  and  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits.  After 
due  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  and 
it  appearing  that  no  increase  in  rates  or  diminution  in  service  will  re- 
sult therefrom,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  peti- 
tion should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Central' Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  to  the  said  The  South  Charleston 
Home  Telephone  Company  certain  of  its  property,  fully  set  out  in  a 
bill  of  sale  attached)  to  the  petition  and  marked  exhibit  "A ;"  and  the 
said  The  South   Charleston  Home  Telephone  Company  is,  hereby, 
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authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  South  Charleston  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are, 
hereby,  authorized  to  form)  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


145.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Home  Telephone 
Company  of  Plattsburg,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  approval  of  contract  for  connection  and  interchange 
service  between  the  applicants.    Order  made  February  29,  1912.

146.  Louis  J.  Stumpf,  Complainant,  versus  The  Springfield  Light, 
Heat  and  Power  Company  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  Defendant.  Dis- 
missed March  23,  1912. 

February  17,  1912,  the  complainant  herein  filed  the  following 
petition : 

Complainant  says: 

(1)  That  he  is  a  resident  of  the  city  of  Springfield,  State  of 
Ohio,  and  is  there  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  cigars ; 
that  he  is  the  owner  of  a  residence  property  in  said  city,  occupied 
by  himself  and  known  as  708  Cedar  Street,  therein,  being  the  first 
house  west  of  the  northwest  corner  of  Light  and  Cedar  Streets,  in 
said  city;  and  being  an  eight  roomed  house  with  modern  improve- 
ments. 

(2)  That  the  Springfield  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  is  a 
corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  electricity  for  light, 
heat  and  power  purposes  to  the  consumers  within  said  city,  and  as 
such  is  an  electric  light  company  and  is  a  public  utility. 

(3)  The  said-  company  has  wilfully  failed  and  refused  to  furnish 
your  complainant  with  necessary  and  adequate  service  and  facilities; 
and  has  subjected  your  complainant  to  undue  and  unreasonable 
prejudice  and  disadvantage,  and  has  refused  service  to  your  com- 
plainant in  the  following  respect : 

(4)  On  or  about  the  15th  day  of  October,  191 1,  your  complain- 
ant notified  said  company  that  he  desired  to  have  electric  light  service 
furnished  him  at  said  residence  property  so  located  as  aforesaid,  and 
further  notified  said  company  that  he  was  ready  to  furnish  and  equip 
said  property  with  all  the  necessary  fixtures  and  appliances  requisite 
in  order  to  be  properly  supplied  by  it. 

(5)  Said  company  through  its  authorized  servants  and  agents 
orally  agreed  with  said  complainant  to  furnish  said  service  immediately 
upon  the  installation  by  your  complainant  of  said  fixtures  and  ap- 
pliances. 

(6)  Pursuant  to  said  agreement  said  company  on  the  2nd  day  of 
November,  191 1,  sent  its  duly  authorized  servants  to  said  residence  for 
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the  purpose  of  connecting  same  for  the  desired  service.  On  the  4th 
day  of  November,  191 1,  said  company  notified  your  complainant  in 
writing  that  it  was  impossible  to  connect  said  service  and  a  meter  for 
measuring  thereof  because  said  house  fixtures  and  appliances  were  not 
yet  completely  installed,  by  complainant.  On  the  19th  day  of  Novem- 
ber your  complainant  duly  completed  the  installation  of  said  fixtures 
at  a  cost  to  him  of  $65.00,  and  so  notified  said  company.  Whereupon 
said  company,  in  'disregard  of  its  agreement  theretofore  made  notified 
your  complainant  that  it  would  not  connect  said  residence  with  its 
service  and  would  not  furnish  your  complainant  with  electric  lighting 
service  so  requested  by  him. 

(7)  Your  complainant  further  avers  that  the  service  mains  of 
said  company  were  then  and  now  are,  extended  upon  Cedar  Street  in 
said  city  to  a  point  less  than  half  a  block  from  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  intersection  of  Light  and  Cedar  Streets ;  and  less  than  325  feet  from 
the  residence  of  your  complainant.  That  the  cost  of  extension  of  said 
service  to  your  complainant's  residence  would)  be  small,  that  such  ex- 
tension would  necessitate  merely  the  placing  of  one  additional  pole  at  a 
point  in  Cedar  Street  directly  opposite  your  complainant's  residence, 
and  the  extension  of  said  service  main  to  said  pole. 

(8)  Your  complainant  further  avers  that  said  service  as  re- 
quested by  him  and  above  described  cannot  now  be  obtained  on  ac- 
count of  the  wrongful  refusal  of 'the  company. 

Wherefore,  your  complainant  prays  that  this  Commission  shall 
determine  that  your  complainant  is  entitled  to  such  service ;  that  it 
shall  order  the  immediate  installation  thereof;  and  determine  the  regu- 
lations, practice  and  service  necessary  and  proper  in  the  matter  and 
shall  prescribe  the  same  to  said  company  -by  an  order  duly  served 
thereon,  and  for  all  other  proper  relief  in  the  premises. 

Following  the  service  of  a  copy  of  this  pleading  upon  the  defend- 
ant, the  Commission  was  advised  that  'negotiations  were  in  progress 
looking  to  the  amicable  adjustment  of  the  complaint.  The  proceeding 
was  closed  March  23,  1912,  with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry: 

It  appearing  that  defendant  has  accorded  satisfaction  in  this  case, 
the  same  is,  therefore,  dismissed.

In.  determination  of  the  within  proceeding): 

"The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
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sion  that  at  the  present  time,  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company 
is  operating  an  exchange  of  approximately  three  hundred  (300)  sta- 
tions in  the  'village  of  Minerva,  Ohio,  and  vicinity ;  that  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  operates  a  toll  station  only. 

That  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give  to  its 
patrons,  and  the  public  at  large,  only  'a  limited  toll  or  long  distance 
service;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and 
operates  a  large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  and  has  a  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines 
reaching  over  the  entire  country. 

That  a  connection  between  the  system  of  the  petitioners  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  subscribers  oflThe  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone 
Company,  as  it  would  give  them  direct  connection  by  telephone  with 
approximately  two  thousand  (2,000)  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  at  Canton,  Ohio,  who  have  Bell  service  exclu- 
sively, Canton  being  the  principal  toll  point  from  Minerva,  which 
privilege  is  denied  them  under  the  existing  conditions,  and  would  make 
it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the, Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  its  connecting  companies  to  reach  directly  the  subscribers  of 
The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company;  that  the  petitioners  have

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint  peti- 
tion of  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits;  and  the  Commis- 
sion, being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer 
of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  and 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are,  hereby, 
authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange!  service  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said,  petition.

Disposing  of  the  following  matter: 

Your  petitioners  represent  that  The  Darrtown  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  Ohio, 
doing  a  local  telephone  business  in  Darrtown  and  vicinity,  and  the 
eastern  part  of  Butler  County,  Ohio;  that  said  Darrtown  Telephone 
Company  owns  and  operates  90  telephones,  having  an  exchange  at 
Darrtown ;  that  the  population  of  the  territory  served  by  said  Darr- 
town Telephone  Company  amounts  to  about  five  hundred  (500)  ;  that 
said  Darrtown  Company  has  no  long  distance  connection  with  the 
American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  or  The  Cincinnati  and 
Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  the  service  of  which  is  desirable 
to  all  of  the  Darrtown  Company  subscribers,  and  the  lines  of  which 
companies  pass  through  the  territory  served  by  said  Darrtown  Com- 
pany. 

The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  repre- 
sents that  it  is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of 
Ohio,  doing  a  telephone  business  as  such  in  Hamilton  County,  Cler- 
mont County,  parts  of  Butler  and  Warren  County,  with  its  exchange 
service  extended  into  the  states  of  Kentucky  and  Indiana;  that  said 
Company  has  approximately  sixty-two  thousand  subscribers  and  tele- 
phone stations,  and  extends  its  service  through  a  locality  with  a  popu- 
lation exceeding  seven  hundred  ami  fifty  thousand  (750,000)  ;  that 
it  has  long  distance  traffic  arrangements  with  the  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  whereby  it  is  enabled  to  furnish  its  sub- 
scribers with  telephone  service  throughout  the  United  States. 

Your  petitioners  further  represent  that  both  companies  and  the 
respective  communities  would  be4  benefitted  by  a  traffic  arrangement, 
whereby  an  interchange  of  service  between  both  companies  could  be 
maintained. 

A  traffic  agreement  providing  for  such  interchange  of  service  and 
connection  has  heretofore  been  entered  into,  subject,  however,  to  the 
approval  of  your  honorable  Commission,  and  incorporated  in  the  form 
of  a  contract,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof. 
Wherefore,  The  Darrtown  Telephone  Company  and  The  Cincin- 
nati and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  Company  jointly  petition  your 
honorable  Commission  to  make  an  order  authorizing  an  interchange  of 
service  and  traffic  agreement,  provided  for  by  the  instrument  hereto 
attached,  and  for  such  other  relief  which  your  honorable  Commission 
may,  in  law,  grant.

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  operates  only  the 
following  toll  stations  in  the  territory  operated  by  The  West  Milton 
Home  Telephone  Company,  Wrest  Milton,  Eaglewood,  Potsdam,  Laura 
and  West  Baltimore,  and  does  not  reach  or  have  any  connection,  what- 
ever, with  the  town  of  Fidelity. 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Cmpany  has  a  large  exchange 
at  Dayton,  and  also,  with  its  connecting  companies,  has  a  large  de- 
velopment generally  throughout  the  Miami  Valley ;  under  present  con-

Approved 
March  21,  1912. 

Disposing  of  the  following  matter: 

The  applicants  respectfully  show  the  Commission  the  following: 

That  The  New  Lebanon  Telephone  Company  is  operating  an  ex- 
change at  New  Lebanon,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  of  approximately  295  sub- 
scribers, and  it  very  frequently  has  requests  from  its  patrons  for  toll 
service,  which,  with  its  present  limited  or  long  distance  service,  it 
cannot  furnish. 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  operates  only  a  toll 
station  at  New  Lebanon,  Ohio. 

That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  applicants  would 
materially  add  to  the  convenience  of  the  patrons  of  both,  for  the 
reason  that  they  could  communicate  directly  with  each  other,  which 
service,  under  present  conditions,  cannot  be  conveniently  furnished. 
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This  is  especially  the  case  at  Dayton,  Miamisburg  and  Franklin,  Ohio, 
which  towns  are  adjacent,  and  there  exists  a  more  or  less  demand  for 
service  between  them.

153.  Milton  W.  Westlake  and  Albert  Cooper,  Complainants,  versus 
United  States  Express  Company,  Adams  Express  Company, 
American  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo  and  Company,  De- 
fendants. Order  issued  June  20,  191 2.  Amended  order  issued 
August  9,  191 2. 

On  the  24th  day  of  February,  1912,  the  following  petition  was 
lodged  with  the  Commission  : 

Complainants  say : 

1.  That  they  are  each  and  all  residents  of  the  city  of  Columbus, 
county  of  Franklin  and  State  of  Ohio,  of  lawful  age,  and  reside  as  fol- 
lows, respectively : 

Milton  W.  Westlake,  No.  217  Highland  Avenue. 

Albert  Cooper,  No.  44  Duncan  Street. 
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And  that  their  occupations  and  places  of  business  are  as  follows, 
respectively :  ' 

Milton  W.  Westlake,  glassware  repairer  and  engraver,  No.  217 
Highland  Avenue. 

Albert  Cooper,  physician,  No.  44  Duncan  Street. 

2.  That  the  above  named  express  companies  are  common  car- 
riers engaged  in  the  transportation  of  property  between  various  points 
within  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  branch  offices  in  the  city  of  Columbus. 

3.  That  the  defendant  companies,  each  and  all  have  certain  fixed 
street  boundaries,  arbitrarily  determined  by  them  within  the  said  city 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  beyond  which  they  do  each  and  all  refuse  to  call 
for  and  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels. 

That  the  defendant  companies,  each  and  all,  have  at  all  times  past 
refused,  and  do  now  refuse  to  call  at  the  residence  of  the  complainants 
and  other  persons  beyond  said  fixed  boundaries  for  packages  and  par- 
cels to  be  expressed  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  they  have  at  all 
times  past,  and  do  now,  each  and  all  refuse  to  deliver  express  packages 
and  parcels  at  the  residences  of  the  complainants  and  such  other  per- 
sons beyond  said  fixed  boundaries. 

That  the  complainants  and  other  persons  living  and  engaged  in 
business  beyond  such  fixed  boundaries  suffer  and  have  suffered  finan- 
cial loss  and  injury  and  great  inconvenience,  and  now  have  and  have 
had  inadequate,  unjust  and  inequitable  express  service  because  of  the 
rules  and  practices  of  the  said  defendant  companies. 

Wherefore,  the  complainants  pray  that  the  defendant  companies 
be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein,  and  that  after  due  hearing 
and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  express  com- 
panies to  call  for  and  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels  to  such 
parts  of  the  city  of  Columbus  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary, 
equitable  and  just ;  and  that  said  defendant  companies  exercise  reason- 
able promptness  in  such  deliveries,  or  that  the  said  Commission  find 
that  the  rules  under  which  said  defendant  companies  operate  within 
the  city  of  Columbus  are  discriminating,  unjust  and  inequitable,  and 
that  the  Commission  amend  or  change  said  rules  or  said  defendant 
companies  for  operation  in  said  city  with  an  order  requiring  said  com- 
panies to  conform  thereto  and  obey  the  same,  and  for  such  other  and 
further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the 
premises. 

The  separate  answers  of  the  defendants  thereto  are  also  quoted : 

Wells  Fargo  and  Company,  one  of  the  defendants  herein,  for 
answer  to  the  complaint  heretofore  filed  in  this  case  by  said  complain- 
ants, says : 

1.     This  defendant  is  not  acquainted  with  the  facts  set  forth  in 
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paragraph  i  of  said  complaint  and  therefore  neither  admits  nor  denies 
the  allegations  therein  contained. 

2.  This  defendant  admits  that  it  is  an  express  company  and  is  a 
common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  property  between 
various  points  within  the'  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  it  maintains  offices 
in  the  city  of  Columbus. 

3.  This  defendant  admits  that  it  has  certain  fixed  street 
boundaries  within  the  said  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  beyond  which  it 
does  not  call  for  and  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels,  but  this 
defendant  denies  that  said  boundaries  are  determined  by  the  amount 
of  business  which  this  defendant  does  in  said  city  of  Columbus  and 
that  said  boundaries  have  been  and  are  extended  from  time  to  time 
as  said  business  increases  sufficiently  to  justify  such  extension. 

This  defendant  admits  that  it  does  not  call  at  residences  beyond 
said  fixed  boundaries  for  packages  and  parcels  and  does  not  deliver 
express  packages  and  parcels  at  such  residences. 

This  defendant  denies  the  allegations  of  sub-paragraph  III  of 
paragraph  3  of  said  complaint  and  avers  that  its  express  service  in  said 
city  of  Columbus  and  the  rules  and  practices  affecting  the  same  are 
adequate,  just  and  equitable. 

Wherefore  this  defendant  having  fully  answered  said  complaint, 
prays  that  the  same  be  dismissed. 

For  answer  to  the  complaint,  Adams  Express  Company  admits 
the  allegations  of  paragraphs  one  and  two  thereof. 

As  to  paragraph  three,  this  company  admits  that  it  has  fixed  cer- 
tain street  boundaries  in  said  city  of  Columbus  beyond  which  it  does 
not  by  its  own  drivers  and  wagons  call  for  and  deliver  express  pack- 
ages; but  insofar  as  said  paragraph  intends  to  charge  that  this  com- 
pany does  not  provide  for  pick-up  and  delivery  service  outside  of  said 
boundaries,  this  company  denies  such  allegation  on  the  ground  that  it 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  facts.  For  want  of  knowledge  or  informa- 
tin  this  company  denies  the  allegations  of  said  paragraph  as  to  the 
financial  loss,  injury  and  inconvenience  resulting  to  complainants  and 
other  persons  located  beyond  such  boundaries  because  of  any  of  the 
rules  and  practices  of  this  company. 

The  United  States  Express  Company  answering  the  complaint 
of  the  complainants  herein, 

1.  Alleges  that  it  has  no  knowledge  or  information  sufficient  to 
form  a  belief  as  to  the  truth  of  any  of  the  allegations  contained  in  par- 
agraph 1,  and  that  portion  of  paragraph  3  (III)  which  alleges  that 
these  complainants  and  others  suffer  and  have  suffered  financial  loss, 
injury  and  inconvenience. 

2.  Admits  that  it  has  certain  delivery  limits  in  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus and  State  of  Ohio,  beyond  which  it  does  not  call  for  and  deliver 
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packages  and  parcels ;  and  alleges  that  the  said  delivery  limits  are  fixed 
upon  certain  well-defined  principles  of  the  express  business  and  are 
just,  reasonable  and  proper  and  based  upon  the  experience  of  this  de- 
fendant in  the  express  business  as  applied  to  the  business  and  local 
conditions  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  State  of  Ohio,  and  denies  that  the 
said  delivery  limits  are  in  any  respect  arbitrary  or  unreasonable,  or 
that  the  service  is  inadequate,  unjust  or  inequitable. 

3.  Denies  that  this  honorable  Commission  has  any  jurisdiction 
to  entertain  the  complaint  herein,  or  to  make  any  (5rder  or  regulation 
in  the  premises. 

Wherefore,  this  defendant  prays  that  the  complaint  herein  be 
dismissed. 

In  determination  of  the  issues  therein  raised,  the  Commission,  as 
of  date  June  20,  1912,  promulgated  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  for  investigation  upon  the  complaint  of 
Milton  W.  Westlake  and  Albert  Cooper,  residents  of  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  against  the  United  States  Express  Company,  The  Adams 
Express  Company,  Wells  Fargo  and  Company  and  the  American  Ex- 
press Company,  and  the  answers  of  defendants  thereto. 

The  complaint  alleges  that  said  defendant  express  companies 
are  common  carriers,  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  property  be- 
tween various  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  branch  offices  in  the 
city  of  Columbus;  that  said  defendant  companies  have  certain  fix^a 
street  boundaries,  arbitrarily  determined  by  them,  within  said  city  of 
Columbus  beyond  which  they,  each  and  all,  refuse  to  call  for  and  de- 
liver express  packages  and  parcels ;  that  the  defendant  companies  have 
at  all  times  past  refused  and  they  now  refuse  to  call  at  the  residences 
of  the  complainants  and  other  persons  beyond  said  fixed  boundaries  for 
packages  and  parcels  to  be  expressed  from  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  points 
within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  they  have  at  all  times  past  and  they 
now  refuse  to  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels  at  the  residences  of 
complainants  and  such  other  persons  beyond  such  fixed  boundaries, 
and  that  the  complainants  and  other  persons  living  and  engaged  in 
business  beyond  such  fixed  boundaries  suffer  and  have  suffered  finan- 
cial loss  and  injury  and  great  inconvenience,  and  now  have  and  have 
had  inadequate,  unjust  and  inequitable  express  service  by  reason  of  the 
rules  and  practices  of  said  defendant  express  companies.  The  com- 
plainants pray  that  an  order  may  be  made  commanding  said  express 
companies  to  call  for  and  deliver,  with  reasonable  promptness,  express 
packages  and  parcels  to  such  parts  of  the  city  of  Columbus  as  the 
Commission  may  deem  necessary,  equitable  and  just.  The  answers  of 
defendants  admit  that  they  have  fixed  limits  beyond  which  express 
packages  and  parcels  are  not  called  for  or  delivered,  but  deny  generally 
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that  their  service  is  inadequate  or  discriminatory  by  reason  of  said 
limits  being  so  fixed. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence, 
examining  the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investi- 
gations as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  find  that 
said  defendant  companies,  and  each  of  them,  have  fixed  arbitrary  limits 
within  the  city  of  Columbus,  beyond  which  said  companies,  and  each 
of  them,  refuse  to  call  for  or  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels, 
as  in  the  petition  and  exhibits  set  out. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  by  reason  of  the  rules  and 
practices  of  said  express  companies,  and  each  of  them,  in  so  fixing 
arbitrary  limits  within  said  city  of  Columbus  beyond  which  said  com- 
panies, and  each  of  them,  refuse  to  call  for  and  deliver  express  packages 
and  parcels,  that  said  defendant  companies,  and  each  of  them,  are  fail- 
ing to  render  adequate  service  to  the  complainants  and  to  the  public. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  by  reason  of  the  defendants 
having  fixed  arbitrary  limits  beyond  which  said  companies,  and  each 
of  them,  refuse  to  call  for  and  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels, 
that  the  service  of  said  companies,  and  each  of  them,  is  inadequate  and 
unlawfully  discriminatory. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  the  limits  fixed,  and  now  ob- 
served by  said  express  companies,  and  each  of  them,  for  the  collecting 
and  delivery  of  express  packages  and  parcels,  are  unreasonable  and, 
by  the  observance  of  said  companies  of  said  delivery  limits  so  fixed  by 
them,  and  each  of  them,  the  service  rendered  by  said  companies  to  the 
complainants  and  the  public  is  inadequate  and  unlawfully  discrimin- 
atory.   It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  United  States  Express  Company,  The' 
Adams  Express  Company,  Wells  Fargo  and  Company  and  American 
Express  Company,  and  each  of  them,  cease  and  desist  from  observing 
the  limits  heretofore  and  now  fixed  by  said  companies  for"  the  collecting 
and  delivery  of  express  packages  and  parcels  within  said  city  of  Colum- 
bus, found  herein  by  the  Commission  to  be  unreasonable,  and  that  said 
companies,  and  each  of  them,  cease  and  desist  from  refusing  to  call  for 
and  deliver  express  packages  and  parcels  beyond  said  limits.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  United  States  Express  Company,  The 
Adams  Express  Company,  Wells  Fargo  and  Company  and  American 
Express  Company,  and  each  of  them,  cease  and  desist  from  observing 
any  and  all  rules  and  regulations  which  said  defendants  have  hereto- 
fore had,  or  may  now  have,  requiring  the  collecting  and  delivering  of 
express  packages  and  parcels  to  be  confined  within  the  limits  so  fixed 
by  said  companies,  and  each  of  them.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  United  States  Express  Company,  The 
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Adams  Express  Company,  Wells  Fargo  and  Company  and  American 
Express  Company,  and  each  of  them,  deliver  and  call  for  express  pack- 
ages and  parcels,  transported  and  to  be  transported  between  points  and 
places  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  within  the 
following  boundaries,  which  the  Commission  have  found  to  be  reason- 
able and  free  from  unlawful  discrimination,  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  East  Broad  Street  and  the  west 
side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway,  south 
along  the  west  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  to  the  intersection  of  East  Main  Street,  thence  west  along 
East  Main  Street  to  Kelton  Avenue,  thence  south  along  Kelton  Avenue 
to  Livingston  Avenue,  thence  west  along  Livingston  Avenue  to  Ells- 
worth Avenue,  thence  south  along  Ellsworth  Avenue  to  Phoebe  Street, 
thence  west  along  Phoebe  Street  to  Lockbourne  Road,  thence  south 
along  Lockbourne  Road  to  Schiller  Street,  then  west  along  Schiller 
Street  to  Heyl  Avenue,  thence  south  along  Heyl  Avenue  to  Germania 
Street,  thence  west  along  Germania  Street  to  Parsons  Avenue,  the'nce 
south  along  Parsons  Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  the  north  side  of 
the  right-of-way 'of  the  Toledo  and  Ohio  Central  Railway,  thence  west 
and  north  along  the  north  and  east  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the 
Toledo  and  Ohio  Central  Railway  to  Sullivant  Avenue,  thence  west 
along  Sullivant  Avenue  to  Whitethorne  Avenue,  thence  north  along 
Whitethorne  avenue  ±o  Ong  Avenue,  then  west  along  Ong  Avenue 
and  Palmetto  Avenue  to  Hague  Avenue,  thence  north  along  Hague 
Avenue  to  Steele  Avenue,  thence  east  along  Steele  Avenue 
to  Wheatland  Avenue,  thence  north  along  Wheatland  Avenue 
to  the  intersection  of  the  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  of 
The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway, 
thence  east  along  the  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  The 
Cleveland.  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  to  the 
intersection  of  the  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the 
Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway,  thence  east 
along  the  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati. 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway,  to  the  east  bank  of  the  Scioto  River, 
thence  west  and  north  along  the  east  bank  of  the  Scioto  and  Olentangy 
Rivers  to  Arcadia  Avenue,  thence  east  along  Arcadia  Avenue  to  the 
west  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Cleveland.  Cincinnati,  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis  Railway,  thence  south  along  the  west  side  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati.  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  to 
the  intersection  of  the  east  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Pittsburgh. 
Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway,  thence  north  and  east  along 
the  east  and  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  to  Leonard  Avenue,  thence 
west  along  Leonard  Avenue  to  Hayes  Avenue,  thence  south  along 
Hayes  Avenue  to  Maryland  Avenue,  thence  east  along  .  Maryland 
Avenue  to  the  west  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Norfolk  and  West- 
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ern  Railway,  thence  south  along  the  west  side  of  the  right-of-way  of 
the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  to  place  of  beginning.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  on  and 
after  the  ist  day  of  August,  1912. 

August  9,  1912,  the  following  supplemental  order  herein  was  pro- 
mulgated : 

SUPPLEMENTAL  ORDER. 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  1912,  issued 
its  order  herein,  fixing  and  prescribing  limits  in  the  city  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  within  which  the  defendants  should  be  required  to  deliver  and 
call  for  express  packages  and  parcels,  transported  and  to  be  transported 
between  points  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  said  order  to  become  effective 
on  the  first  day  of  August,  1912,  and  said  The  Adams  Express  Com- 
pany, said  American  Express  Company  and  said  Wells  Fargo  and 
Company  having,  after  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  said  order,  filed  their 
petitions  for,  (ist),  a  rehearing  of  said  case,  (2nd),  an  extension  of 
the  time  within  which  said  order  should  become  effective,  and  (3rd), 
a  modification  of  said  order  in  such  manner  as  to  change  the  limits 
therein  prescribed,  and  the  Commission,  for  good  cause  shown,  having 
granted  the  prayer  of  said  petitions  insofar  as  it  related  to  a  rehearing 
of  said  case  and  for  an  extension  of  the  time  within  which  said  order 
should  become  effective,  and  the  rehearing  of  said  case  having  been 
fixed  for  the  5th  day  of  August,  1912,  and  the  effective  date  of  said 
order  fixing  said  limits  having  been  extended  to  August  15,  1912,  and 
said  case  having  been  reheard  on  said  August  5,  1912,  and  the  Com- 
mission, coming  now  to  consider  said  defendant's  petition  for  a  modi- 
fication of  said  order,  is  satisfied  and  does  find,  after  hearing  the  evi- 
dence adduced  upon  said  rehearing,  examining  the  exhibits  and  making 
such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Comimission  deemed 
proper,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petitions  for  a  modification  of  said  order  fixing  said  limits  should  be, 
in  part,  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  order  fixing  said  limits  be,  and  it  hereby 
is  modified  and  amended  so  as  to  read  and  provide  that  said  United 
States  Express  Company,  said  The  Adams  Express  Company,  said 
Wells  Fargo  and  Company  and  said  American  Express  Company,  and 
each  of  them,  deliver  and  call  for  express  packages  and  parcels,  trans- 
ported and  to  be  transported  between  points  and  places  in  the  State  of 
Ohio,  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  within  the  following  boundaries, 
which  the  Commission  has  found  to  be  reasonable  and  free  from  un- 
lawful discrimination,  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  East  Broad  Street  and  the  right- 
of-way  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company,  thence  east 
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on  Broad  Street  to  the  west  bank  of  Alum  Creek,  thence  south  along 
the  west  bank  of  Alum  Creek  to  Main  Street;  thence  west  on  Main 
Street  to  Miller  Avenue,  thence  south  on  Miller  Avenue  to  Livingston 
Avenue ;  thence  west  on  Livingston  Avenue  to  Studer  Avenue,  thence 
south  on  Studer  Avenue  to  Schiller  Street,  thence  west  on  Schiller 
Street  to  Heyl  Avenue,  thence  south  on  Heyl  Avenue  to  Germania 
Street,  thence  west  on  Germania  Street  to  Parsons  Avenue,  thence 
south  on  Parsons  Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  the  north  side  of  the 
right-of-way  of  The  Toledo  and  Ohio  Central  Railway  Company, 
thence  west  and  north  along  the  north  and  east  sides  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  The  Toledo  and  Ohio  Central  Railway  Company  to  Sullivant 
Avenue,  thence  west  on  Sullivant  Avenue  to  Whitethorne  Avenue 
thence  north  on  Whitethorne  Avenue  to  Ong  Avenue,  thence  west  on 
Ong  Avenue,  Palmetto  Avenue  and  Plum  Avenue  to  Park  Avon-ie. 
thence  north  on'  Park  Avenue  to  Olive  Avenue,  thence  west  on  Olive 
Avenue  to  Hague  Avenue,  thence  north  on  Hague  Avenue  to  Steele 
Avenue,  thnce  east  on  Steele  Avenue  to  Wheatland  Avenue,  thence 
north  on  Wheatland  avenue  to  the  intersection  of  the  south  side  of  the 
right-of-way  of  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way Company;  thence  east  along  the  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  01 
The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  to 
the  intersection  of  the  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company ;  thence  east 
along  the  south  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati, 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  to  Davis  Avenue,  thence 
north  on  Davis  Avenue  to  River  Street,  thence  east  on  River  Street  to 
Sandusky  Street,  thence  south  on  Sandusky  street  to  the  south  side  of 
the  right-of-way  of  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis 
Railway  Company,  thence  east  along  the  south  side  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway 
Company  to  the  east  bank  of  the  Scioto  River,  thence  west  and  north 
along  the  east  bank  of  the  Scioto  River  to  the  point  where  the  Olen- 
tangy  River  flows  into  the  Scioto  River,  thence  north  along  the  east 
bank  of  the  Olentangy  River  to  Dodridge  Street,  thence  east  on  Dod- 
ridge  Street  to  East  Avenue,  thence  south  on  East  Avenue  to  Duncan 
Street,  thence  east  on  Duncan  Street  to  Medary  Avenue,  thence  south 
on  Medary  Avenue  to  Hudson  Street,  thence  east  on  Hudson  Street 
to  the  corporation  line  of  said  city  of  Columbus,  thence  south  and  east 
on  said  corporation  line  to  its  intersection  with  the  west  side  of  the 
right-of-way  of  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way Company,  thence  south  along  the  west  side  of  the  right-of-way 
of  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company 
to  the  intersection  of  the  east  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Pitts- 
burgh, Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  thence 
north  and  east  along  the  east  and  south  sides  of  the'  right-of-way  of 
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The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company 
to  Leonard  Avenue,  thence  west  on  Leonard  Avenue  to  Hayes  Ave- 
nue, thence  south  on  Hayes  Avenue  to  Maryland  Avenue,  thence  east 
on  Maryland  Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  the  west  side  of  the  right- 
of-way  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company,  thence  south 
along  the  west  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  Company  to  the  place  of  beginning.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  so  much  and  such,  parts  of  said  original  order  as 
are  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  supplemental  order  shall  be, 
and  the  same  hereby  are  rescinded.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  so  much  and  such  parts  of  said  original  order  as 
are  not  in  conflict  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  supplemental 
order  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  United  States  Express  Company,  said  The 
Adams  Express  Company,  said  Wells  Fargo  and  Company  and  said 
American  Express  Company,  or  any  of  them,  may  extend  the 
boundaries  herein  fixed  for  the  collection  and  delivery  of  express  pack- 
ages and  parcels  upon  notice  to,  and  approval  thereof  by  the  Com- 
mission.   It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  original  order  as  amended  by  this  supple- 
mental order,  and  this  supplemental  order  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  on  and  after  the  15th  day  of  August,  1912. 


154.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Newark  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  issue  $140,000.00  Bonds.  Approved  June 
7,  1912. 

The  Newark  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  incorporated 
and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  27th 
of  February,  191 2,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  its  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds 
to  be  used,  first,  for  the  liquidation  of  petitioner's  present  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness  of  seventy-two  thousand  dollars,  second,  for  the 
liquidation  of  outstanding  notes  negotiated  by  petitioner  in  the  sum  of 
forty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  third,  for  the  liquidation  of 
petitioners'  present  accounts  due,  amounting  to  four  thousand  three 
hundred  dollars,  and,  fourth,  for  the  construction  of  additions,  ex- 
tensions, improvements  and  betterments  to  the  plant  and  property  of 
the  petitioner,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars, 
as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  herein  and  accompanying  exhibits,  and 
the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday,  the  nth 
day  of  March,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given  and  having  been  heard  in  part 
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on  said  day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued 
from  day  to  day,  said  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon 
the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  tlu 
Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  petitioner's  present 
outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  amounts  to  seventy-two  thousand 
dollars,  that  the  same  matured  April  i,  1912,  that  the  said  present  out- 
standing bonded  indebtedness  should  be  liquidated  or  refunded,  and 
that  the  funds  for  such  liquidation  or  refunding  should  be  raised  by 
the  issue  of  new  bonds  of  said  corporation,  and  it  appearing  further 
that  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  sought  by 
the  petitioner  to  be  authorized,  after  such  liquidation  or  refunding  of 
petitioner's  present  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  are  to  be  used 
for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  corporation,  incurred 
and  to  be  incurred,  for  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  im- 
provements and  betterments  to  the  plant  and  property  of  said  peti- 
tioner, the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Newark  Telephone  Company  be,  and  it 
hereby  is  authorized  to  issue,  as  of  the  date  of  the  cancellation  and  re- 
tirement of  its  said  present  outstanding  bonds,  as  set  forth  herein,  its 
bonds  of  the  par  value  of  seventy-two  thousand  dollars  ($72,000.00), 
and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less 
than  the  par  value  thereof,  and  that  said  The  Newark  Telephone  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  tio  issue  its  bonds  in  the  addi- 
tional amount  of  the  par  value  of  sixty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($68,- 
000.00),  and  that  said  additional  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  ob- 
tainable and  at  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion 
and  finding  of  the  Oommission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the 
sale  of  said  bonds,  aggregating  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
thousand  dollars  ($140,000.00),  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper 
purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  fnom  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  devoted  to  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit: 
Seventy-two  thousand  dollars  to  the  liquidation  or  refunding  of  peti- 
tioner's present  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  which  amounts  to 
seventy-two  thousand  dollars ;  forty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
to  the  liquidation  and  discharge  of  petitioner's  outstanding  notes ;  four 
thousand  three  hundred  dollars  to  the  liquidation  of  petitioner's  ac- 
counts due,  and  twenty-one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  con- 
struction of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments,  to 
the  plant  and  property  of  said  petitioner.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Newark  Telephone  Company  retire 
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forthwith,  or  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  its  present  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness  of  seventy-two  thousand  dollars.  It  is  further 
Ordered,  That  said  The  Newark  Telephone  Company  make  veri- 
fied report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
herein  authorized,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the 
amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable 
and  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  upon  the  retirement  of  peti- 
tioner's present  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  or  any  portion  there- 
of, the  fact  of  such  retirement,  cancellation  and  destruction  of  such 
bonds,  detailing  the  number,  date  and  denomination  of  each  such  bond 
so  retired,  cancelled  and  destroyed;  at  the  termination  of  each  and 
every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  (of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  herein 
authorized,  and  that  such  reports  be  made  until  all  of  petitioner's  pres- 
ent outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  has  been  retired,  cancelled  and 
destroyed  and  all  of  said  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and 
sold  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  have  been  expended 
pursuant  to  this  order. 


155.  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  De- 
fendant. 

February  27,  1912,  the  following  petition  was  presented  to  the 
Commission : 

The  complainant  is  a  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  engaged  in  the  State  of  Ohio  in  the 
business  of  a  telegraph  company. 

The  defendant  is  a  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Ohio  as  an  interurban  electric  railroad  company. 

The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company  is  a 
railroad  corporation  owning  and  using  a  privilege  right-of-way  for  its 
tracks  and  equipment  extending  in  part  from  the  city  of  Painesville, 
Lake  County,  Ohio,  to  the  village  of  Willoughby,  in  Lake  County, 
Ohio. 

The  complainant  has  had  for  many  years  constructed,  and  main- 
tained along,  over,  and  upon  said  private  right-of-way  of  the  said  The 
Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  between  the 
said  city  of  Painesville  and  said  village  of  Willoughby  in  Lake  County, 
Ohio,  a  line  of  telegraph  poles,  with  suitable  cross  arms,  wires,  and 
other  equipment  used  by  it  in  its  business  as  a  telegraph  company; 
said  line  of  poles,  wires,  cross  arms,  and  equipment  being  constructed 
and  maintained  under  and  by  virtue  of  certain  contracts  and  agree- 
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ments  between  this  complainant  and  said  The  Lake  Shore  and  Mich- 
igan Southern  Railway  Company,  and  the  same  is  used  not  only  for 
the  business  of  the  complainant,  but  also  for  the  telegraph  business 
of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company  in  con- 
nection with  the  operation  of  its  road,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of 
operating  signals  used  in  the  operation  of  trains  on  said  railroad ;  the 
said  line  of  poles,  wires,  etc.,  between  said  city  of  Painesville  and  said 
village  of  Willoughby  being  a  part  of  a  large  and  complex  telegraph 
system  owned  and  maintained  by  complainant  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Said  telegraph  poles,  wires,  cross  arms,  and  equipment  between 
said  city  of  Painesville  and  the  village  of  Willoughby  are  constructed 
entirely  upon  the  right-of-way  of  said  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railway  Company,  and  for  a  large  part  of  the  distance  be- 
tween said  city  of  Painesville  and  said  village  of  Willoughby  said  tele- 
graph lines  are  constructed  on  the  north  side  of  the  right-of-way  of 
said  railroad  and  north  of  the  tracks  of  said  railroad. 

Said  defendant  has  constructed  and  in  operation  its  interurban 
electric  railroad  between  said  city  of  Painesville  and  said  village  of 
Willoughby  on  a  line  to  the  south  of  said  right-of-way  and  tracks  of 
said  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway ;  the  tracks  and 
right-of-way  of  said  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway 
and  the  tracks  of  the  said  defendant  being  separated  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  distance  between  said  city  of  Painesville  and  said  village  of 
Willoughby  by  the  tracks  and  right-of-way  of  The  New  York,  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis  Railway. 

The  complainant  further  says  that  beginning  in  the  city  pf  Paines 
ville  and  extending  westwardly  to  a  point  where  the  tracks  and  right- 
of-way  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  cross  the 
township  line  between  Mentor  and  Willoughby  townships,  in  Lake 
County,  Ohio,  the  defendant  is  proceeding  to  construct  along  and  ad- 
jacent to  the  inorth  side  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Lake  Shore  and 
Michigan  Southern  Railway  a  high  tension  transmission  line,  consist- 
ing of  poles,  cross  arms,  and  equipment,  upon  which  said  cross  arms  it 
proposes  to  place  wires  carrying  a  three  phase,  sixty  cycle,  thirteen 
thousand  volt  circuit  of  electricity,  which  said  voltage  it  is  proposed 
hereafter  to  increase  to  twenty-two  thousand ;  that  the  work  of  con- 
structing said  line  has  proceeded  to  the  point  where  all  of  the  poles 
from  said  point  in  said  city  of  Painesville  to  said  township  line  between 
Mentor  and  Willoughby  townships,  have  been  erected,  and  a  large  part 
of  the  wires  placed  thereon. 

Complainant  further  says  that  said  poles  for  said  high  tension 
transmission  line,  contrary  to  good  engineering  practice,  have  been 
placed  so  near  to  the  lines  and  equipment  of  this  complainant  that  the 
same  will  be  hazardous  and  dangerous  to  the  employees  of  this  com- 
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plainant  and  the  employees  of  the  defendant,  and  to  the  public,  in  the 
particulars  and  for  the-reasons  following: 

i.  Because  of  the  frequent  occurrence  of  what  are  commonly 
known  as  sleet  storms  in  the  region  where  this  line  is  constructed,  and 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  storms  often  occur  at  the  time 
of  high  winds,  there  is  an  ever  present  danger  that  said  line,  poles, 
wires  and  cross  arms  may  be  broken  by  the  combined,  action  of  the 
sleet  and  wind  during  such  storms,  and  that  in  falling  the  wires  of  the 
power  transmission  line  carrying  said  high  voltage  of  electricity  may 
fall  on  and  across  the  wires  of  this  complainant  and  thereby  place  on 
the  wires  of  this  complainant  a  high  voltage  of  electricity  which  would 
be  carried  by  such  wires  to  the  stations  and  offices  of  this  complainant, 
and  to  the  stations  and  offices  of  the  railroad  company,  endangering 
the  lives  of  employees  of  this  company  and  of  the  railroad  company, 
destroying  instruments,  apparatus  and  buildings  of  this  company  and 
of  the  railroad  company,  and  in  many  ways  endangering  the  safety  of 
the  public. 

2.  In  many  cases  the  wires  of  the  defendant  are  so  close  to  the 
wires  of  the  complainant  that  there  is  danger  that  said  wires,  having 
become  slackened  due  to  the  weight  of  ice  formed  during  a  sleet  storm, 
may  be  swayed  by  the  wind  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  produce  contact 
with  the  wires  of  this  complainant,  thereby  placing  on  the  wires  of  this 
complainant  a  current  of  electricity  of  high  voltage  and  endangering 
the  lives  of  its  employees  and  of  the  public. 

3.  In  case  of  a  collision  or  derailment  of  trains  of  The  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  along  that  portion  of  the  track 
between  the  city  of  Painesville  and  the  said  township  line  between  the 
townships  of  Mentor  and  Willoughby,  said  derailed  trains  or  cars 
might  break  down  the  poles  of  this  complainant  and  carry  them  over, 
across  and  upon  the  said  high  tension  transmission  wires  of  the  de- 
fendant, thereby  charging  said  wires  of  this  complainant  with  a  high 
voltage  of  electricity,  which  would  be  dangerous  to  the  employees  of 
this  complainant,  and  also  to  the  passengers  upon  said  trains,  to  the 
public  at  large,  and  to  the  employees  of  said  railway  company. 

4.  There  are  various  other  causes  which  might  bring  about  a 
contact  between  said  high  tension  transmission  wires  of  the  defendant 
and  the  lines  and  wires  of  this  complainant,  which  would  be  a  source 
of  danger  to  the  employees  of  this  complainant,  as  well  as  to  the 
general  public. 

5.  Even  if  it  be  assumed  that  said  high  tension  transmission 
line  could  be  so  constructed  in  its  present  position  that  it  would  be 
reasonably  safe  (which  complainant  expressly  denies)  certain  deterior- 
ation in  said  line  incident  to  all  work  of  this  character  would,  in  a  com- 
paratively short  time,  not  only  increase  the  hazards  and  dangers  above 
pointed  out,  but  would  add  other  and  new  dangers  which  would  render 
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the  maintenance  of  said  line  in  the  position  where  it  is  now  constructed 
a  constantly  increasing-  source  of  danger  to  the  employes  of  this  com- 
plainant and  to  the  public. 

Complainant  says  that  the  distance  which  said  high  tension  trans- 
mission line  is  constructed  along  said  north  side  of  the  right-of-way 
of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  is  about  ten  and 
one-half  miles;  that  beginning  in  the  city  of  Painesville  at  station  stake 
1552  plus  50  on  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway,  and 
extending  to  the  said  township  line  between  Mentor  and  Willoughby 
townships,  a  distance  of  about  seven  miles,  the  said  high  tension  trans- 
mission line  is  for  the  greater  part  of  said  distance  in  dangerous 
proximity  to  the  lines  of  this  complainant;  that  in  constructing  this 
high  tension  line  in  such  close  proximity  to  the  line  of  this  complain- 
ant the  high  tension  power  company  has  not  followed  good  engineer- 
ing practice,  and  that  for  the  safety  to  the  employees  of  this  complain- 
ant, and  of  the  public,  the  said  high  tension  transmission  line  should 
be  removed,  and  constructed  at  a  distance  from  the  lines  of  this  com- 
plainant equal  to  the  height  of  the  taller  pole  in  either  line,  so  that  in 
case  either  line  should  fall  it  cannot  touch  the  poles  or  wires  of  the 
other  line. 

Wherefore,  this  complainant  asks  that  proper  notice  of  the  filing 
of  this  complaint  be  given  to  the  defendant,  and  that  such  proceedings 
may  be  had  as  are  authorized  by  law,  and  that  this  Commission  may 
make  such  orders  in  the  premises  as  will  insure  the  greater  safety  of 
the  employees:  of  the  complainant  and  of  the  public. 

Answering  said  complaint,  the  defendant  says : 

The  defendant,  in  answer  to  the  complaint  filed  against  it  herein, 
says : 

That  it  is  an  interurban  railroad  company  operating  lines  from 
the  village  of  Painesville,  county  of  Lake,  to  the  city  of  Cleveland,  in 
the  county  of  Cuyahoga ;  that  its  road  is  operated  in  connection  with 
The  Cleveland,  Painesville  and  Ashtabula  Railroad,  continuing  easterly 
from  the  said  city  of  Painesville  to  the  city  of  Ashtabula ;  that  in  order 
to  provide  power  for  the  operation  of  said  lines  the  defendant  found  it 
necessary  to  reconstruct  its  Painesville  power  house  at  a  cost  of  over 
$200,000.00,  to  construct  a  distributing  system  from  said  power  house 
to  various  points  upon  said  lines,  at  a  cost  of  about  $20,000.00,  and  to 
build  a  new  sub-station  in  the  village  of  Willoughby  in  Lake  County, 
at  a  cost  of  about  $35,000.00,  and  the  reconstruction  of  various  other 
lines  involved  the  further  expenditure  of  about  $20,000.00;  that  the 
defendant  began  more  than  a  year  ago  said  work  and  the  preparation 
therefor;  that  in  order  to  provide  for  its  transmission  line  between 
the  city  of  Painesville  and  the  Willoughby-Mentor  township  line,  it 
purchased  from  the  various  owners  thereof  a  right-of-way  north  of  the 
northerly  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
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Southern  Railroad  Company  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  its  poles  and 
wires  thereon ;  that  such  location  was  the  only  practical  location  which 
could  be  procured  by  this  defendant  for  the  erection  of  such  trans- 
mission line. 

That  the  lands  on  either  side  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Nickel  Plate 
Railroads'  rights-of-way,  which  are  adjacent  to  each  other  for  a  large 
part  of  the  distance,  have  become  very  valuable,  being  largely  laid  out 
in  large  fancy  farms  owned  by  city  residents ;  that  the  residences  front 
upon  Mentor  Avenue,  so-called,  a  highway  running  substantially  par- 
allel to  the  railroad  rights-of-way  and  south  thereof,  so  that  it  was 
impracticable  to  place  the  line  south  of  the  railroads'  rights-of-way 
and  in  the  rear  of  such  residence  properties.  On  the  northerly  side  of 
the  tracks,  north  of  the  complainant's  right-of-way,  is  open  land  com- 
prising the  main  acreage  of  the  farms  above  referred  to.  The  only 
condition  upon  which  a  right-of-way  for  the  proposed  line  could  be 
acquired  was  that  it  should  consist  of  a  strip  adjacent  to  and  next 
north  of  the  line  of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railroad  Company,  the  owners  of  the  lands  refusing  to  sell 
a  right-of-way  for  such  poles  at  a  distance  from  such  railroad  line. 

Before  beginning  the  work  of  construction  of  said  transmission 
line,  the  engineer  and  district  plant  superintendent  of  the  complainant 
visited  and  examined  the  location  and  plans,  conferred  with  the  de- 
fendant, learned  the  method  of  construction  proposed,  and  made  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  manner  of  constructing  crossings  of  said  transmission 
line  over  the  complainant's  telegraph  line  at  the  Willoughby-Mentor 
township  line  and  at  the  B.  &  O.  Railroad  and  the  Fobes  Street  cross- 
ings in  the  city  of  Painesville,  which  suggestions  were  adopted  by  this 
defendant.  The  complainant's  representatives  thereupon  verbally  ap- 
proved the  method  of  construction  so  adopted,  and  said  lines  were  con- 
structed after  such  approval  with  the  full  knowledge  of  the  com- 
plainant and  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  gave  verbal  consent  and  permission  to  the  defendant  to 
set  certain  poles  in  said  line  on  parcels  of  real  estate  owned  by  said 
railroad  company  north  of  its  right-of-way. 

The  defendant  further  says  that  said  transmission  line  and  the 
improvements. in  connection  with  which  the  same  is  constructed,  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  are  now  practically  completed,  and  the  large 
sums  of  money  expended  thereon  will  be  of  no  value,  but  entirely  lost 
to  the  defendant,  if  it  should  not  be  permitted  to  maintain  and  operate 
said  transmission  line  as  thus  constructed,  and  that  it  would  be  utterly 
unable  to  provide  the  service  to  the  public  which  it  is  under  obligation 
to  furnish1  as  a  common  carrier  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
and  alleges  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  said  work  has  been  done  with 
the  full  knowledge  and  acquiescence  of  the  complainant,  as  well  as  of 
The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railroad  Company,  complain- 
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ant  is  not  at  this  time  in  position  to  ask  the  relief  prayed  for  in  the 
complaint  herein. 

The  defendant  further  avers  that  in  its  judgment  the  complaint 
herein  is  not  based  upon  any  real  fear  of  physical  damage  arising  from 
the  operation  of  said  line,  but  is  due  to  a  dislike  of  the  telegraph  com- 
pany to  have  high  tension  lines  operated  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
its  low  tension  telegraph  lines,  on  account  of  the  claimed  inductive 
effect  produced  thereby.  The  complainant's  lines  occupy  many  miles 
of  railroad  company  rights-of-way  adjacent  to  which,  and  as  near  as 
are  the  lines  of  the  defendant,  are  operated  high  tension  lines.  In  the 
operation  of  these  lines  there  is  as  yet  no  record  of  any  accident  or 
any  physical  injury  done  either  to  the  property  of  the  complainant  or 
its  employees.  The  complainant,  however,  has  from  time  to  time 
strongly  objected  to  the  operation  of  such  lines  on  account  of  their 
claimed  inductive  effect,  and  has  sought,  in  the  courts,  to  prevent  such 
operation,  but  has  failed  in  all  such  efforts,  leaving  upon  the  telegraph 
company  the  burden  of  adjusting  its  lines,  which  can  be  done,  to 
obviate  such  inductive  effects.  Such  situations  exist  along  many  miles 
of  the  right-of-way  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Rail- 
road Company  between  Chicago  and  Buffalo,  and  on  various  eastern 
railroads  without  any  resulting  injury  of  a  physical  kind.  Other  than  at 
the  crossings  referred  to,  whose  construction  was  expressly  approved 
by  the  complainant  and  is  entirely  safe,  the  lines  of  the  defendant  are 
not  over  those  of  the  complainant,  except  at  one  point,  on  the  Murray 
farm,  so-called,  in  Mentor  Township,  nor  in  close  proximity  thereto, 
except  upon  said  farm  and  in  certain  locations  adjacent  thereto,  at 
which  locations  said  complainant,  instead  of  constructing  its  poles, 
wires  and  cross  arms  wholly  upon  the  right-of-way  of  said  railroad 
company,  has  placed  its  poles  so  near  the  northerly  line  thereof  that 
the  cross  arms  and  wires  thereon  extend  out  over  the  right-of-way  pur- 
chased by  this  defendant  for  the  construction  of  its  lines,  which  cross 
arms  and  wires  are  wrongfully  maintained  by  the  complainant  in  that 
position,  so  that  if  at  those  points  there  is  any  danger  in  the  proximity 
of  the  wires,  the  order  of  this  honorable  Commission  should  be  that 
the  telegraph  company  be  required  to  re-locate  its  poles  and  the  wires 
thereon,  so  that  they  will  not  extend  over  and  occupy  the  right  of  way 
of  this  defendant.  This  condition  is  illustrated  by  photograph  No.  5 
filed  herewith. 

The  defendant  further  says  that  its  said  transmission  line  is  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  best  modern  engineering  practice,  and 
is  safe  in  every  detail.  At  all  crossings,  as  illustrated  in  photograph 
No.  8  filed  herewith,  there  are  devices  such  that  if  the  wires  of  the 
line  break  or  sag  the  current  upon  the  entire  line  is  immediately 
grounded.  The  transmission  line  is  connected  to  the  source  of  power 
at  the  defendant's  power   house  with   a  system   of  automatic  circuit 
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breakers,  so  that  the  power  is  instantly  cut  off  whenever  one  of  the 
wires  becomes  grounded  or  fouled  with  another,  and  it  is  impossible 
for  the  operator  to  again  put  power  upon  the  line  until  the  difficulty  is 
corrected. 

More  specifically  describing  the  construction  of  said  line,  and 
replying  to  the  specific  grounds  set  forth  in  said  complaint,  defendant 
further  says : 

i.  Idaho  cedar  poles  have  been  used  in.  the  construction  of  this 
line,  none  of  which  are  less  than  40  feet  in  length,  with  7-inch  tops. 
In  many  places  poles  up  to  a  height  of  60  feet  have  been  used  to  give 
adequate  clearance  to  the  wires.  The  butts  of  all  the  poles  are  creo- 
soted,  as  are  the  cross  arms  and  gains  on  the  poles.  The  40-feet  poles 
are  set  6V2  feet  in  the  ground,  the  50-foot  poles  and  over,  7  feet.  The 
greatest  distance  between  poles  is  120  feet.  The  line  is  being  storm 
guyed  every  ten  poles,  all  in  accordance  with  the  most  modern  en- 
gineering practice.  These  poles  carry  three  No.  3  hard  drawn  copper 
transmission  wires,  and  two  No.  10  galvanized  iron  telephone  wires, 
so  that  the  wind  strain  on  the  poles  is  reduced  to  a  minimum  as  com- 
pared with  the  strain  upon  the  complainant's  lines,  which  are  built  on 
lighter  poles  and  carry  a  mass  of  wires.  The  weight  of  the  trans- 
mission wire  is  such  that  if  it  breaks  it  falls  direct  to  the  ground,  as  has 
been  demonstrated  many  times  even  with  aluminum,  a  much  lighter 
weight  wire.  Moreover,  the  entire  transmission  line  is  connected  w'r.'i 
the  power  house  through  the  system  of  circuit  breakers  above  referred 
to,  so  that  in  case  of  any  grounding  of  any  of  defendant's  wires  all 
danger  is  obviated  by  the  automatic  action  described. 

For  eight  years  or  more  a  lilce  form  of  construction  has  stool  on 
the  easterly  part  of  the  lines  referred  to  in  and  through  the  village  of 
Geneva,  as  illustrated  in  photograph  No.  4  filed  herewith.  No  damage 
on  either  line  has  ever  occurred  in  this  location.  During  the  last  heavy 
sleet  storm  in  this  section  the  defendant's  pole  line,  carrying  its  trolley 
and  transmission  wires,  was  the  only  line  which  stood  up,  the  complain- 
ant's poles  for  miles  having  been  blown  on  and  across  the  tracks  of  the 
railroad. 

2.  The  distance  apart  of  the  defendant's  poles  has-  already  been 
stated.  At  all  points  upon  the  line  the  wires  are  at  least  six  feet  from 
the  defendant's  wire,  and  are  not  over'  the  same  except  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  Murray  farm,  as  heretofore  explained,  and  at  over- 
head crossings  whose  construction  have  been  fully  approved.  The  de- 
fendant's transmission  wires  being  of  copper  and  fastened  every  120 
feet,  it  is  physically  impossible  for  such  wires  so  to  sway  in  the  wind 
as  to  come  in  any  contact  with  complainant's  telegraph  lines. 

3.  Steam  railroads  throughout  the  country  are  constantly  oper^ 
ated  under  conditions  like  those  here  complained  of.  Photograph  No. 
4  referred  to  illustrates  one  such  condition.     Photograph  No.  6,  also 
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filed  herewith,  shows  a  like  condition  along  six  miles  of  The  New 
York,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  between  Geneva  and 
Asthabula.  • 

In  case  complainant's  poles  are  broken,  being  so  much  shorter 
in  height,  their  wires  would  not  be  thrown  upon  those  of  the  defend- 
ant, and  if  they  were,  thus  grounding  the  defendant's  wires,  the  power, 
as  above  stated,  is  instantly  shut  off  by  the  circuit  breaker,  and  all 
dangers  obviated.  There  is  no  record  of  any  difficulty  of  the  kind 
complained  of  in  this  location. 

4.  The  "various  other  causes"  vaguely  referred  to  in  the  com- 
plaint are  not  specified  so  that  answer  can  be  made  thereto. 

As  illustrating  the  extreme  fear  of  the  complainant  of  physical 
danger,  photograph  No.  7  is  filed  herewith,  illustrating  the  practice  o£ 
the  complainant  at  a  point  where  its  lines  crosses  over  a  high  tension 
wire  maintained  by  the  defendant.  The  flimsy  character  of  the  con- 
struction shown,  by  which  complainant's  wires  are  suspended  in  the 
air  over  the  high  tension  line,  indicates  that  the  fear  expressed  in 
words  is  not  genuine.  A  sleet  storm  would  certainly  take  effect  first 
upon  such  construction.  Possibly  the  complainant  is  deserving  in  this 
respect  also  of  some  attention  from  this  honorable  Commission. 

5.  The  defendant,  of  course,  is  obligated  by  law,  and  can  be  at 
all  times  required  to  keep  and  maintain  its  line  in  safe  and  suitable 
condition  of  repair,  so  that  there  will  be  no  danger  from  deterioration. 

The  defendant,  having  shown  to  the  Commission  that  its  said 
line  is  properly  located,  is  constructed  according  to  the  best  modern 
engineering  practice,  the  type  of  construction  being  clearly  illustrated 
in  protographs  Nos.  1  and  2  filed  herewith,  was  built  with  the  approval 
and  acquiescence  of  the  complainant  and  said  railroad  company,  and 
that  said  line  is  entirely  safe  and  free  from  danger,  respectfully  sub- 
mits that  the  complaint  herein  should  be  dismissed  and  that  if  at  the 
Murray  farm,  so-called,  and  the  neighboring  location,  the  complain- 
ant, in  the  maintenance  of  its  line,  in  so  far  trespassing  upon  the  de- 
fendant's right-of-way  that  any  modification  of  construction  would  be 
advantageous,  complainant  should,  by  order  of  this  honorable  Com- 
mission, be  required  to  make  the  same  at  its  own  expense,  and  to 
properly  locate  its  own  line. 

In  reply  to  defendant's  answer,  complainant  pleads : 

Now  comes  the  complainant  and  by  way  of  reply  to  the  answer 
of  the  defendant  filed  herein  says : 

That  it  denies  that  the  location  selected  by  the  defendant  for  the 
construction  of  its  high  tension  transmission  line  is  the  only  prac- 
ticable location  which  could  be  procured  by  the  defendant  for  the  loca- 
tion of  such  transmission  line. 

Complainant  denies  that  before  the  defendant  began  the  work 
of  construction  of  said  high  tension  transmission  line  the  engineer 
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and  district  superintendent  of  the  complainant  visited  and  examined 
the  location  and  plans,  conferred  with  the  defendant,  learned  the 
method  of  construction  proposed,  and  made  suggestions  as  to  the  man- 
ner of  constructing  crossings  of  said  transmission  line  over  the  com- 
plainant's telegraph  line  at  the  Willoughby-Mentor  township  line,  at 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  and  the  Forbes  Street  crossing  in  the 
city  of  Painesville,  which  suggestions  were  adopted  by  the  defend- 
ant; and  that  thereupon  complainant's  representatives  verbally  ap- 
proved the  method  of  construction  so  adopted,  and  that  said  lines  were 
constructed  after  said  approval  with  the  full  knowledge  of  the  com- 
plainant and  complainant  avers  the  fact  to  be  that  long  after  said  right- 
of-way  had  been  procured  by  the  defendant,  and  after  a  portion  of 
the  poles  had  been  erected,  complainant's  representatives,  consisting 
of  an  engineer  from  the  division  plant  superintendent's  office  and  the 
district  plant  superintendent  of  the  complainant,  conferred  with  the 
defendant  in  reference  to  the  character  of  construction  proposed  at 
the  points  where  defendant's  transmission  line  crossed  the  lines  of 
this  complainant,  viz.,  at  the  Willoughby-Mentor  township  line,  at 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  and  at  the  Forbes  Street  crossing  in 
the  city  of  Painesville ;  and  that  said  representatives  of  the  complain- 
ant made  suggestions  concerning  the  method  of  construction  that 
should  be  used  at  said  crossings  only ;  and  that  the  suggestions  of 
complainant's  representatives  with  respect  to  the  method  of  construc- 
tion at  such  crossings  were  not  adopted  by  the  defendant  until  after 
the  filing  of  the  complaint  by  the  complainant  before  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  of  Ohio. 

And  complainant  further  avers  the  fact  to  be  that  at  the  time 
the  complainant's  engineer  and  district  plant  superintendent  conferred 
with  the  defendant,  as  averred  in  said  answer,  it  was  at  a  meeting  be- 
tween the  representatives  of  the  defendant  and  The  Lake  Shore  and 
Michigan  Southern  Railroad  Company,  which  meeting  was  called  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  the  defendant  should  have 
permission  to  locate  its  poles  and  construct  its  said  high  tension  trans- 
mission line  on  and  over  certain  parcels  of  land  belonging  to  The  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railroad  Company;  and  that  the  said 
representatives  of  this  complainant  were  asked  to  be  present  at  said 
meeting  by  the  representatives  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan 
Southern  Railroad  Company,  and  not  by  the  defendant ;  that  the  de- 
fendant at  that  time,  as  above  stated,  had  secured  its  right-of-way, 
excepting  as  to  the  lands  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern 
Railroad  Company,  adjacent  to  the  right-of-way  of  said  company, 
and  had  erected  a  portion  of  the  poles  along  said  right-of-way,  and 
the  representatives  of  this  complainant  were  not  asked  to,  nor  did 
they,  assent  to  the  construction  of  defendant's  high  tension  trans- 
mission line  along  and  upon  said  right  of  way  so  secured. 
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Complainant  admits  that  said  transmission  line  and  said  power 
house  in  Painesville,  and  sub-station  in  the  village  of  Willoughby, 
and  said  distributing  system  from  said  power  house,  are  now  prac- 
tically completed ;  but  complainant  denies  that  if  defendant  is  not  per- 
mitted to  maintain  and  operate  its  said  transmission  line,  as  now  con- 
structed between  the  said  points  mentioned  and  referred  to  in  the 
complaint  herein,  that  said  improvements  will  be  of  no  value  and 
the  money  expended  thereon  entirely  lost  to  the  defendant ;  and  com- 
plainant denies  that  defendant  would  be  unable  to  provide  the  services 
to  the  public  which  it  is  under  obligation  to  furnish  as  a  common 
carrier  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  avers  the  fact  to  be 
that  defendant  is  now  furnishing  such  service  as  a  common  carrier 
without  the  use  of  such  high  tension  transmission  line  between  said 
points  mentioned  in  the  complaint  herein,  and  can  continue  to  do  so 
without  using  said  high  tension  transmission  line.  And  complain- 
ant further  avers  that  if  said  high  tension  transmission  line  were 
located  in  any  other  place  at  a  safe  distance  from  the  lines  of  this 
complainant,  that  the  said  power  house,  sub-station  and  other  im- 
provements referred  to  in  the  answer  could  be  used  just  as  effectively 
and  economically  as  they  can  in  connection  with  the  said  high  tension 
transmission  line  at  its  present  location. 

Complainant  admits  that  at  various  places  where  complainant's 
lines  occupy  railroad  company  rights-of-way  high  tension  lines  are 
operated  adjacent  to  complainant's  lines.  But  complainant  denies  that 
in  the  operation  of  these  lines  there  is  as  yet  no  record  of  any  accident 
or  physical  injury  done  either  to  the  property  of  the  complainant  or  its 
employees;  and  avers  the  fact  to  be  that  there  have  been  a  large 
number  of  accidents  to  persons  and  injury  to  property  resulting  from 
the  proximity  of  high  tension  lines  to  low  tension  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone lines,  which  said  accidents  and  injury  were  caused  by  contact  be- 
tween said  high  tension  lines  and  said  low  tension  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone lines  due  to  causes  such  as  are  set  out  in  the'  complaint  herein. 

Complainant  further  admits  that  at  one  point,  probably  on  the 
Murray  farm,  so-called,  in  Mentor  Township,  the  poles  of  the  com- 
plainant have  been  placed  so  near  the  northerly  line  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railroad  Company 
that  the  cross  arms  and  wires  thereon  extend  to  the  north  beyond 
the  right-of-way  of  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railroad 
and  over  the  adjacent  property.  But  complainant  avers  that  said  poles 
and  wires  were  so  placed  with  the  full  knowledge  of  the  owners  of 
said  property,  and  have  been  so  maintained,  for  many  years  without 
any  complaint  or  objection  on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  said  adjacent 
property;  and  that  said  poles  and  wires  were  so  located  and  main- 
tained long  prior  to  the  time  when  defendant  procured  its  said  right- 
of-way  for  the  construction  of  its  high  tension  transmission  line.    And 
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complainant  avers  that  said  defendant  purchased  its  said  right-of-way 
well  knowing  the  location  of  complainant's  poles,  cross  arms  and 
wires  at  said  point. 

Complainant  further  denies  that  the  system  of  automatic  cir- 
cuit breakers  referred  to  in  defendant's  answer,  or  that  any  system 
of  automatic  circuit  breakers  yet  devised,  is  efficient  to  prevent  acci- 
dent and  injury  resulting  from  contact  between  high  tension  trans- 
mission lines  and  low  tension  telegraph  and  telephone  lines. 

Complainant  further  denies  that  said  line  of  poles  of  the  defend- 
ant is  being  storm  guyed  in  accordance  with  the  best  modern  engi- 
neering practice. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  as  in  its  original  petition. 
This  matter  has  been  heard  by  the  Commission,  argued  by  coun- 
sel, and  final  disposition  thereof  at  this  time  withheld  pending  the 
receipt  of  briefs. 


156.  F.  W.  Rockwell,  R.  M.  Pilmore  and  D.  P.  Stein,  the  Board  of 
Control  of  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio,  Complainants,  versus  The 
Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company,  Defendant.  Order 
issued  August  23,  1912. 

On  the  26th  day  of  February,  1912,  the  complainants  herein  filed 
the  following  petition  with  the  Commission : 

F.  W.  Rockwell,  R.  M.  Pilmore  and  D.  P.  Stein  say  that  they  are 
respectively  the  mayor,  director  of  public  service  and  the  director  of 
public  safety  of  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio,  a  municipal  corporation  of 
said  State,  and  that  they  are  likewise  the  board  of  control  of  said  city: 
that  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  is  an  Ohio  cor- 
poration, with  its  office  and  principal  place  of  business  in  the  city  of 
Akron,  Ohio ;  that  the  above  named  corporation  is  a  common  carrier, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  electric  road 
between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

And  the  said  board  of  control  further  states  to  the  Commission, 
and  complains  of  said  corporation*: 

A.  That  the  practice  affecting  and  relating  to  the  service  fur- 
nished by  said  public  utility,  and  in  connection  therewith,  is  unjust 
and  insufficient,  and  that  the  service  of  said  corporation  in  the  said 
city  of  Akron,  in  the  said  transportation  of  persons  and  property,  is 
inadequate  and  cannot  be  obtained.    The  complainants  say  specifically: 

1.  That  the  said  corporation  is  running  street  cars  within  said 
city  on  which  passengers  are  carried  without  conductors. 

2.    That  the  street  cars  of  said  company  within   said   city  are 
crowded  and  congested  with  passengers  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
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comfort,  convenience  and  safety  of  the  passengers  on  said  cars  is  very 
greatly  impaired. 

3.  That  the  cars  of  said  company  on  the  Bowery  Street  line, 
over  Grant  Street,  Exchange  Street,  Wooster  Avenue,  and  West  Mar- 
ket Street,  and  some  of  the  cars  on  the  North  Hill  and  East  Market 
Street  and  Main  Street  are  of  insufficient  size  to  accommodate  the 
ordinary  carriage  of  passengers  on  said  cars  within  said  city. 

4.  That  said  company,  on  all  the  lines  operated  in  said  city,  has 
an  insufficient  number  of  cars  to  accommodate  the  traveling  public 
within  said  city. 

5.  That  portion  of  the  track  and  appurtenances  of  said  company, 
within  said  city,  are  unsafe,  dangerous  and  inconvenient. 

6.  That  all  of  the  cars  of  said  company  operated  within  said 
city  are  insanitary,  illy  ventilated  and  maintained  at  a  temperature 
which  is  uncomfortable  and  unhealthful. 

7.  That  the  so-called  Mountain  line  of  said  street  car  company 
within  said  city,  in  respect  to  its  tracks,  bridges,  viaducts,  trolleys, 
guv-wires,  turn-outs  and  switches  are  in  a  dangerous  and  unsafe  con- 
dition. 

8.  That  a  large  portion  of  the  equipment  of  said  street  railway 
company  within  said  city,  of  said  street  car  line,  is  inadequate  and  out 
of  date. 

B.  That  the  service  of  said  company  is  further  insufficient  and 
fails  to  accommodate  the  traveling  public  in  said  city  by  reason  of  its 
failure  to  make  extensions  within  said  city  from  the  following  points, 
to-wit: 

(a)  Grant  Street  to  Miller  Avenue ;  thence  east  on  Miller  Ave- 
nue to  Brown  Street;  thence  south  on  Brown  Street  to  Lover's  Lane; 
thence  east  on  Lover's  Lane  to  Arlington  Street;  and  thence  to  Mar- 
ket Street. 

(b)  On  Arlington  Street  from  south  corporation  line  to  Mar- 
ket Street. 

(c)  On  Wooster  Avenue  from  the  end  of  the  line  to  East  Ave- 
nue; thence  on  East  Avenue  to  Maple  Street;  thence  east  on  Maple 
Street  to  Edgewood  Avenue;  thence  connecting  with  the  Exchange 
Street  line. 

(d)  West  Market  Street  and  Rose  Avenue  to  Exchange  Street ; 
thence  east  on  Exchange  Street  to  Maple  Street;  thence  connecting 
with  the  West  Exchange  Street  line. 

(e)  That  during  the  last  thirteen  years  the  population  of  the 
city  of  Akron  has  increased  seventy-five  per  cent.,  and  that  during  all 
that  time  the  company  has  made  no  extension  of  any  kind  to  meet  the 
increased  traffic. 

Wherefore,  petitioner  prays  that  the  aforesaid  The  Northern 
Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  be  required  to  answer  the  charge 
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herein,  and  that  after  a  hearing  and  investigatipn  an  order  be  made 
commanding  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company 
to  cease  and  desist  from  said  violations  of  the  laws  herein  complained 
of;  that  upon  final  hearing  it  be  compelled  to  render  adequate,  rea- 
sonable, sufficient  and  safe  service  over  its  said  lines  in  said  city,  and 
for  such  other  and  further  relief  as  the  Commission  may  deem  nec- 
essary and  just  in  the  premises. 

For  answer  thereto,  the  defendant  says : 

Now  comes  the  defendant,  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and 
Light  Company,  now  and  at  all  times  hereafter  saving  to  itself  all  and 
all  manner  of  benefit  of  exceptions  or  otherwise  that  can  or  ma}'  be 
had  or  taken  to  the  many  errors,  uncertainties  and  imperfections  in 
the  complaint  or  petition  herein  filed,  and  for  answer  thereto  or  to  so 
much  thereof  as  this  defendant  is  advised  is  material  or  necessary  tor 
it  to  make  answer,  admits  that  Frank  W.  Rockwell,  R.  M.  Pilmore 
and  D.  P.  Stein,  are  respectively  mayor,  director  of  public  service  and 
director  of  public  safety  of  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio. 

It  admits  that  said  city  of  Akron  is  a  municipal  corporation  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  the  aforesaid  Frank  W.  Rockwell,  R.  M. 
Pilmore  and  D.  P.  Stein  constitute  and  are  the  board  of  control  of 
said  city  of  Akron,  Ohio. 

It  admits  that  it  is  a  corporation  as  alleged  in  said  petition,  and 
that  its  office  and  principal  place  of  business  is  in  the  city  of  Akron, 
Ohio. 

It  admits  that  it  is  a  common  carrier,  and  that  it  operates  an 
electric  street  railway  in  the  city  of  Akron,  and  an  interurban  street 
railway  between  certain  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

In  answer  to  the  first  specification  of  said  complaint  this  de- 
fendant says  that  it  operates  a  line  of  street  railway  on  Wooster  Avr- 
nue  in  the  city  of  Akron,  from  its  intersection  with  Bowery  Street 
westerly  to  its  car  barns  in  said  city,  which  line  of  street  railway 
forms  a  part  of  a  certain  street  railway  route  or  line  in  said  city  com- 
monly known  as  the  Loop  line ;  that  for  the  period  of  about  two  hours 
in  the  morning,  from  six  o'clock  a.  m.  to  eight  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  for 
a  like  period  in  the  afternoon  from  four  o'clock  p.  m.  to\six  o'clock 
p.  m.,  by  reason  of  the  heavy  traffic  at  these  hours,  and  by  reason  of 
unavoidable  delays  at  steam  railroad  crossings,  beyond  the  control  of 
this  answering  defendant,  cars  on  said  Loop  line  are  frequently  late 
in  arriving  at  its  car  barns,  the  terminus  of  said  line;  that  at  such 
times  the  defendant  starts  out  a  car  from  its  barn  in  charge  of  a 
motorman  only  to  meet  said  late  incoming  car  on  the  first  switch  east- 
erly of  its  car  barn,  a  distance  of  about  an  eighth  of  a  mile ;  that  at 
said  pioint,  the  crew  of  the  late  car  change  to  such  east  bound  car, 
thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  operating  said  late  car  to  the  barn, 
which  said  car  is  run  to  the  barn  by  said  motorman ;  that  by  so  oper- 
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ating  the  cars  public  travel  is  faciliated,  and  -the  defendant  is  enabled 
to  re-establish  its  schedule  time. 

This  answering  defendant  further  says  that  at  a  conference 
and  meeting  of  Albert  C.  Esch,  James  Shaw  and  Gillman  W.  Stauffer, 
constituting  the  railroad  and  bridge  committee  of  the  city  council  of 
Akron,  and  Thomas  Vance,  Clarence  H.  Cranz  and  Edward  W. 
Jeffers,  members  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Akron,  and  the 
city  solicitor  of  said  city,  held  in  pursuance  of  authority  theretofore 
duly  granted  and  vested  in  said  committee  by  the  council  of  the  city 
of  Akron,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  question  of  street  rail- 
way service  in  the  city  of  Akron  and  the  operation  of  cars  upon 
the  lines  of  this  defendant  in  said  city,  with  Charles  Currie,  the  gen- 
eral manager  of  said  defendant  company,  and  William  H.  Douglass, 
the  general  superintendent  of  said  defendant  company,  the  question 
of  the  operation  of  cars  upon  said  portion  of  said  Loop  line  without 
a  conductor  came  up  for  consideration  by  said  committee  and  said 
councilmen,  and  the  method  and  manner  of  the  operation  of  the  cars 
on  said  portion  of  said  line  was  explained  to  said  committee  and  said 
councilmen  and  said  solicitor  as  hereinbefore  set  forth ;  that  the  said 
Charles  Currie,  general  manager  of  this  defendant  company,  informed 
said  committee  that  if  it  was  the  desire  of  said  committee  of  the  coun- 
cil and  the  officers  of  the  city  of  Akron  that  a  conductor  be  placed 
upon  said  cars  so  operated  as  aforesaid,  he  would  cause  the  same  to 
be  done  forthwith ;  that  no  demand  or  request  at  said  meeting  was 
made  upon  this  defendant  to  place  conductors  on  said  cars,  under  the 
circumstances  aforesaid,  nor  has  any  demand  or  request  since  been 
made  by  the  complainants  or  the  council  of  the  city  of  Akron  that  this 
defendant  place  conductors  upon  said  cars,  although  the  proceedings 
of  said  committee  were  read  before  said  council  and  in  the  presence 
and  hearing  of  these  complainants  on  the  26th  day  of  February,  A.  D. 
1912,  and  the  operation  of  said  cars  as  aforesaid  by  this  defendant  has 
been  acquiesced  in  and  approved  by  the  council  of  the  city  of  Akron 
and  these  complainants. 

This  defendant  further  says  that  it  operates  about  an  eighth  of 
a  mile  of  the  extreme  southerly  end  of  its  so  called  Bowery  Street  line 
without  a  conductor  being  upon  the  car;  that  said  portion  of  said  line 
is  operated  through  a  meager  and  sparsely  settled  section  of  the  city ; 
that  there  is  scarcely  any  traffic  upon  said  portion  of  said  line ;  that 
no  complaint  was  made  to  this  defendant  by  said  committee  of  the 
council  or  by  the  city  council  at  said  hearing,  or  by  the  complainants 
in  respect  to  the  operation  of  said  cars  without  a  conductor,  although 
as  above  stated  the  subject  of  the  operation  of  cars  in  the  city  by  the 
defendant  was  under  consideration,  and  said  council  and  these  com- 
plainants by  their  conduct  have  approved  and  acquiesced  in  the  opera- 
tion of  its  cars  on  said  line  as  above  stated. 
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This  answering  defendant  further  says  that  it  does  not  collect 
or  require  the  payment  of  fare  while  cars  are  being  operated  over 
said  portion  of  said  lines ;  that  it  has  never  had  an  accident  over  said 
portion  of  said  lines  attributable  to  the  absence  of  a  conductor,  and 
that  upon  no  other  lines  in  the  city  of  Akron  are  cars  .operated  with- 
out conductors. 

This  defendant  for  its  answer  to  the  second  specification  in  said 
complaint,  admits  that  during  certain  periods  in  the  morning  and 
evening  cars  operated  on  its  lines  in  said  city  are  crowded  and  con- 
gested with  passengers,  but  it  specifically  denies  that  such  cars  are 
crowded  or  congested  to  such  an  extent  as  to  impair  the  safety  of  the 
passengers,  nor  beyond  what  may  reasonably  be  expected  in  a  city  of 
the  size  of  Akron,  at  a  time  when  the  greatest  number  of  people  have 
occasion  to  travel  upon  street  cars ;  that  said  cars  are  not  crowded  or 
congested  more  than  is  reasonably  necessary  to  secure  a  fair  and  rea- 
sonable return  upon  the  capital  invested,  and  in  view  of  the  many 
hills  and  grades  in  said  city  resulting  in  increased  and  heavy  cost  of 
operation. 

This'  defendant  says  that  the  street  car  service  in  the  city  of 
Akron  excels  that  of  any  other  city  of  the  United  States  approximat- 
ing it  in  population. 

As  to  the  third  specification  in  said  complaint  set  forth  this 
answering  defendant  says  that  in  order  to  put  the  so-called  Bowery 
Street  line  in  proper  working  condition  to  accommodate  the  traffic, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  relay  and  reconstruct  about  a  mile  of  the  south- 
erly end  of  said  line,  and  to  install  new  switches  upon  said  line;  that 
at  the  investigation  hereinbefore  referred  to  this  matter  was  under 
consideration  and  this  defendant,  by  and  through  its  general  manager, 
Charles  Currie,  agreed  to  relay  and  reconstruct  said  portion  of  said 
line  and  to  install  the  necessary  switches  as  soon  as  the  weather  condi- 
tions would  permit,  and  further  agreed  in  the  meantime  to  operate 
additional  cars  upon  said  line  mornings  and  evenings,  which  agree- 
ment was  acquiesced  in  and  approved  by  said  committee  and  by  said 
council,  and  by  these  complainants,  and  this  defendant  stands  ready 
and  willing  to  carry  out  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  agreement 
on  its  part  to  be  performed  at  the  earliest  possible  date;  that  no  de- 
mand or  request  has  been  made  by  the  council  of  said  city  or  the  com- 
plainants for  any  modification  or  change  of  said  agreement,  and  said 
defendant  believed,  and  by  the  acquiescence  in  and  failure  of,  the  city 
and  these  complainants  to  object,  had  reason  to  believe,  that,  the  im- 
provements agreed  upon  were  satisfactory  both  as  to  their  character, 
and  as  to  the  time  within  which  they  were  to  be  commenced;  that  it 
has  caused  said  additional  cars  to  be  placed  upon  said  Bowery  Street 
line  mornings  and  evenings  and  to  be  operated  thereon  to  the  full 
satisfaction  of  the  members  of  the  railroad  and  bridge  committee  of 
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the  council,  and  without  any  further  or  additional  complaint  having 
been  made  or  brought  to  its  knowledge  by  either  the  complainants  or 
the  city  council  and  it  avers  that  said  service  is  reasonably  satisfactory. 

As  to  the  service  on  the  Grant  Street  line  in  said  specification 
complained  of,  this  defendant  informed  said  railroad  and  bridge  com- 
mittee of  the  city  council  and  the  complainants  that  by  the  placing  of 
a  "Y"  at  the  terminus  of  said  Grant  Street  line  it  would  be  enabled 
to  operate  additional  cars  thereon,  and  on  the  12th  day  of  February, 
1912,  requested  of  the  city  council  that  it  be  granted  permission  to 
construct  said  "Y"  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  public  travel  and  the 
operation  of  cars;  that  it  likewise  requested  permission  to  place  a 
"Y"  on  its  East  Market  Street  line  and  at  the  terminus  of  its  West 
Exchange  Street  line  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  public  travel  and 
the  operation  of  its  cars;  that  on  the  nth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1912, 
the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Akron  refused  to  grant  this  defendant 
permission  to  lay  and  construct  said  "Y"  on  its  Grant  Street  line  and 
on  its  East  Market  and  Exchange  Street  lines ;  that  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Akron  and  these  complainants  ought  not  now  to  be  heard 
to  complain  of  the  service  upon  said  lines  when  it  neglects  and  refuses 
to  permit  this  defendant  to  construct  the  necessary  "Y's"  to  facilitate 
the  service  on  said  lines. 

As  to  the  service  on  said  Exchange  Street  line  complained  of 
in  said  specification,  this  answering  defendant  says  that  the  same  was 
under  consideration  at  said  investigation  and  conference,  and  this  de- 
fendant agreed  to  operate  additional  cars  upon  said  line  mornings  and 
evenings ;  that  it  placed  said  cars  upon  said  line  in  accordance  with 
its  agreement  so  to  do;  that  said  cars  have  ever  since  been  operated 
on  said  line  with  the  knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  railroad  and 
bridge  committee  of  the  city  council  and  to  the  full  satisfaction  of 
said  committee,  and  that  no  complaint  has  been  made  by  said  coun- 
cil of  the  complainants  in  respect  to  such  service,  and  the  same  is 
reasonably  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  traffic  thereon. 

With  respect  to  the  Wooster  Avenue  line,  the  West  Market 
Street  line  and  J:he  East  Market  Street  and  Main  Street  lines,  this 
defendant  says  that  its  cars  are  of  modern  construction  and  of  ample 
size  to  reasonably  accommodate  public  travel  upon  said  lines  and  that 
no  complaint  was  made  with  respect  to  the  service  on  said  lines  at 
said  investigation  or  conference,  neither  has  any  complaint  been  made 
since  by  the  complainants  or  the  city  council,  and  the  service  upon  said 
lines  has  been  acquiesced  in  and  approved  by  said  city  council  and 
these  complainants,  and  is  reasonably  adequate. 

With  respect  to  the  service  on  the  North  Hill  line  ref  tired  co 
in  said  specification,  this  answering  defendant  says  that  by  reason  of 
a  long  and  steep  grade  on  said  line,  cars  cannot  be  operated  at  more 
frequent  intervals  than  they  are  now  being  run,  and  it  was  agre    1 
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at  said  conference  in  respect  to  said  North  Hill  line,  which  was  spe- 
cifically under  consideration  at  said  conference,  that  additional  ca;s 
should  be  operated  on  the  so  called  Mountain  line  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  the  congestion  on  said  North  Hill  line,  and  that  said  de- 
fendant should  give  public' notice  of  this  fact  in  the  newspapers 
of  the  city ;  that  this  defendant  has  operated  said  additional  cars  upon 
said  Mountain  line,  published  notice  thereof,  and  has  fully  carried  out 
its  agreement  in  this  respect,  and  has  fully  done  all  and  singular 
the  things  which  it  agreed  to  do  and  no  further  or  additional  demands 
for  service  upon  this  line  have  been  made  to  it  by  the  council  of  5%ud 
city  or  said  cjomplainants,  and  said  service  is  reasonably  adequate  to 
accommodate  the  traffic. 

With  respect  to  the  fourth  specification  in  said  complaint  set 
forth,  this  answering  defendant  says  that  with  the  number  of  cars  it 
now  has  in  operation  and  the  cars  which  it  has  purchased  and  intends 
to  put  in  operation  within  the  next  sixty  days,  it  has  sufficient  cars 
to  reasonably  accommodate  the  traffic  upon  its  lines  within  the  city 
of  Akron;  that  it  has  experienced  some  inconvenience  and  difficulty 
in  operating  its  cars  in  said  city  by  reason  of  a  shortage  of  power 
at  its  power  plant  in  said  city ;  that  for  the  purpose  of  securing  addi- 
tional power  it  began  the  construction  of  a  new  power  plant  near  the 
city  of  Akron  about  a  year  agio;  that  the  completion  of  said  power 
plant  has  been  delayed  by  the  severe  winter  and  other  unforeseen  and 
unanticipated  contingencies  and  obstacles ;  that  upon  the  completion 
of  its  said  new  power  plant,  the  work  on  which  it  is  pushing  with  the 
utmost  diligence,  it  will  have  ample  power  for  all  purposes  in  the  city 
of  Akron ;  that  these  complainants  and  the  council  of  the  city  of  Akron 
have  full  knowledge  of  said  conditions  and  the  efforts  of  this  defend- 
ant in  the  premises.  It  avers  that  it  has  already  expended  a  half  mil- 
lion dollars  upon  its  said  power  plant;  that  it  is  asking  authority  and 
permission  from  your  honorable  body  to  issue  and  sell  two  million 
dollars  of  preferred  stock  for  the  purpose  of  investing  the  proceeds 
in  improvements  in  and  upon  its  property;  that  two-thirds  of  said  sum 
as  shown  by  its  application  for  authority  to  issue  said  preferred  stock, 
will  be  invested  in  and  about  the  city  of  Akron  in  the  completion  of 
its  power  house  and  the  construction  of  additional  transportation  facil- 
ities ;  that  for  some  reason  which  this  defendant  is  unable  to  under- 
stand or  comprehend,  the  city  of  Akron  in  conjunction  with  one  W.  R. 
Kimball,  the  owner  of  two  shares  of  common  stock  of  this  defendant, 
are  hindering,  delaying  and  opposing  the  application  of  this  answer- 
ing defendant,  for  the  right  to  issue  said  stock  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said. 

This  defendant  says  that  the  city  of  Akron  and  these  complain- 
ants ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  complain  of  street  railway  service 
in  the  city  of  Akron,  and  to  ask  for  improvements  thereof  involving 
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heavy  expenditures  of  money,  while  hindering,  opposing  and  delaying 
this  defendant  in  raising  the  necessary  capital  to  carry  forward  and 
complete  the  very  improvements  asked  for. 

As  to  the  fifth  specification  in  said  complaint,  this  defendant 
says  that  it  is  absolutely  false  and  untrue,  and  defendant  denies  that 
its  tracks  and  appurtenances  in  the  city  of  Akron  are  unsafe,  danger- 
ous and  inconvenient,  and  said  statement  so  made  in  said  complaint 
in  this  regard  is  without  any  foundation  whatever  in  fact. 

As  to  the  sixth  specification  in  said  complaint  set  forth,  this 
answering  defendant  says  that  the  same  is  so  vague,  indefinite  and 
uncertain  that  it  is  utterly  at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  answer  thereunto. 
It  does  not  know  whether  the  complainants  find  fault  because  the 
cars  are  too  hot  or  because  they  are  too  cold.  It  denies  that  its  cars 
are  illy  ventilated,  and  on  the  contrary  avers  that  many  of  its  patrons 
complain  that  said  cars  have  entirely  too  much  ventilation.  It  spe- 
cifically denies  that  its  cars  are  insanitary,  and  on  the  contrary  avers 
that  it  uses  reasonable  care  in  keeping  its  cars  clean  and  sanitary. 

This  answering  defendant  further  says  that  the  matter  of  heat- 
ing its  said  cars  was  specifically  a  subject  of  investigation  at  the  con- 
ference and  meeting  hereinbefore  referred  to ;  that  it  was  then  and 
there  agreed  that  this  company  should  promulgate  an  order  to  its  em- 
ployees in  respect  to  the  heating  of  its  cars,  and  should  furnish  the 
city  solicitor  with  a  copy  of  such  order;  that  this  answering  defend- 
ant promptly  complied  with  said  agreement,  issued  such  order,  and 
furnished  the  city  solicitor  with  a  copy  thereof,  which  he  now  has  in 
his  possession ;  that  no  complaint  by  the  complainants  or  the  council 
of  the  city,  or  the  said  railroad  and  bridge  committee  or  any  officer 
of  the  city  has  been  made  to  this  defendant,  that  said  order  was  not 
in  full  compliance  with  the  understanding  reached  at  said  meeting, 
nor  has  any  request  been  made  by  the  complainants  or  the  council  of 
the  city  or  the  railroad  and  bridge  committee,  or  any  other  officer  of 
the  city,  for  any  further  or  additional  order  in  respect  to  the  heating 
of  said  cars  since  said  time.  , 

As  to  the  seventh  specification  in  said  complaint  set  forth,  this 
answering  defendant  specifically  denies  that  its  tracks,  bridges,  via- 
ducts, trolleys,  guy-wires,  turn-outs,  switches  and  other  appurtenances 
of  its  so-called  Mountain  line  in  the  city  of  Akron  are  dangerous  and 
unsafe. 

As  to  the  eighth  specification  in  said  complaint  set  forth,  this 
answering  defendant  denies  that  a  large  portion  of  the  equipment  of 
said  street  railway  within  the  city  is  inadequate  and  out  of  date,  and 
says  that  the  allegation  of  the  complainants  in  that  respect  is  abso- 
lutely untrue,  and  it  avers  that  it  has  kept  its  line  and  equipment  up 
♦o  date,  and  has  maintained  the  same  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair. 

As  to  the  complaints  designated,  a,  b,  c,  d  and  e,  of  subdivision 

20-p.  s.  c. 
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B  of  said  complaint,  this  answering  defendant  says  that  it  has  never 
been  granted  any  right  or  franchise  to  lay,  maintain  or  operate  new 
street  railway  lines  or  extensions  over  the  routes  or  streets  designated 
in  said  specifications,  as  said  complainants  well  know ;  that  without 
such  right  or  franchise  this  answering  defendant  has  no  legal  right  to 
construct  new  lines  or  extend  existing  lines,  of  which  fact  said  com- 
plainants are  also  fully  advised. 

This  answering  defendant  says  that  it  is  operating  lines  upon 
all  routes  and  streets  in  respect  to  which  it  has  been  granted  a  right 
to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  street  car  lines. 

This  answering  defendant  says  that  this  Commission  has  no 
right,  power  or  authority  or  jurisdiction  to  compel  the  construction 
of  extensions  or  new  lines  in  the  city  of  Akron,  or  to  prescribe  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same  may  be  constructed,  main- 
tained and  operated ;  that  such  right,  power  and  authority  reposes 
solely  in  the  city  of  Akron  and  in  the  council  thereof. 

Further  answering  this  defendant  says  that  all  the  matters  and 
things  complained  of  in  said  complaint  or  petition  filed  herein  by  the 
complainants,  including  the  matter  of  the  construction  of  new  lines 
and  the  extension  of  existing  lines,  were  the  subject  of  investigation 
and  consideration  by  the  railroad  and  bridge  committee  of  the  council 
of  said  city,  and  by  the  council  of  said  city,  in  the  proceedings  before 
said  railroad  and  bridge  committee  and  said  council  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to ;  that  all  the  matters  and  things  in  said  complaint  were 
specifically  taken  up,  considered  and  discussed,  and  a  conclusion  and 
agreement  reached  as  hereinbefore  set  forth ;  that  said  agreement  so 
made  is  being  performed  and  carried  out  to  the  letter  on  the  part  of 
this  defendant  in  respect  to  all  matters  and  things  which  it  agreed 
to  do  and  perform,  and  to  the  full  satisfaction  of  said  committee  and 
said  city  council,  and  without  any  complaint  having  been  made  in 
respect  to  the  way  and  manner  in: which  this  defendant  was  carrying 
out  said  agreement,  and  without  any  further  or  additional  complaints 
having  been  made  in  the  meantime  by  said  city,  its  council,  its  officers 
or  said  committee. 

This  answering  defendant  further  says  that  it  had  a  conference 
with  the  said  complainants,  Frank  W.  Rockwell,  the  mayor  of  said 
city  of  Akron,  R.  M.  Pillmore,  director  of  public  service,  and  Dan  P. 
Stein,  director  of  public  safety,  constituting  the  board  of  control  of 
the  city  of  Akron,  in  respect  to  all  the  matters  and  things  complained 
of  in  said  complaint  and  petition,  on  the  day  before  the  filing  of  this 
complaint,  that  they  were  fully  advised  as  to  the  action  of  said  com- 
mittee of  the  council  and  of  the  city  council  and  of  the  action  of  this 
defendant  in  respect  thereto,  as  herein  set  forth ;  that  in  respect  to  the 
extensions  and  new  lines  the  said  complainants  exhibited  to  this  de- 
fendant a  memoranda  setting  forth  the  extensions  and  new  lines  which 
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they  desired  constructed  in  the  city  of  Akron,  which  are  the  same  as 
set  forth  in  said  complaint,  and  asked  this  defendant  to  take  under 
consideration  the  advisability  of  making  such  extensions  and  con- 
structing such  new  routes,  and  submit  a  memoranda  as  to  the  advis- 
ability of  the  construction  of  such  extensions  and  new  routes  and  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same  would  be  constructed  by 
the  defendant,  which  proposition  was  to  be  the  basis  of  future  investi- 
gation, discussion  and  consideration  between  the  complainants  and 
this  answering  defendant,  with  a  view,  if  possible,  of  arriving  at  -ome 
agreement  as  to  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same  should 
be  constructed;  that  this  defendant,  believing  that  said  proposition 
was  submitted  in  good  faith,  took  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
on  the  4th  day  of  March,  191 2,  this*  defendant  submitted  to  the  com- 
plainants the  following  proposition : 

March  4,  1912. 
Hon  E.  W.  Rockwell,  mayor  of  the  city  of  Akron ;  Robert  M.  Pillmore, 

director  of  public  service;  Dan    P.    Stein,,  director    of    public 

safety;  and  the  board  of  control  of  the  city  of  Akron. 
Gentlemen : — 

In  accordance  with  the  understanding  reached  at  the  conference 
held  February  27,  1912,  between  yourselves  and  Mr.  Christy  and  my- 
self, in  which  the  street  railway  service  in  general  was  discussed  and 
you  suggested  that  we  consider  the  project  of  constructing  extensions 
and  new  lines  over  the  following  routes: 

Grant  Street  to  Miller  Avenue,  thence  east  on  Miller  Avenue  to 
Brown  Street ;  thence  south  on  Brown  Street  to  Lovers'  Lane ;  thence 
east  on  Lovers'  Lane  to  Arlington  Street,  and  thence  to  Market  : 

Arlington  Street  from  the  south  corporation  line  to  Market 
Street. 

Wooster  Avenue  from  the  end  of  the  line  to  East  Avenue,  thence 
on  East  Avenue  to  Maple  Street ;  thence  east  on  Maple  Street  to  Edge- 
wood  Avenue ;  from  thence  connecting  the  Exchange  Street  line. 

West  Market  Street  from  Rose  Avenue  to  Exchange  Street, 
thence  east  on  Exchange  Street  to  Maple  Street,  thence-  connecting 
with  the  Exchange  Street  line. 

and  submit  a  memorandum  of  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which 
we  would  be  willing  to  make  such  extensions,  which  memoranda  was 
to  form  the  basis  of  future  negotiations  with  the  object  of  entering 
into  a  contract  in  respect  to  the  construction  of  new  lines  and  th?. 
maintenance  and  opepition  of  existing  lines,  we  herewith  submit  th . 
following  as  a  basis  of  negotiations : 

1.  The  right  to  maintain  and  operate  said  new  or  extended  line^ 
for  the  period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years. 

2.  An  extension  of  the  life  of  the  right  to  maintain  and  operate 
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existing  lines  so  that  the  same  will  expire  at  the  date  of  the  expiration 
of  the  new  or  extended  lines. 

3.  A  modification  of  the  present  contract  in  material  respects 
to  be  a  subject  of  future  negotiation  and  agreement. 

4.  The  embodying  in  such  new  contract  of  a  provision  requi-'-- 
the  construction  of  new  and  further  extensions  based  upon  the  future 
growth  of  the  city  of  Akron  or  some  other  standard  to  be  mutually 
agreed  upon. 

5.  The  right  to  double  track  all  existing  single  track  lines. 
We  would  suggest  a  modification  of  the  extensions  proposed  by 

you  as  follows: 

That  Grant  Street  line  be  extended  south  or  east  as  may  b 
agreed  upon. 

That  the  East  Exchange  Street  line  be  extended  east  from  Spicer 
Street  to  East  Market  Street. 

South  on  Arlington  Street  from  Exchange  Street  to  the  corpora- 
tion line. 

Lakeside  Avenue  from  Long  Street  south  to  the  Boulevard. 

Federal  Street  from  Main  Street  to  Howard  Street. 

Wooster  Avenue  from  the  end  of  the  present  line  Jo  East  Ave- 
nue. 

So  far  as  the  construction  of  extensions  is  concerned  either 
as  suggested  by  you  or  as  modified  in  the  company's  proposals,  you 
must  realize  that  no  additional  lines  or  extensions  can  be  constructed 
by  this  company  until  such  right  is  acquired  by  contract  between  the 
city  and  the  company.  The  suggested  extensions  would  practically 
increase  the  street  railway  mileage  in  the  city  about  sixty  per  cent, 
and  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  suggest  that  no  company  coul  ! 
afford  to  expend  the  large  amount  of  capital  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  additional  lines  and  extensions  unless  protected  by 
a  contract  of  sufficient  duration  to  induce  the  investment  of  capital, 
nor  could  the  necessary  money  be  procured  otherwise  by  the  com- 
pany. 

If  a  renewal  of  the  company's  contract  fOr  existing  and   pro- 
posed lines  can  be  agreed  upon  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  v 
give  you  the  assurance  that  we  shall  at  once  carry  forward  the  woA 
of  constructing  such  new  lines  and  extensions  and  the  reconstructs  •• 
of  existing  lines  with  all  possible  speed. 

In  respect  to  complaints  as  to  service  on  existing  lines  in  the 
city,  we  may  add  without  certain  extensions  and  additions  it  is  im- 
possible to  floute  and  operate  cars  so  as  to  secuj£  the  highest  efficiency 
in  operation.  We,  however,  beg  to  assure  you  that  we  shall  be  pleased 
at  any  time  to  receive  suggestions,  and  we  ask  the  co-operation  of 
of  your  board  and  the  officers  of  the  city  and  council  of  the  city  in 
the  matter  of  street  car  service  with  the  further  assurance  that  auv 
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.suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  the  transportation  questions  con- 
fronting us  will  receive  proper  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
management  of  this  company.

This  answering  defendant  further  says  that  said  city  of  Akroii 
by  and  through  its  officers  duly  authorized  by  it  and  acting  within 
their  statutory  powers,  have  construed  and  interpreted  the  provisions 
and  terms  of  the  contract  entered  into  between  said  city  on  the  13th 
day  of  March,  A.  D.  1909,  and  the  predecessors  of  this  defendant,  un- 
der which  it  now  operates  its  street  railway  lines  in  the  city  of  Akron ; 
that  on  the  24th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1912,  this  defendant  met  and 
conferred  with  said  railroad  and  bridge  committee  of  the  council  and 
said  councilmen  as  hereinbefore  set  for^h ;  that  the  proceedings  of 
said  conference  and  the  agreements  and  understandings  entered  into 
at  said  time  between  said  committee  and  this  defendant  were  reid 
before  said  council  and  the  same  were  ratified  and  approved ;  that  the 
complainants  were  fully  advised  of  the  proceedings  before  said  com- 
mittee and  acquiesced  therein  and  made  no  objection  thereto;  that 
neither  the  complainants,  the  council  of  the  city,  the  railroad  and 
bridge  committee  of  the  council,  the  solicitor  of  the  city,  or  any  other 
officer  has  made  any  objection  to  the  construction  placed  upon  sa'  J 
contract  at  said  meeting  and  the  understanding  and  agreement  as  to 
how  the  same  should  be  carried  out  on  the  part  of  this  defendant, 
that  this  defendant  is  discharging  and  carrying  out  all  and  singular 
the  matters  and  things  agreed  upon,  on  its  part  to  be  done  and  per- 
formed,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  complainants,  the  council  of  said 
city,  and  the  railroad  and  bridge  committee;  that  in  view  of  the  allega- 
tions of  this  answer,  complainants  in  good  conscience  should  not  be 
heard  at  this  time  in  respect  to  the  matters  and  things  set  forth  in  its 
complaint  or  petition ;  that  they  are  stopped  by  their  own  conduct 
in  the  premises  so  long  as  the  defendant  is  complying  in  good  faith 
with  every  demand  made  of  it  on  the  part  of  the  city,  its  officers  and 
agents. 

Further  answering  this  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allega- 
tion, averment  and  statement  in  said  petition  contained  except  such 
averments,  allegations  and  statements  as  are  herein  specifically  ad- 
mitted to  be  true  or  are  qualified. 

Wherefore,  this  defendant  having  fully  answered,  confessed, 
traversed  and  avoided  or  denied  all  matters  in  said  bill  of  complaint 
material  to  be  answered  according  to  its  best  knowledge  and  belief, 
humbly  prays  this  honorable  body  to  enter  its  judgment  and  decree 
*hat  this  defendant  be  hence  dismissed  with  its  reasonable  costs  and 
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charges  in  this  behalf  most  wrongfully  sustained,  and  for  such  other, 
relief  in  the  premises  as  to  this  honorable  body  may  seem  meet  and 
in  accordance  with  law  and  equity. 

This  proceeding  was  closed,  August  23,  1912,  with  the  promulgn- 
tion  of  the  following  order : 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  complaint  of  F.  W. 
Rockwell,  mayor,  R.  M.  Pillmore,  director  of  public  service,  and  D.  P. 
Stein,  director  of  public  safety,  said  officials  constituting  the  board 
of  control  of  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio,  alleging,  among  other  things, 
that  the  practice  affectingjand  relating  to  the  service  furnished  by 
said  defendant  is  unjust  and  that  the  service  of  said  defendant  in  said 
city  of  Akron  is  inadequate  and  cannot  be  obtained;  the  answer  of 
defendant  thereto,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  and  was  argued  by 
counsel. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  th^ 
Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  service 
rendered  by  defendant  is  inadequate  and  insufficient,  in  that  said  de- 
fendant does  not  operate  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  in  said  city  of 
Akron. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  defendant  has  failed  to  equip 
certain  of  its  cars  now  in  operation  in  said  city  with  power  brakes  and 
sanding  devices. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  defendant  has  failed  to 
keep  that  portion  of  its  railway  system  known  as  the  Mountain  line 
in  a  proper  state  of  repair. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  said  defendant  operates 
certain  of  its  cars  without  conductors.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant,  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and 
Light  Company,  be  and  it  hereby  is  required  to  place  in  operation  on 
its  city  lines  in  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of 
December,  1912,  twenty-five  (25)  additional  double-truck,  box  or 
convertible  cars,  such  cars  to  be  not  less  than  forty-three  (43)  feet 
in  length,  to  have  a  seating  capacity  of  at  least  forty-four  (44)  per- 
sons, to  be  equipped  with  standard  four  motor  equipment,  standard 
power-brake  and  standard  hand-brake,  and  an  efficient  track  sanding 
device.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
equip  with  power  brakes,  in  addition  to  standard  hand-brakes,  by  the 
1st  day  of  January,  T913,  every  car  operated  upon  its  lines  within  the 
city  of  Akron.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
equip  with  an  efficient  track  sanding  device,  by  the  1st  day  of  January, 
1913,  every  car  operated  upon  its  lines  in  the  city  of  Akron.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
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forthwith  inaugurate  and  to  complete  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1913,  the  general  repair  of  that  portion  of  its  railway  system 
known  and  designated  as  the  "Mountain  line,"  both  within  and  with- 
out the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  of  Akron,  replacing,  where  neces- 
sary, ties ;  thoroughly  repairing  and  renewing,  where  necessary, 
bridges  and  trestles,  and  replacing,  where  necessary,  rails,  special 
work  and  guard  rails,  to  the  end  that  said  Mountain  line  may  be  oper- 
ated with  safety  and  security.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
forthwith  man  each  and  every  motor  car  operated  or  run  over  any 
portion  of  its  railway  system  with  a  crew  consisting  of  not  less  than 
one  conductor  and  one  motorman  regularly  employed  as  such. 


157.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Wellington  Telephone 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  $3,500.00  capital  stock.  Ap- 
proved April  9,  191 2. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Wellington  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  having  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  1912, 
filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  par  value  of  its  common  stock,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for 
the  improvement,  extension  and  betterment  of  its  plant  and  properly, 
and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  March 
14,  1912,  at  three  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said 
day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day 
to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing.  -After  consider- 
ing the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining  the  exhibits  and 
making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commission  deemed 
proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock  are 
to  be  used  in  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company, 
and  it  appearing  further,  that  one  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said 
stock  has  heretofore,  to-wit;  prior  to  July  1,  191 1,  been  pledged  to 
The  First  National  Bank  of  Wellington,  Ohio,  as  security  for  a  loan 
of  one  thousand  dollars  to  said  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company, 
and  that  said  bank  desires  to  exercise  its  option  to  retain  said  stock 
in  liquidation  of  said  note,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer 
of  said  petition,  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the  issue  and  sale  of  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  should  be  granted. 
It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said,  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company  be, 
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and  it  is,  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  its  common  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00),  and  that  said 
stock  be  sold  at  the  best  price  obtainable  and  not  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission 
that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock 
be  devoted  by  the  said  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company  to,  and 
used  for  the  following  purposes  and  no  other,  to-wit:  in  payment 
of  obligations  for  improvements,  extension  and  betterments,  and  in 
the  installation  of  a  new  switchboard,  as  fully  set  out  in  an  inventory, 
or  appraisal,  of  said  property  introduced  into  the  record  as  exhibit 
"A,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Wellington  Telephone  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  s*ttd 
stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  amounts  realized 
therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  i.»est  price  obtainable  and  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock;  at  the  termination  of  each 
and  every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the 
disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock,  set- 
ting forth  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds 
have  been  devoted,  and  that  such  report  be  made  until  all  the  pro- 
ceeds of  said  stock  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


158.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  McComb  Home 
Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  the  approval  of  a  connection  and  exchange  of  service. 
Approved,  March  21,  1912. 

Disposing  of  the  following  matter: 

The  applicants  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  at  the  present  time  The  McComb  Home  Telephone  Company 
is  operating  an  exchange  of  approximately  300  stations  in  the  village 
of  McComb,  Ohio,  and  vicinity;  and  that  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  operates  only  a  toll  line  into  sakl  village  of  McComb. 

That  The  McComb  Home  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give 
its  patrons  and  the  public  at  large  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance 
service;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  oper- 
ates a  large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  and  has  connections  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines 
reaching  over  the  United  States. 

That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  the  petitioners  would 
result  in  vastly  extending  the  long  distance  telephone  service  to  the 
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subscribers  of  The  McComb  Home  Telephone  Company  and  would 
make  it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  and  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  directly  the  sub- 
scribers of  The  McComb  Home  Telephone  Company. 

That  the  petitioners  have  agreed  upon  a  contract  for  such  con- 
nection, a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof, 
and  that  such  contract  involves  nothing  more  than  a  connection  be- 
tween the  two  systems  for  an  exchange  of  service. 

That  the  connection  provided  for  in  said  contract  will  result 
in  great  benefit  to  the  respective  companies,  their  patrons  and  the 
public  at  large. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  forth  in  said  contract. 

The  Commission  promulgated  the  following  order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  McComb  Home  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits;  and  the 
Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  McComb  Home  Telephone  Company 
and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are,  hereby, 
authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.     It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  this  date. 


159.  O.  F.  Hageman,  Complainant,  versus  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and 
Cincinnati  Railway  Company,  and  The  Lake  Shore  and  Mich- 
igan Southern  Railway  Company,  Defendants.    Order  issued  May 

10,  1912. 

March  8,  1912,  the  complainant  herein  filed  the  following 
petition : 

The  complainant  says  that  he  resides  in  the  city  of  Lorain, 
Lorain  County,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  in  the  months  of  September 
and  October,  1909,  he  was  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  in  the 
State  of  Ohio,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  paper  and  wooden  ware 
business  in  Lorain,  Ohio. 

That  the  above  named  railway  companies  are  common  carriers, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad 
between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier, 
said  defendants  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers.    That, 
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1.  On  the  14th  day  of  September,  1909,  by  car  No.  2267  com- 
plainant shipped  47,800  pounds  of  stone  from  Layland,  Coshocton 
County,  Ohio,  to  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  via  The  Cleveland, 
Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  and  The  Lake  Shore  and 
Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  defendants'  lines,  who  charged 
freight  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $1.70  per  ton  which  complainant  paid. 
That  said  rate  was  excessive  and  that  60  cents  per  ton  would  be  a 
just  and  reasonable  rate. 

2.  That  on  the  15th  day  of  September,  1909,  by  car  number 
947,030  complainant  shipped  40,000  pounds  of  stone  from  Layland, 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  to  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  via  The 
Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  and  The  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  defendants'  lines.. 
who  charged  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $1.70  per  ton  which  complainant 
paid.  That  said  rate  was  excessive  and  that  60  cents  per  ton  would 
be  a  just  and  reasonable  rate. 

3.  That  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1909,  by  car  number  2261 
complainant  shipped  56,300  pounds  of  stone  from  Layland,  Coshocton 
County,  Ohio,  to  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  via  The  Cleveland, 
Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  and  The  Lake  Store  and 
Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  defendants'  lines,  who  charged 
freight  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $1.70  per  ton  which  complainant  paid. 
That  said  rate  was  excessive  and  that  60  cents  per  ton  would  be  a 
just  and  reasonable  rate. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
companies  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after 
due  hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said 
railway  companies  to  refund  and  pay  complainant  the  difference  be- 
tween $1.70  per  ton,  the  amount  paid,  and  60  cents — being  the  amount 
in  excess  of  a  reasonable  rate  for  the  shipments  aforesaid,  and  for  such 
other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and 
just  in  the  premises.

Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  defendants'  lines,  who  charged 
freight  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $1.70  per  ton  which  complainant  paid. 
That  said  rate  was  excessive  and  that  60  cents  per  ton  would  be  a 
just  and  reasonable  rate. 

2.  That  on  the  15th  day  of  September,  1909,  by  car  number 
947,030  complainant  shipped  40,000  pounds  of  stone  from  Layland, 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,' to  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  via  The 
Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  and  The  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  defendants'  lines, 
who  charged  freight  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $1.70  per  ton  which  com- 
plainant paid.  That  said  rate  was  excessive  and  that  60  cents  per  ton 
would  be  a  just  and  reasonable  rate. 

3.  That  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1909,  by  car  number  2261 
complainant  shipped  56,300  pounds  of  stone  from  Layland,  Coshocton 
County,  Ohio,  to  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  via  The  Cleveland, 
Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  and  The  Lake  Shore  and 
Michigan  Southern  Railway  Company,  defendants'  lines,  who  charged 
freight  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $1.70  per  ton  which  complainant  paid. 
That  said  rate  was  excessive  and  that  6b  cents  per  ton  would  be  a 
just  and  reasonable  rate. 

4.  That  at  the  time  of  the  grievances  hereinbefore  specified,  to- 
wit:  On  the  14th  day  of  September,  1909,  on  the  15th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, and  the  10th  day  of  October,  1909,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  there- 
to and  during  the  entire  year  of  T909,  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Co- 
lumbus Railway  Company  was  a  corporation  duly  organized 
and  existing  and  operating  said  line  of  railway ;  that  some 
time  in  the  year  icjio,  the  exact  date  this  complain- 
ant is  unable  to  give,  said  The  Cleveland.  Akron  and  Co- 
lumbus Railway  Company  consolidated  with  the  T.  W.  V. 
&  O.  R.  R.  Company  under  the  name  of  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and 
Cincinnati  Railway  Company,  and  that  said  defendant,  The  Cleveland, 
Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway  Company  is  therefore  the  successor  of 
said  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  grow- 
ing out  of  the  transactions  set  forth  in  the  3rd  paragraph  division  1, 
2  and  3  of  this  complaint,  and  is  charged  with  the  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities then  due  and  owing  from  said  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and 
Columbus  Railway  Company  to  this  complainant,  and  that  by  reason 
thereof  is  a  necessary  party  defendant  to  this  action,  and  this  amended 
complaint  is  filed  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  name  of  said  de- 
fendant, and  making  said  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Rail- 
way Company  a  party  defendant  hereto,  and  that  said  defendant, 
The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway  Company,  has  since 
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the  consolidation  been  operating  the  line  of  railway  and  is  now  oper- 
ating the  line  of  railroad  then  operated  at  the  times  hereinbefore 
designated  by  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
companies  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  railway 
companies  to  refund  and  pay  complainant  the  difference  between  $1.70 
per  ton,  the  amount  paid,  and  60  cents,  being  a  just  and  reasonable 
rate,  on  72  tons  and  100  pounds,  amounting  to  $79.25,  being  the 
amount  in  excess  of  a  reasonable  rate  for  'the  shipments  aforesaid, 
and  for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem 
necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

The  separate  answers  of  the  defendants  herein,  state : 

The  defendant,  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway 
Company,  for  answer  to  the  complainant  herein,  admits  that  this  de- 
fendant and  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany are  common  carriers,  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons 
and  property  by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and 
that,  as  such  common  carriers,  said  defendants  are  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  relating  to  common  car- 
riers, in  so  far  as  such  laws  are  valid  and  constitutional ;  that  on  the 
14th  day  of  September,  1909,  on  the  15th  day  of  September,  1909,  and 
on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1909,  respectively,  complainant  shipped 
from  Layland,  Ohio,  to  Amherst,  Ohio,  via  the  defendants'  lines,  the 
car-loads  of  stone  as  set  forth  in  the  complaint,  respectively ;  that 
said  car-loads  iof  stone  weighed  respectively,  47,800  pounds,  40,000 
pounds  and  56,300  pounds,  and  that  freight  was  charged  therefor  by 
the  defendants  at  the  rate  of  $1.70  per  ton ;  that  on  said  dates  and  for 
a  long  time  prior  thereto,  including  the  entire  year  of  1909,  The  Cleve- 
land, Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  was  a  corporation  duly 
organized,  existing  and  operating  a  line  of  railroad  in  the  State  of 
Ohio;  that  in  the  year  1910  said  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus 
Railway  Company  was  consolidated  with  another  railroad  company 
under  the  name  of  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway 
Company,  and  that  this  defendant,  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincin- 
nati Railway  Company,  is  therefore  the  successor  of  said  The  Cleve- 
land, Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company  and  succeeded  to  the 
rights  and  liabilities  of  said  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus 
Railway  as  provided  by  law,  and  has  been  ever  since  said  consolida- 
tion and  is  now  operating  the  line  of  railway  formerly  operated  by 
The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company. 

Further  answering,  this  defendant  says  that  the  said  rate  of 
$1.70  per  ton  was  the  duly  published  and  legal  rate  and  the  only  rate 
applicable  to  said  three  shipments  of  stone  from  Layland  to  North 
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Amherst  at  the  aforesaid  times  when  the  same  were  transported  be- 
tween said  points;  that  $1.00  per  ton  would  have  constituted  a  com- 
pensatory rate  for  the  service  so  performed  and  that  this  defendant 
is  willing  that  the  difference  between  said  two  amounts,  to-wit :  70 
cents  per  ton,  should  be  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  complainant  if  the 
same  can  be  lawfully  done. 

This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allegation  of  the  com- 
plaint and  not  herein  expressly  admitted  to  be  true. 

The  defendant,  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Rail- 
way Company,  for  answer  to  the  complaint  herein,  admits  the  aver- 
ments of  paragraphs  1  and  2  thereof  and  that  at  the  times  stated  in 
the  3rd  paragraph  of  said  complaint  the  complainant  shipped  the  cars 
mentioned  therein  from  Layland,  Ohio,  to  North  Amherst.  Ohio,  via 
the  defendant  companies'  lines,  and  was  charged  freight  at  the  rate 
of  $1.70  per  ton,  which  he  thereupon  paid,  as  alleged. 

This  defendant  admits  that  said  rate  was  excessive  insofar  as 
it  exceeded  $1.00  per  ton,  but  avers  that  the  same  was  the  only  lawful 
rate  applicable  to  said  shipments  at  the  time  same  moved. 

Further  answering,  this  defendant,  on  information  and  belief, 
avers  that  about  the  time  said  stone  was  shipped  by  the  complainant 
he  made  inquiry  of  the  agent  of  the  said  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and 
Columbus  Railway  Company  at  Layland,  Ohio,  as  to  the  rate  thereon 
from  that  point  to  North  Amherst,  Ohio,  and  was  informed  that  the 
legal  rate  then  applicable  was  $1.70  per  ton,  but  that  it  would  be  duly 
changed  by  the  defendants  and  reduced  to  $1.00  per  ton,  said  agent 
then  in  good  faith  and  believing  that  this  could  and  would  be  accom- 
plished;  and  that  the  complainant  made  the  shipments  in  that  belief. 

But  defendant  avers  that  at  that  time,  there  being  no  commodity 
r.?tc  applicable  on  said  shipments,  the  same  could  only  be  lawfully 
carried  at  the  sixth  class  rate  of  8V2  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  as 
shown  by  the  C.  A.  and  C.  tariff  I.  C.  C.  No.  10,  effective  April  13. 
1896;  that  before  delivery  by  this  defendant  the  said  rates  of  $1.00 
per  ton,  at  which  said  shipments  were  erroneously  billed,  were  prop- 
erly corrected  to  the  said  legal  rate  of  8V2  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
or  $1.70  per  ton.  Thereafter  the  defendants  duly  charged  said  rate, 
and  by  C.  A.  &  C.  tariff  R.  C.  O.  No.  127,  effective  April  15,  1910,  the 
same  was  reduced  to  $1.00  per  ton  from  Layland  to  North  Amherst. 

Defendants  afterwards,  in  191 1,  applied  to  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio  for  permission  to  refund  to  the  complainant  the  excess 
over  $1.00  per  ton  received  from  him,  but  said  Commission,  on  con- 
sideration, refused  authority  to  make  such  refund. 

This  defendant  avers  its  willingness  that  such  refund  shall  now 
be  ordered  to  be  made  by  this  Commission,  if  the  same  can  lawfully 
be  done;  but  respectfully  denies  the  authority  of  the  Commission, 
under  the  complaint  herein  and  the  prayer  thereof,  to  consider  or  pass 
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upon  the  reasonableness  of  said  joint  rate  of  $1.00  per  ton  so  made 
applicable  on  such  shipments  by  said  tariff  R.  C.  O.  No.  127,  and 
which  is  still  in  force;  and  defendant  denies  that  60  cents  per  ton 
would  be  a  just  or  reasonable  rate  upon  such  shipments. 

May  10,  1912,  the  Commission  disposed  of  the  matter  with 
the  entering  of  the  following  order : 

It  being  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission  by  formal  pleadings 
on  file  that  upon  three  separate  shipments  of  rough  stone  made  on 
the  14th  day  of  September,  1909,  the  15th  day  of  September,  1909, 
and  the  10th  day  of  October,  1909,  weighing  47,800  pounds,  40,000 
and  56,300  pounds,  respectively,  made  by  the  complainant.  O.  F. 
Hageman,  at  Layland,  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  consigned  to  The 
Cleveland  Stone  Company  at  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  via  the 
lines  of  the  defendants,  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Rail- 
way Company,  now  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway 
Company,  and  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany, in  the  absence  of  any  specific  commodity  rate,  defendants  ap- 
plied their  regularly  published  sixth  class  rate  of  one  dollar  and 
seventy  cents  per  ton,  and  an  aggregate  charge  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  was  thereon  assessed  and 
collected,  which  said  rate  is  claimed  by  the  complainant  and  admitted 
by  the  defendants,  under  all  the  circumstances  and  conditions  then 
existing,  to  have  been  excessive  and  unreasonable,  and,  since  the 
movement  of  said  shipments,  defendants,  by  the  publication  of  The 
Cleveland,  Akron  and  Columbus  Railway  Company,  now  The  Cleve- 
land, Akron  and  Cincinnati  Railway  Company's  tariff  supplement 
twenty-five  to  R.  C.  O.  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  effec- 
tive April  15,  1910,  established  a  rate  of  one  dollar  per  ton  for  the 
transportation  of  rough  stone  from  said  Layland,  Coshocton  County, 
Ohio,  to  said  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  defendants,  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cin- 
cinnati Railway  Company  and  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  South- 
ern Railway  Company,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  and  direct- 
ed, within  30  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  to  pay  to  the  complain- 
ant, O.  F.  Hageman,  Lorain,  Ohio,  as  reparation  for  said  excessive 
and  unreasonable  charge  upon  said  shipments,  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars and  forty- four  cents  ($50.44),  which  amount  represents  the  differ- 
ence between  the  charge  which  was  assessed  and  collected  upon  said 
shipments  based  upon  defendants'  said  sixth  class  rate  of  one  dollar 
and  seventy  cents  per  ton,  and  a  charge  for  the  transportation  of  said 
shipment  from  said  Layland,  in  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  to  said 
Amherst,  in  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  based  upon  defendants'  said  special 
commodity  rate  of  one  dollar  per  ton  thereafter  established,  as  ap- 
plied to  said  shipments.    It  is  further 
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Ordered,  That  the  defendants,  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cin- 
cinnati Railway  Company  and  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  South- 
ern Railway  Company,  maintain,  as  maximum,  for  a  period  of  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  complainant's  petition  herein,  to- 
wit:  March  18,  1912,  a  rate  of  one  dollar  per  ton  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  rough  stone  from  Layland,  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  to  Am- 
herst, Lorain  County,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  defendant,  The  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Cin- 
cinnati Railway  Company,  inspect  the  billing  at  its  station  of  Layland. 
Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  and  refund  to  the  consignee  of  all  other 
shipments  of  rough  stone  made  therefrom  to  North  Amherst,  Lorain 
County,  Ohio,  via  the  lines  of  the  defendants  herein,  between  the 
dates  September  14,  1909,  and  April  15,  1910,  both  inclusive,  all 
charges  assessed  and  collected  thereon  in  excess  of  a  rate  of  one  dol- 
lar per  ton,  reporting  thereupon  to  this  Commission,  within  sixty  days 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  detailing  the  date  and  weight  of  shipment, 
names  of  the  consignor  and  consignee,  number  and  date  of  voucher 
issued  and  amount  for  which  voucher  was  drawn,  billing  against  its 
said  connection,  said  defendant,  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  South- 
ern Railway  Company,  for  its  proper  proportion  of  such  refund. 


160.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  New  Concord  Telephone 
Company  for  the  approval  of  classification  of  service.  Approved 
April  30,  1912. 

On  the  9th  day  of  March,  1912,  tendered  to  the  Commission  for 
filing  a  schedule  of  rates  for  its  service,  which  carried  a  classification 
of  service.  Several  objections  raised  by  the  Commission  having  been 
ratisfactorily  disposed  of,  The  New  Concord  Telephone  Com- 
pany, on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1912,  received  the  authority  of 
the  Commission  to  file  its  schedule,  effective  June  1,  1912,  and  this 
proceeding  was  closed  with  the  spreading  of  a  proper  entry. 


1G1.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  con- 
sent and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain 
property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The 
Conneaut  Telephone  Company  and  for  the  purchase  of  certain) 
property  of  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  by  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  and  for  a  connecting  arrangement 
for  an  exchange  of  service  between  the  applicants.  Approved, 
April  30,  1912. 

Disposing  of  the  following  matter: 

The  applicants  hereto  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
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Commission  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  two  telephone  ex- 
changes operated  in  the  city  of  Conneaut,  Ohio ;  one  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company,  and  the  other  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  The 
Conneaut  Telephone  Company  further  owns  and  operates  some  short 
toll  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  Conneaut. 

That  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  now  serves  approxi- 
mately 1,700  subscribers  with  its  exchange  service  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  can  furnish  this  large  number  of  patrons  only  with  a  limited 
toll  or  long  distance  service,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany now  serves  approximately  400  subscribers  with  its  exchange 
service  and  at  the  same  time  is  in  a  position  to  furnish  a  nation  wide 
long  distance  service  to  adequately  care  for  the  needs  of  this  entire 
community. 

That  such  conditions  necessitate  the  maintenance  of  two  sep- 
arate telephone  plants  and  two  separate  telephone  operating  organiza- 
tions for  a  service  which  could  better  be  rendered  by  one  organiza- 
tion, and  therefore  increase  the  cost  of  operation  over  that  which 
would  be  necessary  were  but  one  company  serving  the  whole  field. 

Such  conditions  have  resulted  in  dividing  the  telephone  service 
in  the  community  so  that  now  the  subscribers  of  each  company  have 
only  a  partial  service  in  that  they  can  only  reach  the  subscribers  of 
the  company  with  which  they  are  connected. 

That  because  of  such  conditions  each  company  must  construct 
its  plant  so  as  to  take  care  of  all  possibilities,  thereby  duplicating 
the  other  company's  plant,  which,  with  the  telephone  subscribers  be- 
ing divided  between  the  two  companies,  leaves  each  with  a  consider- 
able investment  unused  because  of  the  other  company  already  serving 
subscribers  for  which  such  plant  was  provided.  This,  together  with 
other  expenses  and  losses  due  to  such  conditions,  either  leaves  the 
business  unprofitable  for  the  companies,  or  imposes  an  undue  burden 
on  the  public. 

That  a  considerable  amount  of  money  must  necessarily  be  ex- 
pended in  the  near  future  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of 
both  of  said  plants  for  the  purpose  of  giving  adequate  service.  That 
such  expenditure  means  a  further  duplication  of  the  investment  and 
the  addition  of  further  duplication  expenses. 

That  at  the  present  time  there  are  125  people  who  are  sub- 
scribers to  the  service  of  both  companies,  each  one  paying  the  rate  of 
each  company  for  the  purpose  of  deriving  the  benefit  of  both. 

That  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth, 
both  of  the  said  companies  agree  that  a  further  continuation  of  such 
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duplicated  conditions  and  divided  service  in  the  city  of  Conneaut, 
Ohio  would  result  in  unnecessary  financial  losses  to  themselves  and 
an  annoyance  and  unnecessary  expense  to  the  community. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  circumstances  The  Conneaut 
Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's  exchange  property 
in  the  said  city  of  Conneaut  and  the  sale  of  certain  local  toll  lines  to 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  with  that  end  in  view 
appraisals  of  said  properties  have  been  made  by  engineers  represent- 
ing both  of  said  companies  and  a  value  of  $14,556.15  has  been  set 
upon  the  said  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company, 
and  $464.66  on  the  said  toll  line  property  of  the  said  The  Conneaut 
Telephone  Company,  which  values  have  been  agreed  to  by  both  of 
said  companies  as  a  reasonable  and  proper  price.  That  with  the  ap- 
proval of  your  Commission,  the  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Com- 
pany proposes  to  purchase  the  said  property  of  the  said  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  at  the  price  above  named  and  combine 
the  telephone  properties  in  the  said  city  of  Conneaut,  Ohio,  and  make 
a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange  of  service  with  the  said  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company.  That  The  Conneaut  Telephone 
Company  proposes  to  sell  its  said  property  to  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  at  the  price  above  named. 

That  the  approval  of  your  Commission  of  that  which  is  prayed 
for  herein  would  result  in  the  following  advantages  to  the  patrons 
of  both  companies,  the  general  public  at  large  and  the  respective 
companies. 

i.    The  advantages  to  the  users  of  telephone  service. 

(a)  The  relief  given  to  part  of  the  telephone  users  in  Con- 
neaut, Ohio,  from  the  expense  of  subscribing  for  two  telephones, 
the  estimated  annual  saving  on  this  account  being  $3,120.00. 

(b)  The  establishing  of  a  unified  service  by  which  every 
telephone  subscriber  in  Conneaut  can  talk  to  every  other  one, 
thus  eliminating  the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of  two  sys- 
tems. 

(c)  The  advantages  offered  to  patrons  of  The  Conneaut 
Telephone  Company  for  the  use  of  the  toll  and  long  distance 
service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  the  op- 
portunity offered  to  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  and  all  its  connecting  companies,  to  reach  the  sub- 
scribers of  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company. 

2.    The  advantages  to  the  general  public. 

(a)  The  possibility  of  the  removal  of  a  large  part  of  the 
present  duplicated  plants,  thus  adding  materially  to  the 
appearance  of    the    streets    of    Conneaut,    Ohio,    and    adding 
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to  the  general  public  convenience  because  of  a  universal  tele- 
phone service. 
3.    Advantages  to  the  respective  companies. 

(a)  Reduction  of  the  present  excessive  expenses  of  oper- 
ating, maintenance  and  reconstruction  incident  to  two  telephone 
systems. 

(b)  The  avoidance  of  future  useless  duplication  of  plant. 

(c)  The  securing  of  business  substantially  sufficient  to 
justify  the  operation  of  a  single  system  at  a  high  point  of 
efficiency. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  your  Commission  approve  of 
the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  at  the  price  of 
$14,556.15,  and  the  purchase  of  the  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone 
Company's  toll  property  by  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
at  the  price  of  $464.66,  in  accordance  -with  the  terms  of  the  two  bills 
of  sale,  attached  hereto  and  marked  "exhibit  A"  and  "exhibit  B"  re- 
spectively, and  at  the  same  time  that  you  approve  of  the  connecting 
arrangement  as  set  forth  in  a  traffic  agreement  agreeable  to  the  two 
parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  and  marked  "exhibit  C." 

The  Commission  promulgated  its  order  161,  reading  as  follows: 

The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  having,  on  the  9th  day  of  March,  1912,  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  of  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  by  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company,  and  of 
certain  property  of  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  by  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  for  a  connecting  arrange- 
ment and  interchange  of  service  between  the  telephone  systems  of 
said  petitioners,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  Monday,  March  25,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  the  same 
having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day,  and  the  further  hearing  there- 
of having  been  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this 
day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence, 
examining  the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  investigation  and 
inquiry  as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and,  it  appearing  that  no 
increase  in  rates  on  the  part  of  either  of  said  companies  will  result 
therefrom,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
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it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Com- 
pany certain  of  its  property  used  in  local  service  and  located  in  the 
municipality  of  Conneaut,  Ohio,  and  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale 
attached  to  the  petition  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  made  a  part 
hereof  by  reference;  and  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company 
hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor 
the  agreed  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-six  dol- 
lars and  fifteen  cents  ($14,556.15).     It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany certain  of  its  property,  used  in  toll  service  and  fully  set  out  in 
a  bill  of  sale  attached  to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  exhibit  "B," 
and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference;  and  said  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said  property 
and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  price  of  four  hundred  and  sixty-four 
dollars  and  sixty-six  cents  ($464.66).    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  and 
said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  man- 
ner and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  this  date. 


162.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Celina  and  Mercer 
County  Telephone  Company  of  Celina,  Ohio,  and  The  State 
Line  Telephone  Company  of  New  Corydon,  Indiana,  for  author- 
ity to  purchase  and  sell  property.    Approved  April  27,  1912. 

Disposing  of  the  following  matter: 

The  petitioners  respectively  represent  to  the  Commission  that 
they  are  in  the  telephone  business,  furnishing  toll  service  to  its  pa- 
trons in  Mercer  County,  Ohio. 

That  the  former  of  said  petitioners  is  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  doing  a  telephone  toll  business  in  said  Mer- 
cer County,  Ohio,  with  its  principal  office  located  at  Celina  in  said 
county. 

That  the  latter  petitioning  company  is  organized  under  the  law 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  doing  a  telephone  toll  business  in  the  State 
of  Indiana  and  in  the  county  of  Mercer  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

That  the  toll  line  of  the  latter  company  in  Mercer  County,  Ohio, 
extends  from  the  Ohio  and  Indiana  state  line  to  Chattanooga, 
Wabash  and  Celina  in  said   Mercer  County,  terminating  at  Celina. 
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Ohio.  That  the  telephone  lines  of  the  respective  said  companies  in- 
tersect each  other  in  said  Mercer  County,  Ohio. 

That  the  said  respective  companies  are  public  utilities. 

That  said  The  State  Line  Telephone  Company  desires  to  sell  its 
rights  and  property  of  every  kind  in  said  Mercer  County,  Ohio,  to 
the  said  The  Celina  and  Mercer  County  Telephone  Company  and 
the  latter  company  desires  to  buy  said  property. 

That  the  purchase  price  to  be  paid  by  the  Celina  company  to 
said  the  State  Line  Telephone  is  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  dol- 
lars to  be  paid  in  cash. 

That  the  said  The  State  Line  Telephone  Company  has  con- 
tracted for  the  sale  of  its  plant  in  the  State  of  Indiana  to  persons 
living  at  Geneva  in  said  state  who  do  not  desire  to  have  any  telephone 
property  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

That  said  The  State  Line  Telephone  Company  nor  any  of  its 
stockholders  are  to  receive  any  interest,  or  stock  in  The  Celina  and 
Mercer  County  Telephone  Company  by  reason  of  said  sale ;  but  said 
The  State  Line  Telephone  Company  is  desirous  of  selling  all  its 
property  and  dissolving  its  company. 

That  if  the  said  The  Celina  and  Mercer  County  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  permitted  to  purchase  said  telephone  property  it  will  improve 
the  lines  and  service  of  the  property  so  bought  and  furnish  adequate 
telephone  service  over  said  lines  without  any  increase  in  the  toll 
charges. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  pray  for  an  order  permitting  said 
The  Celina  and  Mercer  County  Telephone  Company  to  purchase  said 
telephone  property  of  said  The  State  Line  Telephone  Company  and 
for  such  other  relief  or  order  as  may  be  proper. 

The  Commission  promulgated  its  order  162,  reading  as  follows: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  Celina  and  Mercer  County  Telephone  Company,  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  with  its 
principal  place  of  business  at  Celina,  Ohio,  and  The  State  Line  Tele- 
phone Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  with  its  principal  place  of  business  at  New  Corydon. 
Indiana,  .the  evidence  and  the  exhibits,  and  the  Commission  being 
fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  peti- 
tion should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  State  Line  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Celina  and  Mercer  County 
Telephone  Company  all  that  portion  of  its  property  used  in  telephone 
service  and  located  in  Mercer  County,  State  of  Ohio,  as  fully 
described  in  said  petition,  and  said  The  Celina  and  Mercer  County 
Telephone  Company  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said  property 
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and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  ($425.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  this  date. 


163.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Trumbull  Public  Serv- 
ice Company  for  authority  to  issue  $164,000.00  six  per  cent, 
gold  bonds.    Dismissed  April  12,  1912. 

Tn  final  disposition  of  the  matter  presented  to  it  by  the  follow- 
ing pleading,  filed  March  12,  1912: 

The  undersigned,  The  Trumbull  Public  Service  Company,  a 
public  utilities  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  owing 
and  operating  the  public  water  supply  plant,  the  electric  light  plant 
and  the  artificial  gas  plant  in  said  city,  supplying  the  city  and  its  in- 
habitants with  water,  electric  light,  power  current  and  artificial  gas. 
respectfully  represents  to  the  Commission  that  it  acquired  by  pur- 
chase in  June,  191 1,  all  the  property  above  named  and  that  it  has 
now  outstanding  its  notes  aggregating  $150,000.00,  which  were  given 
by  it  in  part  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  said  property  and  that 
it  is  necessary  to  sell  of  its  authorized  issue  of  bonds  of  $1,500,000.00. 
of  which  $700,000.00  has  already  been  issued  and  sold,  the  further 
sum  of  $164,000.00  of  said  bonds  in  order  to  retire  said  outstanding 
notes. 

For  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  provisions  of  section  57 
of  Ohio  Laws,  volume  102,  pages  549-575,  to  procure  the  author- 
ization of  the  Commission  to  issue  $164,000.00  additional  bonds  as 
above  stated  the  company  makes  the  following  statement: 

1.  The  Trumbull  Public  Service  Company  desires  to  issue 
$164,000.00  of  its  first  mortgage  semi-annual  interest-bearing  six  per 
cent,  gold  bonds  in  denominations  of  $100.00;  $200.00;  $500.00  and 
$1,000.00,  payable  June  1,  1929. 

2.  Said  bonds  are  to  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  paying  and 
retiring  $150,000.00  of  the  company's  promissory  notes  outstanding, 
given  in  part  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  said  public  utilities, 
which  the  company  bought  in  June,  1912. 

3.  Said  bonds  are  to  be  sold  at  92. 

4.  The  total  assets  of  the  company,  as  carried  upon  its  books, 
and  as  of  December  31,  191 1,  were  $2,633,300.56  and  its  total  liabil- 
ities as  of  the  same  date,  not  including  its  surplus,  were  $2,616,83383. 

5.  Of  the  liabilities  $1,700,000.00  thereof  is  represented  by  its 
capital  stock;  $700,000.00  thereof  by  its  bonds  already  sold;  $150,- 
000.00  thereof  by  its  outstanding  promissory  notes  proposed  to  be 
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retired  by  the  sale  of  the  bonds  for  which  authority  is  here  sought  and 
$4,513.11  by  notes  given  for  merchandise;  the  remaining  liabilities 
are  for  current  expenditures. 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

This  case  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition 
of  The  Trumbull  Public  Service  Company  for  authority  to  issue  its 
bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  are  to  be  used  in  liquidating  out- 
standing notes  of  said  company  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  and  that  authority  is  sought  to  sell  said  bonds  at 
ninety-two  per  cent,  of  their  par  value,  and  that  said  transaction,  if 
consummated,  will  operate  to  increase  the  obligations  of  said  company 
without  adding  to  the  value  of  its  property,  the  Commission  is  satis- 
fied that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  not  be  granted.  It  is, 
therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  said 
bonds  be  and  it  is,  hereby,  withheld,  and  that  said  petition  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  dismissed. 


164.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Natural  Gas  Company 
of  West  Virginia  for  approval  of  sliding  scale  of  rates  for  natural 
gas  in  Salem,  Sebring,  Leetonia,  Columbiana,  Lisbon,  Washing- 
tonville,  Hanover,  Salineville  and  Beloit  in  Columbiana  County 
and  Mahoning  County,  and  Jacobsburg  and  Neff  in  Belmont 
County,  Ohio.    Dismissed  May  23,  19 12. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Natural  Gas  Company  of  West  Virginia  having  on  the  13th 
day  of  March,  1912,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  approval  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  of  a  classification  of  service  and 
a  sliding  scale  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  natural  gas  in  the  munici- 
palities and  communities  of  Salem,  Sebring,  Leetonia,  Columbiana, 
Lisbon,  Washingtonville,  Hanover,  Salineville  and  Beloit  in  Colum- 
biana and  Mahoning  Counties,  and  Jacobsburg  and  Neff  in  Belmont 
County,  and  having  filed  with  said  petition  as  an  exhibit,  designated 
as  exhibit  "B,"  a  copy  of  said  proposed  classification  of  service  and 
sliding  scale  of  rates,  and  said  matter  having  come  on  for  hearing 
on  March  29,  1912,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  due  notice  of  the  time  and 
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place  of  said  hearing  having  first  been  given,  and  having  been  heard 
in  part  on  said  day,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  con- 
tinued from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consid- 
eration. After  hearing  the  evidence,  examining  the  exhibits,  consid- 
ering the  arguments  of  counsel,  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and 
investigation  as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing 
that  said  classification  of  service  and  sliding  scale  of  rates  are  unjust 
and  discriminatory,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  not  be  granted,  it  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  approval  of  the  Commission  of  said  classifica- 
tion of  service  and  sliding  scale  of  rates  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby, 
withheld,  and  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  be,  and  the  same  is. 
hereby,  denied. 


165.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  North  Randall  Railway 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  $150,000.00  capital  stock  and 
$150,000.00  bonds.    Approved  April  21,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  North  Randall  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  having  on  the  13th  day  of  March,  1912,  filed 
its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, par  value  of  its  capital  stock,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  par  value  of  its  bonds,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiring  a  right-of-way,  locating  and  constructing  thereon, 
and  equipping  a  line  of  electric  railway,  and  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  incident  thereto,  and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  March  22,  '1912,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been 
heard  in  part  on  said  day,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been 
continued  from  day  to  day,  and  the  applicant  having,  on  the  26th  day 
of  March;  1912,  filed  an  amended  petition  wherein  the  amount  of  se- 
curities sought  to  be  issued  is  reduced  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  par 
value,  of  its  capital  stock,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
par  value  of  its  bonds,  said  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing 
upon  the  petition,  the  amended  petition,  the  exhibits  and  the  evidence. 
After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  stock  and  bonds  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the 
lawful  obligations  of  said  company,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the    prayer    of   said    amended    petition    should    be    granted.

Okdered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock 
and  bonds  be  devoted  by  said  The  North  Randall  Railway  Company  to 
and  used  for  the  following  purposes  and  no  other,  to-wit :  in  acquiring 
a  right-of-way,  in  locating  and  constructing  thereon  and  in  equipping 
a  line  of  electric  railway,  and  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  incident 
thereto,  as  fully  set  out  and  described  in  detailed  estimates,  a  profile 
and  map,  marked  exhibits  "A,"  "B,"  "C"  and  "D,"  respectively,  at- 
tached to  said  petition  and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference.  It 
is  further, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  North  Randall  Railway  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said 
stock  and  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  amounts 
realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable  and 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock  and  bonds ; 
at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from 
the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  said  stock  and  bonds,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail, 
the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  and  that  such 
report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  said  stock  and  bonds  have 
been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order.

FINDING  AND  ORDfeR. 

This  case  is  submitted  under  the  provisions  of  section  579-80  of 
the  General  Code  of  Ohio,  as  amended  May  9,  1910,  Ohio  Laws, 
volume  101,  page   173. 

The  complaint,  with  complainant's  affidavits  and  exhibits,  was 
filed  March  13,  1912.  The  separate  answer  of  the  defendant,  The 
Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  and 
counter  affidavits,  was  filed  March  21,  '1912,  and  the  separate  answer 
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of  the  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  and  counter 
affidavits,  was  filed  April  4,  191 2,  and  the  affidavits  of  complainant 
in  rebuttal  were  filed  April  '15,  1912. 

Upon  examination  of  the  pleadings,  affidavits  and  exhibits,  the 
Commission  find  that  on  or  about  the  22nd  day  of  January,  1910,  the 
complainant  delivered  to  the  defendant,  The  Hocking  Valley  Rail- 
way Company,  at  Nelsonville,  Ohio,  one  carload  of  coal  of  the  net 
weight  of  60,500  pounds,  loaded  in  Hocking  Valley  Railway  car  No. 
342,  and  consigned  to  The  John  A.  Murphy  Company  at  Dayton. 
Ohio,  upon  the  line  of  the  defendant,  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chi- 
cago and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  and  that,  upon  arrival  of  said 
car  of  coal  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  said  car  contained  but  39,000  pounds  of 
coal,  the  same  being  21,500  pounds  of  coal  less  than  had  been  deliv- 
ered to  said  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company  by  complainant 
at  Nelsonville;  that  the  value  of  said  coal  so  lost  is  two  dollars  and 
thirty-five  cents  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds,  and  that  the  complainant 
was  damaged  by  reason  of  the  loss  of  said  coal  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
four  dollars  and  nine  cents  ($24.09). 

The  Commission  further  find  that  on  or  about  the  28th  day  of 
February,  1910,  the  complainant  delivered  to  the  defendant,  The 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  one  carload  of  coal  of 
the  net  weight  of  77,800  pounds  loaded  in  Cleveland,  Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  car  No. 38,443,  consigned  to  The 
John  A.  Murphy  Company  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  upon  the  line 
of  the  defendant,  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St. 
Louis  Railway  Company,  and  that,  upon  the  arrival  of  said 
car  of  coal  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  said  car  contained  but  61,600 
pounds  of  coal,  the  same  being  16,200  pounds  of  coal  less  than 
had  been  delivered  as  aforesaid,  to  said  The  Hocking  Valley  Company 
at  Nelsonville,  Ohio,  that  the  value  of  said  coal  is  two  dollars  and 
thirty-five  cents  ($2.35)  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds,  and  that  complain- 
ant's damage  by  reason  of  said  loss  of  said  coal  is  the  sum  of  seven- 
teen dollars  and  eighty-six  cents  ($17.86). 

The  Commission  further  find  that  said  coal  in  each  instance  was 
lost  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  said  defendants  in  the  protection  of 
said  coal  while  in  transit. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  the  defendants  are  not  liable 
to  the  complainant  for  the  value  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  pounds  of 
coal  in  each  of  said  shipments,  said  cars  having  been  billed  at  a  weight 
of  one  thousand  pounds  less  than  the  actual  weight  thereof,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  tariff  regulations  of  defendants  and  with  complain- 
ant's consent  and  acquiescence  therein. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  complainant  presented  to 
the  said  defendants  his  claim  against  them  on  account  of  said  shortage 
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in  coal,  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  191-1,  and  that  on  or  about  the  26th 
day  of  September,  191 1,  said  claim  was  finally  rejected,  and  that  more 
than  sixty  (60)  days  elapsed  between  the  presentation  of  said  claim 
to  the  defendants  by  complainant,  and  the  filing  of  this  complaint 
with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  there  is  due  complainant  from 
defendants  for  the  loss  of  coal  in  said  two  shipments  from  Nelsonville. 
Ohio,  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  as  herein  set  out,  the  total  sum  of  forty-one 
dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  ($41.95),  with  interest  thereon  from  the 
13th  day  of  March,  1912,  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  this  action 
by  complainant. 

The  Commission  further  find  that  complainant  is  located  in  the 
county  of  Athens,  State  of  Ohio.     It  is,  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  finding  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter  be 
certified  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  said  Athens 
County. 

We,  O.  P.  Gothlin,  J.  C.  Sullivan  and  O.  H.  Hughes,  constitut- 
ing The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  do,  hereby,  certify  the 
foregoing  to  be  the  finding  of  The  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio  in  the  above  entitled  case,  as  shown  by  the  records  and  files 
of  said  Commission.

exchange  of  business  would  be  profitable  and  advantageous ;  that  the 
said  The  Vickery  Telephone  Company  owns  a  line  of  poles  extend- 
ing from  Vickery  to  the  southeast  corner  of  Section  No.  14,  Town- 
send  Township,  Sandusky  County,  Ohio,  commonly  known  as  Beebe's 
Corners,  and  that  The  Sandusky  Telephone  Company  aforesaid  owns 
a  line  of  poles  extending  from  Castalia,  Ohio,  to  the  same  point  and 
there  intersecting  with  the  line  aforesaid  of  The  Vickery  Telephone 
Company;  that  the  said  companies,  your  petitioners,  have  entered 
into  a  contract  subject  to  the  approval  of  your  Commission  which  will 
enable  them  to  operate  their  lines  in  connection  with  each  other  and 
to  have  an  exchange  of  business  on  a  toll  basis  with  the  exchanges 
and  patrons  of  each  other,  as  is  fully  set  forth  and  shown  in  said  contract 
aforesaid,  a  copy  of  which  is  marked  exhibit  "A"  and  hereto  attached 
and  made  a  part  hereof.  It  is  set  forth  in  said  contract  that  each 
party  shall  within  the  time  therein  stated  construct  and  maintain  toll 
circuits  over  said  pole  lines  aforesaid  between  their  exchanges  above 
named.  The  toll  rates  to  be  charged  for  toll  service  are  also  provided 
for  in  said  contract  and  also  the  manner  in  which  said  tolls  for  tele- 
phone messages  shall  be  divided  between  said  companies  and  refer- 
ence is  made  to  said  contract  in  which  the  same  is  fully  set  forth. 
Said  contract  also  provides  for  the  manner  in  which  settlement  shall 
be  made  between  said  companies  and  provides  that  the  contract  shall 
remain  in  force  during  the  period  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  date 
of  which  the  interchange  of  business  shall  begin  and  that  it  shall  le- 
new  itself  for  periods  of  one  year  each  unless  terminated  by  either 
party  hereto  giving  the  other  party  six  months'  notice  of  its  desire 
to  terminate  the  same.  Said  contract  is  executed  by  both  of  said 
companies  by  the  proper  officers  thereof  but  is  not  dated  and  is  in- 
tended to  become  effective  at  once  upon  the  approval  of  your  Com- 
mission. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  for  such  an  order  in  the  prem- 
ises as  your  honorable  body  may  deem  proper  and  tke  circumstances 
may  require. 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
order : 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
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petition  of  The  Sandusky  Telephone  Company  and  The  Vickery  Tele- 
phone Company,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits;  and  the  Commission, 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of 
said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Sandusky  Telephone  Company  and  The 
Vickery  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to 
form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Sandusky  Telephone  Company  and  The 
Vickery  Telephone  Company  file  forthwith  schedules  showing  the 
proportion  of  toll  charges  that  each  shall  receive.     It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
from  and  after  the  filing  of  such  schedules. 


184.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Lebanon  Telephone  Company  with  respect  to  its 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Dismissed  March 
19,  1912. 

The  order  instituting  this  proceeding  was  drawn  in  the  same 
terms  as  the  proceeding  No.  167,  Mr.  O.  S.  Bell,  secretary  of  said 
company,  being  summoned  to  appear  March  27,  1912,  and  the  matter 
was  closed  with  the  following  entry : 

It  appearing  that  The  Lebanon  Telephone  Company  has  this 
day  filed  schedule  of  rates,  this  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


185.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  John  A.  Stewart 
Electric  Company  and  The  Hocking  Power  Company  for  author- 
ity to  sell  and  purchase  property.     Dismissed  April  30,  1912. 

The  petition  in  this  proceeding  is  as  follows : 

Now  comes  John  A.  Stewart,  who  says  that  he  is  the  sole  owner 
of  the  John  A.  Stewart  Electric  Company,  located  at  Nelsonville, 
Athens  County,  Ohio,  and  The  Hocking  Power  Company,  an  Ohio 
corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  electricity  for 
light,  heat  and  power,  who  jointly  petition  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  Ohio  to  be  permitted  to  issue  certain  capital 
stock  for  property. 

John  A.  Stewart  says  that  he  is  the  sole  owner  of  the  John  A. 
Stewart  Electric  Company,  which  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  supply- 
ing electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power  purposes  to  consumers  with- 
in the  county  of  Athens ;  that  he  has  franchises  upon  the  streets  and

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alleys  of  the  city  of  Nelsonville ;  that  he  has  said  property  now  held 
and  owned  by  him  in  the  city  of  Nelsonville,  Ohio,  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  is  made  a  part  of  this  petition. 
He  further  says  that  the  said  property  is  now  incumbered  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $20,000,  which  incumbrance  The  Hocking  Power  Company 
shall  assume  and  agree  to  pay. 

The  Hocking  Power  Company  says  that  it  is  a  corporation, 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  power  to  engage 
in  the  business  of  supplying  electricity  for  light,  heat  and  power  to 
consumers  within  the  State  of  Ohio  and  within  the  counties  of  Athens, 
Hocking,  Fairfield  and  Franklin ;  that  it  desires  to  exchange  for  the 
property  of  John  A.  Stewart,  a  list  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and 
marked  exhibit  "A"  and  made  a  part  of  this  petition,  for  $50,000  of 
its  capital  stock.     Said  property  is  located  in  Nelsonville,  Ohio. 

STATEMENT  REQUIRED  UNDER  GENERAL  CODE 
SECTIONS  614-54. 

The  following  statement  is  made  jointly  by  John  A.  Stewart 
Electric  Company,  John  A.  Stewart,  sole  owner,  and  The  Hocking 
Power  Company: 

1.  The  Hocking  Power  Company  proposes  to  issue  $50,000  of 
its  capital  stock  to  John  A.  Stewart. 

2.  John  A.  Stewart  is  to  deliver  property  to  The  Hocking  Power 
Company  for  said  capital  stock. 

3.  The  description  and  value  of  the  property  to  be  exchanged 
is  hereto  attached,  marked  exhibit  "A"  and  is  made  a  part  of  this 
statement. 

4.  The  stock  is  to  be  exchanged  for  the  property  described  in 
the  statement,  and  The  Hocking  Power  Company  is  to  assume  $20,- 
000  of  the  indebtedness  upon  said  property. 

5.  No  money  is  to  be  exchanged,  but  The  Hocking  Power  Com- 
pany is  to  assume  $20,000  indebtedness. 

6.  The  total  assets  of  The  Hocking  Power  Company  will  be 
the  amount  of  the  property  which  it  receives  from  John  A.  Stewart; 
the  total  liabilities  will  be  $20,000,  which  it  assumes,  $10,000,  bor- 
rowed money,  which  is  to  be  hereafter  invested  for  the  benefit  of 
the  property,  and  $50,000  stock  which  it  proposes  to  issue  to  John 
A.  Stewart. 

7.  The  company  comes  into  possession  of  a  franchise  in  the 
city  of  Nelsonville,  Ohio,  which  franchise  has  been  construed  by  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  to  be  perpetual.  Ten  thousand 
($10,000)   dollars  of  the  indebtedness  described  in  number  six  is  on 
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hand  and  to  be  spent  upon  the  property  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
property. 

Wherefore  The  Hocking  Power  Company  and  John  A.  Stewart, 
operating  under  the  name  of  John  A.  Stewart  Electric  Company, 
jointly  pray  that  your  honorable  Commission  may  permit  them  as 
public  service  utilities  to  make  the  exchange  of  property  heretofore 
described  for  the  capital  stock  heretofore  mentioned. 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
order: 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  John  A.  Stewart  Electric  Company  and  The  Hock- 
ing Power  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  Ohio, 
the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  amount 
to  be  paid  by  The  Hocking  Power  Company  to  The  John  A.  Stewart 
Electric  Company  for  the  property  described  in  the  petition  and  the 
exhibits  attached  thereto,  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  value  of  said 
property,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  not  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  this  case  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  dismissed. 


1 86.    The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  City  of  Toledo,  Defendant. 

On  the  19th  day  of  March,  191 2,  the  following  appeal  was 
lodged  with  the  Commission : 

Now  comes  the  complainant,  The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light 
Company,  and  respectfully  shows  that  it  is  a  corporation  duly  organ- 
ized and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
having  its  office  and  principal  place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Toledo, 
Ohio,  and  engaged,  among  other  things,  in  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing and  supplying  artificial  gas  for  lighting,  heating  and  power, 
purposes  to  the  city  of  Toledo,  and  to  other  consumers  within  the 
city  of  Toledo. 

Said  complainant  has  duly  and  regularly  succeeded  to  and  is  ex- 
ercising all  and  singular  the  rights  of  The  Toledo  Gas  Light  and  Coke 
Company,  including  the  rights  of  said  company  under  and  by  virtue 
of  a  certain  ordinance  passed  by  \he  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Toledo,  on  the  19th  day  of  August,  1901,  and  accepted  in  writing  im- 
mediately thereafter  by  said  The  Toledo  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Com- 
pany.   The  said  ordinance  fixed  the  price  of  gas  to  be  charged  by  said 
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The  Toledo  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  for 
a  period  of  ten  years,  as  follows : 

******  sa^  company  s]iau  ke  entitled  to  charge  for  gas  fur- 
nished by  it  to  consumers  in  the  city  of  Toledo  not  to  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing rates : 

Bills  for  gas  consumed  shall  be  rendered  monthly,  and  at  the 
rate  of  Q5  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  and  when  used  for  illumi- 
nating purposes,  and  when  such  gas  is  measured  separately  under  the 
rules  of  The  Toledo  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  and  consumed 
for  fuel  purposes,  either  for  domestic  or  industrial  uses,  such  gas 
consumption  will  be  billed  at  the  rate  of  70  cents  per  each  1,000 
cubic  feet. 

Complainant  is  now  and  has  been  charging  for  artificial  gas 
furnished  to  consumers  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  in  accordance  with  the 
prices  so  fixed,  and  has  duly  filed  its  schedule  of  charges  for  artificial 
gas  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio. 

Complainant  further  says  that  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  1912, 
the  council  of  the  city  of  Toledo  passed  a  certain  ordinance  purport-, 
ing  to  be  in  accordance  with  sections  3982  and  3983  of  the  General 
Code  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  a  copy  of  which  said  ordinance  is  as  follows : 

An  ordinance  regulating  the  price  which  gas  companies  may  charge 
for  artificial  gas,  and  including  the  use  and  repair  of  meters 
furnished  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Toledo,  Ohio: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  council  of  the  city  of  Toledo,  State  of  Ohio : 

Section  1.  During  the  period  of  five  years  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  maximum  price  of  artificial  gas  fur- 
nished to  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Toledo  by  any  and  all  companies 
furnishing  such  gas  for  illuminating  or  fuel  purposes,  or  both,  in  said 
city,  be  and  it  is  nereby  fixed  as  follows : 

For  Illuminating  Purposes- — When  bills  for  gas  remain  unpaid 
for  a  period  of  ten  days  after  presentation,  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
cents  per  each  1,000  cubic  feet;  when  bills  are  paid  within  ten  days 
after  being  rendered,  70  cents  per  each  1,000  cubic  feet. 

For  Fuel  Purposes — When  bills  for  gas  remain  unpaid  for  a 
period  of  ten  days  after  presentation,  the  sum  of  75  cents  per  each 
1,000  cubic  feet;  when  bills  are  paid  within  ten  days  after  being  ren- 
dered 70  cents  per  each  1,000  cubic  feet. 

Section  2.  The  said  prices  for  illuminating  and  fuel  purposes 
specified  in  section  1  hereof,  shall  include  the  use  of  meters  to  be 
furnished  and  kept  in  repair  by  said  companies,  and  no  separate 
charge  shall  be  made  either  directly  or  indirectly  for  the  use  or  repair 
of  them.  In  case,  however,  the  amount  of  gas  consumed  in  any  one 
month  shall  amount,  at  the  rates  specified  in  section  1  hereof,  to  less 
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than  25  cents  per  month,  such  companies  may  nevertheless  charge  for 
such  month  the  maximum  flat  sum  of  25  cents. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force 
from  and  after  the  earliest  period  allowed  by  law  and  this  is  an 
emergency  measure.

The  said  ordinance  was  approved  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  of 
Toledo,  on  February  1,  1912. 

This  complainant  is  informed  and  believes  that  the-  said  or- 
dinance was  duly  published  in  The  Toledo  Blade  February  3-10,  1912; 
in  The  Toledo  Express  February  6-13,  191 2,  and  in  The  Toledo  World 
February  9-16,  1912. 

This  complainant  protests  against  and  is  aggrieved  by,  and  does 
hereby  appeal  from,  the  said  ordinance  and  regulation  of  the  city  of 
Toledo,  on  the  following,  among  other,  grounds,  to-wit: 

1.  The  price  so  fixed  by  ordinance  aforesaid  is  unjust,  and  un- 
reasonable and  insufficient  to  yield  reasonable  compensation  for  the 
service  involved. 

2.  The  said  price  so  fixed  by  ordinance  was  fixed  without  due 
regard  to  the  value  of  all  the  property  of  the  complainant  actually 
used  and  useful  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  and  without  due 
regard  to  the  necessity  for  making  reservations  from  income  for  sur- 
plus, depreciation  and  contingencies,  as  required  by  law. 

3.  The  said  price  so  fixed  by  ordinance  as  aforesaid,  did  not 
and  does  not  duly  regard  the  nature  and  character  of  the  artificial  gas 
business  and  the  special  circumstances  and  conditions  affecting  it 
and  the  conduct  thereof,  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  such  as  restrictions  and 
limitations  upon  the  volume  of  business,  competition,  and  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  proper. 

4.  The  said  price  so  fixed  by  ordinance  is  not  adequate  and 
sufficient  to  yield  a  fair  compensation  for  artificial  gas  service  fur- 
nished, and,  in  addition,  to  cover  the  expense  involved  in  providing 
meters  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair. 

Wherefore,  this  complainant  prays  that  the  Commission  may  give 
notice  of  the  filing  and  pendency,  and  of  the  time  of  hearing  of  this  com- 
plaint to  the  honorable  mayor  of  the  city  of  Toledo,  and  that  after 
full  and  complete  hearing  and  investigation,  this  Commission  may  fix 
and  determine  the  just  and  reasonable  price  to  be  charged  by  the  com- 
plainant for  artificial   gas   during  the   period   fixed   by  the  said  or- 
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dinance,  and  order  the  same  substituted  for  the  price  as  fixed  by  the 
said  ordinance. 

This  matter  had  been  fully  heard,  and  the  Commission's  experts 
were  engaged  in  making  a  valuation  of  the  physical  property  of  the 
complainant  used  in  its  said  service,  at  the  time  of  the  publication  of 
this  volume. 


187.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Tiffin  Water  Works  for 
authority  to  issue  $150,000.00  par  value  bonds.  Approved  May 
29,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Tiffin  Water  Works,  a  corporation  incorporated  and  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  19th  day 
of  March,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  its  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  the  proceeds  to  be  used, 
1st,  for  refunding  or  liquidating  applicant's  present  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  of  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars ;  2nd,  to  pay 
applicant's  floating  indebtedness  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars ;  3rd, 
to  pay  for  five  thousand  feet  of  proposed  extensions  of  applicant's 
pipe  system  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  and  4th, 
to  reimburse  income  account  to  the  amount  of  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  said  sum  has  been  expended  from  income  for  improve- 
ments and  extensions  during  the  years  1909,  1910  and  191 1,  as  fully 
set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  April  3,  1912,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day 
and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day, 
said  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the 
evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  applicant's 
present  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  amounts  to  one  hundred 
and  ten  thousand  dollars,  that  the  same  matures  on  May  1,  191 2,  that 
the  said  present  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  should  on  said  date  be 
liquidated  or  refunded,  and  that  the  funds  for  such  liquidation  or  re- 
funding should  be  raised  by  the  issue  of  new  bonds  of  said  corpora- 
tion, the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  such  portion  of  said  petition  as 
relates  to  the  liquidation  or  refunding  of  applicant's  present  out- 
standing bonds  should  be  allowed.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  Tiffin   Water  Works   be,  and   it  hereby   is 
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authorized  to  issue,  as  of  the  date  of  the  cancellation  and  retirement 
of  its  original  bonds,  as  set  forth  herein,  its  bonds  of  the  par  value 
of  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars  ($110,000.00),  bearing  in- 
terest at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  that 
said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than 
the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commis- 
sion that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  rea- 
sonably required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  devoted  to  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit :  The 
liquidation  or  refunding  of  applicant's  present  outstanding  bonds, 
which  amount  to  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  bear  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  applicant  retire  upon  the  date  of  its  maturity, 
to-wit,  May  1,  1912,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  its  present  out- 
standing bonded  indebtedness  of  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Tiffin  Water  Works  make  verified  report 
to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  or  any 
part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  be  the  highest  price  obtainable  and  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  par  value  of  said  bonds ;  upon  the  retirement  of  said 
present  outstanding  bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
cancellation  of  such  indebtedness,  detailing  the  number,  date  and 
amount  of  each  bond ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period 
of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use 
made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  that  such  reports 
be  made  until  all  of  applicant's  present  outstanding  bonds  have  been 
retired  and  cancelled,  and  all  of  said  bonds  herein  authorized  have 
been  disposed  of  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  have 
been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  as  to  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  other  purposes 
stated  in  said  petition,  this  cause  be  continued  for  further  investiga- 
tion.

the  Commission  having,  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1912,  issued  an 
order  authorizing  the  issue  and  sale  of  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand 
dollars,  par  value,  of  said  bonds  to  be  used  for  the  liquidation  or  re- 
funding of  petitioner's  present  outstanding  bonds,  which  amount  to 
one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  said  matter  as  to  the  issue 
of  bonds  for  said  other  purposes  having  been  continued  for  further 
investigation,  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition, 
the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  bonds  are 
to  be  used  for  the  liquidation  of  petitioner's  outstanding  indebtedness 
heretofore  incurred  in  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  im- 
provements and  betterments  to  the  plant  and  property  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  the  remainder  of  the  proceeds  of  said  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  par  value,  bonds  to  be  devoted  to  the  future  construction  of 
additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to  the  plant  and 
property  of  said  petitioner,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  filed  herein, 
the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  as  to  the 
issue  of  an  additional  twenty  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  bonds 
should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Tiffin  Water  Works  be,  and  it  hereby  is 
authorized  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  ob- 
tainable and  at  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opin- 
ion and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  from 
the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  devoted  to  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  1st, 
so  much  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars, par  value,  of  said  bonds  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  used  for  the 
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liquidation  of  the  outstanding  obligations  of  said  company  incurred 
in  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  bet- 
terments to  the  plant  and  property  of  said  company,  as  follows : 

Water  pipe  extensions $12,400  00 

24x24xl4-foot  brick   extension   to  pumping  station 1,200  00 

Meters  and  hydrants 800  00 

$14,300  00 

2nd,  the  surplus  remaining  from  the  sale  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
par  value  of  said  bonds,  after  the  liquidation  of  petitioner's  outstand- 
ing indebtedness,  as  hereinabove  noted,  plus  the  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  five  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  bonds  to  be  devoted 
to  the  future  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and 
betterments  to  the  plant  and  property  of  said  company,  as  fully  set 
out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Tiffin  Water  Works  make  verified  re- 
port to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  or 
any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  there- 
from, which  shall  be  the  highest  price  obtainable  and  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  par  value  of  said  bonds;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every 
period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and 
use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  and  that  such  re- 
port be  made  until  all  of  said  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  dis- 
posed of  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  have  been  ex- 
pended pursuant  to  this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  issue  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  bonds  to  reimburse  peti- 
tioner's income  account  for  money  heretofore  expended  for  additions, 
extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to  the  plant  and  property 
of  said  Tiffin  Water  Works  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  withheld  and 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  with  respect  thereto  denied. 


1 88.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  New  Concord  Tele- 
phone Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the 
purchase  of  certain  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company  and  for  a 
connecting  arrangement  for  an  exchange  of  service  between  the 
applicants.    Approved  April  30,  1912. 

The  petition  in  this  proceeding  is  as  follows: 

Permission  is  respectfully  requested  by  The  New  Concord  Tele- 
phone Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  that 
your  Commission  approve  the  purchase  of  certain  property  by  The 
New  Concord  Telephone  Company  from  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
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Company,  said  property  located  in  Union  Township,  Muskingum 
County,  Ohio,  at  a  price  amounting  to  $500.00,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  bill  of  sale  attached  hereto  and  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and 
at  the  same  time  that  you  approve  of  a  connecting  arrangement  as  set 
out  in  the  connecting  contract  or  traffic  agreement  agreeable  to  two 
parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  marked  exhibit  "B." 

At  the  present  time  both  companies  are  operating  telephone  ex- 
changes and  furnishing  telephone  service  in  New  Concord  and  vicin- 
ity; The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company  with  approximately  248 
subscribers  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  with  approxv 
imately  29  subscribers. 

Your  petitioners  further  state  that  under  the  existing  dual  con- 
ditions The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company  can  give  its  patrons 
only  a  limited  long  distance  or  toll  service  and  it  is  entirely  cut  off 
from  the  exchange  service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company's 
plant  at  Zanesville,  the  county  seat,  with  approximately  3,800  sub- 
scribers where  naturally  a  large  portion  of  its  subscribers'  business 
is  transacted;  that  it  has  no  connection  with  many  other  independ- 
ent companies  (connected  with  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany) throughout  Muskingum  County  and  vicinity. 

It  is  further  stated  that  The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company 
is  unable  to  reach  the  subscribers  of  The  Norwich  Mutual  Telephone 
Company  of  Norwich,  Ohio,  with  approximately  100  subscribers  and 
but  three  miles  distant — the  business  and  social  relations  of  these  two 
places  being  almost  identical;  that  it  has  no  connection  with  The 
Muskingum  County  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  owning  and 
operating  exchanges  at  Rix  Mills  with  approximately  no  subscrib- 
ers and  at  Spratt  with  approximately  100  subscribers ;  that  it  does  not 
connect  with  many  other  large  and  small  cities  and  villages  in  prox- 
imity to  New  Concord ;  that  a  large  part  of  the  telephone  business  of 
this  community  is  transacted  with  residents  of  these  cities  and  vil- 
lages which  now  have  no  toll  lines  connecting  with  The  New  Con- 
cord Telephone  Company.  That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany has  ample  facilities  and  owns  and  operates  lines  connecting 
with  all  of  these  points  and  many  others  throughout  Ohio  and  ad- 
joining states. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  the  sale  of  the  property 
be  approved  and  permission  granted  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  the 
traffic  agreement. 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
order : 

The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
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Illinois,  having,  on  the  20th  day  of  March,  1912,  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  of  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  by  The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company,  and 
foi  a  connecting  arrangement  and  interchange  of  service  between 
the  telephone  systems  of  said  petitioners,  and  the  time  for  hearing 
said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Friday,  March  29,  1912,  at  four 
o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  the  same  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said 
day,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day 
to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,' 
the  exhibits  and  the  evidence. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  no  increase  in 
rates  on  the  part  of  either  of  said  companies  will  result  therefrom, 
the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should 
be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  New  Concord  Telephone 
Company  certain  of  its  property  used  in  local  service  and  located  in 
the  municipality  of  New  Concord,  Muskingum  County,  Ohio,  and 
vicinity,  and  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale  attached  to  the  petition  and 
marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference ;  and 
said  The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company  hereby  is  authorized  to 
purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  New  .Concord  Telephone  Company  and 
said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  hereby  are  au- 
thorized to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 

189.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  and  hearing  by  the  Commis- 
sion, upon  its  own  initiative,  of  the  neglect,  failure  and  refusal 
of  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  to  extend  its  mains,  pipes 
and  lines  into,  upon  and  along  the  streets,  roads,  alleys  and  pub- 
lic ways  of  Crest  View  Addition  to  the  city  of  Columbus,  and 
to  furnish  its  product  and  service  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
Crest  View  Addition.     Dismissed  July  16,  1912. 

As  of  date  March  12,  1912,  the  Commission  spread  the  follow- 
ing entry : 

It  being  made  to  appear  to  the  Commission  that  The  Federal 
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Gas  and  Fuel  Company  has  failed,  neglected  and  refused  to'  extend 
its  mains,  pipes,  lines  and  service  to  and  within  what  is  designated 
as  Crest  View  Addition  to  the  city  of  Columbus,  said  addition  being 
a  part  of  and  lying  wholly  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city, 
and  it  appearing  that  by  reason  of  the  said  failure,  neglect  and  re- 
fusal of  said  company  to  so  extend  its  mains,  pipes  and  lines,  that  the 
product  and  service  of  the  said  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company 
cannot  be  obtained  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  Crest  View  Addition, 
it  is.  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  be  made  and  a  hearing  had  by 
the  Commission,  upon  its  own  initiative,  to  consider  and  determine 
whether  or  not  the  said  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  should 
be  required,  by  order  of  the  Commission,  to  extend  its  mains,  lines 
and  pipes  into,  along  and  upon  the  streets,  roads,  alleys  and  public 
ways  of  said  Crest  View  Addition,  or  any  part  thereof,  so  that  the 
said  inhabitants  of  said  Crest  View  Addition  may  obtain  the  service 
and  product  of  the  said  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company.  It  is 
furthei 

Ordered,  That  said  investigation  be  made  and  said  hearing  had 
on  Thursday,  the  nth  day  of  April,  1912,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noun  of  said  day,  at  the  hearing  room  of  the  Commission  in  the 
Capitol  building,  at  Columbus,  Ohio.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  notice  of  said  investigation  and  hearing  be 
served  upon  the  said  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  not  less 
than  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the  date  and  time  thereof.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proper  officials,  agents  and  employees  of 
said  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  be  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  herein  for  said 
investigation  and  hearing,  and  there  to  give  such  testimony  as  may 
be  proper  in  the  premises. 

This  investigation  was,  after  several  continuances,  held  and  a 
voluminous  record  taken.  The  question  of  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission to  order  the  extension  of  the  distributing  plant  of  the  said 
public  utility  having  been  raised,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  At- 
torney General  of  Ohio  for  an  opinion.  Upon  receipt  of  his  reply. 
to  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  volume,  this  proceeding  was  formally 
closed  July  16,  1912,  with  the  following  entry: 

It  appearing  that  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  had 
failed  and  refused  to  extend  its  pipes,  lines  and  mains  into  and  upon 
certain  of  the  streets,  roads,  alleys  and  public  ways  of  that  portion  of 
the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  designated  as  Crest  View,  and  was  at 
the  time  of  the  commencement  of  this  investigation  so  failing  and 
refusing,  and  that,  by  reason  of  such  failure  and  refusal,  the  prod- 
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net  and  service  of  said  company  could  not  be  obtained  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  said  portion  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  it  appearing, 
upon  investigation,  that  in  order  to  afford  relief  sought  by  said  in- 
habitants, an  extension  of  the  distributing  plant  of  said  The  Federal 
Gas  and  Fuel  Company  would  be  necessary,  and  it  appearing  further 
that  this  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  to  compel  or  require  such 
extension,  by  said  company,  of  its  distributing  plant,  this  case  is, 
therefore,  dismissed  without  further  record. 


190.  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company,  Sidney,  Ohio,  Complainant, 
versus  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  Sidney,  Ohio,  De- 
fendant. 

The  above  named  complainant  says : 

That  it  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  for  carrying  on  and  doing  a  general  telephone  business  for 
profit,  with  its  principal  office  and  place  of  business  in  the  city  of 
Sidney,  in  Shelby  County  in  said  State,  and  that  since  the  date  of  its 
organization  in  the  year  1899,  it  has  continuously  carried  on  said  busi- 
ness and  is  now  carrying  on  said  business,  in  the  said  county  and  in 
various  municipalities  and  localities  thereof. 

That  the  defendant  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  law? 
of  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the  purpose  of  doing  a  general  telephone 
business  for  profit  in  the  said  county  of  Shelby,  and  has  been  engaged 
since  its  organization  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1910,  in  doing  said 
telephone  business  in  said  county,  and  is  now  so  engaged,  as  herein- 
after averred. 

Said  complainant  herein  complains  that  the  said  defendant  in 
and  about  the  doing  and  carrying  on  of  its  business  as  a  public  utility 
corporation  in  said  State,  is  carrying  on  its  said  business,  as  afore- 
said, in  violation  of  law  in  the  following  particulars,  to-wit : 

1.  That  since  July  1,  191 1,  said  defendant  has  sold,  disposed  of 
and  issued  and  is  now  selling,  disposing  of  and  issuing  stocks  and 
bonds  of  said  company,  without  the  authority,  consent  or  permission 
of  the  said  Commission  in  that  behalf,  made  or  given. 

2.  That  since  said  July  I,  191 1,  said  defendant  has,  without  secur- 
ing from  said  Commission  a  certificate,  after  public  hearing,  that  the 
same  is  proper  and  necessary  for  the  public  convenience,  been  exercis- 
ing permits,  rights,  licenses  and  franchises  which  had  not  prior  to  said 
July  1,  191-1,  been  actually  exercised  by  it,  to  own  and  operate  a  plant 
for  the  furnishing  of  a  telephone  service  in  the  municipality  of  Sidney 
and  in  the  various  localities  of  the  said  county,  where  there  was  at 
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the  time,  and  now  is  in  operation  a  telephone  company,  to-wit,  the 
complainant  company  herein,  which  was  and  is  now  giving  and  fur- 
nishing adequate  service  as  required  to  do  by  law. 

3.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  plan  and  purpose  mentioned  in 
paragraph  2nd  hereof,  said  defendant  is  at  this  time  engaged  by  its 
agents  and  attorneys,  in  soliciting  subscription  to  its  capital  stock  from 
the  citizens  of  the  village  of  Anna,  and  in  the  localities  about  said  vil- 
lage, in  said  county,  and  representing  to  all  persons  that  it  (said  defend- 
ant company)  has  a  franchise  from  said  village  to  put  in  and  maintain  a 
telephone  plant  and  system  in  said  village,  and  that  it  will,  and  does 
intend  and  propose  to  build  and  install  a  telephone  plant  and  system 
in  the  said  village,  and  in  and  for  the  locality  or  localities  thereof,  not- 
withstanding there  is  now  in  operation  a  telephone  company,  furnish- 
ing adequate  service  in  said  village,  and  in  the  locality  and  localities 
about  said  village,  to-wit,  the  complainant  company  herein,  and. 
notwithstanding  said  defendant  company  has  not  secured  from  said 
Commission  the  certificate  necessary  for  the  defendant  company  to 
have,  before  it  can  exercise  any  such  permit,  license,  right  or  fran- 
chise in  the  said  village  or  in  the  locality  or  localities  about  said  vil- 
lage. 

4.  That  said  defendant  company,  since  said  July  1,  191 1,  has 
been,  and  is  now  engaged  in  putting  up  pole  lines  and  other  equipment 
for  furnishing  a  telephone  service  along  the  same  roads,  streets,  alleys, 
and  highways,  *parallel  with  the  lines  of  said  complainant  company 
in  most  cases  and  in  and  through  the  various  localities  in  said  county, 
and  in  the  municipality  of  Sidney  in  said  county,  and  in  which  local- 
ities and  municipality  aforesaid,  there  was  and  is  already  in  operation 
a  telephone  company  furnishing  adequate  telephone  service  to  the 
public  in  said  localities,  to-wit,  the  complainant  company  herein,  with- 
out having  first  secured  from  the  said  Commission  the  certificate  of 
said  Commission,  authorizing  and  empowering  said  defendant  com- 
pany to  exercise  any  rights,  licenses,  permits  or  franchises,  that  had 
not,  prior  to  said  July  1,  191 1,  been  by  the  said  defendant  company, 
actually  exercised  by  it,  in  the  said  localities  aforesaid;  that  the  said 
acts  of  the  said  defendant  company,  in  said  matter,  are  in  violation 
of  law,  and  are,  and  if  not  stopped  will  be  prejudicial  to  the  complain- 
ant company  herein,  and  to  the  public  in  said  localities  and  in  the  said 
municipality  of  Sidney,  and  will,  if  not  prevented  by  the  order  of  this 
Commission  duly  made  in  the  premises,  result  in  irreparable  damage 
to  the  complainant  company,  and  to  the  public  in  said  localities  and 
in  the  said  municipality  of  Sidney,  for  whch  there  is  no  other  remedy. 

5.  That  the  said  defendant  company  has  since  said  July  1,  191 1, 
been  and  now  is  furnishing  its  said  telephone  service  in  said 
municipality  and  localities,  aforesaid,  for  less  than  the  actual   cost 
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thereof  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  competition  in  the  said  munici- 
pality and  localities,  and  has  been  and  is  giving  free  service,  and 
service  at  less  than  the  cost  thereof,  to  some  of  its  said  patrons  and 
subscribers  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  competition  in  said  munici- 
pality and  localities.  And,  further,  that  it  has  been,  during  said  time, 
since  July  I,  191 1,  requiring  some  of  its  patrons,  who  have  complied 
therewith,  to  buy  at  their  own  expense  a  telephone  to  be  used  by 
said  defendant  company  as  a  part  of  its  plant,  as  a  condition  upon 
which  such  patron  could  secure  telephone  service,  while  at  the  same 
time  and  for  the  same  service  it  has  not  and  is  not  requiring  others 
of  its  patrons  to  purchase  and  furnish  said  telephone  instrument,  so 
that  it  has  been  giving  an  undue  preference  to  some  of  its  patrons 
and  an  undue  disadvantage  to  other  of  its  patrons. 

6.  That  said  defendant  company  is  at  this  time,  and  since  July 
1,  1911,  has  been,  selling  its  stocks  and  bonds  without  any  order  by 
the  said  Commission  made  in  the  premises,  authorizing  the  same,  to 
various  persons  under  representations  and  understandings  with  such 
persons,  that  said  company  will  use  the  proceeds  of  such  subscrip- 
tions in  the  locality,  or  localities  where  such  persons  so  subscribing 
the  same,  reside,  to  put  in  and  install  in  such  localities  its  telephone 
system,  notwithstanding  the  law  which  requires  the  defendant,  as  a 
public  utility  corporation  to  keep  itself  free  from  any  such  agreements, 
and  understanding,  so  that  it  may  use  its  funds  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  corporation  in  carrying  on  the  purposes  of  its  organization, 
without  special  favor  or  privilege  of  one  stockholder,  or  any  set  of 
stockholders,  over  any  of  the  other  stockholders  of  said  company, 
and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  is  and  has  been  since  July 
i,  191 1,  and  now  is,  a  telephone  company,  already  operating,  giving  to 
the  public  in  the  localities  where  such  persons,  aforesaid,  reside,  and 
in  which  said  defendant  represents  it  will  will  build  its  telephone 
plant  and  system,  adequate  telephone  service  therein,  and,  notwith- 
standing said  defendant  company  has  not  secured  the  certificate  of 
the  Commission  herein,  permitting  it  to  exercise  any  right,  permit, 
license  or  franchise  in  said  localities. 

7.  That  the  said  acts  and  conduct  set  forth  herein,  of  the  said 
defendant  herein,  are  interfering  with  the  property,  rights,  franchises, 
privileges  and  estate  of  the  complainant  company  herein,  in  the  fol- 
lowing particulars,  to-wit: 

(a)  That  the  said  complainant  is  thereby  being  interfered  with 
and  is  thereby  being  disabled  from  fully  performing  its  functions  as 
a  public  utility  corporation  in  furnishing  its  service  in  an  adequate 
manner,  and  in  extending  the  same,  as  by  law  it  is  required  to  do,  in 
the  municipality  and  localities  aforesaid  to  all  telephone  subscribers 
therein  in  as  full  a  manner  and  degree  as  it  is  entitled  to  do  and  which 
by  law  it  is  required  to  do. 
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(b)  And  by  depriving  the  complainant  company  of  its  sub- 
scribers within  the  said  municipalities  and  localities  aforesaid. 

(c)  And,  further,  by  constructing  its  pole  lines  and  other 
equipment  in  said  localities  in  such  close  proximity  to  the  physical 
property  of  the  said  complainant  company's  telephone  plant,  as  to  in- 
terfere with  the  operation  thereof. 

(d)  And  by  depriving  the  said  complainant  company  of  its 
right  to  extend  its  said  plant  and  system  to  those  persons,  within 
said  localities  and  municipalities  aforesaid,  who  have  since  said  date, 
July  i,  191 1,  become  and  are  subscribers  of  the  said  telephone  com- 
pany and  plant  of  the  defendant  company  therein,  within  said  munic- 
ipalities and  localities  aforesaid,  and  who  were  and  would  have  re- 
mained or  would  have  become  subscribers  to  the  said  telephone  sys- 
tem of  the  complainant  in  the  aforesaid  municipalities  and  localities. 
That  the  said  acts  of  the  said  defendant  company  are  injurious  to  the 
public  interests  by  reason  of  dividing  the  telephone  service  in  said 
municipalities  and  localities,  and  are  injurious  to  the  complainant 
company  herein,  in  depriving  it  of  its  right  to  continue  its  telephone 
service  therein,  and  to  extend  the  same  as  above  set  forth. 

8.  That  since  July  1,  191 1,  said  Commission  has  not  exercised 
anv  control  or  supervision  whatever  over  or  in  the  matter  of  the 
stock  and  bonds  which  have  been  issued  and  sold,  since  said  date,  by 
the  defendant  company,  or  in  or  over  the  municipalities  or  localities 
in  which  the  defendant  company  might  or  could  exercise  any  rights, 
permits,  licenses  or  franchises,  which  had  not,  before  said  July  1,  191 1, 
been  exercised  by  said  company  in  any  municipalities  or  localities  in 
said  county  where  and  in  which  there  was  at  said  date,  to-wit,  July 
1,  191 1,  and  since  has  been  and  now  is  in  operation  a  telephone  com- 
pany, furnishing  adequate  telephone  service  therein,  to-wit,  the  com- 
plainant company  herein. 

Wherefore  said  complainant  company  prays  the  said  the  Public 
Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  to  supervise  and  regulate  the  said 
defendant  company  herein,  as  a  public  utility,  with  respect  to  the 
said  defendant  company's  non-compliance  with  the  provisions  of  law 
in  the  matters  and  things  in  the  foregoing  complaint  set  forth;  and 
that  said  Commission  will  make  such  orders  and  grant  to  this  com- 
plainant such  relief  in  the  premises  as  is  proper;  and,  said  complain- 
ant further  prays  that  pending  the  hearing  and  determination  of  the 
said  complaint  herein,  that  an  order  of  said  Commission  may  be  issued 
to  the  defendant  company  to  prevent  said  defendant  company  from 
carrying  on  and  doing  any  of  the  things  complained  of  herein,  until 
said  matters  may  be  fully  adjusted  and  ordered  herein,  and  for  all 
other  and  proper  relief  in  the  premises. 
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For  answer,  the  above  named  defendant  says : 

Now  comes  the  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  of  Sidney,  Ohio, 
and  for  answer  to  the  complaint  of  the  Sidney  Telephone  Company  of 
Sidney,  Ohio,  herein  filed,  says  that  it  admits  that  the  complainant  is 
a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  and  doing  a  general  telephone  business  for 
profit,  with  its  principal  office  and  place  of  business  in  the  city  of 
Sidney,  Shelby  County,  Ohio;  that  since  the  date  of  its  organization 
it  has  continuously  carried  on  said  business  in  the  said  county  and 
in  various  localities  and  municipalities  thereof. 

The  defendant  also  admits  that  it  is  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  doing  a  general 
telephone  business  for  profit  in  the  county  of  Shelby,  and  that  it 
has  been  since  its  organization  in  the. spring  of  1910,  engaged  in  do- 
ing said  telephone  business  in  said  county. 

The  defendant  further  says  that  it  was  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  on  the  16th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1910,  with  a 
capitalization  of  $24,000.00;  that  the  stock  was  divided  into  1,200 
shares  of  the  par  value  of  $20.00  per  share;  that  the  purpose  of  its 
organization  as  stated  in  the  articles  of  incorporation,  was  the  con- 
structing or  purchasing  of  telephone  lines  or  both,  and  doing  a  gen- 
eral telephone  business  in  Shelby  and  adjoining  counties  and  con- 
necting the  lines  and  centrals. 

The  defendant  further  says  that  on  June  24,  191 1,  it  duly  issued 
first  mortgage  bonds  of  said  corporation  in  the  sum  of  $22,000  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  complete  and  extend  the  construction 
of  its  telephone  system  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  readjusting  and 
meeting  bills  payable;  that  the  mortgage  securing  said  bonds  was 
filed  with  the  recorder  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  191 1,  and  is  duly  re- 
corded in  volume  58,  page  143  of  the  Mortgage  Records  of  She!b} 
County,  Ohio. 

And  now  the  defendant  coming  to  answer  the  several  complaints 
of  the  complainant,  numbered  1  to  8  inclusive,  says  as  follows: 

ANSWER  TO   FIRST  COMPLAINT. 

The  defendant  says  that  since  July  1,  191 1,  it  has  sold  25S  shares 
of  stock  of  said  corporation  at  $20.00  per  share  or  a  total  of  $5,160.00, 
and  that  it  has  negotiated  bonds  aggregating  $8,900.00;  that  said 
bonds  were  a  part  of  the  bond  issue  of  June  24,  191 1,  the  said  bonds 
being  in  denominations  of  $100.00,  and  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest 
and  due  in  ten  (10)  years  after  date. 

The  defendant  says  that  it  does  not  understand  that  it  is  re- 
quired to  obtain  the  authority  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of

Ohio  for  the  sale  of  bonds  which  were  issued  prior  to  July  I,  191 1,  nor 
for  the  sale  of  each  share  of  stock  authorized  in  the  original  incorpora- 
tion. But  if  it  should  be  the  ruling  of  the  Commission  that  such 
bonds  and  stock,  either  or  both,  should  be  so  authorized,  then  this 
answering  defendant  desires  to  file  an  application  with  your  honorable 
body  for  the  purpose  of  validating  such  sales. 

ANSWER  TO  SECOND  COMPLAINT. 

This  answering  defendant  says  that  on  the  'ioth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1910,  it  duly  secured  from  the  proper  authorities,  a  designation 
and  mode  of  occupancy,  of  certain  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds 
within  the  city  of  Sidney,  Shelby  County,  Ohio;  that  the  names  and 
locations  of  the  streets  and  alleys  and  the  mode  and  manner  of  oc- 
cupancy was  fully  set  forth  in  said  order  under  date  of  December  to, 
1910;  the  defendant  says  that  since  the  granting  of  said  order,  it  has 
been  working  on  the  construction  of  its  system  in  the  city  of  Sidney, 
Ohio,  and  has  not  at  any  time  occupied  or  attempted  to  occupy  any 
streets,  alleys  or  public  grounds  within  said  city  other  than  those 
designated  in  the  order  of  December  10,  1910. 

Defendant  further  says  that  from  the  time  of  its  organization, 
it  has  been  pushing  the  work  of  the  construction  of  its  various  lines 
through  the  county  of  Shelby  and  that  while  some  of  the  new  con- 
struction work  has  been  carried  on  since  July  1,  191 1,  yet  such  part 
was  a  part  of  the  original  system  of  the  defendant  and  as  authorized 
by  its  articles  of  incorporation ;  that  such  new  construction  has  been 
made  in  the  localities  where  there  has  come  urgent  demand  to  this 
defendant  company  from  the  citizens  therein,  to  extend  the  lines  so  as 
to  give  them  efficient  and  adequate  service  which  they  were  not  able 
to  obtain  before  such  construction. 

ANSWER  TO  THIRD  COMPLAINT. 

This  defendant  for  answer  to  the  3rd  complaint,  denies  each  and 
every  allegation  therein  contained.  For  further  answer  the  defendant 
says  that  the  business  men  and  citizens  of  Anna  have  filed  a  written 
request  with  this  defendant  for  an  extension  of  its  lines  into  and 
through  the  village  of  Anna,  Shelby  County,  Ohio,  and  have  signified 
a  desire  and  willingness  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  this  defendant 
corporation,  but  that  no  subscriptions  have  been  taken  or  accepted  by 
the  defendant  company  nor  has  any  agents  or  attorneys  sought  or 
procured  any  subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  the  defendant  company. 

The  defendant  further  says  that  the  business  men  and  citizens 
of  Anna,  Ohio,  are  desirous  of  having  this  defendant  company  extend 
its  line  into  and  through  the  village  of  Anna  for  the  reason  that  the 
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present  company's  service  is  unsatisfactory  and  inadequate;  that  sev- 
eral months  prior  to  July  I,  191 1,  the  citizens  of  Anna,  Ohio,  of  their 
own  volition,  procured  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  by  the  village 
council,  granting  to  this  defendant  company  the  right  and  privilege 
to  occupy  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  within  such  munici- 
pality, for  the  extension  and  construction  of  its  telephone  system 
therein. 

The  defendant  further  says  that  it  is  able  to  show  that  the  com- 
plainant company's  service  in  the  village  of  Anna,  Ohio,  is  unsatis- 
factory and  inadequate  for  the  demands  and  needs  of  its  citizens  and 
therefore  does  not  understand  that  it  is  required  to  obtain  the  author- 
ity of  your  honorable  Commission  for  the  construction  of  said  system 
within  said  municipality  of  Anna,  Ohio. 

ANSWER  TO  FOURTH  COMPLAINT. 

This  answering  defendant  says  that  prior  to  July  1,  191 1,  it  had 
constructed  within  the  county  of  Shelby,  102  miles  of  pole  line  and 
610  miles  of  wire  line;  that  since  July  1,  191 1,  additional  wire  lines 
have  been  strung  so  that  it  now  has  1,250  miles  of  wire  line.  The 
greater  portion  of  this  wire  line  constructed  since  July  1,  191 1,  has 
been  on  the  poles  erected  prior  to  July  I,  191 1 ;  that  since  July  1,  191 1, 
55  miles  of  new  pole  line  has  been  constructed  and  some  of  this  new 
constructed  pole  line  may  be  and  probably  is,  in  the  localities  and 
along  the  highways  where  the  complainant  company  had  their  lines 
constructed.  The  defendant  company  says  however,  that  such  con- 
struction in  each  instance  has  been  made  at  the  urgent  demand  and 
reouest  of  the  various  localities  and  communities  and  for  the  reason 
thai  the  service  which  they  were  receiving  from  the  complainant 
company  was  unsatisfactory  and  inadequate.  This  defendant  com- 
pany says  that  it  has  at  no  time  made  any  personal  solicitations  either 
by  agent,  attorney  or  officer  for  any  subscribers ;  that  the  application 
for  extensions  of  the  defendant  company's  lines  in  the  various  locali- 
ties within  the  county  of  Shelby,  have  come  to  it  in  such  numbers  un- 
solicited, that  they  have  not  been  able  to  complete  the  construction 
as  rapidly  as  the  applications  come  in  and  consequently  there  has  been 
no  necessity  for  soliciting  the  business. 

ANSWER  TO  FIFTH  COMPLAINT. 

For  answer  to  the  5th  complaint,  the  defendant  denies  that  it 
hrs  furnished  its  telephone  service  for  less  than  the  actual  cost  there- 
of, or  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  competition ;  denies  that  it  is  giv- 
ing free  service  to  any  one;  denies  that  it  requires  any  of  its  patrons 
to  buy  at  their  own  expense  the  telephone  instrument  in  order  to  secure

telephone  service;  also  denies  that  any  preference  or  any  undue  ad- 
vantage has  been  granted  to  any  of  its  patrons. 

ANSWER  TO  SIXTH  COMPLAINT. 

The  defendant  company  says  that  its  revenues  for  the  construc- 
tion of  its  telephone  system  are  derived  solely  from  the  sale  of  its 
stock  and  securities ;  that  in  determining  the  extension  of  its  lines  into 
new  localities,  it  has  been  the  policy  to  give  preference  to  those  locali- 
ties needing  the  service  and  where  its  citizens  were  sufficiently  inter- 
ested to  purchase  stock  of  the  company,  thus  placing  the  defendant 
company  in  financial  position  to  make  such  extensions.  While  this 
has  been  the  policy  of  the  company,  generally  known  and  recognized, 
yet  no  contracts  binding  the  company  so  to  do  have  been  entered 
into  with  any  subscriber.  And  the  defendant  company  further  says 
that  at  no  time  has  it  neglected  any  line  already  constructed,  but  has 
at  all  times  made  connections  with  and  given  service  to  all  persons 
along  its  constructed  line  desiring  such  service. 

ANSWER  TO  SEVENTH  COMPLAINT. 

This  defendant  company  says  that  it  has  not  interfered  with 
the  complainant  company  except  in  its  efforts  to  give  satisfactory  and 
adequate  service,  which  may  have  attracted  the  subscribing  public 
who  were  dissatisfied  with  the  service  which  it  has  been  getting. 
The  defendant  denies  that  it  has  at  any  place,  constructed  its  lines 
in  such  close  proximity  to  the  physical  property  of  the  complainant 
company  as  to  interfere  with  the  operation  thereof. 

ANSWER  TO  EIGHTH  COMPLAINT. 

As  answer  to  the  8th  complaint,  this  defendant  company  says 
that  its  answer  to  the  prior  complaints  duly  answers  this,  and  there- 
fore adopts  the  same  as  answer  to  complaint  number  eight. 

Wherefore,  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  prays  that  the 
complaint  herein  filed  may  be  dismissed ;  that  it  recover  its  costs,  and 
for  all  other  and  further  relief. 


191.  Tn  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Pandora  Mutual  Telephone  Company  with  respect 
to  its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Dismissed 
May  8,  1912. 

The  Commission  having  experienced  some  difficulty  in  securing 
the  filing  by  The  Pandora  Mutual  Telephone  Company  of  its  rates, 
entered  the  following  order: 
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The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Pandora  Mutual  Telephone  Company  with 
respect  to  its  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law  and,  especially, 
with  respect  to  the  failure  of  said  company  to  print  and  file  with  the 
Commission,  schedules  showing  all  rates,  joint  rates,  rentals,  tolls, 
classifications  and  charges  for  service  of  each  and  every  kind  rendered 
or  furnished  by  said  company,  it  is, 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Monday,  April  22,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the  hearing 
room  of  the  Commission,  in  the  Capitol  building,  Columbus,  Ohio, 
are  hereby  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation.  It  is 
further. 

Ordered,  That  John  T.  Mallahan,  president  of  said  company, 
be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place 
herein  fixed,  and  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testi- 
mony as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

The  proceeding  was  closed  May  8,  1912,  by  the  spreading  of  the 
following  entry: 

The  Pandora  Mutual  Telephone  Company  having  filed  a 
schedule  of  rates,  this  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


192.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Ada  Telephone 
Exchange  Company  and  The  People's  Telephone  Company  of 
Mt.  Blanchard  for  approval  of  connection  and  interchange  serv- 
ice.    Approved  May  7,  1912. 

Disposing  of  the  following  matter : 

The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company  of  Ada,  Ohio,  and 
The  People's  Telephone  Company  of  Mt.  Blanchard,  Ohio,  respectfully 
represent : 

That  they  own  and  operate  separate  exchanges  and  local  toll 
lines,  as  follows :  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company,  exchanges, 
at  Ada,  Dunkirk,  Alger  and  McGuffy  in  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  and 
Lafayette  and  Harrod  in  Allen  County,  Ohio,  and  toll  lines  connect- 
ing said  exchanges,  and  also  reaching  Lima,  West  Minster  and  West 
Newton,  Allen  County,  Ohio,  Kenton  in  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  Waynes- 
field,  Auglaize  County,  Ohio,  and  New  Stark  in  Hancock  County, 
Ohio,  and  also  has  a  toll  contract  with  the  United  States  Telephone 
Company  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  an  exchange  of  Ion;?  distance  toll 
business. 

The  People's  Telephone  Company  own  and  operate  exchanges  at 
Mount   Cory,  Rawson,  Jenera,   Arlington,  Wharton,   Mt.   Blanchard 
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and  New  Stark  in  Hancock  County,  Ohio;  Kirby  in  Wyanc'ot 
County,  Ohio,  and  Forest  in  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  and  toll  lines  con- 
necting said  exchanges,  and  a  toll  contract  or  arrangement  with  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  an  interchange  of  long  dis- 
tance toll  business. 

The  fifteen  exchanges  above  described  cover  a  compact  rural 
territory  with  small  villages  interposed,  with  about  3,000  telephones 
installed.  The  territory  being  practically  split  in  half.  The  Ada 
Company  serving  the  south  and  western  half,  and  The  People's  Com- 
pany serving  the  northern  and  eastern  half. 

These  exchanges  have  been  in  operation  for  from  5  to  15  years, 
but  no  satisfactory  agreement  has  been  concluded  for  an  interchange 
of  service,  by  reason  of  there  being  no  working  agreement  between 
The  United  States  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  the  result  has  been  that  those  living  near  the 
contact  line  of  the  two  companies  have  had  to  have  both  telephones 
or  only  receive  half  service. 

The  Ada  Telephone  Company  and  The  People's  Telephone  Com- 
pany did  on  the  26th  day  of  March  reach  an  agreement,  whereby  it 
is  believed  an  exchange  of  service  may  be  had.  and  no  injury  or  dam- 
age be  caused  to  either  The  United  States  Telephone  Company,  or 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  reason  of  existing  con- 
tracts. 

A  copy  of  which  contract  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part 
hereof  marked  exhibit  "A,"  and  we  respectfully  petition  your  honor- 
able board  to  grant  us  the  right  to  put  this  contract  into  force  on 
May  1,  191 2,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same  can  be  heard  and  prop- 
erly disposed  of. 

The  Commission  promulgated  the  following  order : 

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company  and  The  People's 
Telephone  Company  of  Mt.  Blanchard,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits ; 
and  the  Commission,  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied 
that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company 
and  The  People's  Telephone  Company  of  Mt.  Blanchard  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in 
the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company 
and  The  People's  Telephone  Company  of  Mt.  Blanchard  file,  forth- 
with, with  the  Commission  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  in- 
terchange service.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  by 
said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company  and  The  People's  Tele- 
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phone  Company  of  Mt.  Blanchard  after  such  schedules  of  reasonable 
rates  have  been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  not 
prior  thereto.  ' 


193.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Conneaut  Telephone 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  $40,000.00  common  stock.  Ap- 
proved May  8,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  incorporated 
and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the 
first  day  of  April,  191 2,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  its 
common  stock  of  the  par  value  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  the  pro- 
ceeds to  be  used,  1st,  to  acquire  the  property  of  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  used  in  local  service  within  the  municipality  of 
Conneaut,  Ohio;  2nd,  to  purchase  and  install  a  new  automanual  sys- 
tem; 3rd,  to  purchase  and  install  a  new  toll  board;  4th,  to  cut  over 
said  property  purchased  from  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company ; 
5th,  to  replace  stock  sold  and  issued  since  the  1st  of  July,  191 1,  with- 
out the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission,  and,  6th,  to  pay  certain 
of  applicant's  bills  payable,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the 
hearing  of  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  April  26,  1912,  at  3 
o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and 
the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day, 
said  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the 
evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  stock  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful 
obligations  of  said  corporation,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  its  common  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000.00),  and  that  said  stock  be  sold  at  the 
best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it 
being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to 
be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  is  reasonably  required  for  the 
proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock 
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be  devoted  by  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  to,  and  used 
for  the  following  purposes  and  no  other,  to-wit :

The  cutting  over  of  the  property  acquired  from  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company  to  exchange  of  the 
Conneaut  Telephone  Company 500  00 

The  replacement  of  stock  sold  and  issued  since  July  1, 
1911,  without  the  consent  and  approval  of  The  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  of  Ohio 4,200  00 

The  discharge  of  bills  payable 8,303  10 

Total $44,709  25 

It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Conneaut  Telephone  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said

That  the  petitioners  have  agreed  upon  a  con-» 
tract  for  such  connection,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and 
made  a  part  hereof,  and  that  such  contract  involves  nothing  more 
than  a  connection  between  the  two  systems  for  an  exchange  of  service. 

That  the  connection  provided  for  in  the  said  contract  will  re- 
sult in  great  benefit  to  the  respective  companies,  their  patrons,  and 
the  public  at  large. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  connecting  arrangement  as  set  forth  in  said  contract.

to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company, 
the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should 
be  granted,  and  that  the  order  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  1st  day  of 
July,  1912,  entered  in  this  case  should  be  amended.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said,  The  Alliance  Gas  and  Power  Company 
be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  first  and  refunding  mort- 
gage bonds  of  the  par  value  of  forty-three  thousand  ($43,000.00)  dol- 
lars, and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at 
not  less  than  ninety  (90)  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being 
the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  se- 
cured from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper 
purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
be  devoted  by  said,  The  Alliance  Gas  and  Power  Company  to  and 
used  for  the  following  purposes  and  no  other,  to-wit :  The  reimburse- 
ment of  the  treasury  of  the  said,  The  Alliance  Gas  and  Power  Com- 
pany for  money  expended  from  income  and  for  other  moneys  not  se- 
cured or  obtained  from  the  issue  of  stock,  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness,  for  the  construction  of  additions,  better- 
ments, extensions  and  improvements  to  the  plant  and  the  property  of 
said  company,  as  fully  set  out  in  a  statement  attached  to  the  petition 
herein  and  marked  exhibit  "A"  which  is  made  a  part  hereof  by  refer- 
ence.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said,  The  Alliance  Gas  and  Power  Company 
make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale 
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of  said  bonds  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the 
amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable 
and  which  shall  be  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  per  cent,  of  the  par  value 
thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  (3) 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of 
the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth  in  rea- 
sonable detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted, 
and  that  such  report  be  made  until  all  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  order  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  1st  day  of 
July,  1912,  entered  in  this  case  be  amended  so  that  said  bonds  may  be 
sold  at  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  per  cent,  of  their  par  value  instead 
of  ninety-seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  their  par  value  as  in  said 
original  order  required.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Columbus,  Kenton  and  Toledo  Traction  Company,  a  cor- 
poration, incorporated  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  having,  on  the  12th  day  of  April,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for 
authority  to  issue  its  common  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  and  its  first  mortgage,  five  per  cent.,  gold  bonds  of 
the  par  value  of  one  million  three  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand 
dollars,  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition 
of  a  right-of-way  and  other  necessary  lands  and  the  construction 
thereon  and  equipment  of  a  line  of  interurban  and  street  railroad 
from  the  village  of  Richwood,  Ohio,  to  the  city  of  Findlay,  Ohio,  a 
distance  of  approximately  fifty  miles,  estimated  by  said  The  Colum- 
bus, Kenton  and  Toledo  Traction  Company  to  cost,  completed  in  a 
proper  and  satisfactory  manner,  the  sum  of  one  million  one  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  thousand  dollars,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter 
having  been  fixed  for  May  7,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having 
been  beard  in  part  on  said  day,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  hav- 
ing been  continued  from  day  to  day,  said  matter  came  on  this  day  for 
final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission    deemed   proper,   and   it   appearing  that   the   amount   of

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money  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  said  bonds  will  be  but 
eighty  (80)  per  cent,  of  the  face  value  of  said  bonds,  the  Commission 
is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  not  be  granted.

gage, five  per  cent.,  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  three 
hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  dollars  ($1,385,000.00),  and  set 
aside  an  order  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  29th  day  of  May,  1912,  en- 
tered, in  said  case,  and  said  motion  for  a  rehearing  having  been  grant- 
ed, and  said  case  having  been  set  for  rehearing  on  the  8th  day  of 
July,  1912,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  said  rehearing  having  been  given,  and  said  case  having  been  re- 
heard on  said  day,  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  having  been 
continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  con- 
sideration. 

After  examining  the  pleadings  and  the  exhibits,  and  consider- 
ing the  evidence  adduced  upon  the  rehearing  in  connection  with  the 
evidence  adduced  upon  the  original  hearing,  and  making  such  further 
investigation  and  inquiry  as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  and 
bonds  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of 
said  corporation,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted  and  that  the  order  heretofore,  to-wit:  On 
the  29th  day  of  May,  1912,  should  be  set  aside,  vacated  and  held  for 
naught.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Columbus,  Kenton  and  Toledo  Trac- 
tion Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  capital 
stock  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00),  and  that 
said  stock  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than 
the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commis- 
sion that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  is 
reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Columbus,  Kenton  and  Toledo  Traction 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  its  first  mortgage, 
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five  per  cent.,  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five  thousand  dollars  ($1,385,000.00),  and  that  said 
bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than  eighty 
per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of 
the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corpora- 
tion.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock 
and  bonds  be  devoted  by  said  The  Columbus,  Kenton  and  Toledo 
Traction  Company  to  and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no 
other,  to-wit:  The  securing  of  the  right-of-way  and  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  an  electric  interurban  and  street  railroad  from  the 
village  of  Richwood,  Union  County,  Ohio,  through  the  counties  of 
Union,  Marion,  Hardin  and  Hancock  to  the  city  of  Findlay,  Hancock 
County,  Ohio,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition,  the  exhibits  and  the 
testimony,  all  of  which  are  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  reference. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  Columbus,  Kenton  and  Toledo  Trac- 
tion Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follow.*5 : 
Upon  the  sale  of  said  stock  and  bonds,  or  either,  or  any  part  of  either, 
the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be 
the  best  price  obtainable,  and  which  shall  be  not  less  than  the  par 
value  of  said  stock  and  not  less  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  par  value 
of  said  bonds ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  six  (6) 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock  and  bonds,  or  of  either,  setting 
forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been 
devoted,  and  that  such  report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  arising 
from  the  sale  of  said  stock  and  bonds  have  been  expended  pursuant 
to  this  order.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  order  heretofore,  to-wit :  On  the  29th  day  of 
May,  1912,  entered  in  this  case  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  set  aside, 
vacated  and  held  for  naught. 


200.  James  A.  Robinson,  Complainant,  versus  The  Northern  Ohio 
Traction  and  Light  Company,  Defendant.  Order  issued  August 
23,  1912.     Supplemental  order  issued  September  27,  1912. 

For  its  petition  herein,  the  complainant  says: 

Now  comes  James  A.  Robinson,  a  painter  and  decorator  by  trade, 
residing  at  1217  Arnold  Avenue  in  the  city  of  Canton,  Ohio,  and  says 
that  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  is  a  common 
carrier,  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  by  electric  railway 
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between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and  entering  the  city  of  Canton, 
Ohio,  by  two  different  routes  and  operating  a  local  service  in  said 
city  of  Canton,  Ohio ;  that  the  interurban  service  between  Canton  and 
Massillon  and  points  further  south  is  operated  over  the  city  lines  upon 
which  local  service  is  operated;  that  the  interurban  lines  from  Akron 
are  operated  over  an  independent  line  coming  in  from  the  northwest- 
ern part  of  the  city  and  upon  which  line  there  is  no  independent  local 
service.     That  for  his  complaint  your  complainant  says : 

i.  That  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  does 
not  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  cars  to  properly  handle  its  traffic 
on  the  following  lines :  The  Mahoning  line,  operating  through  the 
northeastern  part  of  the  city;  the  Navarre  and  Garfield  Avenue  line 
operating  through  the  southwestern  part  of  the  city;  also  on  what  is 
known  as  the  McKinley  Avenue  and  Oxford  Street  line,  upon  which 
interurban  line  runs ;  also  the  Cleveland  Avenue  line. 

2. ,  Complainant  further  says  that  the  Mahoning  line  and  the 
Navarre  and  Garfield  Avenue  lines  traverse  the  most  populous  por- 
tions of  the  city  and  in  which  most  of  the  factories  are  located  and 
where  thousands  of  workmen  are  employed ;  that  the  number  of  cars 
on  these  lines  is  wholly  inadequate  to  properly  handle  the  traffic ;  that 
said  cars  are  what  are  known  as  double  end  cars  and  have  been  in 
use  for  many  years ;  that  practically  all  of  the  local  service  or  city 
cars  are  of  an  old  type  and  entirely  too  small  for  the  traffic ;  that  the 
cars  upon  the  interurban  line  operating  on  McKinley  Avenue  and  Ox- 
ford Street  are  of  the  large  type  and  in  the  morning  and  evening  arc 
crowded  to  such  an  extent  that  as  many  as  25  or  30  people  are  com- 
pelled to  stand  and  others  are  unable  to  get  on  cars  at  all ;  that  fre- 
quently passengers  desiring  to  ride  from  points  within  the  corporate 
limits  to  the  public  square  are  unable  to  get  on  the  cars  on  account 
of  the  crowded  condition ;  that  frequently  cars  on  Navarre  and  Gar- 
field Avenue  line  stop  at  the  intersection  of  Navarre  Street  and  Gar- 
field Avenue  and  do  not  proceed  south  to  the  end  of  the  line,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  causing  a  great  deal  of  in- 
convenience to  the  employees  working  in  that  portion  of  the  city  who 
are  compelled  to  reach  their  homes  in  other  parts  of  the  city  by  street 
railway. 

3.  That  the  entire  northwestern  part  of  the  city,  now  very 
populous  and  more  particularly  that  part  of  the  city  through  which 
Fulton  Street  runs  and  the  territory  between  Fulton  Street  and  Cleve- 
land Avenue  are  practically  without  any  service  at  all. 

4.  That  portion  of  the  city  known  as  Crystal  Park,  being  in  the 
northeastern  part  of  the  city,  is  not  provided  with  adequate  service ; 
the  Mahoning  line,  which  operates  through  the  northeastern  part  of 
the  city,  terminates  at  a  point  approximately  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
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from  the  corporate  limits  and  within  a  radius  of  that  distance  are  a 
large  number  of  factories  which  employ  thousands  of  people  and  who 
are  compelled  to  walk  that  distance  and  further  before  they  can  reach 
the  car  line. 

5.  That  a  large  number  of  what  are  known  as  the  summer  cars 
of  said  railway  cars  are  old,  antiquated  and  unsafe,  some  of  them  hav- 
ing been  in  use  for  more  than  ten  years. 

6.  That  a  large  majority  of  the  local  service  or  city  cars  are 
not  properly  equipped  with  safety  devices  as  provided  by  law,  includ- 
ing fenders  and  proper  brakes. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  The  Northern 
Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges 
herein  and  that,  after  due  hearing  and  investigation,  an  order  be  made 
commanding  said  railway  company  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of 
cars  to  properly  handle  the  traffic  on  the  lines  hereinbefore  mentioned 
and  that  said  cars  be  equipped  with  proper  safety  devices  as  provided 
by  law  and  that  said  railway  company  be  compelled  to  extend  its 
lines  through  the  Fulton  Street  district  and  the  Crystal  Park  district 
and  that  they  cease  and  desist  from  the  violation  of  the  law.  as  herein 
complained  of  and  for  such  other  and  further  orders  as  the  Commis- 
sion may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

For  its  answer  thereto,  the  defendant  pleads  as  follows : 

The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company,  answering 
the  complaint  of  one,  James  A.  Robinson,  filed  with  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio,  beg  to  say : 

The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company  is  an  in- 
corporated company  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  is  the  owner  and 
operator  of  a  line  of  electric  railway,  beginning  at  the  village  of  New- 
burg  and  extending  from  there  to  Akron ;  thence  to  Canton,  thence  to 
Massillon,  thence  to  Canal  Dover  and  New  Philadelphia  and  thence 
to  Uhrichsville.  That  in  addition  to  the  interurban  roads  owned  and 
operated  by  it,  it  operates  street  railways  in  the  cities  of  Akron,  P>ar- 
berton,  Canton,  Ravenna,  Kent,  Massillon,  Canal  Dover  and  New 
Philadelphia.  That  all  cars  used  in  the  interurban,  urban  and  city 
service  are  owned  by  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Com- 
pany. 

Answering  the  different  complaints  in  the  order  named : 

1.  It  denies  that  it  does  not  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  cars 
to  properly  handle  and  take  care  of  the  patrons  of  any  of  the  lines  in 
the  city  of  Canton,  and  especially  the  Mahoning  line  and  the  Navarre 
and  Garfield  Avenue  line,  as  well  as  the  Cleveland  Avenue  line. 

2.  As  to  the  second  complaint,  it  admits  that  the  street  railway 
lines  in  the  city  of  Canton  known  as  the  Mahoning-Navarre-Gnrfield 
Avenue  lines  traverse  a  very  populous  part  of  said  city,  and  that 
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factories  are  located  and  near  the  termini  of  these  lines.  It  admits 
that  upon  this  line  it  has  been  compelled  to  operate  double  end  cars, 
because  it  has  been  impossible  to  secure  loops  or  "Y's"  at  the  ends 
thereof,  made  necessary  in  using  single  end  cars,  but  it  avers  that 
prior  to  the  filing  of  the  complaint  herein,  arrangements  were  made 
by  which  the  track  upon  East  Lake  Street  would  be  extended  north- 
east from  Belden  Avenue  to  Superior  Street,  and  which  arrangements 
are  about  completed,  written  consents  have  been  secured  therefor  and 
filed  with  the  city  council  and  private  property  purchased  to  provide 
for  said  loop. 

That  at  the  south  terminus  of  said  Mahoning-Navarre  line  the 
company  intends  installing  either  a  "Y"  or  loop,  and  that  prior  to 
the  filing  of  the  complaint  herein  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of 
the  property  on  which  to  make  a  loop  had  been  practically  completed. 

It  denies  that  the  cars  operated  upon  said  Mahoning-Navarre- 
Garfield  line  are  too  small  for  the  traffic  and  that  they  are  of  the  old 
type,  but  avers  the  fact  to  be  that  the  cars  operated  on  said  lines 
are  substantially  new  and  in  good  condition,  being  double  end  cars. 

It  admits  that  the  cars  operated  upon  McKinley  Avenue  and 
Oxford  Street  are  the  interurban  cars  operated  between  Canton  and 
Akron  and  that  upon  said  streets  said  cars  do  city  service.  'Thai,  at 
times  said  cars  are  crowded  to  their  seating  capacity  and  more,  but 
that  is  the  exception,  and  because  of  some  special  attraction,  and 
whenever  necessary  the  company  have  operated  additional  cars  there- 
on so  as  to  take  care  of  its  patrons. 

That  as  to  the  complaint  that  the  cars  on  the  Mahoning-Na- 
varre-Garfield  Avenue  line  do  not  run  the  entire  length  of  the  line, 
but  are  turned  at  the  intersection  of  Navarre  and  Garfield  Streets, 
the  company  denies  such  allegation,  except  that  at  times  when  cars 
are  held  up  by  steam  roads,  there  being  no  less  than  five  steam  rail- 
road crossings  upon  said  line,  a  distance  of  four  or  five  miles,  and  at 
times  traffic  upon  the  city  street  car  lines  is  delayed  by  reason  of 
said  steam  roads,  and  on  special  occasions  when  delayed  too  long, 
so  that  the  schedule  has  been  interfered  with,  being  a  ten  minute 
schedule,  and  two  cars  going  south  on  Navarre  Street  are  h-»»eig 
operated  near  together,  then  instead  of  running  two  cars  on  Ga;  field 
Avenue,  one  is  turned  to  make  a  return  trip  and  the  other  ouc  makes 
the  usual  trip  on  Garfield  Avenue,  so  that  it  does  not  disarrange  ihe 
schedule  of  the  entire  line,  and  aside  from  such  exceptions  said  allega- 
tion is  not  true. 

3.  As  to  the  third  complaint,  being  that  a  line  of  street  railway 
should  be  constructed  upon  Fulton  Street,  we  believe  that  that  is  a 
matter  of  which  this  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  matter 
to  be  determined  between  the  company  and  the  city  authorities. 
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4.  As  to  the  matters  set  forth  in  the  fourth  complaint,  will  say- 
that  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  complaint  herein  the  company  had  not 
only  determined  upon  but  had  secured  consents  from  the  property 
owners  abutting  East  Lake  Street,  east  of  Belden  Avenue,  and  to  a 
point  east  of  Superior  Street,  providing  for  an  extension  of  the  Lake 
Street  line,  and  which  consents  have  been  filed  with  the  city  council 
of  the  city  of  Canton,  and  if  the  city  grants  the  right  to  so  extend 
the  company  will  construct  said  extension  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
that  when  the  extension  is  made  it  will  accommodate  all  parties  in 
the  vicinity  covered  by  the  complaint. 

This  extension  would  have  been  made  two  years  ago  had  it  not 
been  for  the  fact  that  some  of  the  property  owners  objected  to  the  ex- 
tension and  the  necessary  consents  could  not  be  secured. 

5.  As  to  the  matter  set  forth  in  the  fifth  item  of  the  complaint, 
it  denies  each  and  every  allegation  therein  contained. 

6.  As  to  the  complaint  in  the  sixth  item  concerning  the  brakes 
and  fenders  upon  the  cars  operated  in  the  city  of  Canton,  the  com- 
pany represents  that  it  has  complied  with  the  act  of  the  legislature 
passed  May  10,  1910,  and  that  more  than  75  per  cent,  of  its  cars 
which  were  in  use  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  act,  have  L>een 
operated  with  air  or  electric  brakes,  and  as  soon  as  loops  can  be  se- 
cured at  the  end  of  the  Mahoning  and  Navarre  Street  lines,  which 
the  company  say  will  be  within  the  next  30  or  60  days,  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  company  to  install  air  brakes  upon  all  double  truck 
cars  used  in  its  system  in  Canton. 

Having  fully  answered  the  complaints  made  bjr  said  James  A. 
Robinson  in  his  petition  filed  herein  and  courting  the  fullest  investi- 
gation concerning  each  and  all  of  said  complaints,  it  prays  that  upon 
the  final  hearing  herein  that  said  complaint  may  be  dismissed. 

On  the  23rd  day  of  August,  191 2,  the  following  finding  and 
order  was  promulgated  herein : 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  complaint  of  James  A. 
Robinson  alleging  that  the  service  rendered  by  defendant  in  the  city 
of  Canton,  Ohio,  is  inadequate  and  that  its  facilities  and  equipment 
are  insufficient;  the  answer  of  the  defendant,  and  the  evidence. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deCmed  proper,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  service 
rendered  by  defendant  in  said  city  of  Canton  is  inadequate,  and  that 
its  facilities  are  insufficient  and  in  need  of  repairs.    It  is,  therefore. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Com-

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Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
reconstruct  its  tracks  on  South  Market  Street  from  Navarre  Street 
south  to  the  southern  terminus  of  said  division  or  portion  of  its  rail- 
way system  in  said  city  of  Canton.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
reconstruct  the  curve  and  guard  rail  on  South  Market  Street  at  Navarre 
Street  in  said  city  of  Canton.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  CO 
replace  the  switch  and  special  work,  and  provide  proper  foundation 
for  the  same,  at  Cleveland  Avenue  and  West  Tuscarawas  Street,  in 
said  city  of  Canton.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
replace  the  switch  and  special  work  on  West  Tuscarawas  Street  at 
defendant's  car  barn  in  said  city  of  Canton.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  defendant  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to 
construct  and  erect  over  its  trolley  wires  on  East  Tuscarawas  Street 
where  said  street  is  intersected,  at  common  grade,  by  the  tracks  of 
The  Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company,  an  inverted  metallic 
trough  known  as  a  trolley  guard,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  so  con- 
structed and  thereafter  maintained  that  in  the  event  of  the  trolley 
wheel  leaving  or  becoming  detached  from  the  trolley  wire,  or  wires, 
said  trolley  wheel  will  come  in  contact  with  said  trolley  trough,  or 
guard,  and  the  car,  or  cars,  will  receive  sufficient  electric  current  by 
contact  of  said  trolley  wheel  with  said  metallic  trough,  or  guard,  to 
enable  the  car,  or  cars,  to  proceed  across  the  tracks  of  said  The 
Wheeling  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  to  a  point  of  safety.

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The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company  in  said 
city  of  Canton,  an  inverted  metallic  trough  known  as  a  trolley  guard, 
and  that  the  same  shall  be  so  constructed  and  thereafter  maintained 
that  in  the  event  of  the  trolley  wheel  leaving  or  becoming  detached 
from  the  trolley  wire,  or  wires,  said  trolley  wheel  will  come  in  con- 
tact with  said  trolley  trough,  or  guard,  and  the  car,  or  cars,  will  re- 
ceive suffcient  electric  current  by  contact  of  said  trolley  wheel  with 
said  metallic  trough,  or  guard,  to  enable  the  car,  or  cars,  to  proceed 
across  the  tracks  of  said  The  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago 
Railway  Company  to  a  point  of  safety.

that  the  same  shall  be  so  constructed  and  thereafter  maintained  that 
in  the  event  of  the  trolley  wheel  leaving  or  becoming  detached  from 
the  trolley  wire,  or  wires,  said  trolley  wheel  will  come  in  contact 
with  said  trolley  trough,  or  guard,  and  the  car,  or  cars,  will  receive 
sufficient  electric  current  by  contact  of  said  trolley  wheel  with  said 
metallic  trough,  or  guard,  to  enable  the  car,  or  cars,  to  proceed  across 
the  tracks  of  said  The  Cleveland  Terminal  and  Valley  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  a  point  of  safety.

And,  on  the  27th  day  of  September,  1912,  the  following  sup- 
plemental order: 

Upon  further  consideration  of  the  above  entitled  matter,  the 
Commission  finds  that  the  track  of  said  defendant  on  Cleveland 
Avenue  between  North  Street  and  Howard  Street,  in  the  city  of  Can- 
ton, Ohio,  has  not  been  properly  maintained  and  is  now  in  need  of 
replacements  and  repairs.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  defendant,  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction 
and  Light  Company,  remove  the  track  now  on  said  Cleveland  Avenue, 
between  North  Street  and  Howard  Street,  in  the  said  city  of  Canton, 
Ohio,  and  rebuild  and  replace  the  same  with  new  track,  constructed 
in  such  manner  and  of  such  materials  as  will  enable  said  company 
to  operate  its  cars  thereon  safely  and  to  provide  adequate  service  for 
the  public.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  improvements,  repairs  and  replacements  here- 
in ordered  be  fully  completed  on  or  before  January  1,  1913. 
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201.  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Portage  County,  the  city  of 
Ravenna,  and  the  village  of  Kent,  Complainants,  versus  The 
Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light  Company,  Defendant.  Order 
issued  August  23,  1912.  Supplemental  order  issued  September 
27,  1912. 

For  the  petition  herein,  the  complainants  say : 

1.  That  the  complainant,  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Portage  County,  is  the  duly  elected,  acting,  authorized  and  em- 
powered board  of  county  commissioners  of  Portage  County,  Ohio. 
That  the  complainant,  the  city  of  Ravenna,  is  a  duly  incorporated 
city,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  is  the  county  seat  of 
the  said  county  of  Portage.  That  the  complainant,  the  village  of 
Kent,  is  a  duly  incorporated  village,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  and  is  located  in  Portage  County,  about  six  miles  westerly 
from  the  said  city  of  Ravenna. 

2.  That  the  above  named  defendant,  The  Northern  Ohio 
Traction  and  Light  Company,  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  interurban  electric  rail- 
road between  the  city  of  Ravenna;  thence  westerly  through  the 
village  of  Kent  and  Cuyahoga  Falls  to  the  city  of  Akron,  Summit 
County,  Ohio,  and  as  such  common  carrier,  the  defendant  is  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  relating  to  the 
carriers. 

3.  The  complainants  for  their  complaint  against  the  defendant 
state : 

1.  That  the  defendant  does  not  furnish  necessary  and  adequate 
service  and  facilities  and  instrumentalities  that  are  adequate  and  just 
for  the  transportation  of  its  passengers  from  the  said  city  of  Ravenna 
to  the  said  city  of  Akron,  and  between  intermediary  points  along 
said  line  in  following  particulars : 

(a)  That  the  cars  furnished  for  the  transportation  of  its  pas- 
sengers are  inadequate  and  are  not  of  proper  construction  for  inter- 
urban railway  service,  so  that  the  service  is  slow  and  entirely  inade- 
quate. 

(b)  That  the  cars  of  the  defendant  company  are  out  of  repair, 
haying  many  flat  wheels  and  otherwise  defective,  so  that  it  is  danger- 
ous for  the  transportation  of  passengers  thereon,  and  noisome  and 
injurious  to  passengers  thereon. 

(c)  That  said  cars  furnished  by  the  defenfant  company  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  are  insanitary  and  unhealthy,  by 
reason  of  not  being  properly  cleaned  and  kept  neat  and  clean. 

(d)  That  said  cars  are  not  equipped  with  toilet  or  other  proper 
conveniences  for  the  traveling  public. 

(e)  That  said  cars  are  not  of  proper  construction  for  inter- 
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urban  service,  in  that  said  cars  are  small  and  of  light  construction  so 
that  it  is  noisome,  injurious  and  dangerous  to  ride  on  said  cars, 
in  that  said  cars  tremble  and  vibrate  in  passing  along  the  rails,  and 
are  liable  to  leave  the  track,  when  run  at  a  high  rate  of  speed. 

2.  That  the  defendant  company,  in  the  year  1901,  was  granted 
by  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  of  Portage,  and  by  the 
common  council  of  the  city  of  Ravenna,  and  said  village  of  Kent,  to 
operate  its  line  of  railway,  which  franchises  provided  among  other 
things,  that  all  cars  or  motors  run  or  used  on  said  railroad  shall  be 
of  the  latest  pattern  and  shall  be  equipped  with  the  most  modern  im- 
provements. That  said  defendant  company  is  now  disregarding  the 
provisions  of  said  franchises,  in  that  cars  furnished  are  not  of  the 
latest  pattern,  and  are  not  equipped  with  the  latest  and  most  modern 
improvements,  and  in  fact  are  not  equipped  with  any  modern  im- 
provements whatever.  That  said  cars  were  not  designed  or  intended 
to  be  used  for  interurban  railroad  purposes,  but  are  such  cars  as  are 
used  and  intended  for  city  railways. 

Wherefore,  the  complainants  pray  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein,  and  that  after 
due  hearing  and  investigation,  an  order  be  made  commanding  said 
defendant  company  to  equip  its  line  with  modern  improved  interur- 
ban electric  railway  cars  with  toilet,  and  that  said  cars  be  kept  clean 
and  in  proper  sanitary  condition  and  in  proper  repair,  and  for  such 
other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and 
just  in  the  premises. 

In  answer  to  which  petition,  the  defendant  pleads : 

Now  comes  the  said  defendant,  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction 
and  Light  Company,  and  for  its  answer  to  the  complaint  of  the  com- 
plainants herein  filed  admits  that  in  the  year  1901  it  was  granted  cer- 
tain so-called  franchises  by  the  commissioners  of  Portage  County. 

Further  answering  this  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allega- 
tion, averment  and  statement  in  said  complaint  set  forth. 

Under  date  of  August  23,  1912,  the  Commission  promulgated 
the  following  finding  and  order  herein : 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  joint  complaint  of 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Portage  County,  Ohio,  the  city 
of  Ravenna,  Ohio,  and  the  village  of  Kent,  Ohio,  alleging,  among 
other  things,  that  the  defendant  company  does  not  furnish  necessary 
and  adequate  facilities  and  instrumentalities  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  between  the  said  cities  of  Ravenna  and  Akron,  and 
points  intermediate  thereto;  the  answer  of  the  defendant,  the  evidence 
and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
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Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  service  and 
facilities  furnished  by  said  defendant  company  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  between  the  said  cities  of  Ravenna  and  Akron,  and 
points  intermediate  thereto,  are  inadequate  and  insufficient.  It  is, 
therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northern  Ohio  Traction  and  Light 
Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  required  to  operate  on  all  of  its  regular 
schedules  between  said  cities  of  Ravenna  and  Akron,  standard  inter- 
urban  cars,  not  less  than  forty-five  (45)  feet  in  length,  over  all,  with 
a  minimum  weight  of  approximately  twenty-eight  (28)  tons,  and  with 
a  seating  capacity  for  not  fewer  in  number  than  forty-six  (46)  adult 
persons,  and  that  said  cars  be  equipped  with  sanitary  closets  and 
containers  for  drinking  water.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  improvements  in  the  service  and  facilities  of 
said  defendant  herein  ordered  shall  be  fully  supplied  and  in  use  and 
operation  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  December,  1912. 

And,  on  the  27th  day  of  September,  1912,  the  following  supple- 
mental order: 

Upon  the  application  of  the  defendant,  and  for  good  cause 
shown,  the  order  issued  herein  on  the  23rd  day  of  August,  1912,  is 
hereby  modified  and  amended,  and  defendant  is  hereby  authorized 
to  operate  on  its  line  between  Akron  and  Ravenna  on  its  regular 
schedules,  standard  interurban  cars,  with  a  minimum  weight  of 
twenty-three  (23)  tons  and  not  less  than  forty-three  (43)  feet  in 
length,  outside  measurement,  and  with  a  seating  capacity  of  not  fewer 
than  forty-two  (42)  adult  persons: 

Provided,  that  such  cars  be  used  only  as  auxiliary  to,  or  as 
substitutes  for  the  cars  used  regularly  in  operation  on  said  line,  when 
density  of  traffic  or  other  emergency  may  render  the  use  of  said 
smaller  cars  necessary. 


202.  In  the  matter  of  the  sale  and  transfer  of  all  the  property  of  The 
Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Company  to  one  Clarence  H. 
McKay.    Approved  May  7,  1912. 

Disposition  of  the  following  matter: 

The  Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Company  respectfully 
represents  that  it  is  a  public  service  corporation,  duly  organized  and 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  operating  a 
telephone  system  for  the  purpose  of  intercommunication  among  its 
stockholders,  and  such  non-stockholders  as  might  become  subscribers, 
in  the  village  of  Port  Clinton,  Clinton  County,  Ohio,  and  in  the  ad- 
joining territory,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  long  distance 
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telephone  communication  as   between    its    stockholders    and    patrons 
with  other  telephone  companies. 

That  said  company  was  organized  in  May,  1909,  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  consists  of  39  stockholders,  holding  42  shares  of  stock  of  a 
par  value  of  $25.00  per  share.  That  the  property  and  equipment  of 
the  company  consists  of  the  following: 

One  Swedish-American  switchboard  of  40  drops,  accommodation 
for  400  patrons. 

Sixty-one  Swedish- American  telephone  boxes. 

About  27  miles  of  pole  line. 

$250.00    worth    of    various    telephone   supplies    and    material   for 
repair  and  construction  work. 
That  the  cost  of  said  plant  was  approximately  $3,775  00 

Amount  of  stock  subscribed  and  paid  in $1,050  00 

Amount  of  money  borrowed 1,750  00 

Amount  of  donations   (estimated) r_  549  00 

Amount  of  assessments  on  stockholders  paid  in  426  00 

$3,775  00 

That  of  the  borrowed  money  there  is  the  sum  of  $1,750.00  due, 
and  the  creditors  are  demanding  payment,  and  are  unwilling  to  ex- 
tend time  of  loan.  That  said  business,  due  to  inexperience,  and  lack 
of  business  management  (all  officers  serving  gratuitously)  is  not 
proving  profitable.  That  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany held  on  March  27,  1912,  by  a  unanimous  vote  it  was  determined 
(subject  to  the  approval  of  the  stockholders  and  the  commission)  to 
sell  all  the  property  of  this  company  to  one  Clarence  H.  McKay,  for 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($1,800.00.)

Wherefore,  The  Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Company,  by 
its  officers  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose,  petitions  your  honorable 
Commission  for  approval  of  its  proceedings  as  herein  set  forth,  and 
for  authority  to  sell  and  transfer  all  its  tangible  property  (excepting 
accounts  due  it)  to  said  Clarence  H.  McKay,  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  herein  set  forth." 

Clarence  H.  McKay  respectfully  represents  to  your  honorable 
Commission  that  he  has  made  a  proposition  (a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
attached)  to  The  Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Company;  of  Port 
William,  Ohio,  to  purchase  of  said  company  all  of  its  property  (ex- 
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cepting  bills  receivable),  and  pay  to  said  company  therefor  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($1,800.00)  cash.  That  the 
rates  he  will  establish  and  charge  for  service  will  be  as  low  as  the 
rates  now  charged  to  non-stockholders  of  The  Port  William  Mutual 
Telephone  Company.  That  he  proposes  to  and  will  extend  the  lines 
of  said  company  to  adjoining  territory  not  now  served  by  any  tele- 
phone system,  and  on  cross  and  intersecting  roads  where  there  is  at 
present  no  telephone  service.  That  in  the  territory  already  covered 
by  said  system,  there  are  numerous  residents,  who  are  applying  for 
and  seeking  telephone  service  which  The  Port  William  Mutual  Tele- 
phone Company,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  and  inability  to  pur- 
chase the  necessary  equipment,  is  unable  to  furnish.  That  your  peti- 
tioner has  the  necessary  funds  and  means  to  provide  said  equipment, 
and  if  the  prayer  of  this  petition  be  granted,  and  said  sale  authorized 
and  confirmed,  he  will  provide  service  to  all  responsible  residents 
applying,  within  the  territory  covered  by  said  lines  and  system.  That 
by  reason  of  the  increased  number  of  patrons  that  your  petitioner  will 
take  on,  the  service  to  all  subscribers  will  be  more  valuable,  as  same 
will  prove  a  larger  number  of  people  with  which  communication  may 
be  had.  That  said  telephone  system  will  be  operated  under  the  name 
and  style  of  The  Port  William  Independent  Telephone. 

Wherefore,  Clarence  H.  McKay  prays  that  your  honorable 
Commission  may  approve  and  authorize  the  sale  and  transfer  of  the 
property  of  The  Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Company  to  him 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  set  forth. 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order : 

The  Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  Clarence  H.  Mc- 
Kay, an  individual,  having,  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1912,  filed  with 
the  Commission  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Commission  for  the  sale  and  transfer  of  all  the  property  of  The 
Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Company  to  said  Clarence  H.  Mc- 
Kay, and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for 
Wednesday,  May  1,  1912,  at  3  :3b  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  the  same  having 
been  heard  in  part  on  said  day,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having 
been  continued  from  day  to  day,  the. same  came  on  this  day  for  final 
hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Port  William  Mutual  Telephone  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  Clarence  H.    Mc- 
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Kay  all  of  its  property  and  franchise  rights,  except  its  bills  collectible, 
as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  and  made  a  part  of  this  order  by  refer- 
ence; and  said  Clarence  H.  McKay  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase 
said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars  ($1,800.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
from  and  after  the  filing  with  the  Commission  by  said  Clarence  H. 
McKay  of  a  schedule  of  reasonable  rates  and  charges  for  telephone 
service. 


203.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Lowellville  Water  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  issue  $50,000.00  bonds  and  $25,000.00  cap- 
ital stock.    Dismissed  January  8,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Lowellville  Water  Company,  a  corporation  incorporated 
and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the 
16th  day  of  April,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  >  issue  its 
bonds  of  the  par  value  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  its  capital  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  arising 
therefrom  to  be  used  to  compensate  one  John  P.  Bracken,  for  property 
conveyed,  material  furnished  and  service  rendered  under  a  contract 
entered  into  by  said  John  P.  Bracken  and  the  said  The  Lowellvi.  e 
Water  Company,  as  hereinbelow  more  fully  set  out,  and  the  time  for 
hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday,  April  29,  1912,  at 
2:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and 
the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  continued  from  day  to  day, 
said  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the 
evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  money  to  bo 
procured  by  the  sale  of  said  bonds  and  capital  stock  is  to  be  paid  to 
one  John  P.  Bracken,  under  a  contract  entered  into  by  and  between 
said  petitioner  herein  and  said  John  P.  Bracken  on  or  about  the  23rd 
or  24th  day  of  September,  1910,  who  had,  prior  to  the  30th  day  of 
June,  191 1,  by  the  execution  of  his  part  of  said  contract,  obligated  the 
petitioner  herein  to  compensate  him  with  an  amount  equal  to  the  par 
value  of  said  bonds  and  capital  stock  herein  sought  to  be  authorized, 
and  the  law  creating  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  and  de- 
fining its  jurisdiction  not  having  become  effective  until  the  first  day 
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of  July,  '1911,  the  Commission  finds  that  it  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the 
premises  and  no  authority  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said  petition,  and 
the  same  is,  therefore,  dismissed 


204.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cranberry  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  for  authority  to  construct  a  telephone  system 
in  the  village  of  New  Washington,  Ohio.  Dismissed  July  11, 
1912. 

For  its  petition  herein,  the  petitioner  states : 

Complainant,  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company,  says 
that  it  is  a  corporation  duly  organized  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

That  the  franchise  or  charter  of  said  The  Cranberry  Home 
Telephone  Company  was  issued  on  or  about  the  30th  day  of  August, 
191 1,  and  under  and  by  virtue  of  said  franchise,  said  company  was 
granted  the  right  and  privilege  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  telephone  service  to  and  for  the  people  in  the 
village  of  New  Washington,  Crawford  County,  Ohio,  and  in  the  lo- 
cality of  said  village  of  New  Washington. 

That  on  the  28th  day  of  September,  191 1,  the  council  of  said 
village  of  New  Washington  granted  to  said  The  Cranberry  Home 
Telephone  Company  the  right  and  privilege  to  use  its  streets  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  poles,  wires  and  all  other  things  required  to  carry 
on  and  conduct  a  telephone  business  in  said  village. 

That  a  certain  telephone  company,  doing  business  in  and  under 
the  name  of  The  Local  Telephone  Company,  is  now  and  has  been 
for  some  time  past,  furnishing  telephone  service  to  a  portion  of  the 
people  of  said  village  of  New  Washington  and  locality. 

Complainant,  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company,  says 
that  the  service  furnished  by  said  The  Local  Telephone  Company  has 
been  inadequate,  and  so  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  that  a  large 
percentage  of  the  people  who  once  used  the  telephone  of  said  The 
Local  Telephone  Company  have  discontinued  their  use  of  same. 

That  a  majority  of  the  people  in  said  village  of  New  Washing- 
ton and  locality,  who  desire  the  use  of  a  telephone,  are  urging  and  re- 
questing complainant,  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company, 
to  install  its  plant  and  to  operate  same. 

That  said  The  Local  Telephone  Company  has  increased  its 
charges  for  the  service  furnished  by  it,  to  an  unreasonable  amount, 
and  to  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  value  of  the  services  furnished  by  It. 

That  complainant,  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company, 
is  willing  to  furnish  good  and  adequate  service  at  a  price  much  lower 
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than  said  The  Local  Telephone  Company  is  now  furnishing  service 
at,  and  at  a  price  within  reach  of  and  acceptable  to  the  people  living 
in  said  village  and  locality  thereof. 

That  a  large  number  of  people  in  said  village  of  New  Wash- 
ington, and  locality,  have  applied  to  said  complainant,  The  Cranberry 
Home  Telephone  Company,  for  service. 

That  at  the  present  time  a  large  part  or  portion  of  the  pole 
lines  extending  into  the  country  out  of  said  village  of  New  Wash- 
ington are  owned  by  the  people  who  now  have  telephones  or  have 
had  telephones,  which  ownership  includes  the  poles,  wires,  etc. 

That  complainant,  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company, 
is  composed  of  and  financed  by  local  capital,  and  that  all  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  are  resi- 
dents of  said  village  of  New  Washington  and  locality,  and  are  one 
hundred  and  sixty-one  in  number. 

That  it  is  proper  and  necessary  for  the  public  convenience  that 
said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  install  and  operate 
its  plant  as  aforesaid. 

Wherefore,  complainant,  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany, asks  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  after  a  public  hear- 
ing of  all  parties  interested,  to  issue  it  a  certificate  to  install  and 
operate  its  telephone  plant  all  as  provided  in  section  614-52  of  the 
General  Code  of  Ohio  and  for  any  and  all  relief  to  which  it  may  be  en- 
titled in  the  premises. 

Pleading  herein,  The  Local  Telephone  Company  answered  as 
follows : 

The  Local  Telephone  Company  files  its  answer  herein  to  the 
complaint  of  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company,  and  admits 
that  The  Local  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  organized  for 
profit,  and  that  articles  of  incorporation  were  filed  by  The  Cran- 
berry Home  Telephone  Company  on  August  30,  191 1. 

The  Local  Telephone  Company  for  further  answer  says  that  it 
is  now  and  has  been  for  some  years  past,  and  long  prior  to  July  1, 
191 1,  engaged  in  operating  a  telephone  system  in  and  throughout 
certain  counties  in  the  State  of  Ohio ;  namely,  Erie,  Huron,  Crawford, 
Seneca  and  Richland,  and  certain  exchanges  located  in  the  villages 
and  cities  of  Norwalk,  Chicago  Junction,  Monroeville,  Plymouth, 
Havanna,  Wakeman,  Milan,  New  London,  Attica,  New  Washington, 
Greenwich  and  Berlin  Heights,  and  also  has  connection  with  and 
operates  in  conjunction  with  its  said  system  exchanges  in  North  Fair- 
field and  Bellevue. 

The  Local  Telephone  Company  says  that  in  said  territory  and 
exchanges  above  mentioned  and  described,  it  affords  and  furnishes 
adequate  and  efficient  service,  and  has  connected  all  of  the  said  ex-

changes  together,  and  has  also  connections  with  The  United  States 
Telephone  Company,  a  long  distance  company  with  an  extended  sys- 
tem throughout  Ohio  and  reaching  into  adjoining  states,  and  has  also 
connected  its  said  system  with  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
and  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  which  last 
named  company  affords  an  extended  long  distance  toll  service  through- 
out the  State  of  Ohio  and  other  states  in  the  United  States,  reaching 
New  York,  Cincinnati  and  all  large  business  centers. 

That  the  class  of  construction  and  equipment  throughout  said 
system  is  the  best  known  to  telephone  standard  for  that  class  of  con- 
struction and  for  that  service. 

The  Local  Telephone  Company  says  that  it  constructed  its  said 
plant  in  the  village  of  New  Washington  about  1900,  and  that  during 
the  summer  and  fall  of  1910,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  com- 
munity and  to  afford  first  class  service,  rebuilt  said  plant,  and  that 
the  plant  now  consists  of  a  magneto  switchboard  of  the  latest  selective 
ringing  type  of  the  North  Electric  Company,  which  is  an  efficient 
board  of  standard  construction,  and  has  at  all  times  afforded  first  class 
and  efficient  service. 

That  the  plant  otherwise  consists  of  first  class  cedar  poles 
generally  forty  feet,  seven-inch  tops,  and  throughout  the  said  village 
is  cable  construction,  with  very  little  open  wire.  That  the  telephones 
are  mostly  of  the  Kellogg  Switchboard  Company,  a  standard  type  of 
telephone,  affording  efficient  service,  and  the  distribution  is  of  such 
a  character  as  to  enable  The  Local  Telephone  Company  to  meet  all 
demands  for  service  in -said  village  and  vicinity,  and  the  company  has 
at  all  times  installed  telephones  whenever  requested  so  to  do,  and  is 
prepared  to  supply  all  the  public  demands  for  telephones  and  service, 
and  has  now  and  has  at  all  times  since  rebuilding  said  plant  carrie  * 
a  surplus  of  equipment  and  cable  pairs  to  meet  the  reasonable  future 
demands  for  service. 

That  the  rates  charged  are  reasonable,  as  per  the  schedule  on 
file  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio. 

That  prior  to  April  1,  1912,  The  Local  Telephone  Company  had 
installed  and  in  operation  358  telephones,  of  which  there  were  150 
in  the  village,  68  rural,  and  140  were  connected  with  said  exchange, 
belonging  to  what  are  designated  as  mutual  'farmer  lines,  and  for 
which  last  named  service  there  was  charged,  as  per  schedule  of  rates 
on  file  with  the  Commission,  six  dollars  per  annum  for  switching 
charges. 

That  the  said  rate  of  six  dollars  for  switching  and  provi  ttng 
continuous  day  and  night  and  Sunday  service  for  said  farmer  lines 
was  established  June  1,  191 1,  and  became  effective  from  said  date 

That  prior  to  the  establishment  of  said  six  dollar  rate,  certain 
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contracts  had  been  made,  which  expired  from  time  to  time  after 
June  i,  191 1,  for  four  dollars  per  annum  for  such  service;  and  be- 
cause of  the  increased  charges  the  parties  who  now  compose  the 
stockholders  of  The  Cranberry  Telephone  Company  became  dis- 
satisfied and  conspired  together  for  the  purpose  of  coercing  The 
Local  Telephone  Company  to  restore  said  lower  rate,  and  without 
making  any  complaint  whatever  to  the  Commission  as  to  the  said 
rate  or  as  to  the  service  which  was  afforded  by  The  Local  Telephone 
Company,  proceeded  to  induce  a  number  of  the  subscribers  of  The 
Local  Telephone  Company  to  discontinue  the  service  and  throw  out 
its  telephones,  and  sought  to  induce  other  users  of  The  Local  Tele- 
phone Company's  service  to  discontinue  such  service,  and  threatened 
to  take  business  away  from  certain  business  people  of  the  village  of 
New  Washington  unless  they  discontinued  the  service  of  The  Local 
Telephone  Company,  and  promised  to  obtain  a  franchise  and  afford 
a  service  at  less  than  cost,  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  The  Local 
Telephone  Company  as  a  competitor  of  telephone  service  in  said 
village  and  locality;  and  in  furtherance  of  said  conspiracy,  to  injure 
the  business  of  The  Local  Telephone  Company,  they  discontinued 
112  telephones  upon  the  said  farmer  lines,  and  have  induced  76  in 
the  said  village  and  vicinity  to  discontinue  the  service  of  The  Local 
Telephone  Company,  notwithstanding  that  a  number  of  said  tele- 
phones so  disconnected  were  being  served  under  contracts  which 
had  not  yet  expired,  and  which  the  service  of  The  Local  Telephone 
Company  is  bound  to  afford,  and  that  said  farmers'  mutual  lines 
were  placed  upon  numerous  poles  belonging  to  The  Local  Telephone 
Company  and  no  charge  made  therefore. 

That  The  Local  Telephone  Company  has  at  all  times  and  is  now 
affording  service  to  89  farmer  and  mutual  lines  at  the  regular  rate 
for  such  service.  The  Local  Telephone  Company  says  there  is  no 
public  or  other  necessity  for  the  organization  of  The  Cranberry  Home 
Telephone  Company,  nor  for  any  service  which  such  company  could 
afford  if  it  is  permitted  to  construct  a  plant  in  the  village  of  New 
Washington,  and  that  said  company  has  not  toll  connection,  and  can- 
not furnish  toll  service,  if  it  should  construct  its  said  plant. 

That  the  population  of  said  village  is  889,  and  is  located  in  Craw- 
ford County,  Ohio,  and  service  is  afforded  over  the  lines  of  The 
Local  Telephone  Company  and  its  connections  to  Bucyrus,  the  county 
seat. 

That  a  number  of  the  subscribers  who  discontinued  the  service 
of  The  Local  Telephone  Company  have  since  become  subscribers 
and  others  would  do  so  if  it  were  not  for  the  condition  of  threat. 

The  Local  Telephone  Company  denies  that  a  majority  of  the 
people  in  said  village  of  New  Washington   desires  the  installation 
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of  the  second  telephone  property  therein,  and  says  that  the  majority 
of  the  people  in  the  village  of  New  Washington  and  locality  refuse 
to  be  burdened  with  an  additional  telephone  company. 

The  Local  Telephone  Company  for  want  of  information  to  de- 
termine the  fact,  denies  that  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  duly  organized  and  incorporated,  and  denies  that  it  has  ob- 
tained from  the  village  of  New  Washington  a  franchise  which  au- 
thorizes it  to  engage  in  the  telephone  business  in  said  village,  and 
denies  that  a  large  number  of  people  in  said  village  of  New  Wash- 
ington and  locality  have  applied  to  said  complainant  for  service. 

The  Local  Telephone  Company  denies  that  it  has  increased  its 
charge  to  an  unreasonable  amount,  and  says  that  its  charges  are 
reasonable  in  view  of  the  quality  and  extent  of  the  service  afforded 
to  the  subscribers. 

Wherefore  The  Local  Telephone  Company  asks  that  the 
complaint  of  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  be  dis- 
missed, and  that  it  be  enjoined  from  operating  under  any  corporate 
organization  or  otherwise  contrary  to  law  and  such  other  orders  as 
are  proper. 

A  further  pleading  was  filed  herein  over  the  signature  of  the 
mayor  of  the  village  of  New  Washington,  reading: 

.  Now  comes  the  village  of  New  Washington,  Ohio,  and  enters 
its  appearance  herein,  and  says  that  it  is  a  duly  organized  and  in- 
corporated village  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio ;  that  it  is  situated  in  the  county  of  Crawford,  State  of  Ohio. 

Admits  that  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  is  a 
corporation  duly  organized  under  and  by  the  virtue  of  the  laws  of  Ohio  ; 
admits  that  the  franchise  or  charter  of  said  company  was  issued  on 
or  about  the  30th  day  of  August,  191 1,  all  as  alleged  in  its  applica- 
tion herein. 

Admits  that  on  the  28th  day  of  September,  191 1,  the  council 
of  said  village  of  New  Washington  granted  to  said  The  Cranberry 
Home  Telephone  Company  the  right  and  privilege  to  use  its  streets 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  poles,  wires  and  all  other  things  required 
to  carry  on  and  conduct  a  telephone  business  in  said  village ;  that 
said  grant  is  known  as  ordinance  No.  14,  in  said  village,  all  as  alleged 
by  said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company. 

Admits  each  and  every  other  allegation  in  the  application  of 
said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company. 

And  further  answering,  said  village  of  New  Washington,  Ohio, 
says  that  a  decided  majority  of  the  people  in  said  village  are  desirous 
that  the  Commission  may  give  to  said  The  Cranberry  Home 
Telephone  Company  a  certificate  to  construct  and  operate 
its    plant    as    prayed    for    by    it;    that    at    the   time  said    village 
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granted  said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Comapny  the 
right  to  use  its  streets,  as  aforesaid,  it  was  then  desirous  of  said  com- 
pany's proceeding  with  the  construction  of  its  plant  and  the  operation 
thereof,  and  that  said  village  has  never  changed  or  in  any  way 
modified  its  position  as  in  said  grant  expressed. 

Further  answering,  said  village  says  that  The  Local  Telephone 
Company  has  no  grant  or  right  of  any  kind  to  use  the  streets,  alleys 
and  public  grounds  of  said  village  upon  which  to  construct  its  pole 
lines  and  to  operate  a  telephone  system  in  said  village. 

That  on  or  about  the  2nd  day  of  October,  1900,  said  village 
granted  to  Frank  A.  Knapp  and  C.  R.  Callaghan  the  right  and 
privilege  to  use  said  streets,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  operating  a  tele- 
phone system,  but  at  no  time  has  it  granted  any  such  right  to  any 
other  person  or  company  (except  to  said  The  Cranberry  Home  Tele- 
phone Company,  as  aforesaid)  ;  that  said  grant  has  never  been 
assigned  or  transferred  to  said  The  Local  Telephone  Company  or  any 
other  person  or  company  to  the  knowledge  of  said  village ;  that  no 
assignment  in  any  form  whatever  appears  anywhere  upon  the  books 
or  records  of  said  village,  and  neither  has  such  an  assignment  been 
filed  with  said  village.  Said  village  further  says  that  if  said  The  Local 
Telephone  Company  is  operating  under  and  by  virtue  of  said  grant 
to  said  Knapp  and  Callaghan,  as  aforesaid,  then  said  village  says 
that  said  The  Local  Telephone  Company  has  avoided  its  said  grant 
with  said  village,  in  that  said  grant  specifies  that  said  Knapp  and 
Callaghan  may  charge  for  its  telephones  for  private  residences  $1.00 
per  month,  for  office  or  business  places  $1.50  per  month,  and  no 
more ;  but  contrary  to  and  in  defiance  of  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  said  grant  said  The  Local  Telephone  Company  is  now  charging 
for  private  residences  $1.25  per  month  and  for  offices  or  business 
places  $2.00  per  month,  all  of  which  is  now  done  and  has  been  done 
against  the  will  of  said  village,  ever  since  the  1st  day  of  May,  191 1. 
That  by  reason  of  such  breach  of  said  grant  or  contract  with  said 
village,  said  village  now  claims  that  said  grant  or  contract  is  no 
longer  in  effect,  but  is  null  and  void. 

That  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  and  residents  of  said  village 
have  applied  to  said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  for 
service. 

That  it  is  necessary  and  proper  for  the  public  convenience  and 
welfare  that  said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  install 
and  operate  its  plant. 

Wherefore,    the    village    of    New    Washington,    Ohio,    requests 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  to  issue  the  said  The  Cran- 
berry Home  Telephone  Company  a  certificate  as  prayed  for  by  it. 
In  final  disposition  of  this  matter,  the  Commission  on  the  nth 
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day  of  July,  1912,  promulgated  the  following  rinding  and  order: 
The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  having,  on  the  '26th 
day  of  April,  1912,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  a  certificate  showing 
that  the  public  convenience  renders  it  proper  and  necessary  for  said 
company  to  exercise  its  license,  permit,  right  and  francise,  hereto- 
fore granted,  to- wit:  On  the  30th  day  of  August,  191 1,  and  thereafter, 
to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for  furnishing  telephone  service  in  the 
village  of  New  Washington,  Crawford  County,  Ohio,  and  The  Local 
Telephone  Company  having,  by  answer  to  the  petition  of  The  Cran- 
berry Telephone  Company,  denied  the  material  allegations  of  said 
petition  and  having  further  alleged  that  alequate  telephone  service  at 
the  time  of  the  filing  of  said  petition,  and  for  a  long  time  prior 
thereto,  was  being  furnished  the  village  of  New  Washington 
and  all  the  inhabitants  thereof  who  desired  the  same  by  The  Local 
Telephone  Company,  and  denying  specifically  that  the  public  conven- 
ience rendered  necessary  or  proper  the  exercise  of  any  license,  permit, 
right  or  franchise  granted  to,  obtained  or  acquired  by  said  The  Cran- 
berry Home  Telephone  Company  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for 
furnishing  telephone  service  in  said  village  of  New  Washington,  and 
said  matter  having  been  set  down  for  hearing  on  Friday,  the  17th 
day  of  May,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given  to  all  parties  interested,  and  having  been  heard  on 
said  day,  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  having  been  con- 
tinued from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  con- 
sideration, i 

After  considering  the  pleadings  and  the  argument  of  counsel, 
hearing  the  evidence,  examining  the  exhibits  and  making  such 
further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commission  deemed  proper, 
the  Commission  finds  that  the  public  convenience  does  not  render  it 
necessary  and  proper,  and  neither  necessary  nor  proper  for  said  The 
Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  to  exercise  any  license,  permit, 
right  of  franchise  that  said  company  may  have  obtained,  secured 
or  acquired,  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for  furnishing  telephone 
service  in  the  village  of  New  Washington,  Crawford  County,  Ohio. 
It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  certificate  showing  that  the  public  convenience 
renders  it  proper  and  necessary,  or  either  proper  or  necessary,  for 
said  The  Cranberry  Home  Telephone  Company  to  exercise  any 
license,  permit,  right  or  franchise  to  own  and  operate  a  plant  for 
furnishing  telephone  service  in  the  village  of  New  Washington, 
Crawford  County,  Ohio,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  withheld.  It 
is  further 
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Ordered,  That  said  petition  of  said  The  Cranberry  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  dismissed. 


205.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Citizens'  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  for  authority  to  lease  its  plant  and  property  at 
Elyria,  Ohio,  to  G.  E.  Milligan. 

.  On   the    16th    day   of   April,    1912,   the   following   petition   was 
presented  to  the  Commission : 

The  Citizens'  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  an  Ohio  corporation, 
the  lessor  and  vendee,  and  G.  E.  Milligan,  the  lessee  and  vendor, 
present  herewith  and  file  with  the  Commission  two  proposed  con- 
tracts, dated  March  19,  1912,  copies  of  which  are  attached  to  this 
petition,  and  they  respectfully  pray  this  Commission  to  consent  to 
and  approve  the  making  of  the  two  said  contracts,  and  for  the  particu- 
lars of  the  contracts  the  petitioners  pray  the  Commission  to  refer 
to  and  examine  the  contracts  themselves. 

The  petitioners  further  represent  that  the  generating  plant  of 
The  Citizens'  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  heretofore  operated  in  the 
city  of  Elyria,  was  conducted  at  a  loss,  so  that  in  December,  1908, 
it  was  abandoned,  and  therefore,  the  company  purchased  its  supply 
of  electrical  current  from  The  Elv  Realty  Company,  paying  therefor 
three  cents  per  K.  W.  hours.  At  this  price  the  electric  company 
was  able  to  conduct  its  business  in  the  city,  but  realized  only  a  profit 
of  about  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  Commission  will 
note  by  reference  to  the  new  contract,  that  they  will  receive  a  rental 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  year. 

The  company  further  represents  that  their  generating  and 
distributing  plants  in  the  city  of  Elyria  are  old,  run  down,  out  of 
date  and  incapable  of  being  operated  as  a  commercial  success ;  that 
Mr.  G.  E.  Milligan,  the  other  petitioner,  proposes  to  acquire  electrical 
current  through  the  latest  modern  appliances,  and  thereby  be  enabled 
to  furnish  better  service  to  the  consuming  public. 

The  electric  company  further  represents  that  in  the  city  of 
Lorain  it  has  not  been  able  to  deliver  electric  current  on  its  switch- 
board at  less  than  about  1.75  cents  per  K.  W.  hour,  and  the  Commis- 
sion will  please  notice  that  by  the  contract  between  the  parties,  the 
electric  company  is  to  •  be  furnished  with  electric  current  at  1.25 
cents  per  K.  W.  hour. 

The  electric  company  further  states,  that  the  greater  part  of 
its  equipment  in  the  generating  station  in  the  city  of  Lorain  was 
installed  about  ten  years  ago  and  at  the  present  time  is  not  modern, 
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and  that  Mr.  G.  E.  Milligan,  the  other  petitioner,  is  able  to  furnish 
current  at  the  price  named  in  the  contract,  by  reason  of  his  purpose 
to  construct  a  new,  modern,  up-to-date  central  power  station,  which 
with  its  modern  machinery  and  appliances  will  enable  him  to  deliver 
the  current  at  the  switchboard  at  Lorain  at  less  cost  than  the  electric 
company  can  manufacture  it. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  the  contracts  be  approved 
and  ratified  by  your  honorable  Commission,  and  they  will  ever  pray. 

Before  this  matter  could  be  heard  upon  the  date  assigned,  Mr. 
G.  E.  Milligan  asked  the  Commission  for  a  general  continuance  of 
the  same,  stating  that  he  purposed  instituting  a  number  of  similar 
proceedings,  which  could  be  heard  at  the  same  time.  The  matter 
has  never  been  heard  pending  advice  from  the  parties  and  no  further 
action  has  been  taken.

The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown  Railway  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion incorporated  and  organized  under  the  laws  x>i  the  State  of  Ohio, 
having,  on  the  23rd  day  of  April,  191 2,  filed  its  petition  for  authority 
to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  compensate  the  incorporators  and 
stockholders  of  said  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown  Railway  Com- 
pany for  the  time  spent,  work  done  and  money  advanced  in  securing 
a  right-of-way  for  said  line  of  railroad,  contracts  for  the  purchase  of 
land  for  docks  and  terminal  facilities,  franchises,  a  contract  for  the 
purchase  of  land  containing  a  large  deposit  of  sand  and  gravel,  a 
lease  of  a  parcel  of  land  containing  a  coal  deposit,  and  the  making 
of  a  preliminary  and  locating  survey  of  said  line  of  railroad,  as  fully 
set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  May  2,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard 
in  part  on  said  day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having  been  con- 
tinued from  day  to  day,  said  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hear- 
ing upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
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as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  par 
value  of  the  stock  sought  to  be  issued  therefor  is  greatly  in  excess  of 
the  value  of  the  services  rendered,  and  it  appearing  further  that  this 
application  is  subsiduary  to  and  dependent  upon  the  disposition  made 
by  this  Commission  of  formal  case  No.  230,  entitled,  In  the  matter 
of  the  application  of  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown  Railway  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  issue  $4,500,000.00  capital  stock  and  $5,000,000.00 
bonds,  which  said  cause  was  this  day  dismissed,  the  Commission  is 
satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  not  be  granted.  It 
is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  said 
stock  be,  and  it  hereby  is  withheld,  and  that  said  petition  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is  dismissed. 

Thereafter  the  petitioner  filed  its  motion  to  set  aside  the  fore- 
going finding  and  order,  which  said  motion  reads : 

Your  petitioner,  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown  Railway  Com- 
pany, respectfully  represents  that  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  23rd  day 
of  April,  1912,  it  filed  before  the  Commission  an  application  asking 
permission  to  issue  shares  of  stock  in  the  company  to  the  amount  of 
$500,000.00  to  reimburse  the  incorporators  and  present  stockholders 
of  said  company  for  time  spent,  work  done  and  advancements  made 
for  and  on  behalf  of  said  company  in  securing  franchises,  right-of- 
ways,  options  on  ground  needed  for  terminals  and  for  making  and 
completing  full  surveys  of  its  said  railroad. 

That  afterwards,  to-wit,  on  May  2,  1912,  the  application  was 
heard  before  the  full  Commission,  and  evidence  adduced  tended  to 
show  that  the  money  advanced,  services  performed  and  results  ob- 
tained were  of  the  value  of  not  less  than  $500,000.00. 

That  notwithstanding  that  the  evidence  was  conclusive  and  no 
evidence  to  the  contrary  offered,  the  Commission  afterwards,  to-wit, 
on  May  8,  1912,  made  and  entered  an  order  withholding  its  approval 
of  authority  to  issue  said  stock  and  at  the  same  time  dismissed  the 
petition. 

Your  petitioner  respectfully  requests,  asks  and  prays  that  said 
order  so  made  be  set  aside  and  rescinded  and  that  the  petition  or 
application  on  which  it  is  based  be  reinstated  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  Commission  failed  to  give  the  application  due  and 
proper  consideration. 

2.  The  finding  and  order  of  the  Commission  is  against  the  evi- 
dence and  is  based  solely  upon  assumptions  and  conclusions  not 
warranted  by  the  facts. 

3.  The  Commission,  in  its  finding  to  the  effect  that  the  par 
value  of  the  stock  sought  to  be  issued  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  value 
of  the  services  rendered,  ignores  the  well  known  and  universally  ob- 
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served  fact  that  the  stock  of  all  new  railroad  enterprises  is  not  ex- 
pected to  bring  or  to  be  marketed  at  a  price  equal  to  or  approximating 
par  value,  and  the  holding  to  that  end  in  this  case  is  burdensome  and 
unjust. 

Therefore,  your  petitioner,  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown 
Railway  Company,  for  the  reasons  hereinbefore  set  forth,  prays  the 
Commission  to  set  aside  the  order  withholding  approval  and  dis- 
missing the  application  and  to  reinstate  said  application  that  the  same 
may  be  again  considered  and  for  all  proper  and  necessary  orders  in 
the  premises.

the  disposition  made  by  the  Commission  of  a  formal  proceeding  in- 
stituted before  said  Commission  by  said  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngs- 
town Railway  Company,  numbered  two  hundred  and  thirty,  the  Com- 
mission is  satisfied  that  said  motion  should  not  be  sustained.

the  petition,  the  evidence  and  1!  hits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examtn- 
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ing  the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  amount  of 
stock  and  bonds  sought  to  be  issued  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  and  equipping  said  railroad  and  greatly  in  excess  of 
the  value  thereof,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  not  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  said 
stock  and  bonds  be,  and  it  hereby  is  withheld,  and  that  said  petition 
and  the  same  hereby  is  dismissed. 

Thereafter  the  petitioner  filed  a  motion  to  set  aside  and  rescind 
such  order,  which  laid  motion  is  as  follows: 

Your  petitioner.  I  be  Lake  I  ric  and  Youngstown  Railway  Com- 
pany, respectfully  represents  that  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  23rd  day 
of  April,  1912,  it  filed  before  the  Commission  an  application  asking 
permission  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  The  Caldwell  Construction 
Company,  by  and  under  the  terms  of  which  said  construction  com- 
pany, for  the  consideration  of  $9,500,000.00,  undertakes  and  agrees  to 
purchase  real  estate  needed  for  right-of-way,  station  and  terminal 
grounds,  a  certain  gravel  deposit  and  a  lease  on  coal  lands,  and  to 
bnild  and  equip  a  first  class,  standard  guage,  double  track  railway  for 
freight  and  passenger  service,  including  terminals,  docks  and  build- 
ings, and  to  fully  equip  the  same,  from  Conneaut  Harbor,  Ohio,  to 
Ymmgstown,  Ohio,  a  distance  of  approximately  seventy  miles,  ac- 
cording to  definite  plans  and  specifications  submitted  to  the  Commis- 
sion, and  to  fully  equip  the  said  railroad,  and  for  authority  to 
issue  in  payment  of  said  contract  price  $4,500/xx).oo  in  stock  and 
$5,000,000.00  in  five  per  cent,  twenty  year  bonds  of  your  petitioner. 
the  said  railway  company. 

Thereaftcrward.  to-wit,  on  May  2,  iou,  the  application  was 
beard  before  the  full  Commission  and  the  evidence  offered  at  said 
hearing  was  substantially  as  follows: 

1.  A  complete  survey  and  profile  of  said  double  track,  standard 
gangs  railroad,  showing  the  location,  grades,  bridges  and  everything 
n<  ccssary  or  essential  to  a  full  and  complete  understanding  of  the 
subject,  so  far  as  the  same  ordinarily  is  or  can  be  shown  or  presented 
by  such  surveys  and  profiles;  and  also  plans  and  specifications  giving 
definitely  and  in  detail  the  character  of  the  grades,  the  quality  of  the 
ballast  and  the  depth  thereof,  the  length  of  culverts  and  bridges  and 
the  character  of  their  construction,  together  with  the  kind  and  extent 
of  terminals  and  the  character  and  quality  of  buildings  as  well  as  the 

.md  amount  of  the  equipment. 

2.  Evidence  that  the  actual  money  cost  of  the  completed  prop- 
erty will  be  $5,500,000.00. 

3.  That  there  is,  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  aforesaid,  to  be 
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delivered  to  the  railway  company  by  the  construction  company,  cash 
to  the  amount  of  $150,000.00. 

That  the  aggregate  of  the  cash  to  be  paid  and  the  cost  of  con- 
struction is  $5,650,000.00. 

4.  That  the  carrying  charges,  interest  on  deferred  payments, 
the  risks  incident  to  a  hazardous  undertaking  are  great  and  that  the 
compensation  should  be  proportionately  large. 

5.  That  the  percentage  of  profit  in  a  transaction  of  the  char- 
acter presented  ought  to  be  more  than  the  ordinary  percentage  of 
profit  in  an  ordinary  construction  undertaking  which  is  ordinarily  ten 
per  cent. 

6.  Evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  said  railway  is  one  of  great 
utility  and  will  serve  a  section  of  the  State  and  the  people  of  that 
section  who  are  now  without  railroads,  and  that  this  railroad  will 
furnish  adequate  and  ample  transportation  facilities,  thereby  con- 
tributing to  the  comfort,  convenience  and  wealth  of  the  section  so 
served. 

7.  Evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  construction  of  the  railway 
is  essential  and  necessary  to  the  growth  and  development  of  the  inde- 
pendent iron  and  steel  mills  of  the  Youngstown  district,  for  they  are 
so  illy  and  inadequately  provided  with  transporation  facilities  that 
while  Conneaut  is  the  largest  ore  receiving  port  on  the  Great  Lakes 
and  is  nearer  to  Youngstown  than  any  other,  none  of  the  ore  received 
at  that  port  is  carried  to  Youngstown,  although  it  is  greatly  desired 
and  needed  there. 

That  afterwards,  to-wit,  on  May  8,  1912,  the  Commission  made 
and  entered  an  order,  a  part  of  which  is  as  follows : 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  amount 
of  the  stock  and  bonds  sought  to  be  issued  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
cost  of  constructing  and  equipping  said  railroad  and  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  value  thereof,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of 
said  petition  should  not  be  granted.  It  is,  therefore,  ordered  that  the 
authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  said  stock  and  bonds  be  and  it 
hereby  is  withheld,  and  that  the  said  petition  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  dismissed. 

Your  petitioner  respectfully  requests,  asks  and  prays  that  said 
order  so  made  be  set  aside  and  rescinded  and  that  the  petition  or  ap- 
plication on  which  it  is  based,  be  reinstated,  for  the  following,  among 
other,  reasons: 

1.  The  Commission  failed  to  give  the  application  due  and  proper 
consideration. 

2.  The  Commission  ignored  the  evidence  offered  and  based  its 
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findings  and  order  upon  assumptions  and  conclusions  not  warranted 
by  the  facts. 

3.  The  Commission,  in  its  finding  "that  the  amount  of  stock  and 
bonds  sought  to  be  issued  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  construct- 
ing and  equipping  said  railroad  and  greatly  in  excess  of  the  value 
thereof"  ignores  the  well  known  and  universally  observed  fact  that 
the  stock  and  bonds  of  all  new  railroad  enterprises  are  not  expected 
to  bring  or  to  be  marketed  at  a  price  equal  to  or  approximating  par 
value. 

4.  The  Commission  has  failed  to  properly  consider  the  fact  that 
they  are,  by  the  terms  of  the  law  creating  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion of  Ohio,  given  a  wide  discretion  in  fixing  the  value,  terms  and 
conditions  upon  and  under  which  stock  and  bonds  in  railroad  enter- 
prises shall  issue,  in  order,  in  a  measure,  to  equalize  conditions  for 
the  good  of  the  whole  people,  and  that,  in  this  instance,  to  require, 
as  the  Commission  seems  to  find  and  hold,  that  the  railroad  must  cost 
in  actual  money  as  much  as  the  aggregate  par  value  of  the  stock  and 
bonds  proposed  to  be  issued,  means  the  death  of  a  meritorious  public 
enterprise  which  has  already  required  much  valuable  time  and  cost 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  money  and  the  continuance  of  a 
monopoly  in  ore  transportation  by  existing  railroads. 

5.  The  Commission  has  erroneously  assumed  that  they  have  the 
right  under  the  law  to  fix  and  determine  the  scope,  terms  and  limits 
of  a  contract  and  the  value  and  purpose  of  the  same  to  the  individual 
corporation  entering  into  it,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  law  which 
created  the  Commission  and  enumerates  its  powers,  only  seeks  to 
give  a  supervisory  control  in  such  matters  in  order  that  fraud  may 
not  be  practiced  and  that  good  faith  shall  be  observed  on  the  part  of 
those  conducting  the  affairs  of  public  utilities  companies;  so,  in  this 
matter,  the  Commission  should  not  withhold  its  approval  or  fail  to 
give  its  sanction  to  a  plan  which  honestly  and  in  good  faith  has  for 
its  object  and  purpose  the  furnishing  of  a  much  needed  railroad  at  a 
fair  and  reasonable  cost,  and  to  hold  otherwise,  which  has  been  done 
in  this  instance,  is  erroneous.* 

Therefore,  your  petitioner,  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown 
Railway  Company,  for  the  reasons  hereinbefore  set  forth,  prays  the 
Commission  to  set  aside  the  order  withholding  approval  and  dismissing 
the  application,  and  further  to  reinstate  said  application  in  order  that 
the  same  may  be  again  considered,  and  that  all  proper  and  necessary 
orders  may  be  entered  in  said  proceeding. 

.  In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  spread  the  following 
entry : 
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ENTRY. 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  8th  day  of  May,  1912,  issued 
its  order  herein,  withholding  its  consent  and  authority  to  The  Lake 
Erie  and  Youngstown  Railway  Company  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of 
the  par  value  of  four  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  its 
bonds  of  the  par  value  of  five  million  dollars,  and  dismissing  the  pe- 
tition of  said  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown  Railway  Company  for 
such  consent  and  authority,  and  said  The  Lake  Erie  and  Youngstown 
Railway  Company  having  thereafter,  to-wit :  On  the  14th  day  of  May, 
1912,  filed  its  motion  to  set  aside  said  order  of  the  Commission,  and 
said  motion  having  been  assigned  for  hearing  Monday,  May  27,  1912,  at 
2:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  said  motion  having,  on  said  day,  been  heard 
and  argued,  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from 
day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration. 

After  hearing  the  argument  and  examining  the  briefs  of  coun- 
sel, and  make  such  further  and  other  investigation  and  inquiry  as  the 
Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  said 
stock  is  to  be  sold  for  but  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof 
and  that  said  bonds  are  to  be  sold  for  but  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  par 
value  thereof,  the  total  amount  to  be  realized  therefrom  being  much 
less  than  the  capitalization  of  said  corporation,  and  it  appearing  fur- 
ther, that  the  capitalization  of  said  corporation  is  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  cost  of  building  and  equipping  the  proposed  line  of  railroad 
of  said  corporation  and  greatly  in  excess  of  the  value  thereof,  the 
Commission  is  satisfied  that  said  motion  should  not  be  sustained.  It 
is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  motion  to  set  aside  the  order  of  the  Com- 
mission herein,  promulgated  as  of  date,  May  8,  1912,  be  and  it  hereby 
is  overruled. 


231.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Eastern  Ohio  Tele- 
phone Company  and  The  Berghplz  Telephone  Company  for 
authority  to  %fll  and  purchase  property.    Dismissed  July  8,  1912. 

The  petitioners  herein  filed,  as  of  date  April  24,  1912,  the  follow- 
ing pleading: 

The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  duly 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  with  its  principal 
offices  located  at  *East  Rochester,  Columbiana  County,  Ohio. 

The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  duly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  its  principal 
offices  located  at  Bergholz,  Jefferson,  County,  Ohio. 
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Both  of  the  aforesaid  companies  are  engaged  in  business  of 
transmitting  telephone  messages.  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  engaged  in  business  principally  in  Columbiana  County,  Ohio. 
The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company  is  engaged  in  business  principally 
in  Jefferson  and  Carroll  counties,  Ohio. 

The  principal  exchanges  of  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Com- 
pany are  located  at  East  Rochester,  Ohio,  and  at  Minerva,  Ohio.  The 
principal  exchanges  of  The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company  are  located 
at  Bergholz,  Ohio,  and  Carrollton,  Ohio.    ' 

Prior  to  the  organization  of  The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company, 
The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  located  a  telephone  line  be- 
ginning at  Augusta.,  a  village  located  about  five  miles  south  of  the 
Carroll  and  Columbiana  County  line;  that  said  The  Eastern  Ohio 
Telephone  Company  extended  said  line  south  from  Augusta  to 
Specht.  a  postoffice  in  Carroll  County,  and  established  branch  lines 
between  Augusta  and  Specht  and  south  from  Specht  about  two  miles 
toward  Carrollton,  and  installed  seventeen  phones  in  residences  of 
patrons  along  said  line  and  branch  lines. 

The  southern  terminal  is  nine  miles  from  the  East  Rochester 
exchange  and  four  miles  from  Carrollton ;  the  poles  are  located 
principally  on  public  highways.  The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company 
operates  an  exchange  at  Augusta.  The  aforesaid  seventeen  phones 
are  reached  from  East  Rochester  exchange  in  Columbiana  County. 
Your  petitioners  say  that  it  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  gen- 
eral public,  the  applicant  companies  and  of  the  seventeen  patrons 
using  said  phones  to  have  a  transfer  of  the  above  described  line 
executed  by  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  to  The  Bergholz 
Telephone  Company,  for  the  reason, 

i.  That  all  of  the  aforesaid  patrons  are  residents  of  Carroll 
County  and  they  cannot  get  telephone  communications  with  Carroll- 
ton, except  by  calling  East  Rochester  in  Columbiana  County  and  com- 
ing through  Minerva  and  Malvern  to  Carrollton,  thereby  using  thirty 
miles  of  wire  to  carry  a  message  four  to  eight  miles  and  at  an  expense 
to  said  patrons  of  ten  cents  for  each  three-minute  call. 

2.  That  the  territory  covered  by  the  aforesaid  seventeen  phones 
geographically  belongs  to  The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company. 

3.  The  change  involves  a  convenience  to  all  the  patrons  of  The 
Bergholz  Telephone  Company  and  involves  no  inconvenience  «to  the 
patrons  of  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company. 

Your  petitioners  further  state  that  they  have  canvassed  the 
situation  and  have  agreed  upon  a  sale  and  transfer  of  the  above  de- 
scribed lines  for  the  consideration  of  $250.00;  that  there  are  no  liens 
upon  said  property  and  there  are  no  existing  contracts  between  the 
aforesaid  seventeen  patrons  and  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Com- 
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pany  that  will  be  interfered  with  in  case  permission  is  given  for  the 
aforesaid  sale  and  transfer  of  said  lines  from  The  Eastern  Ohio  Tele- 
phone Company  to  The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  the  Commission  order 
the  foregoing  application  filed,  and  if  deemed  necessary,  that  you  fix 
a  time  and  place  for  the  hearing;  that  the  Commission  make  an  order 
allowing  The  Eastern  Ohio  Telephone  Company  to  transfer,  by  a 
proper  conveyance,  all  of  its  rights,  titles  and  interest  in  and  to  said 
property  to  The  Bergholz  Telephone  Company,  and  that  it  make  such 
further  order  in  the  premises  as  it  may  deem  proper  or  the  circum- 
stances require. 

After  the  hearing  thereof  and  before  the  Commission  could 
announce  its  determination  of  said  matter,  the  same  was  disposed  of 
with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry : 

Upon  the  joint  application  of  the  petitioners,  this  case  is  dis- 
missed without  prejudice. 


232.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  New  Midland  Power  and  Traction  Company,  of 
Cambridge,  Ohio,  with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  the  pro-1 
visions  of  the  law.    Dismissed  May  10,  19 12. 

This  proceeding,  arising  from  the  inability  of  the  Commission 
to  secure  a  filing,  by  The  New  Midland  Power  and  Traction  Com- 
pany, of  schedules  of  its  rates,  was  instituted  by  the  entering  of  the 
following  order: 

The  Commission  haVing  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  New  Midland  Power  and  Traction  Company, 
with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law,  and,  es- 
pecially, with  respect  to  the  failure  of  said  company  to  print  and  file 
with  the  Commission  schedules  showing  all  rates,  joint  rates,  rentals, 
tolls,  classifications  and  charges  for  service  of  each  and  every  kind 
rendered  or  furnished  by  said  company,  it  is, 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Tuesday,  May  21,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the  hearing 
room  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  building,  Columbus,  Ohio,  are 
hereby  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation.    It  is  further, 

Ordered,  That  W.  A.  Gibbs,  in  charge  of  said  company,  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place  herein 
fixed,  and  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testimony  as 
may  be  proper  in  the  premises.  1 
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And  closed  with  the  spreading  of  an  entry  in  the  following 
words : 

It  appearing  that  The  New  Midland  Power  and  Traction  Com- 
pany has  this  day  filed  its  schedule  of  rates,  said  case  is,  therefore, 
dismissed. 


233.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Silica  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  for  authority  to  issue  $15,000.00  capital  stock  and 
$15,000.00  bonds.    Approved  May  7,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Silica  Northern  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
tinder  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  25th  of  April,  1912, 
filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  par 
value,  of  its  capital  stock  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of 
its  bonds,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  right- 
of-way  and  locating  and  constructing  thereon  a  line  of  steam  railway 
from  Silica,  Lucas  County,  Ohio,  to  a  point  directly  north  on  the 
state  line  between  Michigan  and  Ohio,  and  to  pay  the  necessary  ex- 
penses incident  thereto,  and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  April  29,  1912,  at  1 130  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been 
heard  in  part  on  said  day,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  having 
been  continued  from  day  to  day,  said  matter  came  on  this  day  for 
final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the  Commis- 
sion deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
said  stock  and  bonds  are  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obli- 
gations of  said  company,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer 
of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Silica  Northern  Railway  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00),  and  its  bonds  of  the  par 
value  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00),  and  that  said  stock 
and  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  not  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission 
that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  and  bonds  is 
reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.  It 
is  further, 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock 
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and  bonds  be  devoted  by  said  The  Silica  Northern  Railway  Company 
to,  and  used  for  the  following  purposes  and  no  other,  to-wit :

Ordered,  That  said  The  Silica  Northern  Railway  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said 
stock  and  bonds  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  amounts 
realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable  and 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock  and  bonds;

the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds

234.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Ohio  and  Kanawha 
Fuel  and  Light  Company  for  authority  to  issue  $30,000.00  capi- 
tal stock.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Ohio  and  Kanawha  Fuel  and  Light  Company,  a  corporation 
incorporated  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  hav- 
ing, on  the  26th  day  of  April,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to 
issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  the

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that,  if  said 
capital  stock  is  authorized  to  be  issued,  that  the  outstanding  capital 
stock  of  said  corporation  will  be  greatly  in  excess  of  the  value  of  its 
visible  and  tangible  property,  and  it  further  appearing  that  former 
issues  of  stock  by  said  corporation  were  disposed  of  for  a  considera- 
tion much  less  than  the  par  value  of  said  stock,  the  Commission  is 
satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  not  be  granted.  It 
is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue  said 
capital  stock  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  withheld,  and  that  said  .peti- 
tion be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  dismissed.

gas  lines  with  the  source  of  supply  for  natural  gas,  and  for  the

239.    The   Grand   Theatre,    Middletown,   Ohio,    Complainant,   versus 
The  Middletown  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Defendant. 

The  complainant  in  this  proceeding  says: 

The  complainant  states  that  it  is  a  partnership  composed  of 
John  Nein,  Lewis  Nein  and  Edward  Nein,  all  of  the  city  of  Middle- 
town,  Ohio,  and  doing  business  as  the  Grand  Theatre. 

That  said  Grand  Theatre  operates  a  moving  picture  show  on 
Third  Street  in  the  city  of  Middletown,  Ohio,  and  has  installed  its 
own  electrical  equipment  for  the  conduct  of  said  business. 

In  order  to  secure  a  continuous  current  in  case  their  own  plant 
should  become  disabled  they  have  asked  the  Middletown  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  to  install  in  said  Grand  Theatre  a  break  down 
service  of  eight  (8)  K.  W.  maximum  demand. 

The  defendant  company  informed  the  complainant  that  its 
rate  would  be  $3.00  per  month  per  K.  W.  maximum  demand  plus 
thrre  (3)  cents  per  K.  W.  hour  consumed,  less  discount  in  accordance 
■w  ith  the  schedule  on  file  in  your  office. 

That  said  defendant  company  is  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  is  a  public  utility,  supplying 
electricity  and  natural  gas  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Middletown, 
Ohio. 

That  said  rate  sought  to  be  charged  or  demanded  by  said  de- 
fendant is  unjust,  unreasonable   and   discriminatory  for  the   reason 
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that  the  only  expense  that  the  defendant  company  would  be  put  to 
in  order  to  furnish  to  complainant  said  break  down  service  would 
be  the  installation  of  a  transformer  which  would  cost  the  defendant 
about  the  sum  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars;  and  that  upon  such 
an  investment  the  rate  charged  is  unjust  and  unreasonable. 

That  said  rate  is  discriminatory  for  the  reason  that  other  public 
utility  companies  furnishing  electricity  do  not  charge  any  of  their 
customers  such  an  enormous  price  for  such  a  break  down  service. 

Wherefore  complainant  prays  that  your  honorable  body,  upon 
the  full  hearing  of  this  matter,  will  order,  adjudge  and  decree  that 
said  rate  sought  to  be  charged  by  said  defendant  corporation  for  said 
break  down  service  to  be  unjust,  unreasonable  and  discriminatory  and 
that  your  honorable  body  shall  establish  a  just  and  reasonable  rate 
to  be  charged  by  said  defendant  corporation. 

Answering  which,  the  defendant  says: 
The  complainant  alleges : 

1.  That  it  is  a  partnership  composed  of  John  Nein,  Lewis  Nein 
and  Edward  Nein,  all  of  the  city  of  Middletown,  and  doing  business 
as  the  Grand  Theatre. 

2.  That  the  said  Grand  Theatre  operates  a  moving  picture  show 
on  Third  Street  in  the  city  of  Middletown,  Ohio,  and  has  installed 
its  own  electrical  equipment  for  the  conduct  of  said  business. 

3.  In  order  to  secure  a  continuous  current  in  case  their  own 
plant  should  become  disabled,  they  have  asked  The  Middletown  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  to  install  in  said  Grand  Theatre  a  break  down 
service  of  eight  (8)  K.  W.  maximum  demand. 

4.  That  defendant  company  informed  the  complainant  that 
its  rate  would  be  $3.00  per  month  per  K.  W.  maximum  demand  plus 
three  (3)  cents  per  K.  W.  hour  consumed,  less  discount  in  accordance 
with  the  schedule  on  file  in  your  office. 

5.  That  said  defendant  company  is  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  is  a  public  utility  supplying 
electricity  and  natural  gas  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Middletown, 
Ohio. 

6.  That  said  rate  sought  to  be  charged  or  demanded  by  said 
defendant  is  unjust,  unreasonable  and  discriminatory  for  the  reason 
that  the  only  expense  that  the  defendant  company  would  be  put  to 
in  order  to  furnish  to  complainant  said  break  down  service  would  be 
the  installation  of  a  transformer  which  would  cost  the  defendant 
about  the  sum  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars ;  and  that  upon  such 
an  investment  the  rate  charged  is  unjust  and  unreasonable. 

7.  That  said  rate  is  discriminatory  for  the  reason  that  other 
public  utility  companies  furnishing  electricity  do  not  charge  any  of 
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their  customers  such  an  enormous  price  for  such  a  break  down 
service. 

The  defendant  admits  the  allegations  contained  in  complaints 
numbers  i,  2,  3,  4  and  5,  but  denies  the  allegations  contained  in 
complaints  6  and  7. 

The  defendant  alleges  that  the  rate  sought  to  be  charged  or 
demanded  is  not  unjust,  unreasonable,  nor  discriminatory,  and  it 
further  alleges  that  the  installation  of  a  transformer  which  would 
ccsi  the  defendant  about  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  is  not  the 
only  expense  to  which  the  defendant  would  be  put  in  order  to 
furnish  the  said  break  down  service,  but  that  its  expense  would  be 
very  much  greater  than  the  sum  named,  and  that  it  would  amount 
to  several  thousand  of  dollars,  and  the  defendant  further  states  the 
complainant's  allegations  of  discrimination  in  the  7th  complaint  is 
untrue,  and  the  statement  made  by  the  complainant  would  not  con- 
stitute discrimination  if  it  were  true. 

Wherefore  the  defendant  prays  that  your  honorable  -body  dis- 
miss the  petition  filed  by  the  complainants,  and  adjudge  and  decree 
that  said  rate  sought  to  be  charged  by  said  defendant  corporation 
for  said  break  down  service  is  just  and  reasonable. 

The  hearing  of  this  matter  has  been  held,  but  no  decision 
rendered. 


240.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Adams  County 
Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  pur- 
chase of  certain  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany by  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  certain  property  from  The  Adams  County  Telephone 
Company  by  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  and  for 
a  connecting  arrangement  for  an  exchange  of  service  between 
the  applicants..  Approved  July  1,  191 2. 

The  petition  in  this  proceeding  reads  as  follows: 
The  applicants  hereto  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
Commission  that  at  the  present  time  The  Adams  County  Telephone 
Company  owns  and  operates  telephone  exchanges  at  West  Union, 
Blue  Creek,  Peebles,  Stouts,  Johnson,  Manchester  and  Seaman, 
Adams  County,  Ohio,  and  that  it  has  connected  with  said  exchanges 
approximately  600  subscribers'  stations,  and,  thereby,  serves  a  large 
part  of  Adams  County  with  its  local  telephone  service. 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates 
a  telephone  exchange  at  West  Union,  Adams  County,  Ohio,  and  that 
it  has  connected  with  said  exchange  approximately  80  subscribers' 
stations;    that    the    Central    Union    Telephone    Company    owns    and 
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operates  a  telephone  exchange  at  Winchester,  Adams  County,  Ohio, 
and  has  connected  therewith  approximately  420  subscribers'  stations, 
84  of  which  are  located  in  the  village  of  Seaman  and  vicinity. 

That  at  the  present  time  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
owns  and  operates  a  large  system  of  toll  or  long  distance  lines  in 
the  State  of  Ohio,  and  elsewhere,  and  has  connection  with  a  com- 
prehensive system  of  long  distance  lines  reaching  all  over  the  United 
States,  and  can  give  only  a  small  number  of  people  within  the  terri- 
tory covered  by  the  lines  of  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company 
easy  access  to  its  toll  or  long  distance  system  and  its  connections. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Com- 
pany's Peebles  exchange,  having  approximately  200  subscribers' 
stations  connected  therewith,  is  the  only  exchange  of  The  Adams 
County  Telephone  Company  having  connection  with  the  system  of 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  a  considerable  amount  of  money  must  necessarily  be  ex- 
pended in  the  near  future  for  the  reconstruction  of  both  of  said  com- 
panies' plants  at  West  Union  and  Seaman,  and  for  the  extension  of 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company's  plant,  in  order  to  give  an 
adequate  service,  should  the  present  conditions  long  prevail.  Such 
extension  of  the  Central  Union  Company's  plant  would  result  in  a 
further  useless  duplication  of  the  other  company's  telephone  prop- 
erty and  the  inevitable  division  of  the  telephone  subscribers  between 
the  two  companies.  This,  together  with  other  expenses  and  losses, 
which  would  accrue  under  such  conditions,  would  either  leave  the 
business  unprofitable  for  the  companies,  or  impose  an  undue  burden 
on  the  public,  with  unsatisfactory  divided  service. 

That  at  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  80  people, 
subscribers  to  the  service  of  both  of  said  companies,  each  one  pay- 
ing the  rates  of  each  company  for  the  purpose  of  deriving  the  bene- 
fit of  both. 

That  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth, 
both  of  said  companies  agree  and  allege  that  a  further  continuation 
of  such  duplicated  conditions  in  the  villages  of  West  Union  and  Sea- 
man, and  the  further  duplication  of  telephone  property  in  Adams 
County,  would  result  in  unnecessary  financial  losses  to  themselves 
and  an  annoyance  and  unnecessary  expense  to  the  community  at 
large. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  circumstances,  the  said  The 
Adams  County  Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's  exchange 
property  in  the  said  villages  of  West  Union  and  Seaman,  and  in  the 
vicinity  thereof,  and  with  that  end  in  view  appraisals  of  said  proper- 
ties have  been  made  by  engineers  representing  both  of  said  companies 
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and  a  valuation  of  $3,063.71  has  been  set  upon  said  property  of  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  that  a  valuation  of  $235.46 
has  been  set  upon  certain  pole  lines  and  circuits  of  The  Adams  County 
Telephone  Company  in  the  vicinity  of  Winchester,  Adams  County, 
Ohio,  and  agreed  to  by  both  companies  as  a  reasonable  and  proper 
price  for  the  same. 

That  with  the  approval  of  your  Commission,  the  said  The 
Adams  County  Telephone  Company  proposes  to  purchase  the  said 
property  of  said  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  and  combine 
the  telephone  property  and  service  in  the  said  village  of  West  Union 
and  Seaman ;  also  sell  the  said  pole  lines  and  circuits  in  the  vicinity 
of  Winchester  to  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and 
make  a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange  of  service  with  the  said 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  such  unification  and  connection  would  result  in  the  follow- 
ing advantages  to  the  patrons  of  both  companies  and  to  your  peti- 
tioners: 

1.  Advantages  to  the  users  of  the  telephone  service: 

(a)  The  relief  given  to  part  of  the  telephone  using  public 
in  the  villages  of  West  Union  and  Seaman  from  the  expense  of 
subscribing  to  two  telephones;  the  estimated  annual  saving  to 
the  public  on  this  account  being  $960.00.  Also  the  elimination  of 
the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of  the  two  systems. 

(b)  The  opportunity  offered  to  a  large  part  of  The  Adams 
County  Telephone  Company's  subscribers  for  the  advantages 
of  the  toll  or  long  distance  service  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  the  opportunity  offered  the  patrons  of  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  all  of  its  connecting 
companies,  to  reach  by  telephone  all  the  subscribers  of  The 
Adams  County  Telephone  Company.  In  other  words,  a  uni- 
versal service. 

(c)  The  special  advantages  offered  to  a  large  part  of 
The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company's  subscribers  to  com- 
municate from  their  respective  telephones  with  Winchester, 
Ripley  and  Cincinnati,  with  which  points  The  Adams  County 
Telephone  Company  now  has  no  connection  whatever. 

2.  The  advantages  to  the  respective  companies: 

(a)  The  reduction  of  necessary  present  expense  of 
building,  operating,  maintenance  and  reconstruction,  and  the 
prevention  of  the  present  operating  losses. 

(b)  The  avoidance  of  further  useless  duplication  of  plant. 

(c)  The  securing  of  business  substantially  sufficient  to 
justify  the  operation  of  a  single  system  at  a  high  point  of 
efficiency. 
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Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  ap- 
prove of  the  purchase  of  said  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  said  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company,  at  the 
price  of  $3,063.71,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale, 
a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  attached  and  marked  exhibit  "A;"  that 
at  the  same  time  your  Commission  approve  of  the  purchase  of  said 
property  of  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company  by  the  said 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  at  the  price  of  $235.46,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto 
attached  and  marked  exhibit  "B ;"  and  that  at  the  same  time  that  you 
apnove  of  a  connecting  arrangement  as  set  out  in  the  traffic  agree- 
ment agreeable  to  the  two.  parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto 
attached,  made  a  part  hereof  and  marked  exhibit  "C." 

In  disposition  of  which,  the  Commission  entered  the  following 
order : 

The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  in- 
corporated and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and' 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  incorporated 
and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  having,  on  the 
6th  day  of  May,  1912,  filed  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  of 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The  Adams  County  Tele- 
phone Company,  for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  of  The  Adams 
County  Telephone  Company  by  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  for  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an  exchange  of  service 
between  said  petitioning  companies,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition 
herein  and  accompanying  exhibits,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said 
matter  having  been  fixed  for  Wednesday,  May  29,  '1912,  at  2  o'clock 
p.  jn.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having 
been  given,  and  said  matter  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and 
the  further  hearing  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came 
on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the 
exhibits.  • 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  investigations  and  inquiry  as 
the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and 
it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Com- 
pany certain  of  its  property  used  in  local  service  and  located  in  the 
villages  of  West  Union  and  Seaman,  Adams  County,  Ohio,  and  fully 
.  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale  attached  to  the  petition  and  marked  exhibit 
"A,"  and  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference;  and  said  The  Adams 
County  Telephone  Company  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said 
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property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  three  thousand 
sixty-three  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents  ($3,063.71).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  certain  of  its  property,  used  in  toll  service,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Winchester,  Adams  County,  Ohio,  and  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of 
sale  attached  to  the  petition  herein  and  marked  exhibit  "B,"  and  made 
a  [art  of  this  order  by  reference;  and  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay 
therefor  the  agreed  price  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  and 
forty-six  cents  ($235.46).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company 
and  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  man- 
ner and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company  and 
the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  file  forthwith  sched- 
ules showing  the  proportion  of  toll  charges  that  each  shall  receive. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
from  and  after  the  filing  of  such  schedules. 


241.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  B.  &  S.  Car  Company 
for  authority  to  issue  $5,000.00  capital  stock.  Approved  May  29, 
1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  B.  &  S.  Car  Company,  a  corporation  incorporated  and  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  6th  day

The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  incor- 
porated and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having, 
on  the  8th  day  of  May,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  authority  to  issue 
its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  two  thousand  seven  hundred 
dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for:  First,  one  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents  to  repay  a  loan  nego- 
tiated to  secure  funds  to  construct  additions,  extensions,  improve- 
ments and  betterments  to  the  plant  and  property  of  the  petitioner 
during  the  period,  March  1,  1907,  to  March  1,  1912;  second,  five  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  purchase  of  certain  of  the  property  of  the  Central

Ordered,  That  said  The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value 
of  two*  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  that  said  stock  be  sold 
for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof, 
it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money 
to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  is  reasonably  re- 
quired for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  be  devoted  by  said  The  New  Concord  Telephone  Company  to, 
and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  First, 
$1,387.76  to  the  repayment  of  a  loan  negotiated  to  secure  funds  for  the

and  all  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  have  been  ex- 
pended pursuant  to  this  order. 


243.    Robert     C.     Tarbell,     Complainant,     versus     The     Columbus, 
Delaware  and  Marion  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

Pleading  herein,  the  complainant  says : 

That  he  is  a  physician,  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion, and  is  the  proprietor  of  and  conducts  a  Sanitarium,  located  near 
the  line  of  the  defendant  company,  between  Glenmary  Park  and  Stop 
27;  and  that  he  resides  at  said  Sanitarium. 

That  the  above  named  railway  company  is  a  common  carrier 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad 
between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier, 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

1.  That  the  lands  upon  which  said  Sanitarium  is  located  lie 
along  the  line  and  adjoin  the  right-of-way  of  said  defendant  and  that 
at  the  time  he  purchased  said  lands  the  stop  then  known  as  Hulbert's 
stop  and  then  numbered  37,  was  located  near  the  then  entrance  to 
said  Sanitarium  grounds,  and  had  been  so  established  and  located 
for  many  years. 

2.  That  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  of  said  lands  by  this  com- 
plainant there  were  no  buildings  or  improvements  thereon ;  and  rely- 
ing upon  the  location  of  said  stop  as  it  then  was,  he  located  said 
Sanitarium  with  reference  thereto  and  with  reference  to  the  building, 
establishing  and  constructing  a  roadway  and  walk  leading  from  said 
Sanitarium  to  said  defendant's  railway. 

3.  That  the  complainant  began  the  construction  and  establish- 
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ment  of  said  Sanitarium  and  said  roadway  leading  therefrom  in  No- 
vember, 1910;  and  that  after  all  cellar  excavations  had  been  made  by 
him  and  the  foundation  for  the  said  Sanitarium  partly  laid  and  the 
roadway  thereto  partly  constructed,  the  defendant  eliminated  the  said 
Hulbert's  stop.  The  nearest  stop  to  your  complainant's  said  property, 
now  designated  as  stop  No.  27,  is  at  a  point  about  800  feet  or  900 
feet  north  from  the  point  where  the  said  stop,  formerly  designated 
as  stop  No.  37,  was  located. 

4.  That  it  is  impracticable  for  this  complainant  to  abandon  the 
roadway  that  he  has  already  constructed  and  build  one  conforming 
to  stop  No.  27,  as  it  is  now  established,  even  at  a  great  expense  to  him. 

5.  Persons  and 'patients  going  to  and  coming  from  said  Sani- 
tarium leave  and  take  defendant's  cars  at  stop  No.  27,  and  as  it  is  now 
located,  are  compelled  to  walk  back  over  defendant's  right-of-way 
about  500  or  600  feet,  and  are  subjected  to  the  dangers  and  perils  of 
passing  cars  ;  as  in  the  case  of  employees  going  to,  or  returning  from 
said  Sanitarium  after  dark,  or  of  patients  going  to  Sanitarium  at  any 
time,  this  exposure  is  extremely  dangerous  and  hazardous.  North 
bound  and  south  bound  cars  pass  said  stop  at  an  interval  of  but  a  few 
minutes  apart. 

6.  The  said  stop  number  27  and  where  now  located,  affords 
better  service  to  but  one  person  than  if  located  at  the  point  where 
the  said  Hulbert's  stop  was  maintained,  but  deprives  a  great  many 
persons  of  convenient  and  proper  facilities  which  were  afforded  them 
when  the.said  stop  was  maintained  at  the  point  known  as  Hulbert's, 
or  stop  37,  and  better  service  to  the  public  and  users  of  its  railway 
will  be  given  if  the  said  stop  27  is  located  about  500  or  600  feet  south 
of  its  present  location  and  near  the  entrance  or  driveway  to  the  said 
Sanitarium.. 

7.  If  said  stop  27  were  located  near  the  driveway  or  entrance 
to  said  Sanitarium  grounds,  it  would  afford  better  service  to  the  public 
living  in  the  vicinity  and  the  patrons  of  said  railway.  Employees 
and  patients  of  said  Sanitarium  furnish  the  railway  with  the  greatest 
per  centum  of  passengers  from  said  stop.  t 

8.  The  county  road  line  between  Franklin  and  Delaware  coun- 
ties lies  north  of  stop  27,  between  said  stop  27  and  stop  28.  If  said 
stop  27  be  restored  or  be  relocated  about  500  or  600  feet  south,  it  will 
better  equalize  the  distance  between  said  stops  27  and  28,  and  the 
county  road  line,  and  will  also  better  equalize  the  distance  between 
Glenmary  Park  and  the  county  road  line. 

9.  In  the  establishment  of  said  Sanitarium,  purchase  of  grounds, 
erection  of  buildings,  etc.  this  complainant  has  already  expended 
more  than  $20,000.00.  The  removal  of  said  stop  from  where  it-was  at 
the  time  he  began  building  to  its  present  location,  has  proven  detri- 
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mental  to  him  and  had  not  been  of  benefit  to  other  patrons  of  the 
road.  Better  service  to  more  people  will  be  afforded  by  the  reloca- 
tion of  the  stop  near  where  it  formerly  stood. 

10.  The  stop  now  is  on  a  slight  grade,  while  the  change  re- 
quested will  put  it  on  a  level  stretch  of  track,  in  the  open,  of  easy 
access  to  the  people  of  the  vicinity  and  to  the  employees  and  patrons 
of  said  Sanitarium. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after 
due  hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said 
railway  company  to  relocate  said  stop  27  about  500  or  600  feet  south 
of  the  present  location,  as  recommended  in  the  report  of  J.  B.  Dugan, 
Inspector,  heretofore  filed  herein,  and  for  such  other  and  further 
order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

Answering  such  complaint,  the  defendant  says: 

Now  comes  Eli  M.  West,  and  represents  to  the  Commission 
that  he  was  on  the  7th  day  of  August,  1909,  appointed  by  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  as  receiver  of  The  Co- 
lumbus, Delaware  and  Marion  Railway  Company;  that  he  gave  bond, 
qualified  and  ever  since  continued  and  operated  the  property  described 
in  the  complaint  of  Robert  C.  Tarbell  as  the  receiver  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  Franklin  County,  and  that  he  is  now  in  charge 
of  and  operating  said  property  as  such  receiver. 

That'  said  Eli  M.  West,  as  such  receiver,  respectfully  repre- 
sents to  the  Commission  that  on  .account  of  the  above  premises,  the 
Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  against  The  Columbus,  Delaware 
and  Marion  Railway  Company  on  the  complaint  of  Robert  C.  Tar- 
bell, as  filed  herein.

After  examining  the  pleadings  and  the  exhibits,  hearing  the 
evidence  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  and  it  appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  stock  are  to  be  i  used  for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obli- 
gations of  said  corporation,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  The  New  Ottawa  County  Telephone 
Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  common  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.00),  and 
that  said  stock  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  not  less  than 
the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding*  of  the  Com- 
mission that  the  money  to  be  obtained  from  the  issue  of  said  stock 
is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation. 
Tt  is  further 
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Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  stock 
be  devoted,  by  the  said  The  New  Ottawa  County  Telephone  Com- 
pany, to  and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit: 
For  the  construction  of  certain  additions,  extensions,  betterments  and 
improvements  of  the  plant  and  property  of  said  company,  as  fully 
set  out  in  the  petition,  the  exhibits  and  the  evidence,  all  of  which  are 
made  a  part  hereof  by  reference.    It  is.  further, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  New  Ottawa  County  Telephone  Com- 
pany make  veriiied  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale 
of  said  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  sale,  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be 
the  largest  amounts  obtainable  and  not  less  than  the  par  value  of 
said  stock;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  six  (6) 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  de- 
tail the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  and  that 
such  report  be  made  until  all  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock 
have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  order. 


250.     P.  H.  Willeke,  Complainant,  versus  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan 
Railway  Company,  Defendant.    Dismissed  June  19,  1912. 

The  complainant  herein  plead : 

That  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  191 1,  P.  H.  Willeke  had  two  dining 
tables  shipped  from  Grandall,  Bennett,  Potter  Company,  Moutours- 
ville,  Pa.  Mr.  Willeke  is  a  general  merchant,  Glouster,  Ohio,  R.  F. 
D.  No.  5.    Individual  merchant. 

That  the  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  carrier, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad 
between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

That  the  above  tables  referred  to — one  of  the  tops  was  so 
damaged  that  a  new  top  had  to  be  purchased,  for  which  I  paid 
$3.50,  for  which  sum  a  claim  was  made. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein,  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  rail- 
road company  to  furnish  him  an  order  requiring  the  carrier  to  pay 
him  the  sum  of  $3.50  for  damages  done  to  tables  referred  to  on 
reverse  side  hereof,  and  for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Com- 
mission may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

Answering  which,  the  defendant  says : 
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Now  comes  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company, 
named  as  defendant  herein,  and  for  its  answer  herein  says,  that  the 
above  claim  was,  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  this  claim  with  the  Public 
Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  in  process  of  adjustment  and  will  be 
paid  by  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Company  as  soon  as 
authority  is  received  from  its  connecting  lines. 

This  proceeding  was  closed  with  the  following  entry : 
It  appearing  from  statements  of  complainant  that  satisfaction 
of  the  case  has  been  afforded  by  defendant,  the  same,  therefore,  is 
dismissed. 


251.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban 
Bell  Telephone  Company  for  authority  to  issue  $588,150.00  ad- 
ditional capital  stock.    Approved  June  6,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Cincinnati  and  Surburban  Bell  Telephone  Company,  a 
corporation  incorporated  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  191 2,  filed  its  petition  for 
authority  to  issue  its  common  capital  stock  in  the  amount  of  five 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
the  proceeds  to  be  used  to  acquire  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio,  and  the  erection  and  equipment  thereon  of  an  office  and 
exchange  building,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  Friday,  May  31,  1912,  at  3:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having 
been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  hav- 
ing been  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for 
final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as 
the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appearing  that 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  common  capital  stock  are  to  be  used 
for  the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company  to  be  in- 
curred in  the  acquisition  of  certain  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio,  and  the  erection  thereon  and  equipment  of  an  office  and 
exchange  building,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of 
said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Tele- 
phone Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  its  common 
capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  five  hundred  and  eighty-eight  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($588,150.00),  and  that  said  com- 
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mon  capital  stock  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not 
less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of 
the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said 
common  capital  stock  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  said  corporation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  com- 
mon capital  stock  be  devoted  by  said  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban 
Bell  Telephone  Company  to,  and  used  for  the  following  purposes, 
and  no  other,  to-wit:  The  acquisition  of  a  certain  parcel  of  real  estate 
situated  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  more  specifically  described 
as  eighty-three  feet  on  the  south  side  of  Fourth  Street,  and  running 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  south  on  and  parallel  with  Hammond 
Street,  the  estimated  value  of  which  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  the  erection  thereon  of  a  twelve  story  office  and  ex- 
change building,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  will  be  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  the  construction  of  necessary  conduits  and  place- 
ment of  cables,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  sixty-two  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  the  installation  of  switchboard  and  other  necessary  apparatus 
and  equipment,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  one  hundred  and  one 
thousand  dollars,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  herein,  which  is  made 
a  part  hereof  by  reference.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone 
Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon 
the  sale  of  said  common  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact 
of  such  sale,  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best 
price  obtainable  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  there- 
of; at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  (3)  months 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  common  capital  stock,  setting  forth  in  rea- 
sonable detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted, 
and  that  such  reports  be  made  until  all  of  said  common  capital  stock 
herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of  and  until  all  the 
proceeds  of  said  common  capital  stock  have  been  expended  pursuant 
to  this  order. 


252.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  People's  Railway  Company,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  with 
respect  to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public.  Order  issued 
October  8,  1912. 

The    investigation    herein,    looking   to   a   determination    of   the 
safety  of  the  practice  just  inaugurated  by  said  company  of  installing 
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turnstiles  on  its  cars,  was  instituted  May  27,  1912,  by  the  entering  of 
the  following  order : 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  People's  Railway  Company,  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
with  respect  to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public,  and  especially 
in  the  matter  of  the  use,  by  said  company,  upon  its  cars  of  turnstiles 
at  the  point  of  ingress,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Monday,  July  I,  1912,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the  hearing 
room  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  building,  Qolumbus,  Ohio, 
are.  hereby,  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  George  C.  Towle,  general  manager  of  said  com- 
]  any.  be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and 
place  herein  fixed,  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  tes- 
timony as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

A  voluminous  record  was  taken  at  the  investigation  in  this  mat- 
ter and  a  lengthy  brief  submitted  by  the  Ohmer  Fare  Register  Com- 
pany, the  manufacturer  of  this  device.  In  determination  of  the  mat- 
ter, the  Commission,  as  of  date,  October  8,  1912,  promulgated  the  fol- 
lowing finding  and  order.: 

The  Commission  having,  on  the  27th  day  of  May,  1912,  com- 
menced, on  its  own  initiative,  an  investigation  of  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  People's  Railway  Company,  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
with  respect  to  the  safety  and  security  of  the  public  and,  especially, 
in  the  matter  of  the  use  by  said  The  People's  Railway  Company  upon 
its  cars,  of  turnstiles  at  the  point  of  ingress,  and  due  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  said  investigation  having  been  given  said  company,  and 
said  company  having  appeared,  by  representatives  duly  authorized,  at 
said  investigation,  and  the  Commission  having  considered  the  evi- 
dence, the  exhibits  and  the  arguments  of  counsel,  and  having  made 
such  further  inquiry  and  investigation  as  it  deemed  proper,  finds : 

1.  That  said  The  People's  Railway  Company  has  placed  and  is 
using  upon  its  cars,  at  the  point  and  place  of  ingress,  a  certain  device 
and  apparatus  made  of  wood  and  metal,  known  and  designated  as 
a  turnstile,  for  the  purpose  of  registering  the  persons  entering  said 
cars. 

2.  That  said  turnstiles,  so  constructed  of  wood  and  metal, 
are  so  attached  to  the  vestibules  of  said  cars  as  to  form  a  rigid 
obstacle  and  impassable  barrier  in  the  way  of  passengers  or  persons 
seeking  to  enter  or  leave  said  cars  until  the  machinery  of  said  turn- 
stiles is  released,  allowing  the  same  to  turn  or  the  arms  thereof  to 
fall. 

3.  That  said  turnstiles  are  so  placed  and  so  constructed  as  to 
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prevent  their  being  turned  by  the  passengers  or  persons  attempting 
to  enter  the  car  until  the  conductor  releases  the  machinery,  thus  re- 
sulting at  times  in  the  bruising  or  injuring  of  the  passenger  or  per- 
son so  attempting  to  enter  the  car,  when  said  passenger,  or  person, 
and  the  conductor  fail  to  act  in  exact  unison. 

4.  That  said  turnstiles  are  so  placed  and  constructed  as  to 
bar  the  passage  and  prevent  the  egress  of  any  person,  or  persons,  at 
the  end  of  the  car  where  said  turnstile  is  located,  thus  creating  an 
additional  element  of  danger  in  case  of  accident  or  other  emergency 
necessitating  prompt  unloading  or  detraining  of  passengers.  It  is, 
therefore. 

Ordered.  That  said  The  People's  Railway  Company  be,  and  it 
hereby  is  notified  and  required  to  remove  said  turnstiles  from  its  cars 
used  to  carry  passengers  on  its  line  of  street  railway  in  the  city  of 
Dayton,  Ohio.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  of  this 
order  be  fully  executed  and  complied  with  and  obeyed  by  said  The 
People's  Railway  Company  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  November, 
1912. 


253  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Dayton,  Springfield  and  Xenia  Southern  Railway 
Company  with  respect  to  minimum  rate,  or  charge,  for  trans- 
porting package  freight  in  compartment  passenger  cars. 

On  the  27th  day  of  May,  191 2,  the  Commission  instituted  an 
investigation  herein  by  entering  the  following  order: 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Dayton,  Springfield  and  Xenia  Southern  Rail- 
way Company  with  respect  to  the  rates  and  charges  of  said  company, 
and  especially  the  minimum  rate  or  charge  for  transporting  package 
freight  in  compartment  passenger  cars,  as  set  forth  in  note  one 
on  page  twelve  of  said  company's  local  and  joint  freight  tariff  pub- 
lishing class  rates  applying  on  general  merchandise,  designated  as  G. 
F.  D.  1,  and  further  designated  as  R.  C.  O.  1,  issued  February  18,  1910, 
effective  March  1,  1910,  in  the  following  words  and  figures,  to-wit: 

Packages  carried  on  compartment  passenger  cars  at  a  rate  of 
25  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  Minimum  charge  of  50  cents  for  any 
one  consignment. 

And  the  Commission,  believing  that  said  minimum  rate,  or 
charge,  of  fifty  cents  is  unreasonable,  and  that  an  investigation,  upon 
the  Commission's  own  motion,  relating  thereto  should  be  made ;  it  is, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Dayton,  Springfield  and  Xenia  Southern 
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Railway  Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  presented  with  a  statement  in 
writing,  setting  forth  said  rate,  or  charge,  believed  by  the  Commission 
to  be  unreasonable.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  2nd  of  July,  191 2,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the 
hearing  room  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  building,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  be,  and  they  hereby  are  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  for  such  in- 
vestigation, and  that  the  said  The  Dayton,  Springfield  and  Xenia 
Southern  Railway  Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  given  ten  days'  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  of  such  investigation  and  of  the  rate,  or 
charge,  to  be  so  investigated. 

In  their  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  such  order  and  no- 
tice, the  officials  of  this  company  advised  the  Commission  of  their  inten- 
tion to  withdraw  this  minimum  charge,  and  further  action  in  the  mat- 
ter has  been  withheld  pending  the  preparation  and  filing  of  a  new 
tariff. 


258.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Home  Telephone 
Company,  of  Ironton,  county  of  Lawrence,  Ohio,  and  of  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company,  for  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  of  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The  Home  Telephone 
Company,  and  for  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an  exchange 
of  service  between  the  applicants.    Approved  October  5,  1912. 

The  petitioners,  for  their  pleading  herein,  say: 

The  Home  Telephone  Company  is  an  Ohio  incorporated  tele- 
phone company ;  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  is  a  corpora- 
tion, and  your  petitioners  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the  Com- 
mission that  at  the  present  time  there  are  two  telephone  companies 
and  exchanges  operated  in  the  vicinity  of,  and  in  the  city  of  Ironton, 
Ohio,  one  owned  and  operated  by  The  Home  Telephone  Company, 
and  the  other  owned  and  operated  by  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Home  Telephone  Company 
serves  approximately  850  subscribers  in  the  city  of  Ironton  and  in  the 
vicinity  thereof,  which  are  connected  with  the  Ironton  exchange ;  and 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  serves  approximately  1,150 
subscribers  in  the  city  of  Ironton  and  the  village  of  Russell,  Kentucky, 
and  the  vicinity  thereof  connected  with  its  Ironton  exchange. 

That  at  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  300  subscribers 
paying  for  the  service  of  both  companies,  each  one  paying  the  rate  of 
each  company  for  the  purpose  of  deriving  the  benefit  of  both. 

That  at  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  550  subscribers 
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who  have  The  Home  Telephone  Company's  service  exclusively,  and 
that  there  are  approximately  850  subscribers  who  have  the  Central 
Union  Company's  service  exclusively;  thereby  dividing  the  telephone 
subscribers  into  two  separate  groups,  neither  of  which  can  convenient- 
ly communicate  with  the  other,  and  that  the  550  exclusive  subscribers 
of  The  Home  Telephone  Company's  service  have  no  means  of  telephone 
communication  from  their  respective  telephones  with  approximately 
135  subscribers  using  the  service  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  exclusively  in  the  village  of  Russell,  Kentucky. 

That  such  conditions  necessitate  the  maintenance  of  two  separate 
telephone  plants  and  two  separate  telephone  operating  organizations, 
to  provide  a  service  which  could  better  be  rendered  by  one  organiza- 
tion. 

That  because  of  such  conditions,  each  company  must  construct 
its  plant  so  as  to  take  care  of  all  possibilities,  thereby  duplicating  the 
other  company's  plant,  which,  with  the  telephone  subscribers  being 
divided  between  the  two  companies,  leaves  each  company  with  a  con- 
siderable investment  unused  because  of  the  other  company  already 
serving  subscribers  for  which  such  plant  was  provided.  This,  to- 
gether with  other  expenses  and  losses,  due  to. such  conditions,  leaves 
the  business  unprofitable  for  the  companies,  and  at  the  same  time 
imposes  an  unnecessary  burden  on  the  public. 

That  a  considerable  amount  of  money  must  necessarily  be  ex- 
pended in  the  near  future  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  both 
of  said  plants,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  an  adequate  service,  and  that 
such  expenditure  means  a  further  duplication  of  investment ;  the  ad- 
dition of  further  duplicated  expense,  and  a  further  division  of  the 
service. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  circumstances,  The  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  has  negotiated  with  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's  exchange  property  in  said 
city  of  Ironton,  Ohio,  and  vicinity;  and,  after  an  appraisal  of  said 
property  was  made  by  engineers,  a  price  of  sixty-three  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  has  been  set  upon  said  property  and 
agreed  to  by  both  companies  as  a  fair  and  reasonable  price ;  and 
with  the  approval  of  your  Commission,  the  said  The  Home  Telephone 
Company  proposes  to  purchase  said  property  of  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  and  to  combine  the  exchanges  and  telephone 
properties  in  said  city  of  Ironton,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  and  also  make 
a  connecting  contract  with  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  an  exchange  of  service. 

Some  of  the  advantages  which  will  accrue  to  all  parties  con-

cerned,  should  your  Commission  grant  that  which  is  prayed  for  herein, 
may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

i.    Advantages  to  users  of  telephone  service: 

(a)  The  relief  given  to  approximately  fifteen  per  cent, 
of  all  the  telephone  users  in  Ironton,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  from  the 
necessity  of  paying  for  two  telephones  in  order  to  have  a  com- 
plete service. 

(b)  The  establishment  of  a  complete  unified  service  by 
which  every  telephone  subscriber  in  Ironton,  Ohio,  and  vicinity, 
can  talk  with  every  other  telephone  subscriber,  thus  eliminating 
the  inconvenience  and  annoyance  of  two  systems. 

(c)  The  special  advantages  offered  such  subscribers,  using 
The  Home  Telephone  Company's  service  exclusively,  the  means 
of  telephone  communication  with  the  telephone  users  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Russell,  and  the  city  of  Ashland,  Kentucky. 

(d)  The  advantages  offered  the  patrons  of  The  Home 
Telephone  Company  for  the  use  of  the  toll  or  long  distance  serv- 
ice of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity offered  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  and  all  of  its  connecting  companies  throughout  the 
country,  to  reach  the  subscribers  of  The  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany. ^ 

2.    The  advantages  to  the  respective  companies: 

(a)  Reduction  of  the  present  excessive  expenses  of  oper- 
ating, maintenance  and  reconstruction  incident  to  two  telephone 
systems. 

(b)  The  avoidance  of  future  useless  duplication  of  plant. 

(c)  The  securing  of  business  upon  a  proper  basis  sub- 
stantially sufficient  to  justify  the  operation  of  a  single  system  at 
a  high  point  of  efficiency. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Home  Telephone  Company  at  the  price  of  $63,725.00, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  bill  of  sale,  a  copy  of  which  is  at- 
tached hereto  and  marked  exhibit  "A;"  and  at  the  same  time  that 
you  approve  of  the  interchange  of  service  between  the  applicants,  as 
set  forth  in  a  traffic  agreement  agreeable  to  both  parties,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  hereto  and  marked  exhibit  "B." 

In  final  disposition  of  which  matter,  the  Commission  promul- 
gated the  following  finding  and  order: 

The  Home  Telephone  Company,  of  Ironton,  Ohio,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  having,  on  the  3rd  day  of  June,   1912,  filed  their

prayer  of  said  petition,  in  so  far  as  it  seeks  the  consent  and  authority 
of  the  Commission  for  the  issue  of  said  stock  and  bonds  should  be 
granted.

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ohio  Traction  Company  make  verified 
report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  sale  of  said  bonds, 
or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best 
price  obtainable  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ninety-eight  per 
cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every 
period  of  three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposi- 
tion and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  setting

The  petition  herein  sets  out : 

The  applicants  hereto  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
Commission  that  at  the  present  time  The  Auglaize  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  operating  an  exchange  of  approximately  600  stations  in  the 
village  of  Waynesfield,  Ohio,  and  vicinity;  and  that  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  has  no  connection  whatever  with  the  village  of 
Waynesfield. 

That  The  Auglaize  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give  to  its 
patrons  and  the  public  at  large  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance 
service;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and 
operates  a  large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana 
and  Illinois,  and  has  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll 
lines  reaching;  over  the  United  States. 

That   a    connection    between    the    systems   of   your    petitioners

would  greatly  increase  the  facilities  for  furnishing  service  to  the  sub- 
scribers of  The  Auglaize  Telephone  Company,  and  would  make  it 
possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  its  connecting  companies  to  reach  directly  the  subscribers 
of  The  Auglaize  Telephone  Company,  thus  furnishing  a  universal 
telephone  service.

This  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  joint 
petition  of  The  Auglaize  Telephone  Company  and  the  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  exhibits ;  and  the  Commission, 
being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.

The  applicants  hereto  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
Commission  that  at  the  present  time  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Com- 
pany is  operating  an  exchange  of  approximately  215  subscribers'  sta- 
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dons  in  the  village  of  Rock  Creek,  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  and 
vicinity,  and  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  operates  a 
toll  station  only  in  said  village  of  Rock  Creek. 

That  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company  is  able  to  give  to  its 
patrons  and  the  public  at  large  only  a  limited  toll  or  long  distance 
service,  and  that  the  Central  Union  Company  owns  and  operates  a 
large  system  of  toll  lines  in  the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois, 
and  has  connection  with  a  comprehensive  system  of  toll  lines  reaching 
throughout  the  United  States. 

That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  your  petitioners  would 
greatly  increase  the  facilities  for  furnishing  long  distance  telephone 
service  to  the  subscribers  of  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company,  and 
would  make  it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  and  its  connecting  companies  to  reach  directly  the 
subscribers  of  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company,  thus  furnishing  a 
universal  telephone  service. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  ap- 
prove of  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an  interchange  of  service  be- 
tween the  applicants  as  set  out  in  a  traffic  agreement  agreeable  to 
hi  >th  parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto,  made  a  part  hereof 
and  marked  exhibit  "A." 

the  Commission  entered  the  following  order:

267.    William  M.  Roach,  City  Solicitor  for  the  city  of  Alliance,  Ohio, 
Complainant,  versus  The  Stark  Electric  Railroad  Company. 

The  complaint  herein  sets  out: 

Your  complainant  says  that  he  is  the  solicitor  of  the  city  of 
Alliance,  Ohio,  and  that  he  makes  this  complaint  as  well  on  behalf 
of  the  citizens  of  said  city  as  on  behalf  of  that  part  of  the  public  who 
may  be  interested  therein ;  and,  complaining,  he  represents  to  your 
honorable  body  that  The  Stark  Electric  Railroad  Company  is  a  cor- 
poration duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  now  is 
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and  has  been  for  a  long  time  last  past  maintaining  and  operating,  and 
expects  in  the  future  to  maintain  and  operate  an  electric  railroad, 
wholly  within  this  State,  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  from  and  be- 
tween the  city  of  Canton,  in  the  county  of  Stark,  and  the  city  of 
Salem,  in  the  county  of  Columbiana,  said  cities  being  municipalities 
in  the  State  of  Ohio ;  said  line  of  railroad  passing  through  the  city 
of  Alliance,  also  a  municipality  in  the  county  of  Stark ;  and  that 
said  electric  railroad  now  is  and,  for  a  long  time  past,  has  been  carry- 
ing daily  in  the  cars  run  by  it  over  said  line  of  railroad,  a  large  number 
of  passengers. 

He  further  represents  that  the  entire  length  of  the  railroad  so 
operated  by  said  The  Stark  Electric  Railroad  Company  is  about 
thirty-four  miles,  and  that  the  schedule  time  for  the  running  of  cars 
between  the  said  city  of  Canton  and  the  city  of  Salem  is  one  hour 
and  forty-five  minutes ;  and  that  the  cars  used  by  said  company 
make  no  stops  between  said  cities  but  such  as  are  necessary  to  be 
made  to  take  on  and  discharge  passengers  therefrom. 

He  further  represents  that  the  cars  in  use  by  said  company  over 
its  said  road,  are  not  adequately  equipped  with  facilities  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  public  traveling  therein,  in  this  that  said  cars 
are  not  provided  with  toilet  facilities  and  with  drinking  water,  where- 
by persons  traveling  in  said  cars  over  and  along  said  electric  railroad 
are,  when  requiring  the  use  of  such  facilities,  greatly  inconvenienced 
and  made  to  suffer  for  the  want  thereof. 

Wherefore  your  complainant  prays  that  such  action  may  be 
taken  by  your  honorable  body  that  an  order  may  be  made  requiring 
said  The  Stark  Electric  Railroad  Company  to,  within  such  time  as 
your  said  body  shall  determine,  provided  its  cars,  and  each  of  them, 
used  over  its  said  line  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  to  be  supplied 
with  proper  and  adequate  toilet  rooms  and  with  proper  drinking 
water,  and  for  such  other  relief  as  may  be  proper. 

The  defendant  answering,  says : 

The  above  named  defendant,  The  Stark  Electric  Railroad  Com- 
pany, for  answer  to  the  complaint  in  this  proceeding  respectfully 
states : 

i.  It  admits  that  said  William  M.  Roach  is  the  duly  elected, 
qualified  and  acting  solicitor  of  the  city  of  Alliance ;  that  this  de- 
fendant is  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  at  the  time  of 
the  filing  of  the  complaint  by  said  Roach  was  and,  for  a  long  time 
prior  thereto  had  been  maintaining  and-  operating,  and  expects  in  the 
future  to  maintain  and  operate  an  electric  railroad  wholly  within  said 
State  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  from  and  between  the  city  of 
Canton,  in  the  county  of  Stark,  and  the  city  of  Salem,  in  the  county 
of  Columbiana,   said  cities  being  municipalities   in   said   State;  that 
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said  line  of  railroad  passes  through  the  city  of  Alliance,  a  municipal- 
ity in  said  county  of  Stark,  and  that  said  defendant  road  now  is  and  for 
a  long  time  past  has  been  carrying  daily  in  its  cars  run  by  it  over 
said  railroad  a  large  number  of  , passengers ;  that  the  entire  length 
of  said  railroad  so  operated  by  this  defendant  is  about  thirty-four 
miles;  that  the  time  of  schedule  for  the  operation  of  the  cars  be- 
tween the  termini]  of  said  road  is  one  hour  and  forty-five  minutes. 

And  this  defendant  denies  all  and  singular  the  averments  of 
said  complaint  not  hereinbefore  admitted  to  be  true. 

2.    Further  answering  this  defendant  says : 

First  Defense:  Said  William  M.  Roach  neither  as  solicitor  of 
the  city  of  Alliance,  nor  in  any  other  capacity,  has  at  any  time  been 
authorized  and  directed  by  said  city  of  Alliance  nor  on  behalf  of  any 
part  of  the  public  who  may  be  interested'therein,  to  commence,  bring 
or  prosecute  this  action. 

Second  Defense:  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  is 
without  authority  to  hear  and  determine  or  pass  upon  the  matters 
sought  to  be  raised  by  said  complaint. 

Third  Defense:  This  defendant  says  that  it  owns  and  uses  in 
the  operation  of  its  line  of  railroad  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers between  the  city  of  Canton  and  the  city  of  Salem  eleven  pas- 
senger cars,  of  which  number  seven  now  are  and  at  all  times  have 
been  equipped  with  toilet  facilities  and  facilities  for  the  carrying 
of  drinking  water,  and  of  said  eleven  cars  four  are  of  the  small  type 
and  were  purchased  many  years  ago  when  the  construction  of  said 
road  was  first  had  and  prior  to  the  extension  thereof  between  the 
city  of  Alliance  and  the  city  of  Salem ;  that  the  distance  between 
the  city  of  Canton  and  the  city  of  Alliance  is  about  eighteen  miles, 
and  that  said  four  cars  not  so  equipped  are  used  largely  in  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  between  said  points,  one  of  them  being 
used  almost  exclusively  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  between 
the  city  of  Canton  and  the  village  of  Louisville,  a  distance  of  about 
five  miles ;  that  said  four  cars  are  small  and  in  the  original  design 
were  not  intended  to  be  equipped  with  toilet  facilities  and  facilities 
for  carrying  drinking  water;  that  there  are  two  of  said  cars  which 
are  sometimes  used  to  operate  between  said  terminii  that  are  not 
equipped  with  said  facilities ;  that  desiring  to  in  all  respects  accommo- 
date, insofar  as  possible,  the  general  traveling  public  this  defendant 
prior  to  the  filing  of  this  complaint  had  begun  negotiations  with* 
parties  for  the  equipping  of  said  four  cars  with  toilet  and  drinking 
water  facilities ;  that  it  has  received  a  bid  for  doing  said  work  and 
within  a  short  time  each  of  said  four  cars  not  so  equipped  will  have 
such  equipment  placed  therein ;  that  this  cannot  be  done  all  at  one 
time,  that  is  to  say,  all  of  said  four  cars  cannot  be  taken  from  the 
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service  of  said  road,  but  that  just  as  speedily  as  possible  under  the 
conditions  such  equipment  will  be  placed  therein,  and  that  the  time 
for  so  doing  will  not  exceed  sixty  days. 

And  this  defendant  further  says  that  it  has  in  all  respects  at- 
tempted to  accommodate  the  traveling  public,  insofar  as  it  could  do 
so,  with  the  facilities  it  had  at  hand,  and  that  it  has  no  desire  what- 
soever to  in  any  wise  discommode  or  inconvenience  any  passenger 
or  passengers,  but  on  the  contrary  to  extend  to  them  every  courtesy 
and  facility  at  its  command. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  parties,  this  matter  has  not  been  as- 
signed for  hearing  pending  the  action  of  the  defendant  looking  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  complaint,  as  indicated  by  its  answer. 


268.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Algonquin  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  Company  for  authority  to  issue  $1,000.00  stock.  Ap- 
proved July  3,  19 12. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Algonquin  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company,  a  corporation 
incorporated  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  hav- 
ing on  the  13th  day  of  June,  1912,  filed  its  application  for  authority  to 
issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  the 
proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  material  and  the 
construction  and  installation  of  such  feed  and  pipe  lines  and  other 
apparatus  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  distribute  to  its  cus- 
tomers and  prospective  customers,  electric  current  for  light  and 
power  and  hot  water  and  steam  for  heat,  in  the  territory  bounded  by 
Third,  Fourth,  Ludlow  and  Wilkinson  streets,  in  the  city  of  Dayton, 
Ohio,  and  the  hearing  of  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday, 
July  1,  1912,  at  3 130  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in 
part  on  said  day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  continued  from 
day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  ap- 
plication, the  evidence  and  the  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  inquiry  and  investigation 
as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appearing 
that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  are  to  be  used  for 
the  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company,  the  Commis- 
sion is  satisfied  that  said  application  should  be  granted.  It  is,  there- 
fore, 
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Ordered,  That  said  The  Algonquin  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  its  capital  stock 
of  the  par  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00),  and  that  said 
stock  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than  the 
par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission 
that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  is 
reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  be  devoted  by  said  The  Algonquin  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  to,  and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to- 
wit:  The  acquisition  of  material  and  property,  and  the  construction 
and  installation  of  such  feed  and  pipe  lines  and  other  apparatus  as 
may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  applicant  herein  to  serve  its  cus- 
tomers and  prospective  customers  in  the  territory  bounded  by  Third, 
Fourth,  Ludlow  and  Wilkinson  streets,  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Algonquin  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows:  Upon 
the  sale  of  said  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such 
sale,  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  highest 
price  obtainable  and  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termi- 
nation of  each  and  every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of 
this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  said  capital  stock,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes 
to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted,  and  that  such  reports  be 
made  until  all  of  the  capital  stock  herein  authorized  to  be  issued,  has 
been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and  until  all  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  said  capital  stock  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


269.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  New  London  Water 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  $33,000.00  bonds.  Dismissed 
June  29,  1912. 

Before  the  hearing  had  been  had  upon  the  following  petition : 

Now  comes  The  New  London  Water  Company  and  represents 
that  it  is  a  public  utility  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  articles  of  incorporation  having  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  on  September  28,  191 1,  and  certificate  of  sub- 
scription of  capital  stock  having  been  filed  in  said  office  on  April  29, 
1912;  said  corporation  being  formed  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  con- 
structing, maintaining  and  operating  a  system  of  waterworks  in  the 
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village  of  New  London,  Ohio,  with  all  necessary  pipe,  mains,  hydrants 
and  other  appurtenances  and  appliances,  and  carrying  on  the  business 
of  supplying  water  to  individuals,  firms,  corporations  and  others 
residing  in  or  located  within  said  village  of  New  London  and  ad- 
jacent territory;  and  asks  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  issue  bonds  of  the  character  and  amount  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  to-wit : 

i.  The  face  amount  of  said  bonds  to  be  issued  is  thirty-three 
thousand  dollars  ($33,000.00),  said  bonds  to  be  in  the  denomination 
of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  or  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00) 
each  or  of  both  denominations;  the  said  bonds  to  mature  serially, 
the  entire  amount  to  mature  on  or  before  eleven  years  from  date  of 
issue ;  said  bonds  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  said  interest  to  be  evidenced  by  cou- 
pons; said  bonds  to  be  payable  to  a  trustee  to  be  named  in  a  first 
mortgage  deed  of  trust  securing  the  same,  or  to  bearer,  or  if  registered 
to  the  registerered  owner  thereof;  both  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds  to  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica of  the  present  standard  of  weight  and  fineness. 

2.  Said  bonds  are  to  be  issued  and  sold  for  the  purpose  of  se- 
curing funds  to  be  devoted  to  the  construction  of  a  waterworks  plant 
in  the  village  of  New  London,  Ohio,  said  system  of  waterworks  to  be 
constructed  according  to  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the 
resolution  of  the  council  of  the  village  of  New  London  passed  on  the 
18th  day  of  January,  191 1. 

3.  The  terms  upon  which  said  bonds  are  to  be  issued,  in  so  far 
as  the  terms  of  the  bonds  themselves  are  concerned,  are  shown  in 
section  one  hereof,  and  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  coupons  is  to 
be  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  deed  of  trust  from  The  New  London 
Water  Company  to  some  trust  company  located  in  the  city  of  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  as  trustee,  and  said  bonds  after  the  completion  of  said 
waterworks  plant  and  system  are  to  be  sold  at  not  less  than  ninety- 
six  per  cent,  of  the  par  value  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest. 

4.  The  assets  of  The  New  London  Water  Company  consist  of 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  in  cash  paid  into  its  treasury 
on  subscriptions  to  its  capital  stock,  and  a  right  and  franchise  granted 
to  said  company  by  ordinance  of  the  village  of  New  London  passed 
and  approved  on  September  30,  191 1,  authorizing  and  empowering 
said  water  company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  system  of 
waterworks  in  said  village  and  to  collect  tolls  and  rentals  therefor, 
and  also  the  rights  and  income  assured  to  said  water  company  under 
a  lease  of  said  waterworks  plant  to  the  village  of  New  London, 
Ohio,  said  leave  having  been  authorized  by  ordinance  duly  passed 
by  the  council  of  the  village  of  New  London  and  approved  on  Sep- 
tember 30,  191 1, 
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Said  company  has  also  entered  into  a  contract  with  The  Nation- 
al Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  whereby  said  The  National  Company  has  agreed  to  con- 
struct said  system  of  waterworks  as  provided  in  said  ordinance  No. 
427  as  aforesaid  and  as  described  in  the  plans  and  specifications  re- 
ferred to  in  said  ordinance  No.  427,  said  plans  and  specifications  hav- 
ing been  approved  as  aforesaid  on  January  II,.  191 1.  Under  said  con- 
tract said  waterworks  plant  is  to  be  turned  over  to  The  New  London 
Water  Company  free  and  clear  of  all  encumbrances  whatsoever  ex- 
cept the  encumbrance  of  the  bonds  for  which  authorization  is  asked 
as  aforesaid.  This  contract  thereby  insures  the  completion  of  said 
system  of  waterworks  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  and 
insures,  through  the  lease  of  said  plant  to  the  village  of  New  London, 
an  income  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  retire 
the  said  bonds  according  to  the  maturities  thereof. 

The  New  London  Water  Company  has  no  liabilities  outside  of 
the  obligations  assumed  by  it  under  said  franchise  ordinance  and 
lease  aforesaid. 

Wherefore,  The  New  London  Water  Company  respectfully 
prays  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  for  the  issue 
and  securing  of  said  bonds  as  aforesaid. 

the  same  was.  disposed  of  with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry: 
Upon  application  of  complainant,  this  case  is  dismissed  with- 
out prejudice. 


270.  Ohio  Association  of  Ice  Cream  Manufacturers,  Complainant, 
versus  Adams  Express  Company,  American  Express  Company, 
National  Express  Company,  Southern  Express  Company, 
United  States  Express  Company,  and  Wells  Fargo  and  Com- 
pany Express. 

The  issues  herein,  are  raised  by  the  following  pleadings,  the 
petition,  filed  June  18,  1912,  reading, 

1.  The  Ohio  Association  of  Ice  Cream  Manufacturers,  com- 
plainant, in  the  above  entitled  cause,  petitions  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  complaining  of  Adams  Express 
Company,  American  Express  Company,  National  Express  Company, 
Southern  Express  Company,  United  States  Express  Company  and 
Wells  Fargo  and  Company  Express,  defendants  above  named,  and 
complaining  says: 

2.  That  complainant  is  a  manufacturing  and  mercantile  society

and  association ;  that  it  is  composed  of  persons,  firms  and  organiza- 
tions resident  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  who  are  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
manufacture  of  ice  cream  at  their  respective  places  of  business  in  said 
State,  and  who  are  also  engaged  in  the  sale  and  distribution  of  such 
product  and  are  interested  in  the  transportation  of  the  same  from 
their  several  places  of  production  in  said  State  to  numerous  points 
of  consumption  in  said  State.  That  the  membership  of  said  associa- 
tion extends  to  numerous  cities  located  in  various  portions  of  said 
State  and  that  the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  association,  among 
others,  are  the  consideration  and  action  upon  all  questions  of  common 
interest  and  concern  of  its  members  relative  to  the  trade  and  industry 
in  which  they  are  engaged,  such  as  the  purchase  of  raw  material, 
machinery,  appliances,  supplies,  manufacturing  and  marketing  their 
product  and  rates  of  transportation  therefor.  That  the  principal 
executive  office  of  said  association  is  located  in  the  city  of  Columbus 
in  said  State,  and  that  communications  reach  it  under  the  address  of 
Everett  Antrim,  secretary,  583  East  Long  street,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

3.  That  the  defendants  above  named  are  express  companies 
and  that  as  such  are  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  express  matter 
between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio  over  the  various  lines  of  steam 
railway  and  electric  railway  operating  in  said  State,  and  as  such  are 
common  carriers  of  express  matter  for  hire,  and  are  subject  to  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  prescribing  the  duties  of  express  com- 
panies and  particularly  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  said 
State  creating  the  Railway  Commission  of  Ohio,  and  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  of  Ohio  and  prescribing  their  powers,  duty  and 
authority,  and  in  subsequent  acts  of  said  assembly  supplemental  to  and 
amendatory  of  the  original  act  creating  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Ohio. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  complainant  society  are  dependent 
almost  exclusively  upon  said  express  companies  operating  in  said 
State  for  the  transportation  of  their  product  from  their  several  places 
of  production  in  said  State  to  their  many  customers  in  said  State 
on  the  lines  of  railway  in  said  State  over  which  said  express  com- 
panies operate.  That  the  shipments  over  said  express  lines  by  the 
members  of  the  complainant  and  from  like  manufacturers  and  dealers 
in  said  State  are  continuous  throughout  the  year  and  that  during 
the  warmer  months  of  each  year,  their  shipments  aggregate  thou- 
sands of  packages  daily  throughout  the  State,  and  that  their  product 
is  one  of  constant  use  during  the  year  and  that  during  the  warmer 
months  their  product  is  used  and  consumed  daily  by  thousands  of 
people  throughout  the  State. 

5.  That  the  product  of  complainant's  members  and  other  like 
producers  in  the  State  is  prepared  for  shipment  and  delivered  to  the 
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express  companies  frozen  in  tin  cans  of  varying  capacity,  and  such 
cans  are  securely  packed  in  wooden  tubs  or  containers  and  surrounded 
with  and  packed  in  crushed  ice  and  over  this  is  securely  strapped 
substantial  burlap  to  secure  the  entire  package  for  movement  and 
when  so  prepared  the  package  can  be  and  is  conveniently  and  safely 
handled  and  transported  by  such  express  companies  without  loss  or 
damage.  That  the  estimated  weights  of  the  various  packages  of 
such  product,  as  the  same  has  been  established  by  said  express  com- 
panies, when  packed  as  aforesaid,  are  as  follows: 

1  gal.  can 30  lbs. 

2  gal.  can 50  lbs. 

3  gal.  can 60  lbs. 

4  gal.  can 80  lbs. 

5  gal.  can—. 100  lbs. 

6.  That  after  the  product  has  been  used  by  the  customer  the 
empties  are  returned  to  the  manufacturer  by  the  express  companies. 
That  for  such  service  in  returning  such  empties,  the  said  express 
companies,  according  to  their  classification  and  tariff  now  on  file 
with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  said  State,  charge  15  cents  for 
each  empty  not  exceeding  five  gallons  in  capacity  and  25  cents  for 
each  empty  exceeding  five  gallons  in  capacity  and  that  such  charges 
are  imposed  regardless  of  the  length  of  haul  necessary  to  return  the 
same.  That  such  rates  for  the  return  of  such  empties  are  unjust 
and  unreasonable  and  should  not  exceed  5  cents  for  the  return  of  all 
empties. 

7.  That  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  require  the  classification 
of  all  freight  to  be  moved  by  common  carriers  including  express 
companies,  between  points  in  said  State,  to  be  uniform  upon  all  lines 
of  all  the  carriers  in  said  State.  That  in  accordance  with  such  laws, 
the  said  defendant  express  companies  have  issued,  published  and  filed 
with  this  Commission  official  classification  No.  21,  which  was  filed 
October  23,  191 1,  and  supplements  thereof  subsequently  issued,  and 
filed  with  said  Commission.  That  said  express  companies  apply  such 
classification  and  supplements  thereto  so  issued  and  on  file  in  the 
carriage  of  express  matter  between  points  on  the  lines  operated  by 
them  within  the  said  State  of  Ohio.  That  by  the  terms  of  such 
classification  so  filed,  packages  of  ice  cream  prepared  for  shipment 
as  hereinbefore  stated  are  classed  as  merchandise  and  are 
required  to  be  and  are  carried  by  said  express  companies  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Ohio  at  the  merchandise  rates  of  said 
express  companies  at  the  estimated  weights  set  forth  in  paragraph  five 
of  this  complaint. 

8.  That  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  said  express  com- 
panies are  required  to  issue,  publish  and  file  with  this  Commission 
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rates  for  the  transportation  of  express  matter  to  be  transported  by 
them  over  their  respective  lines  between  points  in  Ohio,  and  over 
two  or  more  of  said  lines  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio  where 
such  traffic  moves  over  more  than  one  of  such  express  lines  between 
points  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  That  said  express  companies,  in  partial 
compliance  with  such  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  have  issued,  pub- 
lished and  filed  with  this  Commission  local  express  rates  on  express 
matter  between  points  in  Ohio  on  their  respective  lines,  but  the  com- 
plainant avers  that  said  defendant  express  companies  have  wholly 
failed  and  neglected,  as  required  by  the  laws  of  Ohio,  to  publish  and 
file  with  this  Commission  or  apply  joint  rates  for  the  movement  of 
express  matter  over  two  or  more  of  said  lines  between  points  in  the 
State  of  Ohio.  That  the  rates  as  issued,  published  and  filed  by  said 
defendants  are  now  being  applied  by  said  defendants  to  the  move- 
ment of  express  matter  between  points  in  Ohio  where  the  traffic 
moves  on  a  single  line  haul,  and  that  the  said  defendants  also  apply 
such  rates  so  issued,  published  and  filed  to  the  movement  of  traffic 
over  two  or  more  of  the  lines  of  said  defendants  in  cases 
where  the  point  of  origin  or  the  point  of  destination  is  an  exclusive 
office  served  by  one  of  said  defendants  and  the  rate  for  such  two  or 
more  line  movements  is  determined  by  said  defendants  by  a  combina- 
tion of  the  local  rates  so  issued,  published  and  filed  through  the 
junction  point  or  points  between  points  of  origin  and  destination. 

That  such  rates  so  issued,  published  and  filed  are  denominated 
"merchandise  rates"  and  are  based  on  a  weight  of  one  hundred  pounds 
and  apply  from  point  to  point  throughout  the  State.  That  in  said 
classification  No.  21  it  is  provided  packages  of  ice  cream  weighing 
less  than  one  hundred  pounds  according  to  said  estimated  weights  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  carried  at  pound  rates,  which,  by  said  classification, 
is  fixed  as  a  proportion  of  the  one  hundred  pound  merchandise  rates 
so  published  and  filed  bearing  the  proper  proportion  to  the  one  hun- 
dred pound  merchandise  rates  so  filed  as  aforesaid,  and  that  in  such 
classification  the  minimum  charge  for  the  shipment  of  any  package 
of  ice  cream  under  such  pound  rates  so  estimated  is  35  cents. 

That  saving  and  excepting  a  few  special  commodity  rates  ex- 
cepted from  such  classification,  the  said  merchandise  rates  and  the 
said  pound  rates  and  the  classification  regulates  and  determine  the 
rates  on  ice  cream  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

9.  That  by  rule  two  of  said  official  classification  No.  21,  the 
said  express  companies  reserve  to  themselves  the  exclusive  right  to 
route  shipments  tendered  to  said  express  companies  under  the  rates 
therein  provided  for.  The  complainant  says,  that  said  rule  is  an  un- 
just, illegal  and  void  regulation,  and  that  its  operation  and  enforce- 
ment as  applied  by  said  companies  results  in  undue  prejudice  and  dis- 
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advantage  to  complainants  and  its  members  and  other  dealers  like 
situated.  That  such  rule  is  applied  by  said  companies  to  drive  traffic 
over  the  longer  routes  on  the  receiving  companies'  lines,  and  taken  in 
connection  with  the  companies'  failure  to  publish  and  file  joint  rates  as 
aforesaid,  results  in  great  hardship,  prejudice  and  disadvantage  to 
complainants  and  requires  longer  routes,  longer  elapsed  time  for 
making  movements  of  their  product  which  is  perishable  in  its  nature. 
That  such  rule  and  its  enforcement  as  aforesaid  is  not  a  compliance 
with  the  laws  of  Ohio,  which  require  the  defendants  to  provide  rea- 
sonable and  adequate  service  and  facilities,  That  said  express  com- 
panies in  and  by  such  classification  No.  21,  as  issued,  published  and 
filed  created  and  established  classes  of  articles  which  they  transport 
for  less  than  the  merchandise  rates  so  established  by  them.  That 
they  have  thereby  established  a  class  designated  as  "general  specials." 
That  such  general  specials  include  food  products,  or  raw  material  for 
food  products,  liquids,  used  as  beverages,  yard  and  house  decorations 
and  adornments,  and  for  a  full  and  complete  list  of  such  general 
specials  reference  is  made  to  such  classification  No.  21, 

That  said  defendants  by  such  classification  No.  21  have  also 
established  another  class  of  shipments  moved  by  them  at  less  than 
merchandise  rates  under  the  distinction  of  ale,  beer,  and  temperance 
substitutes  for  beer,  cider,  coca  cola,  ginger  ale,  pop,  soda  and  similar 
aerates  or  carbonated  beverages,  mineral  or  spring  water,  samples 
of  water  and  ice. 

The  petitioner  represents  that  the  classification  and  rates  so 
made  and  applied  by  said  express  companies  are  unjust,  unreasonable 
and  result  in  their  charging,  collecting  and  receiving  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  ice  cream,  unjust  and  unreasonable  and  discriminative 
rates  and  charges. 

The  petitioner  represents  that  ice  cream  is  a  commodity  of 
general  use.  That  it  is  consumed  in  large  quantities  at  all  centers 
of  population  throughout  the  State.  That  all  classes  of  people  con- 
sume the  same.  That  it  is  a  necessity  for  all  hotels,  restaurants, 
drug  stores  operating  soda  fountains,  hospitals,  church  and  lodge 
festivals,  and  all  charity  dinners  and  society  festivals,  and  suppers, 
for  the  benefit  of  charity.  That  it  is  a  wholesome,  healthy  and  harm- 
less product,  a  satisfaction  to  the  well,  a  necessity,  in  many  cases, 
for  the  sick  and  is  relished  and  used  by  children,  women  and  the  rich 
and  poor  alike,  not  only  as  a  food,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  nourish- 
ing, but  also  the  most  satisfying  and  successful  counter  influence 
against  the  excessive  temperature  of  the  warmer  months.  That  com- 
munities outside  the  larger  centers  of  population  do  not  have  the 
facilities  for  its  production  and  are  dependent  on  their  supply  from 
the  larger  cities  and  towns  of  the  State  where  the  petitioner's  mem- 
bers and  other  like  manufacturers  are  located. 
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That  such  product  is  used  and  consumed  by  more  persons  and 
more  generally,  than  ale  or  beer,  which  the  said  express  companies 
transport  at  rates  ranging  from  35%  to  40  per  cent,  less  than  they 
charge  for  ice  cream.  That  such  product  is  used  much  more  generally 
and  by  more  people  than  cheese,  cactus,  celery,  ferns,  fish,  decorative 
greens,  hides,  holly,  koumiss,  malt  extract,  mussels,  olives,  oysters, 
pigeons,  shrimp,  tallow,  turtles,  zweiback,  and  many  other  articles 
classed  as  general  specials,  which  general  specials  the  said  companies 
transport  at  rates  ranging  from  20  to  30  per  cent,  less  than  they 
charge  for  ice  cream. 

The  petitioner  further  avers  that  said  express  companies  did 
early  in  1910  advance  their  minimum  merchandise  rates  for  one  hun- 
dred pounds  of  35  and  40  cents  to  50  cents  and  that  the  lowest  mini- 
mum rate  now  obtainable  on  ice  cream  in  five  gallon  cans  is  50  cents. 
That  substantially  all  shipments  of  ice  cream  are  made  in  five  gallon 
quantities  and  that  while  the  said  companies  have  classified  weights  for 
lesser  packages  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  five  of  this  petition,  they 
have  so  laid  and  established  their  graduated  scale  for  shipments  of 
less  than  one  hundred  pounds  that  the  only  available  rate  for  the 
usual  distances  within  which  the  commodity  moves  is  the  one  hun- 
dred pound  rate.  That  with  reference  to  other  articles  such  as  fruit, 
berries,  and  eggs,  in  bulk  and  in  crates  and  cases,  the  said  companies 
have  established  minimum  rates  as  low  as  25  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  on  eggs  and  30  cents  on  fruit  and  35  cents  on  single  ship- 
ments of  berries  in  crates,  and  eggs  in  cases. 

The  petitioner  says  that  the  minimum  rates  on  merchandise  are 
unjust  and  unreasonable  for  the  shorter  distances  and  result  in  un- 
just and  unreasonable  rates  on  the  product  of  petitioner's  members, 
and  other  like  producers  of  the  State.  That  such  rates  are  laid  with- 
out due  regard  to  increasing  distance  and  the  grouping  of  the  rates 
are  unreasonable  and  unjust  and  bear  no  just  relation  to  the  service 
performed.  That  the  rates  on  merchandise  to  exclusive  stations,  as 
classified  by  said  companies,  are  unjust  and  unreasonable,  as  com- 
pared with  their  rates  to  common  points,  as  classified  by  said  com- 
panies. 

10.  That  the  failure  and  neglect  of  said  companies  to  establish, 
publish  and  file  joint  rates  on  merchandise  and  ice  cream  providing 
for  through  billing,  results  in  great  prejudice  and  disadvantage  to 
complainant,  and  that  their  failure  so  to  do,  said  defendants  do  not 
provide  adequate  service  and  facilities  for  the  dispatch  of  the  com- 
plainant's business  as  required  by  the  laws  of  Ohio. 

11.  That  such  rates  so  provided  for  the  movement  of  ice  cream 
are  unjust  and  unreasonable,  and  that  the  classification  thereof  as 
merchandise  is  unjust  and  unreasonable  and  results  in  undue  preju- 
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dice  and  disadvantage  to  complainant's  product  and  in  favor  of  other 
food  products. 

12.  That  the  rates  and  classification  so  published  and  charged 
result  in  greater  charges  as  compared  with  value  than  those  imposed 
bv  the  defendants  on  any  other  food  product  for  the  reason  that  the 
greater  per  cent,  of  the  weight  carried  consists  of  the  packer  and 
icing  which  the  defendants  require  complainants  to  furnish  before 
they  will  accept  their  traffic,  and  that  on  such  account  and  for  such 
reasons  such  rates  are  unjust  and  unreasonable  and  the  facilities 
furnished  by  said  defendant  are  inadequate. 

Wherefore  your  complainant  prays  that  said  express  companies 
may  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  contained,  and  that 
after  due  hearing  and  investigation,  an  order  may  be  made  requir- 
ing said  defendants  to  issue,  publish  and  file  with  the  Commission  to 
apply  a  new  classification  or  schedule  for  the  movement  of  ice  cream 
on  the  weights  mentioned  herein,  as  follows : 
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and  that  said  defendants  be  required  to  cancel  said  rule  No.  2  denying 
to  shippers  to  route  traffic  and  that  complainants  be  given  such  right. 

That  said  defendants  be  required  to  move  ice  cream  on  the 
rates  aforesaid  over  two  or  more-  of  their  lines  without  charge  for 
transfer  and  at  70  per  cent,  of  the  combination  of  the  local  merchan- 
dise rates  applicable  to  the  movement  through  the  particular  junction 
or  junction  in  question. 

-That  said  defendants  be  required  to  return  empties  of  all  sizes 
O.  R.  at  five  cents  each  for  the  local  haul  and  for  ten  cents  each  for 
two  or  more  line  haul,  without  wagon  service  at  either  terminii  of  the 
route,  unless  the  carriers  shall  fail  for  twenty-four  hours  to  remove 
the  same  after  notice  of  arrival,  whereupon  the  road  should  be  al- 
lowed to  deliver  the  same  at  its  election  and  charge  therefor  five 
cents  for  each  container  so  delivered. 

That  complainant  may  have  such  other  and  further  relief  as  may 
be  warranted  by  the  facts  and  the  law. 
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The  defendant,  Adams  Express  Company,  for  answer  to  the 
petition  herein,  respectfully  shows : 

i.  This  defendant  admits  all  the  allegations  contained  in  para- 
graphs i,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  7  of  said  petition,  so  far  as  its  knowledge  and 
information  is  sufficient  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  the  correctness  of 
the  statements  made  in  said  paragraphs. 

2.  This  defendant  admits  that  empties  are  returned  to  the  manu- 
facturer by  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies,  as  al- 
leged in  the  sixth  paragraph  of  said  petition,  and  that  the  charges 
for  such  service  are  fixed  regardless  of  the  length  of  haul  necessary 
to  return  the  same;  but  defendant  denies  that  the  rates  for  the  re- 
turn of  such  empties  are  unjust  and  unreasonable,  and  denies  that  the 
same  should  not  exceed  five  cents,  as  stated  in  said  paragraph. 

3.  This  defendant  admits  the  allegations  contained  in  para- 
graph eight  of  said  petition,  except  that  it  denies  that  this  defendant 
and  the  other  express  companies  have  failed  or  neglected  to  publish 
and  file  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  or  to  apply, 
joint  rates  for  the  movement  of  express  matter  over  two  or  more  of 
their  lines  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

4.  For  answer  to  paragraph  nine  of  said  petition,  this  defendant 
admits  that  it  and  the  other  express  companies,  by  classification  No. 
21,  reserve  to  themselves  the  exclusive  right  to  route  shipments 
tendered  under  the  rates  therein  provided  for;  but  denies  that  such 
rule  is  an  unjust,  illegal  or  void  regulation,  and  denies  that  its  opera- 
tion or  enforcement  as  applied  by  defendant  and  the  other  companies 
results  in  any  undue  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  the  complainant 
herein  or  its  members,  or  to  other  dealers  like  situated  or  anyone. 
And  this  defendant  states  that  said  rule  is  necessary  for  the  orderly 
and  proper  transaction  of  its  transportation  business,  undertaken  by 
it  and  the  other  expense  companies. 

This  defendant  denies  that  the  classification  and  rates  made  and 
applied  by  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies  are  unjust  and 
unreasonable,  and  denies  that  they  result  in  their  charging,  collecting 
or  receiving  for  the  transportation  of  ice  cream,  any  unjust  or  un- 
reasonable or  discriminative  rates  or  charges. 

This  defendant  denies  that  ice  cream  is  used  or  consumed  by 
more  persons  or  more  generally  than  ale  or  beer,  or  the  other  articles 
enumerated  in  paragraph  nine  of  the  petition,  and  denies  that  ice 
cream  should  be  classified  as  general  specials  in  the  classification. 
Defendant  denies  that  there  is  any  unjust  discrimination  in  its  rates 
or  classification  against  ice  cream  and  in  favor  of  the  other  commod- 
ities enumerated. 

Defendant  denies  that  the  minimum  rates  of  defendant  and  the 
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other  express  companies  on  merchandise  are  unjust  or  unreasonable 
for  shorter  distances,  and  result  in  unjust  and  unreasonable  rates  on 
the  product  of  petitioner's  members,  or  other  like  producers  of  the 
State  of  Ohio;  denies  that  such  rates  are  made  without  due  regard 
to  increasing  distances  and  that  the  grouping  of  the  rates  is  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  or  bears  no  just  relation  to  the  service  performed; 
denies  that  the  rates  on  merchandise  to  exclusive  stations,  as  classi- 
fied by  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies,  are  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  as  compared  with  their  rates  to  common  points  or 
otherwise ;  and  this  defendant  alleges  that  its  minimum  rates  on  mer- 
chandise, its  grouping  of  rates,  and  its  rates,  to  exclusive  stations, 
are  just  and  reasonable. 

5.  For  answer  to  the  allegations  contained  in  paragraph  ten  of 
said  petition,  this  defendant  denies  that  the  alleged  failure  of  defend- 
ant to  establish,  publish  or  file  joint  rates  on  merchandise  and  ice 
cream  results  in  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  complainant,  and  denies 
that  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies  do  not  produce 
adequate  service  or  facilities  for  the  dispatch  of  complainant's  busi- 
ness, and  this  defendant  alleging  that  it  has  at  all  times  provided, 
and  does  now  provide,  just  and  reasonable  rates,  and  fully  adequate 
and  reasonable  service  and  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  all 
shipments  offered  to  it  by  complainant  and  its  members,  and  the 
public  generally  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

6.  This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allegation  contained  in 
paragraphs  eleven  and  twelve  of  said  petition. 

Wherefore,  having  fully  answered  this,  defendant  prays  that 
said  petition  be  dismissed  as  to  it. 

The  defendant,  American  Express  Company,  including  the  Na- 
tional Express  Company,  for  answer  to  the  petition  herein,  respect- 
fully shows : 

1.  This  defendant  admits  the  allegations  contained  in  para- 
graphs 1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  of  said  petition,  so  far  as  its  knowledge  and 
information  is  sufficient  to  pass  upon  the  correctness  of  the  state- 
ments made  in  said  paragraphs. 

2.  This  defendant  admits  that  empties  are  returned  to  the 
manufacturer  by  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies,  as 
alleged  in  the  sixth  paragraph  of  said  petition,  and  that  the  charges 
imposed  for  such  services  are  fixed  regardless  of  the  length  of  haul 
necessary  to  return  the  same ;  but  defendant  denies  that  the  rates  for 
the  return  of  such  empties  are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  and  denies 
that  the  same  should  not  exceed  five  cents,  as  stated  in  said  paragraph. 

3.  This  defendant  admits  the  allegations  contained  in  paragraph 
seven  of  said  petition,  and  admits  the  allegations  contained  in  para- 
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graph  eight  thereof,  except  that  it  denies  that  this  defendant  and  the 
other  express,  companies  have  failed  or  neglected  to  publish  and  file 
with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  or  to  apply,  joint  rates 
for  the  movement  of  express  matter  over  two  or  more  of  their  lines 
between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

4.  For  answer  to  paragraph  nine  of  said  petition,  this  defendant 
admits  that  it  and  the  other  express  companies  defendants  by  said 
classification  No.  21,  reserve  to  themselves  the  exclusive  right  to 
route  shipments  tendered  under  the  rates  therein  provided  for;  but 
denies  that  such  rules  are  an  unjust,  illegal  or  void  regulation,  and 
denies  that  its  operation  or  enforcement  as  applied  by  this  defendant 
and  the  other  express  companies  results  in  any  undue  prejudice  or 
disadvantage  to  the  complainants  herein  or  its  members,  or  to  other 
dealers  like  situated,  or  to  any  one.  And  this  defendant  states  that 
said  rule  is  necessary  for  the  orderly  and  proper  transaction  of  its 
duties  as  a  common  carrier  by  express  undertaken  by  it  and  the  other 
express  companies. 

This  defendant  denies  that  the  classification  and  rates  made  and 
applied  by  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies  are  unjust  or 
unreasonable,  and  denies  that  they  result  in  their  charging,  collecting 
or  receiving  for  the  transportation  of  ice  cream,  any  unjust  or  unrea- 
sonable or  discriminative  rates  or  charges. 

This  defendant  denies  that  ice  cream  is  used  or  consumed  by 
more  persons  or  more  generally  than  ale  or  beer,  cheese,  cactus,  or 
the  other  articles  enumerated  in  paragraph  nine  of  said  petition,  and 
denies  that  ice  cream  should  be  classified  as  general  specials  in  the 
classification.  Defendant  denies  that  there  is  any  unjust  discrimina- 
tion in  its  rates  or  classification  against  ice  cream  and  in  favor  of  the 
other  commodities  enumerated. 

Defendant  denies  that  the  minimum  rates  of  defendant  and  the 
other  express  companies  on  merchandise  are  unjust  or  unreasonable 
for  shorter  distances,  and  result  in  unjust  or  unreasonable  rates  on 
the  product  of  petitioner's  members,  or  other  like  producers  of  the 
State  of  Ohio ;  and  denies  that  such  rates  are  made  without  due  re- 
gard to  increasing  distances  and  that  the  grouping  of  the  rates  is 
unreasonable  or  unjust,  or  bears  no  just  relation  to  the  service  per- 
formed; denies  that  the  rates  on  merchandise  to  exclusive  stations, 
as  classified  by  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies,  are 
unjust  or  unreasonable,  as  compared  with  their  rates  to  common 
points,  or  otherwise;  and  this  defendant  alleges  that  its  minimum 
rates  on  merchandise,  its  grouping  of  rates,  and  its  rates  to  exclu- 
sive stations,  are  just  and  reasonable. 

5.  For  answer  to  the  allegations  contained  in  paragraph  ten  of 
said  petition,  this   defendant  denies  that  the  alleged  failure  of  de- 
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fendant  to  establish,  publish  or  file  joint  rates  on  merchandise  and 
ice  cream  results  in  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  complainant,  and 
denies  that  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies  do  not 
produce  adequate  service  or  facilities  for  the  dispatch  of  complainant's 
business,  this  defendant  alleging  that  it  has  at  all  times  provided, 
and  does  now  provide,  just  and  reasonable  rates,  and  fully  adequate 
and  reasonable  service  and  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  all 
shipments  offered  to  it,  by  complainant  and  its  members,  and  the 
public  generally  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

6.  This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allegation  contained 
in  paragraphs  eleven  and  twelve  of  said  petition. 

Wherefore,  having  fully  answered,  this  defendant  prays  that 
said  petition  be  dismissed. 

The  United  States  Express  Company,  answering  the  complaint 
in  the  above  matter,  respectfully 

i.  Denies  that  it  has  any  knowledge  or  information  sufficient 
to  form  a  beliefc  as  to  the  truth  of  any  of  the  allegations  contained  in 
sections  two  and  four.     ■ 

2.  Upon  information  and  belief  denies  each  and  every-  allega- 
tion contained  in  section  five  of  the  complaint  excepting  that  the 
estimated  weights  are  as  there  stated  and  alleges  that  the  receptacles 
in  which  ice  cream  is  commonly  and  generally  shipped  and  transport- 
ed are  unwieldly,  unsafe,  inconvenient  to  handle  and  such  as  require 
a  disproportionate  amount  of  space  in  transportation  and  are  liable 
to  damage  other  goods  placed  near  them  and  that  the  estimated 
weights  as  set  forth  in  section  five  of  the  complaint  are  less  than  the 
actual  weights  of  such  shipments  and  that  its  rates  based  upon  such 
estimated  weights  are  not  compensatory  to  this  defendant. 

3.  Denies  that  the  charge  made  by  this  defendant  for  the  re- 
turn of  said  empties  is  unjust,  unreasonable  or  excessive  and  alleges 
that  the  rule  in  said  classification  in  reference  thereto  is  as  follows : 

32.    Ice  cream  empties. 

Not  exceeding  five  gallon  capacity,  15  cents  each. 
Exceeding  five  gallon  capacity,  25  cents  each. 

21.  When  rated  at  a  specific  charge  for  each  empty,  the  charge 
must  be  applied  upon  each  empty  in  the  shipment  except 
that  when  the  charge  upon  the  gross  weight  at  one-half  of 
the  rate  per  one  hundred  pounds  applicable  to  the  commod- 
ity shipped  in  the  carriers  when  full,  pound  rates,  minimum 
charge  30  cents,  is  less  than  the  charge  at  the  rate  per 
empty  such  lower  charges  must  be  assessed.  When  half 
rates  provided  for  in  this  item  and  in  items  19  and  20  apply, 
the  weights  of  two  or  more  empties  from  the  same  shipper 
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at  the  same  time  to  the  same  consignee  must  be  aggregated 
and  charged  for  upon  the  actual  gross  weight  of  the  ship- 
ment; weights  of  empties  from  different  shippers  must  not 
be  aggregated. 

4.  Denies  the  allegations  of  section  seven  that  this  defendant 
charges  upon  such  shipments  merchandise  rates  at  the  estimated 
weights  set  forth  in  section  five  of  the  complaint  excepting  only  that 
the  rule  with  respect  to  the  charges  upon  such  shipments  is  that  they 
be  charged  for  at  merchandise  pound  rates,  without  the  application  of 
the  graduate,  for  shipments  of  less  than  one  hundred  pounds.  The 
only  instance  in  which  the  charge  is  more  than  the  proportionate 
part  of  the  one  hundred  pound  rate  is  when  that  would  be  less  than 
thirty-five  cents,  in  which  event  there  is  a  minimum  charge  of  thirty- 
five  cents  per  shipment. 

5.  As  to  the  allegations  contained  in  section  eight  of  the  com- 
plaint this,  defendant  denies  that  it  or  any  of  the  other  defendants 
have  failed  or  neglected  to  publish  and  file  or  to  apply  joint  rates  for 
the  movement  of  express  matter  over  two  or  more  of  said  lines  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

6.  Denies  that  this  defendant's  rule  in  reference  to  the  routing 
of  shipments  is  unjust,  illegal  or  void  or  that  its  operation  and  en- 
forcement as  applied  by  these  defendants  results  in  undue  prejudice  or 
disadvantage  to  complainant,  its  members  or  others,  or  that  said  rule 
is  applied  by  this  defendant  or  other  defendants  to  drive  traffic  over 
longer  routes  or  to  require  longer  time  in  the  movement  of  said  ship- 
ments, and  further  denies  that  this  defendant  has  failed  to  comply  with 
the  laws  of  Ohio  which  require  it  to  provide  reasonable  and  adequate 
service  and  facilities  and  denies  that  said  defendant's  service  and 
facilities  are  either  unreasonable  or  inadequate,  but  alleges  that  the 
said  rule  is  necessary  for  the  orderly  and  proper  transaction  of  the 
express  business  undertaken  by  it  and  the  other  defendants. 

Denies  each  and  every  allegation  contained  in  the  3d,  4th,  5th 
and  7th  paragraphs  of  section  9  of  the  complaint,  excepting  that  it 
admits  that  ice  cream  is  a  commodity  consumed  in  large  quantities 
during  a  certain  period  of  the  year,  and  that  these  defendants  have 
a  rate  upon  general  specials,  which  ranges  from  20  to  30  per  cent,  less 
than  the  charge  on  ice  cream  shipments. 

7.  Denies  that  it  has  failed  or  neglected  to  establish,  publish 
and  file  joint  rates  on  merchandise  and  ice  cream,  or  that  such  alleged 
failure  has  resulted  in  or  results  in  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to 
the  complainant,  or  that  it  has  failed  at  any  time,  or  does  now  fail, 
to  provide  reasonable  and  adequate  service  and  facilities  for  the  dis- 
patch of  complainant's  business  as  required  by  the  laws  of  Ohio. 
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8.  Denies  each  and  every  allegation  contained  in  section  II  of 
the  complaint. 

9.  Denies  each  and  every  allegation  contained  in  section  12  of 
the  complaint. 

Wherefore,  having  fully  answered  the  complaint  of  the  com- 
plainant herein,  this  defendant  prays  that  this  petition  be  dismissed 
as  to  it. 

The  defendant,  Wells  Fargo  &  Company,  in  answer  to  the 
petition  of  the  complaint  herein,  respectfully  shows: 

1.  Defendant  has  no  information  as  to  the  organization  or  mem- 
bership of  the  complainant. 

2.  Defendant  admits  that  it  is  an  express  company,  engaged 
in  the  transportation  of  express  matter  between  points  in  Ohio,  and 
to  and  from  points   in  Ohio  and  other  states  and  countries. 

3.  Defendant  denies  that  the  members  of  complainant  society 
are  dependent  solely  on  the  express  companies  for  transportation,  or 
that  their  shipments  are  confined  exclusively  to  express. 

4.  Defendant  denies  that  ice  cream  is  so  prepared  for  shipment 
as  to  be  conveniently  or  safely  handled ;  or  that  the  weights  of  same 
are  as  alleged. 

5.  Defendant  admits  that  the  empty  packages  are  returned  to 
the  manufacturer  by  express,  and  that  the  charges  for  such  return 
are  correctly  quoted  in  paragraph  6  of  said  complaint. 

Defendant  denies  that  such  rates  for  return  of  empties  are  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  or  that  same  are  fairly  compensatory. 

6.  Defendant  admits  that  it  has  filed  its  official  classification 
No.  21  with  the  Corrimission,  with  supplements  thereto,  and  that  it' 
applies  said  classification  and  supplements  to  the  carriage  of  express 
matter  between  points  in  Ohio;  and  that  under  such  classification  it 
classifies  ice  cream  as  "merchandise,"  and  carries  same  at  the  esti- 
mated weights  set  forth  in  paragraph  5. 

But  defendant  shows  that  the  estimated  weights  as  set  forth 
are  much  less  than  the  actual  weights  on  such  shipments  of  ice  cream. 

7.  Defendant  denies  that  it  has  failed  to  establish,  publish  and 
file  with  the  Commission,  or  apply  joint  rates  for  the  movement  of 
express  matter  over  two  or  more  lines  between  points  in  the  State 
of  Ohio. 

And  defendant  shows  that  its  rates  now  issued  and  published 
and  applied  to  all  traffic,  are  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  Ohio. 

Defendant  admits  its  rates  so  issued,  published  and  filed  are 
denominated  "Merchandise  Rates,"  and  are  based  upon  a  weight  of 
100  pounds  or  more,  and  that  shipments  of  ice  cream  under  its  said 
classification  are  carried  at  merchandise  pound  rates  with  a  mini- 
mum charge  of  35  cents. 
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8.  Defendant  admits  that  under  its  said  classification  it  re- 
serves the  right  to  route  shipments  delivered  to  it  under  the  rates 
therein  provided,  and  defendant  denies  that  such  rule  is  unjust, 
illegal  or  void,  or  that  its  operation  or  enforcement  results  in  undue 
prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  complainant  or  any  one  else. 

Defendant  admits  that  in  its  said  classification  it  has  established 
classes  of  articles,  which  it  transports  for  less  than  merchandise  rates, 
and  that  such  classes  include  many  food  products  and  some  raw  ma- 
terial for  food  products,  some  liquids  used  as  beverages,  some  yard 
and  house  decorations  and  adornments. 

Defendant  admits  that  it  has  established  rates  on  another  class 
of  shipments  for  ale,  beer  and  temperance  substitutes  for  beer,  and 
certain  other  beverages;  but  defendant  denies  that  the  classification 
rates  are  unjust,  unreasonable  or  result  in  charging,  collecting  or  re- 
ceiving for  the  transportation  of  ice  cream  unjust  or  unreasonable, 
discriminative  rates  or  charges. 

Defendant  neither  admits  nor  denies  the  various  allegations  in 
paragraph  9  of  said  complaint  in  respect  to  the  quality,  influence  and 
effect  of  ice  cream,  or  the  relative  amount  consumed  as  compared 
with  other  products ;  but  demands  strict  proof  of  these  allegations. 

Defendant  denies  that  it  advanced  its  minimum  merchandise 
rates  per  100  pounds  from  35  cents  and  40  cents  to  50  cents,  or  that 
it  has  established  minimum  rates  as  low  as  25  cents  per  100  pounds 
on  eggs,  or  30  cents  on  fruit. 

Defendant  denies  that  its  minimum  rates  on  merchandise  are 
unjust  or  unreasonable  for  either  shorter  or  longer  distances,  or  that 
the  same  result  in  unjust  or  unreasonable  rates  on  the  product  of 
complainants'  members,  or  that  its  rates  to  exclusive  stations  as  com- 
pared with  its  rates  to  common  points  are  unjust  or  unreasonable. 

9.  Defendant  denies  that  it  has  neglected  or  failed  to  establish, 
publish  and  file  joint  rates,  or  to  provide  adequate  service  and  facili- 
ties for  the  dispatch  of  all  necessary  express  business  in  Ohio. 

10.  Defendant  denies  that  its  rates  on  the  movement  of  ice 
cream  are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  or  that  the  classification  thereof 
is  unjust  or  unreasonable  or  results  in  undue  prejudice  or  disadvan- 
tage, or  is  unduly  discriminatory. 

11.  Defendant  denies  that  the  rates  and  classification  so  pub- 
lished and  charged  result  in  greater  charges  as  compared  with  value 
than  those  imposed  by  defendant  on  any  other  food  product. 

12.  For  a  further  defense:  Defendant  shows  to  the  Commis- 
sion that  ice  cream  shipped  in  large,  bulky  and  unwieldy  tubs  beyond 
the  strength  of  any  single  man  to  handle;  that  the  ice  and  salt  with 
which  said  tubs  are  packed  cause  leakage,  which  frequently  results 
in  the  flooding  of  defendants'  cars  and  damage  and  injury  to  other 
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packages ;  and  that  because  of  the  nature  of  the  shipments,  defendant 
is  obliged  to  and  does  provide  a  larger  proportion  of  space  for  ice 
cream  than  any  other  commodity;  that  by  reason  of  the  weight  of 
such  packages  it  requires  m(ore  men  to  load  and  unload  ice  cream 
than  ordinary  merchandise,  and  that  by  reason  of  the  estimated 
weight  and  pound  rates  granted  to  such  commodity,  the  charge  per 
pound  on  the  actual  weight  on  ice  cream  is  very  much  less  than  the 
charge  imposed  on  merchandise,  while  the  attendant  risk  and  ex- 
pense and  trouble  of  handling  is  proportionately  very  much  greater 
than  in  the  case  of  merchandise. 

Defendant  further  shows  to  the  Commission  that  the  members 
of  complainant's  association  have  built  up  a  large  and  profitable  busi- 
ness under  the  existing  rates,  or  rates  higher  than  the  existing  rates, 
and  that  any  reduction  in  the  existing  rates  would  not  be  reflected 
in  a  decreased  price  to  the  public,  but  would  merely  tend  to  swell 
the  already  disproportionate  profits  of  the  said  complainants;  while 
requiring  this  defendant  to  carry  the  unwieldy  packages  of  complain- 
ant's members,  both  full  and  empty,  for  inadequate  compensation  for 
the  service  rendered. 

Therefore,  defendant  prays  that  the  complaint  in  this  proceed- 
ing be  dismissed. 

The  defendant,  Southern  Express  Company,  for  answer  to  the 
petition  herein,  respectfully  shows: 

i.  This  defendant  admits  all  the  allegations  contained  in  para- 
graphs i,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  7  of  said  petition,  so  far  as  its  knowledge  and 
information  is  sufficient  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  the  correctness  of 
the  statements  made  in  said  paragraphs. 

2.  This  defendant  admits  that  empties  are  returned  to  the 
manufacturer  by  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies,  as 
alleged  in  the  sixth  paragraph  of  said  petition,  and  that  the  charges 
for  such  service  are  fixed  regardless  of  the  length  of  haul  necessary 
to  return  the  same ;  but  the  defendant  denies  that  the  rates  for  the 
return  of  such  empties  are  unjust  and  unreasonable,  and  denies  that 
the  same  should  not  exceed  5  cents,  as  stated  in  said  paragraph. 

3.  This  defendant  admits  the  allegations  contained  in  para- 
graph 8  of  said  petition,  except  that  it  denies  that  this  defendant 
and  the  other  express  companies  have  failed  or  neglected  to  publish 
and  file  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  or  to  apply, 
joint  rates  for  the  movement  of  express  matter  over  two  or  more  of 
their  lines  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

4.  For  answer  to  paragraph  9  of  said  petition,  this  defendant 
aid  m  its  that  it  and  the  other  express  companies,  by  classification  No. 
21,  reserve  to  themselves  the  exclusive  right  to  route  shipments  ten- 
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dered  under  the  rules  there  provided  for;  but  denies  that  such  rule 
is  an  unjust,  illegal  or  void  regulation,  and  denies  that  its  operation 
or  enforcement  as  applied  by  defendant  and  the  other  companies  re- 
sults in  any  undue  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  the  complainant 
herein  or  its  members,  or  to  other  dealers  like  situated  or  to  anyone. 
And  this  defendant  states  that  said  rule  is  necessary  for  the  orderly 
and  proper  transaction  of  its  transportation  business  undertaken 
by  it  and  the  other  express  companies. 

This  defendant  denies  that  the  classification  and  rates  made 
and  applied  by  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies  are  un- 
just and  unreasonable,  and  denies  that  they  result  in  their  charging, 
collecting  or  receiving  for  the  transportation  of  ice  cream,  any  unjust 
or  unreasonable  or  discriminative  rates  or  charges. 

This  defendant  denies  that  ice  cream  is  used  or  consumed  by 
more  persons  or  more  generally  than  ale  or  beer,  or  the  other  articles 
enumerated  in  paragraph  9  of  the  petition,  and  denies  that  ice  cream 
should  be  classified  as  general  specials  in  the  classification.  Defend- 
ant denies  that  there  is  an  unjust  discrimination  in  its  rates  or  classi- 
fication against  ice  cream  and  in  favor  of  the  other  commodities 
enumerated. 

Defendant  denies  that  the  minimum  rates  of  defendant  and  the 
other  express  companies  on  merchandise  are  unjust  or  unreasonable 
for  shorter  distances,  and  result  in  unjust  or  unreasonable  rates  on 
the  product  of  petitioner's  members,  or  other  like  producers  of  the 
State  of  Ohio;  denies  that  such  rates  are  made  without  due  regard 
to  increasing  distances  and  that  the  grouping  of  the  rates  is  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  and  bears  no  just  relation  to  the  service  performed ; 
denies  that  the  rates  on  merchandise  to  exclusive  stations,  as  classi- 
fied by  this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies,  are  unjust 
or  unreasonable,  as  compared  with  their  rates  to  common  points  or 
otherwise ;  and  this  defendant  alleges  that  its  minimum  rates  on  mer- 
chandise, its  grouping  of  rates,  and  its  rates  to  exclusive  stations., 
are  just  and  reasonable. 

5.  For  answer  to  the  allegations  contained  in  paragraph  10 
of  said  petition,  this  defendant  denies  that  the  failure  of  defendant 
to  establish,  publish  or  file  joint  rates  on  merchandise  and  ice  cream 
results  in  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to  complainant,  and  denies  that 
this  defendant  and  the  other  express  companies  do  not  produce  ade- 
quate service  or  facilities  for  the  dispatch  of  complainant's  business, 
this  defendant  alleging  that  it  has  at  all  times  provided,  and  does 
now  provide,  just  and  reasonable  rates,  and  fully  adequate  and  rea- 
sonable service  and  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  all  shipments 
offered  to  it  by  complainant  and  its  members,  and  the  public  gener- 
ally in  the  State  of  Ohio. 
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6.  This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  allegation  contained 
in  paragraphs  n  and  12  of  said  petition. 

Wherefore,  having  fully  answered  this,  defendant  prays  that 
said  petition  be  dismissed  as  to  it. 

No  hearing  had  been  had  upon  this  matter  at  the  time  of  the 
publication  of  this  volume. 


271.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Ada  Telephone 
Exchange  Company,  of  Ada,  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  and  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  consent  and  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain  property 
of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The  Ada  Tele- 
phone Exchange  Company  and  for  a  connecting  arrangement 
for  an  exchange  of  service  between  the  applicants.  Approved 
July  nth,  1912. 

In  disposing  of  the  matter  presented  to  it  by  the  filing  of  the 
following  joint  petition : 

The  applicants  hereto  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
Commission  that  at  the  present  time  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange 
Company  owns  and  operates  telephone  exchanges  in  the  municipali- 
ties of  Ada,  Dunkirk,  Alger  and  McGuffey,  Hardin  County,  Ohio, 
and  at  Lafayette  and  Harrod,  Allen  County,  Ohio. 

That  it  has  connected  with  said  exchanges  approximately  1,400 
subscribers,  as  follows :

Dunkirk 322 

Alger 81 

McGuffey    45 

Lafayette 117 

Harrod   100 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  operates  only  toll 
stations  in  the  territory  operated  by  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange 
Company,  which  toll  stations  are  located  at  Dunkirk,  Ada  and  Mc- 
Guffey. Hardin  County,  Ohio. 

That  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company,  with  its  present 
toll  line  facilities,  can  furnish  its  patrons  with  only  a  limited  toll 
or  long  distance  service;  that  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany owns  and  operates  toll  lines  throughout  the  State  of  Ohio,  and 
t.Kewhere,  and  has  connection  with  a  large  system  of  toll  lines  ex- 
tending generally  through  the  United  States. 
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That  the  village  of  Ada,  Ohio,  is  a  college  town,  and  a  large 
number  of  students  from  points  throughout  the  country  are  in  at- 
tendance during  the  entire  year.  These  students  in  many  cases  re- 
quire the  use  of  long  distance  service  to  their  homes,  and  under  pres- 
ent conditions,  are  inconvenienced  by  being  confined  to  the  use  of  a 
toll  station  in  order  to  secure  the  benefit  of  the  toll  lines  of  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  there  are  approximately  5,000  telephones  in  adjacent  terri- 
tory to  the  exchanges  of  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company 
connected  only  with  the  toll  lines  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  and  there  is  a  large  demand  from  the  patrons  of  each  of 
the  applicants  for  service  to  the  patrons  of  the  other,  which,  under 
present  conditions,  cannot  be  conveniently  furnished. 

That  the  subscribers  of  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Com- 
pany have  no  connection  whatever  with  the  2,500  exclusive  users  of 
the  Central  Union  Company's  service  in  the  city  of  Lima,  Ohio. 

That  a  connection  between  the  systems  of  your  petitioners  is 
essentially  desirable  and  would  greatly  increase  the  long  distance  tele- 
phone facilities  to  the  subscribers  of  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange 
Company,  and  would  make  it  possible  for  the  subscribers  of  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company  and  all  its  connecting  companies  to 
communicate  directly  with  the  subscribers  of  The  Ada  Telephone  Ex- 
change Company. 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  certain  toll 
station  property  in  the  villages  of  Ada  and  McGuffey,  Hardin  County, 
Ohio,  and  certain  short  toll  pole  lines  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  which 
should  properly  be  a  part  of  the  system  of  The  Ada  Telephone  Ex- 
change Company. 

That  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company  has  negotiated 
with  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  purchase  of  the 
above  property  at  an  agreed  price  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five 
dollars  ($365.00),  and  with  the  approval  of  your  Commission  the 
said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company  proposes  to  purchase 
the  said  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  to 
make  a  connecting  contract  with  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  for  an  exchange  of  service. 

Wherefore  ypur  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  ap- 
prove of  the  purchase  of  said  property  of  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company  by  the  said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company, 
at  the  price  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  ($365.00),  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached 
hereto,  made  a  part  hereof  and  market  "Exhibit  A;"  and  that  at  the 
same  time  that  you  approve  of  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an  ex- 
change of  service  as  set  out  in  a  traffic  agreement  agreeable  to  both 
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parties,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached,  made  a  part  hereof  and 
marked  "Exhibit  B." 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company,  of  Ada,  Hardin  Coun- 
ty, Ohio,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  having  on  the  eigh- 
teenth day  of  June,  1912,  filed  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  of 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The  Ada  Telephone  Ex- 
change Company,  and  for  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an  inter- 
change of  service  between  said  petitioning  corporations,  as  fully  set 
out  in  the  petition  herein  and  accompanying  exhibits,  and  the  time 
for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  June  25th. 
1912,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said 
day,  and  the  further  hearing  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the 
same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  pleadings,  the  evi- 
dence and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  investigation  and  inquiry 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Ada  Telephone  Ex- 
change Company,  its  toll  station  property  in  the  villages  of  Ada  and 
McGuffey,  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  and  certain  short  toll  pole  lines  in 
the  vicinity  thereof  as  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale  attached  to  the 
petition  and  marked  "Exhibit  A,"  which  is  made  a  part  hereof  by 
reference;  and  said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company  hereby 
is  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed 
sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars. 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company 
and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  hereby 
are  authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  man- 
ner and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ada  Telephone  Exchange  Company 
and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  file,  forthwith,  sched- 
ules showing  the  proportion  of  toll  charges  that  each  shall  receive. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised' 
from  and  after  the  filing  of  such  schedules.

In  disposing  of  the  matter  presented  to  it  by  the  filing  of  the 
following  joint  petition : 

The  applicants  hereto  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
Commission  that  at  the  present  time  The  Union  County  Telephone 
Company  owns  and  operates  telephone  exchanges  at  Marysville,  Mag- 
netic Springs,  Raymond  and  York,  Union  County,  Ohio,  and  that  it 
has  connected  with  said  exchanges  approximately  1,500  subscribers' 
stations ;  thereby  serving  a  large  part  of  Union  County  with  its  local 
telephone  service. 

That  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  owns  and  operates 
a  telephone  exchange  at  Marysville,  Union  County,  Ohio,  and  that  it 
has  connected  with  said  exchange  approximately  150  subscribers' 
stations. 

That  at  the  present  time  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany owns  and  operates  a  large  system  of  toll  or  long  distance  lines 
in  the  State  of  Ohio  and  elsewhere,  and  has  connection  with  a  com- 
prehensive system  of  long  distance  lines  reaching  all  over  the  United 
States,  and  can  give  only  a  small  number  of  people  within  the  terri- 
tory covered  by  the  lines  of  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company 
easy  access  to  its  toll  or  long  distance  system  and  its  connections. 

That  at  the  present  time  The  Union  County  Telephone  Com- 
pany's Magnetic  Springs  Exchange,  having  approximately  sixty  sub- 
scribers' stations  connected  therewith,  is  the  only  exchange  of  The 
Union  County  Telephone  Company  having  connection  with  the  sys- 
tem of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  a  considerable  amount  of  money  must  necessarily  be  ex- 
pended in  the  near  future  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company's  plant,  in  order  to  give  an  ade- 
quate service  should  the  present  conditions  long  prevail.  Such  ex- 
tension of  the  Central  Union  Company's  plant  would  result  in  useless 
duplication  of  the  other  company's  telephone  property  and  the  in- 
evitable division  of  the  telephone  subscribers  between  the  two  com- 
panies. This,  together  with  other  expenses  and  losses  which  would 
accrue  under  such  duplicated  conditions,  would  either  leave  the  busi- 
ness unprofitable  for  the  companies  or  impose  an  undue  burden  on 
the  public,  with  an  unsatisfactory,  divided  service. 
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In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  circumstances,  the  said  The 
Union  County  Telephone  Company  has  negotiated  with  the  Central 
I'nion  Telephone  Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  latter's  exchange 
property  in  the  municipality  of  Marysville,  and  in  the  vicinity  thereof, 
at  an  agreed  price  of  $3,000.00. 

That  with,  the  approval  of  your  Commission,  the  said  The  Union 
County  Telephone  Company  proposes  to  purchase  the  said  prop- 
erty of  said  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  and  combine 
the  telephone  property  and  service  in  the  said  municipality  of  Marys- 
ville, Ohio,  and  make  a  connecting  contract  for  an  exchange  of  serv- 
ice with  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company. 

That  a  unification  of  the  service  and  the  proposed  connection 
between  the  applicants  is  earnestly  desired  by  the  community  served 
by  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company,  because  of  the  special 
advantages  offered  to  the  subscribers  of  the  Union  County  company 
for  a  connection  with  approximately  15,000  subscribers  having  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company's  service  only  in  the  city  of  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  said  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  said  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company,  at  the 
price  of  $3,000.00,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  bill  of  sale,  a 
copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached,  made  a  part  of  this  petition  and 
marked  "Exhibit  A;"  and,  at  the  same  time,  that  you  approve  of  a 
connection  between  the  applicants  as  set  out  in  the  traffic  agreement 
agreeable  to  both  of  your  petitioners,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  at- 
tached, made  a  part  hereof  and  marked  "Exhibit  B." 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

The  Union  County  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Central  Union  Tele- 
phone Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  having  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  1912,  filed  their 
joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the 
purchase  of  certain  property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Com- 
pany by  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company,  and  for  a  connect- 
ing arrangement  for  an  interchange  of  service  between  said  petition- 
ing corporations,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  herein  and  accom- 
panying exhibits,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been 
fixed  for  Tuesday,  June  25th,  1912,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  said 
matter  having,  at  that  time,  been  called  for  hearing,  and  The  Union 
Oounty  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  having  thereupon  asked  and 
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been  granted  leave  to  intervene  by  answer  and  cross-petition,  and 
said  answer  and  cross-petition  having  been  filed  on  the  third  day  of 
July,  1912,  and  the  further  hearing  of  said  case  having  been,  for  that 
reason  and  with  the  consent  of  all  parties,  continued  until  Wednes- 
day, the  tenth  of  July,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  it  appearing  that 
the  contention  of  The  Union  County  Farmers'  Telephone  Company 
has  been  satisfied  and  said  intervenor  having  withdrawn  said  answer 
and  cross-petition,  said  matter  came  on  this  day  for  final  hearing 
upon  the  joint  petition  of  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company  and 
the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  investigation  and  inquiry 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  sell  to  The  Union  County  Telephone 
Company  its  exchange  property  in  the  municipality  of  Marysville, 
Ohio,  and  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  as  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale 
attached  to  the  petition  and  marked  "Exhibit  A,"  which  is  made  a 
part  hereof  by  reference ;  and  said  The  Union  County  Telephone 
Company  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay 
therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00).  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company 
and  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
authorized  to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  in  the  man- 
ner and  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  said  petition.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company 
and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  file,  forthwith,  sched- 
ules showing  the  proportion  of  toll  charges  that  each  shall  receive. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
from  and  after  the  filing  of  such  schedules. 
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273-    J-  S.  Dewey,  et.  al.,  Complainants,  versus  The  Clinton  Tele-* 
phone  Company,  Defendant. 

For  their  petition  in  this  matter  the  complainants  herein  say : 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  a  committee  appointed  at  a  mass 
meeting  of  the  patrons  of  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  held  in 
the  courthouse  at  Wilmington,  Ohio,  on  the  226.  day  of  May,  1912,  to 
prepare  and  file  objections  to  the  schedule  of  rates  of  said  company 
now  on  file  with  your  Honorable  Commission  in  discharge  of  our 
duty  under  our  instructions,  do  object  to  said  rates  as  follows : 

1.  Said  rates  are  exhorbitant.  unreasonable  and  unjust  in  the 
following  particulars : 

(a)  Said  schedule  of  rate  will  increase  the  cost  of  telephonic 
service  to  the  patrons  of  said  company  by  about  eighteen 
thousand  dollars  without  any  reasonable  cause  therefor. 

(b)  The  dividends  now  paid  by  said  company  to  its  stockhold- 
ers equal  about  eight  per  cent,  on  the  initial  cost  of  the 
construction  of  said  company's  plant,  and  has  paid  as  high 
as  sixteen  per  cent. 

2.  The  service  rendered  by  said  telephone  company  is  inade- 
quate in  this,  to-wit: 

(a)  Its  exchange  operating  force  is  insufficient  in  number, 
experience  and  competency. 

(b)  Said  company  allows  its  poles,  wires  and  instruments  to 
get  out  of  repair  and  remain  so  an  unreasonable  time  after 
notice. 

(c)  Said  company  overburdens  its  party  lines  with  an  unrea- 
sonable number  of  patrons. 

(d)  Said  company  does  not  enforce  a  reasonable  use  of  its  lines; 
often  allowing  a  patron  to  use  said  lines  an  unreasonble 
length  of  time  to  the  exclusion  of  others  entitled  to  the 
use  of  same. 

(e)  A  large  part  of  the  equipment  and  appliances  of  said  com- 
pany is  old,  worn-out  and  out  of  date,  thereby  greatly  im- 
pairing the  service  due  its  patrons. 

(f)  That  in  order  to  secure  telephone  service,  many  of  the 
patrons  of  said  company  have  been  compelled  to  furnish 
material  and  build  their  own  lines. 

3.  Wherefore  we  pray  your  Honorable  Commission  to  inquire 
into  the  grievances  herein  set  forth  and  to  examine  all  the  books, 
contracts,  records,  documents  and  papers  of  said  company  that  may 
throw  light  on  the  several  matters  and  things  involved  herein  or  re- 
quire such   examination   by  some   competent   inspector   as   provided 
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by  section  9  of  the  act  creating  your  Honorable  Commission.-  That 
said  schedule  of  rates  be  suspended  until  these  objections  can  be 
heard  and  determined;  that  on  the  final  hearing  of  these  objections 
such  orders  may  be  made  as  will  remedy  any  defects  shown  to  exist 
in  the  service  of  said  company;  that  a  rate  be  established,  reason- 
able and  fair  to  both  said  company  and  its  patrons. 

After  the  service  of  a  copy  of  this  petition  upon  the  defendant, 
answer  was  made  in  the  following  form : 

Now  comes  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company,  by  G.  P.  Thorpe, 
its  secretary  and  attorney  duly  authorized,  and  for  answer  to  the 
petition  and  complaint  in  the  proceedings  entitled  J.  S.  Dewey  et. 
al.  vs.  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company,  No.  273,  says : 

1.  It  denies  each  and  every  allegation  set  out  in  the  first  sec- 
tion  (including  sub-divisions  "a"  and  "b")  of  said  complaint. 

2.  It  denies  each  and  every  allegation  set  out  in  the  second 
section  of  said  complaint  with  the  exception  of  sub-division  "d." 

3.  It  says  that  the  allegations  set  out  in  sub-division  "d"  of 
the  second  section  of  said  complaint  are  untrue,  so  far  as  said  com- 
pany is  responsible  or  has  or  could  have  control  over  the  matter  in 
question. 

Wherefore  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company  prays  that  your 
Honorable  Commission  may  dismiss  the  complaint  herein  filed,  and 
that  the  schedule  of  rates  of  said  company  now  on  file  with  the  Com- 
mission be  sustained. 

An  extended  hearing  has  been  had  upon  this  matter,  and  a 
voluminous  record  taken,  the  determination  of  the  case  being  in 
abeyance  pending  the  filing  of  briefs  by  counsel.

Ordered,  That  said  The  Kanawha  and  Michigan  Railway  Com- 
pany make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows:  Upon  the 
sale  of  said  notes,  or  equipment  trust  obligations,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall 
be  the  best  price  obtainable  and  not  less  than  99.14  per  cent,  of  the 
par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of 
three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and 
use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  notes,  or  equipment  trust 
obligations,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  for  which 
said  proceeds  have  been  expended,  and  that  such  reports  be  made 
until  all  of  said  notes,  or  equipment  trust  obligations  herein  author- 
ized have  been  issued  and  sold  and  all  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
said  notes,  or  equipment  trust  obligations,  have  been  expended  pur- 
suant to  the  terms  of  this  order. 


276.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Mt.  Vernon  Elec- 
tric Company  and  Frank  B.  Ball  for  authority  to  sell  and  pur- 
chase the  light  and  power  plant  of  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric 
Company.     Approved,  July  3d,  1912. 

In  disposing  of  the  matter  presented  to  it  by  the  filing  of  the 
following  joint  petition : 

Your  petitioner,  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company,  and  Frank 
B.  Ball  respectfully  represent 

1.  That  your  petitioner,  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company,  is 
a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  located  at  Mt. 
Vernon,  Knox  County,  Ohio.  Your  petitioner,  Frank  B.  Ball,  is  a 
citizen  of  Plainfield,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company  owns  and  operates  an 
electric  light  and  power  plant  located  in  the  city  of  Mt.  Vernon, 
Knox  County,  Ohio,  including  the  generating  station  and  the  dis- 
tributing system  for  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  electric  en- 
ergy for  sale  to  the  citizens  in  the  city  of  Mt.  Vernon  and  in  terri- 
tory adjacent  thereto.  No  other  public  utility  is  engaged  in  the  gen- 
eration, distribution  and  sale  of  energy  for  said  purposes  in  said  city 
or  adjacent  territory. 

3.  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company  desires  to  sell  to  Frank 
B.  Ball,  and  Frank  B.  Ball  desires  to  buy  of  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric 
Company  said  entire  electric  light  and  power  system  consisting  of  the 
real  estate  on  which  the  generating  station  of  The  Mt.  Vernon  Elec- 
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trie  Company  is  located,  being  a  tract  of  land  containing  two  acres, 
more  or  less,  located  on  the  line  of  railway  on  the  Cleveland,  Akron 
and  Columbus  Railway  Company;  also  the  distributing  system  of 
said  company  used  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  electric  energy 
for  sale  in  said  city  of  Mt.  Vernon  and  in  territory  adjacent  thereto ; 
also  all  equipment  used  in  connection  with  said  generating  plant  and 
distributing  system ;  also  all  contracts  for  the  sale  of  current  either 
with  municipal  corporation  or  private  consumers,  the  purchaser  to 
assume  the  obligations  of  the  seller  in  connection  with  said  contracts; 
also  all  franchises  under  which  said  electric  light  and  power  plant 
is  operated. 

4.  The  price  to  be  paid  by  said  Frank  B.  Ball  to  said  The  Mt. 
Vernon  Electric  Company  for  said  property,  franchises,  contracts  and 
equipment  is  to  be  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($200,000.00),  payable  in  cash. 

5.  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company  represents  that  the  pro- 
ceeds of  said  sale  are  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying,  retiring 
and  cancelling  a  mortgage  indebtedness  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($200,000.00)  represented  by  an  issue  of  bonds  bearing  date 
October  1st,  1910,  secured  by  a  mortgage  to  The  Guardian  Savings 
and  Trust  Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  as  trustee. 

Your  petitioner,  Frank  B.  Ball,  represents  that  in  purchasing 
said  property,  it  is  his  intention  either  individually  or  through  a  com- 
pany to  be  hereafter  formed,  to  continue  the  operation  of  said  elec- 
tric light  plant  and  to  furnish  to  the  public  adequate  service  for  rea- 
sonable and  just  rates  and  charges. 

Your  petitioners  hereby  request  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Commission  for  the  sale  by  said  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Com- 
pany and  the  purchase  by  Frank  B.  Ball  of  the  property  rights,  con- 
tracts and  franchises  hereinbefore  set  forth  at  the  price  hereinbefore 
named. 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  one  Frank  B.  Ball,  a  citi- 
zen of  Plainfield,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  having  on  the  twentieth 
day  of  June,  1912,  filed  their  joint  application  for  the  consent  to  and 
approval  of  the  Commission  to  the  sale  of  said  The  Mt.  Vernon  Elec- 
tric Company's  light  and  power  plant  to  said  Frank  B.  Ball,  as  fully 
set  out  in  said  application,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  hav- 
ing been  fixed  for  Monday,  June  24th,  1912,  at  2:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  and 
due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given, 
and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day,  and  the  further  hearing 
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thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for 
final  hearing  upon  the  application,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  investigation  and  inquiry 
as  the  Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company  be,  and 
it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  Frank  B.  Ball,  its  electric  light 
and  power  plant  located  in  the  city  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Knox  County, 
Ohio,  including  the  generating  station  and  distributing  system  for 
the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  electric  energy  for  sale  to  the 
citizens  in  the  city  of  Mt.  Vernon  and  in  the  territory  adjacent  there- 
to, as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  which  is  made  a  part  hereof  by 
reference ;  and  said  Frank  B.  Ball  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase 
said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars   ($200,000.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  its  said 
property  be  devoted  by  said  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company  to 
and  used  for  the  following  purpose,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  The  pay- 
ment, retirement  and  cancellation  of  the  outstanding  mortgage  in- 
debtedness of  said  company,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($200,000.00)  and  represented  by  an  issue  of  bonds 
bearing  date,  October  1st,  1910,  secured  by  a  mortgage  to  The  Guar- 
dian Savings  and  Trust  Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  as  trustee.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company  make 
verified  report  to  the  Commission,  at  the  expiration  of  each  period  of 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  detailing  the  number  and 
amount  of  said  company's  outstanding  mortgage  indebtedness  paid, 
retired  and  cancelled  within  said  preceding  thirty  days,  and  that  said 
report  be  continued  until  all  of  said  outstanding  mortgage  indebted- 
ness has  been  duly  paid,  retired  and  cancelled. 


277.    The  village  of  London,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  Ohio 
Electric  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  complainant  says: 

1.  That  the  complainant  is  now,  and  for  many  years  last  past 
has  been,  a  municipal  corporation,  to-wit,  a  village  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  duly  organized  and  existing  in  the  county  of  Madison,  and  by 
virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  laws  of  said  State,  has  the 
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care,  supervision  and  control  within  its  corporate  limits  of  all  high- 
ways, streets  and  alleys,  and  having  also  a  municipal  council,  duly 
elected,  qualified  and  acting  as  such. 

2.  That  the  above  named  railway  company  is  a  common  car- 
rier, engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  rail- 
road between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common 
carrier,  said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

3.  That  the  defendant  is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  now  owns,  controls  and 
operates  a  line  of  electric,  interurban  and  street  railway  in  said  State 
extending  from  the  city  of  Columbus  to  the  city  of  Springfield,  which 
said  railway  extends  through  the  county  of  Madison,  and  a  part  of 
which  is  locatedi  in  and  runs  through  the  limits  of  said  village  of  Lon- 
don as  hereinafter  more  fully  stated. 

The  general  course  of  said  railway  is  from  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus almost  directly  west  to  the  town  of  Lafayette  in  Madison  county ; 
thence  southwest  about  four  miles  to  the  said  village  of  London ; 
thence  northwest  about  four  miles  to  the  town  of  Somerford  in  said 
county,  and  thence  almost  directly  west  to  the  city  of  Springfield, 
said  Lafayette  and  Somerford  being  about  four  miles  apart. 

Said  railway  was  constructed  on  said  route  about  the  year  1901, 
and  afterward,  about  the  year  1904,  the  defendant,  or  its  predecessors  in 
interest,  procured  a  right  of  way  and  constructed  a  railway  from  La- 
fayette to  Somerford,  connecting  at  those  places  with  the  railway 
formerly  constructed  on  the  route  above  mentioned.  A  plat  showing 
the  general  course  of  said  railway  from  Columbus  to  Springfield  is 
hereto  attached  marked  "Exhibit  A,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  petition. 

On  eighth  day  of  March,  1901,  the  council  of  the  said  village  of 
London  by  ordinance  of  that  date,  duly  and  regularly  passed  by  said 
council,  granted  permission  to  the  Columbus,  London  and  Spring- 
field Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  oper- 
ate and  maintain  a  line  of  street  railway  -in  and  through  said  village 
and  along  the  following  route  and  streets  therein  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Beginning  on  Lafayette  street  at  the  northeastern  corporation 
line  of  said  village;  thence  southwest  to  the  intersection  of  Maple 
street  in  said  village  as  extended  from  High  street  in  said  village 
to  Lafayette  street  in  said  village;  thence  south  on  Maple  street  and 
its  said  extension  to  First  street  in  said  village;  thence  southwest  on 
First  street  to  Main  street  in  said  village ;  thence  northwest  on 
Main  street  to  the  northwest  corporation  line  of  said  village,  and 
thence  westwardly  to  the  city  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  and  with  the  right 
to  extend  its  line  of  railway  eastwardly  to  the  city  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  from  said  corporation  line,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  ordinance. 
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A  plat  showing-  the  route  of  said  railway  through  the  said  vil- 
lage of  London  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  B,"  and  made  a 
part  of  this  petition. 

It  being  expressly  provided  in  said  franchise  ordinance,  that  if 
the  said  village  shall  at  any  time  order  the  improvement  of  said 
streets  or  any  part  of  them,  by  paving  the  same  said  company,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  shall  then  use  a  rail  to  be  approved  by  coun- 
cil of  said  village. 

And  it  being  also  expressly  provided  in  said  franchise  ordi- 
nance, that  if  the  said  village  shall  at  any  time  order  the  improve- 
ment of  said  streets  or  any  of  them  by  laying  gravel,  stone  or  other 
material  thereon  or  pave  the  same  or  change  the  grade  of  the  same, 
said  railway  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  at  its  own  ex- 
pense in  like  manner  improve  such  portions  of  said  street  or  streets 
as  is  occupied  by  its  tracks  and  two  feet  outside  of  the  outer  rails 
thereof. 

And  it  being  also  expressly  provided  in  eaid  franchise  ordi- 
nance, that  said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  give  a 
continuous  service  over  its  lines  between  the  hours  of  6  a.  m.  and 
11:30  p.  m.,  and  to  run  at  least  eight  (8)  local  trains  each  way  daily, 
and  all  local  cars  that  run  on  said  railway  shall  stop  at  all  street  inter- 
sections of  said  village  when  passengers  give  proper  signals. 

And  it  being  also  expressly  provided  in  said  franchise  ordi- 
nance, that  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  fare  for  passen- 
gers not  to  exceed  the  following:  For  single  fare  within  the  village 
limits,  and  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  miles  beyond  the  corpora- 
tion line  on  either  side,  five  cents ;  package  of  eight  tickets  for  twenty- 
five  cents;  children  under  twelve  years  and  over  six  years  of  age, 
three  cents;  twenty  commutation  tickets  for  children  in  packages  for 
fifty  cents ;  and  children  under  six  years  of  age,  when  accompanied 
by  a  person  in  charge,  shall  be  carried  free.  And  provided  further, 
that  the  charges  for  carrying  passengers  from  the  village  of  London, 
Ohio,  to  the  following  named  stations,  may  be  as  follows  and  no 
more:  To  Columbus,  one  way,  forty-five  cents;  round  trip,  seventy- 
five  cents.  To  Jefferson,  twenty  cents ;  round  trip,  thirty-five  cents. 
To  Springfield,  thirty-five  cents;  round  trip,  sixty-five  cents.  To 
Somerford,  ten  cents ;  round  trip,  fifteen  cents.  To  Lafayette,  ten 
cents ;  round  trip,  fifteen  cents.  Tickets  are  to  be  for  sale  on  cars  and 
at  company's  depot. 

And  it  being  also  expressly  provided  in  said  franchise  ordi- 
nance, that  this  grant  is  made  and  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  full 
period  of  twenty-five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 
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Said  franchise  ordinance  was  passed  by  said  council  on  the  ap- 
plication therefor  duly  made  by  the  said  The  Columbus,  London  and 
Springfield  Railway  Company,  and  on  the  following  day,  March  9th, 
1901,  was  duly  accepted  in  writing  by  the  said  railway  company. 

A  true  and  complete  copy  of  said  franchise  ordinance  and  the 
acceptance  thereof  by  said  railway  company  is  hereto  attached,  marked 
"Exhibit  C,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  petition. 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  ordinance  as  aforesaid  The 
Columbus,  London  and  Springfield  Railway  Company  was  a  corpora- 
tion duly  organized,  incorporated  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  with  the  right  and  power  to  construct  a  street*  rail- 
way in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  through  the  said  village  of  Lon- 
don to  Springfield,  Ohio,  and  on  the  ninth  day  of  March,  1901,  the 
said  corporation  duly  accepted  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance,  and 
immediately  thereafter  entered  upon  the  work  of  constructing  the 
said  railway  from,  the  city  of  Columbus  to  the  city  of  Springfield, 
Ohio,  and  which  said  line  so  constructed  passed  through  the  county 
of  Madison  and  the  village  of  London,  and  along  and  over  the  streets 
mentioned  and  described  in  the  ordinance  hereinbefore  mentioned; 
and  after  the  said  road  was  so  constructed,  the  said  corporation  con- 
tinued to  maintain  and  operate  the  same  as  an  interurban  and  street 
railway  until  about  the  third  day  of  January,  1905,  the  said  The  Co- 
lumbus, London  and  Springfield  Railway  Company,  being  then  in- 
solvent, the  General  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organized 
and  existing  and  a  creditor  of  said  insolvent  company,  filed  a  petition 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern  Division 
of  the  Southern  District  of  Ohio,  asking  for  an  appointment  of  a 
receiver  and  foreclosure  and  sale  of  said  railroad;  and  thereupon 
the  said  court  appointed  the  receivers  hereinafter  named,  who  took 
possession  of  said  road  and  operated  the  same  under  the  order 
of  said  court  until  on  or  about  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  February, 
1906,  when  the  said  court  having  so'  acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  sub- 
ject matter  and  of  all  the  necessary  and  proper  parties  interested 
therein,  ordered  and  decreed  that  all  the  property  of  said  The  Co- 
lumbus, London  and  Springfield  Railway  Company,  extending  from 
a  point  within  the  city  of  Columbus  through  the  counties  of  Frank- 
lin and  Madison,  and  through  the  villages  of  West  Jefferson  and 
London  in  the  county  of  Madison  to  the  city  of  Springfield  in  Clark 
County,  Ohio,  together  with  its  property  of  every  kind  used  in  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  road,  together  with 
all  its  franchises,  should  be  sold  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder  at 
public  sale,  and  that  at  said  sale  one  A.  E.  Locke  became  and  was 
the  highest  and  best  bidder  for  all  of  said  property. 
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Thereupon  the  said  sale  was  duly  confirmed  by  said  court,  and 
the  court  ordered  that  R.  B.  Cowen  and  A.  I.  Voorhees,  as  special 
master  commissioners,  and  J.  J.  Schneilek  and  Myron  R.  Wilson,  as 
receivers,  should  execute  and  deliver  to  said  A.  E.  Locke,  a  general 
warranty  deed  for  all  of  said  property,  rights  and  franchises,  which 
deed  was  accordingly  executed  and  delivered  on  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  February,  1906,  to  said  A.  E.  Locke,  said  purchaser;  and  there- 
upon said  A.  E.  Locke  entered  into  possession  of  said  railroad,  its 
property  and  franchises  and  continued  to  operate  the  same  until  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  1906,  when  the  said  A.  E.  Locke,  by  deed 
of  general  conveyance,  duly  assigned  and  transferred  the  said  rail- 
road, together  with  all  its  property  rights  and  franchises  to  The 
Indiana,  Columbus  and  Eastern  Traction  Company,  a  corporation 
then  duly  incorporated,  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  which1,  said  corporation  entered  into  possession  of  said 
road  and  continued  to  operate  the  same  until  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August,  1907,  when  it  transferred,  assigned  and  conveyed  by  lease 
for  a  period  of  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  years  the  said  railway, 
together  with  all  its  property  and  franchises  to  the  defendant,  The 
Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  and  immediately  thereafter  entered 
into  the  possession  of  said  road,  said  property  and  franchises,  and 
ever  since  said  date  still  owns,  controls  and  operates  said  line  of  said 
street  railway. 

The  complainant  further  says  that  by  the  said  deeds  and  lease 
aforesaid,  the  said  defendant  company  became  the  successor  in  in- 
terest of  The  Columbus,  London  and  Springfield  Railway  Company 
and  all  of  said  railroad  and  all  of  its  property  and  franchises,  and 
accepted  the  provisions  of-  the  ordinance  of  the  village  of  London 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  assumed  the  franchise  obligations  thereof, 
and  became  bound  to  carry  out  and  execute  the  provisions  of  said 
ordinance  as  fully  as  its  predecessor,  The  Columbus,  London  and 
Springfield  Railway  Company,  would  have  been  bound  to  do  if  it 
had  still  retained  the  control  and  ownership  of  said  railroad. 

On  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  July,  191 1,  the  council  of  said  vil- 
lage of  London  passed  an  ordinance  known  as  Ordinance  No.  163, 
declaring  it  necessary  to  improve  said  First  street  from  Main  street 
to  Maple  street,  by  grading  and  paving  the  same;  and  afterwards 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  191 1,  the  council  of  said  village 
passed  an  ordinance  known  as  Ordinance  No.  168,  by  which  said 
ordinance  it  was  determined  to  proceed  with  the  improvement  of 
said  First  street  from'  Main  street  to  Maple  street,  by  grading  and 
paving  the  same ;  and  it  was  further  ordered  in  said  ordinance  that 
the  clerk  of  said  village  be,  and  he  hereby  was,  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  advertise  for  bids  for  the  construction  of  said  improvement 
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according  to  law.  Thereupon  said  clerk  duly  and  regularly  adver- 
tised for  bids  for  the  grading  and  paving  of  said  street  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance  and  the  statutes  of  Ohio,  and 
on  or  about  the  first  day  of  March,  1912,  the  said  bids  so  received 
were  opened  by  said  council  as  required  by  law,  when  it  was  ascer- 
tained and  determined  that  the  bid  of  Jerry  Neville  was  the  lowest 
and  best  bid  for  the  grading  and  paving  of  said  street  and  the  con- 
struction of  said  improvement;  and  thereafter,  on  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  March,  1912,  the  village  of  London  entered  into  a  contract 
with  said  Jerry  Neville  for  the  grading  and  paving  of  the  village  por- 
tion of  said  First  street  from  Main  street  to  Maple  street  with  Town- 
send  repressed  street  block,  using  a  cement  filler  therefor.  The  said 
Jerry  Neville,  pursuant  to  said  contract,  has  procured  the  materials 
for  said  improvement  and  placed  the  same  on  and  along  said  street, 
and  is  now  engaged  in  carrying  on  said  work  of  grading  and  paving 
the  village's  portion  of  said  street. 

The  defendant  railway  company  was  duly  notified  and  well 
knew  of  the  proceedings  of  said  council  relating  to  the  order  of  said 
improvement  of  said  part  of  said  First  street,  and  was  requested  to 
grade  and  pave  in  like  manner  that  portion  of  said  First  street,  from 
Main  street  to  Maple  street,  occupied  by  its  tracks  and  two  feet  out- 
side of  the  outer  rails  thereof;  but  the  said  railway  company  refused 
to  do  so  unless  the  council  of  said  village  would  consent  for  said  rail- 
way company  to  cease  to  operate  its  cars  over  that  part  of  its  route 
through  said  village,  from  the  intersection  of  High  and  Main  streets 
to  the  intersection  of  Lafayette  street  and  Richmond  avenue,  and 
grant  a  franchise  to  said  railway  company  over  High  and  Elm  streets 
in  said  village,  thereby  shortening  the  company's  route  through  said 
village.  This  the  council  of  said  village  refused  to  do;  and  thereupon, 
on  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  191 2,  the  said  defendant  railway  com- 
pany ceased  to  operate  any  and  all  cars  over  that  portion  of  its  route 
through  said  village  from  the  place  where  its  station  is  located  on 
North  Main  street  just  north  of  the  intersection  of  Main  and  High 
streets,  to  a  point  near  the  eastern  corporation  line  on  Lafayette 
street,  and  has  ever  since  failed  and  refused  to  operate  any  cars  over 
that  portion  of  said  route. 

From  about  the  time  said  railway  was  constructed,  about  the 
year  1901,  up  to  and  including  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  1912,  the 
defendant  railway  company,  and  its  predecessors  in  interest,  have 
given  the  public  a  continuous  service  over  its  line  through  said  vil- 
lage by  running  about  sixteen  passenger  cars  and  two  freight  cars  each 
way  daily,  between  the  hours  of  6:30  a.  m.  and  '11:30  p.  m.,  all  of 
the  local  trains  running  between  Columbus  and  Springfield  going  by 
the  way  of  London,  and  in  that  respect  the  service  was  reasonable, 
adequate  and  satisfactory. 
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But  since  said  thirtieth  day  of  May,  1912,  none  of  the  cars  of 
said  company  running  between  Columbus  and  Springfield  go  by  the 
way  of  London,  but  are  all  run  directly  from  Lafayette  to  Somerford 
and  vice  versa,  and  said  defendant  railway  company  has  since  said 
thirtieth  day  of  May,  1912,  operated  a  car  back  and  forth  between 
Somerford  and  the  place  on  North  Main  street  in  said  village  of 
London,  where  said  company's  depot  is  situated,  and  another  car 
back  and  forth  between  Lafayette  and  a  point  near  the  eastern  cor- 
poration line  of  said  village  of  London. 

There  are  several  stations  or  stopping  places  along  said  railway 
line  between  London  and  Lafayette,  and  many  people  living  along 
said  line  who  do  their  trading  in  London  and  are  now  required  to 
go  by  way  of  Lafayette  and  Somerford,  change  cars  twice,  and 
travel  from  eight  to  twelve  miles  to  reach  London,  while  under  the 
former  service  they  could  reach  the  same  destination  by  traveling 
less  than  four  miles  without  changing  cars. 

The  village  of  London  is  the  county  seat  of  Madison  County, 
Ohio,  and  has  a  population  of  about  4,000  people,  and  there  are  a 
great  many  people  continually  traveling  back  and  forth  between 
London  and  Columbus  and  between  London  and  Springfield,  and 
under  the  present  service  all  passengers  from  London  to  Springfield 
or  from  Springfield  to  London  are  required  to  change  cars  at  Somer- 
ford ;  and  all  passengers  from  London  to  Columbus  or  from  Colum- 
bus to  London  are  required  to  change  cars  at  Somerford  and  travel 
four  miles  farther  than  under  the  former  service,  causing  great  and 
unnecessary  delay,  loss  of  time  and  inconvenience  to  the  traveling 
public,  and  the  service  over  the  lines  of  said  railway  to  the  different 
parts  of  said  village  of  London  is  wholly  abandoned,  depriving  the 
public  of  its  rights  secured  to  it  by  law  and  by  the  terms  of  said 
franchise  ordinance.  By  reason  of  the  unreasonableness  and  inade- 
quacy of  the  present  service  many  people  are  hindered  and  deprived 
entirely  of  traveling  to  and  from   London   over  said   railway. 

For  the  reasons  above  mentioned,  and  for  various  other  reasons 
apparent  from  the  facts  stated,  the  complainant  charges  that  the  pres- 
ent service  rendered  by  the  defendant  railway  company  as  aforesaid, 
is  unreasonable,  unjust  and  inadequate  to  the  public,  and  is  an  unrea- 
sonable and  unjust  discrimination  against  the  said  village  of  London. 

4.  Wherefore  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defend- 
ant company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein,  and  that  after 
due  hearing  and  investigation,  an  order  be  made  commanding  said 
defendant  railway  company  to  reinstate  the  former  service  heretofore 
rendered  over  its  lines  through  the  village  of  London,  Ohio,  on  and 
prior  to  May  30th,  191 2,  and  to  run  a  sufficient  number  of  local  cars 
each  way  daily  between  the  cities  of  Columbus  and  Springfield  by 
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the  way  of  London,  so  as  to  give  reasonable  and  adequate  service  to 
the  public,  and  not  discriminate  against  the  said  village  of  London, 
and  for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem 
necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

Answering  which,  the  defendant  says : 

The  defendant,  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  saving 
and  reserving  all  exceptions  which  may  be  had  or  taken  to  the  errors, 
uncertainties,  imperfections  and  insufficiencies  of  the  petition  of  com- 
plainant, and  denying  that  the  facts  set  forth  and  allegations  made 
in  said  petition  are  sufficient  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  the  relief 
prayed  for,  or  that  the  subject  matter  of  plaintiff's  petition  is  within 
the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  the  said  defendant, 
The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  further  answering  said  peti- 
tion of  the  complainant,  the  village  of  London,  Ohio,  says : 

I.  That  it  admits  that  the  village  of  London  is  and  has  been  a 
municipal  corporation,  to-wit,  a  village  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having 
such  care,  supervision  and  control  of  the  streets,  highways  and  alleys 
within  its  limits  as  have  been  bestowed  upon  it  by  the  laws  of  said 
State,  and  that  it  has  a  municipal  council  duly  elected,  qualified  and 
acting  as  such. 

II.  It  admits  that  it,  this  answering  defendant,  is  a  common 
carrier  of  persons  and  property  subject  to  the  laws  relating  to  such 
carriers  within  the  State  of  Ohio;  that  it  now  controls  and  operates 
a  line  of  electric  interurban  railway  from  the  city  of  Columbus  to 
the  city  of  Springfield,  a  portion  of  which  is  located  within  the  limits 
of  the  village  of  London  aforesaid,  but  defendant  avers  that  said 
railway  is  only  a  portion  of  the  lines  of  railway  operated  and  con- 
trolled by  it  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  in  the  adjacent  State  of 
Indiana. 

III.  This  defendant  further  admits  that  the  general  course  of 
its  line  of  railway  between  the  city  of  Columbus  and  the  city  of 
Springfield  is  shown  upon  the  blue  print  attached  to  the  petition  of 
complainant,  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

IV.  It  admits  that  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  1901,  the  coun- 
cil of  the  said  village  of  London  passed  the  ordinance,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  to  the  petition  marked  "Exhibit  C,"  which  ordi- 
nance contained  the  provisions  set  forth  and  recited  in  the  petition, 
said  ordinance  having  been  accepted  by  The  Columbus,  London 
and  Springfield  Railway  Company  as  alleged  in  the  petition. 

V.  It  admits  that  the  property,  rights  and  franchises  of  said 
The  Columbus,  London  and  Springfield  Railway  Company  were 
sold  under  order  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Southern 
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District  of  Ohio  under  foreclosure  proceedings,  brought  in  said  court, 
were  purchased  at  judicial  sale  by  one  A.  E.  Locke,  transferred  by 
him  to  The  Indiana,  Columbus  and  Eastern  Traction  Company,  and 
by  the  latter  company  leased  for  a  period  of  ninety-nine  years  to  this 
defendant,  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  which  now  controls 
and  operates  the  said  line  of  railway,  together  with  others  controlled 
by  it. 

VI.  Defendant  further  admits  that  on  the  twenty-eighth  day 
of  July,  191 1,  the  council  of  the  village  of  London  passed  an  ordi- 
nance declaring  it  necessary  to  improve  First  street  in  said  village 
by  grading  and  paving  the  same,  and  it  admits  that  on  August  31st 
it  passed  an  ordinance  determining  to  proceed  with  said  improve- 
ment, and  that  on  March,  28th,  1912,  the  said  village  of  London  en- 
tered into  a  contract  with  one  Jerry  Neville  for  the  paving  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  street  of  said  village,  and  in  pursuance  to  said  contract, 
said  Neville  has  performed  a  portion  of  the  work  preliminary  to  the 
paving  of  said  street,  and  has  placed  some  of  the  paving  materials 
upon  and  along  said  street. 

VII.  Defendant  admits  that  it  was  informed  of  the  action  of 
the  village  relative  to  the  improvement  by  paving  of  First  street,  and 
that  it  has  not  paved  any  portion  of  said  street.  It  admits  that  since 
the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  1912,  it  has  not  operated  any  cars  over  First 
street  in  said  village  upon  which  the  work  of  paving  is  being  done, 
or  north  of  its  freight  and  passenger  station  on  Main  street  in  the 
central  portion  of  said  village. 

VIII.  Defendant  admits  that  prior  to  May  30th,  1912,  and  the 
prosecution  of  the  paving  improvement  on  First  street,  it  operated 
about  sixteen  passenger  and  two  freight  cars  each  through  the  vil- 
lage of  London,  and  on  the  route  specified  in  the  petition,  which 
number  was  greatly  in  excess  of  the  franchise  provisions  and  alleged 
requirements  of  said  franchise  ordinance,  as  will  more  specifically 
appear  hereafter. 

This  defendant,  further  answering,  denies  each  and  every  other 
allegation  contained  in  the  petition  of  complainant  not  hereinbefore 
specifically  admitted. 

And  for  further  answer  to  the  petition  of  complainant  defend- 
ant says  : 

IX.  That  the  original  grantee  of  the  franchise  rights  from  the 
village  of  London,  The  Columbus,  London  and  Springfield  Railway 
Company,  owned  and  operated  the  line  of  interurban  railway  from 
Columbus  through  the  village  of  London  to  the  city  of  Springfield, 
Ohio,  but  owned  or  controlled  no  other  lines  of  interurban  railway. 
The  route  of  said  railway  was  not  a  direct  one  between  the  two  ter- 
minals above  named  but  made  a  circuitous  detour  to  and  from  the 
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village  of  London  by  way  of  the  villages  of  Lafayette  and  Somer- 
ford. 

X.  This  defendant  says  that  the  operation  of  said  road  for  the 
purpose  of  conveying  the  local  traffic  and  the  traffic  between  said 
terminals  only,  was  wholly  unprofitable,  and  the  property,  rights  and 
franchises  having  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  by  order  of 
the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Southern  District  of  Ohio, 
was  sold  at  foreclosure  sale.  The  purchaser  of  the  property  and 
rights  of  said  The  Columbus,  London  and  Springfield  Railway  Com- 
pany, A.  E.  Locke,  as  alleged  in  the  petition,  conveyed  same  to  The 
Indiana,  Columbus  and  Eastern  Traction  Company,  which  company 
acquired  other  lines  of  interurban  railway,  with  the  result  that  the 
system  operated  and  controlled  by  this  defendant  has  a  total  mileage 

of miles,  and  extends  from  the  city  of  Cincinnati  on  the  south  to 

Toledo  on  the  north,  from  Richmond  and  Fort  Wayne  on  the  west 
through  the  city  of  Columbus  to  the  city  of  Zanesville  on  the  east, 
as  is  fully  shown  and  set  forth  in  the  reports  filed  with  this  Com- 
mission. 

XL  For  the  further  accommodation  of  the  general  traveling 
public  to  facilitate  through  travel  and  to  meet  the  increasing  and 
difficult  competition  of  the  paralleling  steam  railroads,  this  defendant 
and  its  predecessors  in  interest,  The  Indiana,  Columbus  and  Eastern 
Traction  Company  have  at  great  expense,  and  wherever  practicable, 
shortened  the  right  of  way,  by  eliminating  dangerous  curves,  short- 
ening the  route  within  municipalities,  building  cut-offs,  and  in  every 
possible  manner  securing  more  direct  routes  and  shortening  the  time 
between  its  terminals  and  securing  greater  safety. 

XII.  This  defendant  says  that  pursuant  to  the  said  policy,  a 
private  right  of  way  was  purchased  and  grants  made  by  the  county 
commissioners  of  the  county  of  Madison,  and  a  railway  was  con- 
structed from  Somerford  to  Lafayette  in  Madison  county,  to  shorten 
the  right  of  way  between  the  large  terminals  of  Dayton  and  Spring- 
field to  the  west,  and  Columbus  toward  the  east.  The  construction 
of  said  cut-off  has  reduced  the  mileage  of  said  right  of  way  by  a  dis- 
tance of  four  (4)  miles,  and  has  made  it  possible  the  reduction  of  the 
running  time  of  all  limited  and  local  cars  by  twenty  (20)  minutes. 
The  route  as  now  constructed,  from  Springfield  to  Columbus  through 
Somerford  and  Lafayette,  constitutes  a  direct  line  from  the  city  of 
Columbus  to  the  city  of  Springfield,  as  shown  on  the  blue  print  map 
attached  to  complainant's  petition,  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

XIII.  Defendant  says  that  in  the  city  of  Springfield,  Columbus 
and  elsewhere  on  the  Columbus-Dayton  division,  it  has  shortened  its 
right  of  way,  eliminated  dangerous  curves  and  improved  its  service 
rendered  to  the  general  public  by  changing  its  routes  within  munici- 
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palities,  purchase  of  private  right  of  way  and  otherwise,  and  in  fur- 
therance of  said  policy  and  for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the 
traveling  public  notified  the  council  of  the  village  of  London,  that 
it  desired  a  change  of  route  in  said  village,  the  present  route  being 
indicated  in  yellow  and  the  new  route  desired  being  indicated  in  red 
on  the  blue  print  plat  of  the  village  of  London  hereto  attached, 
marked  "Exhibit  One." 

XIV.  Defendant  says  that  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  May,  1912, 
by  its  president,  W.  Kesley  Schoepf,  it  addressed  a  communication 
to  the  council  of  the  village  of  London,  copy  of  which  is  hereto  at; 
tached,  marked  "Exhibit  Two,"  and  on  the  same  date  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  said  council  application  for  the  change  of  route  within  the 
village  of  London  as  hereinbefore  described,  and  an  application  for  an 
extension  of  its  line  of  railway  on  High  and  Elm  streets  in  said  village, 
such  extension  of  its  line  of  railway  covering  the  new  route  indicated 
on  said  blue  print  plat  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  One,"  and  at  the 
same  time  presented  to  said  council  ordinances  in  accordance  with 
the  statutes  authorizing  such  change  of  route  and  extension,  copies 
of  which  application  and  proposed  ordinance  are  hereto  attached, 
marked  "Exhibit  3,  4,  5  and  6"  respectively. 

XV.  Defendant  has  obtained  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said 
council,  the  consents  of  the  owners  of  more  than  a  majority  of  the 
front  feet  of  property  abutting  along  the  streets  covered  by  said  ex- 
tension. 

XVI.  Defendant  says  that  the  danger  and  inconvenience  of  the 
present  route  through  the  village  of  London  were  specifically  set 
forth  in  said  communication  and  the  reasons  for  a  change  given, 
but  defendant  says  that  it  has  received  no  reply,  but  is  in- 
formed that  the  proposal  was  rejected  by  said  council. 

XVII.  Defendant  says  that  it  offered  to  and  is  willing  and  has 
communicated  to  the  council  of  the  village  of  London,  its  willingness 
to  pave  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  franchise  ordinance 
attached  to  the  petition  of  complainant  and  marked  "Exhibit  C," 
both  on  First  street,  for  which  a  paving  contract  has  been  let,  as 
alleged  in  the  petition,  and  on  any  portion  of  Main  street  from  which 
its  track  may  be  removed  by  a  change  of  route,  or  to  pay  to  the  vil- 
lage of  London  the  cost  of  such  paving,  in  event  the  council  adopted 
such  proceedings  as  to  authorize  such  change  of  route,  notwithstand- 
ing the  defects  in  the  proceeding  and  any  invalidity  of  the  claim  for 
such  paving,  but  the  council  of  said  village  has  been  unwilling  to 
receive  such  payment  or  permit  said  paving  to  be  done,  unless  the 
tracks  of  defendant  shall  be  embedded  in  said  paving  and  a  change 
of  route  rendered  impracticable. 
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XVIII.  Defendant  says  that  the  present  route  on  First  street 
in  said  village  is  dangerous,  owing  to  the  difficult  curves  thereon,  as 
shown  on  the  blue  print  plate  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  7,"  and 
that  on  said  curves  frequent  accidents  have  occurred,  involving  great 
damage  and  expense  to  this  defendant,  and  injury  and  death  to  per- 
sons using  said  railway,  and  that  derailments  and  consequent  acci- 
dents are  inevitable  if  the  present  route  is  continued. 

XIX.  Defendant  says  that  a  high  school  and  grade  school  are 
located  on  First  street,  accommodating  a  large  number  of  pupils  who 
are  of  tender  years,  and  a  new  and  larger  high  school  is  now  in  pro- 
cess of  construction  on  said  street,  and  that  the  operation  of  its  cars 
has  been  and  will  be  attended  with  great  danger,  owing  to  the  nar- 
rowness of  the  street  and  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  children 
thereon. 

XX.  Defendant  says  that  the  new  route  over  High  and  Elm 
streets  will  be  free  from  dangerous  curves  and  the  proximity  of 
school  buildings,  will  tend  to  eliminate  the  danger  of  collision  and  ac- 
cident in  the  central  business  portion  of  the  village  of  London,  and 
will  permit  this  defendant  to  utilize  a  private  right  of  way  which  it 
has  secured  at  great  expense,  which  private  right  of  way  is  indicated 
on  the  blue  print  plat  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  — /'  by 
heavily  shaded  lines.  The  use  of  said  new  route  and  the  private  right 
of  way  will  lessen  the  danger  of  accident  to  the  traveling  public  and 
users  of  the  streets  in  said  village,  will  shorten  the  right  of  way 
through  said  village  by  twenty-two  hundred  feet,  lessen  the  running 
time  through  the  village  by  six  minutes,  and  will  benefit  both  the 
traveling  public  and  the  inhabitants  of  said  village.  (Such  change  of 
route  will  further  create  a  double  paving  charge  upon  this  defendant 
in  accordance  with  the  offer  made  in  the  communication  of  May  16th 
hereinbefore  referred  to.) 

XXI.  Defendant  further  answering  says  that  the  village  coun- 
cil of  London,  without  answering  said  communication  of  May  16th, 
1912,  or  holding  any  further  conference  with  representatives  of  de- 
fendant, has  permitted  and  ordered  the  contractor  for  the  paving, 
Jerry  Neville,  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  excavating  and  paving 
said  street,  and  that  the  excavation  has  proceeded  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  earth  has  been  removed  from  the  ends  of  some  of  the  ties 
and  rails  to  a  depth  of  12  to  18  inches;  that  the  operations  of  said 
contractor  have  not  been  confined  to  the  portion  of  the  street  to  be 
paved  under  his  contract  with  the  village,  but  he  has  excavated 
within  the  two  foot  strip  adjacent  to  the  rails  of  defendant's  tracks, 
and  owing  to  such  excavation,  the  character  of  the  curves  on  said 
street  and  for  other  operating  causes  and  reasons,  defendant  discon- 
tinued service  on  said  First  street.  Cars  have  been  operated  on  both  ends 
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of  the  route  between  Somerford  and  Lafayette  to  the  station  in  said  vil- 
lage on  Main  street  and  to  the  commencement  of  the  paving  excava- 
tion of  the  east  side  of  said  village,  such  cars  connecting  at  Somer- 
ford and  Lafayette  without  long  waits  with  all  local  cars  which  for- 
merly operated  directly  through  the  village  of  London,  thus  affording 
reasonable  and  adequate  service. 

XXII.  Defendant,  says  that  owing  to  the  condition  of  said 
streets,  the  excavations  made  thereon,  the  difficulty  and  dangers  of 
operating  thereon  during  the  further  prosecution  of  the  work  of  pav- 
ing, owing  to  the  narrowness  of  said  street,  the  presence  of  large 
numbers  of  overhanging  trees  and  other  operating  disadvantages, 
through  service  cannot  be  maintained  thereon. 

XXIII.  Defendant  further  says  that  the  village  of  London,  in 
passing  the  various  ordinances  passed  by  it  providing  for  the  paving 
improvement  on  First  street,  wholly  disregarded  the  rights  and  in- 
terests of  this  defendant;  that  neither  the  said  ordinances  declaring 
the  necessity  of  such  improvement,  determining  to  proceed  with  the 
work  and  fixing  assessments  therefor  nor  the  contract  entered  into 
for  the  paving  of  said  street,  made  any  reference  to  or  provision  for 
the  time  or  method  of  doing  the  work  of  paving  by  this  defendant. 
Xo  provision  was  made  in  the  letting  of  said  contract  by  which  a 
benefit  of  the  contract  price  might  inure  to  this  defendant,  nor  was 
any  protection  provided  for  the  tracks  or  traffic  of  this  defendant, 
and  defendant  having  no  control  over  the  work  of  said  contractor, 
was  unable  to  continue  the  use  of  said  street  with  its  heavy  cars 
with  safety  to  its  patrons  and  without  such  interruption  to  its  serv- 
ice that  great  inconvenience  would  have  resulted  to  the  general  trav- 
eling public  and  loss  to  this  defendant.  Defendant  says  that  if  it  had 
determined  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  paving  the  portion  of  said 
street  specified  in  said  ordinance  it  would  have  been  impracticable 
for  it  to  do  so  until  the  village  shall  have  completed  the  portion  of  the 
street  for  which  the  paving  contract  has  been  let,  and  operation  dur- 
ing such  work  of  paving  would  be  impracticable,  owing  to  the  nar- 
rowness of  the  street  and  for  other  operating  causes. 

XXIV.  Defendant  says  that  it  is  willing  to  remove  its  tracks 
on  said  First  street,  so  as  not  to  interfere  in  any  manner  with  the 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  paving,  but  is  unwilling  to  reinstall  a 
new  track  in  said  street  until  all  questions  affecting  a  change  of 
route  have  been  determined. 

XXV.  To  determine  the  questions  in  controversy  between  the 
village  of  London  and  this  defendant,  the  former  on  the  twenty-first 
day  of  June  filed  its  petition  in  mandamus  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  Madison  County,  Ohio,  setting  forth  in  substance  the  allega- 
tions contained  in  the  petition  filed  herein,  praying  for  a  peremptory 
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writ  of  mandamus,  requiring  not  only  the  paving  of  First  street  in 
said  village  of  London  but  also  the  laying  of  a  rail  in  said  street  to 
he  approved  by  said  council.  To  this  petition  this  defendant  has 
filed  a  demurrer,  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  court,  but  no  de- 
cision has  yet  been  rendered  thereon.  This  defendant  says  that  the 
determination  of  the  right  of  the  village  of  London  to  require  it  to 
lay  rails  in  said  streets  is  necessarily  precedent  to  any  finding  or 
order  by  this  Commission  with  reference  to  operation  over  said  rails 
when  laid,  and  defendant  avers  that  all  matters  at  issue  between  the 
parties  hereto  can  be  determined  by  the  court  to  which  the  complain- 
ant has  resorted,  either  in  the  action  now  pending  or  in  other  proper 
action  filed  therein. 

,  XXVI.  Defendant  says  that  immediately  upon  the  discontinu- 
ance of  the  through  service  on  First  street  on  May  30th,  1912,  it  read- 
justed and  published  its  time  table  on  the  Dayton-Springfield  divi- 
sion, shortening  the  running  time  between  Springfield  and  Columbus 
by  twenty  minutes ;  that  notice  of  such  change  involving  an  altera- 
tion and  change  of  the  leaving  time  at  various  stations  on  said  divi- 
sion has  been  made  to  the  traveling  public,  and  that  another  change, 
even  though  temporary  in  its  nature,  cannot  be  made,  without  great 
loss  to  the  company  and  inconvenience  to  the  traveling  public,  and 
therefore  no  order  requiring  any  change  of  service  should  be  made  or 
considered  by  this  Commission  until  the  legal  rights  of  the  parties 
hereto  have  been  determined  in  the  litigation  now  pending,  and  until 
the  paving  improvement  shall  have  been  fully  completed  within  the 
village  of  London. 

XXVII.  Defendant  says  that  there  is  practically  no  local  traf- 
fic on  its  said  line  on  First  street ;  that  its  total  mileage  within  said 
village  is  but  1.87  miles;  the  said  route  within  the  village  from  the 
end  of  First  street  at  the  village  corporation  line  to  the  business 
portion  of  said  village  being  short,  and  the  street  being  wholly  resi- 
dential in  character. 

XXVIII.  This  .defendant  further  says,  that  apart  from  the 
pending  controversy  as  to  the  proper  route  through  the  village  of 
London  and  the  discontinuance  of  the  through  service  on  First 
street,  owing  to  paving  improvements  thereon,  the  service  now  being 
rendered  the  village  of  London  is  reasonable  and  adequate,  consider- 
ing the  size  of  the  said  village  and  the  volume  and  character  of  the 
traffic  to  and  from  said  village.  The  said  village  had  a  population 
at  the  last  federal  census  of  thirty-five  hundred  and  thirty  persons ; 
it  is  not  a  suburb  of  any  city  requiring  frequent  and  quick  access  to 
said  city  for  business  purposes ;  said  village  is  not  located  on  the 
through  and  direct  route  between  the  large  terminals  of  Columbus, 
Springfield  and  Dayton,  with  an  aggregate  population  of  four  hun- 
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dred  thousand  inhabitants;  a  large  portion  of  said  through  traffic 
having  been  heretofore  diverted  a  distance  of  eight  and  one-half 
miles  to  and  from  the  village  of  London  by  way  of  Somerford  and 
Lafayette  by  the  operation  of  local  cars  through  said  village. 

XXIX.     Defendant  says  that  the  extent  and  character  of  the. 
service  now  being  furnished  to  the  village  of  London  is  greatly  supe- 
rior to  that  required  by  the  provisions  of  its  ordinance  (Plaintiff  Ex- 
hibit C),  and  is  reasonable  and  adequate  both  for  the  inhabitants  of 
said  village  and  the  general  traveling  public. 

Wherefore,  the  defendant  having  fully  answered,  prays  that  the 
order  prayed  for  by  complainant  be  denied,  its  petition  dismissed, 
and  that  this  defendant  go  hence  with  its  costs. 

The  defendant  further  says  in  its  supplemental  answer: 

Now  comes  the  defendant,  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany, saving  all  of  the  exceptions  reserved  in  the  answer  filed  herein 
and  repeating  the  admissions  and  denials  contained  therein,  and  as 
a  further  defense,  and  by  way  of  supplemental  answer  says :  That 
since  the  filing  of  its  answer,  to-wit,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  July, 
1912,  certain  citizens  of  the  village  of  London,  Ohio,  the  complain- 
ant, have  presented  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  municipality  an 
initiative  petition  as  authorized  by  section  4227-1  to  section  4227-6 
of  the  General  Code,  which  petition  is  now  in  circulation.  Said  peti- 
tion proposed  to  the  council  of  the  village  of  London,  Ohio,  for  pas- 
sage an  ordinance  providing  for  a  change  and  extension  of  route  of  the 
electric  street  railway  of  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company  in 
said  village,  such  change  of  route  being  the  one  set  forth  in  defend- 
ant's answer,  a  copy  of  said  initiative  petition  containing  the  full  text 
of  the  ordinance  proposed  to  said  village  council  being  hereto  at- 
tached, marked  "Exhibit  9." 

Defendant  says  that  it  believes  that  the  signatures  to  said  peti- 
tion necessary  to  authorize  its  -filing  with  the  clerk  of  said  council 
will  be  obtained,  and  that  said  ordinance  so  petitioned  for  will  bo 
submitted  by  said  clerk  to  said  council  for  its  action  at  the  meeting 
succeeding  the  filing  of  said  petition  as  authorized  by  law. 

Defendant  says  that  within  sixty  days  after  its  submission  to 
council,  said  council  may  pass  said  ordinance  so  proposed,  and  in  the 
event  that  said  council  shall  fail  to  pass  said  ordinance  without  change 
Of  amendment  as  provided  by  law,  said  ordinance  will  be  referred  to 
the  electors  of  said  village  for  their  approval  or  rejection  at  the  regu- 
lar election  to  be  held  on  the  fifth  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1912,  and 
defendant  believes  that  said  ordinance  will  receive  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon  at  said  election,  and  said  ordi- 
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nance  will  thereupon  become  a  valid  ordinance  of  said  village  from 
the  date  of  the  determination  of  the  vote,  and  will  not  be  subject  to 
the  veto  of  the  mayor  of  said  village. 

Defendant  says  that  the  passage  of  said  ordinance  by  said  coun- 
cil subsequent  to  the  filing  of  the  aforesaid  initiative  petition  or  an 
affirmative  vote  favoring  said  ordinance  at  said  election,  will  secure  to 
this  defendant  the  change  of  route  desired,  and  will  settle  and  adjust 
all  matters  now  in  controversy  between  complainant  and  this  defend- 
ant. Defendant  says,  that  pending  such  action  of  the  village  council 
or  said  elction,  no  order  should  be  made  by  the  Commission  requiring 
operation  over  the  present  route,  the  determination  of  the  questions 
involved  in  such  change  of  route  being  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
final  regulation  of  the  service  to  and  from  said  village  of  London. 

Wherefore  defendant  repeats   the  prayer  of  its   answer. 

This  matter  was  called  for  hearing  before  the  Commission, 
but  same  was  held  in  abeyance  to  permit  of  the  submission  to  the 
electors  of  the  village  of  London  at  the  regular  fall  election,  a  propo- 
sition looking  to  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  proposal  of  The 
Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company  to  reroute  its  line  in  that  village. 
Action  upon  the  matter  is  therefore  withheld  by  the  Commission.

Supplemental 
order,  October  24th,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company,  a  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having  on 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  June,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  the  approval 
of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  from  one  W.  S.  Barstow,  of 
New  York  City,  of  the  entire  plant  and  property  of  The  Toledo, 
Port  Clinton  and  Lakeside  Railway  Company,  and  for  the  consent 
and  authority  of  the  Commission  for  the  issue  of  its  first  mortgage 
five  per  cent,  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  its  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  its  common  capital  stock  of  the 
par    value    of    eight    hundred    thousand    dollars,    one    million    one 
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hundred  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  first  mortgage  five 
per  cent,  gold  bonds  and  said  preferred  and  common  capital  stock 
to  be  transferred  to  said  W.  S.  Barstow  in  full  payment  for  said  plant 
and  property,  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  issue  and  sale  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  said  first  mortgage  five  per 
cent,  gold  bonds  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  additions,  exten- 
sions, improvements  and  betterments  to  the  plant  and  property  of  said 
The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company,  as  fully  set 
out  in  said  petition  and  accompanying  exhibits,  and  the  time  for  hear- 
ing said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Friday,  July  8th,  1912,  at  10 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and 
the  further  hearing  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came 
on  this  day  for  final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  ex- 
hibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  investigation  and  inquiry 
as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appearing

of  bonds,  and  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  par  value,  of  capital 
stock,  than  the  capital  obligations  of  the  said  The  Toledo,  Port  Clin- 
ton and  Lakeside  Railway  Company,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that 
so  much  of  the  prayer  of  said  petition  as  relates  to  the  issue  and

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power

S.  Barstow,  of  New  York  City,  the  entire  plant  and  property  of  The 
Toledo,  Port  Clinton  and  Lakeside  Railway  Company.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power 
Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue  its  first  mortgage 
five  per  cent,  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($1,100,000.00),  its  preferred  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000.00),  and  its  com- 
mon capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($800,000.00),  it  being  the  finding  and  opinion  of  the   Commission 
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that  the  issue  of  said  first  mortgage  five  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  said 
preferred  capital  stock  and  said  common  capital  stock,  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  first  mortgage  five  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  of 
the  par  value  of  one  million  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  said  pre- 
ferred capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
and  said  common  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  eight  hundred 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  herein  authorized  to  be  issued,  be  trans- 
ferred and  delivered  to  said  W.  S.  Barstow,  of  New  York  City,  in 
full  payment  for  the  entire  plant  and  property  of  The  Toledo,  Port 
Clinton  and  Lakeside  Railway  Company.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  outstanding  common  capital  stock,  amount- 
ing to  one  million  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  outstand- 
ing bonds,  amounting  to  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
of  said  The  Toledo,  Port  Clinton  and  Lakeside  Railway  Company 
be  delivered  to  the  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power 
Company  at  the  time  of  the  transfer  of  the  property  of  the  said  The 
Toledo,  Port  Clinton  and  Lakeside  Railway  Company  to  the  said 
The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company,  and  that  said 
stock  and  bonds  of  said  The  Toledo,  Port  Clinton  and  Lakeside  Rail- 
way Company  be,  by  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and 
Power  Company,  retired,  cancelled  and  destroyed.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power 
Company  make  verified  report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon 
the  issue  and  delivery  to  said  W.  S.  Barstow  of  said  first  mortgage 
five  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  said  preferred  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  and  said  common  capital  stock  of  the 
par  value  of  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
fact  of  such  issue  and  delivery ;  upon  the  retirement,  cancellation  and 
destruction  of  said  common  capital  stock  and  bonds  of  said  The  To-

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filed  June  24th,  1912,  The  Clinton  Telephone  Company,  by  G.  P. 
Thorpe,  its  secretary  and  attorney  duly  authorized,  hereby  protests 
against  the  granting  of  the  permission  prayed  for,  for  the  following 
reasons : 

1.  The  territory  through  which  the  applicant  seeks  to  extend 
its  lines  is  already  occupied  and  fully  covered  by  The  Clinton  Tele- 
phone Company  and  said  company  is  giving  and  is  prepared  to  give 
adequate  telephone  service  therein. 

2.  The  extension  of  the  lines  of  The  New  Burlington  Mutual 
Telephone  Company,  as  prayed  for  in  its  application,  is  not  proper  and 
necessary  for  the  public  convenience. 

As  of  date,  August  30th,  1912,  The  New  Burlington  Mutual  Tele- 
phone Company  amended  its  petition  herein  to  read  as  follows : 

The  New  Burlington  Mutual  Telephone  Company  represents 
that  it  is  a  corporation  duly  organized  nder  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  for  the  purpose  of  operating  a  telephone  plant  in  the  counties  of 
Greene,  Clinton  and  Warren  in  said  state,  and  that  it  has  in  operation 
a  telephone  exchange  located  in  New  Burlington,  Ohio,  and  that  its 
lines  radiate  from  said  exchange  into  the  counties  of  Greene,  Clinton 
and  Warren,  a  distance  of  about  five  mjles  from  said  New  Burlington. 

Said  company  further  represents  that  it  has  in  operation  a  line 
extending  from  New  Burlington  to  Kingman  in  Chester  Township, 
in  Clinton  County,  a  distance  of  about  five  miles ;  that  it  also 
has  in  operation  a  line  on  the  New  Burlington  and  Lumberton  turn- 
pike a  distance  of  about  five  miles;  that  it  has  an  extension  from  said 
turnpike  on  the  New  Burlington,  Gurneyville  and  Wilmington  turn- 
pike a  distance  of  about  one-half  mile. 

Said  company  further  represents  to  your  honorable  Commission 
that  there  are  numerous  demands  for  its  service  and  the  extension  of 
its  lines  in  the  following  particulars,  to-wit : 

First:  An  extension  from  South  Kingman  on  the  New  Burling- 
ton and  Clarksville  pike  to  the  Harveyburg  and  Wilmington  pike,  and 
thence  eastwardly  on  said  Harveyburg  and  Wilmington  pike  to  the 
east  township  line  of  Chester  Township. 

Second:  An  extension  from  the  land  of  W.  E.  Compton  on  the 
New  Burlington,  Gurneyville  and  Wilmington  pike  to  Gurneyville. 

Said  The  New  Burlington  Mutual  Telephone  Company  repre- 
sents to  your  honorable  Commission  that  the  territory  in  which  this 
extension  is  sought  to  be  made  is  not  furnished  with  an  adequate  tele- 
phone service  and  that  the  extensions  sought  are  proper  and  necessary 
for  the  public  convenience  of  the  territory  sought  to  be  covered  by 
this  extension. 

This  matter  has  been  heard  by  the  Commission  and  a  decision 
therein  is  withheld  pending  the  receipt  of  briefs  from  counsel. 
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280.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  River  Gas  Company 
and  The  West  Gas  Company  for  authority  to  purchase  and  sell 
property.     Approved  July  nth,  1912. 

In  disposing  of  the  matter  presented  to  the  Commission  by  the 
filing  of  the  following  petition: 

The  petition  of  The  West  Gas  Company,  a  copartnership  com- 
posed of  the  following  persons :  C.  A.  Miller,  Ella  West  and  Frank 
West,  respectfully  represents: 

First :  That  The  West  Gas  Company  began  the  service  of  nat- 
ural gas  in  the  village  of  Reno,  Washington  County,  Ohio,  and  coun- 
try settlements  adjoining,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  July,  1904,  and 
that  it  has  upon  all  of  its  distributing  lines  a  total  of  seventy  con- 
sumers. 

Second  :  That  The  West  Gas  Company  owns  one  natural  gas  well 
and  does  not  have  any  other  wells  or  territory;  the  supply  of  natural 
gas  from  the  said  well  is  insufficient  for  the  demands  of  the  consumers 
connected  to  the  lines  of  the  company  and  its  patrons  are  therefore 
dissatisfied  with  the  service;  that  without  a  large  investment  made 
at  a  risk  which  the  partners  owning  The  West  Gas  Company  are  un- 
willing to  assume,  it  is  impossible  to  secure  an  adequate  supply  of 
natural  gas. 

Third :  That  your  petitioner  has  entered  into  a  contract  with 
The  River  Gas  Company,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  West  Virginia,  for  a  sale  to  that  company  of  all  of  the  plant  of  The 
West  Gas*  Company,  upon  the  condition  that  the  approval  of  your 
Commission  may  be  first  obtained. 

Fourth  :  That  the  rate  charged  to  consumers  of  The  West  Gas 
Company  for  natural  gas  is  twenty  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  with 
a  discount  of  two  cents  for  prompt  payment  of  bills,  making  a  net 
price  of  eighteen  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Fifth :  Your  petitioner  is  satisfied  with  the  price  to  be  paid  for " 
the  plant  and  property  of  the  company,  and  believes  it  to  be  a  fair  and 
equitable  price.  Your  petitioner  also  says  that  a  sale  to  The  River 
Gas  Company  would  result  in  a  service  to  the  consumers  of  The  West 
Gas  Company  of  an  adequate  supply  of  natural  gas  and  that  the  pro- 
posed rates  for  service  to  be  charged  by  The  River  Gas  Company  are 
a  reasonable  and  just  rate  and  to  the  advantage  and  welfare  of  the 
said  village  and  communities. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioner  prays  that  the  agreement  of  sale  sub- 
mitted herewith  be  approved  by  your  Commission  and  that  your  con- 
sent be  granted  to  the  sale  of  the  plant  of  The  West  Gas  Company  to 
The  River  Gas  Company. 
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the  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

The  West  Gas  Company,  a  copartnership  composed  of  C.  A. 
Miller,  Ella  West  and  Frank  West,  and  The  River  Gas  Company,  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia, 
having,  on  the  second  day  of  July,  1912,  filed  their  joint  petition  for 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  the 
plant,  property  and  business  of  said  The  West  Gas  Company  by  said 
The  River  Gas  Company,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  herein  and 
accompanying  exhibits,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having 
been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  July  9th,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and 
having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and  the  further  hearing  thereof 
continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  hear- 
ing upon  the  pleadings,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  investigation  and  inquiry  as  the 
Commission  deemed  proper,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the 
prayer  of  said  petition  should  be  granted.     Tt  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  West  Gas  Company  be,  and  it  hereby 
is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  River  Gas  Company,  all  of  -its  plant, 
property  and  business  for  the  production,  distribution  and  sale  of  nat- 
ural gas  in  the  village  of  Reno,  Washington  County,  Ohio,  as  fully  set 
out  in  an  exhibit  attached  to  said  petition  and  marked  "Exhibit  A," 
which  is  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference ;  and  said  The  River  Gas 
Company  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said  plant,  property  and 
business,  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($3,500).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  this  order  may  become  effective  and  the  authority 
herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on  and  after  this  date. 


281.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Webster  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  issue  $1,000.00  capital  stock.  Approved 
July  nth,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Webster  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  second  day  of  July.  1912,  filed  its 
application  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commission  to  issue 
its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds 
to  be  used  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  its  plant  and  facili- 
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tics,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  herein,  and  time  for  hearing  said 
matter  having  been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  July  9th,  191 2,  at  3  o'clock  p. 
111.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been 
given,  and  having  been  heard  in  part  on  said  day  and  the  further  hear- 
ing thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for 
final  hearing  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits.

Ordered,  That  said  The  Webster  Telephone  Company  make  veri- 
fied report  to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  stock, 
or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized 
therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable  and  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  and 
every  period  of  three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock,  setting 
forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been 
devoted,  and  that  such  reports  be  made  until  all  of  the  said  capital  stock 
herein  authorized  to  be  issued  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and 
until  all  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  stock  have  been  expended 
pursuant  to  this  order. 
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282.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Electric  Depot  Company, 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  for  consent  and  authority  to  issue  an<}  dis- 
pose of  $7,000.00,  par  value,  of  its  capital  stock.  Approved  July 
12th,  1912. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Electric  Depot  Company,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  third 
day  of  July,  1912,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  author- 
ity of  the  Commission  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of 
seven  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  discharge  and 
payment  of  certain  obligations  incurred  in  the  acquisition  of  property 
and  the  construction  of  buildings,  tracks,  poles  and  wires  thereon,  the 
same  situate  mainly  on  Bolivar  road,  Eagle  avenue  and  East  Ninth

ably required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.  It  is

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  be  devoted  by  said  The  Electric  Depot  Company  lo,  and  used 
for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit:  The  discharge  and 
payment  of  certain  obligations,  heretofore  incurred  by  said  company, 
in  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  construction  thereon  of  buildings, 
tracks,  poles  and  wires,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  which  is  made 
a  part  hereof  by  reference.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Electric  Depot  Company  make  verified 
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report  to  the  Commission  as  follows:  Upon  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  real- 
ized therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable  and  not  less 
than  the  par  value  thereof ;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period 
of  three  (3)  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and 
use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock,  setting  forth 
in  reasonable  detail,  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  de- 
voted, and  that  such  reports  be  made  until  all  of  said  capital  stock 
herein  authorized  to  be  issued,  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and 
until  all  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  have  been  ex- 
pended pursuant  to  this  order.

The  complainants,  E.  C.  Davis,  E.  E.  Flickinger  and  Pearl  Mid- 
dlesworth, are  residents  of  the  county  of  Union  and  State  of  Ohio, 
and  are  subscribers  for  service  of  The  Union  County  Farmers'  Tele- 
phone Company  of  said  county. 

All  the  other  complainants  are  subscribers  for. service  of  The 
Richwood  Telephone  Company  of  said  county. 

The  Union  County  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  is  a  corpora- 
tion duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  has  its 
office  at  York  in  said  county  of  Union,  and  is  now  and  has  been  since 
its  organization  engaged  in  the  business  of  transmitting  to,  from, 
through  and  in  said  State  of  Ohio  telephonic  messages. 

The  Richwood  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  duly  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  has  its  office  at  Rich- 
wood  in  said  county  of  Union,  and  is  now  and  has  been  since  its  or- 
ganization engaged  in  the  business  of  transmitting  to,  from,  through 
and  in  said  State  of  Ohio,  telephonic  messages. 
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The  Richwood  Telephone  Company  has  constructed  its  lines  and 
wire  and  is  operating  the  same  in  the  townships  of  Claibourne,  Jack- 
son and  Leesburg  and  the  eastern  parts  of  York,  Washington  and 
Taylor  in  said  county  of  Union  in  said  State  of  Ohio. 

The  Union  County  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  has  con- 
structed its  lines  and  wires  and  is  operating  the  same  in  the  townships 
of  York,  Washington,  Liberty  and  Taylor. 

The  said  territory  occupied  by  the  said  The  Richwood  County 
Telephone  Company,  and  that  occupied  by  the  said  The  Union  County 
Farmers'  Telephone  Company  are  adjacent  to,  and  join  each  other. 

That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  June,  1909,  the  said  complainant 
and  said  defendants,  being  desirous  of  securing  mutual  exchange  of 
business  with  each  other  by  line  connections,  and  believing  that  such 
communication  and  exchange  of  service  between  the  patrons  of  such 
public  utilities  necessary  to  the  successful  conduct  of  such  business 
and  to  the  service,  convenience  and  profit  to  the  patrons  of  each  of 
said  public  utilities,  made  and  entered  into  the  following  agreement 
providing  for  such  line  connections  and  interchange  of  service : 

AGREEMENT. 

This  agreement  entered  into  by  and  between  The  Richwood  Tele- 
phone Company  as  party  of  the  first  part,  and  The  Union  County 
Farmers'  Telephone  Company  as  party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth : 

That  whereas  the  parties  signed  hereto  have  engaged  to  render 
telephone  service  to  their  respective  patrons  located  in  the  territory 
now  tributary  to  their  exchanges,  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  believ- 
ing that  the  means  of  communication  between  the  patrons  of  such  ex- 
changes necessary  to  the  successful  conduct  of  such  business,  and  for 
the  convenience  and  profit  of  the  subscribers  thereto,  do  now  agree  to 
such  exchange  of  service  between  the  subscribers  of  their  respective 
exchanges.  It  is  also  agreed  that  such  service  shall  be  rendered  to  all 
bona  fide  subscribers  whose  central  is  located  in  Union  County,  with- 
out a  charge  being  made  therefor,  and  a  circuit  for  such  service  shall 
be  built  at  once,  each  party  constructing  and  maintaining  such  part 
thereof  as  shall  come  within  the  territory  of  each  as  hereinafter  speci- 
fied, the  same  to  be  maintained  as  free  of  "trouble"  as  possible  by  each 
within  such  territory.  It  is  further  agreed  and  understood  that  such 
"free"  service  shall  be  given  to  bona  fide  subscribers  only,  and  that 
the  regular  toll  charge  agreed  upon  from  time  to  time  will  be  charged 
and  collected  for  all  messages  other  than  as  above  provided,  each 
party  represented  herein  sharing  equally  in  such  earnings,  settlements 
to  be  made  at  the  expiration  of  each  "month. 

It  is  also  agreed  by  the  parties  signing  hereto  in  order  that  the 
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Bervice  may  be  properly  maintained  in  the  territory  reached  by  each, 
the  following  described  territorial  line  is  established,  beyond  which 
each  company  subscribing  hereto  agrees  not  to  solicit  nor  accept  sub- 
scribers, to-wit : 

Beginning  at  Arbela,  and  extending  north  on  the  public  road 
already  built  over  by  the  party  of  the  fi/st  part  to  the  Union  and 
Marion  county  line,  and  south  from  Arbela  on  the  public  road  to  the 
Miller  gravel  road;  all  persons  residing  on  the  east  of  the  above  de- 
scribed public  road  shall  be  supplied  with  telephone  service,  when  such 
service  is  required,  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  from  the  intersection 
of  the  above  described  line  with  the  Miller  road,  south  to  Somerville, 
all  persons  residing  on  and  west  of  said  road  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part. 

It  is  agreed  that  immediately  in  Somerville  either  party  may  in- 
stall business  telephones. 

From  Somerville  south  on  the  Kenton  gravel  road  to  Bokes  creek 
and  thence  following  said  water  course  to  the  Union  and  Delaware 
county  line.  All  persons  fronting  on,  and  west  of  said  Kenton  gravel 
road,  and  south  of  said  water  course  shall  be  supplied  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part. 

Permission  is  hereby  granted  the  party  of  the  second  part,  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  to  string  a  circuit  from  the  Miller  school 
house  to  the  residence  of  J.  D.  Coe,  over  the  pole  line  belonging  to  the 
first  party. 

It  is  agreed  and  understood  that  where  the  first  party  now  have 
pole  line  construction  within  the  territory  of  the  second  party  as  speci- 
fied above,  the  same  shall  be  allowed  to  remain,  and  said  first  party 
shall  be  allowed  to  continue  to  serve  such  subscribers  or  their  suc- 
cessors as  shall  desire  to  continue  such  service. 

This  agreement  shall  be  binding  and  in  full  force  for  the  term 
qi  two  and  one-half  (2V2)  years  from  and  after  June  1st,  1909.

By  consent  of  the  signers  hereto,  exception  is  made  in  the  mat- 
ter of  telephone  service  between  Richwood  and  West  Mansfield,  the 
toll  charge  from  Richwood  to  West  Mansfield  shall  be  ten  (10)  cents, 
to  be  divided  as  above  stipulated,  and  the  toll  charge  from  West  Mans- 
field to  Richwood  shall  be  five  (5)  cents  to  bona  fide  subscribers,  the 
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entire  toll  to  be  collected  and  remitted  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  all 
other  messages  to  be  at  the  ten  (10)  cent  rate,  and  divided  as  above 
stipulated. 

That  said  line  connections  and  interchange  of  service  were  fully 
and  completely  carried  into  effect  by  each  of  said  public  utilities  and 
the  interchange  of  service  thereunder  as  therein  provided  continued 
until  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  January,  1912. 

That  at  said  date,  viz:  January  1st,  1912,  the  defendant  herein, 
The  Richwood  Telephone  Company,  refused  to  allow  said  line  connec- 
tions and  interchange  of  service  to  continue  longer  under  said  agree- 
ment or  any  other  agreement  and  thereupon  discontinued  said  inter- 
change of  service  and  discontinued  said  line  connections,  all  against 
the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  complainants  to  allow  said  interchange 
of  service  and  line  connection  to  continue  as  under  and  by  said  agree- 
ment. 

That  said  interchange  of  service  was  discontinued  and  said  line 
connections  disconnected  by  the  said  defendant,  The  Richwood  Tele- 
phone Company,  without  the  consent,  approval  or  order  of  the  said 
the  Public  Service  Commission  and  contrary  to  the  General  Code  of 
the  State  of  Ohio. 

That  said  lines  and  wires  so  erected  and  constructed  by  each  of 
said  companies  for  the  purpose  of  providing  an  interchange  of  service 
as  provided  in  said  contract  are  still  subsisting,  connected,  continuous 
and  in  good  condition  and  form  a  continuous  line  of  communication 
from  and  between  the  respective  territories  as  occupied  by  each  of 
said  companies  as  herein  alleged,  which  said  different  territories  and 
localities  cannot  be  communicated  with  and  reached  by  the  lines  of 
either  company  alone. 

That  by  the  refusal  of  said  Richwood  Telephone  Company  to 
maintain  said  continuous  lines  or  wires  for  communication  between 
said  companies  and  said  localities,  these  complainants  and  all  other 
subscribers  for  service  of  the  said  The  Union  County  Farmers'  Tele- 
phone Company  and  the  said  The  Richwood  Telephone  Company  are 
subjected  to  undue  and  unreasonable  prejudice  and  disadvantage  and 
are  unable  to  communicate  with  each  other. 

Wherefore,  these  complainants  pray  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
companies  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein,  and  after  due 
hearing  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  companies  to  restore  said 
continuous  line  of  communication  between  said  companies  and  locali- 
ties and  to  provide  such  other  line  connections  and  interchange  of 
service  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Commission  may  deem 
necessary  and  just. 
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was  withdrawn  before  answer  could  be  made  by  the  companies  de- 
fendant, and  this  case  closed  with  the  following  entry :

The  complainant  is  an  incorporated  company  duly  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  as  a  telephone  company,  and  has  its 
principal  office  at  York  in  the  county  of  Union  in  said  State  of  Ohio 
and  is  now  and  has  been  since  its  organization  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness, of  transmitting  to,  from,  through  and  in  said  State  of  Ohio,  tele- 
phonic messages. 

The  defendant,  The  Richwood  Telephone  Company,  is  an  in- 
corporated company  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  as  a  telephone  company,  and  has  its  principal  office  at  Richwood, 
in  the  county  of  Union,  in  said  State  of  Ohio,  and  is  now  and  has  been 
since  its  organization  engaged  in  the  business  of  transmitting  to,  frouf, 
through  and  in  said  State  of  Ohio,  telephonic  messages. 

The  lines  of  the  complainant  and  defendant  occupy  the  same 
section  of  the  said  county  and  are  competing  public  utilities. 

That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  June,  1908,  the  said  complainant 
and  said  defendant,  being  desirous  of  securing  mutual  exchange  of 
business  with  each  other  by  line  connections,  and  believing  that  such 
communication  and  exchange  of  service  between  the  patrons  of  such

County  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  as  party  of  the  second  part, 
witnesseth : 

That  whereas  the  parties  signing  hereto  have  engaged  to  ren- 
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der  telephone  service  to  their  respective  patrons  located  in  the  terri- 
tory now  tributary  to  their  exchanges,  as  hereinafter  specified,  and 
believing  that  the  means  of  communication  between  the  patrons  of 
such  exchanges  necessary  to  the  successful  conduct  of  such  business, 
and  for  the  convenience  and  profit  of  the  subscribers  thereto,  do  now 
agree  to  such  exchange  of  service  between  the  subscribers  and  their 
respective  exchanges.  It  is  also  agreed  that  such  service  shall  be 
rendered  to  all  bona  fide  subscribers  whose  central  is  located  in  Union 
County,  without  a  charge  being  made  therefor,  and  a  circuit  for  such 
service  shall  be  built  at  once,  each  party  constructing  and  maintaining 
such  part  thereof  as  shall  come  within  the  territory  of  each  as  herein- 
after specified,  the  same  to  be  maintained  as  free  of  ''trouble''  as  pos- 
sible by  each  within  such  territory.  It  is  further  agreed  and  under- 
stood that  such  "free"  service  shall  be  given  to  bona  fide  subscribers 
only,  and  that  the  regular  toll  charge  agreed  upon  from  time  to  time 
will  be  charged  and  collected  for  all  messages  other  than  as  above 
provided,  each  party  represented  herein  sharing  equally  in  such  earn- 
ings, settlements  to  be  made  at  the  expiration  of  each  month. 

It  is  also  agreed  by  the  parties  signing  hereto  in  order  that  the 
service  may  be  properly  maintained  in  the  territory  reached  by  each, 
the  following  described  territorial  line  is  established,  beyond  which 
each  company  subscribing  hereto  agrees  not  to  solicit  nor  accept  sub- 
scribers, to-wit : 

Beginning  at  Arbela  and  extending  north  on  the  public  road 
'already  built  over  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  to  the  Union  and 
Marion  county  line,  and  south  from  Arbela  on  the  public  road  to  the 
Miller  gravel  road ;  all  persons  residing  on  the  east  of  the  above  de- 
scribed public  road  shall  be  supplied  with  telephone  service,  when 
such  service  is  required  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  from  the  inter- 
section of  the  above  described  line  with  the  Miller  road,  south  to 
Somerville,  all  persons  residing  on  and  west  of  said  road  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

It  is  agreed  that  immediately  in  Somerville  either  party  may  in- 
stall business  telephones. 

From  Somerville  south  on  the  Kenton  gravel  road  to  Bokes 
creek  and  thence  following  said  water  course  to  the  Union  and  Dela- 
ware county  line.  All  persons  fronting  on  and  west  of  said  Kenton 
gravel  road  and  south  of  said  water  course,  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part. 

Permission  is  hereby  granted  the  party  of  the  second  part,  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  to  string  a  circuit  from  the  Miller  school 
house  to  the  residence  of  J.  D.  Coe,  over  the  pole  line  belonging  to 
the  first  party. 
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It  is  agreed  and  understood  that  where  the  first  party  now  has 
pole  line  construction  within  the  territory  of  the  second  party  as  speci- 
fied above,  the  same  shall  be  allowed  to  remain,  and  said  lirst  party 
shall  be  allowed  to  continue  to  serve  such  subscribers  or  their  suc- 
cessors as  shall  desire  to  continue  such  service. 

This  agreement  shall  be  binding  and  in  full  force  for  the  term 
of  two  and  one-half  (2V2)  years  from  and  after  June  1st,   1909.

The  Union  County  Telephone  Company  is  an  incorporated  com- 
pany duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  as  a  tele- 
phone company,  and  has  its  principal  office  at  Marysville,  in  said 
county  of  Union,  and  State  of  Ohio,  and  is  now  and  has  been  since 
its  organization  engaged  in  the  business  of  transmitting  to,  from, 
through  and  in  said  State  of  Ohio  telephonic  messages,  and  is  a  com- 
peting company  with  the  said  complainant,  and  that  the  lines  of  said 
company  parallel  nearly  all  the  lines  of  the  complainant. 

The  complainant  is  reliably  informed  and  believes  and  so  avers 
that  the  said  The  Richwood  Telephone  Company  has,  since  the  date 
of  the  disconnection  of  said  lines  and  the  discontinuance  of  said  inter- 
change of  service,  as  provided  by  said  agreement,  in  conjunction  and 
under  contract  with  The  Union  County  Telephone  Company,  fur- 
nished free  service  with  and  between  all  the  subscribers  for  service

That  said  lines  and  wires  so  erected  and  constructed  by  each 
of  said  companies  for  the  purpose  of  providing  an  interchange  of  serv- 
ice as  provided  in  said  contract  are  still  subsisting,  connected,  con- 
tinuous and  in  good  condition,  and  would  form  a  continuous  line  of 
communication  if  connected  with  the  switch  board  of  the  defendant, 
from  and  between  the  respective  territories  as  occupied  by  each  of 
said  companies  as  herein  alleged,  which  said  different  territories  and 
localities  cannot  be  communicated  with  and  reached  by  the  lines  of 
either  company  alone. 

Therefore  the  complainant  prays  that  the  defendant  be  ordered 
to  answer  this  charge  and  on  hearing  be  ordered  to  provide  in  con- 
junction with  the  complainant  such  line  connections  and  interchange 
of  service,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  the  Commission 
may  be  reasonable  and  in  accordance  with  the  General  Code  of  the 
state.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Akron  and  Barberton  Belt  Railroad  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having  on  the

Commission  for  the  issue  and  sale  of  such  first  mortgage  four  per 
cent,  bonds  to  the  amount  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  should  be  granted. 
It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Akron  and  Barberton  Belt  Railroad 
Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue  its  first  mortgage 
four  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,- 
000.00),  and  that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable, 
and  at  not  less  than  ninety-two  (92)  per  centum  of  the  par  value  there- 
of, it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money 
to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  first  mortgage  four  per  cent, 
bonds,  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corpo- 
ration.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  first 
mortgage  four  per  cent,  bonds,  together  with  a  sufficient  sum  to  be 
appropriated  from  the  funds  in  the  treasury  of  said  company,  be 
devoted  by  said  The  Akron  and  Barberton  Belt  Railroad  Company 
to  and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit : 

(a)  The  repayment  of  the  following  proprietary  compa- 
nies for  cash  advances  made  to  The  Akron  and  Bar- 
berton Belt  Railroad  Company  for  capital  purposes, 
to-wit:

(b)  The  discharge,  by  full  settlement,  of  the  following 
obligations  to  be  incurred  for  additions  to  the  prop- 
erty of  said  company:

with  steel  girders  on  concrete  piers 2, ."500  00 

Excess  cost  of  new  switching  locomotive   $13,500.00, 

to  replace  locomotive  costing  originally  $7,000.00  6,500  00 

Total $49,000  00 

It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Akron  and  Barberton  Belt  Railroad 
Company  make  verified  report  to  the  Commission  as  follows:  Upon 
the  sale  of  said  first  mortgage  four  per  cent,  bonds,  or  any  part  there-1 
of,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which 
shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  ninety- 
two  per  centum  of  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each 
and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the 
disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds 
-iiul  the  amount  appropriated  from  the  funds  in  the  treasury  of  said 
company,  and  that  such  reports  be  made  until  all  of  said  first  mort- 
gage   four  per  cent,  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and 
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disposed  of  and  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  and  the  funds  appro- 
priated from  the  treasury  of  said  company,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


289.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Dayton  Arcade  Company  and  The  Arcade  Lighting 
and  Heating  Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  with  respect  to  their 
respective  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  the  law.  Dismissed 
September  30th,  1912. 

The  Commission  having  been  unable  by  correspondence  to  dis- 
cover the  method  by  which  certain  property  of  The  Dayton  Arcade 
Company  had  been  transferred  and  sold  to  The  Arcade  Lighting 
and  Heating  Company,  an  investigation  thereof  was  instituted  by 
the  following  order: 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  respective 
management  and  operation  of  The  Dayton  Arcade  Company  and  The 
Arcade  Lighting  and  Heating  Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  with  re- 
spect to  their  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law,  and,  especially, 
with  respect  to  the  manner  and  process  by  which  certain  property 
of  said  The  Dayton  Arcade  Company  has  been  transferred  and  sold 
to  said  The  Arcade  Lighting  and  Heating  Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio ; 
it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  therefor  be  made  by  the  Com- 
mission, and  that  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  July,  1912,  at  9:00  o'clock 
a.  m.,  at  the  offices  of  the  Commission  in  the  New  First  National 
Rank  Building.  33  North  High  street,  Columbus,  Ohio,  are  hereby 
fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  E.  F.  Kimmel,  secretary  of  said  The  Dayton 
Arcade  Company,  and  Robert  G.  Corwin,  as  incorporator  of  said  The 
Arcade  Lighting  and  Heating  Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place  herein 
fixed,  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testimony  as  may 
be  proper  in  the  premises. 

And  this  proceeding  was  disposed  of  with  the  spreading  of  the 
following  entry : 

The  Commission  having  on  the  fifth  day  of  July,  1912,  instituted 
an  investigation  of  the  management  and  operation  of  The  Dayton 
Arcade  Company  and  The  Arcade  Lighting  and  Heating  Company 
of  Dayton,  Ohio,  with  respect  to  their  compliance  with  all  the  provi- 
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sions  of  law  and,  especially,  with  respect  to  the  manner  and  process 
1>\  which  certain  property  of  said  The  Dayton  Arcade  Company  has 
been  sold  and  transferred  to  said  The  Arcade  Lighting  and  Heating 
Company,  and  said  companies  having,  upon  their  several  and  respec- 
tive appearances  before  the  Commission,  herein,  detailed  to  the  full 
satisfaction  of  the  Commission  the  legal  consummation  of  such  trans- 
action, this  matter  is  hereby  dismissed  without  further  record. 


290.  The  Ralston  Steel  Car  Company,  et.  al.,  Complainants,  versus 
The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown  Traction  Com- 
pany, Defendant. 

The  issues  before  the  Commission  in  this  proceeding  are  made 
by  the  following  pleadings,  the  petition  reading: 

We,  the  undersigned  citizens  of  Columbus  and  Franklin  County, 
( )hio,  make  the  following  complaint  to  your  honorable  body  against 
The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown  Traction  Company: 

1.  That  the  rate  of  fare  charged  by  said  company  for  carrying 
passengers  over  its  line  is  unreasonable  and  in  excess  of  the  rate  pro- 
vided in  its  franchise.  » 

2.  That  the  service  furnished  is  inadequate,  in  that  the  com- 
pany does  not  operate  a  sufficient  number  of  cars,  and  at  close  enough 
intervals  to  take  care  of  the  traffic. 

3.  That  the  cars  of  said  company  are  insanitary,  in  that  they 
are  not  kept  clean,  and  they  are  not  kept  in  good  repair,  so  that  they 
are  dangerous  to  the  life  and  safety  of  the  passengers. 

4.  That  said  company  has  failed  in  many  particulars  to  observe 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  its  franchise. 

(a)  It  has  failed  to  construct  and  maintain  its  tracks   as  re- 
quired by  the  franchise. 

(b)  It  has  left  the  roads  and  streets  almost  impassable. 

(c)  It  has  failed  to  fill  and  ballast  the  tracks  as  required  by  the 
franchise. 

(d)  It  has  failed  to  provide  and  maintain  crossings. 

(e)  The  rails  of  its  tracks  are  not  properly  joined  together,  and 
in  many  places  the  fish  plates  are  loose  and  bolts  out. 

5.  Said  company  refuses  to  sell  tickets  within  the  city  of  Co- 
lumbus, according  to  law,  and  refuses  to  receive  its  own  tickets  be- 
tween two  points  going  in  either  direction. 

Wherefore  the  complainants  request  that  your  honorable  body" 
investigate  the  above  charges,  and  take  sucli  action  and  make  such 
orders  as  your  honorable  body  may  deem  just  and  proper  under  the 
law. 
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In  answer  to  which  the  defendant  pleads  as  follows: 

Comes  now  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown  Trac- 
tion Company,  and  for  its  answer  to  the  complaint  of  W.  T.  Sheldon, 
et.  al.,  filed  before  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  says : 

i.  It  denies  that  the  rate  of  fare  charged  by  it  for  carrying  pas- 
sengers over  its  line  is  unreasonable  and  in  excess  of  the  rate  pro- 
vided in  its  franchise. 

2.  It  denies  that  the  service  furnished  by  it  is  inadequate. 

3.  It  denies  that  its  cars  are  insanitary,  and  denies  that  said 
cars  are  not  kept  clean  and  are  not  kept  in  good  repair. 

4.  It  denies  that  it  has  failed  in  any  particular  to  observe  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  its  franchise,  and  particularly  denies 

(a)  That  it  has  failed  to  construct  and  maintain  its  tracks  as 
required  by  its  franchise. 

(b)  That  it  has  left  the  roads  and  streets  almost  impassable. 

(c)  That  it  has  failed  to  fill  and  ballast  the  tracks  as  required 
by  its  franchise. 

(d)  That  it  has  failed  to  provide  and  maintain  crossings. 

(e)  That  the  rails  of  its  tracks  are  not  properly  joined  together, 
and  that  in  many  places  the  fish  plates  are  loose  and  bolts 
out.  ' 

5.  It  denies  that  it  refuses  to  sell  tickets  within  the  city  of  Co- 
lumbus, according  to  law,  and  denies  that  it  refuses  to  receive  its 
tickets  between  two  points,  as  provided  by  the  ticket  itself. 

Wherefore  the  said  The  Columbus,  New  Albany  and  Johnstown 
Traction  Company  prays  that  the  said  complaint  be  dismissed  at  the 
cost  of  the  complainants. 

After  this  matter  had,  at  the  request  of  the  parties,  been  held 
in  abeyance  for  some  time  pending  the  outcome  of  negotiations  look- 
ing to  the  amicable  adjustment  of  the  differences,  the  same  was 
called  for  hearing  and  an  extensive  record  taken.  At  the  time  of  the 
publication  of  this  volume,  final  action  was  withheld  pending  the  re- 
ceipt of  briefs  from  counsel. 


291.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  the  electric  light  plant  at  Quincy,  Ohio,  owned  by  B.  E. 
Allinger,  with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law.     Dismissed  August  26th,  1912. 

Repeated  requests  by  the  Commission  directed  to  the  respondent 
herein  for  the  schedule  of  its  rates  having  failed  of  their  purpose,  the 
Commission  entered  the  following  order: 
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The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  the  electric  light  plant  at  Quincy,  Ohio,  owned  by 
B.  E.  Allinger,  with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  all  the  provisions 
of  law  and,  especially,  with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  all  the 
provisions  of  law  and,  especially  with  respect  to  the  failure  of  said 
utility  to  print  and  file  with  the  Commission  schedules  showing  all 
rates,  joint  rates,  rentals,  tolls,  classifications  and  charges  for  service, 
of  each  and  every  kind  rendered  or  furnished  by  said  company,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Tuesday,  the  sixth  day  of  August,  1912,  at  eleven  o'clock 
a.  m.,  at  the  offices  of  the  Commission  in  the  New  First  National  Bank 
Building,  33  North  High  street,  Columbus,  Ohio,  are  hereby  fixed  as 
the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  B.  E.  Allinger,  the  owner  of  said  utility,  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place  herein 
fixed,  and  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testimony  as 
may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

This  investigation  having  been  held,  the  matter  was  closed  with 
the  spreading  of  the  following  entry: 

It  appearing  that  the  character  of  business  transacted  by  this 
company  does  not  require  the  filing  of  tariff,  this  case  is,  therefore, 
dismissed  without  further  record.

292.    The  Cambridge  Glass  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Ohio 
Fuel  Supply  Company. 

A  copy  of  the  following  petition  herein  having  been  served  upon 
the  defendant: 

Now  comes  The  Cambridge  Glass  Company,  a  corporation  or- 
ganized and  existing  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  complains  of  The 
Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company,  a  public  utility,  engaged  in  producing, 
marketing  and  selling  gas  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  domestic  and  com- 
mercial use,  and  says  as  follows: 

That  complainant  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
glass,  owning  and  operating  factories  at  Cambridge  and  Byesville, 
Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  which  factories  are  about  three  miles  dis- 
tant from  each  other. 

That  on  the  18th  day  of  September,  191 1,  said  complainant  and 
said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company,  entered  into  written  contracts 
for  the  furnishing  of  natural  gas  for  fuel,  by  said  gas  company,  to  said 
complainant,  at  its  factory  at  Byesville,  Ohio,  and  factory  at  Cam- 
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bridge,  Ohio,  for  the  period  of  one  year,  beginning  October  ist,  191 1 ; 
that  by  the  terms  of  said  written  contracts  said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Sup- 
ply Company  was  to  charge  and  receive  for  said  gas 

Sixteen  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  at  a  pressure  of  four  (4) 
ounces  or  less,  with  a  discount  of  one  (1)  cent  per  thousand  cubic 
feet  on  all  gas  consumed,  if  paid  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  the 
month  following  that  in  which  gas  was  used. 

Said  written  agreement  contained  the  further  provision : 

In  consideration  of  the  above  rate,  the  said  The  Cambridge  Glass 
Company,  agrees  to  consume  a  minimum  of  2,000,000  cubic  feet  per 
month. 

Copies  of  said  written  agreement  are  hereto  attached  marked 
"Exhibits  A  and  B." 

On  the  28th  day  of  September,  191 1,  said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply- 
Company  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  its  printed  schedule  of  rates  for  fuel  for  commercial  service  at 
said  Cambridge  and  Byesville,  Ohio,  and  that  the  same  became  ef- 
fective as  of  July  ist,  191 1.  That  said  printed  schedule  of  rates  pro- 
vides for  charges  of  (15)  fifteen  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for 
gas  for  commercial  service  furnished  at  said  Byesville,  Ohio,  or  Cam- 
bridge, Ohio.  That  said  printed  schedule  of  rates  for  said  places  does 
not  stipulate  nor  require  a  minimum  consumption  of  gas  to  be  used. 

That  when  said  written  contracts  were  entered  into  .said  The 
Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company  did  not  then  have  on  file  with  said  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  its  schedule  of  rates  as  provided  by  law;  but 
that  ar  and  prior  to  the  time  for  the  commencement  of  said  contract, 
to-wit,  October  ist,  191  t,  said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company  did 
have  on  file  with  said  Public  Service  Commission  its  said  printed 
schedule  of  rates,  effective  as  of  July  ist,  191 1. 

Said  The  Cambridge  Glass  Company  complains  specifically 
against  the  said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company,  in  that: 

1.  Said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company  is  charging  and  has 
been  charging  and  collecting  from  said  glass  company  for  gas  used  a 
different  rate  than  as  provided  in  its  printed  schedule  of  rates  ap- 
proved by  said  Public  Service  Commission. 

2.  Said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company  has  been  charging  and 
collecting  and  now  demands  from  said  glass  company  payment  for 
gas  which  has  not  been  used  or  consumed  by  said  glass  company. 

3.  Said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company  has  been  charging  and 
receiving  and  is  now  demanding,  under  threat  of  refusal  to  furnish  and 
to  shut  off  gas  supply,  if  its  demands  are  not  complied  with,  payment, 
each  calendar  month,  for  2,000,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  at  each  of  said 
places  to-wit :  Said  Byesville  and  Cambridge  factories,  at  the  rate  of 
sixteen  (16)  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  less  one  (1)  per  cent,  dis- 
count if  paid  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  the  succeeding  month  in 
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which  used,  regardless  of  and  whether  the  amount  of  gas  used  or  con- 
sumed by  the  said  glass  company  amounts  to  2,000,000  cubic  feet  or 
less. 

Complainant  asserts  that  said  written  contract  is  in  violation  of 
law  and  is  void  and  is  ineffective ;  that  particularly  that  clause  in  said 
contract  which  requires  said  glass  company  to  consume  and  pay  for 
2,000,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  month,  at  each  of  said  factories,  whether 
the  same  be  consumed  or  not  by  said  glass  company,  is  contrary  to 
the  printed  schedule  of  rates  of  said  gas  company,  and  that  said  gas 
company  has  no  right  to  charge  or  receive  more  than  fifteen  (15) 
cents  net  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  gas  actually  consumed. 

Wherefore  complainant  asks  that  said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply 
Company  may  be  required  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  it  should 
not  refund  to  said  glass  company  all  payments  heretofore  made  for 
gas  not  actually  consumed  by  it ;  that  said  Public  Service  Commission 
interpret  and  construe  said  written  contracts,  copies  of  which  are  hereto 
attached ;  that  said  The  Ohio  Fuel  Supply  Company  be  ordered  and 
directed  to  furnish  gas  to  trie  complainant  at  its  factory  at  Byesville, 
Ohio,  and  factory  at  Cambridge,  Ohio,  at  the  rate  specified  in  its  printed 
schedule  of  rates  for  commercial  service,  without  regard  to  the  amount 
used  each  month  by  said  complainant,  and  for  all  other  proper  relief 
in  the  premises. 

The  Commission  was  advised  that  a  course  of  action  looking  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  complainant  had  been  inaugurated  and  the  par- 
ties anticipated  the  early  elimination  of  the  disagreement.  The  mat- 
ter is  in  abeyance,  pending  the  receipt  of  the  agreed  entry  of  satisfac- 
tion, which  counsel  have  advised  the  Commission  is  in  course  of 
preparation. 


293.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Farmers'  Telephone 
Company,  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  to  exercise  franchise  within  the  cor- 
poration of  Anna,  Shelby  County,  Ohio;  also  in  that  part  of  the 
city  of  Sidney,  Shelby  County,  Ohio,  not  now  occupied  by  it; 
and  also  in  the  rural  districts  of  said  Shelby  County,  Ohio. 

This  matter  came  on  for  hearing  upon  the  issues  raised  in  the 
following  petition : 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  says  that 
it  is  a  public  service  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  and  doing  a  general  telephone 
business  for  profit  in  the  county  of  Shelby  and  adjoining  counties,  with 
its  principal  office  and  place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Sidney,  Shelby 
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County,  Ohio;,  that  it  was  incorporated  on  the  16th  day  of  April,  1910, 
with  a  capitalization  of  $24,000.00;  the  stock  was  divided  into  1,200 
shares  at  the  par  value  of  $20.00  a  share. 

Your  applicant  says  that  it  has  a  central  office  located  in  the  city 
of  Sidney,  Ohio;  that  it  has  installed  and  in  operation  over  556  tele- 
phones; that  it  has  erected  180  miles  of  pole  line  and  1,320  miles  of 
wire  line  within  said  county.  Your  applicant  further  says  that  on  the 
24th  day  of  April,  191 1,  the  council  of  the  village  of  Anna,  Shelby 
County,  Ohio,  passed  an  ordinance  granting  to  The  Farmers'  Tele- 
phone Company  the  right  to  occupy  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  pub- 
lic grounds  in  said  village.  That  on  May  6th,  191 1,  The  Farmers' 
Telephone  Company  duly  accepted  the  rights,  privileges,  terms,  and 
conditions  of  said  ordinance.  Your  applicant  at  this  time  has  not  en- 
tered the  village  of  Anna  with  its  telephone  system  and  no  work  in 
the  construction  thereof  has  been  done  for  the  reason  that  the  con- 
struction force  has  been  employed  elsewhere.  The  village  of  Anna  is 
eight  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Sidney,  and  it  and  the  surrounding 
territory  has  at  all  times  been  contemp^ited  as  part  of  its  telephone 
system.  Your  applicant  has  been  petitioned  by  practically  every  busi- 
ness man  within  said  village  and  it  is  ready  now  so  to  do.  There  is 
now  operating  in  the  village  of  Anna,  Ohio,  The  Sidney  Telephone 
Company,  a  corporation  having  its  principal  place  of  business  in  Sid- 
ney, Shelby  County,  Ohio.  Said  company  is  not  furnishing  satisfac- 
tory or  adequate  service  to  the  general  public  in  and  around  the  vil- 
lage of  Anna. 

Your  applicant  further  says  that  there  is  a  vast  rural  territory 
contiguous  to  said  village  of  Anna,  Ohio,  and  connected  with  said 
village  for  business  purposes  that  has  no  telephone  communication 
with  said  village  whatever.  Your  applicant  desires  to  construct  a 
central  in  said  village  of  Anna  with  direct  and  free  service  with  its 
central  at  Sidney,  Ohio,  and  to  construct  a  complete  telephone  system 
within  the  village  of  Anna,  Ohio,  with  lines  running  out  upon  the  pub- 
lic roads  so  as  to  reach  the  entire  community  that  is  connected  with 
said  village  in  a  business  way.  Your  applicant  desires  to  enter  the  vil- 
lage of  Anna  by  the  following  route:  Commencing  on  the  Murphy 
pike  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  the  Swanders  pike,  at  the  pres- 
ent terminal  of  its  lines ;  thence  north  on  said  pike  a  distance  of  about 
one  and  one-half  miles  to  the  first  cross  pike ;  thence  east  a  distance 
of  about  three-quarters  (%)  of  a  mile  to  a  cross  pike;  thence  north  one 
mile  to  the  Anna  pike ;  thence  west  into  the  village  of  Anna. 

Your  applicant  would  therefore  pray  that  said  application  be 
set  for  hearing  at  the  earliest  date  possible ;  that  The  Sidney  Tele- 
phone Company  be  notified  of  the  filing  of  said  application  and  the 
time  set  for  hearing;  that  on  such  hearing  certificate  be  issued  grant- 
ing it  the  right  to  construct  its  telephone  lines  within  the  village  of 
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Anna,  Ohio,  in  conformity  to  the  manner  designated  by  the  municipal 
authorities,  and  also  be  granted  the  right  to  construct  along  the  public 
highways  in  the  rural  districts  around  Anna  and  having  a  business 
connection  therewith,  and  also  granting  the  right  to^enter  Anna  along 
the  highways  set  forth  and  described  in  this  petition,  and  for  all  other 
and  further  relief  as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

Second,  your  applicant,  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company, 
further  says  that  it  has  heretofore  exercised  its  franchise  within  the 
city  of  Sidney  under  and  by  virtue  of  its  original  charter  and  upon  a 
duly  designated  mode  of  occupancy  being  prescribed  by  the  probate 
court;  that  the  application  so  filed  praying  for  the  designation  of  the 
mode  of  occupancy  to  certain  streets,  alleys  and  public  ways  within 
the  city  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  did  not  include  all  the  streets,  alleys  and  pub- 
lic ways  but  only  the  portion  therein  specifically  named.  Your  ap- 
plicant now  desires  to  extend  its  system  and  construction  along  all 
the  remaining  alleys,  and  a  portion  of  the  streets  and  highways  with- 
in said  city  and  its  application  is  now  pending  before  the  city  council 
of  the  said  city  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  seeking  a  designation  of  the  mode  of 
occupancy  of  such  alleys,  streets  and  highways.  That  such  extension 
and  construction  is  desired  by  the  subscribing  public,  many  of  whom

occupied  by  it  and  in  conformity  to  the  mode  which  may  hereafter  be 
designated  by  the  proper  authorities. 

Third,  your  applicant,  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  further 
says  that  it  has  been  and  is  now  engaged  in  constructing  its  telephone 
system  through  the  rural  districts  of  Shelby  County,  Ohio;  that  said 
company  desires  to  continue  its  construction  in  accordance  with  its 
original  plan  as  set  forth  in  its  charter ;  that  from  time  to  time  it  will 
desire  to  extend  its  lines  along  the  public  highways  so  as  to  reach  the 
subscribing  public  desiring  their  service ;  that  it  cannot  at  this  time 
designate  each  public  road  or  community  that  it  will  desire  to  extend 
to  in  the  rural  districts,  but  such  extensions  will  depend  on  the  patrons 
desiring  its  services.  In  some  instances  such,  construction  will  pos- 
sibly be  into  or  through  the  territory  now  occupied  by  The  Sidney 
Telephone  Company. 
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Wherefore  your  applicant  would  pray  that  this  application  be 
set  for  hearing  and  that  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company,  of  Sidney, 
Ohio,  be  notified- of  the  pendency  thereof;  that  on  such  hearing  the 
right  be  granted  to  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  to  construct 
its  telephone  system  along  the  public  highways  of  such  communities 
as  to  reach  the  subscribing  public  desiring  its  service  and  for  such 
other  relief  as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

and  the  answer  of  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company,  which  reads : 

Now  comes  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company,  of  Sidney,  Ohio, 
and  for  its  answer  says: 

That  on  and  for  years  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  191 1, 
it  was  the  owner  of  and  operating  a  complete  telephone  plant  and  sys- 
tem in  the  city  of  Sidney  and  in  the  village  of  Anna,  and  in  other  lo- 
calities, all  in  Shelby  County,  Ohio,  and  was  and  at  all  times  has  been 
and  now  is  ready,  able  and  willing  to  furnish  full  and  adequate  serv- 
ice to  all  applicants  in  said  city,  in  said  village  and  said  localities,  as 
required  by  the  public  necessity  and  convenience. 

That  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  had  not  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  A.  D.  191 1,  actually  exercised  the  right  or  permit  to  own  or 
operate  a  plant  for  the  furnishing  of  telephone  service  in  the  city  of 
Sidney,  nor  in  the  village  of  Anna,  nor  in  the  other  localities  men- 
tioned in  the  application  herein. 

That  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  191 1,  it  was  not  necessary 
for  the  public  convenience  that  such  permit  or  right  should  be  exer- 
cised or  that  said  .The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  should  own  or 
operate  a  plant  for  the  furnishing  of  telephone  service  in  said  city, 
nor  in  said  village,  nor  in  the  localities  mentioned  in  said  application, 
and  it  is  not  now  and  never  has  been  necessary  for  the  public  con- 
venience that  an  additional  telephone  plant  should  be  constructed  in 
said  city  nor  in  said  village,  nor  in  any  of  the  localities  mentioned  in 
said  application. 

That  said  applicant  does  not  file  said  application  on  any  ground 
of  public  necessity  or  convenience,  nor  does  it  aver  in  said  application 
that  the  public  necessity  or  convenience  requires  the  exercising  by  it 
of  any  permit  or  right  to  own  or  operate  a  telephone  plant  or  system 
in  said  city,  nor  in  said  village,  nor  in  the  localities  mentioned  in  the 
petition. 

The  Sidney  Telephone  Company  further  says:  That  if  the  ap- 
plicant is  permitted  to  construct,  own  and  operate  its  telephone  lines 
and  exchanges,  as  prayed  for  in  its  application,  the  same  will  be  an 
invasion  of  its  territory  and  cause  great  and  irreparable  damage  to 
its  rights  and  property,  and  will  be  contrary  to  the  statutes  of  Ohio 
enacted  for  the  protection  of  telephone  companies  in  operating  and 
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furnishing  adequate  service  on  and  since  July  1st,  A.  D.  191 1. 

Wherefore,  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company  prays  that  its  rights 
be  protected  and  that  said  application  be  denied. 

and  final  determination  thereof  is  being  withheld  pending  the  receipt 
of  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General.

Xow  comes  F.  B.  Schlafly,  who  owns  and  operates  the  electric 
light  plant  at  Beach  City,  Stark  County,  Ohio,  and  says  that  he  is  the 
owner  of  all  Jthe  real  estate  and  personal  property  connected  with  said 
light  plant,  which  furnishes  light  to  private  consumers  in  the  village 
of  Beach  City,  Stark  County,  Ohio,  and  which  also  furnishes  light  to 
the  council  of  the  village  of  Beach  City,  Stark  County,  Ohio,  to  light 
the  street  crossings  and  streets  in  said  village.

amounts  and  at  such  times  as  is  set  out  in  said  petition.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this   date.

sideration upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  in- 
vestigation as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it 
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appearing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  are  to  be  used, 
first,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars 
and  eighty*one  cents  to  reimburse  petitioner's  income  for  moneys  ap- 
propriated therefrom  to  pay  and  discharge  the  lawful  obligations  of 
said  company  incurred,  between  the  dates  June  1st,  1908,  and  March 
1st,  1 91 2,  in  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improvements 
and  betterments  to  its  plant  and  property,  and  second,  the  remainder 
of  the  funds  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  for  the  discharge  of 
the  lawful  obligations  of  said  company  to  be  incurred  in  the  construc- 
tion of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  to  its 
plant  and  property,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said 
petition  should  be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Richwood  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue  its  ten-year  first  mort- 
gage bonds  of  the  par  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00),  and 
that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less 
than  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Com- 
mission that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  is 
reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.  It  is 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  ten-year 
first  mortgage  bonds  be  devoted  by  said  The  Richwood  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  Company  to,  and  used  for  the  following  purposes,  and  no 
other,  to-wit : 

(a)  The  sum  of  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four 
dollars  and  eighty-one  cents  to  the  reimbursement  of  petitioner's  in- 
come for  moneys  appropriated  therefrom  between  the  dates  June  1st, 
1908,  and  March  1st,  1912,  for  the  payment  and  discharge  of  obliga- 
tions incurred  in  the  construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improve- 
ments and  betterments  to  its  plant  and  property,  as  fully  set  out  in  an 
exhibit  attached  £0  the  petition  herein,  marked  "Schedule  A,"  and 
made  a  part  hereof  by  reference. 

(b)  The  remainder  of  the  funds  secured  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  to  the  payment  and  discharge  of  the  obligations  incurred  in  the 
construction  of  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments 
to  petitioner's  plant  and  property,  as  fully  set  out  in  an  exhibit  at- 
tached to  the  petition  herein,  marked  "Schedule  B,"  and  made  a  part 
hereof  by  reference.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Richwood  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Com- 
pany make  verified  report  to  the  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon  the 
s.ile  of  said  ten-year  first  mortgage  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact 
of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the 
best  price  obtainable  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value 
thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  ten-year  first  mortgage  bonds,  setting  forth  in 
reasonable  detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  de- 
voted, and  that  such  reports  be  made  until  all  of  said  ten-year  first 
mortgage  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and  disposed  of 
and  until  all  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  ten-year  first  mortgage 
bonds  have  been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Richwood  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Com- 
pany make  quarterly  reports  to  this  Commission  for  the  three  months 
ending  April  31st,  June  30th,  September  30th  and  December  31st,  re- 
spectively, beginning  with  the  quarter  ending  September  30th,  1912, 
of  all  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and  betterments  made  to  its 
plant  and  property  within  said  period  of  three  months ;  provided,  that 
such  report  shall  hot  be  required  for  any  such  period  in  which  no  ad- 
ditions, extensions,  improvements  or  betterments  were  made  to  its 
piant  or  property. 


299.    Jas.  P.  McAlister,  Complainant,  versus  The  Hocking  Valley  Rail- 
way Company. 

On  July  27th,  191 2,  the  complainant  herein  filed  a  petition  di- 
rected against  The  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  alleging  an 
overcharge  by  reason  of  an  alleged  unlawful  infliction  of  a  certain  rule, 
now  enforced  by  said  company,  governing  weighing  of  shipments. 
Defects  appearing  in  the  said  petition,  the  same  was  returned  to  the 
complainant  for  correction,  and  has  not  as  yet  been  resubmitted. 


300.    In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Newton  Falls  Telephone 
Company  for  authority  to  issue  capital  stock. 

It  developed  after  the  filing  of  the  petition  herein  that  The  New- 
ton Falls  Telephone  Company  had  not  secured  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  authority  to  increase  its  capitalization  to  cover  stock  issue  for 
which  the  authority  and  consent  of  the  Commission  was  asked.  Upon 
the  application  of  said  company,  no  action  has  been  taken  in  this  mat- 
ter pending  the  curing  of  this  defect. 
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301.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Fremont  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  for  authority  to  issue  $25,000.00  capital  stock. 
Dismissed  August  gth,  1912. 

On  July  29th,  1912,  the  following  petition  was  presented  to  the 
Commission : 

Now  comes  The  Fremont  Home  Telephone  Company  and  says 
and  represents  to  your  honorable  Commission: 

That  it  is  a  corporation  duly  created  and  existing  under  the  laws 
of  Ohio. 

That  it  owns  and  operates  a  telephone  exchange  in  the  city  of 
Fremont,  Sandusky  County,  Ohio,  and  a  telephone  exchange  in  the 
village  of  Lindsey,  Sandusky  County,  Ohio,  and  is  engaged  in  the 
business  of  operating  said  exchanges  and  furnishing  telephone  serv- 
ice to  more  than  two  thousand  subscribers  therefor,  in  said  city  and 
village  and  in  the  vicinity  thereof. 

That  it  has  an  authorized  capital  stock  of  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-five thousand  ($125,000)  dollars,  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000) 
dollars  of  which  is  common  stock  and  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000) 
dollars  of  which  is  preferred  stock.  Said  capital  stock  is  divided  into 
1,250  shares  of  $100.00  each. 

That  it  has  issued  and  sold  all  of  said  preferred  stock,  and  sev- 
enty-five thousand  ($75,000)  dollars  of  said  common  stock,  all  of  which 
is  now  outstanding.  " 

That  it  has  no  bonded  or  other  indebtedness. 

That  it  still  has  on  hand  unsold  and  unissued,  250  shares  or 
twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000)  dollars  of  its  said  common  stock. 

Your  petitioner,  The  Fremont  Home  Telephone  Company,  pro- 
poses to  sell  and  issue  the  remaining  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000) 
dollars  of  its  said'  capital  stock  and  desires  authority  and  permission 
from  and  the  consent  of  your  honorable  Commission  to  its  proposed 
sale  and  issue  of  the  same. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that  it  is  necessary  for  it  to 
sell  and  issue  said  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  shares  of  its  said  capital 
stock*  in  order  to  raise  money  to  extend  its  lines,  rebuild  some  of  its 
existing  lines,  and  build  new  and  additional  lines ;  extend  and  enlarge 
its  switchboard ;  purchase  and  erect  cables  to  take  the  place  of  open 
wire  lines  in  certain  congested  portions  of  said  city  of  Fremont,  and 
for  the  general  improvement  of  its  facilities  and  maintenance  of  its 
service  and  to  procure  equipment  to  meet  the  present  and  constantly 
increasing  demands  on  it  for  additional  service. 

That  it  proposes  to  sell  and  issue  said  stock  for  not  less  than 
par  or  its  face  value  in  money. 
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It  further  represents  that  its  assets  consist  of  its  exchanges  at 
Fremont,  Ohio,  and  at  Lindsey,  Ohio,  there  being  306  business  phones 
and  1,835  residence  phones  directly  connected  with  its  Fremont  ex- 
change, and  12  business  phones  and  174  residence  phones  directly  con- 
nected with  its  Lindsey  exchange,  or  a  total  of  2,327  phones  or  sub- 
stations in  connection  with  both  its  said  exchanges;  a  line  about  ten 
miles  long  connecting  said  two  exchanges,  a  lease  of  its  exchange 
quarters  at  Fremont  expiring  in  about  seven  years,  a  lease  of  its  ex- 
change quarters  at  Lindsey  expiring  in  about  five  years,  and  the  usual 
tools,  supplies,  material  and  equipment  needed  in  the  daily  operation 
of  such  exchanges. 

Cash  on  hand  (in  First  National  Bank,  Fremont,  Ohio),  about 
fifteen  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars. 

Its  liabilities  are  the  seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000)  dollars  com- 
mon stock  and  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000)  dollars  preferred  stock 
hereinbefore  mentioned  as  issued  and  outstanding;  the  current  month- 
ly and  weekly  pay  rolls  and  a  few  miscellaneous  accounts  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars. 

Your  petitioner  hereby  respectfully  offers  to  furnish  and  pro- 
cure such  other  additional  facts  and  information  pertinent  to  this  in- 
quiry and  at  such  time  and  place  as  your  honorable  Commission  may 
require,  and  prays  that  your  honorable  Commission  may  grant  it  au- 
thority and  permission  to  sell  and  issue  its  said  250  shares  or  twenty- 
five  thousand  ($25,000)  dollars  of  its  said  common  stock  at  not  less 
than  its  par  value,  and  for  all  proper  order  in  the  premises. 

Before  the  petition  had  come  on  for  hearing,  the  following  entry 
has  been  spread  in  disposition  of  it : 

Upon  the  application  of  The  Fremont  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany, this  case  is  dismissed  without  prejudice. 


302.  In  the  matter  of  the  regulation  of  water  rates  to  be  charged  to 
corporation  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  by 
The  Chillicothe  Gas  Light  and  Water  Company,  a  public  utility. 

The  issues  raised  in  the  following  pleading  is  assigned  for  hear- 
ing at  a  date  beyond  the  time  of  the  publication  of  this  report : 

Your  complainant,  The  Chillicothe  Gas  Light  and  Water  Com- 
pany, is  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  and  supplying  artificial 
gas  and  water  to  the  municipal  corporation  and  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  of  Chillicothe,  and  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  such  water 
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supply  has  constructed  and  is  now  operating  and  maintaining  a  water- 
works system,  consisting  of  wells,  pumping  station,  reservoir,  pipes, 
conduits,  and  all  things  necessary  and  proper  to  constitute  a  serv- 
iceable waterworks  system ;  that  it  also  has  constructed  and  is  now 
maintaining  and  operating  a  gas  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  artificial 
gas  for  lighting  and  heating,  and  has  constructed  the  necessary  pipes 
and  mains  for  conducting  such  artificial  gas  through  the  streets  and 
public  grounds  of  said  city. 

Your  complainant  says  that  it  was  organized  on  the  25th  day  of 
January,  1881,  and  thereafter  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  1881,  made  a 
proposition  to  the  council  of  said  city  of  Chillicothe  for  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  a  waterworks  on  certain  terms  and  condi- 
tions therein  stipulated;  that  said  proposition  was  thereafter  accepted 
by  said  council,  an  ordinance  enacted  by  it,  ratifying  said  acceptance, 
granting  to  your  complainant  the  right  to  lay  its  water  pipes  and  to 
maintain  the  same  in  any  and  all  of  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  pub- 
lic grounds  of  said  city,  which  said  ordinance  was  enacted  on  July 
27th,  1881,  and  thereafter  on  the  1st  day  of  August,  1881,  a  contract 
was  entered  into  by  and  between  said  city  and  your  complainant, 
copies  of  which  proposition,  ordinance  and  contract  are  hereto  at- 
tached and  made  a  part  hereof,  and  marked  "Exhibits  A,  B  and  C" 
respectively. 

That  said  proposition  and  its  acceptance  and  said  contract  con- 
templated the  construction  of  said  waterworks  system  on  the  reser- 
voir plan ;  that  said  waterworks  system  was  thereupon  constructed  on 
said  plan  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  said  proposition,  ac- 
ceptance and  contract,  and  has  been  so  maintained  since  the  year  1881, 
and  is  now  being  so  maintained. 

That  under  authority  granted  to  it  by  the  statutes  of  the  State  of 
<  )hio,  and  especially  by  the  General  Code,  Section  3982  (formerly  R. 
S..  Section  2478),  said  council  did  from  time  to  time  fix  and  establish 
the  rates  which  it  would  be  lawful  for  complainant  to  charge  said  city 
find  its  inhabitants  for  water;  that  in  the  exercise  of  such  power  so 
conferred,  the  council  of  said  city  on  the  17th  day  of  March,  1962,  duly- 
passed  an  ordinance  regulating  such  rates  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
beginning  on  the  1st  day  of  April,  1902,  and  ending  on  the  31st  day 
of  March,  1912,  which  ordinance  was  thereafter  duly  published  and 
accepted  in  writing  by  complainant,  a  copy  of  which  ordinance  and 
the  acceptance  thereof  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof  and 
marked  "Exhibit  D." 

That  in  pursuance  of  the  teuns  of  said  last  named  ordinance  and 
contract,  your  complainant  furnished  water  to  said  city  and  to  the  in- 
habitants thereof  for  said  period  of  ten  years,  beginning  on  the  1st 
day  of  April.  1902,  and  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  1912,  at  the 
rates  and  charges  specified  therein,  and  since  said  31st  day  of  Marcfi, 
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191 2,  has  continued  to  furnish  and  is  now  furnishing  water  to  said  city 
for  fire  protection  through  175  fire  hydrants,  and  has  continued  to  fur- 
nish and  is  now  furnishing  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

That  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  1912,  the  council  of  said  city,  by 
virtue  of  authority  granted  to  it  by  said  Section  3982,  General  Code, 
passed  an  ordinance,  and  the  same  was  presented  to  the  mayor  of  said 
city  on  the  3d  day  of  June,  1912,  and  was  approved  and  signed  by  said 
mayor  on  the  8th  day  of  June,  1912,  by  the  terms  of  which  ordinance 
said  council  undertook  to  regulate  the  price  which  your  complainant 
might  charge  for  furnishing  water  for  public  and  private  consumption 
to  the  citizens,  public  grounds  and  buildings,  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and 
avenues,  and  for  fire  protection,  for  and  during  a  term  of  ten  years 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  said  ordinance  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto 
attached  and  made  a  part  hereof,  and  marked  "Exhibit  E." 

That  thereafter,  on  the  nth  day  of  June,  191 2,  your  complainant 
notified  the  council  of  said  city,  and  each  member  thereof,  in  writing, 
of  its  refusal  to  accept  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  ordinance,  a 
copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof,  and  marked 
•"Exhibit  F." 

That  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  waterworks 
system,  and  in  all  of  the  contracts  and  agreements  between  your  com- 
plainant and  the  authorities  of  said  city,  with  reference  thereto,  and 
with  reference  to  the  furnishing  of  a  water  supply  for  public  and 
private  purposes,  consideration  was  given  to  the  topography  of  the 
land  on  which  said  city  is  located;  the  city  limits  of  said  city  com- 
prising a  portion  of  the  Scioto  valley  of  almost  uniform  elevation,  and 
a  small  territory  consisting  of  an  elevation  to  the  westward  of  the 
main  portion  of  the  city,  which  elevation  consists  of  a  hill  and  plateau 
known  as  Carlisle  Place,  on  which  the  reservoir  of  complainant  was 
constructed  and  has  since  been  maintained. 

That  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  said  waterworks  system, 
there  resided  and  do  now  reside  on  the  said  level  portion  thereof,  more 
than  ninety-nine  per  cent:  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

That  less  than  one  per  cent,  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  did 
then  and  do  now  reside  on  said  hill  and  plateau  known  as  Carlisle 
Place;  that  all  of  the  public  buildings  of  said  city,  such  as  the  court 
house,  city  hall,  federal  building,  public  library,  public  school  build- 
ings, churches,  public  halls,  hospital  and  all  factory  buildings  and  in- 
dustrial plants  and  business  houses  are  located  on  said  level  portion 
of  said  city. 

That  only  nineteen  residences  are  now  located  on  said  hill  and 
plateau,  all  of  which  are  now  being  supplied  with  water  by  complain- 
ant through  its  said  reservoir  system. 

Your  complainant  complains  to  your  honorable  board  that  the 
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provisions  of  said  last  mentioned  ordinance  are  unreasonable  and  un- 
just to  your  complainant  in  the  following  particulars: 

1.  Said  ordinance  provides  that  the  water  furnished  by  your 
complainant  for  fire  hydrants  shall  produce  at  the  outlet  of  said  fire 
hydrants  a  pressure  of  forty-five  pounds  minimum  pressure,  which 
pressure  is  impossible  for  complainant  to  maintain  in  the  portion  of 
said  city  hereinbefore  referred  to  and  known  and  designated  as  Car- 
lisle Place,  unless  said  company  expend  large  sums  of  money  in  con- 
structing and  maintaining  an  extension  or  addition  to  its  present  sys- 
tem (which  is  on  said  reservoir  plan),  consisting  of  a  separate  and 
distinct  system  for  supplying  such  pressure  to  the  small  portion  of 
said  city  known  and  designated  as  Carlisle  Place,  for  which  such  ex- 
tension and  addition  and  the  conditions  under  which  it  shall  be  con- 
structed and  operated,  said  ordinance  makes  no  provision  whatever, 
nor  has  said  city  through  its  said  council  or  other  authority,  by  ordi- 
nance or  otherwise,  required  said  extension  to  be  made;  and  complain- 
ant alleges  that  such  an  extension  and  addition,  if  made,  would  entail 
an  expenditure  of  money  for  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
wholly  unjustified  by  the  income  to  be  derived  therefrom,  all  of  which 
complainant  will  make  appear  to  your  honorable  board. 

2.  Said  ordinance  makes  no  provision  whatever  for  rates  to  be 
charged  for  water  supply  to  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  flushing 
sewers. 

3.  The  rate  or  price  fixed  in  said  ordinance  for  fire  hydrants  is 
inadequate  when  the  small  number  of  said  hydrants  provided  for  in 
said  ordinance  is  considered,  viz.,  175  hydrants. 

4.  That  the  rate  fixed  in  Section  2  of  said,ordinance  to  be  charged 
by  said  company  for  water  furnished  private.consumers  is  inadequate 
wherein  it  requires  said  company  to  furnish  water  "for  dwellings,  four 
rooms  or  less,  $3.00." 

5.  Said  ordinance  provides  no  rate  or  charge  which  it  will  be 
lawful  for  said  company  to  make  for  water  furnished  to  private  con- 
sumers for  the  purpose  of  sprinkling  lawns  or  lots,  but  on  the  con- 
trary undertakes  to  require  complainant  to  furnish  water  for  the 
sprinkling  of  lawns  and  lots  having  a  frontage  of  66  feet  or  less,  free 
of  charge,  when  the  sprinkling  is  through  a  one-fourth  inch  nozzle. 

6.  The  rates  fixed  in  Section  2  of  said  ordinance  to  be  charged 
by  said  company  for  water  furnished  private  consumers  by  meter,  are 
inadequate. 

7.  Said  ordinance  by  its  terms,  undertakes  to  require  complain- 
ant to  furnish  meters  free  of  charge  to  such  of  its  consumers  as  use 
water  by  meter. 

8.  Said  ordinance  does  not  give  the  complainant  the  option  of 
requiring  any  of  its  consumers  to  use  water  by  meter. 

9.  Said  ordinance  makes  no  provision  for  rates  to  be  charged 
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by  complainant  for  water  furnished  for* propelling  motors. 

10.  Said  ordinance  does  not  give  the  complainant  the  right  to 
make  rates  for  water  furnished  for  special  service  not  included  in  the 
schedules  of  Section  2  thereof. 

Your  complainant  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  an  act 
entitled,  "An  act  changing  the  name  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Ohio  to  that  of  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  and  defining  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  latter  commission  with  respect  to  public 
utilities,  and  amend  Sections  501,  502  and  606  of  the  General  Code," 
passed  May  31st,  191 1,  hereby  elects  to  charge  and  collect  the  rates 
and  prices  authorized  to  be  charged  by  it  by  the  terms  of  the  afore- 
said ordinance  of  March  17th,  1902,  for  the  period  of  time  after  its  ex- 
piration until  such  time  as  such  rates  are  lawfully  fixed  by  your  honor- 
able board,  said  ordinance  being  the  ordinance  in  force  and  effect  im- 
mediately prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  ordinance  passed  May  31st, 
1912,  the  provisions  of  which  are  complained  of  and  appealed  from 
herein.  And  your  complainant  further  offers  to  give  the  undertaking 
provided  for  by  Section  47  of  the  aforesaid  act,  in  such  amount  as  your 
honorable  board  shall  determine. 

Wherefore  your  complainant  asks  that  a  date  may  be  fixed  for 
the  hearing  of  this  complaint,  of  which  hearing  the  mayor  of  said  city 
of  Chillicothe  shall  be  duly  notified  in  accordance  with  the  statute  in 
such  case  made  and  provided,  and  that  upon  said  hearing  such  rates 
and  prices  shall  be  fixed  by  your  honorable  board  for  water  furnished 
by  complainant  to  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  for  public  and  private 
uses  as  may  be  just  and  reasonable. 


303.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Arcade  Lighting  and 
Heating  Company  for  authority  to  issue  bonds.  Approved  Sep- 
tember 30th,  1 91 2. 

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Arcade  Lighting  and  Heating  Company,  a  corporation  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  29th  day 
of  July,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  for  the  issue  of  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used,  first,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  to  purchase  from  The  Dayton  Arcade  Com- 
pany certain  equipment  and  the  lighting  and  heating  business  of  said 
company,  and,  second,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  devoted

the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been 
heard  on  said  day  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from 
day  to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon 
the  petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits.

The  Cleveland  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  eighth  day  of  August, 
1912,  filed  its  petition  praying  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  to  issue  its  cgmmon  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  three 
million  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the 
acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  completion,  extension  and 
improvement  of  its  facilities,  and  the  discharge  of  certain  outstanding 
bonds  which  mature  on  March  1st,  1913,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  peti- 
tion and  the  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said 
matter  having  been  fixed  for  Tuesday,  September  10th,  1912,  at  2 
o'clock  p.  m.,  and  said  assignment  having,  for  good  cause  shown,  been 
vacated,  and  the  same  reassigned  for  Tuesday,  August  20th,  191 2,  at  2 
o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  hav- 
ing been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further 
consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on 
this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and 
exhibits.

310.  The  Henry  Burkhardt  Packing  Company,  Complainant,  versus 
The  Scioto  Valley  Traction  Company  and  The  Ohio  Electric 
Railway  Company,  Defendants.  Dismissed  September  18th, 
1912. 

OPINION. 

This  is  a  claim  for  damage  to  fresh  meat,  alleged  to  have  oc- 
curred on  defendants'  lines  between  Dayton  and  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  and 
because  of  delay  at  Columbus. 

The  evidence  shows  that  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company 
received  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  the  afternoon  of  July  5th,  191 1,  seven- 
teen (17)  boxes  of  bacon  and  three  (3)  boxes  of  fresh  meat,  consigned 
to  Metzger  Brothers,  Chillicothe,  Ohio.  The  evidence  further  shows 
that  the  shipment  reached  Columbus  at  1:15  a.  m.,  July  6th;  was  de- 
livered to  The  Scioto  Valley  Traction  Company  at  11:30  a.  m.  July 
6th,  and  left  Columbus  about  6:00  p.  m.  July  6th,  arriving  at  Chilli- 
cothe some  time  during  the  night ;  that  delivery  was  made  to  con- 
signee on  the  forenoon  of  July  7th ;  that  consignee  delivered  part  of 
the  shipment  to  the  Mosher  Grocery  Company,  of  Chillicothe,  on  the 
afternoon  of  July  7th ;  that  the  meat  was  placed  in  cold  storage  by  the 
Mosher  Grocery  Company ;  that  the  following  morning  it  was  discov- 
ered that  some  of  the  meat  was  spoiled.  Claim  was  made  against  The 
Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company  for  $4.25,  which  claim  was  rejected. 
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It  appears  that  The  Scioto  Valley  Traction  Company  has  a 
freight  train  leaving  Columbus  in  the  morning,  and  had  there  been 
proper  arrangements  between  such  companies  and  reasonable  dili- 
gence exercised,  this  shipment  could  and  should  have  left  Columbus 
on  the  morning  train  referred  to.  It  would  then  have  arrived  in  Chilli- 
cothe  in  the  forenoon  of  the  sixth  of  July  and  been  put  into  cold 
storage  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day.  The  plea  of  defendants  that 
shipment  was  handled  under  the  "usual  conditions"  is  no  defense,  be- 
cause "usual  conditions"  may  be  inadequate,  and  it  would  seem  that 
in  this  case  "usual  conditions"  certainly  were  inadequate.  That  a 
shipment  of  a  perishable  nature  arriving  in  Columbus  on  The  Ohio 
Electric  Railway  at  1:15  in  the  morning  should  remain  in  Columbus 
until  6:00  p.  m.,  when  there  was  a  train  out  on  the  Scioto  Valley  Trac- 
tion line  five  or  six  hours  after  the  shipment  had  arrived  in  Columbus, 
certainly  argues  inadequate  service. 

Nevertheless,  even  assuming  that  the  carriers  were  at  fault  in 
not  affording  transportation  in  this  case  as  expeditious  as  should  have 
been  afforded,  the  proof,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  does  not 
sufficiently  connect  the  fault  of  carrier  with  the  damage.  The  con- 
signee, Metzger  Brothers,  was  not  a  customer  in  whose  possession  the 
damage  was  discovered,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  this  firm  was  an  in- 
termediary between  the  carrier  and  the  customer.  The  carrier  un- 
doubtedly had  fulfilled  its  transportation  obligations  when  delivery 
was  made  to  the  consignee,  provided  the  shipment  when  so  delivered 
was  in  good  condition.  That  was  the  time  for  the  examination  of  the 
shipment  to  be  made.  It  seems,  however,  that  Metzger  Brothers,  who 
receipted  the  carrier  for  the  shipment,  made  no  examination,  but  some 
time  during  the  afternoon  turned  the  shipment  over  to  the  Mosher 
Grocery  Company,  and  the  Mosher  Grocery  Company  did  not  dis- 
cover the  damage  until  the  next  morning.  How  much  of  this  damage 
resulted  from  the  delay  occurring  between  delivery  by  the  carrier  and 
the  discovery  of  the  damage  by  the  Mosher  Grocery  Company  can- 
not be  determined.  It  may  be  true  that  had  the  shipment  been  ex- 
amined immediately  upon  receipt  by  the  consignee,  no  damage  would 
have  been  found,  or  possibly  a  less  amount  of  damage  than  later  de- 
veloped. 

Carrier  should  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  the  exercise 
of  due  care  of  property  committed  to  its  custody  for  transportation, 
but  there  is  also  some  obligation  resting  upon  the  consignor  and  con- 
Bignee.  One  of  these  is  the  examination  of  property  immediately  upon 
delivery  to  determine  whether  or  not  damage  has  resulted  from  lack 
of  care  in  transportation.  It  would  not  be  fair  to  the  carrier  to  hold 
it  responsible  for  damage  ascertained  a  considerable  length  of  time 
after  delivery  to  the  consignee,  and  after  property  had  left  the  hands 
of  the  consignee. 
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Inasmuch  as  there  is  no  way  of  determining  what  part  of  the 
damage  to  the  meat  resulted  from  the  delay  at  Columbus,  and  what 
part  resulted  from  delay  after  carrier  had  parted  with  the  shipment, 
or  even  to  know  absolutely  that  any  damage  to  the  meat  resulted  from 
delay  on  the  part  of  the  carrier,  the  Commission  feel  that,  in  justice, 
they  must  dismiss  the  complaint.  We  feel  justified  in  saying,  how- 
ever, that  had  the  consignee  exercised  due  diligence  and,  by  inspection 
of  the  meat  upon  receipt  from  the  carrier,  ascertained  that  the  meat 
was  damaged,  the  defense  of  the  carrier  that  the  delay  at  Columbus 
resulted  from  "usual  conditions"  would  not  have  availed. 

An  order  will  be  entered  accordingly.

This  case  came  on  for  investigation  upon  the  pleadings  and  the 
evidence,  and  it  appearing  to  the  Commission  that  the  evidence  ad- 
duced does  not  show  that  the  damage  to  the  shipment  of  merchandise 
in  question  resulted  from  the  fault,  negligence  or  lack  of  care  of  the 
defendants,  or  either  of  them,  and  it  appearing  also,  from  the  evidence 
that  the  carrier  had  made  delivery  to  the  consignee,  that  the  consignee 
had  parted  with  the  possession  of  the  merchandise  to  a  customer  or 
third  person,  and  that  said  customer,  or  third  person,  had  been  in  pos- 
session of  the  merchandise  a  considerable  period  of  time  before  the 
damage  was  discovered  or  the  condition  of  the  merchandise  had  become 
apparent,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  claim  and  contention  of  com- 
plainant is  not  sustained.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  this  case  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  dismissed.

C.  R.  Patterson  and  Sons,  Complainant,  versus  The  Detroit,  To- 
ledo &  Ironton  Railway  Company,  Defendant.  Dismissed  August 
19th,  1912. 

For  their  complaint  herein,  the  petitioners  say : 

That  they,  are  a  co-partnership  under  the  name  and  firm  of  C.  R. 
Patterson  &  Sons,  engaged  in  the  business  of  making  and  repairing 
horse-drawn  vehicles  and  repairing  automobiles  and  selling  automobile 
supplies,  and  that  they  are  located  at  138  North  Washington  street,  in 
the  village  of  Greenfield,  Ohio. 

That  the  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  carrier,  en- 
gaged in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad  be- 
tween points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  carrier 
said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

That  March  9,  1912,  the  (C.  R.  Patterson  &  Sons)  shipped  to 
George  B.  Swope  (machinist),  Springfield,  Ohio,  one  E.  M.  F.  auto- 
mobile engine  cylinder  for  repair.    That  shipment  was  made  over  the 

D.  T.  &  I.  Railroad,  and  a  regular  B/L  accepted  in  receipt  therefor. 
After  being  repeatedly  urged  to  effect  delivery  of  the  consignment,  the 
said  railroad  failed  so  to  do,  and  the  owner  of  said  automobile,  after 
doing  without  the  use  of  his  machine  for  more  than  one  month,  re- 
quired that  the  C.  R.  Patterson  &  Sons,  supply  his  machine  with  a  new 
cylinder.  That  C.  R.  Patterson  &  Sons  on  April  15th,  1912,  notified 
said  railroad  company  through  its  local  agent,  P.  W.  Heaton,  of  the 
said  requirement,  and  in  conformity  therewith  bought  and  paid  for  one 

E.  M.  F.  automobile  cylinder  from  Studebaker  Corporation  at  the 
cost  of  $24.95.  The  U.  S.  Express  Company's  C.  O.  D.  receipt  for  pay- 
ment for  said  new  cylinder  and  the  memorandum  B/L  for  shipment  of 
the  old  cylinder  together  with  regular  invoice,  was  placed  with  said 
railroad  company  through  their  said  local  agent,  P.  W.  Heaton,  on 
May  11,  1912,  and  was  acknowledged  as  their  claim  No.  73,275,  on 
May  15th,  1912. 

Since  said  fifteenth  day  of  May,  1912,  said  C.  R.  Patterson  & 
S<  ins  have  had  no  attention  paid  to  this  claim  that  they  have  been  ad- 
vised of,  excepting  an  indefinite,  unpromising  short  statement  from  the 
auditor  of  said  railroad  company  that  "Papers  were  out  on  the  line 
with  one  of  their  agents  for  some  necessary  information."

312.  James  Ross,  for  himself  and  others,  Plaintiffs,  versus  The  Colum- 
bus Railway  and  Light  Company  and-  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway 
Company. 


The  issues  raised  in  the  following  pleadings,  the  complaint  read- 


ing: 


James  Ross,  for  himself  and  others,  similarly  interested,  being 
business  men,  residents  and  patrons  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  county 
of  Franklin,  and  State  of  Ohio,  of  the  defendants'  electric  railways, 
hereby  complain  that  the  failure  to  operate  and  use  what  is  known  as 
the  loop  electric  street  and  interurban  car  tracks  from  Scioto  street 
east  on  Rich  street  to  Third  street  in  said  city  in  the  operation  of  elec- 
tric cars  cause  an  inadequacy  of  service  and  a  serious  lack  of  facility, 
and  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage  to  other  localities,  persons, 
firms  and  corporations  and  creates  an  undue  and  unreasonable  prej- 
udice and  disadvantage  in  firms,  persons  and  corporations.  That  the 
failure  to  use  said  portion  of  said  loop  works  an  unjust  discrimina- 
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tion  and  an  unjust  preferential  service  to  a  large  portion  of  citizens, 
business  men  and  corporations  affected  by  such  failure  to  use  said  por- 
tion of  said  loop.  That  the  failure  to  use  said  loop  is  in  violation  of 
the  law  and  contrary  to  the  ordinances  and  franchises  granted  by  the 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  that  the  corporations 
violating  said  ordinances  and  creating  said  inadequate,  unjust,  un- 
reasonable, unfair  and  unlawful,  discrimination,  disadvantageous  and 
preferential  service  are : 

The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light  Company,  The  Columbus 
Railway  Company,  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  each  and 
all  public  service  corporations  operating  electric  street  railway  cars 
in  said  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 

and  the  separate  answers: 

The  defendant,  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  by  way  of 
answer  to  the  plaintiff's  complaint,  says  that  it  admits  that  it  is  a  pub- 
lic service  corporation  and  that  The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light 
Company  is  a  public  service  corporation ;  that  both  of  said  companies 
operate  electric  railway  cars  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  and  that  on 
Rich  street,  between  Scioto  and  Third  streets,  the  cars  run  in  a  wester- 
ly and  not  in  an  easterly  direction,  and  denies  each  and  every  other 
allegation  contained  in  said  complaint. 

It  especially  denies  that  by  reason  of  running  its  cars  west  on 
Rich  street  the  service  furnished  by  this  company  is  inadequate  or 
lacking  in  facility,  or  creates  an  unreasonable  preference  for  or  ad- 
vantage to  any  locality,  person,  firm  or  corporation,  and  denies  that 
it  creates  any  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation ;  it  denies  that  the  failure  to  operate 
cars  on  said  Rich  street  in  an  easterly  direction  creates  an  unjust  dis- 
crimination or  unjust  preferential  service  to  citizens,  business  men  or 
corporations ;  it  denies  that  the  failure  to  use  said  loop  is  in  violation 
of  law  or  contrary  to  the  ordinance  or  franchise  granted  by  the  city 
council  of  the  city  of  Columbus. 

This  defendant  avers  that  it  operates  only  interurban  cars  and 
that  in  the  operation  of  said  cars  from  Dayton  to  Columbus  the  cars 
enter  the  city  by  the  most  direct  route  to  bring  its  passengers  as  quick- 
ly as  possible  by  the  most  direct  route  to  the  center  of  the  city  and 
to  the  interurban  station  in  said  city,  and  that,  in  so  doing,  said  cars 
while  inbound  traverse  West  Town  street,  which  is  the  first  street 
parallel  to  and  north  of  Rich  street,  and  is  between  Rich  street  and 
the  business  center  of  the  city ;  that  the  interurban  station  is  within 
one  block  of  High  street  and  extends  from  Town  street  to  Rich  street; 
that  the  tracks  in  Town  street  and  in  Rich  street  are  but  single  tracks 
and  can  be  operated  in  but  one  direction;  that  defendant's  tracks  and 
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costly  special  work  were  all  built  with  a  view  to  operating  cars  from 
the  west,  in  an  easterly  direction  to  Town  street,  to  and  through  the 
interurban  station  to  Rich  street  and  thence  westwardly  on  Rich 
street,  parallel  to  and  one  block  south  from  Town  street ;  that  the 
plans  for  said  special  work  and  track  construction  were  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  city  authorities  of  the  city  of  Columbus  before 
said  work  was  built  or  placed;  that  without  a  large  additional  ex- 
penditure in  the  way  of  new  special  work,  it  is  a  physical  impossibility 
to  operate  defendant's  cars  in  an  easterly  direction  on  Rich  street,  and 
defendant  further  says  that  its  interurban  station  grounds  were,  ar- 
ranged and  the  station  thereon  was  located  and  designed  with  a  view 
of  operating  cars  east  on  Town  street  into  the  station  and  westerly 
on  Rich  street  therefrom;  and  that  to  operate  in  a  reverse  direction 
as  demanded  by  complainant  will  require  the  defendant  to  reconstruct 
its  tracks  and  station ;  and  that  such  operation  would  be  in  the  interest 
of  a  few  persons  only,  and  against  the  general  welfare  and  public  in- 
terest of  the  city  of  Columbus  and  the  traveling  public. 

"Therefore,  this  defendant  asks  that  the  complaint  be  dismissed. 

The  defendant,  The  Columbus  Railway  and  Light  Company,  by 
way  of  answer  to  the  plaintiff's  complaint,  says  that  it  admits  that  it 
is  a  public  service  corporation  and  that  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway 
Company  is  a  public  service  corporation ;  that  both  of  said  companies 
operate  electric  railway  cars  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  and  that  on  Rich 
street,  between  Scioto  and  Third  streets,  the  cars-  run  in  a  westerly 
and  not  in  an  easterly  direction,  and  denies  each  and  every  other  allega- 
tion contained  in  said  complaint. 

It  especially  denies  that  by  reason  of  running  its  cars  west  on 
Rich  street  the  service  furnished  by  this  company  is  inadequate  or 
lacking  in  facility,  or  creates  any  unreasonable  preference  for  or  ad- 
vantage to  any  locality,  person,  firm  or  corporation,  and  denies  that 
it  creates  any  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  to 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation;  it  denies  that  the  failure  to  operate 
cars  on  said  Rich  street  in  an  easterly  direction  creates  any  unjust 
discrimination  or  unjust  preferential  service  to  citizens,  business  men 
or  corporations ;  it  denies  that  the  failure  to  so  use  said  loop  is  in  vio- 
lation of  law  or  contrary  to  the  ordinance  or  franchise  granted  by  the 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Columbus. 

This  defendant  avers  that  the  tracks  referred  to  in  the  complaint 
are  owned  by  The  Indiana,  Columbus  and  Eastern  Traction  Company, 
and  are  a  part  of  an  interurban  system  of  railways  operated  by  The 
Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company ;  that  this  defendant  operates  what  is 
known  as  the  "city  service  cars"  on  said  tracks  in  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus; that  said  tracks  were  built  as  a  part  of  an  interurban  system  be- 
tween Dayton  and  Columbus;  that  said  tracks  were  located  in  the 
city  of  Columbus  in  such  manner  as  to  bring  the  passengers  by  the 
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most  direct  route  to  the  center  of  the  city  and  to  an  interurban  station 
in  said  city  of  Columbus,  which  interurban  station  is  located  on  lands 
between  Town  street  and  Rich  street  and  within  one  block  of  High 
street,  on  the  east  side  thereof ;  that  so  much  of  said  tracks  as  are  em- 
braced within  the  so-called  interurban  loop  are  but  single  tracks  on 
which  the  cars  can  move  in  but  one  direction :  that  said  tracks  are  so 
constructed  that  the  cars  entering  Columbus  from  the  west  must  oper- 
ate over  West  Town  street,  across  High  street  to  and  through  the  in- 
terurban station  to  Rich  street  and  thence  westwardly  on  Rich  street ; 
that  it  is  a  physical  impossibility  to  operate  cars  in  the  reverse 
direction,  there  being  no  connecting  track  between  the  inbound 
track  on  Town  street  and  the  tracks  on  Rich  street,  except  through 
the  interurban  station  ;  and  this  defendant  further  says  that  the  method 
in  which  said  tracks  are  constructed,  and  the  operation  of  cars  over 
said  tracks  in  the  manner  in  which  the  same  are  now  operated  are  in 
the  interests  of  the  traveling  public  and  of  the  city  of  Columbus  as  a 
whole ;  that  to  require  a  reconstruction  of  said  tracks  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  a  few  persons  only  and  would  be  against  the  general  wel- 
fare and  public  interest  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  and  against  the  in- 
terest of  the  traveling  public  as  a  whole.  * 

Wherefore,    this    defendant    asks    that    the    complaint  be    dis- 
missed.

313.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  Charles  Ash,  Charles  A. 
Strauch,  Ira  Cadwallader,  Charles  L.  Guernsey  and  Earl  Ash,  do- 
ing business  under  the  firm  name  and  style  of  The  Standard 
Light  and  Power  Company,  and  Field  W.  Swezey,  for  authority 
to  sell  and  purchase  the  electric  light  and  power  plant  of  The 
Standard  Light  and  Power  Company,  at  Fostoria,  Ohio.  Ap- 
proved September  5th,  1912. 

In  disposing  of  the  matter  presented  to  the  Commission  in  the 
following  petition : 

I.  Your  petitioners,  Charles  Ash,  Charles  A.  Strauch,  Ira  Cad- 
wallader, Charles  L.  Guernsey  and  Earl  Ash,  respectfully  show  that 
under  the  firm  name  and  style  of  The  Standard  Light  and  Power 
Company,  your  petitioners  are  and  have  been  for  some  time  past, 
operating  an  electric  generating  station  and  distributing  system  with- 
in the  city  of  Fostoria,  Ohio;  your  petitioner,  Field  W.  Swezey,  is  a 
resident  of  the  State  of  Indiana  at  the  city  of  Marion. 
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2.  That  on  or  about  the  seventeenth  day  of  April,  191 2,  your 
petitioners,  under  the  firm  name  and  style  of  The  Standard  Light 
and  Power  Company,  entered  into  a  contract  with  The  Ohio  Light 
and  Power  Company,  by  the  terms  of  which  your  petitioners  agreed 
to  sell  and  The  Ohio  Light  and  Power  Company  agreed  to  purchase 
all  of  the  physical  property,  real  and  personal,  contracts  and  fran- 
chises belonging  to  The  Standard  Light  and  Power  Company  for  the 
sum  of  eighty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($82,500.00). 

3.  That  heretofore  and  on  or  about  the day  of  July,  1912, 

The  Ohio  Light  and  Power  Company  validly  assigned  any  interest 
it  might  have  in  said  contract  to  your  petitioner,  Field  W.  Swezey. 

4.  That  your  petitioners  operating  under  the  firm  and  style  of 
The  Standard  Light  and  Power  Company  purchased  the  property  in 
question  at  a  receiver's  sale  some  three  years  ago,  and  have  since  been 
operating  the  same;  that  none  of  them  is  familiar  with  the  operation 
of  electrical  properties  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  your  petitioners  it 
would  for  the  best  interests  of  the  community  that  the  property  should 
be  sold.  , 

5.  That  your  petitioner,  Field  W.  Swezey,  is  a  representative 
of  The  American  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  engaged  in  the  control  and  operation  of  electric 
light  and  power  p'lants  in  various  portions  of  the  LTnited  States  and 
now  controlling  plants  in  Ohio  operated  at  the  following  points : 
Canton,  Tiffin,  Fremont,  Newark  and  Mount  Vernon. 

6.  That  title  to  the  property  is  taken  in  your  petitioner,  Field 
W.  Swezey 's  name  at  present  as  a  matter  of  convenience,  and  that 
sooner  or  later  the  property  will  be  transferred  to  some  corporation 
of  the  State  of  Ohio;  that  while  title  to  the  property  stands  in  the 
name  of  your  petitioner  Field  W.  Swezey.  the  property  itself  will  be 
cared  for  and  operated  by  thoroughly  experienced  competent  electrical 
engineers  and  business  men  in  the  employ  of  The  American  Gas  and 
Electric  Company. 

7.  That  at  present  the  property  of  The  Standard  Light  and 
Power  Company  is  subject  to  no  liens  or  encumbrances  whatsoever, 
and  that  the  purchase  price  to  be  paid  for  the  property  will  be  dis- 
tributed among  your  petitioners  doing  business  under  the  firm  name 
and  style  of  The  Standard  Light  and  Power  Company  in  proportion 
to  the  interest  of  each  of  your  petitioners  therein. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  for  an  order  authorizing  the 
sale  by  Charles  Ash,  Charles  A.  Strauch,  Ira  Cadwallader,  Charles  L. 
Guernsey  and  Earl  Ash,  doing  business  under  the  firm  name  and  style 
of  The  Standard  Light  and  Power  Company,  at  Fostoria,  Ohio,  author- 
izing your  petitioners  to  sell  all  of  the  electric  light  and  power  plant 
of  your  petitioners  located  in  the  city  of  Fostoria,  Seneca  County, 
Ohio,   including  the  generating  station  and  distributing  system   for 
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the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  electric  energy  for  sale  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  city  of  Fostoria  and  territory  adjacent  thereto,  to  Field 
\Y.  Swezey,  for  the  sum  of  eighty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($82,500.00),  and  authorizing  your  petitioner,  Field  W.  Swezey,  to 
purchase  said  property  for  said  price,  and,  second, 

For  such  further  and  other  relief  as  may  be  just  in  the  premises. 

the  Commission  issued  the  following  order : 

Charles  Ash,  Charles  A.  Strauch,  Ira  Cadwallader,  Charles  L. 
Guernsey  and  Earl  Ash,  doing  business  under  the  firm  name  and  style 
of  The  Standard  Light  and  Power  Company,  and  Field  W.  Swezey 
having,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  August,  1912,  filed  their  joint  petition 
for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  by 
said  Field  W.  Swezey  of  the  electric  light  and  power  plant  of  said 
The  Standard  Light  and  Power  Company,  located  in  the  city  of 
Fostoria,  Seneca  County,  Ohio,  including  the  generating  station  and 
distributing  system  for  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  electric 
energy  for  sale  to  the  citizens  of  said  city  of  Fostoria  and  territory  ad- 
jacent thereto,  as  fully  set  out  in  the  petition  herein  and  accompanying 
exhibits,  and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for

The  Venture  Gas  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  August, 
1912,  filed  its  petition  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sion to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  six  thousand  dollars, 
the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  completion  of  the  construction  of  pipe 
lines  and  gas  mains  in  the  villages  of  Nevada  and  Morral,  Ohio,  and 
the  connection  of  same,  by  gas  lines,  with  the  source  of  supply  for 
natural  gas,  and  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  meters  and  other 
necessary  equipment  in  order  to  supply  the  inhabitants  of  said  villages 
with  natural  gas,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition,  and  the  time  for  hear- 
ing said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday,  September  9th,  1912, 
at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hear- 
ing having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the 
further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same 
came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evi- 
dence and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  other  and  further  inquiry  and  investiga-

Ordered,  That  said  The  Venture  Gas  Company,  of  Lima,  Ohio, 
be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue  its  capital  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000.00),  and  that  said  capital  stock 
be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less  than  the  par  value 
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thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the 
money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  proper  purposes  of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock  be  devoted  by  said  The  Venture  Gas  Company  to,  and  used  for 
the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to-wit :  The  completion  of  the 
construction  of  pipe  lines  and  gas  mains  in  the  villages  of  Nevada  and 
Morral,  Ohio,  the  connection  of  the  same,  by  gas  lines,  with  the  source 
of  supply  for  natural  gas,  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  meters 
and  other  necessary  equipment  with  which  to  supply  the  inhabitants 
of  said  villages  with  natural  gas,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and 
accompanying  exhibits,  which  are  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference.  It 
is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Venture  Gas  Company  make  verified  re- 
port to  the  Commission  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  capital 
stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sale  and  the  amounts  real- 
ized therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable,  and  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termination  of  each 
and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  dis- 
position and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock, 
setting  forth  in  reasonable  detail  the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds 
have  been  devoted,  and  that  such  reports  be  made  until  all  of  such 
capital  stock  herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and 
until  all  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock  have  been 
expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


316.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Pleasant  Valley  Telephone  Company,  with  respect 
to  its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

The  Commission  having  experienced  difficulty  in  securing  the 
filing  of  schedules  of  rates  by  certain  public  utility  corporations,  on 
August  15th,  1912,  instituted  a  number  of  proceedings  to  bring  proper 
representatives  of  these  companies  to  Columbus  for  instructions  in  the 
matter  of  publishing  and  filing  tariffs.  The  first  company  under  con- 
sideration was  The  Pleasant  Valley  Telephone  Company,  to  whom  the 
following  order  was  direct: 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Pleasant  Valley  Telephone  Company,  with 
respect  to  its  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law  and,  especially, 
with  respect  to  the  failure  of  said  company  to  print  and  file  with  the 
Commission  schedules  showing  all  rates,  joint  rates,  rentals,  tolls, 
20— r.  s.  c. 
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classifications  and  charges  for  service  of  each  and  every  kind  ren- 
dered or  furnished  by  said  company,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Thursday,  September  19th,  1912,  at  2  o'clock-  p.  m.,  at  the 
hearing  room  of  the  Commission  in  the  Capitol  building,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  are,  hereby,  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  investigation. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  G.  F.  Tressel,  secretary  of  said  company,  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place  herein 
fixed,  and  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testimony  as 
may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 

This  company  having  failed  to  appear  at  said  investigation,  or 
file  its  schedule  of  rates,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral for  action. 


317.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Lake  Erie,  Bowling  Green  and  Napoleon  Railway 
Company,  with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law.    Dismissed  October  7th,  1912. 

The  order  instituting  this  proceeding  was  drawn  in  the  same 
terms  as  that  in  proceeding  No.  316;  Mr.  C.  B.  Rogers,  general  man- 
ager of  said  company,  being  summoned  to  appear  September  19th, 
1912,  and  the  matter  was  closed  with  the  spreading  of  the  following 
entry : 

It  appearing  that  The  Lake  Erie,  Bowling  Green  and  Napoleon 
Railway  Company  has  this  day  filed  its  schedule  of  rates,  this  case 
is,  therefore,  dismissed. 


318.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Delphos  Gas  Company,  with  respect  to  its  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  the  law.  Dismissed  September 
9th,  1912. 

The  order  instituting  this  proceeding  was  drawn  in  the  same 
terms  as  that  in  the  proceeding  No.  316;  Theo.  Kemker,  secretary  of 
said  company,  being  summoned  to  appear  September  19th,  1912,  and 
the  matter  was  closed  with  the  spreading  of  the  following  entry: 

It  appearing  that  The  Delphos  Gas  Company  has  this  day  filed 
schedule  of  rates,  this  case  is,  therefore,  dismissed.

with  the  quarter  ending  December  31st,  1912,  and  thereafter  for  the 
quarterly  periods  ending  March  31st,  June  30th,  September  30th  and 
December  31st,  respectively,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  said  capital  stock,  setting  forth  in  reasonable 
detail,  the  purposes  to  which  they  have  been  devoted,  such  reports  to 
be  continued  until  petitioner's  capital  stock  of  the  par  value  of  one 
thousand  dollars  has  been  issued  and  disposed  of,  and  the  proceeds 
arising  therefrom  expended  pursuant  to  this  order.

to  its  plant  and  property  within  said  period  of  three  months  imme- 
diately preceding;  provided,  that  such  report  may  be  omitted  when 
petitioner  has  constructed  no  additions,  extensions,  improvements  and 
betterments  to  its  plant  and  property  within  said  quarter  for  which 
such  report  may  be  due. 
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338.  The  Maynard  Coal  Company,  Complainant,  versus  The  Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  Defendant.  Dis- 
missed September  28,  1912. 

The  complaint  herein  reads : 

The  complainant  says : 

1.  The  complainant  is  a  corporation  organized  and  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  said  company  being  engaged  in 
the  business  of  mining,  selling  and  shipping  coal,  with  its  principal 
place  of  business  in  Columbus,  in  said  State  of  Ohio. 

2.  The  said  above  named  railway  company  is  a  common  carrier, 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  rail  between 
points  within  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  as  such  common  carrier,  it  is 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  relating  to 
common  carriers. 

3.  On  or  about  the  28th  day  of  September,  191 1,  the  .complain- 
ant delivered  to  the  defendant,  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton 
Railway  Company,  at  Wellston,  Ohio,  on  the  line  of  the  said  defend- 
ant company,  one  lot  of  coal  of  the  net  weight  of  77,300  pounds  loaded 
in  a  certain  car  provided  by  said  defendant,  initial  C.  H.  &  D.  No. 
19316,  consigned  to  A.  C.  Jones,  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  upon  the  line  of 
the  defendant,  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Com- 
pany, to  be  carried  by  the  said  defendant  from  the  said  Wellston,  Ohio, 
to  said  Dayton,  Ohio,  for  delivery  to  said  A.  C.  Jones  at  said  Dayton, 
Ohio.  The  complainant  further  says  that,  upon  the  arrival  of  said 
car  of  coal  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  the  said  car  contained  but  71,200  pounds 
of  coal,  the  same  being  6,100  pounds  of  coal  less  than  had  been  deliv- 
ered as  aforesaid  to  said  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Rail- 
way Company  at  said  Wellston,  Ohio.  And  complainant  says  that 
the  said  shortage  in  coal,  to-wit,  6,100  pounds,  was  caused  by  reason 
of  the  want  of  care  and  the  negligence  of  the  defendant  in  handling 
the  said  car  while  in  transit,  and  by  reason  of  the  want  of  care  and 
negligence  of  the  said  defendant  in  the  protection  of  the  said  coal 
while  in  transit;  and  that  the  reasonable  value  of  said  coal  at  its  des- 
tination, so  lost  by  defendant,  is  the  sum  of  $3.20  per  ton  of  2,000 
pounds;  and  that  complainant  was  damaged  by  reason  of  said  loss  of 
said  coal  in  the  sum  of  $9.76,  with  interest  from  September  28th,  191  r. 

4.  The  complainant  further  says  that,  on  or  about  the  8th  day 
of  November,  191 1,  he  presented  to  the  said  defendant  his  claim  against 
it  on  account  of  the  said  shortage  in  said  coal,  in  the  said  sum  of  $9.76; 
and  that  on  the  30th  day  of  March,  1912,  the  defendant,  the  Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  stated  that  it  was  will- 
ing to  entertain  a  claim  for  overcharge  in  weight  only,  but  declined  to 
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reimburse  the  complainant  for  the  amount  of  shortage  in  coal;  and 
that  there  is  due  and  owing  to  this  complainant  from  the  defendant, 
said  sum  of  $9.76,  with  interest  as  aforesaid. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  said  the  Cincinnati, 
Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company  be  required  to  answer  to 
this  complaint ;  and  that  after  due  hearing  and  investigation,  an  order 
be  made  commanding  said  railway  company  to  pay  complainant  said 
sum  of  $9.76,  with  interest  as  aforesaid,  or  such  sum  as  this  Commis- 
sion may  find  to  be  justly  due  complainant;  and  for  such  other  and 
further  orders  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and  just  in 
the  premises. 

Following  the  service  of  a  copy  of  this  pleading  upon  the  de- 
fendant, the  Commission  was  advised  of  the  inauguration  of  negotia- 
tions looking  to  the  settlement  of  the  same,  and  the  matter  was  closed 
with  the  spreading  of  an  entry  which  reads  : 

It  appearing  from  statements  of  complainant  that  satisfaction 
of  the  case  has  been  afforded  by  defendant,  the  same  is,  therefore, 
dismissed.

Whereas,  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  has  hereto- 
fore granted  to  The  Vickery  Telephone  Company  of  Vickery,  Ohio, 
and  The  Fremont  Home  Telephone  Company  of  Fremont,  Ohio,  the 
right  and  authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  interchange  of 
telephone  messages,  and 

Whereas,  Said  The  Vickery  Telephone  Company  and  The  Fre- 
mont Home  Telephone  Company  have  agreed  upon  the  terms  of  said 
contract  and  have  reduced  the  same  to  writing,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  attached, 

Now,  therefore,  The  said,  The  Vickery  Telephone  Company  of 
Vickery,  Ohio,  and  said,  The  Fremont  Home  Telephone  Company  of 
Fremont,  Ohio,  hereby  jointly  petition  your  honorable  commission 
to  permit  the  interchange  of  telephone  messages  by  said  companies, 
as  the  same  appears  by  the  contract  copy  hereto  attached. 

The  Commission  entered  the  following  order:

Ordered,  That  said  The  Vickery  Telephone  Company  and  said 
The  Fremont  Home  Telephone  Company  file,  forthwith,  with  the 
Commission,  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for  said  interchange  service. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  granted  herein  may  be  exercised  by 
said  The  Vickery  Telephone  Company  and  said  The  Fremont  Home 
Telephone  Company  after  such  schedule  of  reasonable  rates  have  been 
filed  with  and  approved  by  the  Commission,  and  not  prior  thereto. 

Provided,  There  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded 
by  the  said  The  Vickery  Telephone  Company  and  said  The  Fremont 
Home  Telephone  Company,  and  enjoyed  by  their  patrons,  by  discon- 
tinuing connection,  or  failing  and  refusing  to  exchange  service  with 
any  other  company  with  which  connection  now  exists  and  exchange 
of  service  is  maintained.  » 


340.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Bethel  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  and  The  Amelia  Independent  Telephone  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  purchase  and  sell  property.  Approved 
October  22d,  1912. 

Tn  final  determination  of  the  following  petition : 

Your  petitioners,  The  Bethel  Home  Telephone  Company  and 
The  Amelia  Independent  Telephone  Company,  respectfully  represent, 
that  they  are  each  corporations,  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
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State  of  Ohio,  with  their  principal  places  of  business 'in  Clermont 
County,  in  said  state;  and  that  said  telephone  companies  occupy  con- 
tiguous but  not  competing  territory. 

Said  petitioners  further  represent  that  the  said  The  Bethel  Home 
Telephone  Company  desires  to  purchase,  and  said  The  Amelia  Inde-

bonds  not  less  than  eighty-five  per  centum  of  the  par  value  thereof; 
at  the  expiration  of  each  and  every  period  of  three  months  from  the 
date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  arising 
from  the  sale  of  said  stocks  and  bonds,  setting  forth  in  reasonable  de- 
tail the  purposes  to  which  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted ;  such  re- 
ports to  be  continued  until  all  of  said  common  and  preferred  capital 
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stock  and  five-year  six  per  cent,  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been 
issued  and  disposed  of  and  all  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof  have 
been  expended  pursuant  to  this  order. 


342.    Charles  S.  Turner,  Complainant,  versus  The  Toledo  Railways 
and  Light  Company,  Defendant. 

The  pleadings  in  this  proceeding,  which  had  been  heard  but  was 
not  decided  at  the  time  of  the  publication  of  this  report,  read  as  follows  : 

THE  COMPLAINT. 

Now  comes  Charles  S.  Turner,  complainant  herein,  who  repre- 
sents to  this  Honorable  Commission  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  city  of 
Toledo,  in  said  state,  and  that  he  is  the  owner  of  a  building  located  at 
325  Eighteenth  street  in  said  city,  and  that  The  Toledo  Railways  and 
Light  Company  is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  engaged  among  other  things 
in  the  business  of  heating  buildings  by  hot  water  heating. 

Complainant  represents  to  this  Honorable  Commission  that  said 
The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light  Company  is  guilty  of  exercising 
unjust,  unreasonable,  discriminatory  and  unlawful  practices,  making 
unjust,  unreasonable,  discriminatory  and  unlawful  charges,  and  using 
unjust,  unreasonable,  discriminatory  and  unlawful  methods  of  com- 
puting charges  in  the  furnishing  of  hot  water  heat  in  the  particulars 
set  forth  herein. 

Complainant  says  that  in  his  said  building  there  is  an  actual 
radiation  of  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  square  feet,  but  that  the 
said  The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light  Company  has  arbitrarily  fixed 
the  amount  of  radiation  at  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  square 
feet,  charging  therefor?  at  the  rate  of  seventeen  cents  per  square  foot 
for  the  heating  season.  This  complainant  says  that  in  arriving  at  said 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  square  feet  of  alleged  radiation  said 
company  has  considered  and  included  in  its  calculation  several  rooms 
and  spaces  which  have  no  actual  radiation  and  in  which  no  radiators 
are  placed  and  which  said  rooms  and  spaces  this  complainant  does 
not  desire  to  have  heated,  and  that  this  complainant  has  demanded 
that  said  company  furnish  only  six  hundred  and  seventy-five  square 
feet  of  radiation  for  said  building,  but  that  said  company  has  arbi- 
trarily fixed  the  amount  at  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight  square 
feet,  refuses  to  charge  for  less  than  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
square  feet  of  radiation,  and  has  entirely  ignored  the  wishes  of  this 
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complainant  as  to  the  amount  of  radiation  which  he  desires  and  for 
which  he  should  pay. 

Complainant  further  says  that  said  company  has  a  monopoly  in 
the  city  of  Toledo  of  furnishing  hot  water  heat,  and  that  it  renders 
its  service  to  several  hundred  consumers  in  the  city  of  Toledo,  and 
that  it  has  instituted  the  unjust,  unreasonable,  discriminatory  and 
unlawful  practice  of  arbitrarily  fixing  the  amount  of  radiation  for 
which  each  and  all  of  its  consumers  should  pay  in  the  city  of  Toledo, 
and  has  arbitrarily  demanded  that  each  and  all  of  its  consumers  should 
pay  for  radiation  in  rooms  and  spaces  which  have  no  radiation  and 
which  the  consumer  does  not  desire  to  have  heated,  against  the  wishes 
and  over  the  protests  of  each  and  all  of  its  said  consumers. 

Complainant  files  herewith  a  copy  of  the  alleged  schedule  of 
rates  of  said  company  wherein  there  is  contained  the  substance  of 
the  contracts  which  said  company  demands  and  requires  that  each 
consumer  shall  sign  before  hot  water  heat  is  supplied,  and  this  com- 
plainant says  that  there  is  no  provision  in  said  contracts  in  any  wise 
protecting  the  consumer  or  in  any  wise  securing  to  the  consumer  an 
adequate  degree  of  heat,  and  that  the  company  does  not  agree  to  fur- 
nish water  At  any  definite  temperature  or  any  exact  volume  of  water, 
but  that  said  contract  is  entirely  one-sided,  protecting  the  company 
only  and  furnishing  no  protection  of  any  kind  to  the  consumer,  in  that 
said  company  does  not  agree  to  heat  the  premises,  but  simply  furnish 
hot  water  for  heating  the  same,  and  that  it  does  not  specify  that  the 
water  so  furnished  shall  have  a  definite  temperature  either  at  the 
point  of  delivery  or  at  the  centra^  station,  and  that  the  only  obligation 
assumed  by  the  company  is  to  furnish  hot  water,  and  that  the  rates 
demanded  in  said  schedule  of  rates  are  excessive. 

Wherefore  this  complainant  prays  that  the  Commission  may 
issue  an  order  commanding  said  company  to  charge  at  a  fair  rate  for 
the  amount  of  radiation  which  this  complainant  and  all  of  the  other 
consumers  in  the  city  of  Toledo  actually  desire  and  demand,  restrain- 
ing said  company  from  arbitrarily  fixing  the  amount  of  radiation  which 
the  consumer  must  use  and  pay  for,  requiring  the  company  to  furnish 
water  at  a  definite  temperature  and  in  a  definite  volume,  and  fixing 
the  standard  of  measurement  for  the  amount  of  radiation  to  be  used 
at  the  actual  amount  of  radiation  desired  by  the  consumer  and  no  more. 

THE  ANSWER. 

Now  comes  The  Toledo  Railways  and  Light  Company,  defend- 
ant in  the  above  entitled  cause,  and  files  this  its  answer  herein  : 

It  admits  that  complainant  is  a  citizen  of  the  city  of  Toledo, 
in  the  State  of  Ohio ;  that  he  is  the  owner  of  a  building  located  at 
Number  325  Eighteenth  street  in  said  city  and  state;  that  this  de- 
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fendant  company  is  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  engaged,  among  other 
things,  in  the  business  of  furnishing  hot  water  heat  in  the  said  city 
of  Toledo. 

This  defendant  further  admits  that  the  radiation  requirement  of 
the  said  complainant  at  his  premises  aforesaid,  determined  under  and 
in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  rates  and  charges,  duly  filed  with 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  amounts  to  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  square  feet,  and  that  the  charge  for  said  radfation 
so  determined  is  seventeen  cents  per  square  foot  for  the  heating  sea- 
son, under  and  in  accordance  with  the  said  schedule. 

This  defendant  denies  each  and  every  other  statement  and  alle- 
gation in  said  complaint  contained. 

This  defendant,  further  answering,  says,  that  the  method  em- 
ployed in  computing  the  radiation  requirement  of  complainant  at  his 
said  premises,  and  as  set  out  in  its  schedule  of  rates  and  charges,  duly 
filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  is  reasonable,  fair 
and  just,  and  that  the  schedule  charges  per  square  foot  on  the  radia- 
tion so  determined,  are  reasonable,  just  and  proper. 

Wherefore,  this  defendant  prays  that  the  complaint  herein  may 
be  dismissed. 

THE  REPLY. 

Now  comes  the  complainant,  Charles  S.  Turner,  and  for  reply 
to  the  answer  filed  herein  denies  that  said  defendant  has  calculated 
the  radiation  requirements  of  his  said  premises  in  accordance  with 
its  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission, and  further  says  that  said  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  filed 
by  said  defendant  with  this  Commission  is  unfair,  unjust  and  unrea- 
sonable, and  does  not  constitute  a  proper  formula  as  a  basis  of  cal- 
culation results  to  the  actual  and  financial  detriment  of  the  consumer, 
and  compels  the  consumer  to  pay  for  more  radiation  than  he  desires, 
needs  or  receives. 

Complainant  further  says  that  the  rates  contained  in  said  schedule 
are  excessive  and  unreasonable. 
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343.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Adams  County  Tel- 
ephone Company  and  The  Manchester  Telephone  Company  for 
consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  cer- 
tain telephone  property  located  in  Manchester,  Ohio,  and  vicin- 
ity, by  The  Manchester  Telephone  Company  from  The  Adams 
County  Telephone  Company.    Approved  September  19th,  1912. 

In  final  determination  of  the  following  petition : 

The  applicants  hereto  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
Commission  that  there  are  at  the  present  time  two  telephone  exchanges 
operated  in  the  city  of  Manchester,  Ohio ;  one  owned  and  operated 
by  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company,  and  the  other  owned 
and  operated  by  The  Manchester  Telephone  Company. 

That  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company  is  now  serving 
approximately  25  subscribers  connected  with  its  Manchester  ex- 
change, and  The  Manchester  Telephone  Company  is  serving  approx- 
imately 400  subscribers  connected  with  its  Manchester  exchange. 

That  The  Manchester  Telephone  Company  proposes  to  purchase 
the  property  of  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company  in  Man- 
chester and  vicinity,  and  connect  all  of  the  subscribers  now  connected 
thereto  with  its  system  in  Manchester. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  said  property  of  The  Adams  County  Telephone 
Company  by  said  The  Manchester  Telephone  Company,  at  and  for 
the  price  of  four  hundred  ninety-three  dollars  and  ninety-three  cents 
($493.93),  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Bill  of  Sale,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  hereto  and  marked  "Exhibit  A."

The  Commission  spread  the  following  order: 

The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company  and  The  Manchester 
Telephone  Company,  corporations  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  ninth  day  of  September,  1912,  filed 
with  the  Commission  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  approval 
of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain  telephone  property 
located  in  Manchester,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  by  The  Manchester  Tele- 
phone Company  from  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company,  as 
fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the 
time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday,  Septem- 
ber ioth,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
>t  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said 
day  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day, 
the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition, 
the  evidence  and  exhibits. 
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After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  investi- 
gation as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  no  increase  in  rates  or  diminution  of  service  will  result 
therefrom,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Adams  County  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Manchester  Telephone 
Company  certain  of  its  property  located  in  the  village  of  Manchester, 
Ohio,  and  vicinity,  and  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of  sale  attached  to  the 
petition  herein  and  marked  Exhibit  "A,"  and  made  a  part  hereof  by 
reference;  and  said  The  Manchester  Telephone  Company  hereby  is 
authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed 
sum  of  four  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  and  ninety-three  cents 
($493.93).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
on  and  after  this  date. 


344.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  petition  of  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Com- 
pany and  of  The  Akron  Gas  Company  for  authority  for  the  lat- 
ter company  to  sell  to  the  former  company,  and  for  the  former 
company  to  purchase  from  the  latter  company,  all  its  property 
and  assets. 

The  Commission  has  as  yet  rendered  no  decision  in  the  matter 
presented  by  the  following  petition : 

Now  come  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  and  The  Akron  Gas 
Company,  and  respectfully  state  that  they  are  both  corporations  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  and  are  both  public  utilities,  doing 
business  in  and  adjacent  to  the  city  of  Akron,  Summit  County,  in 
said  state,  and  are  both  furnishing  to  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  the 
same  service  or  product,  to-wit,  natural  gas ; 

That  the  pipes,  mains  and  conduits  of  both  companies  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  said  product  to  said  city  and  its  people  are  laid 
in  the  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  places  of  said  city,  paralleling, 
and  in*  many  instances  duplicating,  said  service. 

Your  petitioners  further  state  that  The  Akron  Gas  Company 
desires  to  sell  its  entire  plant,  property  and  assets  to  said  The  East 
Ohio  Gas  Company,  and  that  said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  de- 
sires to  purchase  the  same. 

Your  petitioner  The  Akron  Gas  Company  therefore  respectfully 
asks  your  honorable  body  for  authority  to  make  such  sale  and  trans- 
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fer,  and  your  petitioner  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  respectfully 
asks  authority  to  make  such  purchase. 

It  is  the  intention  of  your  petitioner  The  Akron  Gas  Company 
wholly  to  retire  from  the  business  of  furnishing  gas,  and  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  your  petitioner  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  to  take  over 
and  perform  the  public  duties  of  said  The  Akron  Gas  Company. 

The  plant,  property  and  assets  of  said  The  Akron  Gas  Company 
are  all  situated  in  and  adjacent  to  the  city  of  Akron,  Ohio,  and  con- 
sist, generally,  of  real  estate,  buildings,  shops,  machinery,  mains,  serv- 
ice pipes,  and  all  other  appliances  necessary  to  the  business  of  furnish- 
ing natural  gas  to  said  city,  together  with  the  franchises,  rights  and 
privileges  conferred  upon  said  company  by  said  city  of  Akron. 

Said  property  is  of  the  fair  value  of 

Said  property,  however,  is  subject  to  incumbrances  by  way  of 
mortgages  and  debenture  bonds  in  an  amount  approximating  eight 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($800,000). 

Said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  proposes  to  pay  for  said 
property  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00),  subject  to  the 
aforesaid  mortgage  and  debenture  indebtedness. 


345.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  petition  of  the  Mohican  Oil  and  Gas 
Company  and  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  for  authority  for 
the  former  company  to  sell  the  latter  company  and  for  the  latter 
company  to  purchase  the  former  company,  all  its  property  and 
assets.    Approved  November  nth,  19 12. 

In  final  determination  of  the  following  petition : 

Now  come  the  Mohican  Oil  and  Gas  Company  and  The  East 
( )hio  Gas  Company,  and  respectfully  state  that  the  Mohican  Oil  and 

<  las  Company  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  that  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  is  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  State  ofvOhio. 

That  the  Mohican  Oil  and  Gas  Company  is  duly  authorized  to 
do  business  in  this  state;  and  that  both  the  petitioning  companies  are

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company 
for  the  consent  and  authority  to  issue  and  dispose  of  $5,000,000.00 
first  mortgage  thirty-year  five  per  cent,  sinking  fund  gold  bonds.

sions and  new  construction  in  other  parts  of  its  system,  made  neces- 
sary by  the  growth  of  its  business,  and  fifth,  the  reimbursement  ol 
said  company  for  funds  expended  from  income  in  the  construction 
of  new  extensions,  additions  and  betterments  and  the  acquisition  of

having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further 
consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on 
this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and 
exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  investiga- 
tion as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appear- 
ing that  the  money  to  be  secured  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  to  be 
expended  in  the  payment  and  discharge  of  the  lawful  obligations  of 
Baid  company,  and  the  reimbursement  of  said  company  for  moneys 
expended  from  income  in  the  payment  and  discharge  of  lawful  obli- 
gations, the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition, 
iti  so  far  as  it  seeks  its  consent  and  authority  for  the  issue  and  sale 
of  said  bonds,  should  be  granted.    It  is  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  be,  and  it  here- 
by is  authorized  fo  issue  its  first  mortgage  thirty-year  five  per  cent. 
sinking  fund  gold  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  five  million  dollars,  and 
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that  said  bonds  be  sold  for  the  best  price  obtainable  and  at  not  less 
than  ninety-five  percentum  of  the  par  value  thereof,  it  being  the  opin- 
ion and  finding  of  the  Commission  that  the  money  to  be  secured  from 
the  sale  of  said  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper  purposes 
of  said  corporation.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  its  said  first 
mortgage  thirty-year  five  per  cent,  sinking  fund  gold  bonds  be  devoted 
by  said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  to  and  used  for  the  following 
purposes,  and* no  other,  to-wit: 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  of  the  par  value  of 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  devoted  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  price  of  the  property  and  assets  of  the  Mohican 
Oil  and  Gas  Company;  a  statement  setting  forth,  in  detail,  the  prop- 
erty and  assets  to  be  so  purchased  being  attached  to  said  petition, 
marked  Exhibit  No.  i,  and  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one 
million  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  devoted  to  the  construc- 
tion of  an  additional  pipe  line  from  the  natural  gas  fields  to  the  city  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  the  acquisition  of  rights-of-way  therefor,  and  the 
procuring  of  all  requisite  appliances  and  equipment  incident  thereto. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one 
million  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  devoted  to  the  construc- 
tion of  new  extensions  and  the  enlargement  of  the  gas  plant  and 
equipment  of  said  company  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  for 
extensions  and  new  construction  in  other  parts  of  its  system,  made 
necessary  by  the  growth  of  its  business. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  of  the  par  value  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  devoted  to  the  reimbursement  of 
said  company  for  funds  by  it  expended  from  income  for  the  construc- 
tion of  extensions,  additions  and  betterments  and  the  acquisition  of 
property,  since  the  first  day  of  March,  1910,  as  fully  set  out  in  an  ex- 
hibit attached  to  said  petition,  marked  Exhibit  No.  4,  and  made  a 
part  hereof  by  reference.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  make  verified  re- 
port to  the  Commission,  as  follows:  Upon  the  issue  and  sale  of  said 
bonds,  or  any  part  there  of,the  fact  of  such  sale,  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  sale  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom,  which  shall  be  the  best 
price  obtainable  and  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ninety-five  percentum 
of  the  par  value  thereof ;  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  every  period  of 
six  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  the  disposition  and  use  made 
of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  setting  forth  in  full  de- 
tail the  purposes  to  which  said  proceeds  have  been  devoted ;  such  re- 
ports to  be. made  until  all  of  said  first  mortgage  thirty-year  five  per 
cent,  sinking  fund  gold  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  issued  and 
disposed  of  and  all  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof  expended  pur- 
suant to  the  terms  of  this  order. 
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347.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Northwestern  Ohio 
Railway  and  Power  Company  and  The  Port  Clinton'  Electric. 
Light  and  Power  Company  for  authority  to  purchase  and  selK( 
property.    Approved  October  24th,  191 2. 

In  disposing  of  the  matter  presented  to  it  by  the  filing  of  the  fol- 
lowing joint  petition : 

'The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company  has  made 
application  for  leave  to  issue  bonds,  among  other  purposes,  to  acquire 
the  property  of  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company, 
which,  it  has  been  advised,  was  a  sufficient  application  for  leave  to 
purchase  the  property  of  the  latter  named  company,  but,  to  avoid  any 
question  as  to  its  sufficiency  it  now  makes  application  for  leave  to 
purchase  said  plant,  at  and  for  the  price  named  in  its  application  for 
leave  to  issue  bonds  therefor. 

"The  undersigned,  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company,  hereby  petitions  your  Commission  for  your  consent  and  ap- 
provel  for  authority  for  the  said  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  to  sell  its  plant  to  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway 
and  Power  Company,  it  being  for  the  best  interests  of  this  company, 
in  the  opinion  of  its  stockholders,  to  make  such  sale.

The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company  and  The 
Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  corporations  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  September,  1912,  filed  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain  property  from 
said  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  by  said 
The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company,  as  fully  set 
out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  submitted  herein,  and  the  time  for 
hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Monday,  October  7th,  1912, 
at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing 
having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and  the  further 
consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same  came  on 
this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evidence  and 
exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examining 
the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  investiga- 
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tion  as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it  appearing 
that  the  service  furnished  the  public  will  be  improved  thereby,  that 
the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and 
just  charge,  and  that  no  diminution  in  service  will  result  therefrom, 
the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should  be 
granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Port  Clinton  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  North- 
western Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company,  all  of  its  property,  except 
the  real  estate  upon  which  its  plant  is  located,  as  fully  set  out  in  an 
inventory  presented,  offered  and  introduced  in  testimony  on  the  hear- 
ing of  said  matter,  marked  Exhibit  "A,"  and  made  a  part  hereof  by 
reference ;  and  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Com- 
pany hereby  is.  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  there- 
for the  agreed  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($30,000.00).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power 
Company  file,  forthwith,  with  the  Commission  schedules  of  reasonable 
rates  for  electrical  service  in  the  village  of  Port  Clinton,  Ohio,  and 
territory  adjacent  thereto  now  served  by  said  The  Port  Clinton  Elec- 
tric Light  and  Power  Company.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
after  such  schedule,  or  schedules,  of  reasonable  rates  have  been  filed 
by  said  The  Northwestern  Ohio  Railway  and  Power  Company  with 
and  approved  by  this  Commission,  and  not  prior  thereto. 


348.    The    Tribune    Company,    Complainant,   versus   The    Coshocton 
Light  and  Heating  Company,  Defendants. 

The  issues  raised  herein  by  the  following  pleadings : 

As  a  part  of  each  complaint  herein,  complaintant  says  : 
That  complainant  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  that  it  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  pub- 
lishing a  daily  newspaper  at  Coshocton,  Ohio ;  that  it  now  owns  and 
operates  and  has  since  the  first  day  of  September,  1909,  continuously 
owned  and  operated  a  newspaper  plant  at  Coshocton,  Ohio,  for  the 
purpose  of  publishing  said  daily  newspaper. 

Complainant  further  says,  defendant  is  a  corporation  duly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  owns  and 
operates  an  electric  lighting  and  hot  water  heating  plant  at  Coshocton. 
Ohio,  where  it  is  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  electricity  to 
the  inhabitants  for  lighting,  heating  and  power  purposes,  and  in  light- 
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ing  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  in  supplying  hot  water  to  the  inhab- 
itants thereof  through  pipes  and  tubing  for  heating  purposes. 

Complainant  further  says,  that  to  aid  defendant  in  carrying  out 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  created,  defendant  is  authorized  by  law 
to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  to  erect  poles  and  wires  along 
public  highway  within  the  limits  of  said  the  city  of  Coshocton;  that 
defendant  is  now,  and  has  for  many  years,  used  and  occupied  the 
streets,  alleys  and  public  highways  within  the  limits  of  said  city  of 
Coshocton  by  placing  the  poles,  wires  and  pipes  therein  by  means  of 
which  it  serves  its  customers. 

FIRST  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  first  complaint  complainant  further  says :  That  The  Age 
Publishing  Company  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Ohio ;  that  said  Age  Publishing  Company  is  engaged 
in  the  business  of  publishing  a  daily  newspaper  at  Coshocton,  Ohio; 
that  it  owns  and  operates  and  has  since  the  first  day  of  July,  1905, 
continuously  owned  and  operated  a  newspaper  plant  at  Coshocton, 
Ohio,  for  the  purpose  of  publishing  said  daily  newspaper;  that  the 
electrical  equipment  for  lighting  said  plant  and  driving  the  machinery 
thereof,  is  now,  and  has  been  since  July  1st,  1905,  substantially  the 
same  as  that  of  the  newspaper  plant  operated  by  plaintiff  since  Sep- 
tember 1st,  1909;  that  the  electrical  equipment  for  lighting  each  of 
said  plants  and  driving  the  machinery  thereof,  has  been  used  and  oper- 
ated substantially  the  same  number  of  hours  per  day,  under  the  same, 
or  substantially  the  same  circumstances  and  conditions. 

Complainant  further  says,  that  defendant  is  now,  and  has,  since 
the  first  day  of  July,  1905,  supplied  electricity  to  The  Age  Publishing 
Company  for  lighting  its  aforesaid  newspaper  plant  and  driving  the 
machinery  thereof,  and  has  charged,  and  is  now  charging  said  com- 
pany therefor  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour;  that  defendant 
is  now,  and  has,  since  the  first  day  of  September,  1909,  supplied  elec- 
tricity to  complainant  for  the  same  purposes  under  the  same,  or  sub- 
stantially the  same  circumstances  and  conditions;  and  is  now,  and  has, 
since  September  1st,  1909,  knowingly  and  maliciously  charged  com- 
plainant therefor  at  the  higher  rate  of  10  cents  per  kilowatt  hour; 
bills  subject  to  a  discount  if  paid  in  ten  days  as  follows:  Bills  from 
$1.00  to  $5.00,  5%  off;  from  $5.00  to  $10.00,  10%  off;  from  $10.00  to 
$15.00,  15%  off;  from  $15.00  to  $20.00,  20%  off;  from  $20.00  to  $30.00 
25%  off.     All  above  $30.00.  33  1-3%  off. 

Wherefore,  complainant  says  defendant  has  knowingly  and  ma- 
liciously demanded,  collected  and  received  from  complainant,  and  is 
now  demanding,  collecting  and  receiving  from  complainant,  a  greater 
compensation  for  the  service  rendered  plaintiff  than  it  is  now  demand- 
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ing,  collecting  and  receiving,  and  has  demanded,  collected,  and  re- 
ceived from  The  Age  Publishing  Company,  for  doing  a  like  and  con- 
temporaneous service  under  the  same,  and  substantially  the  same  cir- 
cumstances and  conditions,  to  the  injury  and  damage  of  said  com- 
plainant. 

SECOND  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  second  complaint,  the  complainant  further  says : 
That  J.  L.  McDowell,  F.  E.  Pomerene,  R.  F.  Timmons,  J.  R. 
Stewart,  G.  W.  Cassingham,  C.  F.  Gosser,  W.  M.  Gosser,  L.  B.  Ban- 
croft and  J.  D.  Severns  are  persons  residing  in  the  city  of  Coshocton, 
Ohio,  and  owning  and  renting  homes  or  offices  there;  that  said  per- 
sons are  not  officers  or  employes  of  defendant  or  engaged  in  any  char- 
itable work  or  enterprise,  that  defendant  is  now,  and  has  since  the  first 
day  of  September,  1909,  supplied  electricity  to  the  said  persons  for  the 
purpose  of  lighting  their  said  offices  and  residences  in  said  city  of 
Coshocton,  and  has  made  no  charge  therefor.  That  defendant  is  now, 
and  has,  since  the  first  day  of  September,  1909,  supplied  electricity  to 
complainant  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  its  newspaper  plant,  and  is 
now  and  has  since  September  1st,  1909,  knowingly  and  maliciously 
charged  the  complainant  therefor  at  the  rate  of  10  cents  per  kilowatt 
hour;  combined  power  and  lighting  bills  "subject  to  a  discount  if  paid 
in  ten  days  as  follows":  Bills  from  $1.00  to  $5.00,  5%  off;  from  $5.00 
to  $10.00,  10%  off;  from  $10.00  to  $15.00,  15%  off;  from  $15.00  to  $20.00, 
20%  off;  from  $20.00  to  $30.00,  25%  off.  All  above  $30.00,  33  1-3%  off. 
Complainant  further  says  that  the  electrical  equipment  for  light- 
ing its  newspaper  plant  is  of  the  same  and  greater  capacity,  and  in  use 
the  same  and  a  greater  number  of  hours  per  day  than  the  electrical 
equipment  in  the  residences  and  offices  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  men- 
tioned persons ;  wherefore  complainant  says  defendant  is  now  know- 
ingly and  maliciously  demanding,  collecting  and  receiving,  and  has, 
knowingly  and  maliciously  demanded,  collected  and  received,  a  greater 
compensation  from  complainant  than  it  is  now,  and  has,  demanded, 
collected  and  received  from  the  aforementioned  persons  for  doing  a 
like  and  contemporaneous  service  under  the  same  and  less  favorable 
and  more  exacting  conditions  and  circumstances,  to  the  injury  and 
damage  of  said  complainant. 

THIRD  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  third  complaint,  complainant  says  that  it  repeats  each 
and  every  allegation  in  its  first  cause  of  complaint  and  makes  them  a 
part  hereof,  and  further  says  that  defendant  has  knowingly  and  ma- 
liciously made  and  given  and  is  now  so  making  and  giving  an  undue 
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and  unreasonable  preference  and  advantage  over  complainant  to  the 
said  Age  Publishing  Company,  and  has  knowingly  and  maliciously 
subjected  and  is  now  so  subjecting  complainant  to  an  undue  and  un- 
reasonable prejudice  and  disadvantage  with  respect  to  said  Age  Pub- 
lishing Company,  to  the  injury  and  damage  of  said  complainant. 

FOURTH  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  fourth  complaint  complainant  says  it  repeats  each  and 
every  allegation  in  its  second  cause  of  complaint  and  makes  the  same 
a  part  hereof,  and  further  says  defendant  has  knowingly  and'  ma- 
liciously made  and  given,  and  is  now  knowingly  and  maliciously  mak- 
ing and  giving  an  undue  and  unreasonable  preference  and  advantage 
over  complainant  to  said  persons  hereinbefore  named,  and  has  know- 
ingly and  maliciously  subjected,  and  is  now  knowingly  and  maliciously 
subjecting  complainant  to  an  undue  and  unreasonable  prejudice  and 
disadvantage  with  respect  to  said  persons,  to  the  injury  and  damage 
of  said  complainant. 

FIFTH  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  fifth  complaint,  complainant  says  that  it  repeats  each  and 
every  allegation  in  its  first  cause  of  complaint  and  makes  the  same  a 
part  hereof,  and  further  says  that  on  or  about  the  28th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 191 1,  the  defendant  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio,  as  required  by  law,  a  schedule  of  its  rates  then  in  force  and 
effect;  that  said  schedule  of  said  defendant,  so  filed,  includes  and 
specifies  the  rate  charged  The  Age  Publishing  Company,  and  that  said 
schedule  and  said  rate  are  still  in  full  force  and  effect;  wherefore  com- 
plainant says  defendant  has  knowingly  and  maliciously  extended,  and 
is  now  knowingly  and  maliciously  extending  to  said  Age  Publish- 
ing Company  a  rule,  regulation,  privilege  or  facility  specified  in  saic' 
schedule,  which  it  has  not  extended  and  is  not  extending  to  com 
plainant  under  like  circumstances,  for  the  like,  or  substantially  similar 
service,  to  the  injury  and  damage  of  said  complainant. 

SIXTH  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  "Sixth  complaint,  complainant  says  that  it  repeats  eacl 
and  every  allegation  in  its  second  cause  of  complaint  and  makes  th< 
same  a  part  hereof,  and  further  says,  that  on  or  about  the  28th  da) 
of  September,  191 1,  defendant  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Com 
mission  of  Ohio,  as  required  by  law,  a  schedule  of  its  rates  then  in 
force  and  effect;  that  said  schedule  of  said  defendant,  so  filed,  includes 
and  specifies  the  absence  of  a  charge  in  the  case  of  each  and  every 
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natural  person  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  that  said  schedule  and 
said  absence  of  a  charge  are  still  in  full  force  and  effect;  wherefore 
complainant  says  that  said  defendant  has  knowingly  and  maliciously 
extended  and  is  now  so  extending  to  said  persons,  a  rule,  regulation, 
privilege,  or  facility  specified  in  said  schedule,  which  it  is  not  now  ex- 
tending and  has  not  extended  to  complainant  under  the  same  and 
more  favorable  and  less  exacting  circumstances,  for  the  like,  or  sub- 
stantially similar  service,  to  the  injury  and  damage  of  said  complainant. 

SEVENTH  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  seventh  complaint,  the  complainant  says,  that  defendant 
is  now,  and  has,  since  the  first  day  of  September,  1909,  supplied  elec- 
tricity to  plaintiff  for  lighting  its  aforesaid  newspaper  plant  and  driv- 
ing the  machinery  thereof;  that  on  or  about  the  28th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 191 1,  the  defendant  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio,  as  required  by  law,  a  schedule  of  its  rates,  rentals,  tolls  and 
charges  then  in  force  and  effect.  That  said  schedule  includes  and 
specifies  the  rate  or  charge  then  in  force  and  effect  and  applied  by 
defendant  to  the  service  rendered  complainant.  That  said  schedule 
and  said  rate  or  charge  included  and  specified  therein  has  ever  since 
remained  in  full  force  and  effect;  that  on  or  about  the  5th  day  of 
October,  191 1,  and  on  or  about  the  5th  day  of  December,  191 1,  said 
defendant  knowingly  and  maliciously  demanded,  received  and  col- 
lected from  complainant  the  sums  of  $34.73  and  $40.28  respectively, 
for  serving  complainant  under  said  schedule  and  at  said  rate  during 
the  months  of  September  and  November,  respectively;  that,  for  said 
service  during  said  months,  defendant  was  only  entitled  under  said 
schedule  and  rate  to  demand,  receive,  and  collect  from  plaintiff  the 
sums  of  $30.87  and  $35.60,  respectively;  wherefore  complainant  says 
defendant  has  knowingly  and  maliciously  charged,  demanded,  and 
collected  a  different  rate,'  rental,  toll  or  charge  for  the  service  so  ren- 
dered complainant,  than  that  applicable  to  such  service  as  specified  in 
defendant's  schedule  filed  with  the  Commission  and  in  effect  at  the 
time,  to  the  injury  and  damage  of  said  complainant. 

EIGHTH  COMPLAINT. 

For  its  eighth  complaint,  complainant  further  says  that  R.  C. 
Snyder  is  the  managing  editor  of  the  daily  newspaper  heretofore  re- 
ferred to,  published  by  The  Age  Publishing  Company.  That  said  R. 
C.  Snyder  owns  or  rents  a  residence  in  Coshocton,  Ohio ;  that  defend- 
ant is  now,  and  has  for  many  years,  supplied  said  R.  C.  Snyder  with 
electricity  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  said  residence,  and  hot  water 
for  the  purpose  of  heating  the  same,  and  has  knowingly  made  no 
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charge  therefor.  That  on  or  about  September  28th,  191 1,  defendant 
filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  as  required  by 
law,  a  schedule  of  its  rates,  rentals,  tolls  and  charges  then  in  force 
and  effect.  That  said  schedule  includes  and  specifies  the  rate  and 
charge  then  and  now  in  force  and  effect,  applicable  to  the  aforemen- 
tioned service  rendered  by  defendant  to  said  R.  C.  Snyder ;  wherefore, 
complainant  says  defendant  has  directly  and  indirectly  remitted  and 
refunded  to  said  R.  C.  Snyder  a  rate  or  charge  specified  in  said 
schedule  of  defendant  and  applicable  thereunder  to  said  service  ren- 
dered said  R.  C.  Snyder. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  Coshocton  Light 
and  Heating  Company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and 
that  after  due  hearing  and  investigation  the  Commission  fix  and  de- 
termine a  just  and  reasonable  rate  to  be  hereafter  charged  the  com- 
plainant herein  by  said  public  utility  for  the  service  rendered  com- 
plainant as  herein  specified,  and  order  the  same  to  be  substituted  for. 
any  other  rate  charged  and  demanded  therefor.  Complainant  further 
prays  that  said  public  utility  be  ordered  and  commanded  by  the  Com- 
mission to  cease  and  desist  from  any  and  all  violations  of  the  law 
herein  complained  of;  and  for  such  other  and  further  order  as  the 
Commission  may  deem  necessary  and  just  in  the  premises. 

and  the  answer  of  The  Coshocton  Light  and  Heating  Company,  which 
reads : 

Your  respondent  for  answer  to  the  complaint  heretofore  made 
to  your  Honorable  Commission  in  the  above  matter,  says : 

It  admits  the  statements  of  the  complaint  as  to  the  corporate 
capacity  and  business  of  the  complainant ;  the  corporation  capacity 
and  business  of  the  respondent,  and  that  said  respondent  exercises 
the  right  averred,  excepting  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  in  the  city 
of  Coshocton,  Ohio. 

ANSWER  TO  FIRST  COMPLAINT. 

It  admits  that  The  Age  Publishing  Company  is  an  Ohio  cor- 
poration owning  and  operating  a  newspaper  plant  at  Coshocton,,  Ohio; 
that  it  furnishes  and  has  furnished  a  newspaper  plant  at  Coshocton, 
Ohio;  that  it  furnishes  and  has  furnished  said  publishing  company 
with  electric  current  for  lighting  and  power  purposes,  since  the  first 
day  of  July,  1905;  that  it  furnishes  and  has  furnished  said  complainant 
with  electric  current  for  lighting  and  power  purposes  since  about  the 
first  day  of  September,  1909. 

Respondent  denies  that  the  electrical  equipment  of  said  two 
companies  are  the  same.    It  avers  that  the  lighting  equipment  is  sub- 
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stantially  the  same,  but  the  power  equipment  of  The  Age  Publishing 
Company  is  larger  than  the  power  equipment  of  the  complainant  in 
this  to-wit :  That  The  Age  Publishing  Company  has  three  motors : 
One  10  H.  P.  motor,  one  3  H.  P.  motor,  and  one  1  H.  P.  motor,  while 
the  complainant  has  one  10  H.  P.  motor  and  one  a/2  H.  P.  motor. 

Respondent  denies  that  the  electrical  equipment  for  lighting  each 
of  said  plants  and  driving  the  machinery  thereof  has  been  used  and 
operated  under  the  same  or  substantially  the  same  circumstances  and 
conditions;  and  avers  that  ever  since  the  act  of  May  31st,  1911,  took 
effect,  to-wit,  from  and  after  June  30th,  191 1,  and  for  a  long  time  prior 
thereto,  said  complainant  used  its  electric  energy  for  the  most  part 
from  about  the  hours  of  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  until  the  hour  of 
3  o'clock  in  the  morning;  while  said  The  Age  Publishing  Company 
uses  its  electric  energy  during  the  daytime  and  from  about  the  hour 
of  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  about  the  hour  of  5  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

Respondent  avers  that  it  has  charged  complainant  for  said  service 
the  rate  of  6  2-3  cents  net,  and  no  more ;  that  said  rate  of  6  2-3  cents 
is  in  fact  a  lower  rate  than  it  is  authorized  to  charge  by  the  ordinance 
passed  by  the  council  of  said  city  of  Coshocton  on  the  27th  day  of 
April,  1909,  entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing  a  contract  and  estab- 
lishing the  price  and  terms  upon  which  The  Coshocton  Light  and 
Heating  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  furnish  electric 
light  to  the  city  of  Coshocton,  Ohio,  to  light  the  streets,  avenues, 
alleys  and  public  places,  and  to  the  citizens  of  said  city  for  a  term  of 
ten  (10)  years;  also  the  rate  that  shall  be  charged  for  said  period  by 
said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  electric  current  used  for 
power  purposes,"  and  which  ordinance  was  duly  accepted  in  writing 
by  said  company,  published  as  provided  by  law,  and  is  now  and  ever 
since  its  passing  has  been  in  effect.  Said  ordinance  was  in  force  at 
•the  time  said  act  of  May  31,  191 1,  took  effect,  and  is  the  ordinance 
under  which  said  company  is  operating  in  said  city.  A  copy  of  said 
ordinance  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  A,"  and  by  reference 
is  made  a  part  of  this  answer. 

Respondent  admits  that  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1906,  until 
the  first  day  of  August,  1912,  it  charged  said  The  Age  Publishing 
Company  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  per  K.  W.  H. ;  and  avers  that  said 
rate  was  made  under  a  verbal  contract  or  agreement  entered  into  be- 
tween your  respondent  and  said  The  Age  Publishing  Company  in 
March,  1906;  that  at  said  time  your  respondent  had  few  power  con- 
sumers in  said  city,  and  was  endeavoring  to  extend  and  build  up  its 
power  business,  and  in  order  to  secure  and  retain  the  business  of  said 
The  Age  Publishing  Company  it  made  said  agreement  to  furnish 
electric  current  at  said  rate ;  and  that  in  view  of  said  publishing  com- 
pany using  its  current  during  the  daytime  and  between  the  hours  of 
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7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  at  a  time  when  said  current 
was  not  required  for  lighting  purposes,  said  agreement  was  a  just  and 
advantageous  one  for  respondent  to  make.  Said  contract  was  in  exis- 
tence at  the  time  the  act  of  May  31,  191 1,  took  effect  and  continued 
until  the  month  of  August,  1912,  when  by  agreement  of  both  parties 
said  contract  was  terminated  and  a  rate  made  identical  with  that 
charged  complainant ;  that  said  rate  of  6  2-3  cents  net  was  charged  for 
the  month  of  August,  1912,  and  was  in  effect  at  the  time  said  com- 
plaint was  filed,  as  complainant  and  its  attorney  well  knew,  and  is 
now  in  effect. 

Your  respondent  filed  its  schedule  with  your  Commission  as 
required  by  law,  showing  thereon  said  agreement  with  The  Age  Pub- 
lishing Company,  and  has  duly  complied  with  each  and  every  pro- 
vision of  the  law  relating  thereto. 

Your  respondent  further  says  that  it  is  not  true  that  it  has  know- 
ingly and  maliciously  demanded,  collected  and  received  from  com- 
plainant, and  is  not  so  demanding,  collecting  and  receiving  from  com- 
plainant a  greater  compensation  for  service  rendered  than  it  has  de- 
manded, collected  and  received  from  The  Age  Publishing  Company 
for  doing  a  like  and  contemporaneous  service  under  the  same,  and 
substantially  the  same  circumstances  and  conditions,  to  the  injury  and 
damage  of  complainant. 

ANSWER  TO  SECOND  COMPLAINT. 

Your  respondent  admits  that  J.  L.  McDowell,  F.  E.  Pomerene, 
R'.  F.  Timmons,  J.  R.  Stewart,  C.  W.  Cassingham,  C.  F.  Gosser,  W. 
M.  Gosser,  L.  B.  Bancroft,  J.  D.  Severns*,  are  persons  residing  in 
the  city  of  Coshocton,  Ohio,  some  of  whom  own  and  others  rent  homes 
or  offices  there.  And  that  J.  L.  McDowell,  R.  F.  Timmons,  J.  R. 
Stewart,  C.  W.  Cassingham,  C.  F.  Gosser,  W.  M.  Gosser,  L.  B.  Ban- 
croft and  J.  D.  Severns  are  not  now  officers  or  employes  of  said  re- 
spondent; that  it  has  charged  complainant  for  current  used  for  light- 
ing and  power  combined  at  the  rate  of  6  2-3  cents  per  K.  W.  H.,  and 
avers  that  it  has  not  since  said  act  of  May  31,  191 1,  took  effect,  charged 
complainant  more  than  said  rate,  which  is  a  lower  rate  than  it  is 
authorized  to  charge  by  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  council  of  said 
city  of  Coshocton,  April  27,  1909,  entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing 
a  contract  with  and  establishing  the  price  and  terms  upon  which  The 
Coshocton  Light  and  Heating  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  furnish  electric  light  to  the  city  of  Coshocton,  Ohio,  to  light  the 
streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  public  places,  and  to  the  citizens  of  said 
city,  for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years;  also  the  rate  that  shall  be  charged 
for  said  period  by  said  company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  elec- 
tric current  used  for  power  purposes,"  and  which  ordinance  was  duly 
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accepted  in  writing  by  said  company,  published  as  provided  by  law, 
and  is  now  and  ever  since  its  passage  has  been  in  effect.  Said  ordi- 
nance was  in  force  at  the  time  said  act  of  May  31,  191 1,  took  effect, 
and  is  the  ordinance  under  which  said  company  is  operating  in  said 
city.  A  copy  of  said  ordinance  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit 
A,"  and  by  reference  is  made  a  part  of  this  answer. 

Your  respondent  further  says  :  That  said  Joseph  L.  McDowell 
is  charged  for  all  electric  current  used  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  light- 
ing his  said  office  at  the  schedule  rate  filed  with  the  Commission,  and 
that  said  McDowell  is  not  a  customer  of  your  respondent  for  lighting 
his  residence. 

That  said  F.  E.  Pomerene  is  now,  and  ever  since  the  organization 
of  the  company  in  August,  1902,  has  been  the  regular  counsel  and 
attorney  for  said  respondent;  that  he  is  charged  and  has  paid  monthly 
for  all  electric  current  used  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  his  home 
at  the  schedule  rate  filed  with  the  Commission ;  and  that  for  all  elec- 
tric current  used  by  him  for  the(  purpose  of  lighting  his  office  he  has 
paid  by  legal  services  performed  by  him  in  accordance  with  a  certain 
contract  entered  into  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  December,  1905, 
whereby  it  was  agreed  between  said  F.  E.  Pomerene  and  respondent 
that  said  current  for  said  office  was  to  be  furnished  as  part  payment 
for  keeping  of  corporate  minutes,  writing  contracts,  notary  work  and 
minor  matters. 

Your  respondent  further  says  that  in  the  month  of  August,  191 2, 
this  agreement  was  terminated  by  mutual  consent,  and  that  beginning 
with  said  month  of  August  the  services  rendered  by  said  F.  E.  Pom- 
erene will  be  paid  entirely  in  cash. 

That  for  several  years  prior  to  February  1,  1912,  and  until  said 
date,  said  R.  F.  Timmons  was  a  director  of  said  The  Coshocton  Light 
and  Heating  Company,  and  said  J.  D.  Severns  was  a  director  and  the 
secretary  of  said  company,  and  as  such  officers  each  devoted  consid- 
erable time,  assumed  responsibilities  and  rendered  valuable  services 
to  said  company  without  compensation  other  than  the  electric  current 
furnished  them  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  their  respective  homes  and 
no  meters  had  been  placed  therein.  That  on  or  about  the  first  day  of 
February,  1912,  when  the  controlling  interest  in  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany passed  into  new  hands,  said  R.  F.  TimmJons  and  J.  D.  Severns 
were  succeeded  on  said  Board  of  Directors,  and  said  J.  D.  Severns 
was  succeeded  as  secretary  of  said  company  by  the  nominees  of  said 
new  owners.  At  said  time  no  change  was  made  in  the  installation 
of  said  homes  and  no  meters  placed  therein  until  the  month  of  August, 
1912,  when  meters  were  installed  and  said  Timmons  and  Severns 
placed  upon  a  meter  basis  and  charged  for  said  electric  current  used 
by  them  and  each  of  them  at  the  schedule  rate  on  file  with  your  Com- 
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mission ;  and  that  said  change  had  been  made  before  the  time  said 
complaint  was  filed,  as  complainant  and  its  attorneys  well  knew. 

That  on  or  about  the  month  of  August,  1902,  your  respondent 
purchased  all  of  the  property  and  assets  of  The  Merchants  Electric 
Light  and  Power  Company  stock,  and  in  the  agreement  at  that  time 
made  and  as  part  consideration  of  said  saje  it  was  agreed  that  the  said 
Charles  F.  Gosser,  W.  M.  Gosser  and  G.  W.  Cassingham  would  be 
furnished  current  for  lighting  their  homes,  without  charge ;  that  in  pur- 
suance of  said  contract  said  current  was  furnished  said  parties  until 
the  month  of  August,  1912,  when  said  arrangement  was  terminated  by 
mutual  consent,  and  said  three  parties  were  placed  upon  a  meter 
basis,  and  were  for  said  month  of  August,  and  now  are,  charged  at 
the  regular  schedule  rate. 

Your  respondent  further  says  that  several  years  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  July,  191 1,  it  had  furnished  electric  current  to  J.  R.  Stewart 
and  L.  B.  Bancroft,  without  making  charge  therefor;  that  said  ar- 
rangement was  not  changed  until  the  month  of  August,  1912,  when 
meters  were  installed  in  said  homes  and  said  parties  were  placed  upon 
a  meter  basis  and  charged  for  electric  current  at  the  regular  schedule 
rate. 

And  your  respondent  further  says  that  all  of  said  agreements 
embraced  in  this  complaint,  were  duly  and  fully  stated  on  its  schedule 
heretofore  filed  with  this  Commission. 

Your  respondent  denies  that  it  is  now  knowingly,  and  maliciously 
demanding,  collecting,  receiving,  and  has  knowingly  and  maliciously 
demanded,  collected  and  received  a  greater  compensation  from  com- 
plainant than  it  now  and  has  demanded,  collected  and  received  from 
the  persons  mentioned  in  the  second  complaint  for  doing  a  like  and 
contemporaneous  service  under  the  same,  or  less  favorable  and  more 
exacting  conditions  and  circumstances,  to  the  injury  and  damage  of 
said  complainant. 

ANSWER  TO  THIRD  COMPLAINT. 

Your  respondent  here  repeats  each  and  every  admission  and 
averment  in  its  answers  to  the  first  complaint,  makes  them  a  part  here- 
of, and  denies  each  and  every  other  averment  of  said  third  complaint. 

ANSWER  TO  FOURTH  COMPLAINT. 

Your  respondent  here  repeats  each  and  every  admission  and 
averment  in  its  answer  to  the  second  complaint,  makes  them  a  part 
hereof,  and  denies  each  and  every  other  averment  of  said  fourth  com- 
plaint. 
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ANSWER  TO  FIFTH  COMPLAINT. 

Your  respondent  here  repeats  each  and  every  admission  and 
averment  in  its  answer  to  the  first  complaint  and  makes  the  same  a 
part  hereof,  and  further  admits  the  filing  of  the  schedule  of  rates  with 
the  Public  Service  Commission  as  required  by  law,  and  that  said 
schedule  and  said  rate  are  still  in  full  force  and  effect,  and  denies  each 
and  every  other  averment  of  said  fifth  complaint. 

ANSWER  TO  SIXTH  COMPLAINT. 

Your  respondent  here  repeats  each  and  every  admission  and  aver- 
ment in  its  answer  to  the  second  complaint,  and  makes  the  same  a 
part  hereof;  also  admits  filing  with  the  Public  Service  Commission, 
as  required  by  law,  the  schedule  of  its  rates  then  in  force  and  effect, 
and  denies  each  and  every  other  averment  of  said  sixth  complaint. 

ANSWER  TO  SEVENTH  COMPLAINT. 

Your  respondent  admits  the  supplying  of  electricity  to  complain- 
ant, the  filing  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  a  schedule  of  its  rates  and  charges,  and  that  said 
schedule  and  rate  have  remained  in  full  force  and  effect,  and  denies 
each  and  every  other  averment  of  said  seventh  complaint. 

Your  respondent  further  says  that  on  the  5th  day  of  October, 
191 1,  it  did  not  demand,  and  complainant  did  not  pay,  the  sum  of 
$34.73  for  electric  current,  and  on  the  5th  day  of  December,  191 1, 
respondent  did  not  demand  and  complainant  did  not  pay  the  sum  of 
$40.28  as  averred  in  said  complaint.  Your  respondent  further  says 
that  it  has  checked  up  all  payments  made  by  complainant  and  finds 
that  there  were  two  clerical  errors  as  follows:  On  November  6,  191 1, 
complainant  paid  the  sum  of  $34.73  for  current  consumed  in  the  month 
of  October,  191 1;  and  on  January  27th,  1912,  complainant  paid  $40.28 
for  current  consumed  in  the  month  of  November,  191 1 ;  that  bills  are 
separately  rendered  for  lighting  and  power  purposes,  and  that  by  mis- 
take a  discount  was  figured  at  25%  instead  of  33  1-3%,  so  that  there 
should  have  been  paid  on  November  6,  191 1,  the  sum  of  $30.87,  and 
not  later  than  December  10,  191 1,  $35.81;  but  that  said  bill  was  not 
paid  until  January  27;  1912,  when  the  sum  of  $40.28  was  paid.  Your 
respondent  further  says  that  said  errors  were  solely  clerical  and  that 
i't  is  ready  and  willing  to  correct  the  same,  or  to  correct  any  errors 
that  it  has  made  with  this  complainant  or  with  any  other  of  its  cus- 
tomers. 
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ANSWER  TO  EIGHTH  COMPLAINT. 

Respondent  admits  that  R.  C.  Snyder  is  the  managing  editor  of 
the  daily  newspaper  referred  to;  that  he  owns  a  residence  in  Coshoc- 
ton, Ohio;  and  that  respondent  is  now,  and  has  for  several  years  sup- 
plied Mr.  R.  C.  Snyder  with  electricity  for  lighting  his  residence  and 
hot  water  for  the  purpose  of  heating  the  same;  that  it  filed  its  schedule 
of  rates  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  required  by  law,  and 
that  said  schedule  includes  and  specified  the  rate  and  charge  then  and 
now  in  force,  and  denies  each  and  every  other  averment  of  said  eighth 
complaint. 

Your  respondent  says  that  it  is  not  true  that  it  has  made  no 
charge  for  said  services,  but  avers  the  fact  to  be  that  said  R.  C.  Sny- 
der has  been  charged  the  regular  rate  for  both  light  and  heat. 

Your  respondent  further  says  that  this  complaint  was  made 
without  occasion,  reason  or  excuse,  and  this  respondent  believes,  ana, 
therefore,  avers,  that  said  complaint  was  the  outgrowth  of  newspaper 
enmity,  and  was  not  made  because  of  any  injury  or  wrong  suffered 
by  complainant,  or  because  of  any  wrongdoing  on  the  part  of  re- 
spondent, but  that  said  charge  and  all  other  charges  of  said  com- 
plainant were  instigated  by  the  attorney  of  complainant  through  his 
feeling  of  malice  and  enmity  towards  some  of  the  officers  and  em- 
ployes of  the  respondent  company. 

Wherefore,  your  respondent  having  fully  answered  each  and 
every  cause  of  complaint  herein  set  forth,  asks  that  said  proceeding 
be  dismissed.

349.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  authority  to  issue  $500,000.00 
additional  capital  stock.    Dismissed  October  24th,  1912. 

On  September  13th,  1912,  the  following  petition  was  submitted 
to  the  Commission : 

The  proponent,  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  repre- 
sents that  it  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  Ohio  as  a 
public  utility  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  sale  and  distribution  of 
natural  and  artificial  gas  and  electricity;  that  it  is  the  lessee  company 
of  The  Cincinnati  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Ohio  by  virtue  of  a  lease  executed  September  I, 
1906.    By  the  terms  of  said  lease  as  contained  in  article  6,  the  lessee 
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company  is  to  deposit  with  trust  companies  securities  of  the  market 
value  of  three  million  dollars,  as  approved  by  the  lessor  company. 
That  the  lessee  company  did  deposit  on  the  31st  day  of  July,  1909, 
with  the  trustees  appointed  under  the  terms  of  the  lease,  bonds  of  the 
Columbia  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  West  Virginia,  of  the  par  value  of  three  million  three 
hundred  thirty-three  thousand  dollars  and  of  the  th'en  market  value 
of  three  million  dollars.  That  said  bonds  so  deposited  as  security 
have  depreciated  in  market  value  and  are  now  held  to  have  a  market 
value  of  less  than  three  million  dollars.  That  The  Cincinnati  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  lease,  had  demanded 
that  the  lessee  make  such  depreciation  good  by  the  deposition  of  cash 
or  additional  securities  and  has  indicated  a-  willingness  to  accept  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  additional  Columbia  bonds  as  such  se- 
curity. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  proposed  lessee  company  is  twenty 
million  dollars,  of  which  ten  million  dollars  is  six  per  cent,  preferred 
stock  and  ten  million  dollars  is  common  stock;  that  there  is  outstand- 
ing of  the  lessee  company  five  million  dollars  preferred  stock  and  ten 
million  dollars  common  stock. 

The  purpose  for  which  said  stock  is  to  be  issued  is  to  obtain 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  face  value  first  mortgage  5  per  cent,  gold 
bonds  of  the  Columbia  Gas  and  Electric  Company  as  authorized  un- 
der and  secured  by  mortgage  of  that  company  to  The  Knickerbocker 
Trust  Company,  of  New  York,  accepting  the  same  at  par,  which  is 
the  value  placed  on  said  bonds  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Union 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  said  Columbia  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
agreeing  to  accept  therefor  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  preferred 
stock  of  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and  The  Union  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  to  deposit  said  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
of  5  per  cent,  gold  bonds  of  the  Columbia  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
with  the  trustees  selected  by  The  Cincinnati  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany to  hold  such  security. 

The  total  assets  of  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  of  date 
June  30th,  1912,  and  as  shown  by  report  filed  with  the  Public  Service 
Commission,  pursuant  to  law,  are  valued  at  $17,194,803.  The  total 
liabilities  of  the  proponent  of  the  same  date  and  as  shown  by  the 
report  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  are  $17,194,803. 

A  copy  of  the  lease  of  The  Cincinnati  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
to  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  hereto  attached  and 
marked  "Exhibit  A,"  and  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  authorizing  the 
increase  of  capital  stock  and  approving  the  purchase  with  the  proceeds 
of  Columbia  Gas  and  Electric  Company's  five  per  cent,  first  mortgage 
gold  bonds  is  hereto  attached  and  marked  "Exhibit  B." 
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Wherefore,  proponent  asks  that  your  honorable  Commission 
issue  an  order  authorizing  the  increase  of  its  capital  stock  so  issued 
be  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Gas  and  Electric  Company  upon  re- 
ceipt by  proponent  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  said  Columbia 
Gas  and  Electric  Company's  first  mortgage  five  per  cent,  gold  bonds. 

This  proceeding  was  closed  with  the  following  order : 

The  Union  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  corporation  organized

made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  the  petitioner  herein  and  The 
Cincinnati  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition, 
and  the  time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Thursday, 
September  19th,  1912,  at  3'  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  said  hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard 
on  said  day,  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day 
to  day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the 
petition,  the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  in- 
vestigation as  it  deemed  necessary  and  proper; 

The  Commission  finds  that  said  The  Union  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  is  seeking  to  issue  said  capital  stock  to  comply  with  the

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

This  case  is  submitted  under  the  provisions  of  sections  579-580 
of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio,  as  amended  May  9th,  1910,  O.  L.,  Vol. 
101,  page  173. 

The  petition,  with  complainant's  affidavits  and  exhibits,  was  filed 
September  19th,  1912;  defendant's  answer  was  filed  October  7th,  1912, 
and  complainant's  reply  was  filed  October  15th,  1912.  Upon  examina- 
tion of  the  pleadings,  the  affidavits  and  exhibits,  the  Commission  finds : 

That  on  September  6th,  191 1,  Detroit,  Toledo  and  Ironton  Rail- 
way Company  car  Number  5471  was  loaded  with  60,600  pounds  of 
coal  at  complainant's  mine  and  billed  from  Jackson,  Ohio,  consigned 
to  C.  C.  Norton's  Sons,  Greenfield,  Ohio ;  that  on  arrival  at  Green- 
field, Ohio,  the  car  was  found  to  contain  but  53,250  pounds  of  coal ;

ence ;  and  said  The  Bremen  Telephone  Company  hereby  is  authorized 
to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Bremen  Telephone  Company  and  the 
said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
authorized  to  form  a  physical  connection  between  their  respective  tele- 
phone plants  and  systems  for  the  exchange  of  service  between  said 
companies,  as  provided  by  law.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  granted  herein  to  said  The  Bremen 
Telephone  Company  and  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company 
to  form  connection  and  interchange  service  may  be  exercised  by  said 
companies  after  the  filing,  with  this  Commission,  of  schedules  of  rea- 
sonable rates  for  said  interchange  service. 

Provided,  there  be  no  diminution  of  the  service  now  afforded  by 
the  said  The  Bremen  Telephone  Company  and  enjoyed  by  its  patrons, 
by  discontinuing  connection,  or  failing  and  refusing  to  exchange  serv- 
ice with  any  other  company  with  which  connection  now  exists  and 
exchange  of  service  is  maintained. 


361.    A.  H.  Dunham,  Complainant,  versus  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company,  Defendant. 

For  his  petition  herein,  the  complainant  says: 

Complainant  and  others,  in  whose  behalf  complainant  files  this 
petition,  are  physicians  engaged  in  the  active  practice  of  their  profes- 
1  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  citizens  of  the  city  of  Dayton, 
St.ite  of  Ohio;  defendant  is  a  public  service  corporation  organized  and 
<l"ing  business  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  with  its  prin- 
cipal office  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  111.,  and  is  engaged  in  the  business 
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of  transmitting  communications  by  telephone,  with  a  branch  of  its 
business,  local  office  and  telephone  exchange  in  the  city  of  Dayton, 
Ohio. 

Complainant  avers  that  heretofore,  to-wit,  prior  to  October  25th, 
191 1,  defendant  furnished  said  complainant,  and  others  in  whose  be- 
half this  petition  is  filed,  with  a  certain  class  of  telephone  service, 
which  service  consisted  of  the  installation  of  a  telephone  in  complain- 
ant's, office  and  a  telephone  in  complainant's  residence,  both  of  which 
telephones  are  connected  at  the  local  exchange  of  defendant,  and 
both  of  which  ring,  by  one  operation,  at  the  exchange,  at  the  same 
time ;  and  known  as  a  "two-party  line."  The  cost  of  this  service  was, 
prior  to  the  date  above  mentioned,  $66.00  per  year,  being  the  usual  and 
ordinary  tariff  on  a  "two-party  line;"  which  cost  was  assessed  upon 
a  basis  of  the  addition  of  the  costs  of  "two-party  line  business"  serv- 
ice ($42.00  per  year)  and  "two-party  line  residence"  service  ($24.00 
per  year). 

Complainant  further  avers  that  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  said  Octo- 
ber 25th,  191 1,  the  total  cost  of  said  same  service  to  complainant,  and 
others  in  whose  behalf  he  files  this  petition,  was  arbitrarily  and  un- 
lawfully raised  by  the  defendant  herein  to  $96.00  per  year,  and  that 
for  a  like  "two-party  line"  (business  and  residence)  to  others  than 
complainant,  and  those  in  whose  behalf  he  files  this  petition,  engaged 
in  other  business  or  profession,  no  change  in  rate  was  made,  but  that 
those  services  were  on  that  date  and  still  continue  to  be  assessed  at 
the  former  rate,  to-wit,  $66.00  per  year. 

Complainant  further  avers  that  the  action  on  the  part  of  said  de- 
fendant on  said  October  25th,  191 1,  in  advancing  said  rate  from  $66.00 
to  $96.00  was  and  is  an  arbitrary,  unjust  and  unlawful  discrimination 
against  complainant,  and  those  in  whose  behalf  this  petition  is  filed. 

Wherefore,  complainant  prays  that  your  honorable  Commission 
will,  after  due  consideration  and  hearing,  take  such  suitable  action  as 
will  give  to  complainant,  and  those  in  whose  behalf  he  files  this  peti- 
tion, such  relief  to  which  he  and  they  may  be  entitled  and  the  premises 
warrant. 

For  answer  thereto,  the  defendant  has  submitted  the  following 
pleading: 

Answering  in  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Dunham 
for  himself  and  others  against  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company, 
we  wish  to  say  that  at  the  time  this  complaint  was  filed  we  were  pro- 
viding the  complainant  and  others  with  service  at  their  residences 
and  places  of  business,  which  service  was  so  connected  at  our  office 
as  to  make  it  possible  for  the  residences  to  hear  when  the  offices  were 
signalled  and  vice  versa.    This  service  was  provided  to  this  complain- 
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ant  at  our  regular  individual  line  rates  for  business  and  residence  serv- 
ice respectively.  To  others  the  same  special  service  was  provided,  at 
rates  lower  than  the  individual  line  rates  for  residence  and  business 
service  respectively. 

This  irregularity  has  now  been  adjusted  and  all  are  treated  alike. 
All  patrons  receiving  this  service  are  paying  the  same  rate;  namely, 
the  individual  line  rate  for  business  and  residence  service  respectively. 
This  rate  being,  in  our  judgment,  proper  as  the  facilities  which  are 
used  under  such  circumstances  are  complete  individual  lines  from  the 
place  of  business  to  our  office  and  from  the  residence  to  our  office. 

The  arrangement  is  made  by  us  solely  for  the  convenience  of  the 
subscriber. 

This  matter  had  not  been  heard  at  the  time  of  the  publication  of 
this  report. 


362.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  the  Massillon  Electric 
and  Gas  Company  and  The  Orrville  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  purchase  and  sell  property.  Approved 
October  23d,  1912. 

In  disposing  of  the  matter  presented  to  the  Commission  by  the 
filing  of  the  following  joint  petition : 

The  Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Company  (an  Ohio  corporation), 
of  Massillon,  Stark  County,  Ohio,  by  Richard  A.  Brooks,  its  second 
vice-president,  who  is  duly  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company 
to  act  in  the  premises  in  a  contingency  like  the  present,  wherein  its 
president,  Henry  L.  Doherty,  of  New  York,  N.  Y.,  being  outside  the 
Tinted  States,  is  unavailable,  and  its  first  vice-president,  J.  W.  Mc- 
(  lvmonds,  is  disabled  by  illness  to  act,  and  Warren  E.  Russell,  its 
secretary,  and  Orrville  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Company  (not  incor- 
porated), of  Orrville,  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  by  D.  I.  Renneckar,  its 
owner,  hereby  respectfully  applies  to  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  Ohio  for  its  consent  and  approval  of  the  purchase  of  the  last  named 
company  by  the  first  named  for  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000.00). 

Immediately  such  consent  and  approval  is  forthcoming  the 
formal  transfer  of  property  will  be  made ;  it  is  proposed  hereby  to  fur- 
nish from  the  Massillon  plant  of  the  purchaser  to  Orrville,  electric 
current  for  light,  heat  and  power  continuously  twenty-four  hours  each 
day.  At  the  present  time  current  is  only  available  in  Orrville  during 
the  night  time. 

In  transmitting  current  from  Massillon  to  Orrville,  a  distance  of 
fourteen   (14)   miles,  it  is  also  proposed  to  furnish  service  in  East 
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Greenville,  Stark  County,  Ohio;  Dalton,  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  and 
to  any  one  else  wishing  to  buy  and  available  to  the  transmission  lines. 
East  Greenville  is  a  hamlet  and  Dalton  is  an  incorporated  village  of  a 
population  of  599  in  1910.  These  places  have  never  had  and  have  not 
now  gas  or  electric  service. 

The  Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Company  hereby  proposes  to 
furnish  in  the  town  of  Orrville  and  any  available  territory  between 
Massillon  and  Orrville,  current  at  rates  of  which  those  now  charged 
by  it  for  service  in  Massillon,  Navarre  and  Canal  Fulton,  shall  be  the 
maximum.  A  copy  of  such  rates  is  hereunto  attached  marked  "Ex- 
hibit A,"  and  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  petition. 

A  statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  The  Massillon  Elec- 
tric and  Gas  Company  and  of  Orrville  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Com- 
pany, and  an  inventory  of  the  property  of  Orrville  Light,  Heat  and 
Power  Company,  to  be  included  in  the  sale,  and  marked  respectively 
"Exhibits  B,  C  and  D,"  are  hereunto  attached  and  hereby  made  a  part 
of  this  petition. 

the  Commission  entered  the  following  order: 

The  Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Cornpany,  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  The  Orrville  Light,  Heat 
and  Power  Company,  an  unincorporated  company  engaging  in  the 
business  of  a  public  utility  in  the  village  of  Orrville,  Wayne  County, 
Ohio,  having,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  September,  191 2,  filed  their 
joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission  for 
the  purchase  of  all  the  property,  together  with  all  rights,  privileges 
and  franchises  now  belonging  to  said  The  Orrville  Light,  Heat  and 
Power  Company  by  said  The  Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Company, 
as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto,  and  the 
time  for  hearing  said  matter  having  been  fixed  for  Wednesday,  October 
2d,  1912,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  having  been  given,  and  having  been  heard  on  said  day  and 
the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to  day,  the  same 
came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  petition,  the  evi- 
dence and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  in- 
vestigation as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  service  furnished  the  public  will  be  improved  there- 
by, that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  reasonable 
and  just  charge,  and  that  no  diminution  in  service  will  result  there- 
from, the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition  should 
be  granted.     It  is,  therefore, 
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Ordered,  That  said  The  Orrville  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Massillon  Elec- 
tric and  Gas  Company  all  of  its  property,  together  with  all  rights, 
privileges  and  franchises,  as  fully  set  out  in  an  inventory  attached  to 
said  petition,  marked  "Exhibit  D,"  and  made  a  part  hereof  by  refer- 
ence; and  said  The  Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Company  hereby  is 
authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and  to  pay  therefor  the  agreed 
price  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000.00).     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Company 
file,  forthwith,  with  the  Commission,  schedules  of  reasonable  rates  for 
its  service  in  the  village  of  Orrville,  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  and  terri- 
tory adjacent  thereto  now  occupied  by  said  The  Orrville  Light,.  Heat 
and  Power  Company.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised 
after  such  schedule,  or  schedules,  of  reasonable  rates  have  been  filed 
by  said  The  Massillon  Electric  and  Gas  Company  with  and  Approved 
by  the  Commission,  and  not  prior  thereto. 


363.    C.  J.  Miller  &  Son,  Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Southwestern  Railroad  Company,  Defendant. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  September,  1912,  the  following  com- 
plaint was  filed  with  the  Commission : 

1.  The  complainant  is  a  corporation  organized  and  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  said  company  being  engaged  in 
the  business  of  selling  coal,  with  its  principal  place  of  business  in  De- 
fiance, in  said  State  of  Ohio. 

2.  The  said  above  named  railroad  company  is  a  common  car- 
rier, engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  rail 
between  pdints  within  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  as  such  common  carrier, 
it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio  relating 
to  common  carriers. 

3.  On  or  about  the  twenty-third  day  of  February,  1910,  the 
complainant  received  from  the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company,  at  Defiance,  Ohio,  on  the  line  of  the  said  defendant 
company,  one  lot  of  coal  of  the  net  weight  of  76,600  pounds  loaded  in 
a  certain  car  provided  by  said  defendant,  initialed  L.  S.  &  M.  S.,  No. 
3I>398,  consigned  to  C.  J.  Miller  &  Son,  at  Defiance,  Ohio,  upon  the 
line  of  the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company.  The 
•  "inplainant  further  says  that  the  above  said  car,  L.  S.  &  M.  S.  31398, 

-  billed  from  Wellston,  Ohio,  by  the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  & 
<  )liio  Railroad  Company,  at  81,000  pounds,  but  upon  the  arrival  of 
said  car  of  coal  at  Defiance,  Ohio,  the  said  car  contained  but  76,600 
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pounds  of  coal,  the  same  being  4,400  pounds  of  coal  less  than  deliv- 
ered as  aforesaid  to  said  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  at 
Wellston,  Ohio.  And  complainant  says  that  the  said  shortage  in  coal, 
to-wit,  4,400  pounds,  was  caused  by  reason  of  the  want  of  care  and 
the  negligence  of  the  defendant  in  handling  the  said  car  while  in 
transit,  and  by  reason  of  the  want  of  care  and  negligence  of  the  said 
defendant  in  the  protection  of  the  said  coal  while  in  transit;  and  that 
the  reasonable  value  of  said  coal  at  its  destination,  so  lost  by  de- 
fendant, is  the  sum  of  $3.85  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds ;  and  that  com- 
plainant was  damaged  by  reason  of  said  loss  of  said  coal  in  the  sum 
of  $8.47  with  interest  from  February  23d,  1910. 

4.  The  complainant  further  says  that,  on  or  about  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  February,  1910,  he  presented  to  the  said  defendant  his 
claim  against  it  on  account  of  the  said  shortage  in  said  coal,  in  the 
said  sum  of  $8.47,  and  that  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  August,  1912, 
the  defendant,  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  stated  that 
it  was  willing  to  entertain  a  claim  for  overcharge  in  weight  only,  but 
declined  to  reimburse  the  complainant  for  the  amount  of  shortage  in 
coal ;  and  that  there  is  due  and  owing  to  this  complainant  from  the  de- 
fendant, said  sum  of  $8.47  with  interest  as  aforesaid,  or  such  sum  as 
this  Commission  may  find  to  be  justly  due  complainant ;  and  for  such 
other  and  further  orders  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and 
just  in  the  premises. 

The  Commission  is  advised  that  negotiations  are  in  progress 
looking  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  complaint,  and  action  therefore,  is 
withheld,  pending  the  outcome  of  same. 


364.    The  Village  of  Belmore,  Ohio,  Complainant,  versus  The  Ohio 
Electric  Railway  Company,  Defendant. 

The  issues  of  this  proceeding  are  embodied  in  the  following  peti- 
tion, and  the  answer  thereto : 

The  complainant  says: 

1.  The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  a  common  carrier,  with 
its  main  office  in  the  First  National  Bank  Building,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

2.  That  the  above  named  railway  company  is  a  common  car- 
rier, engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  railroad 
between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  that  as  such  common  car- 
rier, said  defendant  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  relating  to  common  carriers. 

That  the  said  company  has  been  in  operation  continuously  for 
more  than  four  years  and  has  not  built  a  depot  or  waiting  room  for 
passengers  or  a  freight  house. 
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The  said  company  has  not  fulfilled  all  the  provisions  in  their 
franchise;  namely,  planking  of  Main  street  from  curb  to  curb;  Oak 
street  from  Elm  street  to  be  planked  with  24-foot  oak  plank. 

3.  The  said  company  has  not  placed  its  tracks  on  a  level  with 
the  streets  and  alleys  and  are  obstructing  streets  and  alleys  in  said 
village. 

4.  In  building  the  roadbed  for  the  said  railway,  numerous  holes 
were  dug  and  never  filled  up,  and  they  are  a  menace  to  the  public 
health. 

5.  The  said  railway  company  operates  its  limited  trains  through 
the  corporation  limits  and  across  the  streets  of  the  above  named  vil- 
lage without  any  limit  to  speed,  and  we  ask  that  they  be  compelled  to 
place  a  watchman  at  their  Main  street  crossing,  or  in  lieu  of  same,  a 
set  of  automatic  gates. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  that  the  aforesaid  defendant 
company  be  required  to  answer  the  charges  herein  and  that  after  due 
hearing  and  investigation  an  order  be  made  commanding  said  rail- 
way company  to  build  a  depot  similar  to  the  one  erected  at  Maumee, 
Ohio,  by  said  company,  fulfill  all  the  requirements  of  the  franchise, 
fill  up  holes  along  right  of  way,  and  limit  speed  of  cars  through  the 
limits  of  the  corporation  of  the  above  named  village,  and  for  such 
other  and  further  order  as  the  Commission  may  deem  necessary  and 
just  in  the  premises. 

The  defendant  says : 

The  Ohio  Electric  Railway  Company,  by  way  of  answer  to  the 
complaint  of  the  village  of  Belmore,  filed  herein  on  September  25th, 
1912,  says  that  it  admits : 

That  it  is  a  common  carrier  with  its  principal  office  in  the  Trac- 
tion building,  Cincinnati,  Ohio; 

That  it  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation  of 
persons  and  property  by  railroad  between  points  in  the  State  of  Ohio ; 

That  it  has  been  in  operation  continuously  for  four  years  and  has 
not  built  a  depot  or  waiting  room  for  passengers,  or  a  freight  house, 
in  the  village  of  Belmore,  and  for  the  reason  that  Belmore  is  a  small 
village  with  very  little  traffic,  and  that  the  cars  are  operated  upon 
regular  schedule  and  at  frequent  intervals,  and  in  close  proximity  to 
the  residences  in  said  village,  so  that  passengers  either  in  or  out  have 
little  or  no  need  for  a  passenger  or  freight  house,  and  that  the  traffic 
a  not  justify  the  building  of  the  same. 

Defendant  says  that  at  the  time  it  received  notice  of  the  com- 
plaint filed  herein,  it  has  not  planked  the  Main  street  from  curb  to 
curb,  nor  Oak  and  Elm  streets,  with  24-foot  oak  planks,  because  it 
had  provided  substantially  as  good  a  crossing  by  planking  on  each 
Bide  of  the  rails  of  the  track,  and  filling  between  with  broken  stone, 
and  that  no  request  had  been  made  or  notice  given  to  the  compan)' 
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that  such  construction  was  not  satisfactory;  that  since  receipt  of  the 
complaint  herein,  the  defendant  has  caused  said  streets  to  be  planked 
as  requested. 

Defendant  admits  that  it  operates  its  limited  cars  through  said 
village,  but  denies  that  it  so  operated  the  same  without  any  limit  to 
speed,  or  that  there  is  any  necessity  for  watchman  or  automatic  gates. 

Defendant  denies  that  in  the  building  of  the  roadbed  for  said 
railroad,  numerous  holes  were  dug  and  never  rilled  up,  or  that  any 
such  holes  are  a  menace  to  the.  public  health  of  said  village,  and  denies 
that  the  tracks  are  not  on  a  proper  level  or  grade,  or  that  they  ob- 
struct any  streets  or  alleys  in  said  village,  and  denies  that  the  Com- 
mission has  or  will  take  jurisdiction  over  this  and  the  other  matters 
set  forth  in  said,  complaint,  and  avers  that  there  is  no  need  for  the 
building  of  a  depot  similar  to  the  one  built  by  this  company  at 
Aiaumee,  because  the  conditions  are  entirely  dissimilar,  both  as  to  the 
location  of  the  village  in  proximity  to  the  railroad,  and  the  population, 
and  in  other  particulars. 

Wherefore,  the  defendant  moves  that  the  complaint  filed  herein 
be  dismissed. 


365.  In  the  matter  of  the  joint  application  of  The  Citizens'  Telephone 
Company  and  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  con- 
sent and  approval  of  the  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  certain 
property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  by  The  Citi- 
zens' Telephone  Company.    Approved  November  16th,  191 2. 

The  parties  to  this  proceeding  filed  the  following  petition : 

The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  of  Delaware, 
Ohio ;  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  is  a  corporation  of  Chi- 
cago, 111.,  and  your  petitioners  respectfully  represent  and  show  to  the 
Commission : 

That,  during  the  month  of  September,  1911,  your  petitioners  filed 
with  your  Commission  a  joint  application  praying  for  the  sale  of  cer- 
tain property  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  to  The  Citi- 
zens' Telephone  Company,  and  for  a  connecting  arrangement  for  an 
interchange  of  service;  a  copy  of  which  petition  is  hereunto  attached, 
made  a  part  hereof,  and  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

That,  after  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  ex- 
amining the  exhibits,  listening  to  arguments  of  counsel  and  making 
further  inquiry  and  investigation,  your  Commission  issued  an  order, 
dated  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  1912,  a  copy 
:>f  which  order  is  hereunto  attached,  made  a  part  hereof,  and  marked 
•'■Exhibit  B." 
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That,  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  order  of  your  Commission 
above  referred  to,  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company  has  negotiated 
with  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  for  the  purchase  of  the 
latter's  exchange  property  in  the  city  of  Delaware  and  village  of  Rad- 
nor, Ohio,  and  vicinity,  and  reached  an  agreed  price  for  the  same  of 
nine  thousand  sixty-six  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents  ($9,066.27), 
and  with  the  approval  of  your  Commission  the  said  The  Citizens'  Tele- 
phone Company  proposes  to  purchase  the  said  property  of  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company  and  combine  the  exchanges  and  telephone 
properties  in  the  said  city  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  village  of  Radnor, 
Ohio,  and  vicinity. 

Wherefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  your  Commission  approve 
of  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone 
Company  by  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company  at  the  price  of  nine 
thousand  sixty-six  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents  ($9,066.27),  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  a  certain  form  of  bill  of  sale,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  hereto,  made  a  part  hereof  and  marked  "Exhibit 
C." 

In  disposition  of  which  the  Commission  entered  the  following 
order: 

The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company,  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  a  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  Cen- 
tral Union  Telephone  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  having,  on  the  third  day  of  October,  1912, 
filed  their  joint  petition  for  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sion for  the  purchase  of  the  exchange  property  of  said  Central  Union 
Telephone  Company  in  the  city  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  and  the  village  of 
Radnor,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  by  said  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Com- 
pany, as  fully  set  out  in  said  petition  and  exhibits  attached  thereto, 
and  said  matter  having  been  heard  by  the  Commission  on  said  October 
3d,  1 91 2,  and  the  further  consideration  thereof  continued  from  day  to 
day,  the  same  came  on  this  day  for  final  consideration  upon  the  peti- 
tion, the  evidence  and  exhibits. 

After  considering  the  pleadings,  hearing  the  evidence,  examin- 
ing the  exhibits  and  making  such  further  and  other  inquiry  and  in- 
tigation  as  the  Commission  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  it 
appearing  that  the  service  furnished  the  public  will  be  improved 
thereby,  that  the  public  will  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  rea- 
sonable and  just  charge,  and  that  no  diminution  in  service  will  result 
therefrom,  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  said  petition 
should  be  granted.    It  is,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  be, 
and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  sell  to  said  The  Citizens'  Telephone 
Company,  its  exchange  property  located  in  the  city  of  Delaware  and 
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the  village  of  Radnor,  Ohio,  and  vicinity,  as  fully  set  out  in  a  bill  of 
sale  attached  to  said  petition,  marked  "Exhibit  C,"  and  made  a  part 
hereof  by  reference;  and  said  The  Citizens'  Telephone  Company,  of 
Delaware,  Ohio,  hereby  is  authorized  to  purchase  said  property  and 
to  pay  therefor  the  agreed  sum  of  nine  thousand  sixty-six  dollars  and 
twenty-seven  cents  ($9,066.27).    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  herein  granted  may  be  exercised  on 
and  after  this  date. 


366.    George   Henry,   Complainant,   versus   Erie  Railroad   Company, 
Defendant. 

The  complainant  herein  for  his  petition  says : 

Now  comes  the  complainant  herein,  George  Henry,  and  repre- 
sents that  he  is  a  resident  of  Caledonia  in  the  county  of  Marion  and 
State  of  Ohio,  and  a  contractor  engaged  in  the  construction  of  a  free 
turnpike  road  in  said  county  of  Marion. 

That  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  is  a  corporation  engaged  in 
the  operation  of  a  railroad  in  said  county  of  Marion  and  other  coun- 
ties of  the  State  of  Ohio  and  as  such  is  a  common  carrier  engaged  in 
intrastate  and  interstate  business. 

That  by  agreement  with  the  said  The  Erie  Railroad  Company 
the  complainant  herein  constructed,  during  the  spring  of  1912,  a  spur 
or  switch  which  is  connected  with  the  track  or  rails  of  the  said  railr 
road  company  and  which  is  equipped  with  an  elevator  and  power  plant 
suitable  for  unloading  crushed  stone  such  as  is  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  turnpike  roads.  Said  spur  or  switch  is  located  at  Slicks,  a  sta- 
tion on  the  line  of  the  said  railroad  company  in  the  county  of  Marion, 
Ohio. 

That  complainant  entered  into  a  contract  with  The  Ohio  and 
Western  Lime  and  Stone  Company  to  furnish  stone  to  complainant 
and  gave  orders  for  the  shipment  of  two  carloads  of  stone  per  day, 
that  The  Ohio  and  Western  Lime  and  Stone  Company  ordered  cars 
of  the  said  The  Erie  Railroad  Company  to  fill  the  above  order  for 
stone  at  the  above  rate,  but  that  the  said  The  Erie  Railroad  Company 
has  failed  to  furnish  said  cars  as  ordered  and  that  this  complainant  has 
received  only  eight  cars  of  stone  within  the  last  three  months,  and  has 
had  a  standing  order  for  two  cars  each  day.  That  during  the  last 
three  months  The  Ohio  and  Western  Lime  and  Stone  Company  has 
had  a  standing  order  with  The  Erie  Railroad  Company  for  two  cars 
each  day  to  be  loaded  for  this  complainant,  and  that  during  said  period 
The  Erie  Railroad  Company  has  furnished  only  twenty-six  cars,  of 
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which  only  eight  have  been  delivered  on  the  switch  of  this  complain- 
ant. One  car  is  on  the  siding  at  Slicks  station  at  this  time,  and  has 
been  there  for  four  days,  but  is  so  set  that  it  cannot  be  unloaded  and, 
although  this  complainant  has  repeatedly  requested  that  said  car  be 
set  so  it  can  be  unloaded,  the  said  Erie  Railroad  Company  has  failed 
to  do  so. 

Seventeen  cars  of  stone  are  now  in  transit  from  The  Ohio  and 
Westefil  Lime  and  Stone  Company,  of  Marion,  Ohio,  to  this  com- 
plainant at  Slicks  station  over  The  Erie  Railroad  Company,  and,  al- 
though this  complainant  has  repeatedly  and  persistently  requested 
that  said  cars  be  delivered  to  him,  said  railroad  company  has  entirely 
failed  so  to  do.  The  said  cars  with  the  dates  of  shipment  are  as  fol- 
lows:

Complainant  further  represents  that  the  local  freight  trains  be- 
tween Marion  and  Galion  run  frequently  and  often  carry  only  from 
two  to  ten  cars  and  could  transport  the  above  and  other  cars  of  stone 
for  this  complainant. 

That  complainant  has  invested  a  large  sum  of  money  in  con- 
structing the  above  spur  or  switch  and  in  equipping  the  same,  and  in 
engines,  wagons,  teams,  tools  and  appliances  suitable  for  constructing 
turnpike  roads,  and  that  he  has  been  greatly  damaged  by  reason  of 
the  failure  of  the  said  Erie  Railroad  Company  to  furnish  cars  and 
transport  stone,  and  that  he  will  be  forced  to  abandon  his  contract  for 
roads  and  will  be  irreparably  damaged  if  service  cannot  be  secured  for 
the  delivery  of  stone  two  cars  a  day  as  ordered. 

The  complainant  further  represents  that  it  is  the  custom  of  the 
said  The  Erie  Railroad  Company  to  receive  cars  of  stone  from  the 
Hocking  Valley  Railway  only  once  every  four  days  and  that  said 
service  is  totally  inadequate. 

Complainant  therefore  prays  that  an  order  may  be  issued  re- 
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quiring  the  said  The  Erie  Railroad  Company  to  furnish  cars  and  trans- 
port same  two  each  day,  and  that  the  same  be  delivered  to  this  com- 
plainant on  his  switch  in  a  suitable  place  to  be  unloaded  and  for  such 
other  and  further  relief  as  the  case  may  require. 

-     The  defendant  for  its  answer  thereto,  pleads  as  follows : 

The  above  named  defendant  for  answer  to  the  complainant  in 
this  proceeding  respectfully  shows : 

i.  It  has  no  knowledge  or  information  sufficient  to  form  a  be- 
lief as  to  the  allegations  set  forth  in  paragraph  one  of  said  petition, 
and  therefore  asks  if  the  same  be  deemed  material  due  proof  thereof 
be  required  of  the  complainant. 

2.  It  admits  the  allegations  set  forth  in  paragraph  two  of  said 
petition. 

3.  Answering  the  allegations  of  paragraph  three  of  said  peti- 
tion it  alleges  on  information  and  belief  that  the  complainant  herein 
made  arrangements  during  the  spring  of  1912  with  a  man  owning  an 
elevator  and  track  at  Slicks,  Ohio,  to  extend  the  track  a  couple  of  car 
lengths  to  be  used  in  unloading  stone.  It  further  alleges  that  this 
side  track  is  connected  by  a  switch  connection  with  the  track  used 
for  the  transportation  of  westbound  traffic  and  that  this  track  and  the 
track  used  for  the  transportation  of  eastbound  traffic  are  used  jointl}' 
by  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway,  known 
as  the  Big  Four  route,  and  this  defendant.  It  further  alleges  that 
there  is  no  crossover  at  Slicks,  Ohio,  from  the  eastbound  to  the  west- 
bound track,  and  that  therefore  cars  of  stone  moving  from  Marion  to 
Slicks  over  the  line  of  this  defendant  must  be  taken  to  either  Caledonia 
or  Galion,  at  which  stations  there  are  crossovers,  and  then  the  cars 
must  be  moved  back  to  Slicks.  That  this  method  of  handling  these 
cars  of  crushed  stone  is  made  necessary  on  account  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  trains  being  operated  over  these  tracks,  making  it  impossible 
to  handle  this  business  on  the  westbound  track  against  the  current  of 
traffic. 

4.  It  has  no  knowledge  or  information  sufficient  to  form  a  belief 
as  to  the  allegations  set  forth  in  paragraph  four  of  said  petition  and 
therefore  asks  if  the  same  be  deemed  material  due  proof  thereof  be 
required  of  the  complainant. 

5.  It  denies  on  information  and  belief  the  allegations  set  forth 
in  paragraph  five  of  said  petition  and  alleges  that  the  record  of  the 
seventeen  cars  referred  to  in  said  paragraph  is  as  follows :

6.  It  denies  on  information  and  belief  the  allegations  set  forth 
in  paragraph  six  of  said  petition. 

y.  It  has  no  knowledge  or  information  sufficient  to  form  a  be- 
lief as  to  the  allegations  set  forth  in  paragraph  seven  of  said  petition, 
and  therefore  asks,  that  if  the  same  be  deemed  material  due  proof  there- 
of be  required  of  the  complainant. 

8.  It  denies  on  information  and  belief  the  allegations  set  forth 
in  paragraph  eight  of  said  petition. 

9.  For  further  answer  to  the  petition  herein,  this  defendant  al- 
leges that  The  Ohio  and  Western  Lime  and  Stone  Company,  of 
Marion,  Ohio,  is  not  a  shipper  located  upon  its  tracks  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  request  for  cars  made  by  that  concern  should  be  directed  to 
the  railroad  carrier  which  initiates  the  traffic  and  not  to  this  defendant. 
It  further  alleges  that  it  has  been  impossible  for  it  to  furnish  any 
more  cars  than  those  which  have  been  furnished  during  the  period 
stated  in  the  petition,  because  of  the  insufficiency  of  its  cars  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  its  traffic ;  that  there  has  been  very  great  shortage 
of  cars  and  that  it  has  endeavored  to  distribute  such  cars  as  it  had 
available  among  the  applicants  therefor  in  proportion  to  their  respec- 
tive immediate  requirements  without  any  discrimination.  It  further 
alleges  that  it  is  using  its  best  efforts  to  furnish  cars  to  its  shippers 
and  to  handle  all  traffic  promptly,  but  that  on  account  of  the  shortage 
of  cars  and  the  congestion  of  its  facilities  at  Marion,  due  to  the  new  con- 
struction work  incident  to  the  double  tracking,  its  transportation  serv- 
ice has  not  been  as  prompt  as  it  would  be  if  it  had  not  these  conditions 
to  contend  with.  It  avers  that  it  is  doing  the  best  it  can  to  handle  its 
traffic  and  that  it  is  handling  its  traffic  without  discrimination  or  pref- 
erence, except  such  as  is  given  to  perishable  through  freight. 
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io.  It  avers  that  the  delays  in  the  handling  of  this  crushed  stone 
are  partially  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Pennsylvania  connection  at 
Marion  is  awkward  to  handle,  as  only  twenty-two  cars  can  be  received 
at  one  time  unless  the  entire  track  is  pulled,  and  this  results  in  a  very 
slow  interchange.  These  cars  of  stone,  after  being  taken  off  the 
"wye,"  are  taken  into  the  westbound  yard  and  "humped"  and  then 
weighed.  They  are  then  brought  in  the  eastbound  yard  and  moved 
in  some  train  to  Caledonia  or  Galion,  where  they  are  picked  up  by 
the  way  freight.  It  is  hoped  that  better  service  can  be  given  in  con- 
nection with  the  handling  of  this  crushed  stone,  and  this  defendant 
is  making  every  reasonable  effort  to  better  the  service,  but  it  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  the  same  kind  of  service  can  be  given  at  present 
with  the  congestion  of  facilities  that  exists  at  Marion  as  could  be 
given  at  other  times. 

Wherefore  this  defendant  prays  that  the  complaint  herein  be  dis- 
missed. 

This  matter  had  not  been  heard  at  the  time  of  the  publication 
of  this  volume. 


367.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Mohican  Oil  and  Gas  Company,  with  respect  to  its 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

This  proceeding  was  inaugurated  by  the  entering  of  the  follow- 
ing order: 

The  Commission  having  under  consideration  the  management 
and  operation  of  The  Mohican  Oil  and  Gas  Company  with  respect  to 
its  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law  and  especially  in  the  matter 
of  certain  proposed  advances  in  rates  for  natural  gas  by  reason  of  al- 
leged instructions  or  directions  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Monday,  October  14th,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the  offices 
of^the  Commission,  sixth  floor  New  First  National  Bank  Building, 
Columbus,  Ohio,  hereby  are  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  of  said  inves- 
tigation.   It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  H.  A.  Rowland,  the  manager  of  said  company, 
whose  office  is  located  at  room  602  Flatiron  building,  Akron,  Ohio,  be 
summoned  to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place 
herein  fixed,  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testimony 
as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 
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The  representatives  of  the  company  appeared  before  the  Com- 
mission and  stated  their  intention  of  promptly  withdrawing  the  tariff, 
to  which  exception  had  been  taken.  The  matter  has  been  continued 
generally,  pending  the  cancellation  of  this  schedule  of  rates. 


368.    In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  The  Seneca  County  Mutual 
Telephone  Company  for  a  certificate. 

The  Commission  has  now  under  consideration  the  issues  raised 
in  the  following  pleadings : 

The  undersigned,  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Com- 
pany, respectfully  represents : 

That  it  is  an  incorporated  public  utility  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  and  that  it  has  been,  and  now  is,  operating  its  plant  and 
furnishing  telephone  service  in  the  county  of  Seneca  in  the  said  state. 
That  while  it  has  heretofore  been  granted  permission  to  construct 
and  maintain  its  telephone  lines  upon  any  and  all  of  the  public  high- 
ways of  Seneca  County,  Ohio,  it  has  not  exercised  such  permit  upon 
all  thereof. 

That  it  now  desires  to  extend  its  said  lines  on  and  along  the  pub- 
lic highway,  from  the  present  location  thereof,  eastwardly  between 
sections  12  and  13,  in  Adams  Township,  and  between  sections  7  and 
18,  in  Thompson  Township,  thence  southerly  between  sections  17,  18, 
19  and  20,  in  the  said  township  of  Thompson ;  and  may  hereafter  de- 
sire to  extend  its  said  lines  in  other  directions  and  highways. 

That  on  and  along  the  said  highways  which  it  proposes  to  ex- 
tend its  lines,  there  are  lines  in  operation,  owned  and  operated  by  The 
Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  but  the  said  company  is  not  furnish- 
ing adequate  service  over  its  said  lines  in  that  locality. 

That  the  extension  of  its  said  lines,  as  proposed,  would  be  proper, 
is  necessary  for  the  public  convenience,  and  in  the  interest  of  the 
public. 

The  said  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  asks 
that  a  public  hearing  of  parties  interested  in  this  matter  be  had,  and 
that  it  be  granted  a  certificate  permitting  it  to  exercise  its  permit  by 
extending  its  lines  and  furnishing  the  service  as  aforesaid. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  respectfully  represents : 
The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  not  an  in- 
corporated public  utility  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  a  corpora- 
tion not  for  profit,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  telephone 
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service  to  the  members  thereof  at  cost,  and  it  is  neither  organized  nor 
authorized  to  do  a  telephone  business  for  profit ;  but  the  said  corpora- 
tion is  now  and  for  a  considerable  time  past  has  been  violating  its 
charter  rights  in  this,  that  it  has  been  and  now  is  furnishing  telephone 
service  to  numerous  persons,  not  members  of  the  said  company,  at  a 
flat  rate  and  in  competition  with  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  denies  that  it  is  not  furnish- 
ing adequate  telephone  service  in  the  locality  where  the  applicant  de- 
sires to  extend  its  lines,  and  it  also  denies  that  the  extension  of  the 
applicant's  lines  as  prayed  for  is  necessary  for  the  public  convenience 
or  in  the  interest  of  the  public. 

Wherefore,  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  prays  that  the 
application  of  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  may 
be  refused. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  by  way  of  an  amended 
answer  respectfully  represents: 

The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  not  an  incor- 
porated public  utility  or  a  public  utility  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Ohio. 

The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  a  corpora- 
tion not  for  profit,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  telephone 
service  to  the  members  thereof  at  cost,  and  it  is  neither  organized 
nor  authorized  to  do  telephone  business  for  profit. 

The  said  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is 
now  and  for  a  considerable  time  past  has  been  violating  its  charter 
rights  in  this  that  it  has  been  and  now  is  furnishing  telephone  service 
to  numerous  persons,  not  members  of  the  said  company,  at  a  flat  rate 
for  profit  and  in  competition  with  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company. 

The  said  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  does 
not  limit  its  business  to  furnishing  telephone  service  among  its  mem- 
bers or  even  among  its  members  and  those  who  are  subscribers  at  a 
flat  rate,  but  in  violation  of  its  charter  rights, and  privileges  it  is  doing 
a  general  telephone  business  with  long  distance  telephone  companies. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  denies  that  it  is  furnishing 
inadequate  telephone  service  in  the  locality  where  The  Seneca  County 
Mutual  Telephone  Company  desires  to  extend  its  lines,  and  it  also 
denies  that  the  extension  of  the  applicant's  lines  as  prayed  for  is  neces- 
sary for  the  public  convenience  or  in  the  interest  of  the  public. 

Wherefore,  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  prays  that  the 
application  of  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  may 
be  refused. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  by  way  of  its  second  amend- 
ed answer  and  cross-complaint  says : 

The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  a  corpora- 
tion not  for  profit,  formed  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  "for  the  purpose 
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of  carrying  on  an  independent  mutual  telephone  business  between  its 
members  on  its  own  lines  and  in  connection  with  other  lines,  transmit 
messages  from  and  to  its  members  over  its  own  and  such  connecting 
lines;"  but  though  not  incorporated  for  profit  the  said  corporation  is 
now,  and  for  a  considerable  time  past  has  been,  violating  its  charter 
rights  by  furnishing  telephone  service  to  persons,  not  members  of 
the  company,  at  a  flat  rate  and  in  competition  with  The  Farmers' 
Telephone  Company. 

The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  is  now  and  for 
a  long  time  past  has  been  violating  its  charter  rights  in  this,  that  it 
is  and  has  been  furnishing  telephone  service  to  about  ninety  patrons, 
forty-six  of  whom  are  members  and  forty-four  of  whom  are  non-mem- 
bers of  the  said  company.  To  the  members  thereof  such  service  is 
being  furnished  at  a  price  or  rate  of  one  and  60/100  ($1.60)  dollars 
per  quarter,  or  six  and  40/100  ($6.40)  dollars  per  year,  and  to  the  non- 
members  the  said  service  is  being  furnished  at  a  fixed  price  or  rate 
of  two  and  25/100  ($2.25)  dollars  per  quarter  or  nine  ($9.00)  dollars 
per  year,  and  all  of  the  said  service  has  been  and  now  still  is  being 
furnished  in  competition  with  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company. 

The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  was  incor- 
porated and  became  organized  in  April  or  May,  1909,  and  theretofore 
and  prior  to  said  date  it  was  operated  as  a  partnership  for  the  period 
of  about  one  year.  The  said  company  whether  operating  as  a  partner- 
ship or  as  a  corporation  has  always  operated  at  a  loss,  and  it  is  now 
involved  and  indebted  in  the  sum  of  about  eighteen  hundred  ($1,- 
800.00)  dollars  and  because  of  its  low  competitive  rate  it  is  injuring 
this  answering  company. 

The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Telephone  Company  has  long  dis- 
tance telephone  connections  both  at  Tiffin,  in  Seneca  County,  and  at 
Clyde,  in  Sandusky  County,  Ohio,  and  it  has  been,  and  it  is  now,  fur- 
nishing long  distance  service  over  its  own  lines  at  less  than  actual  cost 
for  the  purpose  of  destroying  competition  and  to  the  injury  of  this 
answering  defendant. 

The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  denies  that  it  is  furnishing 

inadequate  telephone  service  in  the  locality  where  The  Seneca  County 

Mutual  Telephone  Company  desires  to  extend  its  lines,  and  it  also 

denies  that  the  extension  of  the  applicant's  lines  as  prayed  for  is  nec- 

ary  for  the  public  convenience  or  in  the  interest  of  the  public. 

Wherefore,  The  Farmers'  Telephone  Company  prays: 

1.  That  the  application  of  The  Seneca  County  Mutual  Tele- 
phone Company  may  be  refused. 

2.  If  within  the  power  of  the  Commission,  then  that  the  said 
company  may  be  ordered  to  discontinue  furnishing  telephone  service 
to  persons  not  members  of  said  company,  and  if  not  within  the  power 
of  the  Commission  that  then  arici  in,  that  event  the  said  company  be 
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required  to  charge  a  ra'te  which  will  not  injure  this  answering  com- 
pany. 

3.  That  the  said  company  be  ordered  to  discontinue  its  long  dis- 
tance telephone  connections  and  service,  or  that  it  be  required  to 
charge  and  collect  a  rate  which  will  not  be  injurious  to  this  answer- 
ing company. 


369.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Belmont  Central  Railroad  Company  with  respect  to 
its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

This  proceeding  was  inaugurated  by  the  entering  of  the  follow- 
ing order:

Ordered,  That  an  investigation  thereof  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion, and  Monday,  October  14th,  1912,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  the  offices 
of  the  Commission  in  the  New  First  National  Bank  building,  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  hereby  are  fixed  asthe  time  and  place  of  said  investigation. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  Charles  S.  M.  Krum,  the  secretary  of  said  com- 
pany, be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and 
place  herein  fixed,  there  to  answer  such'  questions  and  give  such  tes- 
timony as  may  be  proper  in  the  premises. 


370.  J.  B.  Gilbert,  Complainant,  versus  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Southwestern  Railroad  Company  and  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  Defendants.  Order  made  October 
14th,  1912. 


FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

Complainant  seeks  compensation  in  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars 
and  seventy-five  cents,  whiclf  amount  represents  the  value  of  the  coal, 
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at  $1.60  per  ton,  plus  the  freight  charges  paid  thereon  at  the  rate  of  90 
cents  per  ton,  for  an  alleged  loss  of  coal  from  car  S.  I.  5969,  con- 
signed from  Canaanville,  Ohio,  February  23d,  1912,  via  the  lines  of 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Southwestern  Railroad  Company  and  The 
Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  to  complainant 
at  Dayton,  Ohio. 

Complainant  alleges  that  said  car  was  loaded  with  61,600  pounds 
of  lump  coal  and  that  upon  arrival  at  Dayton  it  showed  evidence  of 
shortage;  that  it  was  weighed  by  the  switching  line  in  Dayton,  The 
Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  and 
weight  of  lading  found  to  49,800  pounds,  or  a  loss  of  5.9  tons. 

Defendant  companies,  although  duly  served  with  notice,  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  are  in  default  for  answer  or  other  pleading,  and  offered 
no  testimony  in  the  case.  It  is  assumed  that  allegations  made  by 
complainant  on  oath  are  true.  The  bill  of  lading,  issued  by  the  initial 
line,  shows  the  weight  of  the  lading  of  this  car  to  have  been  61,600 
pounds,  and  the  paid  freight  bill,  issued  by  the  terminal  line,  shows 
the  same  weight,  and  also  shows  that  charges  were  collected  on  the 
basis  of  that  weight.  If  the  coal,  including  freight,  was  worth  $2.50 
per  ton  at  destination,  and  consignee  actually  received  5.9  tons  less 
than  he  paid  freight  on  and  paid  shipper  for,  it  would  appear  that 
he  is  entitled  to  reparation  in  that  amount. 

When  a  shipper  delivers  property  into  the  custody  of  a  common 
carrier  he  has  a  right  to  expect  the  carrier  to  deliver  that  property  at 
destination  in  the  same  amount  and  in  the  same  condition,  unless 
something  occurs  for  which  the  carrier  cannot  be  held  responsible. 
Neither  the  consignor  nor  the  consignee  can  exercise  any  control  over 
the  property  while  it  is  in  the  custody  of  the  carrier.  The  safe  trans- 
portation of  the  property  is  one  of  the  obligations  incurred  by  the 
carrier  when  it  accepts  property  to  be  transported  for  hire.  If  the 
property  be  damaged,  or  part  of  it  be  lost,  prima  facie  evidence  of 
negligence  is  at  once  established,  which  can  only  be  rebutted  by  the 
showing,  on  the  part  of  the  carrier,  that  the  loss  or  damage  resulted 
from  an  act  of  God,  an  act  of  public  authority,  an  act  of  public  enemy, 
or  some  inherent  defect  in  the  property  itself.  In  this  case  the  de- 
fendant companies  have  made  no  attempt  to  exonerate  themselves 
from  fault.    Therefore,  the  Commission 

Finds,  that  the  loss  of  5.9  tons  of  coal  from  car  S.  I.  5969  while 
in  course  of  transportation  from  Canaanville,  Ohio,  to  Dayton,  Ohio, 
via  the  lines  of  the  defendants  herein,  was  the  result  of  negligence  on 
the  part  of  the  carriers,  and  that  reparation  is  due  to  the  consignee 
and  owner  of  the  coal,  J.  B.  Gilbert,  complainant  in  this  case.  The 
Commission  further 

Finds,  that  the  complainant  made  claim  against  defendant  com- 
panies for  amount  of  the  loss  March  19th,  1912,  and  that  said  claim 
was  rejected.    The  Commission  further 
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Finds,  that  there  is  due  said  J.  B.  Gilbert,  complainant  in  this 
case,  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($14.75),  with 
interest  at  six  percentum  per  annum,  from  March  19th,  1912.  The 
Commission  further 

Finds,  that  the  complainant,  said  J.  B.  Gilbert,  is  a  resident  of 
Montgomery  County,  Ohio,  and  it  is  ordered  that  the  findings  of  the 
Commission  in  this  matter  be  certified  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Montgomery  County,  Ohio. 

We,  O.  P.  Gothlin,  J.  C.  Sullivan  and  O.  H.  Hughes,  constituting 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  do  hereby  certify  the  fore- 
going to  be  the  findings  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  in 
the  above  entitled  matter,  as  shown  by  the  records  and  files  of  said 
Commission.

Ordered,  That  C.  L.  Thomas,  the  freight  traffic  manager  of  said 
The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company,  be  sum- 
moned to  appear  before  the  Commission  at  the  time  and  place  herein 
fixed,  there  to  answer  such  questions  and  give  such  testimony  as  may 
be  proper  in  the  premises. 
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372.  In  the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  the  management  and  opera- 
tion of  The  Farmers'  Mutual  Telephone  Company,  of  Dupont, 
Ohio,  with  respect  to  its  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law.    Dismissed  October  24th,  19 12. 

The  Commission  having  experienced  difficulty  in  securing  a  re- 
port of  the  operations  of  certain  public  utility  corporations,  on  October 
14th,  1912,  instituted  a  number  of  proceedings  to  bring  proper  repre- 
sentatives of  these  companies  to  Columbus  for  instructions  in  the  mat- 
ter of  filing  annual  report  of  operations.

FINDING  AND  ORDER. 

The  Little  Miami  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  having,  on  the  nineteenth  day  of 
October,  1912,  filed  its  petition  for  the  consent  and  authority  of  the 
Commission  for  the  issue  of  its  mortgage  bonds,  bearing  interest  -it 
not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  four  percentum  per  annum,  of  the  par  value 
of  one  million  and  seventy  thousand  dollars,  to  be  exchanged  or  to

Ordered,  That  said  The  Little  Miami  Railroad  Company  be,  and 
it  hereby  is,  authorized  to  issue,  as  of  date  of  the  cancellation  and 
retirement  of  its  said  present  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness,  as  set 
forth  herein,  its  mortgage  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  one  million  and 
seventy  thousand  dollars  ($1,070,000.00),  bearing  interest  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  four  percentum  per  annum,  and  that  said  bonds  be  sold 
for  the  best  price  obtainable,  or  exchanged,  at  not  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof,  it  being  the  opinion  and  finding  of  the  Commission  that 
the  issue  of  said  mortgage  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  proper 
purposes  of  said  corporation.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  mortgage  bonds  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  de- 
voted to,  or  transferred  in  paying,  retiring  or  refunding  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  said  The  Little  Miami  Railroad  Company,  of  the  amount, 
one  million  and  seventy  thousand  dollars,  which  matures  on  the  sec- 
ond day  of  November,  1912.

Complainant  alleges  that  on  or  about  the  twelfth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, '1912,  it  shipped  from  Wellston,  Ohio,  via  the  railway  line  of  the 
defendant,  consigned  to  itself  at  Toledo,  Ohio,  coal  to  the  amount  of 
84,000  pounds  in  car  initialed  and  numbered  C.  H.  &  D.,  No.  19163 ; 
that  upon  arrival  at  Toledo  said  car  was  weighed  by  the  switching  line 
at  said  point  of  destination,  The  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern 
Railway  Company,  and  found  to  contain  but  65,600  pounds,  or  18,400 
pounds  less  than  receipted  for  by  the  defendant  at  the  point  of  ship- 
ment, and  that  said  loss  of  coal  was  caused  by  the  negligence  or  want 
of  care  on  the  part  of  defendant  while  said  coal  was  in  transit. 

Complainant  further  alleges  that  on  or  about  the  twenty-ninth 
day  of  July,  1912,  it  presented  claim  to  defendant  in  the  sum  of  twen- 
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ty-seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents  on  account  of  said  shortage  of  coal, 
being  computed  on  the  basis  of  three  dollars  per  ton,  including  freight, 
which  said  claim  was  thereafter,  to-wit,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1912,  rejected  and  refused  by  the  defendant.

or  18,400  pounds  of  coal  less  than  had  been  accepted  by  said  defendant 
for  transportation,  and  that  said  loss  of  coal  was  caused  by  the  neg- 
ligence and  want  of  care  on  the  part  of  defendant  while  said  coal  was 
in  transit. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  defendant  is  indebted  to 
complainant  in  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  percentum  per  annum,  from  July  29th,  1912. 

The  Commission  further  finds  that  the  complainant,  said  Frisbie- 
Morgan  Coal  Company,  is  a  resident  of  Lucas  County,  Ohio,  and 
maintains  its  principal  place  of  business  at  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  findings  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter  be 
certified  to  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Lucas  County, 
Ohio.

16039,  consigned  to  C.  A.  Smith,  Weston,  Ohio,  to  be  carried  by  the 
said  defendant  from  the  said  WellstQn,  Ohio,  to  said  Weston,  Ohio, 
for  delivery  to  said  C.  A.  Smith,  Weston,  Ohio.  The  complainant 
further  says  that  upon  the  arrival  of  said  car  of  coal  at  Weston,  Ohio, 
there  was  an  apparent  shortage  and  that  the  said  The  Cincinnati, 
Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company  not  being  equipped  with 
railroad  scales  at  that  point,  the  said  complainant  was  compelled  to 
weigh  the  coal  over  wagon  scales  and  that  an  accurate  account  of 
each  and  every  draught  was  taken  which  he  has  supported  by  af- 
fidavit. 

4.  The  complainant  further  states  that  he  notified  the  said  The 
Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company's,  agent  at 
Weston,  Ohio,  as  to  the  condition  of  said  car  of  coal  and  the  said  agent 
made  notation  on  the  expense  bill  .as  follows :  "Has  the  appearance 
of  being  robbed." 

The  complainant  further  says  that  upon  the  arrival  of  said  car 
of  coal  at  Weston,  Ohio,  the  said  car  contained  but  57,no  pounds  of 
coal,  the  same  being  8,790  pounds  of  coal  less  than  had  been  delivered 
as  aforesaid  to  said  The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway 
Company  at  said  Wellston,  Ohio.  And  complainant  says  that  the  said 
shortage  in  coal,  to-wit :  8,790  pounds,  was  caused  by  reason  of  the 
want  of  care  and  the  negligence  of  the  defendant  in  handling  the  sai( 
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car  while  in  transit  and  by  reason  of  the  want  of  care  and  negligence 
of  the  said  defendant  in  the  protection  of  the  said  coal  while  in  transit ; 
and  that  the  reasonable  value  of  said  coal  at  destination  so  lost  by  the 
defendant,  is  the  sum  of  $3.00  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds ;  and  that  the 
complainant  was  damaged  by  reason  of  said  loss  of  coal  in  the  sum 
of  $13.18  with  interest  from  July  29th,  1912. 

5.  The  complainant  further  says  that.,  on  or  about  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  July,  1912,  he  presented'  to  the  said  defendant  his  claim 
against  it  on  account  of  the  said  shortage  in  said  coal,  in  the  said  sum 
of  $13.18,  and  that  on  the  twentieth  day  of  September,  1912,  the  de- 
fendant, The  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  and  Dayton  Railway  Company, 
stated  that  it  was  willing  to  entertain  a  claim  for  overcharge  in  freight 
only,  but  declined  to  reimburse  the  complainant  for  the  amount  of 
shortage  of  coal ;  and  that  there  is  due  and  owing  to  this  complainant 
from  the  defendant  said  sum  of  $13.18  with  interest  as  aforesaid.

erty, as  fully  set  out  in  a  statement  attached  to  said  petition,  marked 
"Exhibit  A,"  and  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference,  and  to  no  other  pur- 
pose whatsoever.    It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  The  Ohio  Traction  Company  make  verified 
report  to  this  Commission,  as  follows :  Upon  the  sale  of  said  five  per 
cent,  preferred  capital  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  fact  of  such  sak, 
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the  terms  and  conditions  of  sale,  and  the  amounts  realized  therefrom, 
which  shall  be  the  best  price  obtainable  and  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  ninety  (90)  percentum  of  the  par  value  thereof;  at  the  termina- 
tion of  each  and  every  period  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  this  order, 
the  disposition  and  use  made  of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of 
said  stock,  such  reports  to  be  continued  until  all  of  said  five  per  cent, 
preferred  capital  stock  herein  authorized  has  been  issued  and  dis- 
posed of  and  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  expended  pursuant  to 
this  order. 


OPINIONS 

OP  THE 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL  OF  OHIO 

Upon  Various  Matters  Submitted  to  Him  Arising 

Under  and  Relating  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 

Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communication  under  date 
of  January  11th,  in  which  you  enclose  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  Charles  V.  Critch- 
field,  secretary  of  the  Mt.  Vernon  Electric  Company,  regarding  the  equipment  of 
street  cars  with  power  brakes,  as  provided  by  House  Bill  No.  145,  passed  May  10, 

1910,  and  in  which  you  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  this  act,  known  as 
House  Bill  No.  145,  above  referred  to,  applies  to  cars  operated  on  the  tracks  of  a 
street  railway  wholly  within  the  limits  of  a  municipality. 

In  reply  to  same  would  say  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  this  act  applies  to  cars 
operated  on  the  tracks  of  a  street  railway  wholly  within  the  limits  of  a  municipality. 
The  act,  in  Section  1,  provides  as  follows: 

"That  from  and  after  January  1,  1913,  it  shall  be  unlawful  in  the  state  of 
Ohio,  for  any  corporation,  company,  person  or  persons  owning  or  controlling 
the  same,  to  operate,  use  or  run  or  permit  to  be  run,  used  or  operated  for  carry- 
ing passengers  or  freight  on  an  urban  or  interurban  railroad  or  street  car  line, 
any  car  propelled  by  electricity,  not  equipped,  in  addition  to  the  hand  brake 
in  use  on  such  car,  with  an  air  or  electric  power  brake  or  apparatus,  capable 
of  applying  to  all  the  brake  shoes  and  wheels  of  such  car  a  maximum  permis- 
sible braking  pressure,  and  of  automatically  reducing  such  braking  pressure,  as 
the  speed  of  the  car  decreases.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  such  cars  to  be  so  equipped 
prior  to  January  1,  1911,  and  seventy-five  per  cent,  prior  to  January  1,  1912. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  to  enforce  this  act." 

While  Section  503  of  the  General  Code  provides  that  this  chapter  shall  not  apply 
to  "street  and  electric  railroads  engaged  wholly  in  the  transportation  of  passengers 
within  the  limits  of  cities,  or  other  private  railroads  doing  business  as  common 
carriers,"  nevertheless,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  legislature  of  Ohio  has  the  legal 
authority  and  power  to  enact  such  a  law  as  that  above  referred  to  compelling  urban 
railway  companies  to  equip  their  cars  with  brakes  as  provided  for  therein,  and  had 
the  further  power  to  give  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Ohio  authority  to  enforce 
said  act,  therefore  the  same  is  legal  and  applies  to  cars  operated  as  aforesaid.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communication  cf  July  25, 

1911,  containing  a  petition  signed  by  one  Peter  Eichel?  and  nine  other  citizens  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  copy  of  said  petition,  omitting  names,  being  as  follows: 

"To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  Columbus,  0. 

"We,  the  undersigned  citizens  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  petition 
your  honorable  board  for  a  just  relief,  which  power  the  legislature  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  has  conferred  upon  your  honorable  board. 

"Some  hundreds  of  our  citizens  have  petitioned  our  city  council  and  also 
to  the  Cincinnati  Traction  Company,  and  same  had  no  effect  and  no  atten- 
tion paid  to  same,  only  to  be  pigeonholed.  We  have  time  and  again  requested 
The  Cincinnati  Traction  Company  and  the  city  council  for  the  extension  of 
the  East  End  car  line  (and  the  most  lucrative  street  car  route  in  Cincinnati, 
Ohio)  about  four  thousand  (4,000  ft.)  feet  to  the  corporation  line  of  Cincin- 
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nati,  Ohio,  upon  and  over  Eastern  Avenue,  and  this  has  been  refused  to  us. 
Our  city  council  refuses  to  compel  said  traction  company  to  comply  with 
our  request.  We,  therefore,  pray  that  your  honorable  board  will  take  such 
action  at  once,  to  comply  with  our  request,  and  give  us  citizens  car  service 
over  Eastern  Avenue  to  the  corporation  line  of  said  city  and  the  terminal  of 
Eastern  Avenue,  as  other  citizens  now  have." 

In  reply  thereto  permit  me  to  say  that  as  I  understand  it,  the  petitioners  claim 
the  right  to  an  extension  under  favor  of  Section  53  of  House  Bill  325,  passed  May 
31,  1911,  which  said  section  provides  as  follows: 

"The  council  of  any  municipality  shall  have  the  power  upon  filing  of  an 
application  therefor  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  to  require  of  any 
public  utility,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  such  additions  or  extensions  to  its 
distributing  plant  within  such  municipality  as  shall  be  deemed  reasonable  and 
necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 9105  of  the  General  Code,  to  designate  the  location  and  nature  of  all  such 
additions  and  extensions,  the  time  within  which  they  must  be  completed,  and 
all  conditions  under  which  they  must  be  constructed  and  operated.  Such 
requirements  and  orders  of  the  council  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  com- 
mission, as  provided  in  Sections  46  and  48  hereof.  The  council  and  commis- 
sion in  determining  the  practicability  of  such  additions  and  extensions,  shall 
take  into  consideration  the  supply  of  the  product  furnished  by  such  public 
utility  available  and  the  returns  upon  the  cost  and  expense  of  constructing 
said  extension  and  the  amount  of  revenue  to  be  derived  therefrom,  as  well  as 
the  earning  power  of  the  public  utility  as  a  whole." 

You  call  my  attention  particularly  to  Sections  23  and  29  and  30  of  said  act. 
Without  quoting  these  sections  I  think  it  will  be  conceded  that  The  Cincinnati  Trac- 
tion Company  is  a  public  utility.  To  my  mind  Section  23  of  the  act  aforesaid  need 
not  be  considered  in  the  determination  of  the  question  at  hand. 

Section  29  of  said  act  provides  as  follows: 

"Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  after  hearing  had 
upon  complaint,  as  in  this  act  provided, or  upon  its  own  initiative  or  complaint, 
served  as  in  this  act  provided,  that  the  rules,  regulations,  measurements  or 
practices  of  any  public  utility  with  respect  to  its  public  service  are  unjust  or 
unreasonable,  or  that  the  equipment  or  service  thereof  is  inadequate,  inel" 
ficient,  improper  or  insufficient,  or  cannot  be  obtained,  it  shall  determine  the 
regulations,  practices  and  service  thereafter  to  be  installed,  observed,  used 
and  rendered,  and  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order  to  be  served  upon  the 
public  utility.  It  shall  thereafter  be  the  duty  of  such  public  utility  and  all 
of  its  officers,  agents  and  official  employes  to  obey  the  same  and  do  every- 
thing necessary  or  proper  to  carry  the  same  into  effect  and  operation;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give-  to  the 
commission  power  to  make  any  order  requiring  the  performance  of  any  act  or 
the  doing  of  anything  which  is  unjust  or  unreasonable  or  in  violation  of  any 
law  of  the  state  or  the  United  States." 

Section  30  of  said  act  provides  as  follows: 

"Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  after  hearing  had,  as  in 
this  act  provided,  or  upon  its  own  initiative  or  complaint,  as  in  this  act  pro- 
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vided,  that  repairs  or  improvements  to  the  plant  or  equipment  of  any  public 
utility,  should  reasonably  be  made,  Or  that  any  additions  thereto  should 
reasonably  be  made,  in  order  to  promote  the  convenience  or  welfare  of  the 
public,  or  of  employes,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate  service  or  facilities,  the 
commission  may  make  and  serve  an  appropriate  order  with  respect  thereto, 
directing  that  such  repairs,  improvements,  changes  or  additions  be  made 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  in  a  manner  to  be  specified  therein.  Every  such 
public  utility,  its  officers,  agents  and  official  employes  shall  obey  such  order 
and  make  such  repairs,  improvements,  changes  and  additions  required  of  such 
public  utility  by  such  order." 

I  take  it  that  the  claim  of  the  petitioners  is  based  on  the  following  part  of  Sec- 
tion 30: 

"Or  that  any  additions  thereto,  should  reasonably  be  made,  in  order  to 
promote  the  convenience  and  welfare  of  the  public,  or  of  employes,  or  in  order 
to  secure  adequate  service  or  facilities,  the  commission  may  make  and  serve 
an  appropriate  order  with  respect  thereto,  directing  that  such  repairs,  im- 
provements, changes  or  additions  be  made  within  reasonable  time,  and  in  a 
manner  to  be  specified  therein." 

It  would  appear  at  first  glance  that  because  of  that  provision  in  Section  53, 
which  says,  "subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9105  General  Code,  to  designate 
the  location  and  nature  of  all  such  additions  and  extensions,"  that  the  act  referred 
to,  known  as  House  Bill  325,  would  confer  upon  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Ohio  power  to  order  extensions  to  street  railways.  Your  jurisdiction  in  my  judg- 
ment is  subject  to  limitations.  I  do  not  think  that  the  act  referred  to  requires  the 
addition  of  a  new  line  for  the  accommodation  of  what  might  be  termed  people  outside 
the  range  of  the  original  line.  The  legislature  unquestionably  would  have  no  power 
to  order  any  street  railway  company  or  railroad  to  extend  its  lines  so  as  to  reach 
out  for  new  traffic,  either  freight  or  passenger.  It  has  only  the  right  to  see  that  the 
street  railway  company  or  railroad  company  shall  afford  proper  facilities  between 
its  termini  points.  Now  Section  9105  General"  Code  is  referred  to  in  Section  53  of 
the  act  unquestionably  because  it  might  be  necessary  for  a  public  utility  in  order 
to  afford  proper  facilities  between  its  already  established  terminal  points  to  have 
occasion  to  occupy  an  additional  street,  and  its  rights  thereunder  are  subject  to 
Section  9105  of  the  General  Code. 

I  have,  carefully  examined  Sections  23,  29  and  30  of  Substitute  House  Bill  325 
passed  by  the  legislature,  and  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  jurisdiction  of 
your  Commission  goes  only  so  far  as  relates  to  the  operation  or  rendering  of  services 
by  said  public  utility,  and  not  to  compelling  said  utility  to  make  extensions  to  its 
railroad  linesfor  the  purpose  of  reachinga  new  traffic  or  accommodating  a  new  traffic. 
Under  Section  30  providing  that  your  commission  has  the  right  to  compel  utilities 
"to  make  any  additions  thereto  in  order  to  promote  the  convenience  or  welfare  of 
the  public  or  of  employes,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate  services  or  facilities,"  it 
seems  clear  that  this  means  additions  to  the  then  existing  system  or  utility  but  not 
extensions.  In  other  words,  the  jurisdiction  of  your  commission  is  limited  to  repairs, 
or  improvements  to  the  plant  or  equipment  of  any  public  utility,  or  additions  in  con- 
nection thereto  all  reasonably  necessary  to  execute  what  could  fairly  be  expected 
of  public  ulility  in  the  light  of  its  charter  and  according  to  the  principles  of  House 
Bill  325. 

In  short,  your  jurisdiction  is  ample  to  compel  any  public  utility  to  execute  the 
purposes  fairly  declared  by  its  own  charter,  but  you  are  without  jurisdiction  to  order 
any  street  railway  companytoextenditsline  into  new  territory  for  the  accommoda- 
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tion  of  an  additional  public.  My  holding,  in  conclusion  is,  that  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio  is  without  jurisdiction  to  order  the  things  petitioned  for  by  the 
citizens  referred  to  in  your  communication.

The  Public  Service  Commission  op  Ohio,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen: — On  October  26th  you  requested  my  opinion  upon  the  following: 

"There  is  pending  before  the  Commission  a  petition  purporting  to  be  signed 
by  three  per  centum  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  pro- 
testing against  the  rate  accorded  to  the  Federal  Gas  Company  and  the  Colum- 
bus Gas  &  Fuel  Company  for  gas  by  ordinance  enacted  by  the  city  council 
of  Columbus.  This  ordinance,  it  appears,  was  passed  on  June  12th,  1911,  to 
become  effective  July  1,  1911.  It  was  accepted  by  the  gas  companies  of  July 
3,  1911. 

"Under  this  state  of  facts,  the  question  arises:  Has  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Ohio  jurisdiction  over  this  case  under  Sections  46  and  47  of  the 
utility  act?  The  ordinance  was  enacted  before  the  utility  law  had  become 
effective,  but,  by  its  own  terms,  it  did  not  take  effect  until  July  1,  1911,  on 
which  date  the  utility  act  was  in  force,  and  further,  there  was  no  acceptance 
by  the  gas  companies  until  July  3rd,  on  which  date  the  utility  law  had  been 
in  force  for  several  days." 

Section  46  of  the  public  utilities  act  provides  that: 

"Any  municipal  corporation  in  which  any  public  utility  is  established, 
may,  by  ordinance,  at  any  time  within  one  year  before  the  expiration  of  any 
contract  entered  into  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3644,  3982  and  3983  of 
the  General  Code  between  the  municipality  and  such  public  utility  with  re- 
spect to  the  rate,  price,  charge,  toll,  or  rental  to  be  made,  charged,  demanded 
collected,  or  exacted,  for  any  commodity,  utility  or  service,  by  such  public 
utility,  or  at  any  other  time  authorized  by  law  proceed  to  fix  the  price,  rate, 
charge,  toll,  or  rental  that  such  public  utility  may  charge,  demand,  exact  or 
collect  therefor  for  an  ensuing  period,  as  provided  in  Sections  3644,  3982  and 
3983  of  the  General  Code.  Thereupon  the  commission,  upon  complaint  in  writ- 
ing, of  such  public  utility,  or  upon  complaint  of  one  per  centum  of  the  electors 
of  such  municipal  corporation,  which  complaint  shall  be  filed  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  shall  give  thirty  days'  notice  of  the 
filing  and  pendency  of  such  complaint  to  the  public  utility  and  the  mayor  of 
such  municipality,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  thereof,  and  which 
shall  plainly  state  the  matters  and  things  complained  of. 

"If  any  public  utility  shall  have  accepted  any  rate,  price,  charge,  toll, 
or  rental  fixed  by  ordinance  of  such  municipality,  the  same  shall  become 
operative,  unless  within  sixty  days  after  such  acceptance  there  shall  have 
been  filed  with  the  commission,  a  complaint,  signed  by  not  less  than  three  per 
centum  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  municipality.  Upon  such  filing  the 
commission  shall  forthwith  give  notice  of  the  filing  and  pendency  of  such  com- 
plaint to  the  mayor  of  such  municipality  and  fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  hear- 
ing thereof.  The  commission  shall  at  such  time  and  place,  proceed  to  hear 
such  complaint,  and  may  adjourn  the  hearing  thereof  from  day  today.  *    *    *" 
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For  the  determination  of  the  question  at  hand.  Section  3644  of  the  General  Code 
is  immaterial  and,  therefore,  will  not  be  herein  quoted. 

Section  3982,  General  Code,  is  as  follows: 

"The  council  of  a  municipality  in  which  electric  lighting  companies, 
natural  or  artificial  gas  companies,  gas  light  or  coke  companies,  or  companies 
for  supplying  water  for  public  or  private  consumption,  are  established,  or  into 
which  their  wires,  mains,  or  pipes  are  conducted,  may  regulate  from  time  to 
time  the  price  which  companies  may  charge  for  electric  light,  or  for  gas  for 
lighting  or  fuel  purposes,  or  for  water  for  public  or  private  consumption,  fur- 
nished by  such  companies  to  the  citizens,  public  grounds,  and  buildings,  streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  avenues,  wharves,  and  landing  places,  or  for  fire  protection. 
Such  companies  shall  in  no  event  charge  more  for  electric  light,  natural  or 
artificial  gas,  or  water,  furnished  to  such  corporation  or  individuals,  than 
the  price  specified  by  ordinance  of  council.  The  council  may  regulate  and 
fix  the  price  which  such  companies  shall  charge  for  the  rent  of  their  meters, 
and  such  ordinance  may  provide  that  such  price  shall  include  the  use  of  meters 
to  be  furnished  by  such  companies,  and  in  such  case  meters  shall  be  furnished 
and  kept  in  repair  by  such  companies  and  no  separate  charge  shall  be  made, 
whether  directly  or  indirectly,  for  the  use  or  repair  of  them." 

Section  3983,  General  Code,  is  as  follows: 

"If  council  fixes  the  price  at  which  it  shall  require  a  company  to  furnish 
electricity  or  either  natural  or  artificial  gas  to  the  citizens,  or  public  build- 
ings or  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  wharves,  land- 
ing places,  public  grounds  or  other  places  or  for  other  purposes,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  ten  years,  and  the  company  or  person  so  to  furnish  such  elec- 
tricity or  gas  assents  thereto,  by  written  acceptance,  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
auditor  or  clerk  of  the  corporation,  the  council  shall  not  require  such  company 
to  furnish  electricity  or  either  natural  or  artificial  gas,  as  the  case  may  be,  at 
a  less  price  during  the  period  of  time  agreed  on,  not  exceeding  such  ten  years." 

Section  90  of  the  act  creating  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  is  as  follows: 

"This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  30,  1911." 

In  order  to  properly  answer  your  question,  it  is  well  enough  to  explain  the  mean- 
ing of  Section  46  of  the  act  creating  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio.  To  do 
this  it  is  well  to  ask  the  question  whether  such  action  is  wholly  prospective,  or  whether 
it  is  both  prospective  and  retrospective.  In  my  judgment,  it  is  prospective,  and 
the  reason  therefor  becomes  apparent  as  we  proceed. 

"Any  municipal  corporation  in  which  any  public  utility  is  established, 
may,  by  ordinance.  *  *  *  proceed  to  fix  the  price,  rate,  charge,  toll,  or 
rental  that  such  public  utility  may  charge,  demand,  exact  or  collect  there- 
for for  an  ensuing  period,  as  provided  in  Sections  3644,  3982  and  3983  of  the 
General  Code."  (It  appears  here  that  the  determination  of  the  municipal 
corporation  is  by  ordinance.) 

(When?)  "At  any  time  within  one  year  before  the  expiration  of  any 
contract  entered  into  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3644,  3982  and  3983  of 
the  General  Code  between  the  municipality  and  such  public  utility,  etc." 
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Without  the  expression  "at  any  time  within  one  year  before  the  expiration  of 
any  contract,  entered  into,"  etc.,  it  is  apparent  that  Section  46  is  prospective,  but 
with  this  expression  there  is  no  escape  from  that  conclusion. 

The  ordinance  referred  to  in  Section  46  of  said  act,  in  the  phrase  "by  ordinance," 
is  evidently  not  any  ordinance  passed  solely  by  virtue  of  Sections  3644,  3982  and  3983. 
It  is  apparent  that  said  Section  46  is  supplementary  to  Sections  3982  and  3983,  Gen- 
eral Code.  In  some  respects  it  is  cumulative;  but  as  to  the  time  within  which  council 
may  act,  Section  46  is  exclusive,  and  fixes  the  time.  Council  also  fixes  the  price  by 
ordinance  for  an  ensuing  period,  as  provided  in  Sections  3644,  3982  and  3983,  Gen- 
eral Code.  These  sections,  to-wit:  Sections  3644,  3982  and  3983,  are  controlling 
except  as  to  matters  especially  provided  for  in  Section  46  aforesaid. 

Now,  after  council  has  proceeded  to  fix  the  price,  rate,  charge,  toll,  rental,  etc., 
under  Section  46,  what  is  the  next  step?  The  next  step  is  shown  by  the  word  "there- 
upon." What  does  the  word  "thereupon"  relate  to?  Unquestionably,  the  council, 
by  ordinance,  proceeding  to  fix.  Proceeding  to  fix  under  what?  Proceeding  to  fix 
under  Section  46. 

The  Commission  may  proceed,  before  acceptance  by  the  utility,  upon  complaint 
in  writing,  either  of  such  public  utility  or  one  per  centum  of  the  electors  of  such 
municipal  corporation.  Under  this  condition  of  affairs,  the  thing  to  do  is  to  have  a 
hearing  by  the  Commission,  thirty  days'  notice  of  which  shall  have  been  given  to 
the  public  utility  and  the  mayor  of  the  municipality.  This  complaint  must  be  filed 
within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  the  ordinance.  Suppose,  now,  that  neither  of 
the  two  complaints  be  filed;  then  what?    The  following  explains: 

"If  any  public  utility  shall  have  accepted  any  rate,  price,  charge,  toll  or 
rental,  fixed  by  ordinance  of  such  municipality,  the  same  shall  become  opera- 
tive unless  within  sixty  days  after  such  acceptance  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  commission  a  complaint  signed  by  not  less  than  three  per  centum 
of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  municipality." 

Now,  it  appears  that  provision  is  made,  (first)  for  a  hearing  in  case  complaint 
is  made  by  the  public  utility,  or  one  per  centum  of  the  electors,  prior  to  acceptance; 
and  (second)  for  procedure,  in  case  there  is  an  acceptance,  without  any  complaint 
from  the  public  utility  or  one  per  centum  of  the  electors;  in  the  latter  case  it  requires 
three  per  centum,  preceded  by  acceptance  by  the  public  utility.  Acceptance  of 
what?  Acceptance  of  the  rates  fixed  by  ordinance  of  the  municipal  council  in  har- 
mony with  Section  46  aforesaid. 

What  is  the  situation  as  to  the  question  presented  to  you  by  the  petitioners  in 
the  Columbus  case?  Rates  were  fixed  by  an  ordinance  passed  prior  to  the  taking 
effect  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  act.  If  the  gas  companies  had  accepted 
the  ordinance  referred  to  prior  to  July  1st,  no  one  would  claim  that  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  would  have  jurisdiction.  It  certainly  cannot  be  claimed  that 
the  gas  company,  by  its  act  of  withholding  acceptance,  could  confer  jurisdiction;  it 
is  not  the  acceptance  that  comes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission. Acceptance  may  be  an  element  necessary  to  jurisdiction  under  given  cir- 
cumstances; but  the  subject-matter  for  review  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  is 
the  rates,  rentals,  charges,  demands,  exactions,  etc.,  fixed  by  ordinance  under  Sec- 
tion 46.    Your  board  has  not  before  you  any  ordinance  of  that  kind. 

Section  49  of  the  act  provides: 

"This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  rate,  fare  ">r  regulation  now  or  heieafte* 
prescribed  by  any  municipal  corporation  granting  a  right,  permission,  author- 
ity  or  franchise,  to  use  its  streets,  alleys,  avenues  or  public  places,  for  street 
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railway  or  street  railroad  purposes,  or  to  any  prices  so  fixed  under  Sections 
3644,  3982  and  3983,  of  the  General  Code,  except  as  provided  in  Sections  46, 
47  and  48  ol  this  act." 

Without  going  further  into  the  matter,  it  seems  apparent  to  me  that  it  would  bi 
unusual  to  confer  jurisdiction  upon  a  board  or  commission  to  review  the  rates  or 
conditions  of  an  ordinance  which  was  lawfully  passed  prior  to  the  existence  of  the 
commission.  The  passage  of  the  ordinance  was  not  a  nullity;  it  was  a  finality,  so 
far  as  the  State  or  its  agents  were  concerned,  when  passed.  As  long  as  it  was  left 
open  to  the  gas  company  to  be  accepted  by  them  it  was  a  continued  invitation  that 
was  put  in  motion  before  the  Public  Service  Commission  act  came  into  effect;  an 
invitation  that  continued  to  the  first  day  of  July,  at  any  rate. 

I  am,  expressly,  not  passing  upon  the  question  whether  or  not  the  acceptance 
by  the  gas  companies,  on  the  3rd  of  July,  two  days  after  the  time  the  contract  was 
to  become  effective  upon  the  face  of  the  ordinance,  is  binding.  That  is  a  matter 
about  which  the  gas  companies  and  the  city  are  concerned,  and  does  not  come  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  your  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the 
subject-matter  of  your  inquiry.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October  6th,  in 
which  you  state: 

"The  Commission  heard  four  telephone  cases.  In  two  of  them  the  ques- 
tion was  simply  the  right  to  connect  for  interchange  service.     To  illustrate: 

"The  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  and  the  Van  Wert  Telephone 
Company  filed  a  joint  petition  asking  authority  of  the  Commission  to  connect 
their  lines  so  as  to  give  the  subscribers  of  Van  Wert  through  toll  service  to 
points  located  on  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company's  lines. 

"In  the  other  two  cases  their  petition  was  for  the  right  to  purchase  and 
sell.  The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  prayed  for  the  right  to  purchase  the 
equipment  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  in  Ashtabula,  and  The 
Citizens  Telephone  Company  of  Delaware  asked  permission  to  purchase  the 
plant  and  equipment  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  in  Delaware. 
In  both  cases  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  joined  in  the  petitions, 
and  the  petitions  recite  the  consideration  to  be  paid,  amount  of  property  to 
be  transferred  in  each  case,  and  further  recited  that  the  action  in  each  case 
would  result  in  a  benefit  to  the  public,  in  that  the  subscribers  to  the  local 
companies  would  secure  through  service  to  points  reached  by  the  Central 
Union  Telephone  Company's  lines  and  The  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company's  lines,  which  service  they  do  not  at  present  enjoy.  It  was 
further  represented  that  rental  rates  would  not  be  advanced." 

and  request  my  opinion  upon  the  following  question: 

"Whether,  under  the  last  paragraph  of  Section  64  of  the  public  utilities 
law>  102  O.  L.  549,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  make  a  valuation  of 
the  plants,  or  whether  Section  63  applies  in  either  or  bo  ,h  cases." 
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Replying  thereto,*  I  beg  to  state  that  Section  63  of  the  act  creating  the  Public 
Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  provides  as  follows: 

"With  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  commission,  but  not  otherwise: 

"(a)  Any  two  or  more  public  utilities,  furnishing  a  like  service  or  product 
and  doing  business  in  the  same  municipality  or  locality  within  this  state,  or 
any  two  or  more  public  utilities  whose  lines  intersect  or  parallel  each  other 
within  this  state,  may  enter  into  contracts  with  each  other  that  will  enable 
such  public  utilities  to  operate  their  lines  or  plants  in  connection  with  each 
other. 

"(b)  Any  public  utility  may  purchase,  or  lease  the  property,  plant  or  busi- 
ness of  any  other  such  public  utility. 

"(c)  Any  such  public  utility  may  sell  or  lease  its  property  or  business  to 
any  other  such  public  utility. 

"  (d)  Any  such  public  utility  may  purchase  the  stock  of  any  other  such  pub- 
lic utility. 

"The  proceedings  for  obtaining  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  commis- 
sion for  such  authority,  shall  be  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  filed  with  the  commission  a  petition,  joint  or  otherwise, 
as  the  case  may  be,  signed  and  verified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
respective  companies,  clearly  setting  forth  the  object  and  purposes  desired, 
stating  whether  or  not  it  is  for  the  purchase,  sale,  lease  or  making  of  contracts 
or  for  any  other  purpose  in  this  section  provided  and  also  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  same.  The  commission  shall,  upon  the  filing  of  such  petition, 
if  it  deem  the  same  necessary,  fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof. 
If,  after  such  hearing,  or  in  case  no  hearing  is  required,  the  commission  is 
satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  such  petition  should  be  granted  and  the  public 
will  thereby  be  furnished  adequate  service  for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate, 
rental,  toll,  or  charge  therefor,  it  shall  make  such  order  in  the  premises  as  it 
may  deem  proper  and  the  circumstances  require,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  do  the  things  provided  for  in  such  order." 

Section  64  of  said  act  provides  as  follows: 

"With  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  commission,  but  not  otherwise, 
any  two  or  more  telephone  companies,  defined  in  this  act,  and  doing  business 
in  this  state  or  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  state,  may  consolidate 
with  each  other,  when  such  telephone  companies  shall  have  complied  with  the 
orders  and  requirements  of  the  commission  and  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

"Such  telephone  companies  shall  file  with  the  commission  a  joint  petition 
for  such  consolidation,  signed  and  verified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of 
the  respective  companies,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  in  detail,  all  of  the  terms, 
conditions  and  proceedings  pertaining  to  such  consolidation  and  in  such  form 
as  the  commission  may  require,  and  thereupon  the  commission  shall  fix  a  time 
and  place  for  the  hearing  of  such  petition. 

"If,  after  such  hearing,  the  commission  is  satisfied  that  such  consolida- 
tion will  promote  public  convenience,  and  will  furnish  the  public  adequate 
service  for  a  reasonable  rate,  rental,  toll  or  charge  therefor,  it  shall  make  an 
order  authorizing  such  consolidation,  which  order  before  taking  effect  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State.  Other  proceedings  relating  to  such 
consolidation  shall  be  in  the  manner  and  with  the  effect,  not  inconsistent, 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  consolidation  of  rail- 
road companies  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 
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"No  consolidation,  purchase,  lease  or  contract  by  which  two  or  more 
telephone  companies  merge  or  operate  their  lines  or  plants  jointly  or  in  con- 
nection with  each  other,  shall  become  valid  or  effective  until  after  the  commis- 
sion shall  have  ascertained  and  determined  the  valuation  as  provided  in  this 
act  upon  which  the  rates,  tolls,  charges  and  rentals  are  based  and  also  shall 
have  fixed  and  determined  such  rates,  tolls,  charges  and  rentals  so  to  be  charged 

"All  valuations  so  ascertained  and  determined  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  public  inspection." 

Before  quoting  further  it  will  be  well  to  inquire,  what  is  the  purpose  of  Section 
63;  does  it  relate  to  an  authority  to  pursue  a  course  looking  to  the  making  of  physical 
connections,  to  the  end  that  the  public  may  be  the  better  served;  is  its  purpose  to 
authorize  the  Commission  to  give  its  consent  to, and  make  its  approbation  of,  certain 
physical  connections  which  the  public  utility  would  be  compelled  to  make,  under 
the  order  of  the  Commission,  agreeably  to  Section  66  of  said  act,  in  case  a  complaint 
is  made  in  writing,  or  the  Commission  proceed  on  its  own  initiative,  by  order,  to 
require  any  two  or  more  telephone  companies,  whose  lines  or  wires  form  a  contin- 
uous line  of  communication,  or  could  be  made  to  do  so  by  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  suitable  connections,  or  the  joint  use  of  equipment,  or  the  transfer  of  mes- 
sages at  common  points  between  different  localities  which  can  be  communicated 
with  or  reached  by  the  lines  of  either  company  along  where  such  service  is  not  al- 
ready established  or  provided? 

Without  holding  that  the  Commission  may  not  give  its  consent  to,  and  approba- 
tion of,  connections,  under  Section  63,  with  a  wider  scope  than  under  Section  66, 
yet,  the  objects  provided  for  in  Section  66  throw  light  on  the  scope  of  Section  63.  It 
can  be  further  said  that  Section  63  appears  to  be  complete  in  itself,  in  its  remedial 
purposes.  Regardless  of  Section  64,  telephone  companies  could  and  can  do,  all  the 
things  specified  in  said  Section  63  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission.  Had  Section  64  not  been  enacted  as  it  now  stands,  covering,  as 
hereinafter  explained,  a  separate  and  distinct  subject,  but,  instead,  the  provisions 
thereof  incorporated  in  Section  63  as  a  condition  precedent,  and  applicable  alone  to 
telephone  companies,  thereby  laying  down  a  more  stringent  rule  as  to  them  in  the 
matter  of  sale  and  purchase  than  as  to  public  utilities  generally,  the  section  would 
appear  unusual  in  the  nature  of  its  drafting,  if  not  subject  to  challenge  as  being  un- 
constitutional, for  the  reason  that  on  the  face  of  it  it  would  seem  that  all  of  the  subject- 
matters  coming  within  its  scope  should  be  treated  alike  in  subsequent  sections,  if 
referred  to  in  subsequent  sections.  However,  the  legislature  covered  the  subjects 
contained  in  Section  63  fully,  and  put  all  public  utilities  on  the  same  footing,  as  to 
the  matters  contained  therein;  the  procedure  as  contained  in  Section  63,  by  which 
all  public  utilities  may  do  the  things  therein  specified,  is  complete  in  every  respect. 

The  legislature,  having  provided  for  these  things  fully,  turned  to  a  new  and  more 
intricate  subject,  and  one  not  theretofore  regulated  by  statute;  namely,  the  merger 
and  consolidation  of  telephone  companies,  as  set  out  in  Section  64. 

At  this  point  let  a  few  things  be  noted: 

Section  63  applies  to  physical  connections.    To  illustrate: 

Some  few  years  ago  The  Citizens  Telephone  Company,  of  Jackson  County, 
owned  and  operated  a  telephone  system  in  said  county;  their  long  distance  connec- 
tions were  with  the  United  States  Telephone  Company.  The  Bell  Telephone 
Company  had  long  distance  connections  from  the  outside  with  Jackson  County. 
The  United  States  Telephone  Company  was  compelled  to  withdraw  from  said 
county;  whereupon,  the  Jackson  County  Telephone  Company  made  connec- 
tions with  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  for  long  distance  purposes;  and  that 
connection,  which  is  purely  a  physical  one,  is  still  in  existence.  No  combination 
of  entities  of  the  two  corporations  was  effected,  nor  was  there  any  community 
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of  interest  made,  except  insofar  as  related  to  the  physical  connection.  The  Jackson 
County  Home  Telephone  Company  conducted  its  own  operations;  and  the  two  cor- 
porate entities  were  kept  entirely  distinct;  there  was  no  merger  or  consolidation. 
There  was  no  merger  effected,  either  by  lease  or  purchase  or  contract,  providing 
for  the  union  of  the  two  entities.  Suppose  the  two  telephone  companies  to  which  I 
refer  were  to  attempt  to  do  now  what  they  did  then.  In  my  judgment,  all  that  would 
be  necessary  for  them  to  do  would  be  to  proceed  under  Section  63,  and  procure  the 
approbation  of  the  Public  Service  Commission.  This,  because  on  the  very  face  of 
things  the  public,  by  such  an  arrangement,  is  a  beneficiary. 

If,  having  approved  of  such  physical  connection,  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion be  of  the  opinion  that  the  rates  are  more  than  the  investments  owned,  it  may 
proceed  under  Section  26  of  said  act,  which  is  as  follows: 

"The  commission  shall  have  the  right  to  investigate  and  determine  the 
value  of  all  the  property,  including  the  value  of  its  physical  property,  of  every 
public  utility  within  its  jurisdiction  actually  used  and  useful  for  the  service 
and  convenience  of  the  public,  whenever  it  deems  the  ascertainment  of  such 
value  necessary  in  order  to  properly  carry  into  effect  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act." 

The  Commission  may  in  all  cases  resort  to  Section  26,  and  applying  the  procedure 
provided  for  in  Sections  23,  24  and  25  of  said  act,  reduce  any  unjust  or  unreasonable 
rate,  fare,  charge,  toll  or  rental.  So  that,  the  public  is  fully  protected  in  that  be- 
half. In  fact,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  may  be  invoked  under  Section  23 
of  said  act,  upon  complaint  of  any  one  person  or  corporation;  so  that  the  rights  of 
the  public  in  this  respect  are  fully  protected.  On  the  other  hand,  when  the  object 
is  merely  to  make  a  physical  connection,  it  seems  to  me  that,  aside  from  what  the 
law  appears  to  be,  it  is  wholly  unnecessary  to  put  the  State  to  the  expense  of  making 
valuations,  where  there  is  no  danger  of  abuse,  and  where  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mission is  fully  reserved,  to  be  exercised  at  any  time. 

Section  63,  it  will  be  observed,  authorizes  public  utilities,  subject  to  the  consent 
and  approval  of  the  Commission,  to  enter  into  contracts  with  each  other  for  the  pur- 
pose of  operating  their  lines  or  plants  in  connection  with  each  other.  What  kind 
of  public  utilities  may  do  this? 

Division  "a"  of  Section  63  answers  this  question,  as  follows: 

"Any  two  or  more  public  utilities,  furnishing  a  like  service  or  product  and 
doing  business  in  the  same  municipality  or  locality  within  this  state,  or  any 
two  or  more  public  utilities  whose  lines  intersect  or  parrallel  each  other  within 
this  State,  may  enter  into  contracts  with  each  other  that  will  enable  such 
public  utilities  to  operate  their  lines  or  plants  in  connection  with  each  other." 

Division  "b"  provides: 

"Any  public  utility  may  purchase,  or  lease  the  property  or  business  of  any 
other  such  public  utility." 

To  what  does  "such"  refer?  Undoubtedly  to  the  kind  of  public  utilities  men- 
tioned in  "a." 

Passing  now  to  Division  "c,"  which  reads:  • 

"Any  such  public  utility  may  sell  or  lease  its  property,  or  business  to  any 
other  such  public  utility." 
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"such"  again  refers  back  to  "a." 

Passing  to  Division  "d,"  which  reads: 

"Any  such  public  utility  may  purchase  the  stock  of  any  other  such  public 
utility." 

"such"  refers  back  again  to  "a." 

So  that,  the  idea  of  physical  connection  and  physical  closeness  is  the  controlling 
feature  cropping  out  as  to  the  kind  of  public  utilities  that  may  be  connected  under 
Section  63. 

It  will  be  noted,  further,  that  Section  63  provides  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  filed  with  the  commission,  a  petition,  joint  or  otherwise, 
as  the  case  may  be,  signed  and  verified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
respective  companies,  clearly  setting  forth  the  object  and  purposes  desired, 
stating  whether  or  not  it  is  for  the  purchase,  sale,  lease  or  making  of  contracts, 
or  for  any  other  purpose  in  this  section  provided,  and  also  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  same.  The  commission  shall,  upon  the  filing  of  such  petition, 
if  it  deem  the  same  necessary,  fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  thereof. 
If,  after  such  hearing  or  in  case  no  hearing  is  required,  the  commission  is  sat- 
isfied that  the  prayer  of  such  petition  should  be  granted  and  the  public  will 
thereby  be  furnished  adequate  service,  for  a  reasonable  and  just  rate,  rental, 
toll  or  charge  therefor,  it  shall  make  such  order  in  the  premises  as  it  may  deem 
proper  and  the  circumstances  require,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  lawful  to  do 
the  things  provided  for  in  such  order." 

Under  this,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  Commission  is  not  called  upon  absolutely 
to  fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  hearing  itself;  that  is  to  be  done  only  when  the  Com- 
mission deems  the  same  necessary.  It  appears  further,  that  no  hearing  need  be 
required,  but  that  if  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition 
should  be  granted  that  is  the  end  of  it .  The  proceeding  lacks  the  formalities  and 
the  requisites  of  that  under  Section  64. 

Coming  now  to  Section  64,  and  requoting  part  of  it: 

"With  the  consent  and  approval  -of  the  commission,  but  not  otherwise, 
any  two  or  more  telephone  companies,  defined  in  this  act,  and  doing  business 
in  this  state,  or  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  state  may  consolidate 
with  each  other  when  such  telephone  companies  shall  have  complied  with  the 
orders  and  requirements  of  the  commission  and  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

The  kinds  of  telephone  companies  referred  to  here  are  not  limited  as  in  Section 
Q3.  Section  64  only  requires  that  such  companies  be  doing  business  in  this  State. 
or  partly  within  and  partly  without  this  State.  They  need  not  be  furnishing  service 
to  the  same  municipality;  their  lines  need  not  intersect  each  other,  or  be  parallel 
with  each  other,  in  this  State. 

Quoting  again  from  Section  64: 

"Such  telephone  companies  shall  file  with  the  commission  a  joint  petition 
for  such  consolidation,  signed  and  verified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of 
the  respective  companies,  in  which  shall  be  set  forth  in  detail  all  of  the  terms, 
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conditions  and  proceedings  pertaining  to  such  consolidation  and  in  such  form 
as  the  commission  may  require,  and  thereupon  the  commission  shall  fix  a  time 
and  place  for  the  hearing  of  such  petition." 

There  is  nothing,  under  Section  64,  left  to  the  option  of  the  Commission;  it  must 
have  a  hearing. 
Quoting  again: 

"If,  after  such  hearing,  the  commission  is  satisfied  that  such  consolida- 
tion will  promote  public  convenience,  and  will  furnish  the  public  adequate 
service  for  a  reasonable  rate,  rental,  toll  or  charge  therefor,  it  shall  make  an 
order  authorizing  such  consolidation,  which  order  before  taking  effect  shall 
be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state.  Other  proceedings  relating  to  such 
consolidation  shall  be  in  the  manner  and  with  the  effect,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  consolidation  of  railroad 
companies  under  the  laws  of  this  state." 

The  meaning  of  Section  64,  thus  far  quoted,  is  perfectly  apparent. 
We  now  come  to  the  paragraph  whose  interpretation  has  given  so  much  trouble. 
It  is  as  follows: 

"No  consolidation,  purchase,  lease  or  contract  by  which  two  or  more 
telephone  companies  merge  or  operate  their  lines  or  plants  jointly  or  in  con- 
nection with  each  other,  shall  become  valid  or  effective  until  after  the  Com- 
mission shall  have  ascertained  and  determined  the  valuation  as  provided  in 
this  act  upon  which  the  rates,  tolls,  charges  and  rentals  are  based,  and  also 
shall  have  fixed  and  determined  such  rates,  tolls,  charges  and  rentals  to  be 
charged." 

It  is  asked  whether  or  not  the  last  quoted  paragraph  controls  Section  63,  or 
whether  it  is  merely  a  part  of  Section  64.  After  the  most  careful  investigation  of 
the  subject,  and  particularly  the  meaning  to  be  gathered  from  studying  the  entire 
act,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Section  63  is  complete  in  itself  without  reference  to  Sec- 
tion 64;  and  Section  64  in  itself  is  complete  without  reference  to  Section  63;  also, 
that  the  words  "purchase,"  "lease"  and  "sale,"  as  used  in  Section  63,  mean  "pur- 
chase," "lease"  and  "sale"  as  a  means  of  effecting  a  physical  connection  as  a  primary 
object;  that  when  the  purchase,  lease  or  sale  is  made  under  Section  63  the  corporate 
entities  are  not  thereby  connected  nor  destroyed,  nor  in  any  way  interfered  with. 
If  the  purchase  be  outright,  and  the  two  companies  are  no  longer  directly  or  indirectly 
associated  with  each  other,  that  is  the  end  of  it;  if  the  property.be  leased  for  its 
physical  advantages,  and  the  two  companies  not  connected  directly  or  indirectly 
as  such,  that  is  the  end  of  it.  The  confusion  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  words 
"purchase,"  "lease"  or  "contract,"  as  referred  to  in  Section  64,  are  taken  to  be 
identical  with  the  words  "purchase,"  "lease"  or  "contract,"  as  used  in  Section  63. 
While  these  words  have  a  uniform  meaning,  yet,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  they 
may  be  vehicles  for  the  accomplishment  of  different  purposes. 

Section  63  does  not  refer  in  any  wise  to  Section  64,  nor  vice  versa.  Section 
63  provides  that  a  petition,  joint  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filed,  setting  forth  the 
object  and  purpose  desired,  whether  "for  the  purchase,  sale,  lease  or  making  of 
contracts,  or  any  other  purpose  in  this  section  provided."  It  does  not  say  ''any  of 
the  purposes  provided  in  Section  64."  The  purposes' provided  in  Section  63  and  64 
are  separate  and  distinct.  Rates  are  necessarily  involved  in  Section  64;  not  so  in 
Section  63.      Also,  in  Section  64»  the  provisions  applicable  to  the  consolidation  of 
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railroad  companies,  not  inconsistent  with  "this"  act,  are  to  be  observed  and  fol- 
lowed, which  provisions  are  made  a  part  of  the  act  by  reference.  The  Commission, 
under  Section  64,  must  ascertain  and  determine  the  value  of  the  new  or  consolidated 
corporations,  and  shall  fix  the  rates,  etc. 

Section  64,  as  to  merger  and  consolidation,  follows  the  general  rule,  and  makes 
the  exercise  of  such  power  subject  to  strict  rules  and  the  closest  scrutiny.  Notice 
the  different  phraseology  in  Sections  63  and  64.  You  will  find  evidence  conclusive 
in  itself,  aside  from  what  has  been  said,  that  Section  63  refers  to  the  physical  prop- 
erty, while  Section  64  refers  to  the  corporate  entities  and  corporate  relations. 

The  last  paragraph  of  Section  64,  it  appears  to  me,  means  the  same  thing,  as 
though  it  read  as  follows: 

"No  legal  status  brought  about  by  the  consolidation,  purchase,  lease  or 
contract,  by  which  two  or  more  telephone  companies  merge  to  operate  their 
lines  or  plants  jointly  or  in  connection  with  each  other,  shall  become  effective 
until  after  the  commission  shall  have  ascertained  and  determined  the  valua- 
tion, etc." 

The  essence  of  the  thing  requiring  scrutiny  at  the  hands  of  the  Commission  is 
the  merging  of  the  entities,  the  operation  of  the  lines  jointly  or  in  connection  with 
each  other  by  combined  entities,  entities  acting  as  a  unit  in  respect  to  the  operation. 

Some  confusion  presents  itself,  at  first,  because  "consolidation"  is  taken  as  the 
equivalent  of  "merge,"  and  therefore,  the  statute  might  appear  to  be  read:  "No 
consolidation  by  which  two  or  more  companies  merge  shall  become  valid  or  effec- 
tive," etc.  But  this  will  not  do.  The  merging  may  be  accomplished  by  the  con- 
solidation, purchase,  lease  or  contract;  again,  the  operation  ot  the  lines  jointly  or  in 
connection  with  each  other  may  be  accomplished  by  consolidation,  purchase,  lease 
or  contract. 

Section  6035,  of  Thompson,  on  Corporations,  Second  Edition,  Volume  5,  Chapter 
165,  speaking  of  consolidation,  merger,  union  and  amalgamation,  says: 

"The  uniting  or  joining  together  into  one  of  two  or  more  existing  corpora- 
tions is  variously  denominated  'consolidation,'  'merger,'  'amalgamation,' 
or  'union,'  depending  on  the  nature  or  the  result  of  the  union.  There  seems 
to  be  a  recoginized  difference  between  'consolidation'  and  'merger.'  While 
'merger'  and  'amalgamation'  are  sometimes  used  synonymously.  Consoli- 
dation takes  place  where  two  or  more  existing  corporations  are  consolidated 
into  a  single  corporation,  and  the  existence  of  the  uniting  corporations  is  ter- 
minated and  the  consolidated  company  succeeds  in  a  general  way  to  the  rights 
and  franchies  and  acquires  the  property  and  assumes  the  obligations  and 
liabilities  of  all  the  constituent  companies.  In  the  ordinary  legal  phraseology, 
the  term  'consolidation'  is  generally  used  to  indicate  both  the  act  and  the 
result  of  uniting  two  or  more  corporations  into  one." 

Now,  the  act  of  uniting  these  two  or  more  corporations  into  one  may  be  accom- 
plished unquestionably  by  purchase,  or  even  by  lease. 

Thompson  on  Corporations,  Section  6037,  distinguishes  between  "merger  and 
consolidation,"  as  follows: 

"There  seems  to  be  a  recognized  difference  between  merger  and  consoli- 
dation.   A   'merger'   as  used  and  understood  by  the  courts  is  not  the  equiva- 
lent of    'consolidation;'    it  exists  where  one  of  the  constituent  companies  re- 
mains in  being,  absorbing  or  merging  in  itself  all  the  other  companies.     In  a ' 
merger  of  two  or  more  corporations,  one  of  the  merged  corporations  survives; 
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that  is,  the  merger  consists  in  the  uniting  of  two  or  more  by  the  transfer  of  all 
the  property  to  some  one  of  the  existing  corporations,  which  continues  its  ex- 
istence, while  the  others  are  swallowed  up  by  or  merged  in  the  one  that  exists. 
And  in  this  respect,  it  differs  from  a  consolidation,  wherein,  as  will  be  seen, 
all  the  corporations  terminate  their  existence  and  become  parties  to  a  new 
one.     *    *    *'" 

Whether  a  merger  be  effected,  or  a  consolidation  be  effected,  the  means  for  ef- 
fecting the  same  may  be  different.    Quoting  further  from  Thompson,  Section  6037: 

"A  legislature  may  authorize  the  consolidation  of  corporations  by  merg- 
ing one  in  the  other  and  continue  the  existence  of  the  latter  with  the  prop- 
erty, rights  and  franchises  of  both." 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  consolidation  is  brought  about  by  means  of  the 
merger,  and  that  whether  we  use  the  expression  "consolidation"  or  "merger"  the 
idea  is  prevalent  of  a  union  or  combination  of  entities. 

Thompson,  Section  6038,  discussing  consolidation  not  a  sale  and  purchase,  thus 
discusses: 

"A  consolidation  is  entirely  different  from  a  sale  of  the  property  and  assets 
of  one  corporation  and  the  purchase  by  another.  A  consolidation  is  wanting 
in  the  essential  elements  of  a  sale.  Thus,  as  said  by  the  Ohio  court:  'A  sale 
implies  a  vendor  and  a  vendee,  and  by  it  the  former  sells  and  transfers  a  thing 
that  he  owns  to  the  latter  for  a  price  paid,  or  to  be  paid  to  himself.  The 
vendor  parts  with  nothing  but  his  property,  and  for  it  receives  a  quid  pro  quo. 
Such  is  not  the  case  where  companies  are  consolidated  under  this  statute. 
It  is  true  that  the  owner  of  each  constitutent  road  parts  with  its  property.  But 
it  does  much  more;  it  not  only  parts  with  its  property,  but  ceases  to  be  a  juris- 
dictional entity,  capable  of  owning  or  acquiring  property.  It  does  not,  and 
could  not  receive  any  consideration  for  the  transfer,  because  it  is  extinguished 
and  dissolved  by  the  act  of  its  stockholders  in  assenting  to  the  proposed  agree- 
ment. The  issuance  of  stock  by  the  new  company  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
old  companies  characterizes  the  transaction  as  a  consolidation  and  not  a  pur- 
chase; as  such  a  transaction  is  by  no  means  necessary  in  a  mere  sale  and  pur- 
chase. The  fact  that  one  step  in  the  process  of  consolidation  may  take  the 
form  of  purchase  and  sale  does  not  affect  the  nature  of  the  transaction  or 
make  it  any  the  less  a  consolidation.'  " 

The  last  sentence  herein  quoted  discloses  the  fact  that  purchase  and  sale  may 
be  elements  in  accomplishing  consolidation.    Thompson,  Section  6039,  says: 

"A  lease  of  the  property  of  one  corporation  to  another  may  be  such  as  to 
constitute  a  merger  but  it  is  not  a  consolidation.  Under  a  lease,  the  right  to 
use  the  property  only  and  not  the  title  passes;  and  in  such  a  case  the  existence 
of  neither  corporation  is  terminated." 

Further  discussing  the  question,  Thompson  says  (quoting  from  a  Montana 
court) : 

"Ordinarily,  no  idea  of  a  lease  would  ever  enter  into  any  explanation  of 
what  constituted  a  consolidation,  unless  such  contract  of  lease  was  for  so  long 
a  period  of  time,  or  by  its  terms  was  such  as  to  make  it  a  practical  merger 
of  one  corporation  into  another.    Lease  does  not  imply  consolidation,  nor

consolidation  lease.  The  power  to  consolidate,  as  has  been  seen,  is  a  power 
to  make  two  corporations  one;  the  power  to  lease  carries  with  it  no  power  to 
pass  anything  except  the  right  to  use  the  property  leased." 

Further,  Thompson  says  (Section  6039) : 

"However,  a  lease  may  be  of  such  duration  as  to  amount  to  a  consolida- 
tion or  merger.  Statutes  sometimes  prevent  the  leasing  as  well  as  a  consoli- 
dation of  parallel  or  competing  lines  of  railroads." 

Numerous  decisions  are  quoted  to  support  the  last  proposition. 

The  terms  "consolidation,"  "lease,"  "merger,"  "amalgamation,"  "union," 
"purchase"  and  "sale,"  in  connection  with  the  idea  of  combining  entities,  are  dis- 
cussed at  great  length  in  Thompson  on  Corporations,  Sections  6035  et  seq.,  and  I  need 
not  quote  further  here.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  after  a  careful  reading  of  them  one  is 
convinced  that  the  legislature  in  adopting  the  last  paragraph  of  Section  64  of  the 
public  utilities  act  Was  not  at'  all  so  much  confused  as  is  one  who  has  not  studied 
the  real  meanings  of  "consolidation,"  "purchase,"  "lease,"  "sale,"  "merger,"  etc. 

In  concluding  the  discussion  of  the  principles  involved,  permit  me  to  say  that 
Section  63  applies  to  the  physical  connections;  that  it  is  complete  in  itself;  and  that 
where  two  telephone  companies,  of  the  description  mentioned  in  Section  63,  desire 
to  make  physical  connections,  either  by  purchase,  lease  or  contract,  and  the  fact 
of  merger  or  union  of  corporate  entities  does  not  appear,  your  Commission  need  not 
make  any  valuation,  and  is  controlled  entirely  by  Section  63.  Where,  however,  it 
appears  to  your  Commission,  regardless  of  the  form  in  which  such  appearance 
comes  to  you,  that  the  real  purpose  of  the  companies  is  to  merge  their  corporate 
entities  and  pull  together  in  their  corporate  capacities  for  their  own  purposes,  and 
not  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  you  are  to  be  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  Section  64. 

Coming  now  to  your  four  telephone  cases,  you  say  in  two  of  them  the  question 
is  simply  the  right  to  connect  interchange  service,  and  give  the  following  illustra- 
tion: 

"The  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  and  the  Van  Wert  Telephone 
Company  filed  a  joint  petition  asking  authority  of  the  Commission  to  connect 
their  lines  so  as  to  give  the  subscribers  of  Van  Wert  through  toll  service  to 
points  located  in  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company's  lines."   ' 

As  to  these  two  cases  it  is  apparent  you  are  governed  by  Section  63  exclusively 
and  need  not  consider  Section  64. 

As  to  the  other  two  cases  you  say: 

"The  Ashtabula  Telephone  Company  prayed  for  the  right  to  purchase 
the  equipment  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  in  Ashtabula,  and 
the  Citizens  Telephone  Company  of  Delaware  asked  for  permission  to  pur- 
chase the  plant  and  equipment  of  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  in 
Delaware.  In  both  cases  the  Central  Union  Telephone  Company  joined  in  the 
petitions,  and  the  petitions  recite  the  consideration  to  be  paid,  amount  of 
property  to  be  transferred  in  each  case,  and  further  recite  that  the  action  in 
each  case  would  result  to  the  benefit  of  the  public,  in  that  the  subscribers  to 
the  local  companies  would  secure  through  service  to  points  reached  by  the 
Central  Union  Telephone  Company's  lines,  and  the  American  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Company's  lines,  which  service  they  do  not  at  present  enjoy.  It 
was  further  represented  that  rental  rates  would  not  be  advanced." 
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As  to  these  two  cases  I  think  your  Commission  should  be  the  judge,  because 
you  have  before  you  more  of  the  facts  than  the  writer.  In  other  words,  the  writer 
could  not  advise  you  as  to  whether  Section  64  applies  without  treading  upon  the 
prerogatives  of  the  Commission.  If  you  are  satisfied  that  the  companies  are  of  the 
kind  described  in  Paragraph  A  of  Section  63,  and  that  there  is  to  be  no  combining 
or  uniting  of  corporate  entities,  and  that  the  sale  in  each  case  is  to  be  absolute,  and 
that  all  interest  in  the  two  properties,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  selling  company,  dis- 
appears, you  may  proceed  under  Section  63. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  you  are  satisfied  that  the  purchase  is  only  a  means  to  a 
combining  of  corporate  entities  and  that  each  of  the  companies  will  retain  an  interest 
in  the  subject-matter  of  the  contract  as  distinguished  from  one  you  should  proceed 
under  Section  64. 

I  beg  your  pardon  for  the  great  delay  in  answering  your  request.  Your  inquires 
gave  me  much  difficulty,  and  I  am  pleased  to  herewith  acknowledge  the  assistance 
rendered  by  members  of  the  Commission,  some  on  one  side  and  some  on  the  other,  in 
arriving  at  a  conclusion;  and  also  to  thank  those  who  furnished  briefs  in  the  case. 

I  may  say  in  conclusion  that  I  feel  confident  that  the  principles  hereinbefore 
set  forth  are  correct,  and  that  your  commission  may  feel  sure  that  in  following  these 
principles  you  will  not  be  misguided  in  your  official  action.

Gentlemen: — I  have  been  making  some  inquiry  as  to  the  discussion  before  the 
committee  which  recommended  Sections  63  and  64  of  "the  Public  Service  Commission 
act.  I  am  not  through  with  my  investigation  in  that  connection,  but  from  the  in- 
formation gleaned  thus  far  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  recommend  to  you,  in  relation  to 
the  two  cases  wherein  petition  was  filed  with  you  for  the  right  to  purchase  and  sell, 
to  ascertain  and  determine  the  valuation,  as  provided  in  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion act,  upon  which  the  rates,  tolls,  charges  and  rentals  are  based;  and  also  have 
fixed  and  determined  such  rates,  tolls,  charges  and  rentals  so  to  be  charged. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  you  have  the  power  to  ascertain  and  determine  such 
valuation;  and,  pending  the  further  investigation  of  the  proceedings  leading  up  to 
the  enactment  of  the  law,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  advise  you  that  all  doubts  should  be 
resolved  in  favor  of  the  jurisdiction  and  obligation  of  the  Commission. 

Permit  me  further  to  say,  that  it  is  my  desire,  for  the  present  at  least,  not  to  lay 
down  any  definite  rule  for  your  government,  in  reference  to  telephone  companies, 
under  Sections  63  and  64,  but  to  pass  upon  the  law  applicable  to  each  case  as  it  is 
presented  to  you.     Later  on,  I  can  give  you  a  rule  for  permanent  guidance.

(  ikntlemen: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October  5th,  in  which  you  ask  for 
an  opinion  with  reference  to  Section  8988  of  the  General  Code,  and  cite  the  following 
examples,  namely: 

"Suppose,  for  instance,  that  the  existing  rate  on  coal  from  Fultonham, 
on  the  Z.  &  W.  Ry.  via  Crooksville  and  the  C.  &  M.  V.  to  Circlevillo  is  seventy 
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cents  per  ton.  Would  Section  8988  require  the  railroads,  parties  to  the  Circle- 
ville  rate;  to  apply  such  rate  as  the  maximum  to  Stoutsville,  a  local  point  on 
the  C.  &  M.  V.  intermediate  between  Crooksville  and  Circleville? 

"There  is  in  existence  a  rate  of  35  cents  per  ton  on  sand  and  gravel,  in  car- 
loads, from  Akron  to  Kent  via  the  Erie  R.  R.  Would  the  application  of  Sec- 
tion 8988  of  the  General  Code  require  the  Erie  R.  R.  to  apply  the  35-cent  rate 
to  Talmadge,  a  point  directly  intermediate  on  the  same  line?" 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  section  of  the  General  Code 
referred  to  provides  as  follows: 

"No  company,  or  person  owning,  controlling  or  operating  a  railroad  in 
whole  or  part  within  this  state,  shall  charge  or  receive  for  transportation  of 
freight  for  any  distance  within  this  state  a  larger  SUM  THAN  IS  CHARGED 
BY  THE  SAME  COMPANY  or  person  for  the  transportation  in  the  same 
direction,  of  freight  of  same  class  or  kind,  for  an  equal  or  greater  distance 
.    over  the  same  road  and  connecting  lines  of  road."       | 

A  railroad  is  a  common  carrier  and  subject  to  State  control  as  to  rates  charged 
on  freight  shipped  thereon  which  is  intrastate. 

Said  Section  8988  was  enacted  with  the  intent  and  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
undue  discrimination  and  preference  to  one  shipper  or  to  shippers  over  another  or 
others. 

It  is  plain  that  the  provisions  of  the  section  in  question  do  not  in  terms  embrace 
the  case  of  the  interstate  traffic,  but  it  is  restricted  in  its  regulation  to  long  and  short 
distances  upon  railroad  lines  and  connecting  lines,  within  this  State. 

It  may  be  contended  that,  so  long  as  the  rate  charged  for  the  short  haul  is  open 
to  all  who  desire  to  make  a  shipment,  it  is  not  discrimination,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  any  rate  charged  by  any  railroad  for  a  short  haul  which  would  be  greater  than 
any  rate  for  a  long  haul  on  the  same  and  connecting  lines  would  be  a  discriminatory 
rate  and  would  be  in  contravention  to  said  Section  8988. 

The  whole  spirit  of  the  statute  in  question  would  be  abrogated  if  the  railroad 
could  charge  more  for  a  short  haul  on  its  road  and  connecting  roads  than  for  a  longer 
haul  thereon  in  the  same  direction.  The  sum  charged  by  the  railroad  is  based  upon 
a  rate,  and  any  rate  or  rates  which  would  give  to  a  shipper  a  privilege  to  ship  a  cer- 
tain commodity  for  a  longer  distance  for  a  cheaper  rate  or  smaller  sum  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  discrimination.  t 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinionthat  under  said  Section  8988  of  the  General  Code, 
a  railroad  cannot  charge  a  higher  rate  to  an  intermediate  point  than  to  a  farther 
point  on  the  same  and  connecting  lines  in  the  same  direction.  Hence,  in  answer  to 
your  first  example,  I  think  the  railroad,  party  to  the  Circleville  rate,  would  have  to 
apply  such  rate  as  the  maximum  to  Stoutsville,  a  local  point  on  the  C.  &  M.  V.  Rail- 
road intermediate  between  Crooksville  and  Circleville. 

In  answer  to  your  second  example,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Erie  Railroad 
Company  would  be  required  under  said  section  of  the  General  Code  to  apply  the 
thirty-five-cent  rate  to  Talmadge,  a  point  directly  intermediate  on  the  same  line, 
and  the  maximum  rate  from  Akron  to  Kent  the  longer  distance  on  the  same  and 
connecting  lines.

Gentlemen: — Your  communication  dated  January  10,  1912,  in  which  you  ask  for 
my  opinion  as  to  the  application  of  Section  66  of  the  public  utility  act,  Section 
614-63  of  the  General  Code  (102  Ohio  Laws  569)  to  the  following  example : 

"Where  'mutual  telephone  companies'  incorporated  not  for  profit,  but 
are  actually  operating  for  profit,  that  is  to  say,  they  furnish  service  to  persons 
not  members  of  the  company  and  charge  for  such  service.  Suppose  then  that 
two  mutual  companies,  each  incorporated  'not  for  profit, '  but  each  actually 
operating  for  profit  by  serving  others  than  members  of  their  company,  would 
not  such  companies  be  utilities  under  the  law  and  entitled  to  the  application 
of  said  Section  66  of  said  act?" 

was  duly  received  and  in  reply  will  say  that  Section  Three  (3)  of  said  act  (102  Ohio 
Laws  550)  reads: 

"Any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  firms,  co-partnership  or  voluntary  asso- 
ciation, joint  stock  association,  company  or  corporation,  wherever  organized 
or  incorporated:  When  engaged  in  the  business  of  transmitting  to,  from, 
through,  or  in  this  state,  telephonic  messages,  is  a  telephone  company,  and 
as  such  is  declared  to  be  a  common  carrier." 

Section  Four  (4)  of  said  act  (102  O.  L.  551)  in  defining  the  term  "public  utility" 
carries  an  exception  as  follows: 

"Except  such  public  utilities  as  operate  their  utilities  not  for  profit." 

From  a  careful  reading  of  the  said  section  above  quoted,  it,  in  my  opinion,  was 
the  plain  intention  of  the  legislature  to  provide  by  said  act  for  the  efficient  regula- 
tion of  public  utilities  which  are  affected  with  a  public  interest. 

It  is  apparent  that  these  portions  of  sections  three  (3)  and  four  (4)  of  said  act 
above  quoted,  must  be  considered  together  to  properly  answer  your  inquiry,  and  in 
so  considering  them,  it  is  clear  to  me  that  any  mutual  telephone  company,  incor- 
porated not  for  profit,  but  nevertheless  furnishing  service  to  persons  not  members 
of  the  company  and  charges  therefor,  becomes  a  common  carrier  under  the  definition 
of  said  term,  set  forth  in  said  Section  Three  (3)  and,  again,  whenever  such  mutual 
company  or  companies  do  furnish  service  to  persons  not  members  of  the  companies 
and  charge  therefor,  they  do  not  come  within  the  exception  set  forth  in  said  Section 
Four  (4),  but  "operate  their  utilities  for  profit;"  and  all  such  mutual  companies 
would  be  stopped  from  claiming  they  were  operated  not  for  profit. 

There  must  be  a  distinction  made  between  a  corporation  incorporated  "not  for 
profit,"  and  one  "operated  for  profit,"  as  applied  to  the  public  utility  act,  for  the 
reason  that  as  soon  as  any  such  company,  as  referred  to  in  your  inquiry,  accepted 
business  from  others  than  its  members  and  charged  therefor,  it  is  operating  for  profit, 
even  though  the  members  may  not  under  its  charter  be  entitled  to  participate  in  the 
proceeds  or  funds  derived  from  such  charges. 

Therefore,  whenever  such  mutual  telephone  companies  become  utilities  as  above 
■  ('•scribed,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  they  become  answerable  to  said  Section  66  of 
said  act.

Gentlemen: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  November  15,  1911, 
wherein  you  state : 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  B.  A.  Worthington,  receiver  W.  & 
L.  E.  R.  R.  Co.,  complaining,  informally,  that  at  Massillon,  Martins  Ferry 
and  Bridgeport,  Ohio,  the  Pennsylvania  and  B.  &  0.  refuse  to  accord  to  the 
W.  &  L.  E.  R.  R.  the  same  switching  facilities  that  they  accord  to  each  other; 
that  is  to  say,  if  a  carload  of  freight  arrives  at  either  of  these  places  via  the 
W.  &  L.  E.  for  a  consignee  having  a  private  siding  on  the  Pennsylvania,  the 
Pennsylvania  will  not  switch  it.  While  if  a  car  were  to  arrive  via  the  B.  & 
O.  consigned  to  the  same  party,  they  would  switch  it." 

And  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  there  is  any  action  under  the  statutes 
that  can  be  taken  by  the  Commission  in  the  absence  of  formal  complaint  to  require 
a  railroad  company  to  treat  all  its  connections  on  the  same  basis  with  reference  to 
interchange  switching  arrangements.  In  reply  thereto  I  desire  to  say  that  Section 
8998  of  the  General  Code  provides  that  when  the  tracks  of  one  company 

"*  *  *  lie  contiguous  to  coal  mines,  stone  quarries,  manufacturing 
establishments,  elevators,  warehouses,  navigable  waters  or  side  tracks,  suit- 
able for  loading  or  unloading,  it  shall  switch  the  cars  of  other  companies,  at 
the  request  of  such  companies,  or  the  shippers,  over  and  upon  the  tracks  so 
lying  by  such  mines,  quarries,  manufacturing  establishments,  elevators,  ware- 
houses, navigable  waters  or  side  tracks,  for  the  purpose  of  unloading  or  loading 
grain  or  other  freight  into  or  from  such  elevators,  warehouses,  boats  upon 
such  navigable  waters,  or  side  tracks  without  demurrage,  for  forty-eight 
hours." 

And  Section  8999  provides  when  companies  must  transport  cars  of  other  companies, 
and  Section  9000  provides  the  rate  for  switching  the  cars  of  other  companies.  Sec- 
tion 9002  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"A  company  which  violates  or  jiermits  to  be  violated  any  provision  of 
sections  eighty-nine  hundred  and  ninety-seven  to  ninety  hundred  and  one, 
inclusive  *  *  *  or  which  demands  or  receives  a  greater  sum  of  money  for 
transportation  *  *  *  or  for  the  service  provided  for  in  such  sections 
eighty-nine  hundred  and  ninety-seven  to  nine  thousand  and  one,  inclusive,  than 
the  sum  allowed  by  law,  shall  pay  to  the  parly  aggrieved  for  every  such  over- 
charge a  sum  equal  to  double  the  amount  of  the  overcharge;  and  any  officer, 
employe,  or  agent  of  any  such  company  who  violates  or  permits  to  be  violated, 
any  of  such  provisions,  or  demands  or  receives  such  sum  of  money,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  like  penalty  to  the  party  aggrieved.     *     *  " 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  question  submitted  in  your  inquiry,  I  am 
compelled  to  arrive  at  the  legal  conclusion  that  said  sections,  above  referred  to, 
provide  no  penalty  to  be  assessed  by  the  State,  but  the  remedy  is  given  to  the  party 
aggrieved  under  Section  9002  for  such  overcharge,  etc. 

The  matter  submitted  in  your  inquiry  being  one  of  the  cases  which  is  covered 
by  the  statutes,  not  only  as  to  the  rights  of  the  party  aggrieved,  but  also  providing 
a  statutory  remedy,  I  am  also  of  the  legal  opinion  that  your  Commission  is  without 
authority  to  remedy  the  wrong  without  a  formal  complaint  being  filed  with  it  by  the 
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party  aggrieved,  which,  under  my  construction  of  Section  9002  of  the  General  Code, 
would  be  the  party  who  has  been  overcharged,  i.  e.,  the  shipper  who  must  pay  such 
overcharge  for  freight  shipments. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  company  has  no  right  to  refuse  absolutely  to  switch 
the  cars  of  another  company  when  the  tracks  lie  contiguous  to  the  company's  mines, 
stone  quarries,  manufacturing  establishments,  elevators,  warehouses,  navigable 
waters  or  side  tracks  suitable  for  loading  or  unloading,  if  requested  by  such  company 
or  shippers,  and  if  they  absolutely  refuse  they  would  have  the  right  to  file  a  formal 
complaint  with  your  Commission  and  upon  hearing  your  Commission  could  issue  an 
order  requiring  the  same  to  render  such  services  as  are  required  by  law.

The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen: — Your  communication  of  May  3, 1912,  received.  You  recite  therein 
the  following  facts: 

Certain  residents  of  what  is  known  as  "Crestview  Addition"  to  the  city 
of  Columbus,  brought  to  your  Commission  an  informal  complaint  against 
The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  alleging  that  that  utility  had  refused 
to  furnish  them  gas  in  said  addition.  That  an  informal  conference  was  held 
at  which  appeared  representatives  of  the  gas  company  and  a  number  of  citi- 
zens of  said  addition,  and  that  at  said  conference  it  developed  that  said  addi- 
tion to  the  city  of  Columbus  was  recently  made  and  has  so  far  been  sparsely 
built  up  although  building  is  going  on  rapidly.  That  subsequently  your  Com- 
mission "took  up  the  matter  on  its  own  initiative,  made  necessary  entries, 
summoned  the  witnesses  and  had  a  formal  hearing  in  the  matter." 
That  at  said  hearing  it  was  shown  that  there  are  now  in  said  addition  thirty- 
five  occupied  residences,  fourteen  of  which  are  supplied  with  gas  (having 
privately  piped  the  same  from  the  main  lines  of  the  company  at  their  own 
expense)  and  twenty-one  which  are  not  supplied,  and  certain  other  facts  rela- 
tive to  said  addition. 

Your  Commission  requests  my  opinion  as  to  the  legal  status  of  said  matter 
from  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  case,  and  in  reply  I  desire  to  say  that  the  question 
involved  in  the  case  and  the  only  one  necessary  for  me  to  consider  is, 

"Whether  your  Commission  has  jurisdiction  either  to  entertain  a  com- 
plaint directly  from  the  citizens  of  said  addition  such  as  recited  in  your 
communication  or  take  any  action  upon  its  own  initiative  in  the  subject- 
matter." 

It  will  be  necessary  to  examine  the  act  creating  your  Commission  (Sections 
501,  502  and  606  of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio)  in  order  to  determine  the  question 
to  whether  or  not  jurisdiction  is  given  to  your  Commission  to  entertain  a  complaint 
or  make  an  order  upon  its  own  initiative,  such  as  referred  to  in  your  communication. 
In  giving  the  matter  most  careful  consideration  on  account  of  the  importance  of  the 
issue  involved,  I  have  investigated  not  only  the  law,  but  all  the  facts  which  are 
determinative  of  the  issue  involved,  and  I  find  the  facts  to  be  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company,  a  corporation,  was  granted  a  franchise 
by  the  council  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  many  years  prior  to  Crestview's  be- 
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ing  annexed  to  the  said  city  of  Columbus,  whereby  the  said  company  was  granted 
the  privilege  of  laying  pipes  in  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  places  and  grounds  of 
the  said  city  of  Columbus,  and  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  and  supplying  natural 
gas  to  consumers  thereof,  and  now  and  for  many  years  have  been  operating  under 
said  ordinance.     (Ordinance  No.  15564  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio.) 

(b)  That  said  company  has  never  extended  its  pipe  lines  into  said  Crestview 
Addition,  and  refused  to  do  so,  because. its  franchise  does  not  compel  it  to  do  so 
under  the  present  conditions  existing  as  to  prospective  consumers  of  natural  gas  in 
said  addition. 

(c)  That  no  action  has  ever  been  taken  by  the  residents  of  the  said  addition  to 
the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  as  provided  under  the  terms  of  said  ordinance  afore- 
said, to  secure  the  service  referred  to  in  this  controversy. 

The  sections  of  the  act  creating  your  Commission  and  defining  its  powers  rela- 
tive to  the  matter  of  jurisdiction  of  the  same  to  order  extensions  of  mains  by  said 
company  into  a  new  addition  to  the  city  of  Columbus  are: 

"Section  5.  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  is  hereby  vested 
with  the  power  and  jurisdiction  to  supervise  and  regulate  'public  utilities' 
and  'railroads'  as  herein  defined  and  provided  and  to  require  all  public  utilities 
to  furnish  their  products  and  render  all  service  required  by  the  commission 
or  by  law. 

"Section  14.  Every  public  utility  shall  furnish  necessary  and  adequate 
service  and  facilities  which  shall  be  reasonable  and  just,  and  every  unjust  or 
unreasonable  charge  for  such  service  is  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  un- 
lawful. 

"Section  15.  Every  public  utility  shall  furnish  and  provide  with  respect  to 
its  business  such  instrumentalities  and  facilities  as  shall  be  adequate  and  in 
all  respects  just  and  reasonable.  All  charges  made  or  demanded  for  any  serv- 
ice rendered,  or  to  be  rendered,  shall  be  just  and  reasonable,  and  not  more 
than  allowed  by  law  or  by  order  of  the  commission.  Every  unjust  or  unrea- 
sonable charge  made  or  demanded  for  any  service,  or  in  connection  therewith, 
or  in  excess  of  that  allowed  by  law  or  by  order  of  the  commission,  is  prohibited 
and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

"Section  23.  Upon  complaint  in  writing,  against  any  public  utility,  by 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  upon  the  initiative  or  complaint  of  the 
commission  that  any  rate,  fare,  charge,  toll,  rental,  schedule,  classification 
or  service,  or  any  joint  rate,  fare,  charge,  toll,  rental,  schedule,  classification 
or  service  rendered,  charged,  demanded,  exacted  or  proposed  to  be  rendered, 
charged,  demanded,  or  exacted,  is  in  any  respect  unjust,  unreasonable,  un- 
justly discriminatory,  or  unjustly  preferential  or  in  violation  of  law,  or  that 
any  regulation,  measurement,  or  practice  affecting  or  relating  to  any  service 
furnished  by  said  public  utility,  or  in  connection  therewith,  is,  or  will  be,  in 
any  respect  unreasonable,  unjust,  insufficient  or  unjustly  discriminatory  or 
unjustly  preferential,  or  that  any  service  is,  or  will  be,  inadequate  or  cannot 
be  obtained,  the  commission  shall  notify  the  public  utility  complained 
of  that  complaint  has  been  made  and  of  the  time  and  place  when  the  same 
will  be  considered  and  determined,  which  notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  public 
utility  not  less  than  fifteen  days  before  such  hearing,  and  shall  plainly  state 
the  matters  or  things  complained  of.  The  commission  shall,  if  it  appears 
that  there  are  reasonable  grounds  for  the  complaint,  at  such  time  and  place 
proceed  to  consider  such  complaint  and  may  adjourn  the  hearing  thereof  from 
time  to  time.  The  parties  thereto  shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard,  represented 
by  counsel  and  to  have  process  to  enforce  the  attendance  of  witnesses.  A 
public  utility  may  make  complaint  as  to  any  matter  affecting  its  own  product 
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or  service  with  like  effect  as  though  made  by  a  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
in  which  event  the  commission  shall  publish  notice  thereof  for  ten  days  prior 
to  such  hearing  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  at  the  situs  of  such  public 
utility." 

"Section  29.  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  after 
hearing  had  upon  complaint,  as  in  this  act  provided,  or  upon  Us  own  initia- 
tive or  complaint,  served  as  in  this  act  provided,  that  the  rules,  regulations, 
measurements  or  practices  of  any  public  utility  with  respect  to  its  public  serv- 
ice are  unjust  or  unreasonable,  or  that  the  equipment  or  service  thereof  is 
inadequate,  inefficient,  improper  or  insufficient,  or  cannot  be  obtained,  it 
shall  determine  the  regulations,  practices  and  service  thereafter  to  be  installed, 
observed,  used  and  rendered,  and  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order  to  be 
served  upon  the  public  utility.  It  shall  thereafter  be  the  duty  of  such  public 
utility  and  all  of  its  officers,  agents  and  official  employes,  to  obey  the  same 
and  do  everything  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  the  same  into  effect  and 
operation;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
give  to  the  commission  power  to  make  any  orders  requiring  the  performance 
of  any  act  or  the  doing  of  anything  which  is  unjust  or  unreasonable  or  in  vio- 
lation of  any  law  of  the  state  or  the  United  States. 

"Section  30.  Whenever  the  commission  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  after 
hearing  had,  as  in  this  act  provided,  or  upon  its  own  initiative  or  complaint, 
as  in  this  act  provided,  that  repairs  or  improvements  to  the  plant  or  equipment 
of  any  public  utility  should  reasonably  be  made,  or  that  any  additions 
thereto  should  reasonably  be  made,  in  order  to  promote  the  convenience 
or  welfare  of  the  public,  or  of  employes,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate 
service  or  facilities,  the  commission  may  make  and  serve  an  appropriate 
order  with  respect  therto,  directing  that  such  repairs,  improvements,  changes 
or  additions  be  made  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  in  a  manner  to  be  spec- 
ified therein.  Every  such  public  utility,  its  officers,  agents  and  official  employes 
shall  obey  such  order  and  make  such  repairs,  improvements,  changes  and 
additions  required  of  such  public  utility  by  such  order. 

"Section  53.  The  council  of  any  municipality  shall  have  the  power  upon 
filing  of  an  application  therefor  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  to  require 
of  any  public  utility,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  such  additions  or  extensions 
to  its  distributing  plant  within  such  municipality  as  shall  be  deemed  reason- 
able and  necessary  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  section  9105  of  the  General  Code,  to  designate  the  location  and  nature  of 
all  such  additions  and  extensions,  the  time  within  which  they  must  be  com- 
pleted, and  all  conditions  under  which  they  must  be  constructed  and  operated. 
Such  requirements  and  orders  of  the  council  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the 
commission,  as  provided  in  sections  46  and  48  hereof.  The  council  and  com- 
mission in  determining  the  practicability  of  such  additions  and  extensions, 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  supply  of  the  product  furnished  by  such 
public  utility  available,  and  the  returns  upon  the  cost  and  expense  of  construct- 
ing said  extension  and  the  amount  of  revenue  to  be  derived  therefrom,  as  well 
as  the  earning  power  of  the  public  utility  as  a  whole." 

An  examination  of  Sections  five  (5),  fourteen  (14),  fifteen  (15),  twenty-three  (23), 
twenty-nine  (29),  and  thirty  (30),  above  quoted,  shows  that  your  Commission  is 
given  the  following  powers: 

1.  To  determine  the  "practices,"  "regulations"  and  "service"  thereafter  to 
be  installed,  observed,  used  and  rendered. 

2.  To  make  orders  directing  that  "repairs,"  "improvements,"  "changes"  or 
"additions"  to  the  plants  or  equipment  of  public  utilities  be  made,  but  nowhere  in 
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the  said  sections  does  the  word  "extensions"  appear,  the  legislature  having  refrained 
from  using  it,  but  employs  t  for  the  fi  ime  in  Section  Fifty-three  (53),  above 
quoted,  wherein  the  legislature,  in  my  opinion,  intended  to,  and  did,  confer  jurisdic- 
tion in  the  council  over  the  matter  of  extensions  not  covered  by  any  of  the  previous 
sections  of  the  act  above  quoted. 

The  words  "additions"  and  "extensions''  as  used  in  the  sections  of  the  act 
above  quoted  are  not  synonymous,  and  have  distinct  and  different  meanings,  and 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  legislature  was  so  careful  to  use  the  same  in 
the  different  sections  conferring  powers  on  different  bodies. 

The  ordinance  granted  to  The  Federal  Gas  and  Fuel  Company  above  referred 
to  provided  in  Section  nine  (9),  in  part,  as  follows: 

"It  is  further  provided  that  when  at  least  ten  (10)  neighboring  householders 
in  the  same  locality  of  four  hundred  feet  square  and  on  the  same  street  file  a 
written  request  with  said  company  for  gas  to  be  used  in  heating  their  respec- 
tive houses  thereon,  and  agreeing  to  take  gas  for  five  years  from  said  company 
for  said  purpose  of  heating  their  said  houses,  then  said  company  shall  con- 
nect the  said  property  of  said  subscribers  with  its  gas  mains  and  supply  gas 
'         to  such  subscribers." 

This  part  of  the  ordinance  above  quoted  provides  for  extensions  of  gas  mains 
into  new  territory  and  the  furnishing  of  such  subscribers  with  gas,  prescribing  the 
conditions  and  terms  under  which  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  company  to  do  the  things 
therein  enumerated. 

It  is  well  settled  law  in  Ohio  that  "when  a  municipal  corporation  by  ordinance, 
gives  its  consent  that  a  natural  gas  company  may  enter  the  municipality,  lay  down 
its  pipes  therein  and  furnish  gas  to  consumers  upon  terms  and  conditions  imposed  by 
the  ordinance,  which  are  accepted  in  writing  by  said  company,  such  action  by  both 
parties  constitutes  a  contract  and  the  rights  of  the  parties  thereunder  are  to  be 
determined  by  the  contract  itself.  (The  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  vs.  The  City 
of  Akron,  810.  S.,  33.) 

Again,  for  the  reason  that  such  contractual  relations  exist  between  all  utilities 
and  municipalities  heretofore  granted  franchises  under  the  well  settled  rule  of  law 
above  quoted  leads  me  to  the  belief  that  the  legislature  in  passing  the  act  creating 
your  Commission  intended  that  Section  53  should  give  jurisdiction  to  councils  in 
such  matters  as  "extensions"  and  not  to  your  Commission. 

Therefore,  after  a  careful  examination  and  study  of  the  law  creating  your  Com- 
mission and  for  the  reasons  heretofore  set  forth,  I  am  unable  to  find  any  section  or 
language  in  the  act  which  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  or  the  slightest  inference 
that  the  legislature  intended  said  act  to  give  your  Commission  jurisdiction  to  com- 
pel a  utility  under  the  circumstances  existing  in  the  case  submitted  to  me  upon  its 
own  initiative  or  complaint,  but  that  said  power  exists  in  the  council  of  the  munici- 
palities of  the  State  as  provided  in  Section  53  of  said  act,  and  that  it  must  first  be 
exercised  by  the  council,  and  your  Commission  can  only  obtain  jurisdiction  by  re- 
viewing the  requirements  and  orders  of  council  as  provided  in  Sections  46  and  48  of 
said  act  under  authority  of  Section  53  thereof.

Gentlemen: — Your  communication  dated  May  14th  received,  in  which  you  re- 
quest my  opinion  upon  the  following  question: 

"What  authority  has  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Ohio  to  authorize 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  stocks  and  securities  by  railroad  companies,  part  of 
the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  outside  of  the  State  of  Ohio?" 

'  The  section  which  regulates  the  authority  of  your  Commission  to  grant  authority 
or  power  to  any  utility  or  railroad  to  issue  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  your  letter  is  Section  56  of  the  public  utilities  act,  or  Section  614-53  of 
the  General  Code  of  Ohio,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"A  public  utility  or  a  railroad,  as  defined  in  this  act,  may,  when  author- 
ized by  order  of  the  commission,  and  not  otherwise,  issue  stock,  bonds,  notes 
and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  payable  at  periods  of  more  than  12  months 
after  date  thereof,  when  necessary  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  the  con- 
struction, completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities  or  for  the 
improvement  or  maintenance  of  its  service,  or  for  the  reorganization  or  re- 
adjustment of  its  indebtedness  and  capitalization,  or  for  the  discharge  or 
lawful  refunding  of  its  obligations,  or  for  the  reimbursement  of  moneys  ac- 
tually expended  from  income  or  from  any  other  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  the 
public  utility  or  railroad  not  secured  or  obtained  from  the  issue  of  stocks, 
bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  such  public  utility  or  rail- 
road within  five  years  next  prior  to  the  filing  of  an  application  therefor  as  here- 
in provided,  or  for  any  of  the  aforesaid  purposes  except  maintenance  of  serv- 
ice and  except  replacements  in  cases  where  the  applicant  shall  have  kept  its 
accounts  and  vouchers  of  such  expenditures  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the 
commission  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  money  so  expended  and  the  purposes 
for  which  said  expenditure  was  made." 

Section  614-55  of  the  General  Code  is  Section  58  of  the  public  utilities  act,  and 
reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"*  *  *  No  interstate  railroad  or  public  utility  shall  be  required,  how- 
ever, to  apply  to  the  commission  for  authority  to  issue  stock,  bonds,  notes 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  for  the  acquisition  of  property,  the  con- 
struction, completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities  or  the  im- 
provement or  maintenance  of  its  service  outside  of  the  state,  or  for  the  dis- 
charge or  refunding  of  obligations  issued  or  incurred  for  such  purposes  or  for 
reimbursement  of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes  outside  of  the 
state." 

In  addition  to  your  request,  I  have  the  information  from  your  Commission  that 
in  application  has  been  made  by  the  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  &  St.  Louis 
Railway  Company,  under  said  Section  56,  above  quoted,  for  authority  to  issue  bonds, 
I  he  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  which  are  to  be  used  for  legal  purposes,  but  partially 
fco  he  expended  outside  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  the  question  is  as  to  the  authority 
of  your  Commission  under  the  two  above  quoted  sections,  and  under  the  public  util- 

l  act  generally,  to  authorize  the  said  issuing  of  such  bonds  when  it  is  conceded 
ih.it  the  proceeds,  in  part  at  least,  are  to  be  expended  outside  of  this  State. 

There  can  be  no  question  in  my  mind  as  to  the  legality  of  such  a  bond  issue, it' 
the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  any  or  all  of  such  bonds  were  to  be  used  ex- 
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clusively  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  for  any  of  the  purposes  enumerated  in  Section 
56  above  quoted;  but  the  serious  question  for  consideration  is  whether  or  not  your 
Commission  has  any  authority  to  grant  the  issuing  of  bonds  or  other  securities  under 
said  sections  where  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  such  bonds  and  securities 
are  to  be  expended,  in  part  at  least,  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in  said  section, 
but  outside  of  this  State. 

The  fact  that  the  legislature  in  enacting  that  part  of  said  Section  58,  above 
quoted,  wherein  "no  interstate  railroad  or  public  utility  shall  be  required  to  apply 
to  the  Commission  for  authority  to  issue  such  bonds  or  securities  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  where  the  expenditure  is  to  be  made  outside  of  the  State,  or  for  the  re- 
funding or  the  reimbursement  of  moneys  actually  expended  for  such  purposes  out- 
side of  the  State"  clearly  convinces  me  that  legally  the  granting  of  an  order  by  your 
Commission  to  any  railroad  company  or  public  utility,  as  defined  in  the  public  util- 
ities act,  to  do  the  thing  inquired  of  in  your  letter,  would  not  invalidate  any  bonds 
or  part  of  the  issue  of  said  bonds  or  securities,  the  proceeds  from  which  were  to  be 
expended  without  the  State.  And,  on  the  other  hand,  the  order,  as  far  as  the  issuing 
of  bonds  or  securities  the  proceeds  of  which  were  to  be  used  within  the  State,  would 
be  legal  and  proper  under  said  Section  56,  above  quoted. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  legal  opinion  that  so  long  as  your  Commission  is  con- 
vinced that  the  granting  of  permission  to  any  railroad  company  or  utility,  and  par- 
ticularly a  railroad,  to  issue  bonds  or  other  certificates  of  indebtedness  for  a  legal 
purpose,  any  portion  of  which  might  be  or  is  to  be  expended,  for  the  purposes  in  the 
said  act  enumerated,  within  the  State,  although  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
such  bonds  or  securities  is  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  outside  of  the  State,  would 
legalize  that  portion  of  the  issue  pertaining  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  would  at,  the 
most  be  simply  surplusage  as  to  all  those  bonds  or  securities  the  proceeds  of  which 
are  to  be  expended  for  the  purposes  enumerated  in  said  act  outside  of  the  State;  and, 
therefore,  I  believe  in  the  case  of  the  application  of  the  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chicago 
&  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  that  there  is  no  legal  prohibition  against  your  Com- 
mission authorizing  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  or  securities,  the  consent  for  which 
was  applied  for  to  your  Commission,  so  long  as  you  find  the  same  to  be  for  the  legal 
purposes  in  said  aforesaid  enumerated.

Gentlemen: — Your  communication  dated  June  29,  1912,  received,  in  which  you 
give  the  following  statement  of  facts: 

"In  Butler  County  there  are  two  telephone  systems  radiating  from  the 
city  of  Hamilton;  one  known  as  The  Cincinnati  and  Surburban  Bell  Telephone 
Company  (which  is  a  Bell  interest  and  a  part  of  the  system  having  headquarters 
in  Cincinnati);  the  other  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  known  as 
an  independent  interest.  You  are  probably  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  the  city 
of  Cincinnati  the  Bell  system  is  supreme;  that  municipality  never  having 
allowed  the  independent  interests  to  effect  an  entrance.  The  city  of  Hamil- 
ton is  practically  covered  by  both  systems.  This  is  true  largely  as  to  the 
county,  but  not  entirely.  Some  sections  of  the  county  are  reached  by  one 
system  and  some  by  the  other.  It  is  fair  to  say,  however,  that  at  the  hearin  g 
witnesses  for  the  Bell  Company  testified  that  they  were  willing  to  extend  their 
lines  to  all  parts  of  Butler  County  to  accommodate  any  prospective  patron  in 
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the  county,  but  was  strenuously  denied  by  complainants  who  put  on  witnesses 
to  show  that  they  had  applied  for  Bell  service  and  were  unable  to  get  it,  and  in 
some  cases  the  nearest  bell  phone  was  two  (2)  miles  distance  from  their  resi- 
dence." 

and  request  my  legal  opinion  as  to  the  meaning  of  this  sentence: 

"Between  different  localities  which  cannot  be  reached  by  the  lines  of 
either  company  alone." 

which  appears  in  Section  66  of  the  public  utilities  act,  Section  614-63  of  the  General 
Code  of  Ohio.  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company  having  filed  its  complaint 
against  The  Cincinnati  and  Suburban  Bell  Telephone  and  The  American  Telegraph 
and  Telephone  Companies,  with  your  Commission  whereby  they  seek  to  have  your 
Commission  make  an  order  directing  the  defendant  companies  to  establish  on  equita- 
ble terms  a  direct  toll  service  between  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company's 
subscribers  in  Hamilton,  Ohio,  and  Butler  County,  and  the  defendants'  subscribers 
in  Cincinnati  and  its  suburbs,  so  that  a  subscriber  of  the  complainant  company, 
over  his  own  instrument  in  his  own  home,  office  or  place  of  business,  can  call  up  any 
subscriber  of  the  defendant  companies  in  Cincinnati  or  its  suburbs,  or  be  called  up 
by  subscribers  of  the  defendant  companies  in  Cincinnati  and  suburbs,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  telephone  conversations. 

You  seek  my  opinion  upon  the  aboveTsubject  upon  the  facts  stated  herein  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  defendant  companies  contend  that  inasmuch  as  Cincin- 
nati is  reached  from  Hamilton  by  the  lines  of  their  companies,  that  the  provisions 
of  law  intended  by  that  sentence  is  satisfied,  and  that  the  word  "either"  means 
either  defendants'  line  or  complainant's  line,  and  inasmuch  as  the  complainant's 
line  does  not  reach  Cincinnati,  that  said  Section  614-63  of  the  General  Code  is  not 
complied  with  and  that  under  said  section  it  is  entitled  to  the  right  of  connection 
at  Hamilton  with  the  Bell  line  for  the  purposes  above  stated,  viz:  "In  order  that 
patrons  of  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company  may  reach  Cincinnati  from 
their  own  phones." 

The  full  text  of  the  statute,  upon  the  construction  of  which  these  cases  turn, 
is  as  follows: 

"The  commission  shall  have  the  power  upon  complaint,  in  writing,  by 
any  person,  or  on  its  own  initiative,  by  order,  to  require  any  two  or  more  tele- 
phone companies  whose  lines  or  wires  form  a  continuous  line  of  communica- 
tion, or  could  be  made  to  do  so  by  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  suit- 
able connections  or  the  joint  use  of  equipment,  or  the  transfer  of  messages 
at  common  points,  between  different  localities  WHICH  CANNOT  BE  COM- 
MUNICATED WITH  OR  REACHED  BY  THE  LINES  OF  EITHER  COM- 
PANY ALONE,  where  such  service  is  not  already  established  or  provided  for, 
unless  public  necessity  requires  additional  service,  to  establish  and  maintain 
through  lines  within  the  state  between  two  or  more  such  localities.  The 
joint  rate  or  charges  for  such  service  shall  be  just  and  reasonable,  and  the 
commission  shall  have  power  to  establish  the  same,  and  declare  the  portion 
thereof  to  which  each  company  affected  thereby  shall  be  entitled  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  shall  be  secured  and  paid.  All  necessary  construc- 
tion,  maintenance  and  equipment  in  order  to  establish  such  service  shall  be 
constructed  and  maintained  in  such  manner  and  under  such  rules,  with  such 
division  of  expense  and  labor  as  shall  or  may  be  required  by  the  commission." 
(Section  614-63  G.  C;  Sec.  66,  Act  102  O.  L.  549.)

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The  rule  for  construction  of  any  statute  was  laid  down  by  our  Supreme  Court, 
in  the  case  of  Slingluff  v.  Weaver,  66  O.  S.  621,  as  follows: 

"The  intent  of  the  lawmakers  is  to  be  sought  first  of  all  in  the  language 
employed,  and  if  the  words  be  free  from  ambiguity  and  doubt,  and  express 
plainly,  clearly  and  distinctly,  the  sense  of  the  lawmaking  body,  there  is  no 
occasion  to  resort  to  other  means  of  interpretation.  The  question  is  not  what 
did  the  general  assembly  intend  to  enact,  but  what  is  the  meaning  of  that 
which  it  did  enact.  That  body  should  be  held  to  mean  what  it  has  plainly 
expressed,  and  hence  no  room  is  left  for  construction." 

The  language  of  the  statute  above  cited  is  very  plain.  It  says  that  the  Com- 
mission may  act,  either  upon  complaint  filed  or  on  its  own  initiative,  where  two,  or 
more  telephone  companies  (1)  have  lines  which  already  form  a  continuous  line  of 
communication,  or  (2)  could  be  made  continuous  by  the  construction  and  mainten- 
ance of  suitable  connection,  or  the  joint  use  of  equipment,  or  (3)  where  such  companies 
could  transfer  messages  at  a  common  point,  so  as  to  require  such  companies  to  trans- 
mit calls  on  such  lines  already  in  a  continuous  line  of  connection,  or  to  make  the  neces- 
sary connections  and  then  transmit  such  calls,  or  transfer  messages,  between  dif- 
ferent localities.  But  all  of  the  foregoing  is  subject  to  this  qualification,  that  such 
orders  can  only  be  made  for  connection  between  different  localities  which  cannot 
be  communicated  with  or  reached  by  the  lines  of  either  company  alone,  and  where 
such  service  between  such  localities,  yet  if  public  necessity  requires  additional  serv- 
ice by  the  connecting  up  of  more  companies  whose  lines  are  or  could  be  made  con- 
tinuous, the  Commission  could  make  the  order. 

It,  therefore,  appears,  that,  to  enable  the  Commission  to  act,  it  must  first  be 
established  that  neither  one  of  the  companies  has  lines  which  communicate  with  or 
reach  both  of  the  localities.  Secondly,  it  must  be  shown  that  the  two  companies 
have  lines  which  either  form,  or  can  be  connected  so  as  to  form,  a  continuous  line 
between  the  two  localities;  that  is  to  say,  when  joined  end  to  end,  neither  reaching 
the  whole  of  the  necessary  distance.  The  whole  context  of  the  section  shows  that 
the  legislature  did  not  intend  this  provision  to  apply  when  the  lines  paralleled. 
Thirdly,  if  there  is  already  communication  by  direct  single  line  or  joined  continuous 
lines  of  some  company  or  companies,  then  there  must  be  affirmative  evidence  that 
public  necessity  requires  the  linking  of  two  new  companies,  if  such  there  be,  whose 
lines  are  continuous  when  joined  together,  and  neither  of  which  reaches  both  locali- 
ties by  its  own  independent  line. 

The  word  "localities,"  as  used  in  the  act,  may  be  construed  by  the  Commission 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case,  so  that  no  precise  and  unalterable  physi- 
cal limitations  can  be  placed  upon  it.  But  from  the  context  of  the  statute,  it  would 
appear  that  the  legislature  intended  it  to  mean  a  whole  territory,  or  the  zone  of  opera- 
tion of  any  telephone  company.  In  the  cases  under  consideration,  the  complaint 
being  in  behalf  of  The  Hamilton  Home  Telephone  Company,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
whole  zone  covered  by  the  operation  of  that  company  is  one  "locality,"  as  a  whole, 
while  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  as  a  whole,  is  the  other,  and  not  subsidiary  parts  of 
either. 

Therefore,  from  a  full  and  careful  consideration  of  the  facts  stated  in  your  com- 
munication, and  a  most  thorough  reading  and  consideration  of  the  law  and  cases 
cited  in  the  briefs  furnished  me  by  counsel  for  both  complainant  and  defendants,  I 
am  compelled  to  reach  the  legal  conclusion  that  the  legislature  has  not  authorized 
your  Commission  to  act  where  it  appears  that  the  defendant  company  or  companies 
already,  without  the  aid  of  any  other  company,  connects  both  localities,  in  this  case 
viz.,  its  own  exchanges  in  Hamilton  and  Butler  counties. 
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Under  the  rule  of  construction,  above  quoted,  as  laid  down  by  our  supreme 
court,  and  applying  it  to  the  section  involved  in  the  controversy  submitted  to  me, 
under  the  plain  language  of  said  section  I  reach  the  above  conclusion,  believing  the 
law  in  its  present  form  is  not  sufficiently  broad  to  cover  a  case  such  as  presented  by 
the  complainant  and  only  the  legislature  can  make  the  necessary  changes  to  cover 
such  cases.

Gentlemen: — Your  communication  dated  July  10,  1912,  received  in  which  you 
request  my  opinion  upon  the  following  question: 

"May  a  utility  property  be  sold  or  leased  to  an  individual,  firm  or  cor- 
poration not  an  existing  utility  without  the  necessity  of  securing  the  consent 
of  the  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  Section  sixty-three  (63)  of  the 
Utility  Act?" 

and  in  reply  will  say  that  Section  614-2  of  the  General  Code,  being  Section  three  (3) 
of  the  utility  act  defining  the  words  and  phrases  used  in  the  act,  in  all  of  said  sub- 
divisions of  said  section,  defines  person  or  persons,  firm  or  firms,  co-partnerships  or 
voluntary  associations,  joint  stock  associations,  company  or  corporation,  wherever 
organized  or  incorporated  as  being  public  utilities  "when  engaged  in  the  respec- 
tive businesses1'  therein  specified. 

Section  614-2a  of  the  General  Code  of  Ohio  being  Section  four  (4)  of  the  utility 
act  defines  the  term  "public  utility"  as  used  in  said  act  as  follows: 

"Shall  mean  and  include  every  corporation,  company,  copartnership, 
person  or  association,  their  lessees,  trustees  or  receivers,  defined  in  the  next 
preceding  section,  etc." 

It  is  plain  from  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  above  sections  of  the  utility 
act  that  only  those  utilities  as  therin  defined,  when  engaged  in  business  (a  public 
employment)  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  whole  act. 

Section  sixty-three  (63)  of  the  Utility  Act,  Section  614-60  of  the  General  Code, 
provides  in  part  as  follows: 
\ 

With  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commission,  but  not  otherwise : 

(a)  Any  two  or  more  public  utilities  furnishing  a  like  service  or  product 
and  doing  business  in  the  same  municipality  or  locality  within  this  State,  or 
any  two  or  more  public  utilities  whose  lines  intersect  or  parallel  each  other 
within  this  State,  may  enter  into  contracts  with  each  other  that  will  en- 
able such  public  utilities  to  operate  their  lines  or  plants  in  connection  with  each 
other. 

(b)  Any  public  utility  may  purchase  or  lease  the  property,  plant  or  busi- 
ness of  any  other  public  utility. 

(c)  Any  such  public  utility  may  sell  or  lease  its  property  or  business  to 
any  such  other  public  utility.

(d)  Any  such  public  utility  may  purchase  the  stock  of  any  other  such 
public  utility. 

As  above  stated  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  not  engaged  in  the  business  as 
specified  in  Section  614-2  of  the  General  Code  is  not  a  public  utility,  and  therefore 
not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Under  the  facts  stated  in  your  communication  there  can  be  no  question  that  such 
public  utility  may  be  sold  or  leased  to  any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  not  an 
existing  utility  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission  as  provided  in  Section  sixty- 
three  (63)  of  the  act. 

The  intention  of  the  said  section  was  to  give  supervision  to  the  Commission 
over  public  utilities  engaged  injbusiness  and  thereby  protect  the  public  from  any 
injustice  by  two  or  more  public  utilities  contracting,  leasing,  purchasing  or  owning 
stock  of  others  unless  consent  first  had  from  the  Commission. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  your  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over 
any  "public  utility"  as  defined  in  the  act  not  actually  engaged  in  business  as  above 
indicated  and  that  any  public  utility  has  the  legal  right  to  do  any  of  the  things-enu- 
merated in  Section  sixty-three  (63)  of  the  act  with  any  individual,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion not  an  existing  public  utility  as  heretofore  defined,  without  the  consent  of  your 
Commission  first  had  as  in  said  section  provided.

Gentlemen: — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August  12,  1912,  which 
is  as  follows: 

"The  Commission  has  been  asked  to  indicate  whether  a  company  of  the 
following  descriptions  must  apply  to  it  for  authority  to  issue  its  stock  and 
otherwise  acknowledge  its  jurisdiction: 

"  'We  are  about  to  organize  a  small  company  to  drill  gas  wells  on  leased 
property  and  to  furnish  gas,  if  obtained,  to  the  company  from  which  the  prop- 
erty is  leased  and  to  sell  any  surplus  to  the  East  Ohio  Gas  Company  or  other 
similar  company  for  distribution.  Our  company  will  not  distribute  or  sell  to 
consumers.  The  gas  furnished  the  owner  of  the  property  will  be  accepted  as 
rental  for  its  use  and  only  the  surplus  will  be  sold  as  above  indicated.' 

"The  Commission  will  be  pleased  to  have  your  opinion  as  to  whether  a 
company  organized  for  such  purposes  should  be  classified  as  a  public  utility 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  regulating  public  utilities." 

In  determining  whether  this  proposed  company  is  a  "public  utility"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law,  we  must  examine  the  act  on  the  subject  as  found  in  the  statutes 
of  Ohio  relating  to  the  Public  Service  Commission,  Title  111,  Division  11,  Chapter 
1,  being  Sections  487  to  614-84  inclusive,  General  Code. 

Section  614-2a  General  Code  in  defining  a  public  utility  says: 

"The  term  'public  utility'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  and  include 
every  corporation,  company,  copartnership,  person  or  association,  their  lessees, 
trustees  or  receivers,  defined  in  the  next  preceding  section,  etc." 
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The  next  preceding  section,  614-2,  General  Code,  in  defining  what  constitutes 
the  various  kinds  of  ''public  utilities,"  speaking  on  the  subject  of  natural  gas,  says: 

"When  engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  natural  gas  for  lighting.heat- 
ing  or  power  purposes  to  consumers  within  this  state,  is  a  natural  gas  com- 
pany." 

Clearly  the  company,  as  described  in  your  letter,  does  not  fall  within  this  defi- 
nition.   It  expressly  says  the  company  "will  not  distribute  or  sell  to  consumers." 

The  arrangement  of  paying  its  rental  in  gas,  to  the  lessor,  is  not  furnishing  or 
supplying  "consumers,"  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  Neither  can  it  be  said 
that  the  selling  of  the  remainder  of  its  product  in  bulk  to  the  gas  company  is  a  sale 
or  furnishing  to  "consumers." 

Both  of  these  transactions  are  based  upon  private  contracts,  upon  which  the 
parties  have  agreed;  and  in  neither  of  them  has  the  public  any  interest.  Your  board 
could  not  control  or  supervise  the  terms  of  these  contracts  any  more  than  in  the  bar- 
gain and  sale  of  other  commodities  between  private  individuals.  To  constitute  a 
natural  gas  company  a  "public  utility,"  it  must  be  engaged  in  selling  or  furnishing 
such  gas  to  consumers  generally,  or  doing  such  a  business  in  that  line  as  would  com- 
pel it  to  furnish  gas  to  such  of  the  public  as  may  lawfully  demand  service  at  its  hands. 

Of  course,  if  this  company  in  the  future  should  change  its  course  of  business,  and 
engage  in  selling  or  supplying  gas  to  consumers,  it  would  become  a  public  utility,  and 
as  such,  come  within  your  jurisdiction. 

Under  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  your  letter  the  company  is  not  a  "public  utility," 
and  therefore  your  board  has  no  authority  over  it.

Gentlemen: — I  hereby  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  August  15th,  1912,  which 
is  as  follows: 

"The  Commission  has  before  it  an  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  company 
described  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion act.  I  quote  the  following  description  of  the  purposes  of  the  corpora- 
tion: 

"  'This  company  is  organized  with  a  capital  of  $1,000.00.  It .  expects  to 
acquire  about  a  dozen  cars  to  which  special  railroad  equipment  is  to  be 
attached  and  which  cars  it  then  expects  to  furnish  from  time  to  time  to  rail- 
roads that  may  be  willing  to  use  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the 
efficiency  of  the  equipment.  The  cars  may  be  so  furnished  either  for  a 
monthly  consideration  or  without  any  consideration,  the  real  purpose  being 
to  exhibit  and  have  subjected  to  practical  use  special  equipment  of  various 
'  kinds  attached  to  such  CARS. 

"  'I  understand  that  this  would  render  the  company  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  your  Commission.  The  cars  which  will  be  acquired  probably 
would  represent  a  value  of  $10,000.00  to  $15,000.00,  but  it  is  not  intended 
to  issue  stock  beyond  the  amount  authorized  by  the  charter,  to-wit,  $1,000.00.' 

"The  Commission  will  greatly  appreciate  your  early  advice  as  to  whether, 
in  your  opinion,  such  car  company  is  a  railroad-or  utility  within  the  meaning 
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of  the  statute.  Inasmuch  as  the  company  desires  to  issue  its  stock,  and  the 
method  by  which  this  is  to  be  done  depends  wholly  upon  your  opinion,  the 
Commission  asks  your  prompt  consideration  and  determination  of  the  matter." 

I  have  examined  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  company  above  referred  to, 
as  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  record  shows  the  name  of 
the  corporation  to  be  "The  Cleveland  Railway  Equipment  Company,"  organized 
August  7,  1912.  The  purpose  for  which  it  was  formed,  as  shown  by  said  record,  is: 
"Acquiring,  leasing,  owning  and  furnishing  cars  to  be  used  over  railway  lines  not 
owned,  leased  or  operated  by  it;  and  especially  for  the  purpose  of  experimenting  with 
and  exhibiting  railway  equipments  attached  to  such  cars." 

The  question  whether  this  company  is  a  railroad  or  utility,  must  be  determined 
from  the  facts  in  the  case,  together  with  the  statutes  governing  public  utilities,  and 
the  law  on  that  subject  generally. 

Section  501,  General  Code,  in  defining  the  term  railroad,  reads  in  part  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  term  'railroad'  as  used  in  this  chapter  shall  include  all  corpora- 
tions, companies,  etc.,  *  *  *  which  owns,  operates,  manages  or  controls 
a  railroad  or  part  thereof  as  a  common  carrier  in  this  state,  or  which  owns, 
operates,  manages  or  controls  any  cars  or  other  equipments  used  there- 
on    *     *     *." 

Section  502,  General  Code,  provides  that  this  chapter  (formerly  Railroad  Com- 
mission, now  Public  Service  Commission),  shall  apply  to  all  railroad  companies, 
equipment  companies,  etc. 

Section  614-2,  General  Code,  defines  and  describes  various  public  utilities,  and 
in  the  last  paragraph  thereof  again  says  that  the  term  "railroad,"  when  used  in  this 
act,  includes  "equipment  companies." 

Section  614-2a  says: 

"The  term  'public  utility'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  and  include 
every  corporation,  company,  copartnership,  etc.,  *  *  *  defined  in  the 
next  preceding  section,  except  such  public  utilities  as  operate  their  utilities 
not  for  profit,  etc." 

Section  614-3,  gives  your  Commission  power,  jurisdiction  and  supervision,  with 
authority  to  regulate  "railroads"  and  "public  utilities." 

The  description  of  the  purposes  of  this  corporation,  as  quoted  in  the  beginning 
of  this  opinion,  was  written  by  an  officer  of  the  company;  and  it  is  admitted,  prac- 
tically, by  said  company,  that  the  facts  as  detailed  therein  "would  render  the  com- 
pany subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Commission." 

The  company  says  it  will  acquire  about  a  dozen  cars,  worth  from  $10,000.00  to 
$15,000.00;  'that  it  will  equip  them  with  special  railroad  equipment  and  furnish 
them  for  consideration  in  some  instances,  to  railroads.  The  company,  then,  is  one 
for  profit,  although  its  profits  and  its  business  may  at  first  be  small.  Yet,  it  is  ap- 
parent that  the  ultimate  object  of  the  company  is  to  introduce  and  sell  or  4ease 
these  equipments  to  all  railroads,  which  may  desire  them,  at  a  profit.  It  owns  its 
own  cars  and  equipments,  and  its  business  is,  through  their  use,  to  sell  or  lease  to 
railroads  generally  these  inventions. 

The  company  has  properly  designated  itself  as  a  "Railway  Equipment  Com- 
pany," and  it  is  wholly  immaterial  whether  it  does  much  or  little  business;  whether 
it  makes  any  profit  at  all;  it  is  engaged  in  the  equipment  business,  and  is  an  equip- 
ment company,  thus  falling  within  the  express  language  of  the  statutes  concerning 
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"railroads"  and  "utilities."  It  is  immaterial  whether  many  or  few  railroads  use 
these  cars  and  appliances.  It  is  the  character  of .  the  business  that  gives  the 
company  its  status  in  law.  I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  this  company  is 
a  railroad  or  utility,  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute,  and  should  be  classed  as  a 
public  utility.  It  is; therefore,  under  your  jurisdiction  as  such,  and  subject  to  all 
the  provisions  of  law  governing  utilities  in  this  State.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communication  of  Septem- 
ber 16,  1912,  the  important  part  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"I  am  handing  you  herewith  briefs  of  complainant  and  defendant  in  the 
application  of  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company,  of  Sidney,  Ohio,  to  extend 
its  lines  under  Section  54: 

"The  precise  question  that  the  Commission  desires  an  opinion  from  you 
upon,  is  whether  or  not  Section  54  of  the  utility  act  applies  when  a  telephone 
company  was  in  existence  and  operating  prior  to  July  1,  1911,  and  the  exten- 
sions it  proposes  to  make  are  within  the  territory  prescribed  in  the  articles 
o  f incorporation.  It  would  perhaps  be  well  to  give  you  a  brief  resume  of  the 
history  of  the  present  case:  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company  brought  before 
the  Commission  a  complaint,  alleging  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company,  of  Sid- 
ney, Ohio,  were  invading  territory  occupied  by  the  complainant,  and  asking 
an  order  from  the  Commission  requiring  defendant  to  cease  and  desist  from 
such  extension.  When  the  case  came  up  for  hearing  The  Farmers  Telephone 
Company  appeared  by  counsel  to  oppose  the  prayer  of  the  complainant.  The 
Commission  took  the  ground  that  the  relief  of  the  complainant  was  to  be  ob- 
tained by  invoking  the  authority  of  a  court;  that  if  the  defendant  telephone 
company  were  actually  invading  the  territory  of  the  complainant  company 
or  threatening  to  do  so  in  violation  of  Section  54;  that  is  to  say,  without  having 
obtained  the  necessary  permit  in  compliance  with  Section  54,  that  the  proper 
procedure  of  the  complainant  company  was  to  apply  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  for  a  writ  of  injunction.  The  counsel  of  the  defendant  company 
being  present,  asked  if  the  Commission  held  that  it  were  necessary  for  it, 
before  proceeding,  to  secure  from  the  Commission  a  certificate  of  public  neces- 
sity and  convenience  as  contemplated  by  Section  54.  The  Commission  stated 
that  such  at  that  time  was  their  opinion,  this  having  been  the  holding  of  Judge 
Brown  in  the  case  of  the  Clinton  Telephone  Company  against  the  New  Bur- 
lington Telephone  Company. 

"Then  and  there  the  defendant  counsel  stated  to  the  Commission  that 
they  would  do  no  more  constructing  until  they  had  made  application  under 
Section  54  to  the  Commission,  and  the  Commission  had  acted  thereon.  Ap- 
plication was  duly  made  by  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company  and  resisted 
by  The  Sidney  Telephone  Company.  At  the  hearing  both  sides  put  on  evi- 
dence. The  questions  of  fact  do  not,  I  apprehend,  concern  you  at  the  present 
time. 

"The  Commission  asked  them  both  to  discuss  fully  whether  or  not  Section 
54  actually  applied,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company 
had  been  incorporated  and  in  actual  operation  long  before  the  utility  act  was 
thought  of,  and  had  in  fact  extended  its  lines  in  competition  with  The  Sidney 
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Telephone  Company  over  a  large  part  of  Shelby  County  prior  to  July  1,  1911. 
We  further  asked  the  counsel  to  discuss  in  their  briefs  this  question: 

"Assuming  that  a  telephone  utility  is  furnishing  adequate  service,  and  at 
a  rate  that  is  justified  by  the  investment  and  operating  expenses,  but  that 
another  utility  offers  to  furnish  service  as  good  and  at  lower  rates,  and  is  in 
position  to  do  so,  would  that  be  considered  a  public  necessity  and  convenience 
sufficient  to  justify  permission  to  the  second  company  to  operate  in  the  ter- 
ritory? 

"Attached  to  the  defendant's  brief  you  will  find  a  decision  (apparently 
recent),  of  Judge  Broderick  of  the  Logan  Common  Pleas  Court,  in  the  case  of 
the  United  Telephone  Companj'  vs.  The  Logan  County  Farmers  Telephone 
Company,  in  which  the  exact  question  upon  which  you  are  asked  to  give  an 
opinion  is  decided  by  him.  It  seems  that  the  second  defense  of  the  Logan 
County  Farmers  Telephone  Company  was  that  inasmuch  as  it  has  been  in 
operation  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  utility  law,  it  were  not  necessary 
for  it  to  secure  a  permit  from  the  Public  Service  Commission.  This  defense 
was  demurred  to  by  complainant  and  demurrer  sustained.  Judge  Brown  in 
the  case  of  the  Clinton  Telephone  Company  against  the  New  Burlington  Tele- 
phone Company,  enunciates  practically  the  same  doctrine.  Nevertheless,  the 
Commission  is  not  entirely  satisfied  that  it  has,  under  Section  54,  jurisdic- 
tion as  to  telephone  utilities  actually  incorporated  and  in  operation  prior  to 
the  enactment  of  the  utility  law." 

You  then  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  above  questions.  Accompanying  your  request 
and  the  briefs  of  counsel,  I  have  before  me  the  application  of  The  Farmers  Tele- 
phone Company  to  exercise  franchises  within  the  corporation  of  Anna,  Shelby  County, 
also  in  that  part  of  the  city  of  Sidney,  Shelby  County,  Ohio,  not  now  occupied  by 
it;  and  also  in  the  rural  districts  of  said  Shelby  County,  Ohio.  In  that  application 
of  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company  it  says: 

"Your  applicant  at  this  time  has  not  entered  the  village  of  Anna  with  its 
telephone  system,  and  no  work  in  the  construction  thereof  has  been  done,  for 
-the  reason  that  the  construction  force  has  been  employed  elsewhere. 

"Your  applicant  further  says  that  there  is  a  vast  rural  territory  contigu- 
ous to  said  village  of  Anna,  Ohio,  and  connected  with  said  village  for  business 
purposes,  that  has  no  telephone  communication  with  said  village  whatever. 
Your  applicant  desires  to  construct  a  central  in  said  village  of  Anna  with  direct 
and  free  service  with  its  central  at  Sidney,  Ohio,  and  to  construct  a  complete 
telephone  system  within  the  village  of  Anna,  Ohio,  with  lines  running  out  upon 
the  public  roads,  so  as  to  reach  the  entire  community  that  is  connected  with 
said  village  in  a  business  way." 

The  application  then  sets  forth  the  routes  by  which  it  expects  to  enter  the  village 
of  Anna.  The  application  also  recites  that  its  proposed  extensions  are  necessary  for 
the  accommodation  of  those  who  are  unserved  in  the  proper  manner  with  telephone 
connections.  It  further  recites  that  said  company  desires  to  continue  its  construc- 
tion in  accordance  with  its  original  plan  as  set  forth  in  the  charter. 

The  complainant  further  alleges  that  it  was  incorporated  on  the  16th  day  of  April, 
1910,  and  that  it  has  constructed  various  lines  of  service  in  territory  covered  by  its 
charter. 

The  answer  of  the  Sidney  Telephone  Company  sets  forth  that  for  many  years 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  1911,  it  was  the  owner  of  and  operating  a  telephone 
plant  and  system  in  the  city  of  Sidney  and  in  the  village  of  Anna,  and  in  other  locali- 
ties, all  in  Shelby  County,  and  was  at  all  times,  and  has  been  and  now  is  ready,  able 
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and  willing,  to  furnish  full  and  adequate  service  to  all  applicants  in  said  city,  in  said 
village  and  said  localities  as  required  by  law. 

It  further  says,  "that  the  Farmers  Telephone  Company  had  not  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  A.D.  1911,  actually  exercised  the  right  or  permit  to  own  or  operate  a  plant 
for  the  furnishing  of  telephone  service  in  the  city  of  Sidney  nor  in  the  village  of 
Anna,  nor  in  the  other  localities  mentioned  in  the  application  herein." 

It  further  says,  "that  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1911,  it  was  not  necessary 
for  the  public  convenience  that  such  permit  or  right  should  be  exercised,  or  that 
said,  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company,  should  own  or  operate  a  plant  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  telephone  service  in  said  city,  nor  in  said  village,  nor  in  the  localities 
mentioned  in  said  application;  and  it  is  not  now,  and  never  has  been  necessary  for  the 
public  convenience,  that  an  additional  telephone  plant  should  be  constructed  in  said 
city  nor  in  said  village,  nor  in  any  of  the  localities  mentioned  in  said  application." 

It  further  says,  "that  said  applicant  does  not  file  said  application  on  any  ground 
of  public  necessity  or  convenience,  nor  does  it  aver  in  said  application  that  the  public 
necessity  or  convenience  requires  the  exercising  by  it  of  any  permit  or  right  to  own 
or  operate  a  telephone  plant  or  system  in  said  city,  nor  in  said  village,  nor  in  the 
localities  mentioned  in  the  petition." 

The  Sidney  Telephone  Company  says,  "that  if  the  applicant  is  permitted  to 
construct,  own  and  operate  its  telephone  lines  and  exchanges,  as  prayed  for  in  its 
application,  the  same  will  be  an  invasion  of  its  territory  and  cause  great  and  irrep- 
arable damage  to  its  rights  and  property,  and  will  be  contrary  to  the  statutes  of 
Ohio,  enacted  for  the  protection  of  telephone  companies  in  operation  and  furnishing 
adequate  service  on  and  since  July  first,  A.  D.  1911." 

The  various  claims  of  these  two  companies,  as  to  whether  or  not  any  ground  of 
public  necessity- or  convenience  exists  for  the  extension  of  the  lines  of  The  Farmers 
Telephone  Company,  of  Sidney,  are  questions  of  fact  for  you  to  determine,  and  it 
is  not  necessary  to  answer  these  questions.      I  will  confine  myself  to  the  question ' 
of  law  submitted  by  you,  and  will  take  them  up  in  their  order. 

First:    Section  54  of  the  public  service  act  provides  as  follows: 

"No  telephone  company  shall  exercise  any  permit,  right,  license  or  fran- 
chise that  may  have  been  heretofore  granted  but  not  actually  exercised  or 
that  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  own  or  operate  a  plant  for  the  furnishing  of 
any  telephone  service  thereunder  in  any  municipality  or  locality,  where  there 
is  in  operation  a  telephone  company  furnishing  adequate  service,  unless  such 
telephone  company  first  secures  from  the  commission-  a  certificate  after  public 
hearing  of  all  parties  interested  that  the  exercising  of  such  license,  permit, 
right  or  franchise  is  proper  and  necessary  for  the  public  convenience." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Section  54  above  quoted  applies  to  all  telephone  com- 
panies whether  incorporated  before  July  1,  1911,  or  since,  providing  said  telephone 
companies  had  not  exercised  any  permit,  right,  license  or  franchise  within  the  terri- 
tory in  dispute.  In  other  words,  a  company  organized  prior  to  said  date,  which  had 
taken  up  and  occupied  a  portion  of  the  territory  covered  by  its  charter,  but  had  not 
exercised  jurisdiction  or  control  over  the  particular  territory  in  dispute,  comes 
within  the  provisions  of  Section  54,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  as  to  any  further  extensions  or  occupancy  of  disputed  territory.  The 
mere  fact  that  the  charter  granted  to  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company  of  Sidney, 
may  have  covered  the  territory  now  in  dispute,  is  not  effective  to  give  it  the  right 
to  proceed  with  the  installation  of  telephones  in  such  parts  of  such  territory  as  were 
not  actually  developed  or  occupied  by  it  prior  to  July  1, 1911.  All  of  such  unoccupied 
territory,  on  the  part  of  the  complaining  company,  is  subject,  so  far  as  the  permit- 
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ting  of  a  competing  company  to  come  into  the  same,  to  the  rules  of  the  Commission, 
under  Section  54;  for  the  statute  itself  (Section  54)  says  thjft  no  company  shall  ex- 
ercise any  permit,  right,  etc.,  that  may  have  been  heretofore  granted  but  not  ac- 
tually exercised.  The  blanket  charter,  with  a  right  to  exercise  franchises,  license, 
etc.,  if  not  actually  put  into  execution,  will  not  protect  the  complaining  company. 

The  important  question  raised  by  the  complainant  herein  is,  that  Section  54 
above  quoted  is  unconstitutional,  in  that  it  interferes  with  vested  rights,  and  that 
said  section  undertakes  to  grant  legislative  powers  to  the  Commission.  This  is  the 
important  question  in  this  case.  The  authorities  upon  this  question  are  very  few. 
The  supreme  court  of  Ohio  has  not,  to  my  knowledge,  passed  upon  it,  neither  has  the 
supreme  court  of  any  other  state  directly  disposed  of  this  question;  but  I  find  two 
decisions  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  this  state,  which  seem  to  have  disposed  of 
the  matter.  The  first  is  a  decision  by  Judge  Brown,  unreported.  The  case  is  that 
of  the  Clinton  Telephone  Co.  v.  The  New  Burlington  Telephone  Co.,  a  typewritten 
copy  of  which  I  have  before  me,  as  filed  in  your  office. 

This  was  a  suit  in  the  common  pleas  court  by  the  first  named  company,  against 
the  latter.     The  plaintiff  in  that  case  recites  that: 

"It  is  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  Ohio  for  the  purpose  of  owning  and 
operating  a  telephone  plant  in  Clinton  County,  its  principal  office  being  at 
Wilmington;  that  it  was  chartered  in  1899,  and  has  a  complete  telephone  system 
in  said  county;  that  the  defendant  is  a  similar  corporation  and  has  a  small 
plant  in  and  near  the  unincorporated  settlement  of  New  Burlington.  The 
plaintiff  states  that  it  has  never  extended  its  lines  nor  attempted  to  operate 
its  system  except  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  New  Burlington,  but  that  the 
plaintiff  has  fully  covered  the  territory  over  which  the  defendant  seeks  to  ex- 
tend its  lines  and  is  able,  willing  and  ready  to  give  adequate  service  to  all  per- 
sons in  said  localities.  It  states  the  passage  by  the  legislature  of  the  Public 
utilities  act  of  May  31,  1911,  creating  a  Public  Service  Commission  and  num- 
bered Section  54  of  Vol.  102,  O.  L.  p.  564. 

"It  claims  that  the  true  intent  of  this  law  was  to  prevent  a  multiplicity 
of  telephone  systems,  and  to  confine  this  service  to  one  well  regulated  com- 
pany, and  that  the  defendant,  without  applying  to  or  obtaining  permission 
from  the  Public  Service  Commission,  is  extending  its  lines  and  causing  infringe- 
ment into  plaintiff's  territory  as  alleged;  that  this  will  damage  the  value  of 
plaintiff's  property,  causing  irreparable  injury  for  which  it  has  no  remedy  at 
law. 

"The  defendant  in  its  answer  admits  the  general  averments  as  to  both 
parties  being  telephone  systems,  and  that  it  has  extended  its  lines  from  time 
to  time  since  1900,  and  at  the  time  of  the  granting  of  the  temporary  restrain- 
ing order  herein  was  extending  one  of  its  lines  to  Kingman  and  a  cross  line 
from  Oakland  toward  Harveysburg  to  be  operated  under  its  plant  at  New  Bur- 
lington; that  it  has  demands  from  numerous  persons  in  that  territory  for  its 
service.  It  admits  the  enactment  of  the  public  utilities  aot  and  the  enact- 
ment of  Section  54,  but  further  says  that  its  rights  under  its  charter  and  its 
plant  were  established  in  1909  before  said  act  became  regulative,  and  that  its 
proposed  extensions  over  the  New  Burlington  plant  are  not  within  the  pur- 
view of  that  statute  and  if  said  Section  54  be  so  construed  it  is  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  of  Ohio  and  void." 

The  above  is  all  quoted  from  the  opinion  of  Judge  Brown.  Judge  Brown  further 
says: 

"We  are  plowing  new  ground  in  Ohio  in  respect  to  public  utilities.  There 
are  no  decisions  upon  the  subject  in  any  state.    Wisconsin  is  the  leading  author- 
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ity  upon  these  questions,  and  its  statute  has  been  referred  to  and  submitted 
by  counsel.  By  carefully  considering  the  purposes  of  these  acts,  we  readily 
see  that  the  intention  of  the  legislature  was  to  avoid  multiplicity  of  telephones 
as  well  as  to  give  good  service  at  reasonable  rates  to  the  people  of  the  State. 
There  is  surely  nothing  in  the  enactment,  and  particularly  Section  54,  which 
is  unconstitutional  as  against  the  inherent  rights  of  the  defendant,  nor  was 
this  in  fact  strongly  insisted  upon  by  defendant's  counsel.  The  principal  con- 
tention of  defendant's  counsel  was  that  the  plant  having  been  established  in 
New  Burlington  prior  to  its  enactment,  has  full  authority  of  law  to  extend  its 
lines  within  the  territory  granted  by  its  charter,  without  interference  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  created  by  the  act. 

"There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  where  two  companies  had  prior  to 
this  enactment  extended  its  lines  throughout  the  same  territory,  that  this 
could  and  would  not  be  effective  in  compelling  either  company  to  abandon 
such  territory. 

"It  is  admitted  by  defendant's  counsel  that  if  a  new  plant  would  construct, 
for  instance,  in  Wilmington,  it  would  be  in  violation  of  Section  54,  but  that 
the  plant  having  been  heretofore  established  and  in  continuous  operation  over 
New  Burlington,  Section  54  does  not  apply. 

"*  *  *  *  *  The  whole  intention  of  the  act  and  the  proper  interpre- 
tation of  Section  54  seems  without  doubt  in  my  mind  to  indicate  that  the 
Public  Service  Commission  has  full  authority  under  the  statute  in  regulating 
any  company  which  has  not  actually  exercised  its  permits,  rights,  licenses  or 
franchises,  by  actual  extension  into  the  territory  authorized  by  its  charter. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  answer  does  not  state  a  good  defense  in  this  respect 
and  that  the  averments  of  the  petition  cover  the  facts  which  would  require 
an  investigation  and  authority  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  and  that 
before  the  defendant  could  exercise  its  franchise  in  territory  already  occu- 
pied by  another  telephone  company,  that  it  should  comply  with  Section  54, 
by  securing  from  the  Public  Service  Commission  a  certificate  that  the  exercise 
of  its  license,  right,  permit  or  franchise  is  proper  and  necessary  for  the  public 
convenience  before  it  extends  its  lines.  This  can  readily  be  done,  and  after  a 
full  hearing,  if  any  injustice  is  being  done,  the  Public  Service  Commission 
under  this  act  can  readily  remedy  the  same.  It  is  therefore  my  duty  under 
this  view  of  the  law,  which  is  very  clear  to  me,  to  sustain  the  demurrer  to  the 
answer,  which  is  accordingly  done." 

Judge  Broderick  of  the  common  pleas  court  of  Logan  County,  in  the  case  of  The 
United  Telephone  Co.  v.  The  Logan  County  Farmers'  Telephone  Co.,  decides  the 
same  proposition.  This  case  is  not  reported  in  any  law  book,  but  I  have  before  me 
a  complete  typewritten  copy  of  his  decision,  as  filed  with  your  Commission.  Judge 
Broderick  goes  fully  into  the  proposition.  This  was  also  a  decision  on  a  demurrer 
filed  to  the  second  defense  of  the  Logan  County  Farmers'  Telephone  Company,  which 
sets  up  substantially  the  same  propositions  as  are  plead  in  the  answer  to  which 
Judge  Brown  in  the  above  case  sustained  a  demurrer. 

In  this  latter  case,  the  defendant  was  incorporated  prior  to  the  enactment  of 
the  public  utilities  act,  including  Section  54,  supra.  In  this  latter  case  the  defendant 
company  was  seeking  to  extend  its  lines  into  territory  covered  by  its  charter,  in  which 
they  had  exercised  no  rights  nor  had  done  any  construction,  or  established  any  line 
of  telephones,  said  company  claiming  it  had  power  to  do  so  inasmuch  as  it  was  incor- 
porated prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  had  to  a  certain  extent  exercised  juris- 
diction over  part  of  the  territory.  Judge  Broderick  decides  as  Judge  Brown  did, 
that  as  to  unoccupied  territory  on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  which  territory  was 
actually  occupied  by  the  plaintiff,  there  was  no  right  on  the  part  of  the  defendant 
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company  to  make  new  extensions  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  without  obtaining 
permission  from  the  Commission. 

These  two  decisions  being  squarely  in  line  with  the  questions  submitted  by  you, 
ought  to  be  respected  unless  authorities  can  be  cited  to  the  contrary.  I  find  no 
decisions  to  the  contrary.  It  is  stated  that  Section  54  interferes  with  vested  rights, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  public  utilities,  such  as  telephone  companies,  are 
creatures  of  the  statute;  their  powers  are  all  enumerated  in  the  statutes,  and  prior 
to  the  enactment  of  the  public  utilities  act,  they  were  governed  by  the  law  as  it 
then  existed,  but  having  in  view  the  progress  of  other  states  in  the  control  of  public 
utilities,  the  statute  of  1911  was  enacted,  including  Section  54  above  cited.  This 
was  for  the  puspose  of  giving  the  Commission  power  to  have  exclusive  control  of 
public  utilities  and  prevent  duplicate  companies  from  invading  property  already 
occupied,  unless  a  public  necessity  existed  for  the  same,  which  question  is  exclusively 
under  the  control  and  supervision  of  your  Commission. 

Your  other  question  is  whether  when  a  telephone  utility  is  furnishing  adequate 
service,  and  at  a  rate  that  is  justified  by  the  investment  and  operating  expenses,and 
another  company  offers  to  furnish  service  as  good  and  at  lower  rates,  would  be  con- 
sidered a  public  necessity  and  convenience  sufficient  to  justify  permission  to  the 
second  company  to  operate  in  the  territory. 

The  question  of  the  right  to  enter  an  already  occupied  territory  because  of  an 
offer  to  furnish  service  at  a  lower  rate  is  one  of  fact;  and  must  be  considered  and  finally 
determined  as  to  whether  it  is  a  public  necessity,  and  whether  adequate  service  is 
being  rendered  by  the  company  already  having  jurisdiction  over  the  territory.  The 
matter  of  furnishing  service  at  lower  rates  does  not  per  se  mean  a  public  necessity, 
and  this  matter  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  by  you.  Your  Commission  is 
not  authorized  to  permit  a  competing  company  to  occupy  territory  already  occupied 
simply  because  it  will  do  so  at  lower  rates  of  service.  If  the  occupying  company  is 
furnishing  satisfactory  service,  and  at  satisfactory  rates  as  found  by  the  Commission, 
it  may  not  be  interfered  with  by  a  competing  company  simply  because  it  offers  to 
furnish  the  same  service  at  lower  rates. 

Both  Judge  Brown  and  Broderick  have  held  that  Section  54,  above  quoted,  is 
not  unconstitutional  under  such  circumstances  as  set  forth  in  the  decisions  rendered 
by  them. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  granting  of  a  charter  or  franchise  by  the  State  to  an 
incorporated  company  protects  the  company  as  to  all  acts  performed  under  the 
charter,  but  as  to  all  acts  not  performed,  the  right  still  exists  in  the  State  to  enact 
new  laws  regulating  such  companies.  As  an  illustration,  as  to  the  lines  constructed 
and  plants  or  systems  established  by  the  competing  company  under  existing  laws  at 
the  time  of  the  granting  of  the  charter,  the  company  is  fully  protected  by  its  charter; 
but  as  to  all  unexecuted  matters  by  the  company  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act 
changing  or  amending  the  laws,  a  new  enactment  covering  the  same  companies  must 
be  governed  by  such  later  legislation. 

The  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  Pearsall  v.  Great  Northern 
R.  R.  Co.,  161  U.  S.  680  (40  L.  Ed.  838),  in  the  first  and  second  syllabi  holds: 

"1.  A  grant  of  power  to  a  corporation  is  to  be  strictly  construed  against  it, 
and  nothing  will  be  presumed  to  pass  by  the  grant  unless  it  be  expressed  in 
clear  and  unambiguous  language. 

"2.  Statutes  which  operate  only  to  regulate  the  manner  in  which  the 
franchises  of  a  corporation  are  to  be  exercised,  and  which  do  not  interfere 
substantially  with  the  enjoyment  of  the  main  object  of  the  grant  made  by  its 
charter,  do  not  impair  the  contract  contained  therein." 
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Mr.  Justice  Brown  in  the  same  case  in  concluding  his  opinion  says: 

"In  conclusion  we  hold  that  where  by  a  railway  charter  a  general 
power  is  given  to  consolidate  with,  purchase,  lease,  or  acquire  the  stock  of 
other  roads,  which  has  remained  unexecuted,  it  is  within  the  competency 
of  the  legislature  to  declare,  by  subsequent  acts,  that  this  power  shall  not 
extend  to  the  purchase,  lease  or  consolidation  with  parallel  or  competing 
lines." 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  in  this  case,  as  affecting  the  rights  of  The 
Farmers  Telephone  Company,  the  public  utilities  act  is  not  retroactive  in  its  effect, 
and  that  it  does  not  impair  the  obligation  of  contracts  and  is,  therefore,  constitu- 
tional. 

After  holding  as  I  do  that  the  act  is  constitutional,  including  Section  54,  there 
remains  but  one  question  for  you  to  determine  in  the  case  submitted  to  you,  and  that 
is,  whether  the  proposed  extensions  of  the  Farmers  Telephone  Company  lines  are 
proper  and  necessary  for  the  public  convenience  on  account  of  inadequate  service; 
and  whether  a  public  necessity  for  such  extension  exists.  If  none  such  does  exist, 
then  there  is  no  right  for  The  Farmers  Telephone  Company  to  extend  its  lines  into 
territory  not  previously  occupied  or  taken  possession  of  by  it,  prior  to  the  enactment 
of  the  public  utilities  law,  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission,  and  the  said 
company  must  proceed  under  Section  54  for  its  proposed  authority  to  extend. 

I  am  not  undertaking  to  pass  upon  any  of  the  questions  of  necessity,  or  public 
requirement,  or  inadequate  service;  those  are  questions  of  fact  for  you  to  determine, 
when  proper  application  is  made,  and  are  not  questions  of  law  at  this  time.
